EMORIES of the Third General Coun-. 


cil of the Presbyterian Alliance come 
to mind ina variety of aspects. As to its 
personnel: it was a grand thing to sea so 
many representative men from al! parts of 
‘the world. Many of them were men of 
towering intellect and world-wide fame, 
who have helped to mould and lead the 
religious thought of the age. A more impor- 
tant consideration is the purpose for which 
they were assembled. It was not to legislate, 
nor to formulate new dogmas. It was not 
even to advocate the organic unity of Pres- 
byterian churches. It was something far 
better,—_to manifest, amid external differences 
of government and practice, unity of spirit— 
to promote Christian fellowship and co- 
operation—to extend a helping hand to 


weak churches struggling against repression. 


and poverty—and to stimulate each other 
in the promotion of evangelistic and mis- 
_sionary work. The following table shows, 
approximately, the number of delegates, and 
of associates invited by the Alliance to take 
part in its deliberations at Kdinburgh, 
_ Philadelphia, and Belfast, in 1877, 1880, and 
1884 respectively, and whence they came :—

half of the delegates at the Belfast Council 
were from the United States, but this is not 


‘surprising when it is remembered that the 


number of Presbyterian ministers in that 
country is upwards of 10,000. For this 
reason it is obvious that the Americans must 
always exercise a controlling influence in 
the Alliance, At the Belfast meeting, in 
addition to their quota of delegates, there was 
a large number of Americans present, and 
besides the fourteen delegates appointed by 
our General Assembly, the following Cana- 
dians attended: Revs. R. Hamilton, of 
Motherwell ; T. S. Chambers, of Kingston ; 
S. Mylne, of Smiths’ Falls; A. Bell, of 
Peterborough; G. Jamieson, of Aylmer; 
W. A. Wilson, of St. Marys’; A. H. Scott, 
of Owen’s Sound, and J. Chisholm, of Mac- 
intyre ; also Dr. Giekie, junior, of Toronto. 

The Council was opened in St. Enoch’s 
Church on the 24th of June at 11 a.m. 
Dr.Watts, the chairman of the local com- 
mittee, presided. He ventured upon what 
very few would have attempted in the 
presence of such an audience—a running 
commentary on the portion of Scripture 
which he read. But he did it well, and 
also preached an excellent evangelical dis- 
course from Rev. 5: 6.7. The Council 
having been constituted, Mr. George Junkin, 
the Philadelphia lawyer, was called to the 
chair, and surprized some of the old country 
members by the promptness of his rulings 
and the way in which he “rushed” business.

Hays, D. D., of Denver, Colorado, the 
‘Moderator of General Assembly, north— 
a typical “ Western American”—tall, slen- 
der, handsome, clever and humorous, a 
genius, in short, of surpassing versatility. 
‘Now he had the house convulsed with 
laughter, next wiping tears from their eyes, 
and again his voice was drowned in applause. 
A discussion ensued on the report of the 
committee on a consensus of the Reformed 
Confession, 7.e., the desirability or otherwise 
of defining in one statement the articles of 
belief of the various churches embraced in 
the Alliance. Dr. Cairns, the convener, 
held with the Scottish section of the com- 
mittee that the advantages of such a step 
would be outweighed by the risks attending 
it. It might lead to serious complications. 
Dr. Story deprecated the idea of recon- 
structing in any shape or form these formu- 
las. Principal MacVicar said that this 
body was not a council to determine the 
orthodoxy of any of the churches composing 
it. Dr. Schaff held that the Council had 
already been travelling in the direction of 
formulating such a consensus and that they 
should not lose sight of it soscon. Princi- 
pal Caven suggested that, without commit- 
ting itself to all the reasonings of the report, 
the Council hold it inexpedient at present 
to define the consensus.” This became sub- 
stantially the verdict of theCouncil. Another 
lively discussion took place on the report of 
the committee on the Reception of Churches. 
Should the Cumberland Presbyterians be 
admitted into the Alliance? This isa body 
of 1,422 ministers with 115,749 communi- 
cants, and all the educational apphances of 
a well organized church. It was their third 
time of asking. Principal MacVicar moved 
the adoption of the report. Dr. Martin, 
of Kentucky, the champion of the ultra- 
conservative party in the Southern States, 
stoutly opposed the motion. Admitting 
the zeal, ability and piety of these men 
as a body, they should not be received. 
Their creed was not in harmony with the 
Westminster Confession of Faith. The 
Southern Church had twice rejected over- 
tures for union from them, and since then 
they had, by revision, mutilated that vener- 
able symbol. Principal Cairns poured oil 
on the troubled waters. Dr. Story would 
not follow the apologetic tone of some of 
the speakers. He would welcome these

A pleasant break in the proceedings took 
place when a deputation from the Irish 
Methodist Conference consisting of ten’ 
ministers and laymen ascended the platform. 
For a short time there was danger of the 
Council becoming a mutual admiration | 
society. After the flattering words that fell 
from these brethren one almost expected to. 
hear them apply to be received into the 
Alliance. As it was, they left no doubt in, 
our minds as to our common faith, and re-. 
minded us that the motto of their Church, 
was,—‘ The friends of all, and the enemies. 
of none.” 

There were sixty papers on the programme, 
and the most of them were read in whole or | 
in part. Deducting the opening and clos-' 
ing days, the Sunday and holiday, that was.

Was it not? And yet, what would the 
Council be without these paper makers? It 
was their names and reputation that drew 
the crowd. Without them the Conference 
would possibly have degenerated into twad- 
dle. Professor Charteris led off with a 
thoughtful paper on “ the authority of Holy: 
Scripture in the early Christian Church.” 
Dr. Hodge read from a printed document 
selections on the same topic. Two papers 
followed on Biblical Criticisra, one by Dr. 
T. W. Chambers of New York, the other 
by Professor Gautier of Lausanne, a young 
man of striking appearance. Dr. Matheson 
of Inellan, who is blind, spoke with great. 
power and animation on “The Religious: 
bearings of the doctrine of Evolution,” and!

Dr. Blaikie surveyed the whole family of 
Presbyterian Churches. “Lessons from: 


other Churches” was the subject of Rev.. 
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James Stalker’s address, Hespoke-extempore 
and held the attention of his audience 
longer than any other. When his time was 
up he was excored. No one could handle 
explosive materials more adroitly than this 
rising young minister of the Free Church. 
His references to church government, 
creed, and ritual, were like so many bomb- 
shells thrown into the camp; yet, so skil- 
fully were they handled, no harm was done. 
Thursday and Friday the 26th and 27th 
were the great days of the feast,—devoted 
to Missions and to the Continental and 
Colonial Churches. Dr. Fleming Stevensons’ 
paper on “ The Missionary Consecration of 
the whole Church” was the paper of the Coun- 
cil. None who were present can forget that 
night. The large Church was quite full, 
and on the platform were seated some eight 
or ten missionaries whose faces were bronzed 
with service in the field. One after another, 
these brethren rose and spoke of the power 
and progress of the Gospel in the countries 
they came from, the hindrances to their 
work, and the need there is for increased 
sympathy and co-operation from the people 
living in Christian lands. Macdonald, from 
India, pleaded earnestly for the removal, as 
far as possible, of denominational lines on 
missionary ground. There were in Bengal 
no less than five Presbyterian bodies, why 
should they not be united? This was one 
of their greatest drawbacks, and one for 
which the churches in the old country are 
‘responsible. Swanson, of Amoy, was there 
to represent the largest empire on the face 
of the earth, and the oldest. He spoke 
with great force and eloquence of the Gospel 
of Christ as the one thing needed to lift 
China into the first rank of the nations. 
Paton, the aged, brought tears into many 
eyes as he recounted the triumphs of the 
‘Cross in the New Hebrides and other 
islands of the South Seas. He spoke from 
an experience of twenty-six years and told 
how the people that walked in darkness 
have seen a great light, and that the Sun of 
‘Righteousness had risen on these dark 
abodes of ‘cruelty with healing in his 
wings. Faulds told of the brightness of 
‘His coming in “the sun-rise kingdom.” 
Christianity, he said, was advancing with 
rapid strides in Japan and would soon be 
the national religion. Presbyterianism there 
iwas practically, a unit. Laws of Living- 
|stonia, a medical missionary, spoke hope- 


fully of Southeastern and Central Africa, 
and enthusiastically of the Free Church 
missions there, in which he has been engaged 
for nine years, although himself a member 
of the United Presbyterian Church. Martin, 
a Jewish convert—eleven years in Syria, 
and seven and a half in the city where the 
disciples were first called Christians-—de- 
scribed his missionary labours among his 
own people, as did also another Jew, Eliezer 
Bassin of Roumania. For the first time 
since its formation the Council united in 
singing a verse ofa hymn! For this trans- 
gression of the law, which prescribes the 
Psalms of David and none else to be used, 
the Council was, however, not to blame. It 
was the President’s fault. But oh! how 
they sang, with heart and voice :— 


Can we whose souls are lighted 
With wisdom from on high, 
Can we to men benighted 
The lamp of life deny. 
Salvation, O Salvation! 
Thejoyful sound proclaim, 
Till each remotest nation 
Has learned Messiah’s name. 


Not less interesting was the session on 
the following day when fourteen of the 
continental delegates took seats on the 
platform. The report of committee on the 
Continental Churches was read by Dr. 
Blaikie. It mentioned that $65,000 had 
been contributed since last Council, in 
America and Britain, to supplement the 
small stipends of the Waldensian pastors, 
and that steps were now being taken to 
render similar assistance to the Bohemian 
Church. M. Couve, an elder from Bordeaux 
made a fine speech, telling what the Re- 
formed Church of France was doing for 
missions. fifty years ago they began a 
mission in Basutoland, South Africa, where 
there are now fifty thousand converts under 
its care. M. Bosio conveyed the thanks of 
the Waldensian Church for the practical 
sympathy of the Alliance. Mr. Decoppet 
of Paris also made an excellent speech on 
the difficulties and requirements of the 
Reformed Church in France. But the in- 
terest culminated when Messrs. Dusek and 
Kaspar detailed the sufferings of the poor 
Protestant Church of Bohemia. The story 
of the wrongs of this martyr Church is 
enough to melt a heart of stone. Our land, 
said they, ‘is the grave of a Protestant 
Church.” 2,500,000 of their people had 


+ 


been slain or banished the country. They 
had drained the cup of persecution to the 
very dregs. But that Church had risen 
from the dead and was even now waiting 
to go forward and evangelize neighbouring 
countries. Drs. Scott and Lang of Glasgow 
gave graphic descriptions of their visit as 
delegates to the centenary celebration of 
the Bohemian and Moravian Churches in 
1881. Messrs. Pons and Macdougall spoke 
hopefully of the project for the confedera- 
tion of all the Protestant Churches in Italy. 
In the meantime there was a likelihood of 
a union between the Waldensians and the 
Free Church of Italy before long. Why 
has it not come sooner? M. Rother of 
Gorlitz spoke for the Free Evangelical 
Church of Germany to which he belonged ; 
Dr. Dalton, for the 70,000 Presbyterians 
scattered throughout the Russian Empire. 

A whole evening was devoted to the 
Colonies. Dr. Cochrane surpassed himself 
in his description of the Home mission 
fields of Canada. His peroration was like 
the sweep of an avalanche that carries 
everything before it, and was applauded to 
the echo. One star differeth from another 
star in glory. Dr. Hay of Queensland, who 
followed the Canadian, was eloquent too, 
but his was the eloquence of a quiet flowing 
river, enriching and beautifying all its 
borders. He commended the system of 
the Methodists which, by availing itself of 
lay agency, with a small number of or- 
dained ministers, maintained a larger effec- 
tive force of evangelistic labourers than any 
other church in the colony. 

Several interesting papers were read, 
bearing on the training of Theological 
students. Dr. Henry Alexander of Virginia, 
nephew of the well-known Princeton Pro- 
fessor of that name, argued against the 
lowering of the standard of education. 
Perhaps he was rather too inflexible, at 
least so far as new countries are concerned. 
It was meet that the youngest Principal in 
the Council should be the most pliant. Dr. 
King of Manitoba College read an admirable 
paper on this subject. He made a good 
point when he said that candidates for the 
ministry should be faithfully dealt with at 
the commencement of their studies. If 
they have not the requisite gifts and graces 
they should be kindly advised to turn their 
talents into some otherchannel. Principals 
Cairns, MacVicar, Caven, and Brown, Pro- 
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fessor Calderwood, Dr. Roberts of New 
York and others joined in the discussion 
which followed and which was on the whole 
interesting. Dr. Lang gave forcible expres- 
sion to his opinion that magnetism is wanted 
in the colleges. Some young men go up 


to college full of enthusiasm and come out 


fossils.” Romanism came in for a shara 
of attention. Dr. Hamilton Magee of Dub- 
lin spoke of the difficulties that stood in the 
way of the evangelization of Ireland. Dr. 
Pomeroy of Cleveland was especially bril- 
liant in his paper on Romanism in the 
United States, while Dr. Burns of Halifax 
portrayed with poetic fire its history in 
Canada. A report on the eldership followed 
in natural order and elicited many practical 
suggestions. Dr. Munro Gibson put the 
house in excellent humour by his racy paper 
on “Lay help in Church Work.” It was 
one of his happiest efforts. Dr. Charteris 
advocated the revival of the order of Dea- 
conesses. Dr. Worden read a clever paper 
on Sabbath-sehools. More than one half of 
the twelve millions of Sunday-school scho- 
lars in the world were in the United States. 
They had more than a million of teachers. 
The women of America did more than two- 
thirds of the work in the Sunday-school. 
Mr. Cuthbertson of Glasgow gave the figures 
for Scotland, and spoke of the increasing 
efficiency of their system and their efforts 
to raise the standard of qualification for 
teachers. Mr. Lundie of Liverpool discoursed 
on temperance, and marked the improvement 
in public sentiment on that question. Dr. 
Sample vf Minneapolis reviewed the move- 
ment in America where, he said, the people 
were determined to destroy the drink traffic 
by legislation. 

The most touching scene was when Dr. 
McCosh rose to bid the assembled brethren 
farewell. Referring to his early connection 
with the Council, he was devoutly thankful 
that he had lived to see the success which 
had attended it. He did not expect to be 
able to attend another meeting. His work 


would soon be done, and he be laid to sleep — 


beside Witherspoon and Jonathan Edwards,

We need methods more 
elastic ; outside agencies more active ; more 
visible unity. How paltry and poor our 
discussions on order and ritual, and other 
‘Church questions,’ while so many are ques- 
tioning even the existence of God and of 
Jesus Christ. We need to have the gospel 
preached by living men and women going 
down into the chasms; not more ministers 
with white neck-ties and elders with commu- 
nion cards: we want LIFE.” So said Dr. 
Lang. ‘“ InGlasgow, in one district (his own) 
sixty out of sixty-five churches of all de- 
nominations are united for the purpose of 
agoressive evangelistic work : together they 
have a force of 900 lay workers in that 
great city, and yet there is room for more.” 

On the last day Dr. Blaikie submitted an 
elaborate report on ‘‘ The better organization 
of the Council.” He himself regarded this 
meeting as in some respects the most suc- 
cessful yet held. The free and friendly 


discussion of matters requiring the utmost 


delicacy in handling had, he thought, suffi- 


ciently tested the strength of the bond that 


held the Alliance together, and vindicated 


_ its right to live.

cess of the Council. It was ten o’clock 
when Dr. Cairns rose to deliver the vale- 
dictory address. He spoke for nearly an 
hour, without note or paper, but from a full 
heart, words that will not be forgotten by 
those who heard them. He shewed an 
intimate knowledge of Ireland and Irish 
life in all its phases, civil and ecclesiastical. 
No less extensive was his acquaintance with 
the Continental Church in its various 
branches. He concluded by expressing the 
hope “that this Alliance may before long 
include the great Lutheran Church of 
Germany, that so a happier day may be 
hastened when a believing Protestantism, 
knit together in allits members, shall stand 
up in its unity against Romanism and un- 
belief in all the world.” It wasa grand 
speech—worthy of the speaker and of the 
occasion. Long may Dr. Cairns live to grace 
with his presence and aid by his counsels 
the deliberations of Presbyterianism, of 
which he is at once a typical representative 
and an ornament. 


This sketch would be incomplete without 
some reference to the hospitality of the good 
people of Belfast. It was manifested in a 
variety of ways. They were not forgetful 
“to entertain strangers,” and thisthey did 
in a manner that made the delegates feel they 
were neither strangers nor foreigners, but 
“‘ fellow-citizens” while they sojourned in 
that beautiful city. The writer has a grate- 
ful recollection that the times fell to him in 
very pleasant places. He cannot trust him- 
self tosay more. The Council was invited 
en masse to dinner in the Ulster Hall, on 
four different occasions, when from three to 
four hundred delegates with their wives and 
daughters enjoyed an hour and a half of 
social intercourse, had their hunger and 
their thirst appeased after the most approved 
fashion, and enjoyed a feast of reason in 
the excellent extempore addresses which 
were delivered by the stars of the Alliance. 
A pleasant afternoon, too, was that on which 
we consorted on board of the Meg Merrilees 
and made a swift circuit of the Lough. 
What matter if we were enveloped in dense 
fog most part of the time, with Dr. Johnston 
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for cicerone and guide, and a host of others 
‘to enliven us with speech and song, we in- 
haled the cool invigorating breezes and inly 
imagined what could not be seen with the 
naked eye. Added to all this, and most 
noteworthy, was the memorable excursion to 
the Giants’ Causeway. It began with a 
journey by railway of seventy miles to 
Port Rush. For the remaining eight miles 
there was a choice of conveyances—a com- 
fortable seat in a mysterious-looking carriage 
harnessed to electricity, or to drive up hill 
and down dale in the picturesque Irish 
jaunting car. Let cthers extol the virtues 
of the last named machine. The four 
‘Canadians who made trial of it, if they had 
the satisfaction of outstripping the light- 
ning, have to this day a painful recollection 
of its discomfort. We did not fare so badly, 
however, as Dr. Irving of New York who, 
sad to relate, having been jerked from his 
perch on one of these cars, fell to the ground 
and was carried into hospital with a broken 
leg. The Causeway and the adjacent caves 
are together an extraordinary freak of nature. 
You must lsten of course to your pauky 
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always uppermost, in others the convex. 
There is never a misfit. To the geologist, 
the Giant’s Causeway must be a sight of 
surpassing interest, but ordinary mortals can 
only gaze at it with admiring wonder and 
exclaim amid suzh surroundings,—“ Great 
and marvellous are Thy works, Lord God 
Almighty! In wisdom hast Thou made 
them all: the earth is full of Thy riches.”

mote the welfare of his fellow-men, he met 
with an address and appeal on behalf of the 
heathen, recently issued by the London Mis- 
sionary Society, which decided his choice. 
He offered his services, was appointed to 
labour in South Africa, and begun his mis- 
sionary labours there when he was over fifty 
years of age. He arrived at Capo Town, in 
company with Messrs. Kircherer, Edmonds 
and Edwards, on the 31st of March, 1799. 
He chose to work among the degraded Hot- 
tentots, in the interior of the colony, where 


he had many narrow escapes from wild beasts _ 
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and the aimost wilder Bushmen, and where 


he spent twelve years, striving to bring the 
Kaffirs and Hottentots to Christ. His greatest 
work was the founding of a Missionary 
Institute at Bethelsdorp, about eight miles 
from Algoa Bay. Here he was privileged to 
_ gee a large number of natives collected in 
a settlement established for their special 
benefit. A church was organized, and the 
people made pleasing advance toward 
civilization. The institution is still in exist- 
ence and prosperous. When upwards of 
sixty-three years of age, Vanderkemp serious- 
ly contemplated the commencement of a 
mission to the island of Madagascar. But he 
was seized with a fit of apoplexy which 
speedily proved fatal. His last words were,— 
“Allis well”! In estimating his true char- 
acter and the sacrifices he made for the cause 
of missions, it must be borne in mind that 
Vanderkemp was a man of eminent ability 
and a ripe scholar.

JANUARY ll. Aots xx. 17-27, 
Golden Text, Acts 20: 21. 


“TRACE on the map Paul’s journey from 
Corinth, through Macedonia to Philippi, 
thence to Troas and other places mentioned in 
last lesson. Remember why he did not call at 
Ephesus, v.16. V.1. Miletus—36 miles south 
of Ephesus, a considerable seaport on the river 
Meander, ten miles from its mouth, Among its 
ruins may still be seen the theatre with its many 
tiers of stone seats and some columns of the 
great temple of Apollo. The elders of Ephesus 
must have heard with great joy of the arrival of 
their friend and teacher at Miletus and would 
lose no time in going to meet him. The elders 
of the Church—in the Greek “the presbyters,” 
aterm used interchangeably in the New Testa- 
ment for elder, overseer, and bishop. It was 
doubtless the local presbyters or office-bearers of 
the church at Ephesus who are here mentioned, 
not the superintending bishops of the churches 
of Asia. V. 18. Ye know—none knew better 
than these elders what sort of man Paul was, 
and now he can look them all in the face, con- 
scious of his integrity and the faithfulness of 
his dealings with them during his three years 
ministry among them, ch. 18: 19;19: 1-10. V. 
19. This is no ille boasting, but only a retro- 
spect of trials and difficulties experienced among 
them. With many tears—tears of anxiety for 
his converts, and of grief for the Jews whose 
hostility had so often interrupted his work and 
endangered his life. Temptations—trials. V. 
20, Kept back nothing—Paul was not the man 
to keep silence from a fear of ‘“ what people 
would say” about him. Regardless of conse- 
quences, he had preached boldly in the syna- 
Bogue and also exhorted the people in their 
omes. V. 21. Testifying—He had one mes- 
sage for Jew and Gentile; all were sinners and 
all had need of repentance. Yoward God— 
sorrow for sin, first and chiefly because com- 
mitted against God and hateful in His sight, 
Ps. 51:4. Faith toward Christ—the only name 
whereby they could be saved, ch. 4:12. Vs. 
22, 23. This is less a “ presentiment” of the 
bonds and imprisonments awaiting him than an 
expression of unwavering faith in God. Duty 
told him to go to Jerusalem and no fear of 
results should prevent him. V. 24. None of 
these things move me—a noble declaration, see 
also Rom. 8: 38, 39. Because Christ died for 
us, we should count no sacrifice too great, not 
even life itself, for His cause, 1 John, 3: 16. 
Finish my course—language drawn from the 
Grecian games is used to symbolize the zeal, 
courage, and patience with which a Christian 
ought to “strive” after his heavenly reward, 1 
Cor. 9: 24-27; 2 Tim. 4:7. V. 25. He did not 
expect ever to see them again in the flesh, though 
he may have seen some of them, see Phil. 1: 20, 
25 and 2:24. V.26. In any case he appeals to 
them as witnesses that he had done his duty by 
them, ch. 18: 6 and vs. 33, 34,

JanuaRY 18. Aots xx. 28-38. 
Golden Text, Acts 20: 28. 


ERE is a beautiful “ tableau,” such as those 
who were parties to it could never forget, 

and so graphically described; we who read it 
almost fancy ourselves among that little com- 
pany on the sea-shore, listening to these tender 
and affectionate words—words that will speak 
lessons for all time to all who will hear them. 
V. 28. Take heed to yourselves—do not neglect 
personal holiness. emember that life—not 
profession—is the test of character.

The Church of God—or, as 
some read, “the Church of the Lord,” 7. e. of 
Christ. By which is meant the Church Catholic 
—all of every name and denomination who are 
true believers—that Church of which He Him 
self is the only King and Head—most dear to 
Him in that He shed His blood for it. Rom. 3: 
25; 1 Cor. 6:20; Gal. 1:4; Eph. 1:22. Vs. 29, 
30. Two classes of enemies; Wolves—false 
teachers, who would come to them in sheep’s 
clothing sowing discord among them ; and others, 
of their own number, apostates, perverting the 
Scriptures—twisting the meaning of passages to 
make them sanction their own crotchets, see 2 
Tim. 2:17,18. V. 31. Watch—the Christian 
must ever be on his guard, Mark 13:37; nor 
must he be over credulous, Eph. 4:14; 1Jn.4: 
1. How unceasing were Paul’s labours! What 
an example to cold lukewarm professors! V. 32. 
Icommend yto God—“ Adieu!’ as we often 
say. To buila you up—to “ edify”—not only to 
convince and convert, but to increase their know- 
ledge and strengthen their faith in Divine things. 
Christian life is progressive. We grow in grace, 
Luke 2:40; 2 Pet. 3:18. We may, and we 
ought to reach the full assurance of faith in this 
life, 2 Tim. 1:12, but the inheritance and the 
crown are not yet, 2 Tim. 4: 8. Sanctified—Sh. 
Catechism 35, Vs. 33, 34. They all knew 
that while preaching to others Paul supported 
himself by his hanticraft, ch. 18: 3; 1 Cor. 4: 
12. V. 35. He would have them follow his 
example, to be more solicitous for the welfare 
of others than about “ good livings” for them- 
selves. At thesame time he teaches that minis-, 
ters are entitled to adequate support from those 
to whom they preach. 1 Cor. 9: 9-11. The words 
of the Lord Jesus—This golden saying though 
not recorded in the Gospels, finds an echo in the; 
heart of every one who from a pure motive

JANUARY 25, Aots xxi. 1-14 
Golden Text, Acts 21: 14, 


Pavn and his companions sailed from Mile- 
tus immediately after the interview record- 
ed in last lesson. With a fair wind they would 
make the run from Miletus to Coos in six hours. 
Vs. 1. 2. Coos—an island famous as the seat of a 
medical school and the resort of many strangers. 
Rhodes—a larger island, 13 miles from the 
mainland. The city of Rhodes most beautifully 
situated, surrounded with perfumed gardens and 
vine-clad hills: renowned for its shipbuilding. 
It was the point from which the Greeks reckoned 
their parallels of latitude and longitude: noted 
for its temple of the sun and the Colossus— 
accounted the greatest of the seven wonders of 
the world— a statue of brass, 105 feet high. 
Patara—on the mainland, near the mouth of 
the river Xanthus 50 miles east of Rhodes, then 

a considerable sea-port, but now a desolate ruin 
and its fine harbour a malarialswamp. The 
ship ended her voyage here, but another was 
found ready to sail. Phoenicia—that narrow strip 

of country bordering on the Mediterranean. 
north of Palestine, in which were the famous 
cities of Tyre and Sidon, now also a land of 
ruins, Ezek. ch. 26. V. 3. From Patara to 
Tyre is 340 miles. With a fair wind, about 48 
hours sail. A straight course took them 
south of Cyprus, see map. V. 4. While 
the crew were unloading the grain or wine 
and taking in fresh cargo, Paul took the 
opportunity of seeking out the disciples, for 
doubtless a church had been founded at Tyre at 
the time of the dispersion consequent on the 
death of Stephen, ch. 11 : 19. The Tyrian 

_ Christians urged Paul not to go Jerusalem, fear- 
_ ing that his life would be endangered: but he 
- was bound to go. Vs. 5,6. Here is another 
affecting farewell scene. Fancy them watching 
the departure of the vessel: waving their adieus 

_ until she was out of sight, and then sadly going 
_ home saying to each other “ we shall never see 
_ the dear man’s faceany more!” V. 7. Ptolemais 
_ —the modern Acre, 40 miles south of Tyre. Vs. 
_ 811. One day’s travel, by land, brought them 
_ to Cesarea the official residence of Festus and 
_ Felix. Here Herod died, ch. 12: 19-23. Cornelius 
_ lived here, ch. 10:1. Paul was a prisoner here 
_ two years, ch. 24: 27. Philip—one of the 
seven, ch. 6:5; 8: 26-40. Hvangelist—most 
nearly answers to our word “ missionary”—one 
who preaches the Gospel from place to place, as 
Timothy, 2 Tim. 4:6. V. 9. see Joel. 2:28. Vs. 
10, 11. Agabus, see ch. 11: 28. V. 12. We— 
Luke, the writer of the Acts, was clearly one of 

| the party: for the others, see ch. 20:4. Vs. 13, 
14, Seeing that Paul’s purpose did not falter, they 
ceased entreaties, leaving on record a sentiment 
_ borrowed from the Lord’s prayer—a motto for 
Christians in all the ages and in all circum- 
stances,— THE WILL OF THE LORD BE DONE.” 


Hut vt PJevusalem. 


Fesrvuary 1. Aots xxi. 15-26: 
Golden Text, Acts 21: 20. 


HIS was Paul’s fifth visit to Jerusalem since 
his conversion, and the termination of his 
third and last missionary journey; for though 
he accomplished his purpose of seeing Rome, 
ch. 19:21, he went there a prisoner. It may be 
well at this time to trace on the map the dif- 
ferent routes he took and the principal places 
visited in these memorable journeys. V. 15. Our 
carriages—baggage, asinl.Sam. 17:22. The 
road from Cesarea passes through the plain of 
Sharon, one of the most beautiful parts of 
Palestine, where the rose and the lily of the 
valley would then be in full bloom. V. 16. 
Besides his fellow-travellers from Tyre, some of 
the Christians of Cesarea had joined the 
party. Mnason—a native of Cyprus, not an old 
man, perhaps, but an early convert. V. 17. Not 
without grave doubts as to the reception he 
should meet with from the unbelieving Jews at 
Jerusalem. Paul was cheered by the kindly 
reception of the brethren whom he met on his 
arrival, Rom.15: 31. V.18. Next day a formal 
reception was given him at a meeting of Presby- 
tery summoned by James, “ the Lord’s brother,” 
Gal. 1:19, who presided over the Church of 
Jerusalem, when all the members were present 
to hear Paul’s report and to receive the contri- 
butions of the distant churches. V. 19. The 
returned missionaries were received with the 
brotherly kiss of peace, 1 Thess. 5: 26, when 
Paul gave an account of all that he had done 
and endured these four years, Rom. 15: 18-20, 
and about the churches he founded in Macedonia 
and Achaia, at Ephesus and elsewhere. Vs, 20, 
21. It was a telling speech, and the first im- 
pulse of the meeting was to join in thanksgivin 
to God. But it soon appeared. that beneath 
seeming unanimity there lurked elements o 
discord. There were, thus early, some restles 
agitators in the Church—men of a sectarian 
spirit: and also others very weak in the faith. 
Some of the Judaizing zealots had circulate 
the report that Paul had been teaching the Jew 
to forsake Moses—to abandon the law and cus 
toms of their fathers. Vs. 22-24. To set the 
public mind at rest, they advised Paul to join 
puny in the observance of a Mosaic cermony. 
ere were four Jewish Christians under a vow; 
go with them, said they, tothe Temple, go, 
through the prescribed form of ceremonial puri 
fication with them; Be at charges with them, 1.e. 
pay the necessary expenses, and in this wa 
shew yourself as loyal to the law as any of us. 
V. 25. Touching the Gentiles—The Presbytery 
had already declared its mind on this subject, 
ch. 15:19, 20. V. 26. Whatever the motive, 
the suggestion was in itself not an unwise one, 
and as Paul’s object was to conciliate the Church, 
as far as he could do so consistently, he falls in 
with the proposal. This was in line with his 
teaching, Rom. ch. 14. 1 Cor. 9: 20-23; 7: 17-19.

MANITOBA ITEMS. 


The harvest has been an abundant one, 
although the low price of grain all over the 
world is disappointing the hopes of those who 
expected, to overcome the-depression by one 
harvest. Thrift and closer calculation in all 
matters, public and private, are much needed in 
Manitoba. very powerful retrenchment 
movement is on foot in Winnipeg. ‘C. EK. Hamil- 
ton, barrister, one of our leading elders, heads 
the movement as candidate for the Mayoralty. 
Winnipeg has been distinguished for the multi- 
plicity of its public charitable and benevolent 
institutions. They have been overdone. Now 
the tendency is to keep down any more till those 
now established strengthen. Church extension 
in Winnipeg is urged by some. The prevailing 
sentiment is against attempting anything more 
at present, Knox and St. Andrews’ Church+. 
having such heavy burdens. Dr. Bryce read a 
paper lately before the Y.M.C.A. in Winnipeg, 
in which he brought a heavy indictment against 
the churches and the Government for cay 
neglectful of the duty of the enlightenment an 
Christianization of our Indian tribes. There are 
under the seven Indian treaties in the northwest 
34,000 Indians. Our Church is taking much 
less than its share of the Indian work.

Srench Gurangelization. 


HE receipts of the Board are at this 
date $5000 less than at the correspond- 
ang period of last year. Including the 
‘salaries now due, the fund is in debt up- 
wards of $7,500. To tide over the difficulty, 
the Executive last month effected a loan of 
-$4000, in the hope that funds would be 
forthcoming so as to render unnecessary the 
contraction of the work. In this hope they 
have been disappointed, and the only 
course open is to close some of the schools 
and withdraw colporteurs and missionaries 
from several of the fields now occupied. 
‘This will be most disastrous to the work. 
‘The Executive will meet early in January, 
and this circular is issued in the earnest 
hope that within the next two or three 
weeks liberal contributions will be received 
from the congregations and Sabbath-schools 
of the Church, and from the friends of the 
Mission generally, so as to warrant the con- 
tinuance of the work in all the schools and 
districts now occupied. The attendance at 
the Central Mission Schools at Pointe-aux- 
Trembles is very much larger than in any 
former session, the number at present being 
upwards of one hundred and twenty.—

Sm ALEXANDER GRANT, the Principal of 

Edinburgh University is dead. The Karl 
of Stair has been elected Chancellor of the 
University of Glasgow in room of the Duke of 
Buccleugh, deceased ; and Professor Lushington 
has been elected Lord Rector, in room of late 
Hon. Henry Fawcett, M.P. Dr. Lushington 
succeeded Sir Daniel Sandford as Professor of 
Greek in the University of Glasgow about forty- 
five years ago, and retired from the duties of the 
chair some ten year since. He has the reputa- 
tion of being a first-rate scholar, and in every 
sense & man of culture and refinement. It is said 
that this is the only instance of a Professor of the 
College being raised to the dignity of the Rector- 
ship, with the exception of Adam Smith, the 
father of the science of Political Economy, and 
author of the ** Wealth of Nations.” It appears 
Mr. Faweett’s visit to Glasgow had been eagerly 
looked for, as he had not yet delivered his inau- 
gural address at the time of his decease. Dr. A. 

. Mitchell, Professor of Ecclesiastical History 
in the University of St. Andrew’s, has been nom- 
inated as Moderator of Next General Assembly of 
the Church of Scotland, and Dr. David Brown, 
Principal of the Free Church College, Aberdeen, 
as Moderator of the Free Church. They are both 
good men and eminent in their respective spheres. 
An English publisher recently asked his readers, 
mostly clergymen, to indicate by vote the ten 
greatest English-speaking preachers of the day. 
The largest number of votes were given to the 
following :— Canon Liddon, C. H. Spurgeon, 
Joseph Parker, Alexander Maclaren, Canon 
Farrar, Henry Ward Beecher, Bishop McGee, 
Knox Little, Bishop Carpenter, and R. W. Dale. 
Five of these men belong to the Church of Eng- 
Jand, and five to other Churches. None of them 
Presbyterian, but Talmage was the Presbyterian 
who received the highest vote. 

The Christian Leader makes mention of a 
remarkable quartette of Free Church Patriarchs, 
—Rev. Dr. Beith of Stirling, in his 88th year,—a 
noted pulpit orator in his day ; Rev. David Dewar, 
of Fochabers, who is also 88—the sole survivor 
' of the Strathbogie heroes ; Rev. George Mackay 
of Inverness, said to be even older, who yet dis- 
penses with an assistant and preaches three times 
a day to a congregation of athousand!; and the 
Rev. David Waters of Burghead; in his 94th 
year, and in full possession of his mental facul- 
ties. Rev. Dr. A. N. Somerville of Glasgow is 
doing the work of an evangelist in Greece, ac- 
companied by his son, Rev. J. KE. Somerville, late 
of Broughty Ferry. The opinion is freely ex- 
pressed that the “ Begg Party ” in the Free 
Church, is breaking up, if indeed it has not 
already ceased to exist. The members of Dr. 
Begg’s Congregation at Newington are still at 
pepenneads, 

he proposal to alter the formula subscribed 
by ministers and elders of the Presbyterian 
Church of England at their ordination has given 


rise to a keen discussion in the Presbytery of 
London. The difference is this, that by the pro- 
posed change, candidates instead of giving un- 
qualified assent to every statement contained in 
the Confession of Faith, shou!d be required to 
concur in the “ system of doctr.ne ” contained in 
it. Dr. Dykes moved that the Presbytery approve 
of the change suggested. Dr. Fraser said that a. 
relaxation of the formula was the easiest of all 
plans, and the most dangerous of all. We ought 
to approach this matter with a conservative bias. 
The country was full of men who set themselves 
up for teachers, ani seemed to understand 
nothing clearly, and believe nothing definitely. 
We had to guard against opening our doors for 
the admission of such, who wonld be the ruin of 
any church. Mr.Robert Whyte held that we ought 
to stand on aclear and honest gronnd, and this 
we could not do while we bound ourselves to the 
whole Confession, which embraced some points 
which the whole world knew we did npt believe. 
37 voted with Dr. Dykes, and 32 the contrary. In 
accord with the spirit of the times, an organic 
union of the Welsh Calvinistic Methodists with 
the Presbyterian Church of England is talked 
of. They claim to be Presbyterians even as the 
others are. They were represented in the Belfast 
Council by just double the number of delegates 
that came from the English Church. Dr. Tor- 
rance, a young medical man, has vone to Tiberias, 
the first missionary of the Free Church in Pales- 
tine. Out of the last graduating class at Prince- 
ton, N. J., eight young men went to the Foreign 
Mission field direct. Rev. EK. P. Hammond, the 
well-known American evangelist, has arrived in 
London with a view of entering upon Christian. 
work in whatever form it may present itself to 
him. His visit to Britain sixteen years ago has 
not yet been forgotten, and in the meantime he 
has not been idle. At St. Louis, where he last 
was, some 4000 attended his farewell meeting 
and testified to the value of his ministrations. 
Our good friend D. writes as follows :— 

West or Scortanp.—The Commissions of the 
General Assemblies have just held their autumn 
meetings. As a rule these gatherings have not 
much to make them of public interest, but this. 
year each had its special topic. In the Hstab- 
lished Church, the vexed question of the Calcutta 
mission was up again, the reason being that for 
some time past the Rev. W. Hastie, formerly 
Principal of our Educational Institution there, 
has challenged some statements about himself 
in last Assembly by Drs. Phin, Scott and Story, 
as being objectionable, and injurious to his stand- 
ing as aminister. In addition to this, however, 
Mr. Hastie has published a pamphlet preferring 
charges against a restored missionary of such a. 
nature that to solve the difficult and irritating 
question, the Commission have suggested the 
appointment of a delegation of ministers and. 
others who have remained hitherto outside the 
matter. Dr. Lees proposed that Mr. Hastie should. 
be sent with the delegates, but it seemed too huge 
a joke. In the Free Church Commission, Dr. 
Rainy made a very decided contribution towards 
the solution of the Crofter question in the Isle of* 
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Skye. Its tone was outspoken and manly, and 
as a result, the Commission adopted a resolution 
praying the Government to deal with the Land 
Question as it exists there, and right the griev- 
ances of which the crofters complain. If Dr. 
Rainy is right, there are just and grievous causes 
of complaint. Meanwhile the Skye men are acting 
with great prudence and restraint, while their 
friends in Parliament, and in other high places, 
are zealous in their behalf. In quieter circles, 
we have Dr. Stuart Muir of Leith playing some 
curious antics, in an ecclesiastical way. Imagine 
the old friend of Dr. Begg, speaking of his dislike 
of Popery, as much “as the Pope himself, God 
bless him,” and much of that sort of thing, read- 
ing like so much burlesque. It has been sail 
that the Rev. gentleman was once in service in 
Newfoundland. He is making himself quite 
famous now. Otherwise, there is not much stir- 
ring of general interest in the ecclesiastical 
sphere, save in the way of conferences, lectures, 
bazaars, conferences on holiness, or the deepen- 
ing of spiritual life, are being held from time to 
time in our principal cities, and sometimes in our 
villages, with excellent results. Lectures on all 
interesting subjects by eminent lecturers fill up 
the big gap in the long winter evenings, commu- 
nicating valuable information, while Bazaars on 
quite an elaborate and extensive scale claim pub- 
lic notice, and procure ample returns. That for 
the sick children in Glasgow has assumed very 
interesting proportions—the returns the first day 
being not less than £10,000 or $50,000. At the 
same time the Free Church Congress in that city 
isdiscussing the propriety of some of the methods 
of raising church funds !—D. 


CanapAa.—The chief event of last month was 
the visitof Mr. Moody, the American evangelist, 
to Toronto, which created a great deal of interest 
and which, it is to be hoped, has not been un- 
attended with some good results. The meetings 
were held in the Methodist Metropolitan Church 
which was packed full at every session, many 
not being able to gain admission at all. Mr. 
Moody’s methods of working have undergone 
scarcely any change since he commenced his 
remarkable career a good many years ago. His 
principal theme is still the old, old story,” 
which he has the happy faculty of proclaimin 
in an attractive and very effective manner. It 
ean scarcely be said that he differs from the 
average evangelical preachers of the day, except 
in the degree of enthusiasm and earnestness 
which he throws into his work, and to some 
extent, his peculiar way of “ putting things.” 
There is nothing of the ecclesiastic about him, 
which, in his particular case, is also to his 
aivantage. ‘* How to promote Spiritual life in 
the Churches” ; “‘ How to promote Revivals”; 
“« How to get people to attend Prayer Meetings, 
and how to conduct such meetings”; ‘* The ser- 
vice of Praise” ; ** The use of the Bible” ; ** Per- 
sonal Consecration” ; “ Temperance,” &c. Such 
were some of the topics discussed by Mr. Moody 
and the ministers of the city, by whom he was 
heartily supported. An important meeting of the 
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General Board of Missions of the Methodist 
Church has recently been held, when the whole 
mission Policy of the United Church passed 
under review. Among other matters the Secre- 
tary’s report recommended that $750 should be 
recognized as the minimum stipend of the 
ministers of the Methodist Church. It was an- 
nounced that $200,000 would be required to cover 
the expenditure connected with their Domestic 
and Foreign Missions during the current year, 
That is not a large sum for the largest deuomina- 
tion in the Dominion. 


IrELaAND.—The Rev. Thomas K. Wilson of 
Lecumpher died a few weeks ago after a brief 
ministry of less than nine years. He has two 
brothers in the ministry, John of Killala in Con- 
naught, and Silas ofthe city of Omagh. He was 
moreover the third generation in the ministry 
of that congregation. His grandfather died in 
1821, we donot know how long he was the pastor 
of Lecumpher, likely a long time, long enough 
to be beloved by his flock, for they waited four 
years until his son got through his college course 
and had him settled among them. James Wilson 
was ordained in 1825, and there he lived and 
laboured for 53 years, dying in 1878. He was 
widely known as a man of wisdom and of moral 
weight, a good man and full of the Holy Ghost. 
When he had been fifty years in the ministry, his 
son, Thomas K., fresh out of college, was called 
and settled as his assistant and successor. The 
Rev. David Hunter of Mount Pottinger, asuburb 
of Belfast, on the Ballymacarrett side of the 
river, has been called away suddenly after a 
ministry of little less than seventeen years. The 
writer remembers him well as a class-fellow. He 
was a good student and of great force of character. 
He was one of those that worked his own way 
through college. In his+tudent days he laboured 
as a misionary in the region where his congrega- 
tion was afterwards situated, and a strong vigor- 
ous and healthy congregation grew up as the re- 
sult ofhis labours. He was about two weeks ill of 
typhoid fever, to which he succumbed in spite of 
the best medical attendance. He was very much 
beloved by his people. The Rev. Samuel Smyth 
Alison was one of the fathers of the church, he 
was in his 71st year when called to his rest. It is 
46 years since he was ordained in the parish of 
Donegore, over the congregation of which Dr.” 
Henry Cooke had been pastor, and after him the 
historian, Dr. James Seaton Reid. After nearly 
fifteen years’ service he moved to succeed his 
venerable father in Cumber, Co. Derry. Here he 
remained'some fourteen years when he was called 
back to Donegore, and there another sixteen 
years were spent. Somewhat over a year ago, 
he retired from active service and a successor 
was ordained and inducted last May. He wasa 
ripe scholar and most diligent pastor. The con- 
test over the moderatorship of 1885 is assuming 
greater dimensions than we supposed at first it 
would do. Some large and influential Presbyter- 
ies decline to make any nomination. Judging 
from present appearance the issue is doubtful. 
It is a pity that such a contest has arisen.—H. 
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Iraty.—The Waldensian Church and the Free 
Church of Italy are in a fair way of becoming 
one. Already they are the same in heart, in creed, 
in aim. Both alike acknowledge the supreme 
authority of the Word of God; both are brave 
champions for freedom against the fearful 
tyranny of the Church of Rome, and both are 
filled with evangelical zeal. The Waldensian 
Church, which kept God’s Truth so purely, and 
stood for ages the test of the most bitter and un- 
pitying persecutions, has special claims on Italy. 
! All her agents are now lighting anew the torches 

which centuries ago were quenched in blood. The 
Free Church of Italy has laboured with remark- 
able zeal and with much success in places where 
the Waldensians had no foothold. Butit was felt 
on all hands as a source of weakness, and a 
cause of reproach, that churches so near of kin 
should be separate. Over a year ago resolutions 
looking in the direction of union were passed. 
Committees have met and reported, and every 
step taken has been remarkably successful. If 
no unforeseen barrier should appear, a union will 
probably be accomplished during the current 
year. A most interesting union it will be, of the 
old and of the new—of the most conservative 
church in Europe with one of the most liberal. 
The Free Church is formed almost entirely from 
Romanism, and her congregations now extend 
from Genoa to Venice, from Leghorn to Bologna. 
from Naples to Bari. Signor Gavazzi is the great 
leader, her most eminent man. A feeling in favour 
of union is extending, not aday too soon, among 
all the Protestant labourers in Italy. 

Mexico.—Rev. J. W. Butler, of Mexico says :— 
There are now 264 evangelical congregations in 
Mexico, with 30,000 permanent adherents. Men 
and women who never saw a Bible till they had 
spent half their money and half their lives in the 
Roman Catholic Church were now becoming the 


Christians who would go through fire and water. 


for their religion’s sake. Recently, fifteen of them 
had been imprisoned and persecuted, but not one 
recanted. One congregation of 125 members, 
none of whom earned over 30 cents a day, have 
lately raised $60 for the erection of a church. 
They were so generous in religious matters that 
they had to be restrained, or they would give away 
their very food and clothes. 


Revision.—The revision of the English version 
of the Old Testament, after fourteen years of la- 
bour, is now completed, and will be published 
next spring by the University Presses of Oxford 
and Cambridge in several editions. The Ameri- 
can Committee have ordered a memorial edition

Aimiversary Meetings.

}{ISSIONARY MEETINGS were held 

v- in Erskine Church, Montreal, on the 
25th, 26th, and 27th November, the respec- 
tive evenings being devoted to the considera- 
tion of Home Missions, French Evangeliza- 
tion, and Foreign Missions. The meetings: 
were largely attended and the speaking was 
remarkably good. We shall confine our- 
selves to a brief outline of the proceedings. 


HOME MISSIONS. 


Rey. A. B. Mackay presided and in his: 
opening address stated that the object of 
these meetings was to call attention to the 
three branches of the missionary work of 
the Presbyterian Church in Canada above 
named. One term properly described the 
purpose of each—‘ Evangelization.” Our 
Home Missions were for the evangelization 
of Presbyterians in our own country ; our 
French work, for the evangelization of our 
fellow-citizens speaking the French language, 
and our Foreign missions for the evangeliza- 
tion of those who lived in heathen countries. 
It might be accepted as an axiom that just. 
in proportion as we did our duty faithfully 
by our own people, through the ministry of 
the Word in our several congregations, we 
might reasonably expect to succeed in the 
other branches. 

Rey. D. J. Macponnett of Toronto next 
addressed the meeting. Owing to a change 
in the departure of the train, he found that 
he must leave in a few minutes. This 
announcement was very disappointing to 
the audience, but there was no help for it, 
and the speaker made the best use he could 
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of the short time at his disposal, pressing 
upon the attention of the audience with 
great force and earnestness the need that 
exists throughout the country for more 
ministers—ministers of the right stamp— 
and the duty resting upon the Church to 
make adequate provision for their mainten- 
ance. The time was when it seemed to be 
thought any one would do for a colonial 
minister. But that idea can no longer be 
entertained. Even in the remoter parts of 
the country the people want well-educated 
and able men, and if they do not find them 
in their own Church they will seek for them 
inanother. The Christian minister still wields 
a salutory influence in the world, and the 
power of the individual minister is just the 
power of the truth which he preaches. The 
power of the pulpit is not on the wane. 
There is ample room in the Church of God 
for diversity of gifts, and so you find men 
of such differing gifts as Spurgeon and 
Canon Liddon, Henry Ward Beecher and 
Dr. John Hall, drawing and holding together 
- wast audiences Sunday after Sunday and 
year after year. We want the best men 
that can be had, even for our country charges, 
but we cannot have them unless we afford 
them the means of, at least, a decent 
competence to live on. It is with this 
end in view that the scheme for the 
augmentation of ministers’ stipends was 
inaugurated by our General Assembly 4 
short time ago. He was proud to say that 
the Church as a whole had nobly responded, 
and the result was that during last year no 
minister in the Western Section of the 
Church had received less than $750 with a 
manse or its equivalent. The movement 
had also been taken up in the Eastern 
Section, where a similar result would soon 
follow. What we have now to do is to 
give this movement permanence. The whole 
amount required for that purpose by the 
committee is $30,000 a year in addition to 
our ordinary contributions for Home Mis- 
sions, for the present; and he would like 
the Presbytery of Montreal, which had al- 
ready set so good an example, to give the 
keynote to the whole Church by doubling 
its contributions. Was it too much to ask 
this Presbytery to give, at the least, seven 
thousand dollars for this year? 


Rev. Dr. Laine, of Dundas, followed up 
the subject with an eloquent address. He 
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drew a striking contrast between the con- 
dition. of things in Canada at the present 
time and as they were some forty years ago, 
and paid a high tribute to the ministers and 
the people for their noble efforts in these 
early days to lay the foundation of Presby- 
terianism on a firm basis. The material 
advancement of the country was simply mar- 
vellous. Throughout the Church, in all its 
branches and in all denominations, there had 
been a corresponding advance. The number 
of ministers, and churches, and of schools and 
colleges had greatly multiplied. The faci- 
lities for communication and settlement are 
such that in all probability the increase of 
population in the next ten years will greatly 
exceed anything that we have seen in the 
past. The speaker then described the extent 
and variety of our mission fields. In both 
sections of the Church there were some 80 
groups of stations—including upwards of 
600 places where the gospel was preached. 
Connected with these were 11,765 families 
and 17,277 communicants, and these had 
themselves contributed for the maintenance 
of religious ordinances not less than $25,- 
000 during the past year. In order to keep 
pace with the work, we need the systematic 
liberality of all the members and adherents 
of our Church. The committee of the 
west only ask us for $30,000 this year. 
Shall we say that is too much? It is less 
than one cent a week from each communi- 
cant! Dr. Laing concluded a stirring and 


practical address by reminding his audience 


of the importance of cultivating the spirit 
of missions in their homes, Family religion 
was the bulwark of Christianity. And then 
we want religion in our schools, Christian 
society, Christian literature and a thoroughly 
evangelical pulpit. 
FRENCH EVANGELIZATION. 

Rey. Proressor ScRimeer, chairman, in 
his opening remarks referred to the recent 
disturbances in Montreal, interfering with 
the liberty of speech, which however had in 
the meantime been re-established. He then 
briefly stated the nature and extent of the 
work carried on by the Board of French 
Evangelization. In this city they had two 
congregations, one of them numbering about 
160 families. They had established a mis- 
sion at Hochelaga. There were also con- 
gregations in Ottawa, Quebec, St. Hyacinthe, 
Joliette, and other places. They might say 
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there was a line of stations all along the 
north side of the Ottawa River. They had 
78 preaching places in all. They had 11 
colporteurs at work who last year placed 
2,000 Bibles or portions and 22,000 tracts. 
Their work, however, was not simply that 
of selling books, but of house-to-house mis- 
sion work. They had 17 mission day- 
schools, the chief of which at Pointe-aux- 
Trembles had at present 125 pupils. As for 
results, these of course were not as large as 
any one wished, but 200 additions had been 
made to the membership of their churches 
last year, which would compare favourably 
with any corresponding number of English 
congregations. Many of their converts had 
removed to the United States, owing to 
social presecution at home and the results 
were to be seen in missionary churches and 
an enlarged mission work in New England. 
But apart from this, the influence of their 
work was felt within the Roman Catholic 
Church. Protestant principles were now 
known everywhere and often acted upon, the 
cost of the work last year was about $30,000. 
At least as much would be needed this year 
to maintain it. But they ought to extend. 

Dr. Laine of Dundas expressed his satis- 
faction with the appearance of interest as 
shown by so large an attendance. While 
so many came together to consider Protes- 
tant questions, freedom of speech remained. 
Referring to the evangelization of French 
Roman Catholics he said: There was need 
for it. While there are some good pious 
people among them, it is still necessary to 
give them as well as others the blessed 
‘Gospel by which we are to be saved, sanc- 
tified and comforted. Roman Catholics as a 
class are ignorant of this Gospel. They are 
resting on superstitious observances and 
human merits. They speak of Christ and 
prostrate themselves before the crucifix, 
‘but the Christ of God, the one mediator and 
intercessor is unseen and unknown, lost 
amid the crowd of creature mediators. The 
Holy Ghost is superseded by “The Church” 
and the so-called Vicar of Christ at Rome ; 
Grace is made void by the sacraments, and 
man is unmanned by being denied liberty 
-of conscience and private judgment and 
being compelled to bow to human authority. 
The Roman Catholics need the Gospel 
which wili make them free. It is the duty 
-of this Protestant nation, while respecting 
‘the religious opinions of those among us who 
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derive their origin from a different nation- 
ality, to give them the light that will save 
and elevate. The safety of the nation 
demands that the influence of Rome should 
be resisted. If this is not done, Protes- 
tantism will be crushed. Archbishop Lynch 
has given publicity to his opinions in this 
matter. In substance it is this.—‘* When 
evils cannot be removed they must be 
tolerated ; but when they can, they should 
be taken away with a strong hand.” Now 
Protestantism is in Azs view an evil only to 
be tolerated because Catholics have not the 
power at present to extirpate it. Though 
shorn if his own temporal power, the Pope 
arrogates the right to say who shall be em- 
perors,kings, and presidents, and would have 
them receive authority from him.This cannot 
be, or civil and religious liberty were for 
ever gone. What, then, should we do. 
Preach the everlasting Gospel: Educate the 
people, and put the Bible into their hands, 
The speaker said he had visited the schools 
at Pointe-aux-Irembles and he wished to 
express his high estimate of the character of 
these schools. The teachers, the deport- 
ment of the pupils, and the arrangements 
generally were in his opinion admirable and 
eminently satisfactory. He could only wish 
to see all agencies now employed made 
still more effective. 

THE Rev. C. Curniguy of St. Annes, Kan- 
kakee, commenced by saying that the sub- 
ject before him was so vast and sublime he 
could wish that an Angel of God should 
came down and take his place tonight. He 
invoked the Divine blessing on the people 
of Montreal for the efforts they had made 
to convert his countrymen, the French Cana- 
dians. The reason why more is not done 
is because Protestants do not know what 
Roman Catholicism really is. Luther and 
Calvin and Knox knew what it was. They 
attacked it vigorously, with hard blows, and 
everywhere the walls crumbled to pieces. 
They called Romanism by its right name,— 
Old paganism come back again in disguise. 
He, too, spoke from knowledge. He had 
been twenty-five years a priest of Rome 
and not an uninfluencial one. He had 
studied the system thoroughly and he gave 
it as his firm conviction that Romanism is 
idolatry. The difference betwixt the old 
paganism and the modern was this : in the 
anti-Christian times they called their gods 
by such names as Jupiter, Venus, Mercury, 
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nowadays it is a worship of false Christs. 
He knew that because he exposed such 
things he was hated by the priests and 
bishops of Rome but not one of them had 
ever come forward to contradict a single 
statement he had made. This form of 
idolatry was worse than that of the Persians 
who worshipped the sun —a magnificent 
god compared with the miserable wafer of 
the mass. He quoted from a standard Reman 
Catholic book to shew how heretics are to 
be dealt with. If, after due warning, they 
persevere in their rebellion against Mother 
Church, they are to be handed over to the 
civil power “ to be exterminated.” ‘ You 
know,” said the speaker, ‘‘ what that means, 
and that is what they would do to me at 
this moment if they could.” Rome must 
be attacked with the Word of God and 
prayer. When Protestants will display the 
same pluck in this struggle as their fore- 
fathers did on the plains of Abraham and 
many another hard-fought field, when they 
consecrate themselves to this work, the 
battle will soon be won. 


FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


Str Wittiam Dawson occupied the chair 
and in a few well chosen words introduced 
the subject. We should congratulate our- 
selves, he said, on having met here to 
promote the cause of missions to the heathen, 
a work in which our own Church had been 
privileged to take part for many years. 
From small beginnings in 1844 the work 
had gradually expanded in our hands until 
now we have seventeen ordained mission- 
aries in the field with a large staff of native 
assistants. It was a significant fact that from 
the time that we began to interest ourselves 
in Foreign missions our Home missions 
began to prosper. Missions are the life of 
the world, and it is a narrow-minded view 
that would confine our efforts to our coun- 
try and people. He had recently had an 
opportunity of studying this question on 
mission ground. In Italy he found Messrs 
Macdougall and Prochet, and Gray contend- 
ing vigorously for a united Protestantism. 
In Egypt, the education supplied by the 
missionaries is laying the foundation that 
will bring about a reformation in that coun- 
try. In Syria, too, young men are being 
trained in Christian principles, and are the 
hope of the country. We cannot judge of 
Missionary work from mere printed reports ; 
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it must be seen, and he was glad to give 
his testimony to the value and substantial 
success of the work in the places he had 
visited. 


Proressorn MacnAren, Moderator of the 
General Assembly, then gave an admirable 
address. Referring to the fact that the 
whole world is now open for the entrance 
of Christianity, he noticed how ravidly 
power is passing into the hands of Christian, 
and especially of Protestant nations. Modern 
inventions and missionary enterprize were 
going on hand in hand. It was estimated 
that steam-power was to-day doing more 
work in the United States then could be 
done by six hundred millions of slaves ! 
The nations who control the material forces. 
of the world are the dominant powers. They 
have the resources to make Christianity 
world-wide, and upon them rests the 
responsibility of doing it. Especially is this. 
true of Great Britain and America. The: 
speaker then gave some figures to show that 
Christianity in America was not the effete 
thing that some alleged. In the year 1800: 
there were 2651 ordained ministers of evan- 
gelical Churehes and 346,874 communicants. 
At the present time there are 73,000 Pro- 
testant ministers and 11,000,000 Church 
members. Since the year 1810, the contri- 
butions in America for Foreign Missions. 
had been $57,628,946, and for Home Mis-. 
sions, $72,276,000. In the Foreign mission: 
work of the world at least 40,000 agents of 
different kinds are employed ; there are 
600,000 communicants, and 750,000 are 
receiving Christian instruction. That does. 
not look as though Christianity were becom- 
ing effete. In all the Churches the mis- 
sionary spirit is growing. In the Sabbath- 
schools there are 1,500,000 teachers and 12,- 
600,000 scholars, and every Sabbath-schook 
is in greater or less degree a missionary 
association. Such facts mean much. Our 
own Church has tripled its missionary con- 
tributions since 1876. Last year our mis- 
sionary staff was increased. Mr. Hugh 
Mackay was sent to labour among the aborigi- 
nes in the North-West. Mr. Wilson and Miss. 
Dr E. B. Beattie went to India, Mr. Wright 
to Trinidad, Mr. Gibson to Demarara and 
Mr. Jamieson to Formosa. Our missionaries. 
should be made to feel that they have the 
sympathies of a living church at their back. 


Rev. Fraser CAMPBELL of Mhow, Central 
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India, gave an interesting account of the 
field in which he had laboured for seven or 
eight years, the difficulties they had to con- 
tend with and the encouragement they had 
received. Indore and Mhow the joint-head- 
quarters of our mission are situated about 
400 miles north-east from Bombay in the 
territory of a native ruler, Maharajah Holkar., 
‘The former has 73,000 inhabitants, and the 
latter about 20,000. They are distant from 
each other by railway some 13 miles. 
‘The country is picturesque and generally 
fertile. It is watered by the Nerbudda, 
one of the sacred rivers of India which 
runs along the foot of the Vyndia Moun- 
tains, where a number of the abori- 
gines still live. The great body of the 
people are Hindus. Next in point of num- 
‘bers are the Mohammedans. The Jains 
are important, not so much for their num- 
bers as for their intelligence and wealth. 
‘There are also a few Parsees, intelligent and 
wealthy. The Mohammedans are as a class 
the most difficult to reach. There is 
seldom much difficulty in getting a hearing 
from the Hindus and the Jains. The 
’ religion of the Hindu is a kind of pantheism. 
While most of them have some conception 
of a supreme being, they worship a multi- 
tude of gods, their own shastras acknow- 
ledge as many as 330,000,000. Some of 
these are, comparatively, ‘‘ respectable ” 
gods, but others are suggestive of abomi- 
nations that cannot be described. There are 
many wealthy and intelligent men among 
the Hindus, but the great majority are 
wretchedly poor : all of them are very super- 
stitious. The Sadhus orso-called holy men, 
‘who may be seen lying on couches studded 
with nails, or undergoing other self-inflicted 
tortures, represent the state of matters found 
among the people generally. These infat- 
uated creatures are actually worshipped by 
many, though they are notoriously ignorant 
and immoral. Our mission has day-schools 
and Sabbath-schools for boys and for 
girls, at Mhow and Indore. At the latter 
place Mr. Wilkie has lately succeeded in 
establishing a high-school in which there 
are already from 180 to 200 male youths in 
attendance. Zenana work is carried on by 
the ladies. Lectures and conversations are 
held in English for the educated classes. 
The missionaries address the masses in the 
vernacular, both in the regular preaching 
places (as yet they have no churches) and 
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in the streets. The prohibition against all 
Christian work is restricted to Indore city. 
Mission work, generally, may be prosecuted 
without interference in Mhow and within 
the “‘ Indore Camp,” as it is called, in the 
immediate suburbs of the city, which is 
under direct British administration. Medi- 
cine is dispensed to the sick. Bibles and 
other Christian literature are distributed. 
The mission printing press is largly used in 
the printing of tracts and leaflets. There 
are about fifty native communicants. Some 
of the Sabbath-school scholars will compare 
favourably with those in our Canadian 
schools, and the liberality of some of the 
converts in support of religion is worthy of 
imitation by those who enjoy greater advan- 
tages. An instance was given of a man who 
receives $4 a month to support himself, his 
wife and child, and who contributes his ten 
per cent, or 40 cents a month for religious 
purposes. Mr. Campbell made an earnest 
appeal for more missionaries. The vast 
extent and the destitution of the field 
called for a large addition to their staff. 
Those of them already there were almost 
crushed by a sense of their responsibilities, 
the utter impossibility of overtaking the 
work, and the sad thought that many cities 
and villages and districts must be passed 
by without so much as hearing the name of 
Jesus,

Letter From Rev. J. W. MacKenzie. 


HE following letter is the latest from Rev. 

J. W. Mackenzie, our missionary at Erakor, 
Efaté. It is dated July 26th, 1884: The Day- 
spring is now due from the North, and I am very 
much behindhand with my ietters, consequently 
I fear I shall not be able to tell you much about 
our work, nor to write those parties who are 60 
kindly assisting us with their contributions. But 
as there is frequent communication between this 
island and Noumea, I hope to write them soon. 
But for the present, let me say, we are exceed- 
ingly gratified and encouraged. You have, pro- 
bably before this, received a communication from 
Dr. Steel anent the land here purchased by Capt. 
Fraser. I cannot tell you how thankful I am 
that the matter has been settled. I think it 
it highly probable that had I not providentially 
learned that Mr. Cronstedt was about communi- 
cating with the manager of the French company 
about land, it would have fallen into their hands 


before this. Dr. Steel thought it better that the 
land should be purchased by the agent of the 
N. H. Mission and held in trust for the Christian 
natives, so [ presume he has asked our Board 
to pay forit. I think, however, that the natives 
should pay for it themselves; for, of course, it 
does not matter to them in whose name the land 
is held, so long as they can piant on it. My pro- 
posal to Dr. Steel was that he should pur- 
chase it out of my salary, and that the natives 
should raise what money they could, and make 
up the rest with proceeds of arrowroot. They 
have collected between eight and nine pounds, 
which sum I intend paying into Dr. Steel’s 
hands, for our church, that is, provided you have 
purchased the land, and part of the balance, if 
not the whole of it, I intend taking out of the 
praceras of this year’s arrowroot, when it is sold. 

am.ordering my house this trip, hoping to hear 
that the Board has sanctioned its payment. We 
feel much encouraged in our work. During the 
past year about seventy have renounced heathen- 
ism. About one-half of them belong to a monn- 
tain away inland, and have moved down near 
the shore, expressly for the Gospel. They have 
built a neat grass church, and have a teacher 
living with them. Some half dozen of them now 
attend the candidates’ class. The Fila people 
have also built a church, and about a dozen of 
them attend the above class. Fifteen church 
members were admitted, two of them from Fila. 

The 70 yards of print are a contribution from 
Erakor to the people of lmtang, where teachers 
have been settled recently, and where they have 
but small means of getting clothing. I may also 
add that the Christian natives at Pango gave 
nearly all the natives of Fila who recently came 
in, a present of a shirt or dress. This they did of 
their own accord. 


I have much satisfaction with my class of 
young men. ‘l’hey render valuable assistance 
In many ways, such as teaching in the children’s 
school, holding service on Sabbath at nearer 
villages, itinerating with me, &c. When we 
went to the Annual Meeting, I sentfour of them 
to stay with teachers and assist them atthe out- 
stations. But although we are gaining ground 
from the enemy in so many directions, some 
strongholds still offer determined resistance. Not 
long ago two teachers went to Meli, asmall island 
in Pango Bay, about six miles distant. They in- 
tended remaining till the next day, which was 


Sabbath, in order to hold service, but they were | 


told they would be cut in piecesif they remained, 
and they were shown the tomahawks with which 
they would be murdered. 


Since I have returned from the meetings I have 
been busy getting my translation of St. John’s 
Gospel ready for the press. I hope to get it 
printed when the Dayspring is in Sydney first 
trip. Although there is considerable difference of 
dialect, Mr. Macdonald and I have decided to 
make one translation for the island. By taking 
alternate books we hope to give our people 
the whole New Testament before many years. 
Our health continues good.—W. M

EV. K. J. Grant writes from San Fernando, 
@@ on 7th November, as follows :— 


‘“‘ Ag arranged, we sailed from New York with 
our friend, Mr. Gibson, on the 17th Oct., arriy- 
ing here on the 2nd Nov., the 14th anniversary of 
our first arrival. We called at Seven Islands. At 
St. Kitts we spent our second Sabbath, Mr. Gib- 
son preaching with much acceptance in the 
Wesleyan Church to a congregation of about 
1,500, from an appropriate text, “I am a stran- 
ger before thee,” &c. The writer preached in 
the Moravian Church. Both denominations are 
doing an excellent work there. At Antigua we 
had the pleasure of meeting Dr. MacHattie, 
well known to the Church in Nova Scotia, and 
zealous in Christian work in the place in which: 
his lot is cast. Arriving at Barbadoes, we 
received the painful intelligence of the death of 
ten coolies, who had been shot a few hundred’ 
yards from where I am now writing, on Tazzia 
day, in resisting the police. To date, sixteen 
have died and about ninety are suffering from 
gun-shot wounds. The new regulations limited 
them to their respective estates, but they 
deliberately and persistently refused to comply, 
and it was only when entreaties and threats 
proved unavailing that the authorities reluct-° 
antly resorted to the only means that could 
restrain them. Whilst we deplore the sacrifice 
of human life we do remember that the majesty. 
of the law must be maintained. At Port of 
Spain, one Sabbath, we were kindly received by 
our dear friends, the Falconers, and your mis- 
sionaries again had an opportunity of exercising 
their gifts. We here learned that Mr. and Mrs. 
Macleod had gone to Barbadoes, hoping in 
absence to obtain a little rest and refreshment. 
We were glad to learn that the other members 
of the mission staff were'well. At Couva, very 
heartily did Mr. Wright welcome his old friend. 
and class-mate, Mr. Gibson, who for a few weeks. 
will tarry there and receive his first lessons in 
Hindustani. Here the new manse is pushed: 
forward with vigour. We are assured that it 
will be ready before Christmas—a substantial 
commodious house of concrete. Our limited: 
quarters scarcely afforded standing room for our 

eople, who gathered in to welcome us_home.. 

he pleasure was mutual, and at our Council 
meeting the day following, it was very gratify- 
ing to hear from the brethren, who aided in our 
absence, that in their opinion the progress of the: 
work is very encouraging. The burden of the 
Hindustani work rested on my judicious, faith- 
ful and successful assistant Baboo Lal Behari,. 
who was relieved seven Sabbaths out of twenty-. 
six, by Messrs. Morton, Macleod, and Hendrie. 
On nineteen Sabbath evenings Mr. Wright 

reached, and it is pleasant to hear of the 
interest sustained and promoted in this part of: 
the work also. Rev. Mr. Wilson of the Scotch 
Church conducted the weckly prayer meeting. 
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{ thank God for what has been done for this dis- 
trict in our absence. By the furlough we are 
much benefitted, and the cause has advanced 
here. It is also pleasant to report that our con- 
verts acted in obedience to law on Tazzia day, 
and we trust that there may be such a recogni- 
tion of this fact as to constrain all who know 
the way of life, to use diligence, to promote our 
work, and to guide the feet of erring ones, now 
an darkness, in the same heavenly way.

LETTER FROM Dr. Maoxay. 


HE following letter, although not of very 

recent date, will be read with interest 

‘by the thousands who are praying for the 

safety our missionaries in Formosa and the 
success of their work :— 


Myself and Giam Chheng Héa are back from 
‘a trip to the east coast. e left Tamsui on the 
2nd inst., and I returned on the 13th, being sent 
for at night to a sick member of a Mandarin’s 
family who was at the point of death. All the 
girls from the girl’sschool arrived at their homes 
in safety. We visited all the churches and had 
grand meetings. Eleven chapels are finished, 
and look to lovely and clean, in the native vil- 
dages. The‘ Margaret Machar Memorial Church’ 
in the Ta-ma-ien, the ‘ James Memorial Church’ 
is in Sau-hut, and the ‘ Glengarry Church,’ is in 
Tang-mng-thau. These three buildings are 
handsome and strong, and covered with tiles, not 
grass, Atone village near the sea, where we have 
a preacher, but no chapel as yet, the converts 
have to guard their families night after night 
with loaded guns. The night we were there, men, 
‘women and children sat up till day-break, every 
now and then making the hills ring with their 
sweet hymns. The savages came, and prowled 
around, throwing stones, &c, 

Never was I more surprised than when told the 
other day that preachers and converts were going 
to build a stone church in memory of my dear 
father. I objected, but to no purpose. The 
Jamiesons are busy at the language. They are 
faithful workers. Weare all well. At one place 
I extracted the iron head of an arrow from a 
aman’s thigh. It was five inches in the flesh: had 
been there fora month. No Chinaman had been 
able to extract it. It was a savage who shot the 
arrow. The man’s gratitude to me knew no 
bounds. Hallelujah! Praise the Lord forever. 
Jesus reigns !—G. L. Mackay. 

There have been great anxieties and many 
vicissitudes in Formosa since the date of this 
letter. Some of our people here have been 
disappointed by tidings of disaster in the 
destruction of some our chapels. These 
tidings came in a letter from the Chinese 
correspondent of an American paper. The 


letter was dated Oct. 20. But the last tele- 
gram from Dr. Mackay, duly published in 
Canada, was dated Oct. 27. It contained 
the words “ All safe.” We may hope then 
that the state of things is not so alarming as 
has been represented. And let us pray that, 
amid all dangers, the Lord may preserve our 
faithful labourers, compassing them about 
with His favour as with a shield.—THomas 
Warprope. Convener. 


Ghe “Dayspring.” 


HE Rev. J. G. Patron, missionary from 
the Presbyterian Church of Victoria, 
N. S. W., on the island of Aniwa, New 
Hebrides, is at present in Scotland endea- 
vouring to enlist the sympathies of the 
Churches in raising funds towards the pur- 
chase of a Mission Vessel, with auxiliary 
steam-power and of larger size than the 
‘“‘ Dayspring.” The following extracts from 
Mr. Paton’s printed statement and appeal 
will be interesting to many of our young 
friends who are in the habit of contributing 
towards the running expenses of the “‘ Day- 
spring” :— 

Twenty-two years ago (having thus barely 
escaped with my life from Tanna, where I 
lost my first wife and child and all I had in 
the dear Saviour’s service, except a few of 
my books, which were afterwards recovered, ) 
in a trading vessel, I found my way -to 
Australia, and made an appeal to the 
Sabbath-schools and Christian friends for 
& new mission vessel. By God’s blessing I 
got the children formed into a great shipping 
company with shares at sixpence each, 
which, with the collections got at meetings, 
in some fifteen monthsraised nearly £5,000, 
with £3,000 of which they paid for and 
gave us the mission schooner ‘ Dayspring,” 
and with the remainder brought out more 
missionaries. I now got most of the schools 
and teachers that had helped in giving us 
the vessel to promise to try and raise about 
£5 yearly for her support, and in this also 
they have done nobly. The Victorian 
Sabbath-schools give yearly £500, those in 
New South Wales and New Zealand give 
each £200, South Australia and Tasmania 
give what they can, and Queensland some- 
times helps a little. The Sabbath-school 
children of Nova Scotia and of the Free 
Church of Scotland give £250 each.

duty of adequately supporting the ministry. 


Rev. James Maclean was elected Moderator. 
The Augmentation Scheme received attention. 
Rev. EH. A. M‘Curdy, convener of the Supple 
menting Committee, reported what had been 
accomplished since last Synod. Of 180 congre- 
gations 111 were found to be below the proposed 
minimum of $750 with manse. lt was estima- 
ted that to bring these up to the proposed mini- 
mum, $12,000 would be required. But already 
50 congregations had increased their contribu- 
tions an aggregate of $5,000. Twenty have come 
up to the minimum, and nine have gone beyond 
it, Twenty-one supplemented congregations 
have advanced $2,040. On the whole the com- 
mittee judged that now $10,000 would enable 
them to level up tothe Assembly’s minimum. 
Kev. R. H. Warden and Rev. D. J. Macdonnell 
explained fully the methods pursued by tae 
committee in the western section, and gave 
assurance of cordial sympathy and co-operation. 
Their addresses were of great service in direct- 
ing and stimulating the operations of the Synod. 
A missionary meeting was held, which was 
addressed by Mr. Robertson.

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CoNVENER’s ANNUAL CIRCULAR. 


As the season of the year draws near 
‘when congregations make their appropria- 
‘tions to the various schemes of our Church, 
permit me to remind you of the pressing 
claims of our Home Missions. This depart- 
‘ment of our work is now so well known, 
that lengthened appeal is unnecessary. The 
appendices to the Report, presented to the 

dast General Assembly, contained the names 
of 165 Mission Fields or 517 Preaching 
Stations, under the care of the Committee, 
with a Sabbath attendance of nearly 18,000, 
and a communion roll of 7,000. These 
stations contributed last year forthe support 
of ordinances $33,000, and for building 
purposes $26,000, showing that the people 
themselves, despite of their average poverty, 
“are giving to the utmost of their ability for 
the maintenance of a gospel ministry, and 
that they value very highly the aid given 
them by the wealthier congregations of the 
‘Church. 


ManiTopa and THE Nortu-West.—The 
great North-West continues to appeal for 
_Men and means, to overtake the spiritual 
destitution that. prevails. The work in that 
‘field has certainly been encouraging in the 
‘qpast, and promises still better results in the 
future. A large number of the Mission 
‘Stations in Manitoba, have, during the past 


year, attained the status of regularly orga- 
nized congregations, and soon will, it is 
hoped, be independent of our aid. As these 
congregations, however, become self-support- 
ing, other different fields are opening up 
for settlement, quite beyond the ability of 
the committee to overtake, unless its re- 
sources are greatly increased. 


British Cotumpia.—The committee are 
just entering upon mission work in British 
Columbia, a field that of itself will require 
a large expenditure of money, if our Church 
is to respond to the appeals that come from 
the ministers and members of our churches 
in Victoria and New Westminster. Already, 
a considerable emigration has taken place 
from Quebec and Ontario to that distant 
province, and as the completion of the 
Canada Pacific Railway draws near, the 
number of Presbyterian settlers will be 
greatly increased. What we have accom- 
plished asa church in Manitoba, is proof of 
what can be done in British Columbia, by 
timely and energetic action. 


That the continuous growth of our Church 
and the success of all other schemes depend 
largely upon the ability of the Home Mis- 
sion Committee to prosecute its work need 
hardly be said. But for unexpected bequests 
and liberal donations received last year, the 
contributions of the churches, would have 
been insufficient to meet the expenditure, 
This ought not to be. The members of our 
churches in Quebec and Ontario, are well 
able to furnish the amount required, and

|are, we believe, prepared to do so cheerfully, 
‘tf the facts are only clearly placed before 

them. 

AUGMENTATION OF StiIPpENDS.—The Sub- 
Committee on Augmentation of Stipends, 
having already issued a circular, setting 
forth the claimsof this important branch of 
our Home Mission work, nothing further 
need be said in its behalf. In order, how- 
ever, that the committee may be able at its 
meeting in March, to meet the claims of 
the augmented congregations and mission 
stations, for the current six months, it is 
imperative that all moneys for these objects, 
be sent to Dr. Reid, not later than the fif- 
teenth day of March. If this is not attend- 
ed to, the ministers of congregations assisted 
by the fund, may be put to considerable in- 
convenience, by payments being delayed. 


Amount ReEquirep.—$30,000 for Home 
Missions and $30,000 for Augmentations, is 
the lowest estimate of the sum required, to 
meet the liabilities of the committee for the 
present year. If every minister will see to 
it that his congregation does its part, the 
amount will not only be reached but ex- 
ceeded.— WILLIAM CocHRANE, Convener.

HE mail service between Dublin and 
London is one of the best equipped 
inthe kingdom. The run across the Channel, 
sixty-five miles from Dublin Wall, usually 
occupies but four hours. At Holyhead the 
railway train awaits the arrival of the 
Packet,” and as soon as the passengers can 
be transferred it rushes off through Anglesea, 
across the Menai Straits, wa Stephenson’s 
tubular bridge, skirts the beautiful coast 
line of North Wales, pulls up for a few 
seconds at Chester, and is off again through 
the heart of England, reaching London, 240 
miles, in six hours. We leave ‘‘the Wild 
Irishman,” as this fast train is called, at 
Chester, the only remaining walled town 
in England, famed for its grand old 
Cathedral and quaint rows of top-heavy 
houses. This is the home of Dean Howson, 
the biographer of St. Paul, with whom so 
many of our Sunday-school teachers claim 
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at least a literary acquaintance. And we 
note, in passing, that Rev. John Mitchell,. 
an alumnus of the Presbyterian College, 
Montreal, is minister of the church in this 
city of which Matthew Henry the com- 
mentator was pastor from 1687 to 1712. 
Branching off from Chester in a north- 
easterly direction, we are soon in the centre 
of Lancashire, and tap the Liverpool and 
Manchester line—a branch of the London 
and North-Western R.R. Co., which controls. 
a railway system of 2,000 miles —represent- 
ing a capital of $400,000,000. This short 
branch which was opened for traffic on the: 
15th September 1830, is often spoken of as 
the first passenger railway in Britain. But 
that is not the case—the Stockton and 
Darlington Railway having been succesfully: 
opened for general traffic on 27th September, 
1825. This short line, however, is now one 
of the greatest thoroughfares in the world. 
A regular passenger train runs between 
Liverpool and Manchester, each way, every 
half hour in the day. Ata given-point a 
train of some kind or other passes every 
three minutes. And yet it is only one of 
the innumerable avenues leading to Man- 
chester, and it would seem that all of them 
put together are not sufficient to satisfy the 
demands of commerce, for now they seri- 
ously talk of building a ship canal so that 
the largest sea-going vessels may unload 
their cargoes in Manchester instead of Liver- 
pool. During these sixty years, 18,681 | 
miles of railway have been built and equip-| 
ped in the United Kingdom, at a cost of | 
3945 millions of dollars! During the same 
period there were built in the United States 
127,717 miles, and in other parts of the, 
world, 119,031 miles of railway, the whole, 
at the lowest estimate, costing the in- 
conceivable sum of $20, 250, 000,000! l 
Lancashire is a little world in itself, a ver 
hive of industries with a population of 
nearly three millions. Of the 2674 cotton, 
mills in Britain, 1976 are in Lancashire, the 
humid climate of whichis said to be favour- 
able for the delicate process of spinning. 
Oldham, Bolton, Blackburn, Stockport, 
Stalybridge, Preston and other large towns 
are the workshops for which Manchester is. 
the distributing centre and sale-room. Forty 
millions of spindles in the United Kingdom 
work up annually 1,220 millions of pounds 
of cotton into manufactured goods, represent-' 
ing a value of $561,170,000, and give 
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employment to half a million of people. It 
is safe to say that without the aid of machin- 
ery other than the old-time distaff, it would 
require the ceaseless labour of every man 
woman and child in the whole world to 
accomplish what is done by those half mil- 
lion operatives. 

Manchester is no mean city. Including the 
contiguous municipality of Salford, it has 
600,000 inhabitants. It has fine streets, 
parks, and pleasure grounds, beautiful 
suburbs, palatial warehouses, and grand pub- 
lic buildings. Its Town Hall cost nearly four 
millions of dollars. There is a fine old Cathe- 
dral in course of “ restoration.” Of the Es- 
tablished Churches there are one hundred, 
and one hundred and eighty-eight others. 
The Congregationalists or ‘ Independents” 
are strong here, having forty-one churches. 
The Presbyterians have sixteen. One of 
these, called the Scotch National Church is, 
as its name indicates, connected with the 
Synod of the Church of Scotland in England, 
which is composed of some twenty minis- 
ters all told. The Presbyterian Church of 
England, which amalgamated with the 
United Presbyterian Church south of the 
Tweed, in 1876, has about three hundred 
congregations, and although it does not 
grow very rapidly it is exceedingly well 
organized and takes an active part in the 
work of missions to the heathen. Its princi- 
pal missions are in China. It has prosecuted 
mission work with marked success for a 
number of years in Southern Formosa, 
where there are now upwards of one 
thousand native communicants. The Rey. 
James Mackie, the miuister of the Scotch 
National Church in Manchester, whose 
guest I was during my brief stay, placed me 
under many obligations. On the Sunday 
we first visited the Sunday-school of the 
Rusholme Road Congregational church, in 
which were 1,295 scholars and forty-four 
jteachers. The classes are larger than the 
average, and a separate room is provided 
for each. All the teachers and office-bearers 
are elected annually ; but it may be added 
that the same gentleman has been elected 
‘superintendent for thirty years in succession. 
‘The school appeared to be under admirable 
Management. The minister of this Church, 
‘Dr. Thomson, preached in the forenoon, 
by way of exchange, for Mr. Mackie, and 
‘Telivered a very able sermon from John 
3:25, “Whereas I was blind, now I see,” 
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| Ho spoke (1) of the great change—from 


darkness to light; (2) of the Author of the 
change; (3) of the effect of it on every 
day life. 

The afternoon was occupied by a visit to 
the Sunday-school at Stockport, about six 
miles out of Manchester. From the report 
for 1883 I find that the number of teachers 
under one roof is 295, and of scholars, 
3553. Connected with the central school 
are four branch schools, making the whole 
number of teachers 418, and of scholars, 
4706. The annual expenses are about 
$4,860. This extraordinary institution 
began in a small way, in 1791. But its 
growth must have been rapid, for the present 
large four-story building was erected in 
1805. It is not very attractive either 
outwardly or within. Its fittings are of the 
most ordinary discription. Contrasted, in- 
deed, with some American and Canadian 
Sunday-school-rooms it is severely plain. 
But for all that it is perhaps the’ largest 
and in many respects the most successful 
Sunday-school in the world. What is the 
secret of its success? Well, in the first 
place, there is a sort of hereditary attach- 
ment to the school. Some of the parents 
of the scholars got their first religious in- 
struction here. Many of them were econ- 
verted here, and they will have their child- 
ren attend it. The children grow up in it 
and many of them stay in it to graduate as 
teachers. In 1882, a jubilee presentation 
was made to one of these on the completion 
of his fiftieth year as a teacher. The teachers 
are men and women of faith and consecra- 
tion. The mayor and the merchant princes 
are on the roll of its office-bearers, and they 
may be seen driving to or from the school 
in their carriages and pairs. There is no 
one in Stockport so learned or so rich as to 
feel himself above being a teacher in this 
Sunday-school. It is supported and fre- 
quented by members of all the Protestant 
Churches in the town. Denominational 
lines and distinctions are unknown. The 
classes are carefully graded, beginning on 
the first floor with the infant and primary 
classes, who are taught the alphabet and 
the rudimentary elements of reading and 
writing, and so ascending through the dif- 
ferent stages until they reach the Bible- 
classes. There is a separate room for each 
class up to a certain standard. Beyond 
that, there are rooms with a couple of hun- 
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dred of scholars, with a staff of teachers and a 
superintendent, each of which might be 
called a Sunday-school within a Sunday- 
‘school. There is a large convocation hall 
‘in which all meet once in three months to 
hear a sermon and to sing hymns led by an 
‘orchestra in which fiddles and other instru- 
ments play a conspicuous part. Once a 
year they have a gala day when some of the 
most eminent ministers in the country are 
invited to preach “the anniversary sermon.” 
The list of these preachers is complete from 
1806 to the present time. Among them are 
the names of Rowland Hill, Dr. Andrew 
Thomson, Dr. Chalmers, Dr. Norman Mac- 
leod, Dean Stanley, Dr. Donald Fraser, 
Principal Cairns, Canon Farrar, Dr. James 
Macgregor and many other celebrated 
preachers. The school is underthe patron- 
age of Her most Gracious Majesty the 
Queen, who receives an annual vote of 
thanks “for her great condescension and 
kindness,” though doubtless Her Majesty is 
proud of the honour all the same. The 
school hours are from 9 to 12 a.m., and from 
| 2.30 to 5 o’clock p.m. A record is kept of 
every scholar from the time they enter the 
jacheol: as far as their history can be traced. 
Number one in the roll-book is the name 
of John Pearson, who entered in January 
'1791. The last on the list, when I saw it, 
‘was the name of Arthur Bailey, number 
95,919, who entered in June 1884. 

In the evening, attended the Baptist 
Union Church, Oxford Road, and heard 
\Rev. Alexander Maclaren, D.D., who is 
accounted one of the foremost preachers of 
the day in England. The church is a very 
handsome one, seated for about 1,800, and 
was filled to the door. Dr. Maclaren isa 
‘slender, delicate looking man, with a fine 
head, a piercing eye, and a shrill penetrat- 
ing voice. His preaching is characterized 
by great earnestness and simplicity, with a 
degree of nervousness in delivery which 
heightens rather than detracts from the 
effectiveness of his incisive utterances. 
| Without any straining after oratorical effect, 
‘Dr. Maclaren wields that kind of magnetic 
influence over his audience which rivets 
attention to hismessage. His text was taken 
from John 18: 4-9. He emphasized the 
voluntariness of Christ’s sufferings.—‘‘ The 
‘time for reticence had passed. Jam He. 
It is not necessary to account for the falling 
|back of the soldiery by a miracle. Yet may 


there not have been at least a momentary 
disclosure of the divine power inherent in 
Him. Be that as it may: the majesty of 
His glory and the depth of His humiliation 
are ever coupled together—Born in a man- 
ger, he is heralded by angels: He asks water 
of a woman at the well of Samaria, He 
gives her in return the water of life: He 
dies on the cross, but he triumphs over 
death and the grave. He might have escaped 
from his enemies without an effort, as he 
did once before, but He would not. Jesus 
chose to do His Father’s will. He delibera- 
tely chose the road to Calvary, and, when 
the proper time came, deliberately exposed 
himself to publicity, the nails of the cross 
and the shock of crucifixion. He died 
because He would.—‘I have power to lay it 
down, and I have power to take it again.’ 
He summoned the last enemy, and he came, 
because he would die to save the world. 
Nothing bound Him to the cross but love 
for sinners. Should not we love Him who 
thus loved us? ‘Let these go their way.’ 
He is more concerned about His friends 
than about Himself. He can dispense with 
their sympathy now. He will bear it all; 


and alone. Death is coming to us all. How 


shall we meet it? Here is one who has 
taken away the sting of death, who will 
stand between us and all harm. The thought 
of what He bare for us will enable us to 
bear all that comes to us, Let us but trust 
Him, and in our experience that saying of 
His will be fulfilled, —‘Of them which 
Thou gavest Me I have lost none.’” 


Missionary Cabinet, 


Dr. JoHN WILSON. 


‘\i E have already said that Dr. Duff, the 
first missionary of the Church of 
Scotland, sailed for India on the 19th of 
September, 1829, and arrived at Calcutta 
on the 27th of May, 1830, “ glowing with 
the zeal of a primitive apostle.” He was_ 
not, however, the first Scottish Presbyterian 
missionary in that country. In 1822, the 
Scottish Missionary Society sent out its 
first two missionaries—Messrs. Donald and) 
James Mitchell—who commenced their la-|_ 
bours at Bankote, sixty miles south of Bom- 
bay. The subject of this sketch was sent 
out by the same society. He sailed on the; 
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301th of August, 1828, for Bombay, and 


reached his destination after a tedious voy- 
age of five months. John Wilson was the 
eldest son of a farmer in Lauder, born on 
the 11th of December, 1804. He was a pre- 
cocious boy, and is said to have alarmed his 
mother by speaking before he could walk. 
When between five and six years of age he 
was found one sacrament Sunday preaching 
from a hollow tree as the people wended 
their way home from church, and was duly 
punished by his parents for his offence. At 
an early period in life he chose the “ better 
part,” and a sermon which he heard from 
Dr. Waugh, of London, deepened his good 
impressions, and especially interested him 
in the work of the Bible Society. At four- 
teen, he matriculated at the University of 
Edinburgh, where, like many other stu- 
dents, he eked out his means for educating 
himself by teaching others during the vaca- 
tion, and gained experience that was of 
great use to him in after life. At twenty- 
one, he offered himself as a missionary for 
India. His offer was promptly accepted, 
and he at once began the study of mission- 
ary systems, and further qualified himself 
by a course in surgery and medicine. He 
was ordained in June, 1828, and about the 
same time married to Margaret Bayne, who 
accompanied him to the field of their joint 
labours. Wilson’s first aim was to acquire 
a knowledge of the vernacular tongues, for 
which purpose he and his wife repaired to 
Bankote. Within six months he preached 
his first sermon in Marathi. He also soon 
mastered the Gujerati and Hindostani, 
which enabled him to preach to the Parsees 
and Mohammedans. In three successive 
years he made long evangelistic tours. In 
1830, he had established two boys’ schools 
and three girls’ schools in Bombay, the 
latter being under the care of Mrs. Wilson, 
“who was the first to begin female education 


in India. His schoolmaster was his first 
‘convert. In January, 1831, he baptized six 
others. These constituted his first congre- 


gation. His wife, ‘“‘who may rank among 
the noblest heroines of English missions,” 
died in 1835. In that year the missions 
which he and his co-labourers, Messrs. 
Robert Nesbit and James Mitchell, had 
established in Bombay and Poona, were 
transferred from the Scottish Missionary 
Society to the General Assembly of the 
‘Church of Scotland. The first result of this 
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transfer was to develop the schools in these 
places into missionary colleges. In 1839, 
three Parsee students in Dr. Wilson’s Col- 
lege, at Bombay, embraced the Christian 
faith. This gave rise to intense excitement, 
which ended in a suit in the civil courts, 
where liberty of conscience was ultimately 
conceded. In 1843, Dr. Wilson visited his 
native land, at that time in the throes of 
“the Disruption,” During his four years at 
home he did much to promote the interests 
of missions, not only in the Free Church, 
with which he cast in his lot, but also among 
other denominations. In 1847, he was mar- 
ried to Miss Dennistoun, and returned to 
Bombay, and again threw himself into mis- 
Sionary work with all the enthusiasm of his 
ardent nature. In addition to his mission- 
ary and educational labours, which he never 
neglected, he was much engrossed in literary 
work, and was frequently called upon to 
devote time to the political and material 
interests of the country. In 1870, Dr. Wil- 
son was called home to Scotland as Modera- 
tor of the Free Church, the duties of which 
office he discharged with marked efficiency. 
In his closing address before the Assembly, 
he saia,— “ Notwithstanding his forty-one 
years’ connec:!on with India, if he lived to 
the age of Methuselah, he would consider it 
a privilege to devote his life to its regenera- 
tion.” Returning to his post in 1871, he 
resumed his work, itinerating, superintend- 
ing schools, and preaching. In September, 
1875, his laborious and useful life came to, 
a close at Bombay. Hindoos and Mahom- 
medans met round his dying.couch to 
receive his blessing, and when he died they 
begged nis body that they might bury it. 
“A single-minded devotion to the fulfil- 
ment of the last great commission of his 
Lord and Master was the motive-power of 
his life, and the explanation of all he did.” 
There is an admirable biography of Dr. 
Wilson by Dr. George Smith, of Edinburgh, 
the author of the life of Dr. Duff and other 
valuable missionary works.

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An Gtticient Ministry. 


MONG the best gifts of God for the 
up-building of the Church is an effi- 
cient ministry. The Presbyterian Church 
in Canada has to bless her glorious Kine 


that He has been mindful of her in this| 


respect. Hundreds and hundreds of faith- 
ful men are preaching the Gospel in our 
pulpits, in humble homes, in lonely and 
secluded settlements, far off upon the prai- 
rie, or in the depths of the lumber woods. 
Sinners are converted ; saints are edified ; 
the sick are visited ; the dying are comfort- 
ed; the young are instructed, and the Way 
of Life is proclaimed to all. The Church 
is realizing the importance of having an 
efficient ministry. She has six Colleges in 
which her young men are trained for the 
work. She invites parents to consecrate 
their sons to this, His high calling. She 
pleads with the “ Lord of the vineyard” to 
“thrust forth” more labourers. She has 
devised liberal means for the adequate sup- 
port of the ministry,-thus in a very practical 
and tangible manner proving the high esteem 
in which she holds the office. What could 
. be more encouraging than the response 
made by the people to the appeals of 
Presbyteries in connection with the Aug- 
mentation Fund? Presbyteries have of 
late been brought into closer and more fre- 
quent intercourse with the congregations. 
This intercourse is, or should be, perfectly 
confidential. The Presbytery has the power 
and right of superintendence. It sees 
whether congregations under its charge are 
prospering. Should there be failure any- 
where—should there be trouble—should the 
work of the Lord be at a stand-still, or (as 
sometimes happens) should it be going 
back—the Presbytery takes cognizance of 
all the facts, aud wisely acts in the best in- 
terests of the Church, and with a view to 
the glory of God. If Presbyteries are 
remiss in the discharge of their episcopal 
duties, if they fail in overseeing the flocks 
committed to their care, the Augmentation 
Fund will fail as a matter of course; and 
the cause of God will suffer. 

| We have watched with interest a dis-

ministerial efficiency. Dr. Whyte, of Edin- 
burgh, makes the following remarkable

over a congregation, and unless he is called | 


to another charge, or leads a too scandalous 
life, or dies, the Church hears no more of 
him. He may be the idlest man in the 
parish, he may have fatally mistaken his 
calling in life, he may scatter a united and 
once flourishing congregation, he may neither 
preach, nor catechize, nor visit, nor do any 
of the things he is ordained and supposed 
to do, but he remains safe and secure in his 
manse and his income, as no other man in 
the community is, till he does a mischief to 
the cause of Christ and His Church which 
his successor can hardly repair in a lifetime.” 
Can there be even one sush minister among 
the Presbyterians of Scotland? We should 
hope not. But then Dr. Whyte seems to 
picture from the life. He asserts mourn- 
fully that in Scotland there is no way of 
dealing with sucha case. We will not under- 
take to say what disabilities our brethern in 
Scotland labour under; but we know that 
according to the Presbyterian system the 
Presbytery is very solemnly bound to deal 
promptly with such a case, and to finda 
remedy. We know thatin our own Church 
a Presbytery would not be regarded as hay-| 
ing discharged its duty were it to wink at 
flagrant inefficiency in the pastoral office. 
It will become more and more the recognized 
right of the Presbytery to deal with such 
cases. It is not good for the pastor or the 
people that the pastoral relation should con- 
and it is for the 


Presbytery ultimately to determine. We 


hope the day is not far distant when in our ~ 


own Church every congregation shall have 


a suitable minister, and every minister a 


suitable sphere of labour.

THE five hundredth anniversary of J ohn 


Wiclif’s death has been widely com- 


memorated by the Reformed Churches. An 


opportunity has thus been afforded of bung | 


ing prominently before the people the con- 


dition of Western Christendom during thea | 


Dark Ages, when the Church of Rome was 
supreme —those “ Ages of Faith” to which | 
some look back so longingly. 
in fact, the founder of Puritanism, and his 
influence is never- dying. He left his im- 
press upon England, and indeed all Europe 


Wiclif was, 
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came directly or indirectly under his in- | 


fluence. His works led to a reform move- 
ment in Bohemia, and paved the way for 
the work of Luther and Calvin. He was a 
Calvinist before Calvin; a Puritan before 
the Puritans—a patriotic Englishman in- 
stinct with the modern spirit of progress 
and reform. He delighted in the Word of 
God, and acknowledged its supreme autho- 
rity. His translation of the Bible into the 
newly-formed English tongue marked an 
epoch in our literature. He thus sowed seed 
which sprang up into a goodly harvest. 
Five hundred years ago he and his disciples 
did much to evangelize England, and to 
make the bondage of Rome appear in its 
true light. He has stood forth a personage 
in history whose name and fame can never 
perish, and the results of whose work but 
increases as the years roll by. Millions 
know of Wiclif and revere his name who 
know little of the kings and warriors, the 
Popes and princes who were his contem- 
poraries, He lived in advance of his age. 
Indeed his views of truth were in many 
respects clearer and more Scriptural than 
those of Luther himself. His zeal and enter- 
prise in translating the Scriptures, making 
copies of them, and sending forth men to 
read and explain the Word, were an ex- 
ample to all subsequent reformers. The 
lesson of his life may well be conned in our 
own day where spiritual darkness still re- 
mains to be dispelled by the light of the 
Divine Word. 


Ghe Dayspring. 


(Continued from last month.) 


HE “ Dayspring” is to our mission what 
steamboats, railways, telegraphs, roads, 

and conveyances are to Britain. She is our 
only regular means of communication with 
the outer world, and with each other on the 
islands. By her wesend and get our letters, 
and fresh provisions twice yearly, and with- 
out her we could not possibly remain on the 
islands, so that a mission vessel is absolutely 
necessary to the very existence of the New 

_ Hebrides Mission. In it the “ Dayspring” 
has done good service. Since we got her, 
island after island going north has been 
taken in, till now that, by missionaries and 
native teachers, we occupy sixteen islands 
on which life and property are comparatively 


safe, and have prepared the whole group to 
receive the gospel. But as she is only 160 
tons register, since our mission staff has be- 
come so increased, she is far too small for 
the work and accommodation required, 
though she does nothing in trading, and 
carries only the provisions and supplies of 
the missionaries and teachers. Of late she 
has been unable to take all that was needed, 
and things left have put the mission families 
to great inconvenience. From the nearest 
island to Sydney the group extends some 
350 miles north-west, so that yearly the 
“Dayspring” has more work to do than 
she can overtake in the mission. 

Besides, the “Dayspring” is a sailing vessel, 
and when amongst the islands always occu- 
pied in visiting the missionaries and the native 
teachers, and in extending the work of the 
mission. Yet much precious time is lost to 
her and the missionaries on board when she 
gets under the lee of some island, or into a 
calm, or weather-bound ina harbour, which 
is often the case in the tropics, and the lives 
of all on board are sometimes placed in 
great danger, if near land, by her drifting 
on shore in calms as many vessels have 
done. 

For such reasons our last Mission Synod 
on the islands was led to make an earnest 
appeal to all the friends of Christian mis- 
sions for money to help to get anew mission 
vessel, with steam auxiliary power, and fully 
a third larger than our present one, for the 
New Hebrides Mission, which would greatly 
facilitate the work, and add much to the 
comfort of the mission families on the 
islands. 

Since I entered the work 26 years ago, I 
may say since we got the “ Dayspring” 18 
years ago, for except on Aneityum up till 
that time the work was preparatory, in a 
terrible struggle between death and life, the 
mission has been extended to 16 islands. 
The Bible in part or in whole has been 
translated and printed, and is now read in 
nine different languages, and about 8,000 
natives are under Christian instruction ; 
while 70,000 more heathen now plead for 
the missionary and the gogpel. Out of the 
savage cannibals among whom we were at. 
hrst placed we have educated over 150 
native teachers and evangelists to help us in 
our work; indeed, every convert in a sense 
becomes a missionary and helps to tell others.

AUL was now in the temple quietly practis- 
ing the regular Jewish ceremonial.

The chief captain—Claudius Lysias by 
name, ch. 23: 26, in command of 1,000 men who 
guarded the castie of Antonia. Centurions— 
captains of companies of 100 men. They left 
beating—at the sight of disciplined troops the 
cowardly mob desisted for fear of consequences, 
ch. 19:40. V.3s. Lysias, assuming Paul to be 
ap of some grave crime had him arrested. 
ound with two chains—by the wrists, to a 
soldier on either side. He then enquires into the 
cause of the commotion. Vs. 34, 35. The ex- 
cited mob pressed so closely on the soldiers, 
Paul was carried off his feet. The whole trans- 
action can be imagined, for such scenes of vio- 
lence occur sometimes still. V.36. Away with 
him—Kill him! The same cry that was raised 
against his Master, John 19:15. V. 37. Mark 
Paul’s presence of mind and his respectful tone 
towards Lysias, who is surprized to hear him- 
self addressed in Greek—the language of learned 
men. “Can this be that Hzyptian?”—a false 
teacher that had arisen some time previously, 
claiming to be the Messiah. V. 39. Tarsus— 
on the river Cydnus, 12 miles from the Mediter- 
ranean, then au important town, the seat of one 
of the three great universities of that time, 
ranking next to Athens and Alexandria, but now 
a mean city of 20,000 inhabitants. V. 40. What 
a noble spectacle is thisi He had already got 
the ear of Lysias, now with a gesture of his 
chained arm he silences the mob and addresses 
them in courteous terms, in Hebrew, or the 
dialect popularly spoken in Judea at that time, 
now called the Syro-chaldaic. The great silence 
which ensued was due to the surprise of hear- 
ing a foreigner speak their beloved language, 
and to the eloquence of the speaker, for as an 
orator Paul had few equals. Notice that his 
Opponents were nominally the people of God, 
and so it will be found that those who call them- 
selves Christians are often the enemies of Christ, 
Phil.3:18. Paul’s arrest enabled him to preach 
ee Gospel in a place otherwise inaccessible to

PAvL, still chained to his keepers, is at the 
head of the stairs leading to the castle of 
Antonia. Ina sorry plight it may be supposed, 
but his presence of mind did not fail him, nor 
did he forget his manners. V. 1. Brethren— 
“My fellow-countrymen, and you whose years 
entitle you to respect. You have accused me 
of disaffection to the Mosaic Law, hear what I’ 
have to say.” Vs. 2, 3. The sound of their 
mother tongue acted like a charm. Lysias had 
taken him for an Egyptian waif. The man isa 
Jew! a disciple of Gamaliel—a prominent 
rabbi and member of the Sanhedrim and one of 
the most reasonable of them, ch. 5: 34,35. A 
Pharisee, moreover, by education, ch. 26: 5. V.| 
4. This way—those who followed this persuasion. 
Unto death—intending to have them killed, ch. 
9-1, as was Stephen, ch. 7.59. V.5. Though 
it was more than 20 years sincePaul’s conversion, 
the high-priest of that time and many others 
were still living and could corroborate what he 
now said. V.6. Damascus—the oldest city in 
the world, Gen. 14:15. The light which he saw 
was brighter than noon-day sun, ch. 26:13. It 
came from the source of all true light, Jn. 1:9. 
V.7. Why persecutest thou me—Christ is perse- 
cuted and neglected in the persons of His people, 
Matt 25: 40-45. V. 10. What shall I do?—The 
natural enquiry of every awakened soul. In 
Paul’s case it implied a complete surrender of. 
himself to God. He saw the evil of his ways 
and repented ; whatevidence should he give to 
the world that he was a newman? He had 
much to undo. Go into Damascus—cease to do 
evil, Zearn to do well. To wait is often more 
difficult than to work. V. 11. He was blind for 
three days, ch.9:9 V.12. Ananias—a Christian 
convert, ch. 9:10-18. V. 13. Receive thy sight— 
blindness is a true figure of mental! darkness: 
restoration to sight, of conversion, Matt 5:8. V. 
14. See that Just One—that he might be placed 
on a level with the other apostles who had seen 
the risen Lord, i Cor.9:1; 15:8. His witness 
—to testify as a martyr to his death and resur- 
rection. V.16. Baptism is not regeneration, but 
pre-supposes repentance and faith as conditions 
of forgivenness. ch. 3:19; 2 Tim. 2: 25, 26. 
Calling &c. Rom. 10:13; 1 Cor.1:2. A conse- 
crated life will be a lifeof prayer. V. 17. Kefers 
to the time, three years after this, when he came 
to Jerusalem, Gal.1:18. V. 20. By publicly 
ee her art he took at the martyrdom of 
Stephen, he did all he could to make reparation 
for his sin, ch. 7: 58. V. 21. However much he 
might desire to witness for Christ whom he had © 
ersecuted ; not yet. How nobly he acted up to 
fd commission as the apostle of the Gentiles we © 
have already seen as we have followed his jour- 
neys into Asia, Macedonia, and Greece. Kach — 
Christian has his life-work assigned to him, 
equally noble if we could but realize it. Fa 
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Hunt before the Council. 


Fresruary 22, Aots xxi: 1-11. 
Golden Text, Acts 23:11. 


“TBE populace had listened to Paul attentively 
until he spoke of his mission to the Gen- 
tifes. But this aroused their fury. They could 
not bear the thought of uncircumcised heathens 
being made equal to the descendants of Abraham. 
V. 1. The Council, or Sanhedrim, consisted of 
72 members and was the same body before 
which Stephen made his nobledefenee, ch. 6: 15. 
Paul confronts this august body with a look of 
conscious integrity. It is only the guilty who 
need be afraid of courts of law, Matt 10:17-19. 
V.2. Ananias, appointed high priest, A. D. 48. 
was noted for his persecution of Paul, ch. 25: 2. 
Smite him on the mouth—a common method of 
silencing a speaker. Paul’s Master was thus 
treated, John 18:22. V. 3. This brutal insult 
was too much even for a Saint Paul, and pro- 
voked him to make an ungentlemanly retort. 
. Vs. 4,5. In the excitement of the moment he 
had forgotten to whom he was speaking, but 
hastens to make the proper apology. Jor it is 
written—Exo. 22:28; Heb. 13:17. Many a 
good man has made a similar mistake, but such 
conduct is wrong. The office should be respected 
even if the officer forfeits respect. We should 
strive to avoid rash speaking, Rom. 12: 18-21 V. 
6. By an adroit stroke Paul gives the conversa- 
tion a different turn, securing for the moment 
the favour of the Pharisees in the Council. 
They and the Sadducees were bitterly opposed to 
each other on the subject of the resurrection, 
the latter holding that there is no such thing. 
The Pharisees, champions of orthodoxy, for- 
sooth! very soon afterwards joined in persecut- 
ing him, ch. 24:1. Consistency is a rare jewel: 
Pilate saw no harm in Jesus, yet he deliberately 
signed his death warrant, Matt. 27: 23-26. V. 9. 
Here is mob law again. Betwixt his temporary 
friends and foes Paul is like to be torn in pieces. 
Let us not fight dc. These words are omitted 
in the R. V. At any rate they would not mean 
much in the mouths of the Pharisees. V. 10. 
The Pharisees who hated the Sadducees even 
worse than they did Christianity, having Paul 
on their side, as they thought, took fresh cour- 
age in asserting their views; so the judgment 
hall became a scene of confusion. Lysias felt 
himself responsible for the safety of his prisoner. 
We are all responsible for the eternal welfare of 
those to whom our influence extends. V. 11. 
The Lord will never leave his believing people 
comfortless. About seven or eight years after 
this Paul suffered martyrdom in Rome, but the 
precious words addressed to him—Be of good 
cheer—we may be quite sure he never forgot, 2 
Tim. 4:7. It is the will of God that his faith- 
ful servants should, like their Master, endure 
sufferings and temptations, but in their sorest 
trials they have the comforting assurance that 
divine grace will sustain them and make them 
more than conquerors, 
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Hunt sent to Felix. 

AotTs xxii. 12-24 
Golden Text, 1 Peter 4:16. 
REVIEW the last three lessons in order to 


fix in mind the immediate cause of the 
hostility against Paul and the means he took to

free himself from the charges PE against 


him. This lesson shews how God protected 
His servant and carried him on his journey 
toward Rome. Vs. 12,13. Certain of the Jews 
—doubtless the Sadducees. Bound themselves— 
it was a deeply laid plot to kill Paul, but the 
very means they adopted frustrated their designs, 
Forty men could not keep a secret; it leaked 
out. Vs. 14,15. The members of the council 
approved the lawless enterprise, hoping that 
these ruffians would do what they had failed to 
do, and without any reflections on themselves. 
V. 16. His sister’s son—this youth set a good 
example to all young men. He was not afraid 
to shew his colours. V. 17. Paul used the means 
available for his protection while trusting in 
God. Vs. 18-22. He—ie., the Centurion, took 
him to Lysias, who throughout the whole trans- 
action sided with Paul. See thou tell no man— 
He had decided what he was going to do, but it 
must be kept quiet. V. 23. With admirable 
promptness he callsthe captain and orders him 
to get his company ready in marching order. Jo 
Cesarea—a fortified town on the Mediterranean, 
70 miles by the road from Jerusalem, the resi- 
dence of the Roman Governor. No less than 
470 soldiers to protect asingle prisoner! The 
unsettled state of the country made a strong 
escort necessary, and the “ Majesty of the law’ 
must be asserted. The foot soldiers accompanied 
the expedition to Antipatris, a little more than 
half-way. The seventy cavalry went on to 
Cesarea. They left Jerusalem at the third hour 
—niue o’clock at night, late enough to escape 
observation, yet early enough to put them well 
on their on before daylight.. The roads being 
rough and hilly, it would be late in the afternoon 
when they reached Cesarea. V. 24. Provide 
beasts—there might be camels and asses as well 
as horses, and as Paul was mounted so would 
the soldiers be to whom he was chained. #elix— 
the governor, was acruel and profligate man. 
His wife, Drusilla, a daughter of Herod Agrippa 
I, an account of whose death is in ch. 12: 23. 
Paul was immediately taken before the governor 
and the letter from Piawitie read. He was care- 
ful to ask what province he belonged to, for the 
Roman laws were very stringent in regard to 
inter-provincial jurisdiction. Hearing that Paul 
was a native of Cilicia he ordered him to be 
kept in custody, remarking that he would hear 
the case when his accusers appeared. Learn 
that bigotry is cruel and unreasonable, that God 
will protect his own people, that he overrules 
the devices of wicked men for the promotion of 
his own plans, and causes all things to work 
together for good, Rom. 8:28. Boys and girls 
may sometimes help on the Lord’s work. 
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Our Own Clurch.

It 
is an encouraging thought that there are 
everywhere signs of progress; but we need 
the living missionary to come among us and 
tell us the unvarnished truth as to what is 
‘yet to be done. The visits of Messrs. 
Hugh A. Robertson, and J. Fraser Camp- 
| bell, have been of great service to the 
Church in stimulating and extending the 
‘missionary spirit throughout our congrega- 
tions, and in supplying information which 
‘will enable all of us to understand the 
peculiarities of their several fields, and to 
‘appreciate their respective labours far better 
(than we have ever been able to do. 


Missionary Mzerines are now the order 
of the day in all the Presbyteries. There 
should be in every congregation at least one 
rousing missionary meeting each year. It 
would be better still if the monthly mis- 
sionary meeting could be observed ; but 
how to sustain the interest in such meetings, 
—so frequently,—seems to be a difficulty, 
in many cases unsurmountable. The real 
obstacle is in want of proper preparation 
for them. People will not attend such 
meetings unless there is good speaking. 
They must be made attractive. It is not 
sermons that people want on these oc- 
casions, but information, carefully selected, 
digested, and illustrated. There are many 
places where the camera might be used with 
good effect. A map of the country under dis- 
cussion is always in order. The urgent cry 
from all the mission fields of the world is, 

—‘ More men and more money!” Were

the question taken up in earnest by every 
congregation of the Presbyterian Church 
in Canada, and means adopted to secure 
systematic giving from each member,—-how- 
ever small the individual amounts, we 
would be surprised to’ find how much more 
could be done by our Foreign Mission 
committees.

Stalker, of Gisdstone. has been laid aside by 
illness for several weeks. He is recovering. 
Rev. Thomas McGuire has left Emerson to the 
regret of all concerned. His brethren of the 
Presbytery would be glad to see him in the 
Northwest after a rest inthe Hast. In Manitoba, 
fees for marriage licenses go for higher educa- 
tion. The Presbyterian marriages considerably 
-Outnumber those of any other church. It is 
said that the Rev. Mr. Pitblado, of St. Andrew’s 
‘Church, has performed the most marriages for 
1884 of any minister in the province. He has 
had 56 marriages during the year. Manitoba has 
adopted a book of Bible selections for the public 
‘schools, Christmas and New Year soirées have 
been the order of the day in almost all our 
‘churchesin the Northwest.

A conference on the “ State 
of Religion” was held at the evening sederunt, 
Mr. Ball opening the discussion with an address, 
on the mode of conducting prayer meetings. 
Quite a number of the brethern took part in 
this interesting discussion, and felt benefited. 
It was agreed that, in future, the clerical repre- 
sentatives to the General Assembly, be elected 
by rotation from the Roll of Presbytery, pro- 
vision being made for sending special members, 
when circumstances warrant it, a change was 
also agreed on as regards the election of the 
lay representatives.

Infirm Ministers Fund, was remitted to a com- 
mittee to report in March. Commissioners were 
appointed to visit the aid receiving congregations 
in connection with the augmentation scheme.

Obituary. | 


EV. Martrnzew Whitson, of Sydney 
Mines, Cape Breton, died on the 13th 
December, 1884, having reached nearly 80 
years of age, and having been forty-two 
years in the ministry. Mr. Wilson was a 
native of Scotland, and was born in 1805. 
He graduated in Glasgow University in 
1837 ; was licensed by Glasgow Presbytery 
in 1838, and was ordained in 1842, with a 
view to the charge of the large and widely 
scattered congregation of Sydney Mines. 
He was inducted in July, 1842. He con- 
tinued pastor of this charge till May, 1883. 
In 1879, Rev. D. MacMillan was appointed 
colleague and successor. In 1883, Mr. 
Wilson’s increasing years rendered it de- 
sirable that he should be relieved from 
active work. He retired. The congregation 
was divided, Mr. McMillan continuing in 
charge of Sydney Mines, and Rev. Isaac 
Murray, D.D., being called to North Sydney. 
Mr. Wilson was an earnest and indefatigable 
pastor, and an able preacher. He was one of 
the fathers of Presbyterianism in Cape Bre- 
ton, the fellow-labourer of the venerable pio- 
neers, Alexander Farquharson, James Fraser, 
Murdoch Stewart—all gone—and Dr. Mac- 
Leod who still lives. Three weeks before 
his death he was called late in the evening 
to visit one of his parishioners who was ill 
and extremely desirous of seeing him. 
He responded at once to the call. The 
roads were hard with frost. The night was 
dark and cold. ‘The horse took fright ; the 
the carriage upset, and Mr. Wilson received 
severe injuries in the head from which he 
never recovered. He gradually and peace- 
fully passed into the sleep of death. His 
last words were, ‘Come, Lord Jesus, come 
quickly! Take me to Thy bosom.” Thus 
closed a very beautiful life, which was full 
of love and brightness and beneficence. 
Few men have ever more fully lived in the 
light and love of God than Matthew Wilson. 
He was universally loved and venerated 
throughout Cape Breton, and wherever he 
was known. 
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Rev. Danren Axuan. Another of the 
valiant old pioneer ministers has been re- 
moved by death. Mr. Allan came to this 
country in 1838, under the auspices of the 
then “Glasgow Society for promoting the 
religious interests of Scottish settlers in 
British North America.” On the 21st of 
November in that year he was ordained and 
inducted to the charge of Stratford and 
Woodstock, in which he remained until 
1844, when he connected himself with Free 
Church movement, and restricted his minis- 
terial labours to the township of Easthope. 
About eight years ago he retired from active 
service, and removed to Goderich, where he 
since resided with his son, Mr. A. McD. 
Allan. In his younger days, Mr. Allan 
was accounted famous asa preacher. He 
was a man of very superior attainments, an 
enthusiastic advocate of temperance, and an 
earnest Christian. He was an alumnus of 
Aberdeen University. He died in the 
seventy-ninth year of his age, and was 
buried at Guelph. Three sons and a daughter 
survive him. 


Rev. Jonun Strata, of Shelburne, Ont., 
died on the 10th of January, in tbe 59th 
year of his age. He was a native of Aber- 
deenshire, Scotland. He was educated at 
Toronto, and commenced his ministry at 
Valetta, Ont.,in 1857. He removed thence 
to Ingersoll, where he was for ten years, and 
built up a large congregation. He was after- 
wards for twelve years minister of Knox 
Church, Paisley, and about two years ago 
was translated to Shelburne. He was well 
known and honoured throughout the Church 
as an eloquent and able minister of the 
Gospel. He has left a large family to lament 
his decease. One of his daughters is the 
wife of Rev. John Jamieson, our missionary 
in Formosa. His nephew, Rev. Peter Straith 
some time minister at Battleford, and sec- 
retary of the Lieutenant-Governor there, 
is now the minister of Holstein, in the 
Presbytery of Saugeen. 


Rey. Joun Morrison, of Waddington, N. 
Y., died on the 3rd of January, in the 86th 
year of his age. Mr. Morrison was in the 
ministry of the Presbyterian Church for up- 
wards of fifty-five years, and laboured faith- 
fully in the township of Waddington for 
over forty years. He retired from the active 
duties of the ministry about two years ago. 


The congregation to which he ministered,

though in the United States, was connected 
with the Presbyterian Caourch in Canada, 
and on the roll of the Presbytery of Brock- 
ville. His long pastorate, genial disposi- 
tion, noble presence, and great ability as a 
preacher made him much respected on both 
sides of the St. Lawrence. 


Mr. James Lana, one of the oldest elders 
of the Presbyterian Church in the Domin- 
ion, died at Chateauguay Basin, December 
19th 1884, in his ninetieth year. He wasan 
elder inthe West Kirk, Greenock, before 
leaving Scotland, fifty-four years ago! His 
was a brightand Christian example to those 
around him. Ever earnest and zealous in 
all good works, he was respected by all who 
knew him, and his memory is “ blessed.” 


Mr. James Betruunz, Q.C., an elder in 
St. Andrew’s congregation, Toronto, died 
on the 18th of December, in the 45th year 
of his age. Mr. Bethune was a native of 
the County of Glengarry. After practising 
law for some years in Cornwall, he removed 
to Toronto, where he occupied a distin- 
guished position at the bar, and enjoyed 
the respect and esteem of “all who knew 
him. 

Mrs. Turnputu.—At Bay View, N.S., on 
the 13th December, there passed away to 
her eternal rest, Ann, widow of William 
Turnbull, alady 95 years of age. Till very 
shortly before her death she was able to 
move about the house in possession of all 
her faculties. Her last words were, ‘‘ Jesus 
loves me.” Her husband came to Nova 
Scotia in the same vessel with the late Dr. 
James McGregor, ninety-eight years ago. 
He and Mrs. Turnbull settled at Digby Out, 
and for more than fifty years their house 
was the home of every minister and mis- 
sionary who visited the place. When there 
. Was no preacher, service was heldin Mr. 
Turnbull's house. Mrs. T. was a true “‘ mother 
in Israel,” who will be tenderly and grate- 
fully remembered by scores of our ministers. 


And when it is all over, and our feet will run 
no more, and our hands are helpless, and we 
have scarcely strength to murmur a last prayer, 
then we shall see that instead of needing a larger 
field, we have left untilled many corners of our 
single acre, and that none of it is fit for our 
Master’s eye, were it not for the softening 
shadow of the Cross.

T= Ricut Rev. Jonn Jackson, D.D., Bishop 
of London, died at Fulham Palace, sud- 
denly, on the 6th of January. The deceased 
prelate was translated from the See of Lincoln, 
to that of the Metropolis in 1869, in succession 
to Dr. Tait, who then became Archbishop of 
Canterbury. For the first time in the history 
of the disestablished Church of Ireland, it has 
devolved upon the diocesan Synod of Dublin, 
Glendalough and Kildare, to elect an Archbishop. 
The occasion was the resignation of Archbishop 
Trench. Of the several candidates, Lord Plun- 
kett, Bishop of Meath, obtained the largest 
number of votes, and was accordingly elected. 
The Congregational Church has lost one of its 
foremost ministers, in the person of Dr. W. 
Lindsay Alexander, who died recently in Lon- 
don. Dr. Lindsay was born in Edinburgh, in 
1808, and became minister of a Congregational 
Church there in 1835, and, subsequently, Pro- 
fessor of Theology. He was an eminent Theo- 
logian andand a voluminous writer. The Rev. 
Robert Taylor, of Upper Norwood, London, 
has beep nominated for the moderatorship of 
the Synod of the Presbyterian Church of Eng- 
land, which meets in April. The formula and 
the ruling elder are becoming fruitful themes 
of discussion among English Presbyterians. 
Dr. J. Munro Gibson, who, when in Chicago, 
became accustomed to the American Church 
Polity, is made to say, according to the public 
prints, to his co-presbyters, that ‘“ Doctrine and 
system of doctrine mean the same thing; and 
why not say “system of doctrine” in the 
formula to please those who prefer it to “ doc- 
trine”? The answer to that of course is, 
because there are some who advocate the 
change, on the express ground that to them 
the two expressions do not mean the same 
thing! The urgent necessity for making any 
change in the formula has not yet been made 
very apparent, and it is natural that all such 
departures from use and wont, should be closel 
scrutinized by the public, who are apt to spea 
of these nice distinctions, asa “juggling with 
words, made use of to conceal the fact, that old 
ground is being qnitted, and new positions 
taken up.” As to the other question—the rights 
of ruling elders to preside in meetings of Pres- 
bytery and Synod, the matter was pretty fully 
discussed in the Presbytery of Liverpool lately, 
in connection with the adoption of a new Book 
of Order for the Church which, in the usual 
form, intimates that the moderatorship of all the 
Church courts is restricted to ordained minis- 
ters. The Prebytery of Darlington have, it seems, 
taken exception to this restrictive clause, and 
iven notice of their intention to overture the 
Syed to that effect. Mr. 8. Stitt, in Liverpool, 
Presbytery, moved that the said overture be 
approved. “He thought it was unkind of the 
ministers to adopt a rule excising one half of 


their brethren, and preventing them from -

The Church of Scotland, congregation of North 
Leith, has outgrown itself. There are now 2,678 
members on the communion roll,and hundreds of 
these cannot obtain sittings in the church. A 
hall seated for 900, is to be erected at a cost of 
$15,000. The late Dr. Smith, minister of the 
parish, was founder of the Endowment scheme 
by which it was proposed to erect 100 churches, 
and it is tbouzht the scheme would be crowned 
by erecting as the one-hundreth a new church in 
North Leith to his memory. The “bazaar 
mania,” which is rapidiy disappearing on this 
‘side of the Atlantic, seems to be at its Hel ht in 
Scotland at present. Fancy, even Dr. James 
[Macgregor of Edinburgh, complacently an- 
‘nouncing that “ he has no sympathy with those 
antiquated fossils who object to bazaars! Still 
another Life of Christ! The latest, by Rev. 
James Stalker of Kircaldy, is very highly 
spoken of. The claim advanced by Mr. Stalker 
for entering upon this work is, “ that no other 
book has been written precisely on his plan— 
to exhibit in the briefest possible space the main 
features, and the general course of the Life, so 
as to cause the well-known details to flow to- 
gether in the readers’ mind, and shape them- 
selves into an easily-compreherded whole. Dr. 
W. F. Stevenson, of Dublin, delivered the last 
present course of Duff Lectures in the St. 
Andrew’s Church, Edinburgh, in December. 
Referring to the great change of sentiment in 
India, he did not mean to say they were at or 
near the time when they dare speak of a 
probable swinging round of the Hindoo mind 
towards Christianity, but the change that was 
passing undoubtedly sprang from the Chris- 
tianity of the West.

In Church matters, 
the year has been somewhat uneventful in so far 
as leading events are concerned. But there have 
been gaps; and some sorrows, while on the 
whole there has been an advance along the entire 
lipe. Among the Free Church leaders, we miss 
Dr. Kennedy and Sir Henry Moncrieff; while 
the year previous lost us Dr. Begg. Two of 
these, known as the representatives of the ‘ con- 
stitutional’ party, appear to leave no adequate 
succession. The U. P. Church record little 
change. Inthe Hstablished Church there has 
been the Hastie or Calcutta business, which has 
brought irritation enough into the Church courts, 
The last phase has been: the appointment of 
three commissioners, who shall proceed to 
Calcutta, with a view to investigating the recent 
charges.

But we, on this side, are rejoiced to 
know that an advance is being made by you in 
this very important matter. The Abbey, Paisley, 
has received an augmentation of fourteen 
chalders, 7.¢., as there are two’ministers seven 
chalders, or about $600 a year to each, over and 
above their former income. Lord McLaren, in 
in forming his judgment on the application for 
increase, stated that the Abbey was one of the 
‘prizes of the Church,’ and the prizes have 
been well bestowed: for Messrs. Gentles and 
Dalgetty are earnest, energetic, devoted men, 
with wives who are exemplary in all Christian 
work. Our Canadian Church rejoiced in the 
possession of two sons of the Paisley manses. 
The Rev. Robt. McNair, formerly of Charlotte- 
town, P. E.I., was a son of the Abbey manse; 
While the late Dr. Burns of Toronto had been 
the esteemed incumbent of St. George’s. One 
great loss has been sustained in the recent death 
of Sir Alexander Grant, Principal of Edinburgh 
University. This has been an eventful year for 
Edinburgh, and amid all its rejoicings there is 
this one shadow. Permit me Mr. Editor, to 
wish you and all your respected readers a very

@iiv = Sorke old and well-known land- 
marks have been removed since our last issue. 
Bishop Fuller of Niagara died in the end of the 
year. He left a good name behind him, and a 
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fortune of nearly half a million of dollars. The 
venerable Archdeacon Nelles, too, of Brantford 
has passed away in the 80th year of his age. 
The whole of his long and useful life in the 
ministry was devoted to missionary work among 
the Six Nation Indians on, the Grand River 
‘reserve, near Brantford. The church in which 
-he officiated for some fifty-five years was the 
old Mohawk Church, erected by the British 
‘Government for the use of the Indians in the 
|year 1783. It is a wooden building, still used for 
worship, and is the oldest Protestant church in 
Western Canada. In the surrounding church- 
‘yard lie the remains of the renowned Indian 
\Chief and warrior, Joseph Brant. The com- 
‘munion service was a gift from Her Majesty 
'Queen Anne. The missionis under the control of 
“The New England Company,” who hold a 
charter from King Charles II. The Methodists 
have also lost two of their foremost ministers. 
Dr. Samuel Dwight Rice, died on the 11th of 
‘December. He was the General Superintendent 
‘of the United Methodist Church, born in the 
‘State of Maine in 1815. In 1819 his father, who 
‘was a physician, removed to New Brunswick. 
‘He entered the Christian ministry at twenty 
years of age. In 1824 he came to Ontario, and 
from that time till the day he died his name 
was a tower of strength in the Methodist Church. 
He was a man of great energy and force of 
character, a aay otedl friend of missions and 
Sunday-schools, and was largely instrumental 
in bringing about the union of the Churches. 
He is succeeded in the office of General Super- 
intendent by Rev. Dr. Williams, a Welshman 
by birth, celebrated as a preacher and platform 
speaker, and thoroughly conversant with con- 
nectional affairs. His paper on the rise and 
progress of Methodism in Canada, is spoken of 
as one of the best delivered before the late 
Baltimore Centennial Convention of the Method- 
ist Churches of America. Dr. John Carroll, 
the other who died about the same time, was 
also a very able and eminent minister. He was 
born in New Brunswick in 1809, Himself one 
of the most enterprizing of pioneer missionaries, 
‘he has written in a most captivating style, a 
number of works containing discriptions of early 
Methodism in Canada, which will be extremely 
valuable to the future historian. 


IRELAND. — The Rev. Alexander McLecd 
Stavely was inducted towards the close of the 
year into the pastoral charge of the Reformed 

resbyterian congregation of Ballyclare, Co., 
Antrim. Mr. Stavely was welland widely known 
for the greater partof forty years in the Hastern 
Provinces of Canada, while he was a thoroughly 
Conscientious Covenanter, he was ever on the 
best of terms with the brethren of our own 
Church. He was very social and warm-hearted, 
and he and his wife abounded in hospitality. He 
was a veritable Gaius. In 13640, then a youn 
man and fresh from College, he was ordaine 
and sent out to St. John, and in the commercial 
\capital of New Brunswick h resided for some 
thirty-eight years. In the fire of 1877 his house 
and church were consumed with the most of 
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what was inthem. He made an effort to get 
another building erected, and in spite of great: 
difficulties succeeded. Then he resiyned his 
charge and went home to spend the evening of 
his life in his native land. His father was‘ minis | 
ter for.a long time at Baliymoney, and his | 
grandfather was minister at ellewater both in 
the same county. The older ministers of the 
Maritime Provinces will be delighted to hear of 
Mr. Staveley’s welfare. It was mentioned last 
month that the congregation of Lecumpher, | 
near Cookstown, has hada hereditary succession , 
of three ministers, the grandfather, the father, 
and the son. A brother of the last, the Rev. 
John Wilson, who for over twenty years minis- 
tered in Killala in Connaught, has been cailed 
and inducted into thecharge. The Wilson’s are 
clearly hereditary rulers in Lecumpher. A 
bazaar was lately held in Magee College, Lon- 
donderry, the proceeds to be applied in repairs 
to the building. It is some thirty years since the 
building was erected and no repairs made in all 
that time. The Trustees found it difficult to get 
what met running expenses. It was hoped that 
from five to seven thousand dollars would be 
raised by the bazaar, but the realization was 
far beyond the hopes. Fully ten thousand dol- 
lars were netted. H. 


Temperance Notses.—The Scott Act has been 
carried in the United Counties of Leeds and 
Grenville, by a majority of 659, During the 
past year, so rapidly has the temperance, 
sentiment prevailed, the Scott Act has been. 
legally adopted in twenty-one counties. It has: 
been rejected in four counties, namely in Peel,. 
Compton, Prince Edward and Brantford. Al-: 
together, it has been contested in sixty con- 
stituences, forty-four of which have adopted. 
the Act: the whole vote being 81,565 for the Act, ' 
and 62,774 against it; majority 28,791. All| 
the constituences in P. H. Island have adopted | 
the Scott Act; two-thirds of these in Nova 
Scotia; one-half of those in New Brunswick; 
one-third in Manitoba; about one-fourth of the 
58 counties and cities of Ontario. Only two! 
out of 63 counties and cities in Quebec, have. 
as yet adopted the Scott Act, but the Dunkin: 
Act is in force in two others. British Colum-. 
bia has five parliamentary constituencies, in’ 
none of which the Scott Act has been adopted. 
Emboldened by their success in these fields, 
the Dominion Temperance Alliance announces 
its intention of applying to the Legislature at 
an @ariy day for a prohibition law. In reply 
to a deputation who waited upon him the other 
day, for the purpose of asking the government 
to use its influence with the powers of 
Kurope, to prohibit the traffic in intoxicating 
liquors in West Africa, Earl Granville replied 
that the deputation had expended their eloquence 
in vain, inasmuch as they had been speaking to 
a convert. A Western Exchange supplies the 
following; it is not bad.—“ At a temperance 
meeting held in Weldon, N. C., an old man 
gave a very odd address. His uncouth style 
was no hindrance to the force of his feeling, : 
as he used the following illustration: ‘When 
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I sees a man going home wid a gallon of 
whiskey, and a half pound of meet, dat’s

Argica,—At a meeting held in Glasgow, Mr. 
M. H. Stanley, the celebrated traveller and ex- 
plorer of the Dark Continent, said:—Seven 
years ago the richest tenth part of the Dark 
Continent was unknown and unexplored. On 
the east, months of travel on foot through wilds 
and jungles, ranges of mountains, and bleached 
grass-plains of far-reaching extent, separated it 
from the Indian Ocean, To the south extended 
one uptraversed area, peopled by countless 
tribes who knew not the white man; to the 
north lay the wide waste of the Sahara desert, 
and from the southernmost edge to the frontier 
ef the Congo basin there was a wide blank, the 
nature or breadth of which was still an unsolved 
mystery. On the west was found a wide gate- 
way, which had been used only to permit the 
eruel slave-trader to pass in and out on his 
nefarious business. This gateway was the 
mouth of the Congo. At the distance of 110 
miles were found impassable rapids, and here 
Tuckey and his gallant band of navigators died 
ef fever and misery sixty-eight years ago. By 
the exercise of a little resolution it was dis- 
covered that above these rapids the Congo was 
navigable for nearly 1,100 Knglish miles, and 
that the magnificent affluents of the river 
afforded means of penetrating through and 
through the basin. It was found also that there 
were several lakes in it whose shores were ex- 
ceedingly populous, all of which furnished 3,000 
miles of waterway A little more research into 
the capabilities of this basin, and we discovered 
that two portages would add about 2,000 miles 
more, which might be utilised for the promotion 
of good and the extension of civilisation. No 
part of Africa, look where I might, appeared so 
promising to me as this neglected tenth part of 
the continent. I have often fancied myself— 
when I had nothing todo better than dream— 
gazing from some lofty height, and looking 

own upon this square compact patch of 800, 
000,000 acres, with its 80,000 native towns, its 
population of 40,000,000 souls, its 17,000 miles 
of river waters, and its 30,000 square miles of 
lakes, all lying torpid, lifeless, inert, soaked in 
brutishness and bestiality, and I have never yet 
descended from that airy pone in the empyrean 
and touched earth but 1 have felt a purpose 

low in me to strive to do something to awaken 
it into life and movement, and I have sometimes 
half fancied that the face of aged Livingstone, 
vague and indistinct as it were, shone through 
the warm hazy atmosphere, with a beniguant 
smile encouraging me in my purpose.

Dr. Smith estimates the total missionary contri- 
butions of the missionary societies and churches 
of Protestant Christendom in 1883 to be £2,275,- 
000 sterling per annum—in round numbers $11,- 
375,000, divided as follows: Great Britain, $7,- 
650,000; America, $3,000,000; Continent of 
Kurope, $725,000. Christlieb, on the other hand, 
gives the figures for 1879 as follows: Britain, 
$3,500,000 ; America, $1,750,000; Continent of 
Kurope, $1,750,000— Total $7,000,000. The 

recise amount is difficult to ascertain; it may 

e fonnd half-way between these conflicting 
estimates. Christlieb, it will be observed, credits 
the continental churches with more than double 
the amount attributed to them by Dr. Smith, 
and we cannot suppose they have decreased 
their givings since 1879. 


North-West Alizsions, 


A neat frame church was erected at, 
Souris, and opening services conducted by 
the Superintendent of missions on the 21st 
December. The district is famous for the 
excellence of its wheat, and only a few 
years are required to develop a self-sustain- 
ing congregation at Souris. At present a 
nuraber of outlying stations are associated 
with the village. A successful social was 
held at Qu’Appelle, and steps taken with 
the view of erecting a manse next summer. 
At Fort Qu’Appelle material is being got on 
the ground for the erection of a manse too. 
At Barnes, fourteen miles to the N. E,, 
material is being prepared for a church. At 
Fort Macleod and Pincher Creek also. Mr. 
T. Collins Court, of Chatham, has entered 
upon his work at Auburn with much spirit, 
and his services are very acceptable. Rev. 
M. Mackenzie has taken charge of Rat 
Portage and Keewatin till spring. The 
Presbytery of Brandon propose to break 
ground in seven or eight new fields next 
summer. Tired of appealing almost in vain 
for men, this Presbytery is moving to have 
a number of acceptable catechists licensed 
and ordained for the ministry. It would 
seem as if our young men shunned the mis- 
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sion fields in Ontario, Quebec, and Manitoba 
after graduation, and that hence a departure 
from the college-bred ministers was neces- 
sary if new fields are not to lie untilled. The 
Presbytery of Brandon is also taking active 
steps to prevent the prohibitory law in force 
in the N. W. Territory from being changed. 
The people are in favour of a prohibitory 
liquor law, but our rulers seem to aim at 
extending the realm, if not of whisky, of 
beer. About the supply of missionaries in 
the Brandon Presbytery this winter, our 
work was never so well manned. Fort 
Macleod, Medicine Hat, Indian Head, Fort 
Qu’Appelle, Whitewood, Yorkton, Battle- 
ford, Elkhorn, Virden, Oak Lake, Chater, 
Auburn and Carberry, which were vacant 
last winter, have missionaries this season, 
while no place supplied last winter is 
vacant this year. There are, however, many 
fields lying untilled this winter that should 
be occupied. In Manitoba and the North- 
West there are about 1,500 Presbyterian 
families just now without ordinances, and 
many of them in organized fields. The 
large new territory that should be occupied 
next spring makes us more anxious than 
ever that more men may offer for the work. 
In the three Presbyteries there is room for 
fourteen ordained ministers. Places like 
Rapid City, Fort Qu’Appelle, Oak Lake, 
Nelson, Deloraine, Fort Francis &c., should 
be settled with as little delay as possible. 
To our graduating classes we must look for 
men to. supply our demand.—4J. R. 


Lumbevinen's HAission, 


“THE first thing a missionary must provide 

himself with, if he purposes making a 
tour among the shanties, is a good strong 
horse and a substantial cutter. Besides 
these he will require a pair of warm robes, a 
shanty blanket, a horse blanket, a fur coat, 
and a change of underclothing for himself. 
Then for distribution among the men he 
must have a few thousands of tracts, papers, 
magazines, and books, whieh are always 
provided for him by the committee of the 
Lumbermen’s Mission. Nothing takes better 
than The British Workman and Band of 
Hope Keview. My warmest thanks are due 
the editors of The Presbyterian Record, The 
Canada Presbyterian, and The Witness, for 


the large bundles they sent of their various 
publications. 


Puaces VIsITED.—(lst.) Dépots.—These 
depots are established by ali lumbering 
firms at regular distances from each» other 
along the route to thoir works. They are 
built for the accommodation of those tra- 
velling to or from the works, and for storing 
away provisions and the implements neces- 
sary in sharty work. They vary very much 
in size. Some present the appearance of 
large white-washed villages, whilst others 
consist of a solitary log shanty. At the 
larger depots the missionary finds a man 
with his family, a clerk, one or two female 
servants and a number of labourers. At 
the smaller depots there are seldom more 
than one or two men. (2nd.) Shanties.— 
A more romantic scene than a lumbering 
shanty it is hard to conceive. Imagine 
a group of large, low, flat, log build- 
ings, almost covered with snow, “nestling 
on the shore of a lake or river, ‘and with 
a thickly wooded mountain towering up 
right behind, and you have the general 
appearance a shanty presents to one ap- 
proaching it in winter. If itis after night 
a great cloud of smoke and sparks wiil be 
issuing out of a large wooden chimney on 
the roof of the centre building. (3rd.) 
Private families scattered here and there, 
mostly along the main road to the shanties. 
Many of these are Protestants who have 
been attracted there partly by the cheapness 
of land and partly by the hope of making 
money by jobbing for the large firms lum- 
bering about them. ‘These families do not 
see a minister from one year’s end to the 
other, except when the missionary visits 
them. Some of them have many children— 
one in the immediate neighbourhood of 
where I am now writing has ten—who are 
growing up in great ignorance. They are 
always very glad to see the missionary, but 
his story among them is necessarily so short 
that much real good cannot be expected 
from his visit. 

PREACHING THE GosPEL.—In a lumbering 
shanty are to be found men speaking various 
tongues. The majority speak French, many 
speak English, some Indian, and I have 
come across a few who spoke Gaelic. Ne- 
cessity compels your correspondent to ad- 
dress his shanty audiences in English only, 
but it is very seldom there are more than 
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two or three who do not understand that 
language. My plan is generally to begin 
operations with a liberal distribution of 
literature ; shen I sing a few Gospel hymns, 
inviting any who can to join m; then read 
a few verses of Scripture and close with 
prayer. Generally the strictest attention is 
given. Hundreds hear the pure Gospel of 
Salvation through faith in a crucified 
Saviour for the first time in a lumbering 
shanty ! 

DIFFICULTIES AND Dancers.—Last win- 
ter, in order to save a roundabout journey 
of about one hundred miles, I determiued 
to cross a trackless waste over lakes and 
through woods some eight or ten miles. 
The night before there was a very heavy 
fall of snow. A stalwart, good-natured 
shanty foreman volnnteed to act as my 
guide, and mounting a pair of snow-shoes 
took the leed. If was all my horse was able 
to do to pull the cutter and baggage, so 
tying a piece of rope to the lines I tramped 
behind. It was wearisome work. ‘The 
heavy fall of snow of the previous night 
pressed so on the ice that the water came 
over it to the depth of many inches. It was 
night before we reached our destination, 
and the last few miles were got over by 
short pulls and long rests. On another 
occasion a great storm arose just after I left 
one shanty to go to another. My road lay 
over lakes nearly all the way. Very soon 
the drifting snow obliterated every sign of 
a track. I was travelling more by faith than 
by sight, still I did not feel discouraged. 
Several times when crossing narrows be- 
tween lakes I had to get out and tramp a 
channel through a drift for my horse. At 
last I reached Big Cat-fish Lake. I thought 
it must be near noon. I pulled out my 
watch, and to my dismay found it had 
stopped at eleven o’clock. On the lake 
there was not the least sign of a road, and 
right ahead was a drift which took my 
horse nearly up to the neck. The cutter sank 
down almost out of my sight. I tried to 
tramp a path, but had to give it up. I felt 
myself getting weak. I unhitched my 
horse, and after much trouble freed him 
from the cutter and tied him in the bush. 
Then I started to cross the lake on foot. 
when to my joy I saw teams crossing at the 
far end. After shouting at them for a 
while, I made out some one coming to my 
rescue on snow-shoes. He proved to bea 


the New Hebrides. 
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Frenchman, foreman of a shanty at the far 
end of the lake, and with his help I was 
soon brought to a place of safety.

EAstTERN SECTION. 


E have not much that is new from our 
missionaries. ‘This is not a time for 
receiving many letters or much information 
from either of the two missions watched 
over by the Eastern Section of the Assem- 
bly’s Committee. The “Dayspring” is, as we 
trust, about arriving in Sydney with Mr. 
and Mrs, Annand, and annual reports from 
The reported French 
occupation of the New Hebrides group will 
startle all the missionaries and the Austra- 
lian Churches, and it is hoped that these 
powerful colonies will move the British 
Government to do what is right and prac- 
ticable on this momentous subject. Our 
convener would doubtless have called to- 
gether the committee to consider whether 
any remonstrance should be forwarded, but 
the Foreign Mission Committee of the Free 
Church, being nearer to head-quarters, more 
influential and equally interested, what can 
be done in the premises will doubtless be 
done by them. 

On November 26th, the Committee at 
New Glasgow took farewell of Rev. H. A. 
Robertson, passing a resolution of grateful 
acknowledgment of the Divine goodness to 
himself and family, and commending them 
to God; at the same time asking the 
people’s prayers in their behalf. Follow- 
ing this meeting, he and family attended a 
farewell social in United Church Hall, and 
in the evening a large gathering came 
through rain and mud and filled James’ 
Church, spending the hours in prayer, 
praise and Christian conference. Mr. Ro- 
bertson left for New Brunswick a few days 
afterward, but could not take his family, 
the children being ill with measles. Hav- 
ing fulfilled appointments, he returned, and 
left early in January, with family, restored, 
en route for Sarnia, San Francisco and 
Sydney. 

From Trinidad.—We learn that Mr. 
Grant and family have arrived, and that 
they before this time are in their new 
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house ; also that Mr. Gibson is studying 
hard at the language, and getting on well; 
farther, that the two young lady teachers 
had arrived before the Christmas holidays. 
Before this, annual meeting of the mis- 
sionaries will have been held, at which 
accounts for the year are examined by the 
Council and passed, and carefully prepared 
estimates for each station adopted, and sent 
on to the Board. A few thousands will 
then be required, of which there is nota 
cent in fund. Weare in debt now, lam 
ashamed to say how much, but I know that 
is gives the men who watch over the mis- 
sion great anxiety. Still they do not wish 
by any special appeals to interfere in any 
way with the great effort now being success- 
fully prosecuted for augmentation. . Our 


fears have often in the past been happily |. 


removed as the year wore on, and our 
people will not likely fail us now. 

But for some days we have been think- 
ing and talking chiefly, and not without 
prayer, of the Formosa mission ; its burnt 
chapels, its persecuted people, and its brave 
missionary in exile. That deliverance will 
come, we fully believe; but it looks as if 
there would be some suffering before the 
missionaries, helpers, and converts are 
“straightened, stablished, and _ settled” 
They are not forgotten during this week 
of prayer. P. G. McoGrecor. 


WOMEN’S MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


The annual business meeting of the 
Woman’s Missionary Society of the Presby- 
tery of Kingston, was held on January 7th. 
Increased interest had been manifested in 
the objects of the Society during the year, 
partly owing to the circumstance that Miss 
Beatty, a member of the Society, had, dur- 
ing the year, gone out from the Church as a 
medical missionary, to Indore. When her 
decision was announced it was felt that they 
should do what they could towards her sup- 
port, and $111, specially collected for the 
purpose, was remitted to Dr. Reid last July 
towards her salary, in advance. Two new 
auxiliaries had been formed during the 
year, those of Picton and Napanee. The 
total receipts were not known, as two 
or three of the auxiliaries had not yet sent 
their remittances. A short discussion took 
place concerning Union, and a draft of sug- 
gestions for a Federative Union of all our 
Women’s Missionary Societies was read. 


JUVENILE MISSION SCHEME. 


Regarding the Indore schools, Miss Mc- 
gregor sends the following information to 
Miss Machar the late Secretary-Treasurer :— 
“Since last year, when the Maharanee 
(Queen) herself was kind enough to give a 
present to each girl in school, the interest 
in female education began steadily to ad- 
vance—that is among natives themselves. 
This year the Durbar official took special 
interest, and one gentleman gave about 
$20in books and clothes. Prejudice against 
girls’ schools is fastmelting away, There 
is always a likelihood of going too fast. 
Zenana work goes on as usual. 

The three schools in Trinidad, on “ Bro- 
thers” and Cedar Hill estates, are still, ac- 
cording to recent intelligence from the Rev. 
J. Macleod, going on as usual, and are still 
depending on the continuance of the sup- 
port formerly extended to them through the 
Juvenile Mission Scheme. The schools 
which, last year, contributed to this object. 
are the following:— Perth, Ormstown, 
Hawkesbury, Seymour, Fort Coulonge and 
St. Mary’s, with the addition of the Scar- 
boro’ Ladies’ Society. Will these Sabbath- 
schools kindly remember the needs of this 
‘bject this year, and send in contributions 
for them, either direct to the respective 
treasurers of the F. M. Boards, or through 
the late secretary-treasurer.—A. M. M. 
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E are anxiously awaiting further news 
from Formosa, but we have nothing 

to add to the letter from Dr. Mackay which 
has already appeared in the public prints. 
It announces that, owing to the disturb- 
ances, Mr. Jamieson and Mrs. Mackay left 
the Island some time ago for Hong-kong. 
Dr, Mackay joined them, after being led to 
suppose that all danger was past ; but alas ! 
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on arriving at Hong-kong he was told that 
Formosa was blockaded by the French, so 
that he could notreturn. “The new churches 
at Bang-Kah and Sintiam are levelled to 
the ground. Converts hooted, beaten, &c. 
Increased. hatred to all foreigners.” In this 
trying time, Dr. Mackay entreats the prayers 
of the whole Church. We hope before our 
next issue to have better news from Formosa. 
The new year has dawned on the Record 
auspiciously. Thanks to our agents, the 
circulation of last year will be exceeded 
this year. Those who have not yet com- 
pleted their orders, should do so at once.

bears positive and grateful testimony. iz is made 
interesting to young people by the free use of 
excellent illustrations, and the reference to the 
customs and manners of the people, some of 
which are very curious. Price $1.85. 


Missions ATLAS, a Rev. Provt. Vahl, of 
Copenhagen: This is the first instalment, in two 
parts, of a very important contribution to mis- 
sionary literature by one who has devoted much 
time to this branch of study, and who is thor- 
oughly conversant with his subject. The maps 
are ten in number, well executed, on a large 
scale, comprizing India, Burmah, the islands of 
the Indian Ocean, China, Africa, and Madagas- 
car. They are accompanied by two volumes, 
each of 250 pages of letter press, descriptive of 
mission work in these countries, with statistics 
to date. Dean Vahl has also favoured us with 
a printed catalogue of his missionary library, 
which is probably the largest and most valuable 
in existence, including over four thousand books 
and magazines devoted to missionary intelli- 
gence. 


THE CHILDRENS HYyMNAL, prepared by a com- 
mittee of the General Assembly, for the use of 
the Sabbath-schools of the Presbyterian Church 
in Canada, with music, price $5 per 100. The 
committee have furnished our Sabbath-schools 
with, in our judgment, the best hymnal extant. 
It contains the best hymns found in most books 
of a similar kind, and, what we like very much, 
a few of the the Psalms and Paraphrases which 
we loved to sing long ago, but which never grow 
old. The collection is worthy of a less juvenile 
name. Because of its simplicity, it is even 
better adopted for use in the prayer meeting 
than the Church Hymnal. We should like to 
see at least five-and-twenty other familiar hymns 
that properly belong to the Sunday-school, added 
to it, but this defect admits of remedy in future 
editions. 


THE PRESBYTERIAN REVIEW, is the name of a 
new eight-page weekly paper, of very attractive 
appearance, published in Toronto, at the very 
modest price of $1 per annum. Having for its 
object “ the quickening of the spiritual life of

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Our Great Home Hlission Work. 


SSEV. Dr. CocuraNnge, Convener of the 
@2 Western Section of the Home Mission 
‘Committee, has sent us the following appeal, 
in addition to his circular in last month’s 
Record. It shows the necessity of liberal 
and immediate liberality, if our work in the 
Far West as well as in the older settled 
districts of Ontario and Quebec, is to go on 
as it has done for the last few years : 


British Columbia, he says, is now calling 
upon us for men. It is very much in the 
position that Manitoba was, when in 1870 
we began operations in the North-West. At 
that time our cause in Manitoba was small 
indeed compared with what it is today, but 
by the generous contributions of the Church 
in the older provinces, and the effective 
work done by our missionaries, “ the little 
one has become a thousand.” British Colum- 
bia, although perhaps it may never reach 
the position of Manitoba and the North- 
West, is deserving of help. It is now calling 
for aid, and we would be recreant to the 
all of Providence if we did not to the 
utmost of our ability respond to the de- 

“mands made upon us. Letters in my pos- 
session from the Rev. J. 8. Mackay of New 
Westminster, the Rev. D. Fraser of Victoria, 
and from members of our Church in other 
districts, plead earnestly for the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada to give them supply of 

. é 


gospel ordinances. Whether the committee 
shall be able to do so or not, depends upon 
the returns made to the Treasurer, by the 
20th of March. To find suitable probationers 
and ministers who are willing to go is easy, 
as there are now several applications in the 
hands of the Convener. 


That British Columbia is very soon to be 
setiled by emigrants from Ontario and Que- 
bec, as well as from Scotland and Ireland, 
is evident from the prominence given to the 
country in the daily papers. Correspondents 
from San Francisco and other cities in the 
United States are writing glowing accounts 
of it. Nothing need be said to your readers 
regarding Victoria and New Westminster, 
but of other portions of the province it may 
not be out of place to speak. 


Burrard’s Inlet or Vancouver City, where 
the Rev. T. G. Thomson is about to be 
located, is the terminus of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. The soil in the vicinity is 
described as being rich, and already there 
are many farms under cultivation. That it 
is a suitable point for an ocean terminus for 
the Railway will be at once admitted, when, 
it is stated that over 1,000 ships have load- 
ed at the saw-mills inside the inlet, with 
scarcely an accident going in or coming out. 
Coal Harbour, about two miles distant, which 
has been chosen by the C. P. R. as their 
terminal harbour, is described as magnifi- 
cent—well sheltered, and leaving nothing to 
be desired in the requirements of a sea- 
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board terminus for a trans-continental line— | localities offer inducements not behind the 


navigation, sea-room, anchorage, mooring, 
dockage, wharfage, and large suitable land 
area adjoining. Port Moody, which is about 
four miles distant, and which at one time 
was chosen as the terminus of the railroad, 
has now been abandoned as the chief com- 
mercial and railway centre, although it will 
always bean important point. It is a snug 
clear harbour, about three miles long and 
one end a half miles wide,and will be use- 
ful as an adjunct to Burrard’s Inlet harbour 
proper. It isnot initself naturally suitable 
for a terminal harbour, having to be reached 
through two narrows, and is deficient in 
commodiousness and extent of suitable 
adjoining land area, although it possesses 
certain advantages that may make it a use- 
ful adjunct in the near future. That the 
Home Mission Committee have acted wisely 
in providing able supply at once for Van- 
couver City, your readers will I am sure 
endorse. As regards the actual field for 
farming, a competent authority says :— 

On evidence which I cannot doubt, the follow- 
ing exceptional yields seem to be authentic— 
three tons of timothy per acre in the twelfth 
cousecutive crop, 80 bushels of wheat, also 62 
bushels of fali wheat per measured acre. As 
the average on several well-tilled farms, the 
- following may be noted: wheat, 40 bushels per 
acre; oats, 60 to 65; barley, 40; timothy, 3 to 
3} tons; turnips, 40 to 50 tons. The roots 
are enormous; potatoes and vegetables, with 
squashes, pumpkins, melons, cucumbers and 
tomatoes; also varieties of corn, do very well. 
Hops are a good crop. The ordinary fruits of a 
tem perate clime grow large and fine in all parts 
of the district. I saw a 2 |b pear, a 14 lb apple 
and an 8 ounce pluin. 


The New Westminster district is not 
merely an arable or dairying district, but 
is filled with salmon-canning factories and 
with lumbermen. Silver lodes exist in 
many localities, and minerals of all kinds 
abound in the province. It will thus be 
seen that there is a great future before such 
a district possessed of such asoil and climate, 
and so well supplied with communications 
by railway and seaboard. While as a farm- 
ing country it may never reach what Mani- 
toba is, it offers great inducements to men 
of some means, and has in it all the ele- 
ments of solid and permanent progress. 


Of the Yale District, the Kamloops Val- 
ley, and the Kootenay district I have not 
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more populous centres of Victoria and 
New Westminster, and call for’ speedy ac- 
tion on the part of our Church. What we 
have long desired in British Columbia—one- 
strong Presbytery, able to take the over- 
sight of the entire Province—is likely soon: 
to be realized. The Colonial Committee of 
the Church of Scotland, with ourselves, are- 
earnestly desirous fora union of their minis- 
ters with ours, and recognise that we are in. 
a better position than they are to supervise 
the field. Whether this most desirable 
consummation shall be reached during the 
present year or not is uncertain, but in any 
case the Presbyterian Church in Canada is. 
now regarded as the one to whom Presby- 
terlans in new fields must look for supply 
of Gospel ordinances. 


While entering with new vigour upon. 
British Columbia, we dare not neglect 
Manitoba and the North-West. What we 
have gained there must be held. That in 
so short a time we should have three good. 
Presbyteries in that recently ‘ unknown 
land,” is surely worthy of grateful mention. 
In a review of our Church work, published 
in Winnipeg on the Ist of January, we find:

This rapid growth has been largely during the 
last three years. In that time the church has 
more than doubled her membership and families, 
quintupled her Sabbath-schools, more than- 
trebled her churches, and increased her manses 
fourfold.

In connection with these fields 
there are 23 mission stations. During the sum- 
mer of 1883 fourteen new fields with 71 stations 
were opened up. 


In the Prince Albert District, we find. 
from recent letters sent by Mr. McWilliam, 
our able minister at that point, that the 
people there, however willing, will not be 
able this year to meet the demands made 
upon them to support religious ordinances.

ig that the Dominion Government will provide 
seed wheat and oats to enable the farmers to 
put in acrop next spring. Without this help 
there is acertainty of a famine in one district in 
the winter of 1885-86. The bulk of farming 
population are inimpoverished circumstances, 
they owe money which they cannot pay,‘and 
many of them are forced to kill their cattle to 
provide food and necessaries for their families to 
carry them over the winter. 

In spite of this we are glad to see that 
the ‘‘ High School” at Prince Albert is now 
an accomplished fact. Messrs. McWilliam 
and Sinclair have taken hold of the new 
enterprise and are meeting with considerable 
favour. The local papers speak of the 
proposed school and the kindly aid pro- 
mised by our Church in most flattering 
terms. 


I have, Mr. Editor, extended these re- 
marks beyond what I intended. In closing 
let me express the hope that the wealthier 
members of our Church will avail them- 
selves of the privilege now offered, of giv- 
ing liberaily to the funds of the Home Mis- 
sion Committee, that the many calls made 
upon us, not only by the newer provinces, 
but by Ontario and Quebec may be promptly 
met. Commerce isin many places far from 
prosperous, but our Church has the means 
to meet all our requirements if only there 
is the heart to give. Contributions for Aug- 
mentation and Home Missions should be in 
the hands of Dr. Reid by the 15th day of 
March.—Wituiam Cocurane, Convener. 


Editorial Jottings. 


ACROSS THE BORDER. 


ROM Manchester to Carlisle, as the crow 
flies, is a three hours journey by rail. 

The first half of it is through a flat country, 
densely peopled with colliers, cotton-spin- 
ners and machinists. There are a number 
of large towns—Wigan, Preston, Lancaster, 
&e., packed full of artisans, living in dingy 
brick houses with red-tile roofs, and contri- 
buting their daily quota to the wealth of 
nations, while they themselves eke out a 
scanty livelihood. We pass them all by 
with the complacent remark, that “ one half 
of the world does not know how the other 
half lives.” The landscape changes at Ken- 
dal—the gate of “the Lake country.” Leavy- 
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ing the rail, and making a slight detour to 
the west, we skim the surface of Winder- 
mere in a steam gondola, spend a night at 
Ambleside, do homage at the tomb of Words- 
worth in the old graveyard at Grasmere, 
drive round Derwentwater, have a look at 
Southey’s monument in Keswick Church, 
geta glimpse of Skiddaw, and pick up the 
train again at Penrith, satisfied that we have 
seen the most charming scenery in England. 


Carlisle is on the English side of the bor- 
der. It was a place of renown when the 
Scotch and English were notas good friends 
as they arenow. After the union of 1707, 
which the Northerners bewailed, ‘‘ believing 
that the glory of their country had departed 
forever,” Carlisle settled down into a quiet 
provincial town, scarcely thought of except 
by Insurance companies, who for a hundred 
years have consulted the ‘“ Carlisle Tables” 
in calculating the average duration of human 
life. But the railway, which has effected 
such marvellous changes all over the world, 
touched Carlisle with its magic wand and 
awakened it into life again. It is now a 
large manufacturing town. Two of the old 
landmarks remain—the Cathedral and Castle. 
York, Durham and Chester excepted, there 
is no finer ecclesiastical edifice in the north 
of England than Carlisle cathedral. Onlya 
portion of the original structure remains, and 
that has probably lost much in the process 
of restoration, but it is still an imposing edi- 
fice, and the interior is exceedingly beauti- 
ful. And one cannot enter the old Gothic 
gate of the Castle without thinking of the 
exploits of “ Bonnie Prince Charlie,” and the 
imprisonment of Mary Queen of Scots, not 
to speak of the dramatic interest given to 
those crumbling towers and battlements by 
Sir Walter Scott. It was as Dean of Car- 
lisle that the late Archibald Tait Campbell, 
the first Scottish Primate of all England, be- 
gan his ministry, and developed those quali- 
ties which created for the office which he 
was afterwards to fill new dignity, as “ the 
acknowledged head of English-speaking 
Christendom.” Resuming our journey, we 
descend into the fertile plains of Eskdale, 
Annandale and Liddeldale, in what used to 
be designated Galloway, a district full of 
historic interest. The aborigines were of 
Celtic origin, as the name seems to imply, 
and were noted for their warlike propensi- 
ties. It was one of the earliest Roman 
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settlements in Britain, and distinct traces of 
their occupation remain to thisday. It was 
famous for its monasteries at Dundrennan, 
St. Mary’s Isle, Lincluden, Sweetheart-and 
other places, of which the ruins are still to 
be seen. In the pre-Reformation times, 
Galloway was the seat of an important 
bishopric. The people in this part of the 
country were the first to embrace the new 
doctrines, and as they held them with singu- 
lar tenacity, it was here that the fires of per- 
secution raged the hottest. There is not a 
hill-side in all this district that does not re- 
call memories of the Covenanters. Every 
churchyard has its “‘Martyr’s grave.” Many 
a :onely glen and bleak moor was the scene 
of a “ Conventicle,” as these places were:call- 
ed where the ministers who had left their 
churches and manses, rather than accept 
‘Episcopacy, continued to meet with their 
‘people. They had no sabbath-bell to sum- 
‘mon the worshippers, but from house to 
house the word went round that on such a 
day, in such a place, they should meet to 
listen to the message of salvation. Long be- 
fore the hour appointed might be seen old 
‘men. wearing their plaids and blue bonnets, 
and old women with their tartan shawls, and 
middle-aged men and women with infants 
in their‘arms, and young men and maidens, 
all reverently seeking the appointed place. 
And then, when all had come, and the war- 
ders had taken their posts on the heights, 
ready to give the signal in case of danger, 
and the minister, with his gray hair stream- 
ing in the wind, had ascended the highest 
available standpoint, the hum of voices was 
hushed at the words,—“Let us worship 
God.” and the loud acclaim of praise went 
up to the blue vault of heaven. Now they 
listen to the burning words of the preacher, 
in which would be mingled with his gospel 
message pathetic allusions to the character 
of the times. Then parents would present 
their children for baptism, and the servant 
of God prayed that they might be baptized 
with the Holy Ghost, and that they might 
be spared to occupy the place of their fathers 
who might at any moment be called to seal 
their testimony with their blood. That truly 
was “ The Church in the Wilderness.” — 
“Tn cities the wells of salvation were sealed, 
More brightly to burst on the moor and the field ; 


And the Spirit that fled from the dwellings of men, 
Like a manna-ciovd rained on the camp in the glen.” 


Among the conventicle preachers were 


John Blackadder, of Troqueer ; John Welsh, 
of Irongray ; Gabriel Sempill, of Carsphairn; 
Richard Cameron, of Hyndbottom ; Donald 
Cargill, the outed minister of the Barony 
Church, Glasgow; Alexander Peden, of 
Glenluce; and James Renwick, of Glen- 
cairn. These and many others “ hazarded 
their lives” for conscience sake. To them 
Presbyterianism the world over in large 
measure owes its existence to-day. 

A week was spent in this neighbourhood 
visiting our old friends Dr. Snodgrass and 
Mr. Black, the ministers of Canonbie and 
Anwoth. Both are members of the Assem- 
bly’s Colonial Committee, and since their 
return from Canada both have been service- 
able in many ways to our Church. Their 
hospitality is unbounded, as many Cana- 
dians ean testify. We roamed through woods 
and renewed acquaintance with “ The flowers 
of the: forest”—beautiful and fragrant many 
of them are. We ascended hill-tops and had 
views of surpassing loveliness ; scrambled to 
the highest pinnacle of a ruined castle ; 
waded a river knee-deep; inspected a silo, 
and, mirabile dictu/ attended a funeral at 
which there was not athimbleful of whiskey 
given to the mourners. It was discouraging 
to learn that throughout this fine region of 
country farming has ceased to be profitable, 
and that the population in the rural districts 
is decreasing. The same remark applies, in- 
deed, in some degree, to the whole of Scot- 
land. On the other hand, there is a change 
for the better in some respects. The Scott 
Act could not yet be carried in any constitu- 
ency in Scotland, but the drinking customs 
of the country are diminishing. The old 
parish schools—the pride of Scotland for 
two hundred years—are left behind in the 
march of improvement. Handsome school- 
houses have been erected all over the coun- 
try, and a system of government inspection 
established with beneficial results. The new 
School Act does not compel the use of the 
Bible in the public schools, but it permits it, 
and it ds used almost invariably. The Board 
School of Canonbie seemed to me to be a 
model institution. In addition to the usual 
branches of a liberal education, instruction 
is given in vocal and instrumental music and 
drawing, and the girls are thoroughly drill- 
ed in domestic economy, including practical 
lessons in cookery in all its branches. The 
school is opened and closed with devotional 
exercises. ‘ How do you manage with Ro- 
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man Catholic scholars ?” 
answer came prompily, ‘‘ We gie them the 
Shorter Catechism.” The inference may be 
drawn from this serio-comic statement, sey 
Dumfriesshire Roman Catholicsare left more | 
to the freedom of their own will than their 
co-religionists in some other places, for the 
“conscience clause” in the Act stipulates, 
that those who object. to religious teaching 
may absent themselves during the time such 
instruction is given. Perhaps all Board 
schools are not so perfect in their appli- 
ances, nor so beautiful in their surroundings 
as this one, for Mr. Whitelaw is evidently no 
ordinary man. 

The memory of Samuel Rutherford is still 
fragrant at Anwoth, where he ministered for 
twelve years. The little church in which he 
preached—now a picturesque, ivy-mantled 
ruin—bears on it the date 1627, the year of 
that eminent divine’s induction. The exist- 
ing church and the adjoining manse are 
beautifully situated. The minister conferred 
upon me the highest honour which it was in 
his power to bestow, by offering me his pul- 
pit for the following Sunday. Alas for my 
temerity ! I only hope that my friend had 
not to answer for that day’s procedure before 
the Presbytery of Kirkudbright. In the 
evening I had the pleasure of hearing Mr. 
Black preach in the neighbouring parish 
church of Girthon, of which the Rev. W. W. 
Coats is now the minister, in room of Mr. 
Jack, who has gone to “the better country.” 
We had a fine drive over the hills to Kir- 
cudbright, and thence by rail to Castle 
Douglas and Dumfries. This is the finest 
town in the South of Scotland, and is grow- 
ing rapidly. There was just time to re-visit 
the tomb of Burns in St. Michael’s church- 
yard. Over his grave there is a circular 
chapel surmounted by 4 dome. The front 
is filled with dimmed sheets of corrugated 
glass. ‘“‘ Here we see through a glass dark- 
How true of everything here below ! 
emphatically so in regard to estimates of 
our fellow-men. On entering the mauso- 
leum you find a marble effigy of the poet 
with one hand grasping the plough, and 
with eye intent on a newly turned furrow. 
You need not to be told what he is thinking 
about: you can almost hear him speak,— 


““ Wee, modest, crimson-tipped flower, 
Thou’s met me in an evil hour ; 
For I maun crush amang the stoure 


I asked. The | 
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Thy siender stem 
To spare thee now is past my power, 
Thou bonnie gem.’ 


Wherever Scotehmen are to be found, 
hearts will warm atthe mention of the name 
of the peasant bard—“‘who reconciled poverty 
to its lot, toil to its task-work, eare to its 
burden, nay even grief to its grave: and by 
one immortal song sanctified forever the poor 
man’s cot.” I read here that he died on the 
21st of July, 1796, in the 37th year of his 
age. There are monuments to Burns in 
every part of Scotland. A beautiful marble 
statue was erected in the centre of Dumfries 
only two years ago, and still later, another 
was unveiled on the Thames embankment, 
the centre of the British metropolis. 

From Dumfries the Glasgow and *South- 
western R.R. carries us through the charm- 
ing valley of Nithsdale, allows us an hour 
and a half to do Kilmarnock, and lands us 
at Paisley in the gloaming. Pursuant to 
invitation, I lost no time in reporting myself 
at the Abbey Manse, and was forthwith in- 
ducted into the “ prophet’s chamber,” with 
all and singular the rights and privileges 
thereof, and those let me add, were neither 
few nor small. Rev. Thomas Geniles, the 
senior minister of the Abbey, was one of 
the three delegates from Paisley to the Pres- 
byterian Council at Belfast. The others 
were Dr. Hutton, minister of Canal street 
Church, an eminent member of the United 
Presbyterian Church, and Dr. James Brown, 
editor of the U. P. Wissionary Record, and 
author of the “Life of a Scottish Proba- 
tioner,” one of the most fascinating biogra- 
phies in the language. The Abbey Church 
has always been “considered one of the prizes 
of the Established Church, and Mr. Gentles 
is one of its most popular ministers. The 
Abbey was founded in 1163, by an ancestor 
of the royal house of Stuart, and dedicated 
to St. James and St. Mirren. At one time 
it was a large and wealthy establishment. 
The existing ‘portion of the edifice is not 
beautiful ; the interior, however, is hand- 
somely fitted up, and is used as the parish 
church, accommodating 960 “sitters.” In 
it there are some fine specimens of Gothic 
architecture. The beadle is especially proud 
of a small side chapel, “St. Mirrens,” con- 
taining the tomb of Marjory, daughter of 
Robert Bruce. It is styled the ‘ resounding 
aisle,” from its curious echo. The effect 
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produced by singing at a certain pitch of the 
voice is very beautiful, the prolonged notes 
blending in perfect harmony, remind us of 
the famous baptistry of Pisa. The Coats 
and Clarks have, by their princely liberality, 
done much to embellish Paisley with parks, 
public buildings, libraries and museums. 
The John Neilson educational institution is 
a very fine building; so is the new Board 
school-house, and the new St. James Church, 
Dr. Brown’s. There is probably no town in 
Scotland of its size that has produced so 
many eminent literary men as Paisley :— 
Andrew Knox and Patrick Smeton, Dr. 
Robert Boyd, Dr. John Witherspoon, Robert 
Findlay ; Herring, the Modellist ; Wilson, 
the Ornithologist ; Dr. Robert Watts ; the 
poets @annahill and Motherwell; the re- 
nowned Christopher North, Drs. James 
Hamilton and James Buchanan were all 
Paisley men. And none has sent so many 
to the Colonies. We find Paisley men in 
every town and county in Canada. A num- 
ber of our ministers and professors come 
from Paisley or its immediate neighborhood 
—Dr. Wm. Lyall and Dr. R. F. Burns, of 
Halifax ; Rev. Peter Lindsay, of New Rich- 
mond; Prof. J. C. Murray and Rev. James 
Barelay, of Montreal; Rev. J. B. Muir, of 
Huntingdon ; Dr. George Young, of Uni- 
versity College, Toronto ; Rev. George Craw, 
of Hillsdale ; Rev. Smith Hutchison, of Oro ; 
Rev. Dr. Cochrane, of Brantford ; Rev. John 
Wells, of Jarvis; Rev. John McEwen, Sec- 
retary of the Sunday School Association, 
Toronto ; Rev. Robert Hughes, of Cumber- 
Jand ; Rev. David Camelon, of Vaughan, and 
Professor Hart. of Winnipeg. Ex-Principal 
Snodgrass, of Canonbie, should also be in- 
cluded in the catalogue, and probably some 
others that have escaped my notice. 


Missionary Cabinet. 


REGINALD HEBER. 


IXTY-FIVE years ago, a sermon on be- 
half of the S. P. G. Society was to be 
preached in the town of Wrexham, North 
Wales. The subject of our sketch went 
there on the day appointed to hear his 
father-in-law, the Dean of St. Asaph, preach 
the missionary sermon. The parish clerk, 
upon whom devolved the duty of selecting 
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the psalmody, informed the dean in discon- 
solate tones that there was no hymn in his 
collection suitable for such an occasion. 
Turning to young Heber, the Dean said :— 
“You are a bit of a poet, you see the dis- 
tress of my clerk, I wish you would relieve 
him by writing a hymn for this occasion.” 
The young man retired into a quiet corner, 
and in an hour and a half produced the 
hymn, From Greenland’s Icy Mountains, 
which has since become universally popular. 
On the occasion just named, it was sung for 
the first time in the venerable Cathedral of 
St. Asaph. Twenty years later, the original 
manuscript was found in a lumber room of 
the old vicarage, with the autnor’s name 
affixed to it. Reginald Heber was born on 
the 21st of April, 1783, at Malpas, in the 
county of Chester, where his father was 
rector for many years. Reginald received a 
liberal education, at first in a private school, 
and subsequently in Brazenose College, Ox- 
ford. So lovely was his character as a boy, 
one of his biographers says :—“If all were 
like Heber in their youth, it would be hard 
to make out a historical argument for original 
sin.” He was never known to be in a pas- 
sion. So unselfish was he, his pocket-money 
had to be sewed up within tho lining of his 
clothes, lest he would give it allaway. He 
was a distinguished student, gained prizes, 
and before leaving college wrote and recited 
his poem, “‘ Palestine,” which was enthusi- 
astically received; but Heber, returning 
from the rapturous applause of the theatre, 
retired to his room, threw himself upon his 
knees and poured out his thanks to God for 
the honour he had put upon him, and for © 
the joy that had filled the hearts of his 
parents and friends. In 1807 he was or- 
dained rector of the parish of Hodnet, 
Shropshire, and there he continued to dis- 
charge the duties of his sacred calling with 
exceptional fidelity and success. He had 
always been deeply interested in the pro- 
gress of missions in heathen countries, 
especially in India. In 1823, on the death 
of Dr. Middleton, the first Bishop of Cal- 
cutta, Heber was selected as his successor. 
His alma mater conferred upon him the de 
gree of Doctur in Divinity, and on the 22nd 
of April he tore himself away from Hodnet 
and a host of sorrowing friends. In June 
following, the Bishop and his family sailed 
for Calcutta. Immediately after his arrival 
on the “ coral strand,” he entered with sig- 
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nal devotion on his arduous duties. His 
subsequent career has been described as 
“one track of light—the admiration of 
Britain and India.” In addition to the 
more immediate duties of his office, he un- 
dertook the entire management of the 
Bishop’s College, instituted by his predeces- 
Calcutta was too restricted a 
sphere of labour for one of his enthusiastic 
temperament. In June, 1824, he set out 
upon a missionary tour to the Upper Pro- 
vinces, but which extended to almost the 
whole vast continent. Ascending the Gan- 
ges, he visited the English settlements along 
its banks, encouraging the missionaries and 
planting churches. From Allahabad, he 
ascended the Jumnato Agra, Delhi and 
Meerut, thence through Central India to 
Bombay. Remaining there three months, 
he went by sea to Ceylon, prosecuting with 
characteristic zeal the great object of his 
mission. He returned to Calcutta after an 
absence of fourteen months, having in the 
meantime made the circuit of the continent, 
and encountered “ more perils than perhaps 
had ever fallen to the lot of any Christian 
Bishop since the days of the Apostles.” He 
only remained a few months in Calcutta, and 
in February, 1826, again set out upon his 
missionary travels. His arrival at Madras 
was hailed with delight. From Madras he 
went to Tanjore, and visited the fields where 
Christian Frederick Schwartz had laboured 
with marvellous success for forty-eight years. 
He was delighted to see the number of de- 
vout Christian congregations that were there 
to attest the value of missionary efforts 
among the heathen. He proceeded to Trich- 
inopoly, arriving there on the Ist of April, 
1826, and on the following day conducted 
two services with remarkable earnestness. 
Early on the morning of the 3rd he drove to 
the fort, where he held a confirmation ser- 
vice in Tamil for the natives, after which he 
went to his room and took a cold bath. The 
shock proved fatal. Half an hour after, his 
servant, alarmed at his long absence, entered 
and found his master in the bath, lifeless. 
Next morning, at sunrise, he was buried in 
St. John’s Church, near the altar where he 
had stood only twelve hours before and 
spoken his last tender farewell to the con- 
gregation. ‘‘ Who can estimate,” says Dr. 
W. G. Blaikie, in his touching memoir of 
Reginald Heber, “the spiritual influence of 
such a death following such a life? Or who 
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can say how many hearts were stirred by the 
death of Heber to think of heathen India 
and consecrate themselves to the service of 
the Lord?” The S. P..G. Society, under 
whose auspices Heber went to India, has 
now six dioceses in India and Ceylon, with 
as many bishops, and about fifty European 
mi-sionaries. The effective missionary force 
of all the Protestant denominations in India, 
in 1884, isstated by Dr. Smith in his “‘ Short 
History of Christian Missions, to be as fol- 
lows: 700 ordained native and 670 foreign 
and Eurasian missionaries, besides 3000 na- 
tive lay agents, and 710,000 native Chris- 
tians. This includes Burmah, Ceylon and 
Mauritius. 


Misstonary Irems.—At one of the recent 
meetings in Tremont Temple, Boston, one 
of the distinguished personages on the plat- 
form was Rev. Joseph Neesima, of Japan. 
The Congregationalist says :—““ His nearest 
neighbours chanced to be Mr. Moody, Dr. 
Phillips Brooks, and Rev. D. W. Waldron, 
men of such avoirdupois as made the little 
Japanese seem like a Zaccheus in their 
midst. But ifsmall in stature he is mighty 
in faith and good works, and it was an im- 
pressive scene when Mr. Moody took him 
by the hand, led him to the front of the 
platform, told of his Pauline labours in the 
Sunrise Kingdom, of the breaking down in 
health which forbids public speaking, and 
appealed to the audience for prayers and 
sympathy in his behalf. ‘ Not for me only,’ 
said Mr. Neesima, ‘ but for the thirty-seven 
millions of Japan.’ With true Oriental fer- 
vour he declares that‘ the very thought of 
missions makes his heart throb and his head 
dizzy.’”—Dr. H. N. Allen, the first Presby- 
terian missionary to Corea, has sailed from 
Shanghai. This issaid to be the last nation 
remaining without having the Gospel 
preached in it. The Foreign Missions 
Society of the Christian (Disciples or Camp- 
bellite) Church, at the late meeting in St. 
Louis, Mo., determined to establish a mis- 
sion in the Congo country, Africa.—Out of 
the last graduating class in Princton Theo- 
logical Seminary eight go to the foreign 
missionary field. In Madagascar no ono 
could read sixty years ago, but now there 
are nearly 300,000 on the island who have 
some part of the Bible and read it. The 
North China mission rejoices in signs of 
progress in all departments of their work.

STVE days after Paul’s arrival at Cesarea, 
63  auring which time he was confined in the 
guard-room of the palace, Ananias, with certain 


of the Sanhedrim, and lawyer TZertullus, appear- 
ed, armed with an indictment containing three 
counts (1) Treason, (2) Heresy, (3) Sacrilege. 
Tertullus opens the case in a fulsome harangue, 
vs. 2,3. What they want is not that Paul may 
be tried and punished, but sent back to Jerusa- 
lern to be judged and condemned by the Sanhe- 
drim. V.10. Felix had been Governor for some 
six years, and must by this time understand 
Jewish character; he should, therefore, know 
what importance to attach to these trumped-up 
charges. Vs. 11-13. It was only twelve days 
since he went to Jerusalem, so it must easily be 
known what he had said and done. He went 
there to worship. He challenges his accusers to 
produce their proof, and distinctly denies the 
first charge. Vs. 14-16. As for the second, Paul 
frankly confesses that his views had undergone 
a change. He did belong tothe despised sect of 
Christians, but he had not apostatized from the 
faith of his tathers. He was still a Jew and 
loyal to the O. T. Scriptures. V.15. Hope to- 
ward God—the blessed hope of the resurrection, 
1 Cor. 15: 19. It is clear that they themselves 
—his accusers, believe in the resurrection, yet 
they are the very persons who sided with him 
against the Sadducees, ch. 23: 9. Both of the 
just and the unjust.—The theory of “ conditional 
immortality ” finds no sanction here, nor any- 
where else in the Bible, Dan. 12: 2; John 5: 28, 
29. V. 16. J exercise myself—I tzain myself 
as the athlete does for his games. Paul found 
it difficult to curb evil propensities, Rom. 7: 18- 
21. We, too, have need to “exercise” ourselves 
as hedid, 1 Pet. 2: 1. Vs. 18-20. Found me 
purified—performing a Jewish rite in orthodox 
fashion, ch. 21: 26, 27. It was the Asiatic Jews 
who disturbed the peace. Why are they not here 
as witnesses? Vs. 21,22. It is true that he did 
speak of the resurrection, and that was what 
caused a division of opinion in the council itself. 
Knowledge of that way—Knowing as he did all 
about this Christian sect, Felix, in the absence 
of valid testimony against the prisoner, might 
justly have Biuniieeed the case, but he was a 
mean creature. Under the pretext of waiting 
for Captain Lysias—who never comes—he ad- 
journs the case. The true reason four hia tem- 
porizing comes outin vy. 26. He expects Paul’s 
frieads to buy his release with money. Vs. 24, 
25. Felix and his wife were both bad. Drusilla 
had forsaken her lawful husband to marry Felix. 
Paul is not afraid to speak plainly to these wick- 
ed grandees. Righteousness—means right do- 
ing; Temperance—self control ; Judgment—that 

unishment awaits them. We do not read that 

elix ever found that more “ convenient season.”

Marog 15. Acts xxvi: 1-18 
Golden Text, Acts 26: 15. 
“THE temporizing policy of Felix kept Paul 
two years prisoner at Cesarea. In A.D. 60, 
Felix was superseded as Governor of Judea by 
Portius Festus, ch. 24: 27. Soon after his ap- 
pointment, Festus visited Jerusalem, when the 
Jews asked that Paul be sent back to that city, 
intending to way-lay and kill him, ch. 25: 3, 
but Paul disappointed them by appealing his 
case to Rome, ch. 25: 11. Herod, Agrippa I, 
brother of Bernice and Drusilla, and King of the 
country east of the Sea of Galilee, visits Festus 
at Cesarea. The latter, not knowing what form 
the indictment against Paul should take, con- 
sults his friend, who says he would first like to 
see and hear this man for himself. An inter- 
view was accordingly arranged for, of which we 
have here a brief account. Vs. 1-3. Paul, stretch- 
ing forth his right hand, still chained to the 
soldier, enters with composure and courtesy on 
his defence, or rather in defence of the Gospel he 
had been preaching, and not without hope that 
Agrippa might be won over to a knowledge of 
the truth. Vs. 4,5. A native of Tarsus, Paul 
had been educated in Jerusalem, at the feet of 
Gamaliel, the most famous Rabbiof his time. He 
had lived in Jerusalem till he was 35 years of 
age, and wasa prominent member of the Sanhe 
drim. Everybody knew this much, and that he 
had been a rigidly orthodox Pharisee. V. 6. 
Strange that he should be arraigned for the hope 
of thepromise made unto our fathers !—for hold- 
ing that the promise of Messiah, the Hope of 
the Church, had been fulfilled in the life, death, 
and resurrection of Jesus, ch. 13: 32, 33. V. 7. 
The twelve tribes—the representatives of them in 
all places of their dispersion. Instantly—intent- 
ly or earnestly. V. 8 Why incredible? see 
1 Cor. 15: 35-38. V. 9. Paul admits that his 
former course of life had been actuated by a 
false sense of duty. But he was forgiven be- 
cause he did not know better, 1 Tim. 1: 13. 
V.11. I persecuted—This confession shows that 
he was not predisposed in favour of Christianity, 
and that his conversion was, therefore, the re- 
sult of conviction based on irresistible evidence. 
Vs. 12-18. This is the third account in the Acts 
of his conversion. The others being in ch. 9: 
1-6, and ch. 22: 6-10. There are also allusions 
to it in the epistles, asin 1 Cor.9: 1. Ihearda 
voice speaking unto me—Jesus still speaks to 
his people in many ways. Do we listen as we 
should? Heb. 12: 25. Iam Jesus whom thou 
persecutest—Every injury done, or good omitted 
to be done, to Christ’s people, is accounted done 
or not done to Himself, Matt. 25: 40, 45. V.18. 
Notice the four steps ending in ccmplete sancti- 
fication ; (1) Open thine eyes—Conviction of sin ; 
(2) Turn them from darkness—Conversion ; (3) 
Forgiveness of sins—through faith in Christ; 
(4) Inheritance—The crown of righteousness, 2 
Tim. 4: 8; Rev. 2: 10. 
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Haul Vindicated. 
Aots xxv1: 19-32. 
Golden Text, Acts 26: 22. 


Paul continues his defence before Agrippa— 

the last of the race of Herod known to 
history, who died at Rome in the 3rd year of 
Trajan, soon after the capture of Jerusalem, in 
the 70th year of his age. V.19. Paul was not 
converted against his will. No man ever was. 
God knocks at the door of the heart, it is our 
part to let Him in, Rev. 3: 20. V.20. First at 
Damascus—immediately after his conversion, 
ch. 9: 20; he then retired into Arabia for two 
or three years, whence he went to Judea, Gal. 1: 
17-18, and at length entered. upon his great mis- 
sion to the Gentiles in Asia Minor, Macedonia, 
and Greece. Repent and do works—Repentance 
is the turning from sin to God; good works are 
the natural fruit and external evidence of faith, 
James 2: 17, 18. V. 21. Three causes—(1) 
because he preached repentance, (2) and chiefly, 
because he had preached the Gospel to Gentiles 
as well as Jews. In the temple—two years be- 
fore this, ch. 22: 24. Vs. 22,23. Helpof God 
—in the preservation of his life, comfort in 
trouble, and strength of mind to defend himself. 
Small and great—He had preached to the poor 
and ignorant, as well as to the rich and learned, 
and now he is preaching to kings. True Chris- 
tianity knows no class distinctions. The same 
Gospel is for all men, Rom. 2: 10,11. V. 24. By 
this time Paul had warmed up to his subject, 
and spoke so enthusiastically about his favorite 
theme—the resurrection—that Festus could no 
longer contain himself. V. 25. Paul’s self- 
possessed and courteous reply shows that he is 
not mad, but only terribly in earnest. Gal. 4: 
18. V. 28. Almost thou persuadest—The R. 
V. makes an important change in this verse; it 
reads thus: With but little persuasion thou 
wouldst fain make me a Christian. The mean- 
ing, then, would seem to be—Thou thinkest to 
make me a Christian with very little persuasion 
(or small trouble on your part), but I am not to 
be so easily converted as you imagine. Or it 
may be understood as leat in irony or half 
jestingly. But in either case Paul’s answer, v. 
29, expresses his earnest desire that, whether 
with little or much difficulty, whether sooner or 
later, Agrippa, and all within reach of his voice, 
might accept Christ as their Saviour. Hisappeal 
to God implies his belief that God alone can in- 
cline men to become Christians, though He does 
not compel them, Rom. 9: 16. Such as I am— 
as wholly consecrated to Christ. These bonds— 
the chains by which he was still bound—emble- 
matical of the bonds of ignorance and error by 
which his hearers were enslaved. V.31. Paul 
vindicated, stands before kings, Prov. 22: 29— 
V. 32. He might have been set at liberty—Yes, 
but then he might never have had the opportu- 
nity of preaching in‘ Rome as he did for two 
years, unmolested, ch. 28: 30, 31. All things 
work together for good, Rom. 8: 28. 
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Haus Voyage. 
AoTs xxviI: 1-26. 
Golden Teat, Acts 27: 25. 


LTHOUGH the Greeks and Romans were 
ignorant of the use of the compass, and 

their ships not provided with nautical charts and 
almanacs, they were not bad sailors, and knew 
how to handle their ships in bad weather. Clumsy 
as they were, compared to modern clippers, their 
vessels were sea-worthy ; many of them from 500 
to 1000 tons burden. The one in which Paul 
sails from Cesarea had 276 souls on board. 
Josephus speaks of 660 being on the same ship 
with him on a certain voyage. Vs. 1, 2. This 
was a coasting vessel belonging to Adramyttium, 
a seaport in the Aigean, north of Smyrna. Aris- 
tarchus had accompanied Paul in his third mis- 
sionary journey, and is spoken of as his fellow- 
prisoner and fellow-labourer, Col. 4: 10; Phil. 
emon, 24. Perhaps accompanying him now 
simply asa friend. Julius, the captain of the 
Roman escort, was very kind and considerate to 
Paul, v. 43. V.3. Sidon, 67 miles north from 
Cesarea. That and Tyre were the two great 
commercial cities of Phenicia, both of which 
Paul had visited more than once, and made 
friends among them, ch. 15. Tacking against a 
head wind, they passed to the north of Cyprus, 
sailed along the coast of Cilicia and Pamphilia, 
and dropped anchor off Myra, on the S. West of 
Asia Minor, see map. Here, finding agrain ship 
bound for Rome, they determined to go in her, 
rather than to take the overland route, as per- 
haps at first intended. Trace their course to 
Cnidus. and thence in a southwesterly directio. 
to Fairhavens in Crete. Tired of waiting there. 
they set out for Phenice, 40 miles, as a bet ¢ 
harbour and pleasanter place to winter in, but 
are overtaken with one of those sudden storms 
common in the Mediterranean. Vs. 14,15. It 
is blowing a gale of wind, and they are obliged 
to “ scud ” before it. Under the lee of Crete the 
sea is smoother, and they haul the small boat 
on deck which was towing astern. V.17. Un- 
der-girding—passing cables round the hull to 
prevent her springing a leak. Strake sail—low- 
ered the mainsail and laid the ship to. V. 20. 
The gale increases. What with the creaking of 
the timbers, the howling of the wihd through the 
rigging, the terror of the passengers, and the 
exhaustion of the crew, they lose all hope of be- 
ing saved. V. 21. At this critical moment, 
Paul’s faith in God shines like a beacon light 
and dispels the gloom. The sailors are even 
glad to listen to him now. V. 25. Be of good 
cheer—The words have a magic effect. How 
often since then have similar scenes occurred, 
reminding us to pray for those who go down to 
the sea in ships. What a true picture of the 
voyage of life!—Plans frustrated, hopes dispel- 
led, loss of property, sorrow and discouragement, 
are common in some degree to all men. How 
comforting in such circumstances to have faith

HE Cotontat Committers of the Free 
Church of Scotland has voted one 
hundred and fifty pounds for Home Mis- 
sions in the Eastern section; two hundred 
pounds for the Western section and one 
hundred for the Theological Department of 
Manitoba College. The committee express 
regret that they are not able greatly to in- 
crease these grants. 


Rev. Hues A. Rosertson and family 
sailed from San Francisco for Sydney, N.S. 
W.,on the 14th of February. They expect 
to arrive at Sydney about the middle of this 
month, and to sail for Eromanga in the 
“Dayspring” about the first of April. The 
run from Sydney to Aneityum will probably 
occupy a fortnight. 


Giam CuHEeNG H6a orn A-H6a, as he 
is familiarly known all through the Canadian 
Church, is Dr. Mackay’s first convert in 
Formosa. He has been from the very begin- 
ning, and steadfastly through the darkest 
days of the mission, his staunchest friend, 
his first and one of ihe most efficient helpers 
in the work, and one who is every way 
worthy of a high place in the regard of 
every Presbyterian in Canada. He is, as 
will be seen from a glance at the above cut, 
aman of eminent natural abilities,. which 
have been sanctified by fhe grace of God 
and consecrated into rare singleness to 
Christ and His cause in Formosa. We hope 
to'be able to publish a fuller sketch of his 
life and work before long. In the mean- 
time we present our readers with his por- 
trait, in the hope that the sight of it may 
deépen the interest of the whole Church in 
our brethren in Formosa, and be the signal 
for still more fervent prayer on their behalf 
in these days of fiery trial which have come 
upon them. 


Prrsonau. Rev. James B. Muir of Hunt- 
ingdon, Que., sailed for Britain last month 
on furlough. Rev. James Ballantine of 
River Street Church, Paris, Ont., has acce- 
ded to the request of the Mission Board of 
the United Presbyterian Church of Scotland 
to resume ministerial work in Jamaica, and 
has consequently resigned his present charge 
with the view of accepting the pastorate of 
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Hampden, the oldest station in the Jamaica 
mission. Father Chiniquy writes to the 
Halifax Witness that the report of his suf- 
fering from brain fever is entirely unfounded, 
that he never was in better health than at 
present and never more actively engaged in 
ministerial work. The first volume of his 
autobiography—“ Fifty years in the Church 
of Rome” is now completed. It cannot. 
fail to be interesting. 


Union. A union betwixt the two con- 
gregations of St. Andrew’s and Knox 
Church, Glencoe, was happily consummated 
on the first Sabbath of January ; also be- 
twixt the congregations of the First Church 
and Knox Church, Durham. There are 
other places where it would be advantageous 
both for the ministers and the people to 
effect similar unions, and it will be done 
when the fitting opportunity arrives. Al- 
ready, as a result of the federal union in 
1875,-at least one hundred congregations 
have come together—releasing fifty minis- 
ters from weak charges, and strengthening 
“the things that remain.” 


AUGMENTATION IN THE Maritime Synop. 
Remarkable success has thus far attended 
the movement so enthusiastically inaugurated. 
by the Synod in October. The amounts. 
needed to be raised by each Presbytery and 
congregation are now fully known, many 
congregations have promptly done their full 
share, and even more than their share. It. 
is hoped that not one Presbytery will fail. 
The Presbytery of St. John with its vast. 
Home mission field and numerous weak 
charges and stations will probably be in the 
front rank of givers. 


PRESBYTERIAN CoLuEGE, Harirax. No 
special appeal has been issued by the Chair- 
man and Secretary for funds; but it is be- 
cause they reckon with confidence on the 
loyalty and affection of the people for their 
Thea: School. The session is promis- 
ing, seventeen students being in attendance. 
The liberality of congregations is requested. 
Investments are yielding smaller returns, 
but salaries and bursaries are obligations, the 
first of right, and the second of honour. 
The Dalhousie engagements absorb a goodly 
share of funds, but this is inevitable. If 
all congregations will do what they can, the 
difficulties will be overcome and the burthen 
will hurt none.—P. G. McG.

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MARITIME FOREIGN MISSION 
FUNDS. 


The Board of Foreign Missions—Eastern 
Division—has instructed its Secretary to 
place before the people a statement of facts 
connected with the funds, so that serious 
deficiencies existing maybe removed. At 
the date of the meeting, Jany. 21st, the re- 
ceipts since May lst were $6,729, of which 
$1,147 were simply a loan, interest free, so 
that receipts proper were $5,582 ; expendi- 
ture, with old balance, $10,970; deficiency, 
$5,388 ; for Dayspring and schools, receipts, 
$1,723; expenditure, with old balance, 
$2,378 ; deficiency, $655 ; total deficiency, 
$6,043. Our receipts last year, at the same 
date, were, greater by $1,560, and while we 
have this year received that much less, we 
have expended $2,000 more. How is this? 
As to diminished receipts, there is no cer- 
tainty as respects cause or causes. General de- 
pression may be one cause, special efforts in 
augmentation may have some influence. As 
to increased expenditure the explanation is 
easily given. The whole travelling expenses 
payable to Mr. Robertson, I mean the Board’s 
proportion, which is only a little over half, 
the other moiety coming on himself, has 
been paid since May, amounting to $1,318. 
A half year’s salary to Mr. Robertson was 
due in May last, so that one year and a half 
was paid since May, which with childrens’ 
allowance amounted to $1,500. If we add 
about $300 lodged with the Treasurer by 
donors to Mr. Robertson’s speciai objects, we 
have over $3,000, besides the salaries to all 
the other missionaries, Dayspring and Mis- 
sion Schools. I am happy to add that the re- 
ceipts during the month which has elapsed 
since that meeting have been very satis- 
factory. The acknowledgements mailed to 
you yesterday amount to $1,900, and the 
actual receipts have been $2,000 for the 
month. For what Western Sabbath-schools 
have sent us to keep the Dayspring afloat, 
and those 41 Mission Schools in Trinidad 
open, with their 1,900 scholars, cordial 
thanks are returned ; because while they are 
theirs as really as ours, yet the pecuniary 
responsibility being ours more directly, we 
accept the aid given with much thankfulness. 
Having submitted the facts briefly as in- 
structed, the case may be safely left with 
the Christian people. To those that have, shall 
be given. It is the success of our Church 
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which demands the increase. The advance of 
the Lord’s business requires more capital.

Toronto: Feb. 3:—The General Assembly’s 
remit On marriage was resumed: and the result 
in substance was, that the conclusions of the 
Assembly’s committee were adopted by 27 as 
against 14. From this decision the following 
craved and obtained leave to enter their dissent, 
viz: Revs. A. Wilson, Dr. Gregg, R. Monteath, 
John Smith, J. Alexander, Wm. Frizzell, and 
Messrs. Samuel Marshall and Joseph Gibson. 
The Presbytery took up the matter of Rev. J. 
Kirkpatrick’s resignation, as tendered by him at 
the previous meeting. Various documents there- 
anent were read, and commissioners and peti- 
tioners were heard, some of them for, and others 
against acceptance of the resignation. Mr. K. 
was also heard, when, inter alia, he asked leave 
of the Presbytery to withdraw his resignation. 
On motion made, the Presbytery resolved itself 
into a committee of the whole, with closed doors.

Obituary. 


Donatp Sincuair, elder, died at Goshen, 
Guysboro’ County, N.S., on the 11th Janu- 
ary, aged 74. For thirty-one years he dis- 
charged the duties of the eldership with 
marked ability and faithfulness. Possessed 
of more than ordinary talents he used them 
in the Sunday-school, the prayer meeting, 
and in every way that was open for him. 
He was an industrious and prosperons man, 
and ever faithful in giving the ‘“ Lord’s por- 
tion” to the support of ordinances and all 
the schemes of the Church. 

Donatp Mackay, catechist and elder, 
died at Malagawatch, Cape Breton, on the 
2nd January, in the 91st year of his age.

For forty-three 
years an elder in the Presbyterian Church, 
he magnified his office by a life of active 
service. He was always at the post of duty, 
and always ready to the limit of his ability 
to help in every good cause. He was hos- 
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pitable almost to a fault. His house was 
for many years the resting-place of minis- 
ters labouring in that part of the country. 
Donatp CAMPBELL, senr., died at Black- 
rock, Boularderie, C.B., on 19th November, 
in the 70th year of his age—a greatly re- 
spected and beloved elder of Mr. Drum- 
mond’s congregation, who from boyhood 
was ardently attached to the means of grace 
and, when he came to man’s estate, lived 


‘under the power of religion. 


GrorGe SwmitH, of Sandford, Ont., was 
called to his rest on the 9th of December. 
He was a professed follower of Christ for 
over fifty years, thirty of which were spent 
in the eldership of St. Andrew’s congrega- 
tion, Quaker Hill, in the township of Ux- 
bridge. 

Mr. Grorce Oat died in Toronto, on the 
13th January, at the age of 69. For a num- 
ber of years Mr. Oal was employed in the 
Church Office in Toronto, and was well- 
known to many of the ministers, and by all 
who knew him he was held in the very 
highest respect. He was a man of the 
strictest integrity, conscientious, careful and 
faithful in every duty. In early life he had 
been in the army, and his military training 
had left its traces on his character and de- 
portment. He was well read in theology, 
and strongly attached to the old orthodox 
faith. For many years he had held the 
office of an elder—during the last few years 
of his life in connection with the Carlton- 
street Church, under the pastoral care of the 
Rey. Andrew Wilson. He was also for 
many years engaged in Sabbath-school work.

Geelesiasticnl Mews. 


om Wurm Moir has been chosen principal 

of Edinburgh University, in room of the 
late Sir Alexander Grant. The Muirs are a Kil- 
marnock family. Lord Reay has been installed 
as Lord Rector of the University of St. Andrews. 
Sir Bartle Frere is dead at the age of sixty-nine. 
He entered the Indian Civil Service in 1834, and 
became Governor of Bombay in 1862. He wasa 
close observer and a warm supporter of Missions 
in India; and through him, in 1873, a treaty 
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was made with the Sultan of Zanzibar, abolish- 
ing the slave trade. One of the most liberal ben- 
-efactors of the Presbyterian Church of England. 
Mr. Robert Barbour, died recently in the 88th 
year of his age. He was one of the prosperous 
Scotsmen in Manchester who built the leading 
Presbyterian Church there. He gave £12,000 
stg. to endow a chair in the College, London. A 
successor to the late Dr. Begg, of Edinburgh, 
has at length been found in the person of the 
Rev. Whyte Smith, of Galashiels, who has been 
unanimously elected minister of the Newington 
Free Church. Rey.Charles Strong, has returned 
to Melbourne and received a cordial welcome 
from his friends. Dr. James Brown, of Paisley, 
has been lecturing on Cremation. He entirely 
approves of it from a sanitary point of view. He 
is of opinion that itis rapidly coming to the front, 
and that the strongest opposition to its introduc- 
tion is the sentimental. It is said that Rev. John 
Darroch, of Portree, in the Isle of Skye, has been 
notified by Lord Macdonald’s factor that, as the 
crofters have not paid their rents, he will not pay 
him the stipend due last Martinmas~ex nthilo, nz- 
hil fit. The best piece of ecclesiastical news that 
we have seen for a long time is the reported for- 
mation of a “Society for promoting co-operation 
and union among the Presbyterian @hurches of 
Scotland.” At a recent conference held in Edin- 
burgh, a member of prominent ministers and 
elders were present. After lengthened delibera- 
tion, the following was adopted as the proposed 
constitution of the society:—(1.) That:the object 
of this Society shall be to promote mutual under- 
standing and friendly co-operation among the 
Presbyterian Churches of Scotland with a view 
to their ultimate union. (2.) That the Society 
shall consist of members of the Church of Scot- 
land, the Free Church of Scotland, and the 
‘United Presbyterian Church; also members of 
‘other Presbyterian Churches in Scotland, who 
may desire to be connected with it. (3.) That 
‘@ committee, composed of an equal number of 
members of the Church of Scotland, the Free 
Church of Scotland, and the United Presbyte- 
rian Church, elected by the Society, shall car 
out its objects. (4) That the office-bearers shall 
consist of a president, two or more vice-presi- 
dents, two secretaries, and a treasurer, who shall 
be ex-officio members of committee. The Free 
Church Sustentation Fund may well be called 
the ecclesiastical marvel of theage. The amount 
contributed to this fund during the past eight 
months is some $520,000, being an increase over 
the corresponding period last year of $6,000. 
“General” Booth gives an empathic denial to 
the statements in the press that the Salvation 
Army is “ played out.” The wish of those who 
speak thus is father to the thought. Hesays that 
at the end of 1883 they had in Great Britain 582 
corps; at the end of last year they had 637, an 
“increase of 109. Abroad, they had at the end 
of 1883 106 corps, and now they had 273—an 
increase of 167. Thenumber of officers at home 
had increased from 1,340 to 1,644, and of those 
abroad from 201 to 692. Amongst other inci- 


dents, he mentioned that a gentleman holding 
a position of Lieutenant-Colonel in the Royal 
Engineers, had given up his commission in order 
that he might devote himself solely to the work 
of the Army, and this gentleman would take 
charge of the Prison Brigade. Speaking of the 
difficulty of obtaining buildings, he said that if 
people would lend to the Army they would pay 
100 per cent.—5 per cent. in this world and 95 
per cent. in the next. As it was they proposed 
to erect fresh buildings, which would accommo- 
date 10,000 persons, this statement being received 
with loud cries of *‘ Amen,” and “ Hallelujah!” 
An allusion to the difficulty of finding officers to 

o abroad elicited several cries of “ [ll go.”— 
n his concluding remarks Mr. Booth declar- 
ed: that the Salvation Army was God’s plan 
for saving the world, and tothis the audience 
gave the heartiest assent. Then suddenly the 
General said to the officers who are going abroad, 
‘“Stand up you thirty warriors,” whereupon the 
warriors all wearing sashes, rose and sang a. 
hymn, the audience joining in the chorus. This 
was followed by the ceremony of presenting the 
various chief officers with their commissions 
and with colours. As each of the officers re- 
ceived his or her commission the General ad- 
dressed a few words to and shook hands with 
them, exhorting them to be true to God, to the 
Army, and to their General. Fourteen out of 
the officers and cadets were young women. The 
Rev. E. P. Hammond has found a congenial 
sphere of labour in Liverpool, where he has 
been conducting evangelistic meetings for a 
number of weeks with good suecess, especially 
among the children. He sometimes holds six 
meetings in one day. Henry Varley, when last 
heard from, was at St. Louis in the United States. 
He describes this great city, containing nearly 
500,000 souls, as one of Satan’s seats, ‘* one of 
the most godless on the face of the earth.” “The 
world,” he says, ‘‘ has come into the Church to 
such a degree that conversion to God is no 
longer the real test in-regard tomembership. 
Respectability in the eyes of men is the pass- 
word now. ‘The preaching is showy and super- 
ficial, prayer meetings are barren:of fervency 
and communion, Church fairs, shows and con- 
certs have taken the place of that joy in God 
which was ever'designed to be the attraction in 
the assemblies of the saints.” 

Scornanp, January 22.—The Churches.—In 
the Church of Scotland a prize of $26 had been 
offered for the best mission hymn. There were 
300 competitors. The production of Mrs. Mac- 
kay, Glasgow, is declared to have had the most 
poetical merit, but in respect that it is not suited 
for congregational singing it failed to receive 
the grant offered for the first prize; whereas, 
the Right Rev. Bishop Wordsworth, of St. 
Andrews, and Mrs. Bayley Jones, of Kirn, 
Argylshire, share the $26 between them. The 
Bishop’s hymn commences “ Hre the Lord to 
Heaven ascended,” and is said to be very good. 
I will send you a copy shortly. The Barony 
Church, Glasgow, which beceme s0 celebrated 
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during the incumbency of Dr. Norman McLeod, 
and which he admired for its very ugliness (it 
looks like a square barn), is to be rebuilt. Dr. 
Marshall Lang, its present minister, has the sum 
required nearly gathered together, and the magis- 
trates intend presenting the congregation with a 
pew site, with a view to opening up the square 
near the Cathedral, for the Cathedral and the 
Barony are quite close to each other. The death 
of Cluny Macpherson, the last typical Highland 
chieftain, deprives the Free Church of a valu- 
ab esupporter. How many of the old friends 
are passing away! The Rey. Duncan Graham, 
of Campbelltown, dropped dead while on his 
way to visit a sick member of the congregation, 
and a minister of the Established Church was 
seized with paralysis while in the pulpit. In 
the U. P. Church, a colleague is to be granted to 
Dr. Andrew Thomson, Edinburgh, each minister 
to have $3000. Very good indeed! To each 
student in the U. P. Divinity Hall an unknown 
donor has presented a copy of Weiss’s Biblical 
Theology of the New Testament. Mr. Waddy, 
M.P. for Edinburgh, has been addressing the 
Free Church students there on Temperance. 
Mr. Waddy is a fine specimen of a hearty, ener- 

etic, jolly English abstainer. The Sunday 

ociety, which might better be named the Sab- 
bath Desecration Society, have been continuing 
their Sabbath Evening Lectures on secular 
themes, in St. Andrew’s Hall, Glasgow. First 
was Ex-Professor Blackie, on Scottish Song, 
whereupon he acted the mountebank very much, 
singing a song, and his own parody upon it, to 
the delight of some and the sorrow of others. 
Then came Oscar Wilde on the Aesthetic in 
Dress. Then the Rev. David McRae on the 
Land Question, and last, was Archie Forbes, the 
war correspondent, on the Famous Generals he 
had known. Very well for a week night, but 
surely there are vacant hours enough on the 
evenings of the poor man’s working days with- 
out inducing him to forget more momentous 
concerns for these themes of transient interest. 
There has been a meeting of the Committee on 
Union among the Presbyterians in Scotland. I 
have not seen the report, but some speakers went 
the true length of saying that in their opinion 
there were difficulties, but none of such a nature 
as could not, with care, be surmounted. That 
has always been our opinion, nor have we any 
‘doubt that whenever there is a will, or general 
desire, there will, inthe good Providence of God, 
be found also a way. Our Lord prays that all 
His people may be one. D. 


CanaDA.—The Rev. Charles Hamilton, of St. 
Matthew’s Church, Quebec, has been elected 
Bishop of Niagara, in room of the late Bishop 
Fuller. Mr, Hamilton is prolocutor of his Pro- 
vincial Synod, and very highly spoken of. He 
is a son of the late Col. Gabe Hamilton, of 
Hawkesbury, claiming descent from Sir James 
Hamilton, of Evandale, Scotland, who settled 
in Ireland in 1616. Another Church union has 
been consummated—that between the Mission- 
ary Societies of the Congregational Churches in 


the Eastern and Western districts of Canada, so 
that now all the Provinces are united in one 
Missionary Society. The number of churches 
and preaching stations now under the care of 
the Society and its missionaries is sixty-seven. 
Of this number, thirty-five are in Ontario, twelve 
in Quebec, and twenty in the Maritime Pro- 
vinces. A scheme for the federation of the 
various Colleges in Ontario has, with the appro- 
val of the Minister of Education, been submitted 
to the governing bodies of these Colleges, and 
has created a good deal of public interest. The 
proposal is the creation of one thoroughly equip- 
ped central University in Toronto, to which the 
existing Colleges should be affiliated. The idea 
is that denominational Colleges would in this 
way be relievea from the expense of maintaining 
Arts departments, as under the new arrange- 
ment a much larger teaching staff would be 
available for their students than they could ever 
hope to secure. Of course, the removal of all 
these Colleges to Toronto is a part of the scheme, 
and provision is made to compensate them for 
the losses they would sustain by entering into 
the federation. Each College would still retain 
its autonomy in so far as the theological depart- 
ments are concerned. It is understood that the 
trustees of McMaster Hall (Baptist), of Trinity 
College (Episcopal), and the Board of Regents 
of Victoria College (Methodist) have substan- 
tially approved of thescheme. The Presbyterian 
University of Queen’s, at Kingston, has, how- 
ever, declined to accept the arrangement. Having 
recently erected costly buildings, largely at the 
expense of the citizens of Kingston, it seems too 
much like a breach of faith to think of abandon- 
ing them. The trustees also think that the 
interests of higher education may be better pro- 
moted by a geographical distribution of Colleges, 
as at present, than by having them all centred in 
one place, holding also that there is room for 
different schools of thought, to some extent, 
which may be better attained by leaving matters 
as they are. 


IrELAND.—The death of Professor Givan, of 
Magee College, was startlingly sudden. While 
at lunch with his wife and daughter, his head 
suddenly drooped. It was thought that some- 
thing had stuck in his throat, ‘but it was not 
that. The heart had ceased to act, and he passed 
away without speaking. He was a man of rare 
scholarship, and was an enthusiastic teacher. 
His subject was that of Oriental languages, par- 
ticularly Hebrew and Exegesis. He was licensed 
to preach in 1847, and in that year was ordained 
and sent to Hamburg, in Germany, as a Jewish 
missionary. Here he laboured for some years. 
Then he preached im England for a time, and 
afterwards was settled in a large congregation @ 
few miles from Belfast. For 16 years he minis- 
tered with faithfulness and success in Castle- 
reagh. In 1870 he was elected by the General 
Assembly to the chair above-named, and there 
he worked until his death. A number of years 
ago he published an able treatise on Revelation 
and Inspiration. Latterly he has been working 
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on the Pulpit Commentary. Part of his work 
has already appeared in the volumes published, 

art it is feared was left unfinished. {tt will not 
Be easy to fill his place. “The King is dead” 
—Long live the King! Already no less than 
five candidates are announced for the vacant 
chair in Magee College. Many are aware of the 
great work Dr. W. Johnston does in managing 
so successfully the Orphan Society of the Pres- 
byterian Church. Not so many know that he 
also manages a society for aiding the education 
of orphans of ministers and missionaries. The 
annual meeting was held on the last day of the 
old vear. The receipts for last year were over 
#3500, and there is a capital in hand of £11,000. 
As many as 22 families were aided during the 
year. One family got £40; eleven families got 
£30 each; three got £25 each, and the rest 
from £10 to £20 each. Some of the letters that 
were read are most affecting. We make room 
for the opening sentences of the report :— The 
trials which straitened means often pour into 
the cup of not a few of our devoted ministers, 
and of their widows and orphans, are known 
only to a few—they are secrets with which the 
stranger may not intermeddle. The Society for 
the Orphans of Ministers was established as a 
medium through which brothers and sisters in 
Christ might enter into fellowship with their 
sorrows, and by the divine chemistry of Chris- 
tian helpfulness, transform their burdens into 
grounds of confidence in the fatherhood of God.” 


_Unirep Srates.—The Board of Home Mis- 
sions of the Presbyterian Church (North) had 
1,458 missionaries on its funds last year. These 
missionaries served over 2,000 churches, and 
the amount expended in their support was over 
half a million dollars. During the year 6,216 
persons were added to the mission churches on 
profession of faith, This year their work is 
48 greatly enlarging. During the first four 
months of the present fiscal year, beginnin 
April Ist, they granted $203,063.06 to 788 appli- 
eants, being $14,106.57 and 90 applicants in ex- 
cess of the same months last year. They have 
‘set their figures for the current fiscal year at 
$650,000, and we have no doubt they will re- 
Céive it, as they have a large, wealthy, and libe- 
ral constituency. The last General Assembly 
reports 24 synods, 190 presbyteries, 5,336 minis- 
ters, 5,973 churches, 615,942 communicants. 

_ TemperaNnce.—Since our last issue the Canada 
Temperance Act has been submitted to six coun- 
{es and one city and carried in them all. They 
are as follows :—Counties of Brome, in Quebec, 
Lennox, Addington, Lanark, Kent, and Carleton, 
and the City of Guelph, in Ontario. Kent gave 
2,400 of a majority, and Carleton, which gave 
‘nearly 600 of a majority, is represented in Par- 
lament by Sir John A. Macdonald. Official 
figures for both the United States and Canada 
oto prove that the consumption of distilled 
4nd malt liquors 1s increasing much faster than 
the population. The increase of population in 
Canada during the last four years is estimated 
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at 10 per cent.: the increased consumption of 
distilled liquors during the same period was 20 
per cent., of malt Boas 28 per cent., and of 
wines, 42 per cent. his, however, is no argu- 
ment against the Scott Act. As yet, it is only 
in force in one county in Ontario, that of Halton. 
On the first of May it will come into force in fif- 
teen counties in Ontario and three in Quebec.— 
In Great Britaia, according to the New York 
Sun, 990,000,000 gallons of beer are annually 
brewed ; in Germany, 900,000,000; in the United 
States, 600,000,000; in Franée, 157,500,000; in 
Australia and Hungary, 280,000,000; in Russia, 
8,000,000; in Switzerland, 13,500,000; in Den- 
mark, 28,000,000; in Sweden, 21,000,000; in 
Italy, 4,000,000. Total, 3,246,250,000.

HE following is a copy of a letter re- 
ceived by Rev. John Wilkie, of In- 
dore, from the Government of India in re- 
ply to a memorial addressed to the Govern- 
ment in reference to hindrances to mission 
work at Indore :— 
Simla, 8th November. 1884. 

I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of 
your Memorial, dated the 25th of July, respecting 
the difficnlties which your mission has en- 
countered in carrying on its work in Indore. 

2. Your first request is that the position of 
missionaries in native states may be clearly de- 
fined. In reply to this part of your memorial, 
I am to invite your attention to the principles 
(letter from the Government of India to the 
Governor General’s Agent in Central India No. 
2875 I. dated on the 27th September 1883. Para- 
graph 3.) laid down in September of last year 
in the following terms: ‘‘ The Governor General 
in Council holds that the Government have a 
right to require from all native states for all 
British subjects personal religious freedom, and 
security from molestation within their own 
houses, and on their own property, but that, in 
such cases as that of the Indore State, they can- 
not interfere, otherwise than by advice, in regard 
to the subjects of the native Prince, or in regard 
to the enforcement of his police regulations for 
the maintenance of public peace and order.” 
By the principles thus enunciated the Govern- 
ment of India will continue to be guided. The 
meaning of the stipulation—that before you are 
permitted to carry on your work of teaching 
within the compound of your house in the city 
you must be willing to submit to the jurisdiction 
of the Darbar—is not altogether clear. But if 
it means that you must be willing to surrender 
the privileges which you and other English mis- 
sionaries enjoy in native states, in common with 
all European British subjects, then I am to in- 
form you that the Government of India do not 
approve the stipulation, or admit the right of 
the Darbar to make it. 

3. The next request which you put forward 
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relates to the acquisition of property within the | 
residency limits. The Government of India 
have no objection to your mission acquiring Mr. — 
Dinshaw’s house if itis still available; but, if 
the case is otherwise, they are confident that you | 
will be able to arrange for the acquisition of a 
suitable site or residence in communication with | 
with the Governor General’s Agent. Iamaccord- | 
ingly to refer you to that authority. 1 
4. You report that, you have established a | 
school and enrolled 167 boys. You accordingly | 
request that the school should be registered for 
a grant in aid. The Governor General’s Agent | 
has been instructed to arrange for the early in- | 
spection of your institution, and upon the receipt | 
of the inspector’s report your claim will be 
favourably considered. Iam to request that you | 
will submit formally to the Governor General’s | 
Agent, through the inspector, your several appli: 
cations both for a grant in aid and for a build | 
ing grant in order that the inspecting officer | 
may report upon them in detail. In connection | 
with your school you also suggest that the | 
residency school may be transferred to you. In 
the opinion of the Government of India the | 
time has not yet arrived when this can be done. | 
The question must be reserved for future con- | 
sideration.

3. Hitherto it had been ruled that we 
could neither legally solemnize marriages 
without a license, nor yet receive the neces- 
sary license. Now it seems indicated that

4, On the main question of religious 
liberty in Indore, it is impossible yet to say 
how much may really have been secured. 
It is acknowledged that we missionaries 
have the same privileges in native states as 
European British subjects, which Sir Lepel 
Griffin at first seemed disposed to ignore. 
The right of the Maharajah is denied to 
make our surrender of these a condition of 
our being allowed to work within the city. 
And “personal religious freedom” is secured 
for “all British subjects.” Butas to others, 
it all depends on how much here underlies 
the word “advice.” This may be a diplo- 
matic way of saying pretty much all that 
we want; or it may amount to nothing. 
We may hope the former till the contrary 
is proved by the event. In that case, back- 
ed as we shall be by the other mission- 
aries in India, we must go on till, by God’s 
blessing, we obtain for Holkar’s subjects 
also, full religious liberty. It is but mock- 
ery to tell us that we are at liberty to 
teach the Gospel in our own houses, if those 
who desire to hear us are forcibly prevented 
from entering, and converts threatened with 
punishment. Britain cannot consistently 
demand religious liberty for Herzegovina, 
and not forthe subjects of her own depend- 
encies. When she guarantees Holkar against 
the rebellion of his subjects, she must surely 
secure them in the exercise of man’s inalien- 
able rights.—J. F.C.

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SEVENTEENTH ANNUAL Report By Rev. JoHN 
Morton. 


T the close of 1883 the schools and work at 
Caroni and Curepe were handed over to 
Rey. John Hendrie, and my work confined to 
the Tacarigua district. Sabbath Services were 
held by me regularly at Tunapuna, Tacarigua 
and Arouca, and by teachers and native helpers 
at Barracks hospital and outlying hamlets. 
Week-day Services were also held as regularly as 
time and strength would permit at three school 
houses and four hospitals, while the people were 
visited and the word of salvation declared to them 
at their homes, or wherever companies could 
be gathered in the open air. To this work Mrs. 
Morton devoted, with little interruption, two half 
days weekly—one to Arouca and one to Tacari- 
gua, besides going out as strength and oppor- 
tunity admitted in Tunapuna. She also attended 
all my Sabbath services, to assist with the sing- 
ing and encourage the women. Sabbath-Schools 
—The Sabbath-School at Tunapuna was undér 
my own superintendence, and my class averaged 
about 18 men. Mrs. Morton took charge of the 
women, who attended in oonsiderable numbers, 
and the other classes were taught by Miss 
Semple, Miss Morton, John Dharm, Geoffroy 
Subarn and Fanny, his wife. At Tacarigua and 
Arouca, the teachers conducted the S. Schools. 
At Orange Grove, Miss Morton conducted a S. 
School in the‘afternoon, assisted by one or two 
native helpers. The average attendance at these 
Schools has been 120.

Tunapuna School has done excellent work 
during the year. Tacarigua School, taught by 
Paui Bhukhan, was only opened in June. It 
has been well attended by a promising class of 
children. Arouca School, owing to the want of 
@ proper teacher, was for months unsatisfactory 
but it has lately been doing much better under 
John Dharm. Orange Grove, taught by Miss 
Morton and a monitor, is a special effort to reach 
children, many of whom are working. The 
teaching is confined to Hindi reading, sewing, 
and religious instruction twice a week. It is 
interesting to note that in this school the num- 
ber of girls, usually so small, exceeds that of 
the boys. Sewing is taught in all the schools. 
Classes for workingmen have been established at 
all the schools, and at St. John Village (near 
Tunapuna), the latter of which has been kept 
up by Miss Semple. Over forty have in this way 
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been taught, to some extent, reading, writing and 
religious kaowledge. Four couples were mar- 
ried, and seven adults and nine children baptized 
during the year. The number of communicants 
in good standing at the end of the year is 13. 
Two have removed from the district, two have 
died, and one has been suspended during the 
year. There hay been marked progress in the 
spread of religious thought. And through the 
labours of our female workers this advance is 
particularly marked among the women, who at 
all our Stations attend, in proportion to their 
numbevs, quiteaswellasthemen. Buildings— 
At Arouca and Tacarigua new school-houses 
have been erected during the year, and the 
dwelling at Tunapuna finished. At Tacarigua 
the school-house must be painted, and a teacher’s 
house erected in 1885. The attendance at the 
Sabbath service frequently fills.the Tunapuna 
school-house to the extent of its comfortable 
capacity, and we hope before long to see it too 
small. In these e#eeumstances the Mission 
Council has authorized me to establish a fund 
for the building of a Church. In this way it is 
hoped that by special donations this desirable 
object may in due time be accomphished. Funds 
—We fell short of onr estimate by £17 4s. 2d. 
from proprietors, and £4 ls. 6d. from the native 
congregation. On the other hand, we have re- 
ceived during the year a number of unexpected 
and most welcome donations from friends in 
Canada, which have enabled us to close the 
year with only’ a moderate debt on our new 
buildings. 


Report By Rev. J. K. Wricut. 


ONE year’s work in Couvais finished. Looking 
back we find much cause for gratitude and 
thanksgiving to God. We have had no sickness 
of any account. Progress has been made in the 
acquisition of the language. It is due that men- 
tion should be made of the hearty and efficient 
way iu which Abraham Lincoln has discharged 
his duty as Interpreter and catechist. He has 
been very helpful. A uniform plan of work has 
been followed by the missionary and helpers 
during the year,so that services have been held 
with almost unbroken regularity in the hospitals 
and at the barracks of the several estates. The 
Sabbath services have been well and regularly 
attended by the people. Members have increased. 
—It has been necesssry, however, to remove two 
names from the roll for neglect of the services 
and ordinances. ; 

As agreed by the Council, $100—not in the 
estimates at the beginning of the year—were 
Spent in putting necessary propping under the 
mission house. In this work vaiuable assistance 
was B ven by Mr. J. Wilson, Attorney at Sevilla 
and Brechin Castle Estates, in a gift of bricks 
delivered on the premises, and by the Messrs. 
Kilgour, of ‘Exchange, in having gravel carted 
from the railway station. Our thanks are due 
these gentlemen. A teacher’s house was built 
at Milton with the balance of the money from

1883. Land was purchased and a school house 
erected at Culcutta Village at a cost of $334.98. 
So that the expenditure above the estimate — 
amounted tu $434.98. This amount has been 
reduced, however, to $384.02, by a balance in 
favor of the estimate through donations. This 
debt we trust will be provided for in the contri- 
butions of friends during 1885. 

The work in all the schools has been prosecuted 
vigorously. Those in Es;eranza and Calcutta 
have been accepted on the government list of 
assisted schools. A new school, standing in the: 
relation of branch to Esperanza school, was open- 
ed on Providence Estate. Itsexpenses have been 
met within the estimate. New schools should 
be opened soon at Perseverance and in Spring 
Village. That in Spriag is the most important. 
and urgent. To open this will require an in- 
crease of about (£50) fifty pounds in the estimate 
for the year. ‘he school in Exchange Village 
very much requires a teacher from Canada. If 
the Council should recommend. application for 
such a teacher, the estimate will require to be 
inereased by another fifty pounds (£50). This 
would make the estimate for the year £250.

I (ANN || THE PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH IN CANADA. | “ATS 
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Anion in Scotland. 


HE desire for re-union has found ex- 
pression recently in Scotland by the 
‘formation of committees of the three leading 
‘Churches—a committee of seven of each 
Church, with power to add to their num- 
ber. It is but ashort step, yet itis astep 
an the right direction, and we hail it with 
gratitude to Ged. A union of the Presby- 
‘terian3 of Scotland would gladden millions 
of loyal hearts in lands beyond the British 
eas, and it would give a fresh impetus to 
Presbyterianism everywhere. Perhaps the 


people of Scotland do not yet realize the 


patriotic ardour with which the Presbyter- 


_ dans of Canada and of the Colonies generally 


pray for the peace and prosperity of the 
mother church. All the branches of that 
church are dear to us: we hold close com- 
Munion with all, receiving ministers and 


- members and material aid from all. 


We do not presume to offer advice to the 
it is not for the children 
to instruct the parents. We may, how- 
ever, with all deference “tell our exper- 
aence’—an experience which may not be 
without its use even in Scotland. Our 
Church has for ten years enjoyed the bless- 
ings and advantages of a union which em- 
braces three branches corresponding with 
_ the three which to-day so prominently stand 
apart in Scotland. We had our difficulties. 
JN egotiations were prosecuted with patience 


and faith. Property questions of a very 
grave and perplexing character had to be 
dealt with even after the union, causing 
painful disputations for a couple of years ; 
but this unpleasantness has been already 
quite forgiven, if not wholly forgotten. The 
union is most cordial; the old lines of 
cleavage have vanished for ever. Even the 
negotiations that preceded union did a 
great deal to sweep away sentimental obsta- 
cles, which after all are really the most 
formidable ones. 

But what good has resulted from our 
union ? Our growth has been most en- 
couraging. Our Colleges have been greatly 
strengthened. Our Foreign Mission funds 
have much more than doubled, and there 
has been a corresponding increase in the 
agencies in the field. But it is in the 
Home Mission field that the great progress 
has been made; and indeed it was in 
view of our necessities in the Home field 
that we all felt the pressing urgency of re- 
union. Effort in regard to French Evan- 
gelization has also greatly increased. <A 
remarkable stride has been taken in the 
matter of ministerial support. We can point 
to fifty places where rival congregations, 
struggling to ‘‘ maintain a cause,” at all 
hazards, have coalesced and become self- 
supporting, and where one decently-paid 
minister is now doing the work of two who 
had barely enough to keep soul and body 
together. Added to all this, it is scarcely 
necessary to say that the influence of the 
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Church in the community is very decidedly 
increased. Probably there are not a score 
of Presbyterians in the Dominion of Canada 
who would to-day deliberately attempt to 
undo the re-union consummated on the 15th 
June, 1875. 

None of the predicted evils have come to 
pass; and more good has already been 
accomplished than the most sanguine had 
ventured to hope. The questions, theoretical 
and practical, which were regarded twenty 
years ago as justifying separation have 
vanished, and new issues of living, present- 
day interest, have taken their place. It 
seems to us that the experience of our parent 
Churches beyond the Atlantic would be 
precisely similar. Once united they would 
forget that they ever had been rivals or 
antagonists. They are all orthodox; the 
same Confession of Faith is precious to all ; 
they have the same grand mission in the 
world. 

It is often asked in America if the Pres- 
byterians of Great Britain and Ireland can 
afford to stand apart, either as rivals or anta- 
gonists, when prelacy is so strong in Eng- 
land and ambitious in Scotland, and Roman- 
ism is so aggressive in Ireland. But, can 
Presbyterians anywhere afford the luxury of 
separation and rivalry in the face of popular, 
practical, and speculative infidelity? It has 
now come to this, that the most serious 
battles of the Faith have to be fought against 
Atheism. How infinitely insignificant, in 
view of such conflicts, are any lines that 
divide the Presbyterian family ! 

We have demonstrative proof of the fact 
that in aggressive evangelistic movements, 
such as the home missionary work that has 
to be grappled with in all lands, union is 
strength ; disunion is weakness and disaster. 
Presbyterian Scotland, with her churches 
united, with her admirable Schools and 
Universities, would soon have no room even 
in the largest cities, for ‘“‘ home heathenism ”; 
her children in Canada, New Zealand, Aus- 
tralia and many other lands would arise and 
call her blessed ; and then, as never before, 
would the stream of Scottish beneficence 
flow out to the ends of the earth. 

Forty-two years have now elapsed since 
the last great ecclesiastical division in Scot- 
land. It is time to bury the hatchet. Some 
of the chief causes of the division do not 
exist now. Nearly all who took part in the 
ten years’ conflict that preceded it have 


passed away. Given a desire for re-union,, 
and a disposition on the part of all concerned 
to make such reasonable concessions as the 
circumstances may demand, it seems to us. 
that an honest effort in that direction cannot. 
fail—not even though disestablishment and 
disendowment should be included as possi- 
ble alternatives. Such things have happened 
in other churches before now without in 
any wise impairing their vitality and useful- 
ness. 


Editorial Jottings. 


EVANGELISTIC WoRK IN GLASGOW. 


ET Guascow FLOURISH BY THE PREACH- 
ING OF THE WorD, is the motto 
attached to the armorial insignia of the 
city. . To all outward appearances the pious 
sentiment has been fulfilled, for, next to 
London, Glasgow is the largest and most 
“flourishing” city in the United Kingdom. 
Its population is now close upon 750,000, 
including its immediate suburbs. Its begin- 
ning was ecclesiastic and its annals, all 
through, are closely identified with the 
Church History of Scotland, especially with: 
the history of Presbyterianism, of which it 
is the greatest stronghold in the world. It 
is an oft-repeated story that St. Kentigern,, 
alias St. Mungo, was sent by St. Servanus, — 
Bishop of the Orkneys, to preach the Gospel. | 
to the Strath Clyde heathens in the year 
539. Kentigern, it is said, erected his wig- 
wam on the bank of the Molendinar Burn, 
and upon a tree beside the clearing in the ~ 
forest he hung his bell to summon the 
savage neighbours to worship! The tree 
and the bell, with other added emblems 
constitute the Glasgow Arms, and hence the 
rhyme familiar to every Glasgow school- 

boy : 

i “ The tree that never grew, 
And the bell that never rang; 


The bird that never flew, 
And the fish that never swam.” 


The cathedral, founded in 1113, and 
dedicated to St. Mungo, is the finest eccles- 
iastical edifice in Scotland. Like St. Giles” 
in Edinburgh, it used to accommodate three 
churches under the same rocf—“ The Outer 
High,” the “ Inner High,” and the “‘ Laigh 
Kirk” which was domiciled in the crypt or 
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cellar of the cathedral. Not far off is the 
Barony Church, of which Dr. John Marshall 
Lang the minister. Contrasted with the 
cathedral it looks decidedly mean. Why 
it should have been tolerated so long nobody 
knows. But fortunately it has been pro- 
nounced unsafe, and it must go. The 
Barony was erected into a parish in 1595, 
and is by far the largest parish in Scotland, 
having a population of upwards of 250,000. 
More than twenty parishes quoad sacra, 
have been erected within the bounds in 
recent years, and, of course, there area large 
number connected with other denomina- 
tions. It has its counterpart on the south 
side of the Clyde, in the parish of Govan, 
which has a population of some 200,000, 
in which there are some seventy churches, 
and where a splendid new church is being 
built by the Rev. Dr. John Macleod’s con- 
gregation. The Barony people worshipped 
in the dismal crypt of the cathedral for 
many years. Zachary Boyd ministered there 
for thirty years. Donald Cargill, one of 
the Covenanters, also ministered in the 
crypt. He was executed in 1681, when 
there were but twelve ministers in Glasgow. 
Dr. Lang has set his heart upon building a 
new church that shall be worthy of the 
congregation and an urnament to the city— 
“a church that will be without debt and 
without pew-rents.” Having such a church, 
and withsuch a minister, the congregation 
will be in clover. Within my own recol- 
lection there were only twenty-five parish 
churches in Glasgow, and probably from 
forty to fifty dissenting chapels of all kinds. 
Now the Church of Scotland and the Free 
Church have each seventy-eight churches ; 
the United Presbyterians have sixty-five, 
besides these there are ninety-four others, 
making in all three hundred and fifteen 
churches! Large as the number seems, it 
does not meet the requirements of the city. 
Owing to the large number of operatives in 
mills and ship-yards and other industries, 
_ and the unfortunate tendency of many of 
them to “spend mouey for that which is 
not bread,” there had come to be in Glasgow 
a solid phalanx of what is commonly called 
“the lapsed masses.” When Messrs. Moody 
and Sankey visited the city in 1874 they 
seem to have created a new interest in this 
class of people and to have given an impetus 
to the efforts made in their behalf which has 
gone on from that time until now with increas- 
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ing momentum. One mostimportant result 
was the organization of the Glasgow United 
Evangelistic Association. This society is 
composed of the ministers and leading 
members of all the Protestant Churches. 
For their purposes the city is divided into 
five districts, each with a fully equipped 
local committee. This again works by and 
through congregational committees. Con- 
nected with the Association there is a very 
large staff of earnest workers—in one of 
the wards no less than nine hundred. 
Right in the centre of one of the lowest 
“chasms” a large hall has been erected in 
which evangelistic meetings are conducted 
on the evenings of every week-day, and on 
Sundays at all hours, from seven in the 
morning till nine at night. Itis called the 
John Morrison Hall, is seated for 2,050 and, 
owing to the popular character of the meet- 
ings held there, it is frequented by large 
numbers. Bethany Hall, at Bridgetown, is 
seated for 1,500 and is used for similar pur- 
poses; also the Wellpark Free Church 
Hall, and the Union Hall on the Paisley 
Road and several others. Connected with 
each of these central establishments there 
are branches, so that the ramifications of the 
Association are very wide-spread, and its 
organization very thorough. Besides these 
halls there is the canvass Tent on the Green, 
which accommodates 2,500 and is very 
popular among the working people. The 
audiences on week evenings is always large 
and on Sunday nights the Tent is generally 
crowded to overflowing. Connected with 
these halls there are Bible-classes and 
Sunday-schools, Refuges for the outcasts, 
Industrial Schools, and Homes for destitute 
children. Courses of lectures are given, 
which with the help of the steriopticon are 
very popular. Social: meetings and soirees 
are attended by vast crowds and with good 
results. The people are visited in their 
homes, special attention being given to those 
who have been induced to begin a better 
life. In the course of the year from 20,000 
to 30,000 are thus called upon. During the 
past year nearly 2,000,000 leaflets and tracts 
were circulated in the streets, or left in the 
homes of the people. In short, every appli- 
ance is used that Christian philanthropy can 
bring to bear for the amelioration of the 
poor, the degraded, and the fallen. Some 
idea of the need for this may be formed 
when it is stated that the number of per- 
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‘sons taken to the police station last year, 


“drunk and incapable,” was 14,366, and 
the number of arrests for assaults and dis- 
orderly conduct, 22,364. For years there 
has been a battle going on between the 
Church and the dram-shop in Glasgow. Up 
to a recent period it had to be admitted 
that the publican had beaten the preacher, 
but now there is reason to hope and believe 
that the tide has turned. 

The Christian Institute, in the business 
part of the eity, is a large and handsome 
edifice. It is the head-quarters of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association, and a rendez- 
vous for Christian workers. It has lecture 
hall, reading room, gymnasium, &c. Among 
its office-bearers are many of the leading mer- 
chants of the city. It has a membership of 
about 8000. It has 177 branches in different 
parts of the city, in each of which prayer 
and fellowship meetings are held every 
Sunday. The members engage in the 
various kinds of Christian work common to 
similar institutes, and receive the cordial 
and hearty support of the ministers of all 
denominations. In order to appreciate the 
evangelistic work carried on in Glasgow it 
must be seen. The time at my disposal 
enabled me to see only a few samples of it. 
One Saturday, at noon, I called at the 
Christian Institute. The usual prayer meet- 
ing was being held. On the platform I 
was agreeably surprized*to find a prominent 
minister of our own Church, the Rev. J. A. 
R. Dickson of Galt. Mr. Oatts, the general 
secretary, drew out a programme for me 
in which was included an invitation toa 
free breakfast, free lunch, and free dinner, 
which made me think Glasgow was 
a very cheap place to live in on 
Sundays at least! At four o’cloek, in the 
game place, was the weekly practice of the 
““Mispah Band.” But who are they? A 
band of stalwart men, one thousand strong, 
who had been addicted to drink, but who 
by the grace of God had been reclaimed 
Now they are not only total-abstainers but 
avowed Christians. They meet here every 
Saturday to practice singing, under a com- 
petent instructor, with the purpose of going 
out in small companies to lead the service 
of praise in evangelistic meetings wherever 
they are held. The same evening a de- 
tachment of them were present at a large 
temperance meeting held in the John Mor- 
rison Hall and contributed very materially 
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to the interest of the proceedings. There 
were some 1,500 of all sorts and conditions 
of persons present—a most attentive audi- 
ence, a considerable number of whom came 
to the platform at the close of the service 
and signed the pledge. As many as 50,000 
were led by these meetings to take the 
pledge during the past year. The way to 
our hotel led us through “ the Saltmarket.” 
This notorious street, bad enough as it still 
is, has undergone a great change for the 
better. The chief instrument of the im- 
provement being a railway that has ploughed 
a broad furrow obliquely through the centre 
of it, by which means a number of the 
worst rookeries were demolished and the 
light of heaven admitted where formerly 
there was unrelieved darkness. The free 
breakfast, dispensed next morning to some 
1,500 poor people was a sight not easily to 
be forgotten. The most perfect order and 
decorum were observed. <A detachment of 
the Mispah Band were there and sang at 
intervals, A number of visitors had seats 
on the platform and partook of the common 
meal with evident relish. When the repast 
was over, all united in singing the 23rd 
Psalm, after which boys and girls all over 
the house stood up and repeated the text of 
the day,—‘“ The wages of sin is death, but 
the gift of God is Eternal Life through our 
Lord Jesus Christ.” This was briefly ex- 
pounded by the chairman, a Mr. Hatfield 
from Yarmouth, N. 8. Short addresses by 
others followed, and this remarkable meeting 
was closed with the doxology,— Praise 
God from whom all blessings flow.” The 
centre of evangelistic work in the northern 
district of the city is the Cowcaddens Free 
Church. It is about twenty years since the 
work began there and it has now reached 
large proportions. The church is a very 
handsome one, accommodating easily eleven 
hundred, though a much larger number is 
often fuund in it. The minister is the Rev. 
Willidm Ross, formerly of Rothsay, who, 
without promise of stipend, accepted a call 
to the pastorate some two years ago, and has 
since carried forward the work with remark- 
able energy and success. ‘There are services 
in this church every night in the week, 
largely attended. The Sabbath evening ser- 
vices are usually crowded. A_ peculiar 
feature is a service of song held in the 
street every Sabbath evening for one hour 
before the time of public worship, On this 
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occasion I found a young lady presiding at 
the harmonium on the sidewalk, and several 
hundreds of people gathered around sing- 
ing hymns. They were cordially invited to 
come in and join the congregational service, 
and many of them did so. The order of 
service was suited to the exceptional circum- 
stances and consisted of short, informal ad- 
dresses by several speakers, with lively 
singing; and at the close a cordial invita- 
tion was given to all to remain a short time 
for conversation with Christian friends. 
This, as I have said, is but a sample of the 
ageressive work that is carried on in Glas- 
gow all the year round, quietly and system- 
atically. It is designed to supply the miss- 
ing link between the Church and those, un- 
fortunately a numerous class in all large 
cities, who are not connected with any con- 
gregation. A few years ago it was stated 
on competent authority that there were 
130,000 people in Glasgow who had no 
church connection of any kind, but I do 
not suppose that there is half that number 
of non-church-goers now. Things must 
often come to the worst before they mend, 
and I believe the old motto will hold good 
that, by the preaching of the Word, Glasgow 
will flourish yet more abundantly.

| SHAW AND Hont. 


Korn of these were Methodists, and both 
y> are entitled to high rank in the noble 
army of Missionaries. Barnabas Shaw was 
the founder of the first Wesleyan Mission- 
ary station in South Africa. He was born 
at Elloughton in Yorkshire, England, in the 
year 1793. While labouring on his father’s 
farm he came under the influence of the 
Wesley Methodists, and being a lad of more 
than average intelligence, and very zealous, 
he was early employed as a local preacher. 
In 1815, when missions to the heathen had 
as yet the charm of novelty, Mr. Shaw and 
his devoted wife embarked for South Africa. 
They landed at Cape Town on the 12th of 
April, 1816, and met with a kind reception 
from afew British settlers and soldiers. But 
the Governor of the colony refused him the 
liberty of preaching. However galling to 
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him at the time, this did not shut his 
mouth. If he could not get leave to preach, 
he resolved to preach withoutit. So turning 
his back on the Cape he proceeded to Little 
Namaqualand, some four hundred miles in, 
the interior, in company with John Henry' 
Schmelen, a missionary of the London Mis-: 
sionary Society, who nobly offered to assist 
him in selecting a suitable station. As they 
journeyed north, they met a native chief on 
his way to Cape Town in search of a mis- 
sicnary to instruct him and his people. They 
halted for the night ; and having spent many 
hours in prayer and consultation, it was 
agreed that Mr. and Mrs. Shaw should go 
with this chief to his country. The people 
having heard of his coming, went out to give 
the new teacher a hearty welcome. Mounicd' 
on oxen, they came on at full gallop: and 
when they saw the strangers they became 
wild with delight, and shouted for joy. Shaw 
was admirably adapted for the work to. 
which he was thus providencially led. He’ 
had with him a supply of carpenter’s tools 
which greatly astonished the natives whom 
he educated in the arts of civilized life, 
while he also instructed them in the know- 
ledge of God’s Word and the way of salva- 
tion. His first station continues to this day, 
a centre of light and influence and a blessing 


} to thousands. Mr. Shaw re-visited England 


twice, when his simple and touching state- 
ments greatly interested the friends of mis- 
sions. He returned to Cape Town for the 
last time in 1848, and spent some years in. 
opening up new fields of usefulness and in 
visiting and advising the missionaries at 
other stations. He died near Cape Town 
on the 21st of June, 1857, in the seventieth 
year of his age, and the forty-seventh of his 
ministry, and was buried ‘‘amid the sighs 
and sobs of a vast concourse of friends to 
whom he had endeared himself by his many 
excellencies.” | 

JOHN Hunt was anative of Lincolnshire, 
and when first brought to a saving know- 
ledge of the truth, he was a farm labourer. 
Being a young man of good natural abilities 
and afterwards favoured with a good theo-. 
logical edueation, he became one of the most 
eminent missionaries of modern times. In 
response to a strong appeal for more mission- 
aries to be sent out to the Fiji Islands, Mrs.’ 
Brackenberry, of Raithby Hall, offered te 
defray all expenses of sending Mr. Hunt.) 


The offer was gladly accepted by the Mis-| 
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sionary Committee, who had just come to a 
friendly arrangement with the London Mis- 
sionary Society to occupy the Fiji group by 
themselves, leaving that Society to work 
in the Navigator’s group. In April, 1838, 
John Hunt, T. J. Jagger, and James Calvert, 
with their wives, sailed from England, and 
in December following landed in Lakemba. 
He was appointed to proceed to Rewa, and 
relieve Mr. Cross whose health had given 
way. Here, surrounded by the most de- 
graded savages, he immediately began his 
arduous labours. After a short residence 
there he removed to Somosomo where he 
successfully completed an admirable trans- 
lation of the whole of the New Testament. 
The next step was to print the whole Bible 
in Fiji. To this great work Hunt gave him- 
self with all his energies, but a severe illness 
overtook him in the midst of this work which 
he was never permitted to resume. He spent 
much of his time in training native teachers 
and evangelists. His missionary career was 
comparatively short, but it was erowded with 
a large amount of active and useful service. 
After toiling hard for ten years, his over- 
taxed strength broke down. On the 9th of 
August, 1848, he was attacked by inflamma- 
tion, and on the 4th of October he died on 
the island of Viwa, in the 37th year of his 
age. His brother missionaries clung to him 
with a love which was mingled with reverent 
admiration. His converts regarded him with 
filial affection, and even the heathen treated 
him with more than respect. His last illness 
was regarded as a great calamity by the 
Viwan Christians who gathered about the 
Throne of Grace to which he had led them, 
and prayed without ceasing for his recovery.” 
In his dying hour he cried, ‘“O let me pray 
once more for Fiji! Lord, for Christ’s sake, 
save Fiji! Save Thy servants, save Thy 
people ; save the heathen in Fiji?’ Then, 
as if he felt that his prayer was heard, 
he exclaimed, ‘Hallelujah? Hallelujah ! 
Hallelujah!” and so he passed away to be 
forever with the Lord. Through Methodist 
instrumentality the Fiji Islands have become 
a Christian community and a colony of the 
British empire. ‘The people gather for 
worship in nine hundred @aurches. The 
schools are well attended; the first sound 
which greets the ear at dawn, and the last at 
night, is that of hymn-singing and most 
fervent worship rising from each dwelling at 
the hour of prayer.” 
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Ghe Hew Guiner Hlission. 


“THIS large and populous island to the north 

of Australia, was only made a missionary 
station in 1873, when the venerable A.W. Murray, 
a Scottish missionary, went with a band of 
native teachers to Port Moresby. Mr. Murray 
had laboured for nearly forty years in Samoa, 
but, still full of zeal for the gospel of Christ, 
pioneered the work at New Guinea. He has 
given a very interesting account of this in his 
“Narrative of forty years work.” Mr. Murray 
still survives amongst us, and will reach his 
jubilee this year. As he was not able to remain 
in New Guinea, the Rey. W. G. Lawes and his 
wife were appointed by the Directors of the 
London Missionary Society to New Guinea. They 
reached Port Moresby in November, 1874, and 
began their arduous work among the savages. 
Native teachers from Christian stations in the 
South Seas—from Tahiti, Raratonga, Samoa, 
Savage Island, and the Loyalty Islands—were 
attached to the mission as invaluable helpers. 
They were 28 in number, and were settled in as 
many stations. Many of those were martyrs to 
the climate, but they did a great work, and have 
been succeeded by others equally devoted. The 
Rev. J. Chalmers and his wife, after long service 
in Raratonga, were also sent to New Guinea, 
Several others for a time were there, and the Rev. 
S. MacFarlane, and the Rev. Harry Scott are 
stationed at the Western side. After ten years 
of labour, the language is acquired, schools 
established, school books prepared, and the 
gospel preached. The four gospels have also 
been translated into the language of Motu Motu, 
and a revised edition is to be printed in Sydney. 
Several converts have been won to Christ, and 
many of the people instructed; and there are 
nine natives of New Guinea, with their wives, 
engaged in the work of teaching their country- 
men in the gospel of Christ. A large part of 
New Guinea has been taken under the protection 
of Queen Victoria, and when the Commodore 
went there lately to do this, the missionaries 
were able to translate into the native language 
and to explain to the people all that was said and 
done. The Rev. G. te and his devoted wife 
were brought to Sydney by the Commodore, and 
they got a very cordial welcome ata large public 
meeting, at which the Governor presided. Let 
us pray God to bless the mission work in New 
Guinea, the people of which are somewhat like 
the natives of the New Hebrides.——R. STexEt, 
D.D., Sydney.

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Puls Shipwreck. 
APRIL 12, 
Golden Text, Psalms 107: 28. 


On 

HE storm still continues. Driven before a 
fierce north-east gale; the ship becomes un- 
manageable, and it seemsalmost certain that she 
must either founder or go ashore. Gales like this 
are not uncommon in the Mediterranean. At 
midnight of the 14th day out, the roar of break- 
ers abead warned the sailors that they were near- 
ing a lee shore. On heaving the lead their fears 
increased, for the water became shallower every 
minute, V. 29. Anchors were cast from the 
stern, as it was feared there might not be room 
to swing the ship. It took four of them to stand 
the siden strain of stopping her headway in this 
fashion. Vs. 30, 32. Obviously, the bow anchor 
would be of no use now, but the sailors, under 
the pretence of getting it out, began to lower the 
small boat. Paul discovered the ruse and frus- 
trated their mean attempt, Addressing himself 
to the soldiers, they, with a blow of their swords, 
cut the ropes, and the boat fell into the sea and 
was instantly swept away into the darkness. The 
risoner had now become master of the ship! 
. 33. All eyes were now straining to catch the 
first ray of morning light. At length the day 
dawns. Land is in sight. The ship is labouring 
frightfully, but the anchors are holding: thereis 
a gleam of hope for them yet. Now they must 
strengthen themselves for the final effort upon 
which depends the lives of these 276 persons, who 
had been on short allowance of food for a fort- 
night, and are now worn out with fatigue and 
hunger. So reduced were many of them, Paul 
had to entreat them to take some food. His 
sympathy and sagacity are alike apparent in this 
trying emergency—they must help themselves 
or they would never reach the shore, Vs. 35, 36, 
At any other time his shipmates might have 
sneered at Paul’s giving thanks to God, but now 
they recognize his superiority and respect him 
accordingly. V. 39. Now the word is given,— 
“Cut the cables,” “ hoist the mainsail,” “ un- 
lash the stearing gear, and keepa sharp look out.” 
In a trice the ship is scudding before the wind 
and skilfully steered through baffling currents 
into arcmall bay and stranded. V.42. A new 
danger arises. The Roman soldier, who, under 
any circumstances permits his prisoner to escape 
forfeits his own life. It is seriously proposed 
to kill the prisoners, but Paul’s influence is 
still supreme: better counsels prevail, His 
dream is fulfilled, v. 24: not one is lost. On 
reaching land they find the island to be Malta, 
62 miles south-west of Sicily. This thrilling 
narrative teaches some salutory lessons. (1). 
Inevery time of trouble trust in God: Ps, 46:1; 
_(2.) Never be ashamed of Christianity, Rom. 1: 
16; (3). Use whatever influence you possess for 
the good of your fellow-men, Phil. 2: 4; (4). In 
humble reliance on God, work out your own sal- 
vation, as though all depended on your unaided 
effort: Phil, 2: 12; (5), Do everything you can 

for the salvation of others, James 5: 20. 


Acts xxvii: 27-44, 
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DU Going to Hone. 


APRIL 19, AotTs xxvili: 1-15, 
Golden Text, Acts 28: 15. 


HE shipwreck took place about Nov. Ist, 
A.D. 60. They remained on the island till 

the opening of navigation, in February. Meleta, 
—twoislands bore this name, but there is now no 
doubt that Malta is the one here spoken of. VY. 
2. Barbarous—and Barbarians in v. 4, are terms 
used in the N. T. to denote “ foreigners ” speak- 
ing a different ap ee from the Greeks and 
Romans, Rom.1:14.. Vs.3,4. They were very 
kind to the castaway crew suffering from cold and 
wet, But like most people in those days, they were 
superstitious, and prone to construe every mishap 
into adivine judgment. Our Saviour warned the 
Jews against this propensity, and warns us in 
Luke 13, 1-5. A viper, a small venomous snake 
which, lying torpid in the cold, was brought to 
life by the heat of the fire they had kindled. V. 5. 
No harm. On the contrary, the incident con- 
firmed his trust in God, Mark 16: 18; and in- 
creased his influence with both the islanders and 
his companions. Vs. 7, 8, Publius—the Gover- 
nor of the island, who did what he could for their 
comfort, in grateful return for which Paul visited 
his sick father and was the means of his recovery | 
—further confirming the Saviour’s promise, 
Mark 16:18. V. 9. Others. All who weresick and 
could be brought hither. No doubt in every case 
the sufferers were directed to the Great Physi- 
cian, and instructcd in the way of salvation; so 
there was a golden opportunity of preaching the 
Gospel to hearts predisposed to receiveit. Vs, 10, 
ll. The hospitality of the people attested their 
appreciation of Paul’s efforts to do them good, 
and itis not unlikely that the necleus of a Chris- 
tian Church on Malta was formed during these 
three months. Vs. 11, 12. Syracuse, the capital 
of Sicily, about a day’s sail north of Malta. While 
waiting here for a fair wind, or to tale in cargo, 
Paul probably preached the Gospel, as tradition 
makes him the founder of the Sicilian Church. 
Fetched acompass,-—tacking by a circuitous route 
they made Rhegium, at the entrance of the Straits 
of Messina, through which they sailed next day 
and thence along the coast of Italy into the charm- 
ing Bay of Naples.—see map. Puteoli, ina shel- 
tered Bay eight miles north of Naples, was the 
principal seaport of western Italy, much frequent- 
ed by the Alexandrian grain ships, a great resort of 
Jews, and in constant communication with Rome 
from which it is distant 140 miles. So we went 
towards Rome. These words are full of meaning, 
taking in the whole adventurous voyage,—the 
three months sojourn on Malta, and all the pro- 
vidential leadings by which Paul is at last to 
realize his desire to preach the Gospel in the 
reat Roman capital, Rom.1: 9, 10, 15; 15: 23; 
ive 23:11. V.15. The Church of Rome seems 
to have been founded before the Apostle’s visit, 
though by whom is uncertain: possibly by some 
of the Roman Jews who were at Jerusalem at 
the Pentecost mentioned in Acts2: 10. Appii 
Forum, on the Appian way, 40 miles from Rome, 
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Haul at Home. 


APRIL 26. « Acts xxvili. 16-31. 
Golden Text, Acts 28: 28. 


IME A.D. 61-63. The city of Rome was 
founded B. C. 754, At the time of Paul’s 
visit it was the chief city of the world, at the 
height of its prosperity. Its population, variously 
estimated from 1,200,000 to 2,000,000, of whom 
one half were slaves. It had been greatly im- 
proved by Augustus, who boasted that he found 
a city of brick and left one of marble. Augustus 
reigned 43 years, from B.C. 29 to A.D. 14. He 
was succeeded by Tiberius, Gaius, Claudius and 
Nero, all of them tyrants, but Nero, emperor in 
Paul’s time, was the worst of them all. The 
Roman empire extended from the Atlantic 
through entire Kurope and beyond to the 
Euphrates, Rome, practically, governed the 
whole civilized world, ruling a population of 
120,000,000. Her wide Dominion ea the cessa- 
tion of foreign wars coincided with the “ fulness 
of the times,” when the Messiah should appear, 
and facilitated the introduction and spread of 
Christianity throughout the empire. It was to 
Ceesar Nero that Paul had appealed, ch. 25: 11. 
There is no record to tell the result of his 
appeal. At the end of two years he was libera- 
ted. His subsequent movements can only be 
surmised. Some think he visited Spain. The 
universal belief is that he was arrested some four 
or five years later at the instance of Nero and 
that he was beheaded in Rome A.D. 68. The 
interest of the lesson lies in the fact that Paul had 
lived two years in Rome, though a prisoner he 
was allowed to preach to the people, and that 
many were brought to a saving knowledge of the 
truth through his preaching. Vs. 16, 17. The 
authorities treated him leniently, but he was 
kept constantly chained to his guardian soldier. 
The number of Jews then in Rome is estimated 
at 60,000. Being himself a Jew, he naturally 
desired to secure their interest; at any rate, he 
would, as in duty bound, preach first to them, 
Acts 3: 26: Rom. 1:16. Vs. 18,19. To them 
he narrates the history of his arrest, trial, and 
appeal. Vs. 21, 22, They must often have heard 
of Paul, though ignorant of these details. They 
did not know of his coming to Rome until the 
Castor and Pollux was reported at Puteoli. 
They were therefore not prejudiced against him, 
indeed they were anxious to hear all about the 
new religion, Vs. 23, 24. He had a fine oppor- 
tunity of addressing them in his own house, and 
of answering such questions as they might ask. 
Some believed. As in the Parable of the Sower, 
Matt. 13; 19-23. V.25. The result was a divi- 
sion of opinion, whereupon Paul quotes Isa. 6: 
9,10, as peculiarly applicable to the people of 
Rome. Vs. 28, 29. He does not despair of con- 
verting these Jews, but he declares that the 
Gentiles also shall believe. V. 29 is omitted in 
the R. V. Vs.30,31. Paul remained in Rome two 
yeara. During this time he wrote his epistle to 
the Ephesians, Colossians, Phillipians, and the 
i@hort letter to Philemon. 


Obedience. 


EPHESIANS vi: 1-13, 
Golden Text, Ephes. 6: 1. 


Havin G followed Paul to Rome we are now 
to study passages from the letters written 
by him during his imprisonment. This, to the 
phesians, so called, is supposed to have been 
written towards the close of his imprisonment, 
and is generally held to have been addressed to 
the churches of Asia Minor, but to none of them 
in particular.

Nfowmest has this year the high honour of 
v- entertaining the General Assembly, 
which meets there in Crescent street Church 
on the 10th of June next. It is under- 
stood that the College of ex-Moderators 
have agreed to nominate Rey. Principal 
McKnight, of Halifax,for the Moderatorship. 
Though some of the Presbyteries have shown 
a little restiveness on account of the action 
of last Assembly in this behalf having been 
taken without asking their leave, there will 
be no two opinions in regard to the nom- 
inee. We are reminded that the accounts 
of the several treasurers of the funds of the 
church will be closed as usual on the 30th 
of the present month. All contributions 
intended to be reported to the Assembly 
should be forwarded before that time. By 
referring to the list of acknowledgements 
in this number it will be seen that the 
amount received, from both sections, for 
Foreign Missions, up to the beginning of 
March, was $27,495; for Home Missions, 
$30,442, and for the Augmentation of 
Stipends, $19,025. This indicates that 
there will be no falling off in regard to 
either the Home or the Foreign Mission 
funds. But it does not augur well that 
scarcely more than one third of the amount 
required for Augmentation in the Western 
section has as yet been acknowledged. The 
committee named $30,000 as the amount 
required for the present year in order to 
secure a minimum stipend of $750 to each 
of our ministers. As yet only $10,689 have 
been received. Having put our hand to 
this plough we must not look back. Some 
of the congregations have done nobly, but 
this is a work that invites the hearty co- 
operation of all. 


Our Missionary Srarr.—Referring to 
the Chart published last month, it will be 
seen that we have nineteen ordained minis- 
ters in foreign fields, including the mission 
to the Indians in the North-west. All of 
these are Canadian ministers, wiih the single 
exception of Rev. Lal Bihari, of Trinidad. 
With one exception we believe they are all 
married, and their wives are as justly en- 
titled to be ranked as missionaries as are their 
husbands. The number of teachers and 
native helpers under the direction of our 
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missionaries is about 150, which, added to 
the ministers and their wives, makes the 
total effective force 187. The number of 
converts in course of training for teachers 
and evangelists is over fifty. Rev. J. Fraser 
Campbell, of Mhow, was appointed as mis- 
sionary to India in 1875, a year earlier than 
is stated in the Chart. Mr. Campbell states 
that the number of native communicants 
connected with the missions at Indore and 
Mhow is about fifty. This makes the num- 
ber of communicants in all our mission fields 
1,985, of which 1,128 are in Northern 
Formosa. 


Latest From THE New Hesripes.—Rev. 
Joseph Annand, with his wife and family, 
arrived at Sydney, N.S.W., in the “ Days- 
pring,” on the 7th of January. They were to 
sail for London on the 3lst January, and 
expect to arrive in Nova Scotiain May. 
The ‘ Dayspring” had been delayed in her 
last voyage by calms and variable winds, 
and was nineteen days from Aneityum to 
Sydney. Seventeen new members were 
added to the communion shortly before Mr. 
Annand left Aneityum. Three were old 
grey-headed men who had never before 
sought fellowship with the church. A ses- 
sion of twenty-two members was left by Mr. 
Annand to watch over the interests of the 
congregation. Mr. Lawrie came to Sydney 
with Mr. Annand. He isto be ordained 
by the Presbytery of Sydney and to return 
to Aneityumin April. Ail the missionaries 
in the field are enjoying fair health and 
making progress in their work. War is 
raging around Port Resolution, Tanna. A 
white man was murdered in view of Mr. 
Gray’s station last October. He was shot 
while asleep, at midnight. Mr. Murray, 
late of Ambrim, has resigned on account of 
ill health. 


A Finz Cuurco Burnep :—On the night 
of the 18th January, Knox Church, Portage 
la Prairie, was burned to the ground. The 
church was erected about three years ago, 
and cost, including furnishings, $12,000. 
An insurance of $5,000 was on the build- 
ing, but this will all be required to pay off 
mortgages held against the church property. 
The congregation has thus lost about $7,000 
by the fire and have no fund from which to 
re-build. In the present depressed condi- 
tion of affairs in Manitoba it will be im- 
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possible for the people to do very much at|at the Women’s Medical College, Kingston, 


present, though with characteristic pluck 
and energy they have already begun to raise 
funds to re-build. In God’s Providence a 
great calamity has befallen them, and their 
case deserves the sympathy and assistance 
of the brethren throughout the church. It 
has been suggested that Mr. Bell, the pastor, 
visit the churches in the east; should he 
do so, it is to be hoped all will respond 
heartily and encourage those pioneers of 
Presbyterianism in the North-West. ‘“‘ Bear 
ye one another’s burdens and so fulfil the 
law of Christ.” 


NEWFOUNDLAND :—St. Andrew’s Church, 
St. John’s, of which Rev. L. G. MacNeill, 
M. A. is pastor, has raised for church pur- 
poses in the past year the sum of $8,373, of 
which amount $1,970 were given to the 
schemes of the church and to charities. 
This is an average rate of nearly $42 per 
family. Last year the Record shows that 
when this congregation was paying off its 
debt it gave over $100 per family. The 
pastor writes that the congregation has de- 
cided to introduce an organ into the kirk, 
and that in two or three days nearly $3,000 
were subscribed for the purpose. We are 
also informed that the census now taken 
shows an increase of 45 per cent in the 
Presbyterian population of the city within 
the last ten years, and that a site has been 
selected for a church in the west end of the 
city. It is expected that before long there 
will be two flourishing congregations of 
Presbyterians in St. John’s. 


Lapizs Unitine :—At a meeting specially 
called for the purpose, and held Feb. 12th, 
the “W. F. M. S. of the Presbytery of 
Kingston,” unanimously resolved to unite 
with the General Society of the W.S. of 
the Church, which now has branches in 
every Presbytery of this section except 
Quebec, Saugeen and Owen Sound ; Brock- 
ville having been for some time ready to 
form a Presbyterial Society. This union 
has been long cordially desired and prayed 
for by many members in both societies, but 
was somewhat hastened by tbe desire of the 
Kingston Society to co-operate with the 
General Board in supporting Miss Beatty, 
who having received her early education in 
Gananoque, and her professional training 


has many -warm friends in the Society. 


Revivat at Truro, Nova Scotia :—A 
remarkable work of grace commenced at 
Truro during the “ Week of Prayer.” At 
first the meetings were small and were held 
in the Y. M. C. A. Hall; but for some 
weeks the largest church in the town, the 
First Presbyterian, has been occupied. The 
interest is intense and shows no sign of 
abatement. Large additions have been made 
to the membership of our churches in Truro, 
—one, St. Paul’s, having on the first Sabbath 
of March received 130—all but five being 
received upon profession of their faith in 
Christ. 


Toe Bonemian Cuurcu :—The Presby- 
terian Churches connected with the Alliance 
are expected to contribute to the fund for 
the Bohemian Church,—a church which 
has undergone protracted and terrible per- 
secution. It seems amiracle of Providence 
that even a remnant is left. We hope the 
Presbyterian Church in Canada will not for- 
get the claims of an elder branch of the 
family which has gone through fiery trials 
the recital of which may well make the 
ears tingle. 


Rev. Dr. McGrecor, Agent of the Church 
at Halifax, has, we regret to learn, been 
obliged to go south fora short time to recruit 
his health. He hopes to be at his post 
again by the end of this month in time to 
attend to the closing of the accounts and 
preparation of the annual reports. In the 
meantime all communications addressed to 
his office, as usual, will be attended to. 


Rev. THomas ALEXANDER, of Mount 
Pleasant, completed his fiftieth year as an 
ordained minister on the 12th of March. He 
was licensed by the Presbytery of Dundee 
in 1830, came to Canada in 1834 as a mis- 
sionary of the Glasgow Colonial Society, 
and was inducted into the charge of Co- 
bourg in 1835. Mr. Alexander, though 
now in his 80th year, is still able to help on 
the Lord’s work. There are very few of 
his contemporaries living now, but all who 
know him will be glad to hear of his wel- 
fare and wish him health and happiness.

Greelesiastival News. 


KOS 

HE Generau ASsemBLiges of the Church of 
Scotland and of the Free Church meet in 
Edinburgh on the 21st of May. The respective 
Moderators are likely to be Dr. Mitchell of St. 
Andrew’s and Dr. Brown of Aberdeen, both 
College Professors. ‘The Synod of the United 
Presbyterian Church meets in Edinburgh on the 
4th of May. Dr. J. Logan Aikman of Glasgow 
is named as the coming Moderator. He is a 
minister of forty years standing,who, if appointed, 
will fill the office with dignity and efficiency. 
The Synod of the Presbyterian Church of 
England meets within Regent Square Church, 
London, on the 27th of this month. The 
Moderator elect is the Rev. Robert Taylor of 
Norwood, London. The General Assembly of 
the Presbyterian Church in the United States 
(North) meets in Cincinnati, Ohio, on the 21st of 
May. The General Assembly of the Presby- 
terian Church in Ireland meetsin Belfast on the 
lst of June, the candidates for the moderator- 
ship are Rev. Hugh Hanna, of Belfast, and Rev. 
James Whigham of Balinasloe. The Presbytery 
of London, England, has been discussing whether 
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lay elders should be eligible as moderators of 
synods and presbyteries. There were 27 members 
in favour of the proposal, but 33 supported an 
amendment declaring that no sufficient reason 
had been shown for altering the long-established 
usage that ministers only shall be moderators of 
church courts, except in special cases ordered 
by the Synod. The Rey. Edward Henry Bicker- 
steth, Dean of Gloucester—the author of “ Yes- 
terday, To-day and Forever,”—has been ap- 
pointed Bishop of Exeter in room of Dr. Temple, 
who is translated to the See of London. A 
handsome monument has been erected within 
the precincts of the Edinburgh University to 
the memory of the late Archbishop Tait. It is 
in the form of a colossal bust placed in a mural 
monument, built in the eastern facade of the 
Medical School Buildings, which occupy the 
site of the house in which the late Archbishop: 
was born. It is said that the Bishop of Liver- 
pool has decided to sanction the prosecution of 
the rector of St. Margaret’s Church, Liverpool, 
for alleged unlawful ritualism. Rev. J. Smith, 
of Berwick-on-Tweed, who was some time aga 
invited to become pastor of St. James’ Square 
Church, Toronto, has accepted a call to Kdin- 
burgh, as colleague and successor to Dr. Thom- 
son of the Broughton Place U. P.Church. This 
congregation has recently completed the first 
century of its existence, and during all that 
time it has only had three ministers, viz.: Dr. 
James Hall, Dr.. John Brown, and the present 
incumbent. The first volume of a Life of Dr. 
James Begg, by Professor Thomas Smith, D.D... 
of New College, Edinburgh, has been published. 
It brings the memoir up to the period of the 
Disrupuon. The early chapters are autobio- 
graphical. “The Purity of Worship Associa- 
tion” lately held a meeting in Dingwall under. 
the presidency of the Rev. Mr. Macaskill. Reso- 
lutions directed against the use of uninspired 
hymns and organs, deprecating changes in the 
doctrine and forms of worship of the Church, 
and protesting against the “‘ tendency manifested 
at the present time to encroach on the sanctity 
of the Sabbath day,” were proposed and adopted 
by the meeting. Tke eed devoted a goodly 
portion of their remarks to special denunciations. 
of hymns and organs. Details have been pub- 
lished of a new scheme of working on the part 
of the Salvation Army which is to be launched: 
in a few weeks, The scheme is to provide a. 
“moveable base of operations” in country towns 
and villages where there is no prospect of obtain- 
ing buildings for public meetings. A number of 
waggons are to be built by the Bristol Waggon- 
works Company, and these are to be used as 
“< forts,” which are to be manned by cadets and 
officers from the male training home in connec- 
tion with the Army. In each waggon there will 
be accommodation for thirteen men to sleep: 
comfortably ; and in front of each there will be 
a contrivance which can, with very little diff- 
culty, be made into a platform for open-air 
meetings. “The Cavalry Corps,” which is the 
name to be given to this branch of the Army, 
will travel with the “ forts” north, south, east, 
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and west, an officer for each “column” prece- 
ding to advertise the visit and complete other 
necessary arrangements. The scheme is pro- 
pounded by Commandant Herbert Booth, a son 
of the “General.” The ancient Waldensian 
Church, the oldest Presbyterian body on the 
Continent, has agreed to unite with the Free 
Italian Church. Preaching in the new Presby- 
terian Church in Rome on Sunday, Father 
Gavazzi intimated that the committees of the 
two Churches had unanimously adopted a basis 
of union which would doubtless be ratified by 
the respective synods next autumn. The Church 
formed by the union will be called the Chiesa 
Kvangelica d’Italia, Meantime a commodious 
new place of worship has been erected in Rome 
for the use of the congregation of the Free 
Church, of which the Rev. J. Gordon Gray is 
the much esteemed pastor. The remarks of 
our good correspondent D. have special interest 
for us this month.

ON PRESBYTERIAN UNION, and says that: 


A largely-attended meeting of members of the three 
Presbyterian Churches was held in Edinburgh. Dr. 
Robert Young presided, and among those present were:— 
The Rev. Drs. Alison, Cameron, Lees and Masson, the 
Rev. Messrs. Henry Cowan and Graham, and Major 
M’Cartney,; of the Established Church; Professor Laid- 
law, the Rev. Dr. Moir, Porteous, the Rev. Lewis David- 
son, Captain Mackenzie, and Messrs. A. Taylor Innis, 
advocate, Jn. M’Laren, and Jas Sime, of the Free Church; 
and Professor Paterson, the Rev. James Robertson, and 
Mr. Thin, publisher, of the United Presbyterian Church. 
Letters of apology for, absence were intimated from 
Lord Balfour, of Burleigh, and Professor Calderwood. 
Consideration was resumed, in private, of the following 
resolution, adopted at a previous meeting, viz:—*‘ That, 
in view of forming a representative committee, the meet- 
ing resolves as follows:—They recall with satisfaction 
that many unions of divided Presbyterianism have al- 
ready taken place in Scotland and throughout the world; 
they believe the time has arrived in Scotland when the 
Presbyterian Churches should be no longer separate; 
and while they recognize that there are difficulties in 
the way of such a general union, they believe these are 
not insuperable, and that it is the duty of all Scots- 
men earnestly to consider whether some solution of 
the question cannot be found without delay.” The 
following motion proposed by Professor Laidlaw, and 
seconded by Dr. Alison, was adopted, viz:—‘‘ That the 
meeting agrees to hold the proposed constitution of as- 
sociation as withdrawn in the meantime, and invites 
members of the Presbyterian Churches to assist in ap- 
pointing a representative committee in terms of the 
above resolution, which committee shall be free to act 


¢ 


simply under said resolution in conferring upon the sub- 
jectofunion.” It was agreed that the numbers of repre- 
sentatives should be seven from each of the three 
Churches, and that the proposed committee should have 
power to add to their number in equal proportions. 

In this movement, I am sure, the Church in 
Canada will rejoice, and let us plead that your 
prayers may mingle with the prayers of all who 
love the prosperity of the goodold Presbyterian 
Church in Scotland, that God may hasten that 
much needed union in His time. Meanwhile, 
side by side with this, goes on the crusade for 
the disestablishment of the churches in England, 
Scotland and Wales. The commission sent by 
the Church of Scotland to investigate the more 
recent developements of the Calcutta scandalk 
have reached their destination, and ere long we 
may hope for their report. With it, we have no 
doubt, the matter must end. It has been a sore 
and distressing business. A Free Kirk elder,. 
who has just passed away has _ bequeathed 
$10,000 to build, and $50,000 to endow—what ? 
A Wesleyan church in Blairgowrie, together 
with his residence, Rosebank House, as the 
Mission House! It is said that there are as yet 
no Methodists in Blairgowrie. That is rather a 
strange freak. Blairgowrie is next parish to 
Mr. Herdman’s, formerly of Pictou. The Rev. 
Mr. McGillivray is busy in his advocacy of the 
claims of the French Evangelization effort. 
There is some interest taken in that enterprise 
by Christian people here, and the story of the 
recent attacks upon Pastor Chiniquy, which are 
carefully related in the Christian Leader, has 
not allowed the interest to decrease. Several 
times now he has neared the Crown of Martyr- 
dom. May he be spared for further service in 
his Master’s cause. D. 


IRELAND.—It is found to be very up-hill work 
to keep the Sustentation Fund going. It will 
be remembered that when Disestablishment took 
effect most of the ministers commuted their life 
interests fora lump sum which is now used as 
an endowment. Some six hundred thousand 
pounds sterling were got in this way. To supple 
ment this the Sustentation Fund is worked. The 
aim at first was to get an income from both 
sources, the Endowment and the Sustentation 
Fund, amounting to at least one hundred pounds 
for each minister, and this was to be in addition 
to the ordinary stipend, which varies from £30 
to £600 per annum. The Regium Donum did 
not amount to £70. Iftheaim had been reali- 
zed, ministers would have been £30 better off 
than before. As it was, for some years there 
was an addition of £22 to each minister, that is 
to say instead of the £70 of Regium Donum, 
there was £92 paid to each. It was hoped that 
things would gradually improve until the ideal 
of £100 would be reached. This hope has fail- 
ed so far. Nay, instead of improving there has 
been a decline. For a year or two past, instead 
of £22 of a surplus, it has only been £16, and 
the fear now is that this year a further decrease 
will be made. There has been a good deal of 
friction in various ways, One fruitful source 
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of feeling has been the attempts made to unite 
weak congregations that were in the same vil- 
lage or were sufficiently near to one another in 
country places. That it was a waste of men 
and money, keeping up two weak charges where 
one was amply sufficient, all can see, it 1s not 
so easy, however, working out the union, when 
the people are brought face to face with it. In 
some few cases a congregation in such circum- 
stances has severed its connexion with the 
General Assembly and joined the Covenanters. 
Even then, however, good was effected, at least 
inone way. The liberality of the people was 
stimulated to a pitch it never reached before. 
For generations the cougregation had contented 
itself with paying a stipend of twenty or thirty 
pounds a year. When it was decided to join 
another denomination rather than be extinguish- 
ed, at once the stipend sprang up to four or five 
times that amount! In other cases unions have 
been happily and successfully accomplished. 
And while in working upthe Sustentation Fund 
much selfishness was manifested in some 
quarters, in other cases there has been shown a 
liberality that is worthy of all praise. 


Canapa:—The Rev. Prof. Shaw, of the Wes- 
Jeyan College, Montreal, after preaching in the 
St. Gabriel Presbyterian Church, on the Ist 
ult., expressed very kind feelings towards this 
church so near the completion of one hundred 

ears in its history, remarking that it was very 
enihane in Methodists to have especial regard 
for it, as in it there was held, in 1819, the first 
Methodist missionary meeting in Canada. The 
Methodist Church in Montreal, built in 1808, 
and which is still standing on St. Sulpice St, in 
the rear of the Parish Church of Notre Dame, 
was considered too small, and the authorities of 
the old Kirk of Scotland very kindly lent their 
church for thisimportant occasion. This naeet- 
ang was held in connection with the Wesleyan 
Missionary Society of England, and was five 

ears anterior to the organization of the M. KE. 
SVieatnnnne Society of Upper Canada. He ex- 
pressed the hope that this event might ever serve 
as a pledge and omen of fraternal regard and 
harmonious action between these two churches, 
‘We may add that the Methodist and the Pres- 
byterian Churches in Canada are becoming 
more like each other every year. It is buta 
short time since the laity in the Methodist Church 
had ne share in the deliberations of the confer- 
ence, now, if we mistake not, they have their lay- 
delegates just as the Presbyterian Church has. 
And during the last few years,we hear of Metho- 
dist congregations inviting—* calling,” as the 
Presbyterians say—the ministers whom they 
wish to be set over them, It looks as though 
the matter of allocating their ministers may pass 
from the stationing committee altogether. And 
then we may hear of Methodist congregations cal- 
ling Presbyterian ministers and vice versa, for we 
see it stated that ata recent meeting of the Minis- 
terial Association of Toronto, a paper was read by 
@ev.S. P. Rose, entitled “Are Denominations 


Doomed,” and that a number of clergymen dis- 
cussed the subject with much earnestness, and 
all agreed that a great coalition of the denomina- 
tions Of the Christian Church throughout the 
world was in the near future. The Rev. John K. 
McMorine, formerly a minister of the Presbyte- 
rian Church of Canada in connection with the 
Church of Scotland, and now minister of the 
Church of England at Port Arthur, Lake Su- 
perior, has been appointed Rector of St. James’ 
Church, Kingston, vacant by the death of Rev. 
Mr. Kirkpatrick. 


Unirep Srates.—The American Board of 
Commissioners for Foreign Missions, with which 
Presbyterians co-operated for sixty years, has 
sent not less than 530 labourers among the 
North American Indians, and expended in their 
behalf about thirteen hundred thousand dollars. 
Since 1833, the Presbyterian Board of Foreign 
Missions has commissioned about three hundred 
and eighty missionaries to sixteen different tribes, 
and expended for them $525,000 the free gifts of 
the churches, besides $520,000 more intrusted to 
it by the Government for educational work, for 
which the Board was accountable aud furnished 
vouchers. Here isa work by the two Foreign 
Mission Boards through which Presbyterians 
have acted, contributing over $1,800,000 and 
sending out over nine hundred missionaries to 
the Indians. And it is the testimony of Com- 
missioner Price, in his report for 1882, that no 
other method for the elevation of the Indians 
has compared with the labours of Christian mis- 
sionaries. 


Rev. J. C. Burgess, formerly of Carleton, 
New Brunswick, and now minister of the first 
Presbyterian Church, San Francisco, has favour- 
ed us with a few notes from the Pacific coast. 
Referring to the deaths of Dr. Scott and Dr. 
Patterson of that city he says, “not only has a 
vacancy been created in the respective churches 
which they served, but that two stars of the 
first magnitude have passed away from the 
ecelesiastical firmament. The Presbyterian 
Church has produced few men containing so 
many good traits in such high degree. Dr. Scott 
was recognized generally as the leading minister 
of the Church on the Paeific coast. He was 
founder, president, and professor of Divinity in 
the San Francisco Theological Seminary. Kitty 
young men now in the ministry received their 
training under his teaching. Dr. Patterson was 
also a great worker. At the time of his death 
he was pastor of the East Oakland congregation. 
St. John’s Church is at present supplied by Rev. 
A. B. Meldrum, assistant of the late Dr. Scott, 
a graduate of Toronto University, and a student 
for two years in Knox College. Rev. W. S. 
Whittier, formerly of Chalmer’s Church, Hali- 
fax, is working very successfully in West Oak- 
land, where he has erected a beautiful church 
edifice. No appointment has yet been made to 
fill the vacancy in the College caused by Dr. 
Scott’s death. 
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Trmperancn Notes :—The counties of North-| probable that in a month or two there will be a 


umberland and Durham, Ont., have carried the 
Scott Act by amajority of 2,600. Fifty counties 
and three cities have already adopted the Act. 
Measures are in Progress for submitting the Act 
in the cities of Toronto, Kingston, London, Belle- 
ville, St. Catherines, St. Thomas, Winnipeg and 
St. John, N.B., also in twenty-six additional 
counties and throughout the whole Province of 
Manitoba. At a large meeting held in St. John’s, 
Newfoundland, a resolution was enthusiastically 
carried—“ That in view of the rapidly rising 
temperance sentiment all over the country it is 
the opinion of this meeting that the time has 
come to seek an act of the Legislature for the 
total prohibition of the liquor traffic in this 
colony.” The Mercury says,—* It will be a glor- 
ous day when the importation, manufacture and 
sale of intoxicating liquor is forbidden through- 
out the entire island.” In the United States there 
is prohibition in Maine (648,936), Vermont 
(population 332,286), New Hampshire (popu- 
lation 346,991), Kansas (population 996,096) and 
Iowa (population 1,624,615.) At the present time 
Loca] Option Prohibition has been obtained in 
three-fourths of the area in Massachusets more 
than half of Maryland, in ninety counties in 
Florida, in over ninety counties in Georgia, in 
one-third of Alabama, in one-half of South 
Carolina, in seventy-five counties in Arkansas, 
in forty counties in Missouri, in one-half of 
Rhode Island and Connecticut, in five counties 
of New Jersey, in a large part of Tennessee, and 
in large areas of New York State, Illinois, Wis- 
consin, and other states of the Union. 


THe Marca or Curistianiry.—Dr. ee 
stone died upon his knees, pleading for the Sa 

vation of Africa. Since his death the vast Con- 
go valley has been explored. Marvellous dis- 
coveries have been made of ruins, lakes, moun- 
tains, cities, tribes, races of whom till within a 
year or two nothing at all was known. Mission- 
aries have hastened from the Atlantic coast to 
occupy posts far inland. Commerce has been 
busy opening up new channels for enterprise. 
Nations have been sitting in council, attempting 
to determine the destinies of the newly opened 
lands. It seems now settled by the common con- 
sent of the civilized world that the ‘ Congo 
State” is to be independent, and that its destinies 
are to be controlled by the International Asso- 
ciation,—an organization by no means unfriend- 
ly to Christian Missions, but which is likely to 
set its face firmly against slavery. It seems a 
most joyful Providence that has saved the Con- 
go regions from the paralyzing grip of Portugal, 
which still cherishes slavery, and which has 
ever been unfriendly to the progress of Protest- 
ant Missions. At the time that the Congo was 
revealing its secrets in the west of the dark con- 
tinent, exploration and adventure were equally 
busy in the east. A road for missionaries has 
been opened up the Zambesi up to Lake Nyassa 
and to Lake Tanganyika. The distance to the 
last station on the Congo is not great; and it is 


complete chain of mission stations from the 
mouth of the Zambesi on the east coast to the 
mouth of the Congo on the west coast. The In- 
ternational Association hopes to extend its civil- 
izing sway over a belt 400 miles wide all the 
way across the continent.

[urine the past year over seventy have 
y~ thrown off heathenism, and cast away their 
old gods (many of them are now in my posses- 
sion) and as we have lately heard of a number 
more who are talking of leaving their old village 
and moving nearer us, the number will probably, 
reach a hundred by the end of this year. At 
our last communion we admitted fifteen to the 
Church, and at our next we will probably have 
an addition af about twenty. | 

The young men I am training for teachers, are, 
doing well, and are already of great service. 
Some of them are generally engaged on Sab- 
bath either at their own or some of the surround-| 
ing villages, and when I itinerate, part of them | 
aecompany me. The rest I leave to assist. 
Mrs. Mackenzie in the school. Those of them 
who are not yet church members, although they 
do not engage in prayer or address the natives, 
assist by leading the singing and teaching a 
class to read. For instance,two such ac- 
companied me to Fila last Sabbath, We 
have a small grass church there, and a con- 
gregation of over thirty. The majority 
of the village are still heathen. Well, shortly 
after sunrise we had a short service in the 
church, and then we went from house to house 
holding service among the heathen. They are 
not willing to assemble, but they remain in their 
houses waiting for us. Souri, the fine young man 
who renounced heathenism and asked for a teach- 
er when I was in Nova Scotia, with whom, along 
with the teacher, I generally divide the village, 
was laid up with asore foot, and the teacher was. 
away conducting service at another village, so it 
all devolved on myself. Insome houses we found 
but two or three natives, in others a dozen or 
more, three generations of them together in the 
same hut. I gave out a hymn which my young 
men sung most heartily. I then gave a short 
address and engaged in prayer. This was repeated 
ten or a dozen times, and then we returned fora 
short rest before the mid-day service in the 
church. Did not see the sacred woman of the 
village that day. She was in a little hut of her 
own, some distance from her husband’s, who is 
the principal chief of Fila. It is always a matter 
of surprise to me how that woman gained so 
much authority over the rest of the natives not 
only of her own but also of several inland vil- 
lages. When we began to visit them years ago 
her word was supreme. . Did they go to their 
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plantations? It was because she gave them per- 
mission. [f she said the day was sacred no one 
would venture to his plantation lest his food 
should be destroyed. If she said no canoes were 
to be made you would see them that year buying 
canoes from other villages. They gave her pre- 
sents of food, meat, &c., in order that she would 
give them a good crop of yams. Poor woman, I 
remember some of them threatened to kill her, 
seven years ago, because she would not make 
rain. There was a drought that year and great 
scarcity of food. As you can imagine, she 
regards us with no favorable eye since she sees 
her yams gradually growing less. Formerly she 
did all in her power to prevent the natives about 
her from listening to us, and it generally seemed 
a good opportunity for her to hold intercourse 
with her sacred spirit when we were engaged in 
prayer. For some little time she would whistle in 
a low breath, and then, as if actually possessed 
by an evil spirit, she would give an unearthly 
scream that would make one shudder. After 
mid-day service we had another short rest and 
then came Sabbath-school, or Bible-class, which- 
ever you like to eall it, for those who are able to 
read. Then all the rest of the worshipping natives 
assembled and we divided them into classes, my 

oung men assisting me to teach them to read the 

rimer or Scripture History. After reading I 
questioned them on what I’ had said to them at 
the service, and on the History of Joseph. 


As an evidence that the work is making pro- 
gress, we have sent three teachers and their 
wives to heathen islands. I think it speaks well 
for our little flock, (we have about ninety church 
members) to have given three foreign mission- 
aries in one year. Two of them have gone to 
Api, and the third to Ambrim, where our dear 
brother, the Rev. W. B. Murray, laboured for one 
short year. And now, in all probability his work 
is ended. He left last August, hoping that a 
change to New South Wales would restore him 
if not to perfect health, yet so far re-establish it 
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medicine; neither do they give them with that 
view. J informed them at school one mornin 

of our decision to remain, and added that I hoped 
to get a new house from Sydney, and would 
require a large quantity of lime for it, and if they 
were willing to do so, they might burn a kiln for 
us. I had not to ask them a second time. On 
Monday morning some of them were scattered 
over the lagoon in canoes, others along the shore 
busy gathering coral. When they had asufficient 
quantity they went to the bush and felled trees, 
which they cut into lengths of about five feet. 
The heavier ones they slung to poles, and the 
lighter ones they carried on their shoulders to 
the place where the pit was to be made. Day 
after day they worked at it until they had a fine 
lot of lime for us. When the “Dayspring” arrived 
she went into the harbour. Captain Braithwaite 
intended boating the house round, but as the sea 
was rough, I sent word to our natives that I 
would like very much if they would go and 
carry the house across from the harbour to the 
lagoon, ( the distance is only about half a mile, 
but there is a hill to climb). Next morning 
some eighty or ninety of them turned out. Partof 
them in large canoes assisted the “ Dayspring’s” 
boat to land the house, part of them carried it 
overland and the rest in my boat and their own 
canoes brought it down the lagoon. By five 
o’clock, p.m., the same day, it was all snugly 
piled away. Week before last they plaited cocoa- 
nut leaves, and cut reeds for thatch, and last 
Tuesday they came to put it on. It was anoisy 
and a busy day. When a hundred natives or more 
are together doing anything, especially when they 
go at it heartily, they make no little noise. Mrs, 
Mackenzie and her native helpers prepared sev- 
eral pots of rice and yams for their mid-day 
meal, and the native women did their part. They, 
had a number of puddings piping hot for them 
when the work was done. By sundown they had 
all gone, leaving the Missionary and his wife 
with happy hearts, and a splendid roof, proof 
pau even the heaviest tropical rains.—

time. But the sad tidings have just come that 
his health is hopelessly ruined. On many occa- 
sions we have been not a little grieved with the 
ingratitude of the natives. For instance, we have 
had some of them who were all living on our 
premises that they might receive medicine, and 
a little nourishing food. When they were leav- 
ing they were considerably offended that they 
were not paid for staying with us! We have not 
had anything jlike that, however, for several 
years, and our experience of the past year has 

een quite the opposite. We had some thought 
of leaving this village, and moving to the Har- 
bour. Our people here were very much cast 
down about it. But that they were gratified at 
my decision to remain was soon evidenced by the 
presents of yams, &c., that camein. I may here 
mention that our Christian natives supply us, 
gratis, with nearly all the yams we require. In 
reality they are not gratis, as we supply them with 
medicine for which we receive nothing. But we 
do not tell them that their yams pay for their 


FRENCH AGGRESSION. 


Rev. Dr. STEEL, writing under date of the 
30th Dec., 1884, intimates that he has received 
several sums for arrowroot from Eromanga. 
These he has placed to the credit of Mr. Robert- 
son ‘for payment of printing the Gospels.” The 
Dayspring had not then arrived at Sydney.

Steel adds; ‘We are in daily anxiety about the 
New Hebrides, There seems every probability 
that they will be annexed to France and madea 
large convict colony. Most of the Australian 
colonies are grieved at the prospect; but New 
South Wales is rather apathetic,—at least the 
Government is tardy in its remonstrance. All 
the other colonies are protesting against the 
course taken by the Earl of Derby. What may 
be the course of our Mission in the future we 
cannot tell. Let us wait on God and do our

french Company is Captain Macleod, a native of 
Nova Scotia! e has just arrived in Sydney, 
and is reported as stating that the French 
have meant annexation for the past six years.” 
<‘ Mr. Annand’s station has contributed during 
the year about £80, in arrowroot. Last year 
Mr. Lawrie’s station sent arrowroot to Scot- 
land which realized about £120. Most of this 
goes for the newchurch.” These contributions, 
considering the smallness of the congregation, 
show truly remarkable liberality. 

In reply to a communication addressed to the 
Foreign Office, London, by the Moderator of the 
ree Church of Scotland, a reply has been re- 
ceived stating in effect that “the agreement 
between France and this country respecting the 
New Hebrides is considered by Her Majesty’s 
Government to be still in force.” 

We regret that Lord Granville’s response is 
not more emphatic. In view of a proposal 
made in Berlin with his sanction, it is eminently 
unsatisfactory. That proposal was to give the 
New Hebrides to France, to give New Britain 
and New Ireland to Germany, and to give the 
whole of New Guineato Great Britain. Thesug- 
gestion was not accepted by Bismark, because he 
wished aslice of New Guinea; but had he accept- 
ed it, there is no doubt that by this time the 
New Hebrides would be under the French flag. 
We trust that the emphatic remonstrances of 
the Australian Colonies and the Presbyterian 
Churches will have the desired effect upon the 
British Government, 


Our Grinidad MAlission. 
GENERAL REporT FoR 1884. 


HE Mission Council in reviewing*the work 

of 1884 offer most cordial thanks to the 
friends of the Mission for their continued interest 
and support. A year of hardship and trial closes 
with many reasons for thanksgiving. Mr. Grant, 
who was absent on furlough, has returned. Two 
new female teachers from Canada are to begin 
work with the new year. And Rey. John Gibson 
has arrived to prepare for work in Demerara. 
Progress is noticeable in every part of the field 
and department of the work. During the year 
some converts have passed away in confidence of 
a better world—made theirs by faith in our Divine 
Redeemer. Others have proved themselves 
worthy amid the toil and temptations of earth. 
152 have been admitted to the Christian Church 
by baptism and 27 couples have been united in 
Christian Marriage. 41 schools have been in 
operation with 1890 children on the roll at the 
end of the year and an average daily attendance 
of 1286. two new churches have been built, 
one at Oropouche and the other at Princes 
Town. The cost of the former is included in the 
table of expenditure for the year. Thechurch at 
Princes Town has been built at a cost of $2,880. 
By an effort spread over three years the sum of 


$2,585 has been raised for this object, partly in 


Trinidad and partly in Canada, leaving adebt of 


for Mr. Grant at a cost of $3,000. Of this sum 
$2,500 has been provided in Canada and the 
balance of $500 remains meantime as a debt. 
From the tables annexed to the report, we learn 
that of the scholars on the Roll 1,360 were boys ; 
530 were girls. That the total expenditure for 
the year for ehurches and sehools was £4,187,; 
2s. 1d. sterling. Paid to Missionaries, £1,225; 
Catechists, £220, 14s. 3d; schools, £1,885, 4s.11d.- 
Buildings, £731, 19s. 4d. Incidental and Insur, 
ance, £124, 3s. 7d. Received from Proprietors’ 
£870, 16. 8.; Native Church, £347, 14s. 2d. 
Donations, £83, 16s. 10d.; Government grants to 
schools, £695, 19s. 3d.; Sundries, £78, 17s.4d. The 
balance, £2,163. 6s. 11d,, was paid by the Church 
in Canada. This does not include the item of $2,- 
500 fora house in San Fernando. It does not in- 
clude the amount granted by the United Presby- 
terian Church, Scotland, for the support of the St. 
Joseph Station where Mr. Hendrie is missionary. 
The four stations supported by our Churches 
cost respectively as follows: Tunapuna, £777, 
16s. 2d.; San Fernando, £1,690, 15s. 8d. ; Couva, 
£772, 15s. 5d. ; Princestown, £945, 14s. 10d. The 
Pee Station, comparatively new, cost £439, 
5s. 4d. 


FourTEENtH ANNUAL Report oF Rey. K. J. . 
GRANT. 


FourtTEEN YEARS of mission work have 
now closed. We have seen very much of 


| God’s goodness, and to Him do we give praise 


for personal, family, and mission mercies. 

After a furlough of six months, which we 
much enjoyed, we arrived home on 2nd Novem- 
ber. We have now moved into the manse, which 
is in every way suited to our requirements. It 
is neat, commodious, substantial, and as it is of 
concrete, not only in outer walls, but in all its 
partitions, it will be durable, and the risks from 
fire are small. We are sincerely thankful to all. 
concerned for thishouse. To my faithful assist-, 
ant, the Rev. Lal Behari, to the Mission Coun-' 
cil, and to the Rev. Mr. Wilson, our thanks are 
due for the manner in which the mission work 
was sustained in our absence—it was carried on 
with vigour. During the year, 77 have been 
added to our roll of baptisms—33 adults and 44 
children. Several now under instruction seek 
admission to the Church. We believe there is 
a disposition shown, asnever before, to seriously 
enquire into the Christian faith. The agencies 
at work to secure these results are as follows :— 
18 schools, with a roll of 928 pupils, and a daily 
attendance of 626. Religious instruetion is given 
daily. Outside the school several Indian teach- 
ers give instruction to adults. Seven who doa 
certain amount of school work daily, but whose 
principal power is in Hindi, not in English, are 
teaching and exhorting from door to door, un- 
der this gallery and that tree, wherever a solitary 
individual or a group can be found that will 
listen to the wonderful words of life. By these 
valuable helpers seven stations are maintained

state. But the extent of our work will not 
admit of details in an annual report, which 
should not be long. In supervising, directing, 
and managing this work, together with the wor 

of the Hindostani and English congregations in 
San Fernando, your missionary and his assist- 
ant find much more to do than can be satisfac- 
torily overtaken by them. The care bestowed 
in teaching adults as well as children to read is 
now amply rewarded. Six weeks ago our annual 
stock of books from India came to hand, and 
already fifty dollars have been paid in for books 
purchased. Through the Word preached and a 
wholesome Christian literature circulated and 
read, we are very hopeful of good results; but 
Beara ever remember that the increase is of 

od. 

Fears have been entertained and whispered by 
practical men that our school work, whilst aim- 
‘ing at the intellectual and moral improvement 
‘of the people, might tend to defeat the object for 
which the Indian is brought to the country, viz., 
to cultivate the soil. This question has some- 
times perplexed your missionaries here, even 
though they have been accustomed at home to 
see the cultivator of the soil often cultivated in 
mind—labour and education harmoniously 
‘united. We have made a trial to unite field 
work with school work. Before leaving in May 
I arranged to purchase in New York hoes for a 
gang of 20 school children on Petite Morne 
estate. All in authority connected with the 
estate regarded the matter most favourably. 
Hoes were secured, a trial has been made, the 
Indian teacher going out with his children from 
6 to 8a.m., and with pleasure and pride the mana- 
ger, a few days ago, pointed out a field just 
weeded by these little hands, and remarking, 
“the work is most creditable.” As the initia- 
tive has now been taken, we hope in the coming 
year to get the same plan adopted on other 
estates, that our children may learn to handle 
the hoe as well as the pen. 

I have already reported the erection and open- 
ing of a new church at Aropouche at a cost of 
£241 0s. 9d.; the purchase and fitting-up of a 
|Government railway shed, costing £35 5s 10d., 
for a school house at Point a Pierre, and the re- 
‘roofing of Harmony HalN school house, etc., 
£22 10s. Od., the whole cost of which has been 
met. We close the year with over one hundred 
dollars to credit of mission. This balance is due 
to the liberal way in which we were dealt with 
when at home. Work, however, is now in pro- 
gress On our premises, which will cost $360, and 
more will be necessary before the school house 
and its appendages will be put in order. By 
increasing the efficiency of our schools the Gov- 
‘ernment allowance in May of “ Result Fees,” 
will be increased, and from this source, together 
with increased contributions from the native

we will ask from the F. M. Board simply the 
same amount as we now receive, trusting to 
Him who has provided in the past. We are 
indebted to a host of friends, whom we cannot 
name, for kindnesses in many ways. May the 
Lord reward them.

Dr. G. L. Maoxay, writing from Hong-Kong,, 
on the 16th of January, says:— Yesterday, Albert 
Sutliffe, correspondent for Chicago Tribune, &c. 
came to see me. He arrived in Tamsui and 
called on me there just before I left. The wn- 
expected blockade shut him in as it shut me out.. 
At last he got away on board an English gun- 
boat. When he left Tamsui everything was 
just as when I left. There is absolutely nothing 
doing. No more chapels touched. In two dis- 
tricts preachers and converts enjoying compara- 
tive quietness. In one district false reports, &., 
circulated about them. I did ee in m 
power to ensure protection, and now H.B. M. 
Consul, A. Frater, Esq., is getting Mandarins to 
bestir themselves about converts, &c. I am 
still trying to get back on board a French man- 
of-war. If I could, no one would go but myself. 
I am not waiting for either peace or war, but 
just a chance to return to my beloved Formosa. 
Mr. and Mrs. Jamieson are busy day and night 
studying the language, which they can do here 
better than if at Tamsui, under the circum- 
stances. I am drilling the two students here 
every day, and am strong again. It is trying, try- 
ing to be away from the dear converts. 

Fear not about our 
lives. Death is not feared. Let beloved Formosa

LETTER FROM MR. JAMIESON. 


One morning we were walking with Dr. 
Mackay, conversing about the affairs of the 
mission, when one of our converts came running 
up to inform us that several French men-of-war 
were approaching the port. We knew at once 
that they meant business. By two hours or so 
after they had cast anchor, official notice was — 
sent us that at 10 a.m. on the following day the © 
Chinese forts commanding the entrance to the 
river were to be shelled. As the houses of the 
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Wuropeans were in the line of fire behind the 
forts, the residents were advised to go on board 
the British gun-boat then lying in the river, and 
which was to be moved further up, so as to be 
out of reach of the French missiles. Next morn- 
ing, instead of 10 a.m., at 6.30 cannonading 
commenced. The Chinese it is said were trying 
‘with blank shot how one of their guns would 
work, which the French interpreted as the 
‘beginning of the action, and replied accordingly. 
We were at once under fire in earnest. As best 


we could we made our way to the gunboat, 
dodging the falling shells and fragments as we 
went. The sensation is anything but pleasant, 
as one hears voNey after volley fired from those 
huge floating forts; while overhead or alongside 
there is the whirr or bang of a shot or shell 
going on its deadly work. Firing lasted pretty 
steadily until about 11 a.m., when the forts 
were sileneed. Fortunately, no Huropeans were 
hurt, nor any connected with our mission. The 
mission property is very little damaged. My 
own house was struck twice, fragments of shells 
coming through the roof. In the evening we 
returned to our homes, and all was quiet. This 
bombardment took place on 4th Oct. On the 
8th we had another day of excitement, when 
the French landed about 600 men to attack the 
Chinese soldiers stationed near the coast. About 
'9 a.m. a heavy eannonading was begun to cover 
the landing of the attacking force. Then fol- 
lowed a sharp contest with small arms, with the 
result that the Chinese had the advantage, and 
the Freneh were obliged to makea rather hasty 
retreat to their ships, with loss, as reported, of 
some 20 killed. But though repulsed at this 
time, it was well known that the Freneh would 
but wait the arrival of more troops to make an 
attack more vigorously than before; the Chinese 
were also colleckng more forces, and it was 
evident there would be a severe struggle. In 
consequence of this an order was issued by the 
British Consul that all women and children 
should leave the port, it being considered unsafe 
for them to remain longer. Mrs, Mackay and 
three children, Mrs. J. and myself, left on 12th, 
accompanied by other two English ladies. Dr. 
Mackay decided to remain for a time, at least, 
to look after the interests of the mission. We 
are ready to ask the reason why these things 
are allowed to take place, but we wait in 
Bete: trusting that the light will yet shine 

rightly where now it is aye and that these 
trials will yet issue in a greater extension of the 
Kingdom of our Redeemer. Dear friends in 
Canada pray for your tried and afflicted brethren 
in Formosa. The dark night of suffering has 
come upon them, but while many have been 
called to pass through deep waters, we are glad 
to know that they have proved true to the faith 
which they professed. By their example may 
we all be stimulated to press on, fight on, even 
amidst trial and difficulty, till the warfare is 
over and the crowns are won.—JoHN JAMIESON. 


Gield Hotes. 


S[RINIDAD Rev. John Knox Wright writes 
from Couva, Feb. 2:—We have fairly 
entered upon the work of another year. The 
schools are all in running order and give promise 
of even better things than last year. The Gov- 
ernment Inspector was hear on Monday and 
Tuesday of last week, and examined California, 
Exchange, Milton, and Esperanza. Inthe first 
mentioned school we presented over eighty for 
examination. Most of these passed over very 
creditably. In Exchange we presented over 
forty. The average in January in this school 
is forty-six. To present a child we must show 
by record of attendances that he has been over 
100 full days at school during the year. The 
Calcutta school is doing well. Mr. McLeod was 
here to-day. Heseems better. Mr. Gibson is 
now in Princes Town studying as much as 
possible, but also giving help to Mr. McLeod in 
the working of his field. However, I am prett 
well on the whole. We had quite a stir on Wed- 
nesday of last week. There was acollision of a 
passenger train with a gravel train near St. 
Joseph station. Two persons were killed and 
many injured. Two or three have died since 
from injuries received. The Cxumblay festival 
will soon be upon us. We trust that there will 
be no disturbance. Such disturbances have a 
fearfully demoralizing effect upon the Coolies. 
There are very many causes which tend to hinder 
our work in bringing these poor creatures to the 
truth. Pray for them. Pray for us. We are 
rieved to learn of troubles in Formosa. May 
od give His blessing upon India, Formosa, 
Trinidad and all lands in which the gospel torch 
is held aloft, and remove all hindrances. 


Hono.vyv, Hawaii :—Rev. Hugh A. Robert- 
son and family arrived here on the 24th of 
February, en route for Eromanga, all well. 
Mr. T. M. Henderson, formerly of Montreal, 
now settled at Honolulu, writes as follows,— 
The mission work of the Hawaiian Islands has 
met with a sad loss, in the death of two of the 
oldest missionaries. Mrs. Lowell Smith de- 

arted this life for her “rest” on Saturday, 

anuary 3lst, after a few days’ illness. She 
came to the islands with her husband, the 
Rev. Lowell Smith, M.D., in 1832, and up to 
her death had been an active worker. They 
devoted themselves especially to the natives. 
Though 75 years of age she taught aclass in 
Sunday school, and literally died in harness. 
She was present in the school on January 11th, 
and closed the exercises with prayer. Mrs. 
Smith attended Evangelistic meetings con- 
ducted by Mrs. Hampson of England, from 
Jan. 4th to 14th and it is supposed she over- 
taxed her strength. The funeral services were 
held in Kaumakapili church (native C paey 
of which Dr. Smith was the first Pastor, an 
were conducted in both Hawaiian and English, 
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Rey. S. C. Damon, better known as father Da- 
mon, died on the following Saturday, Feb. 7th, 
after an illness of three weeks, aged 70 years. 
He came out to the Islands on Oct. 19th, 1842, 
being sent out by the American Seamen’s Friend 
Society, as chaplain for Honolulu. At that time 
the Bethel Church was the only edifice for the 
public worship of English speaking people, so 
that he naturally became the pastor for the for- 
eign community on shore, as well as for the sea- 
men. He began in 1843, the publication of a 
paper called ‘ The Friend,” devoted to the wel- 
fare of seamen, and which he continued to edit 
and publish until within a month of his death. 
The funeral services were held in Bethel Church 
which had been the scene of his life-work, and 
were conducted by the present pastor, Rev E. C. 
Oggel, assisted by the resident clergymen, and 
were attended by all classes. His Majesty, King 
Kalakaua, accompanied by his Chamberlain, 
Her Royal Highness, Princess Liliuokalana and 
her husband, Governor Dominas, and many 
others in high official station were present to 
testify their esteem for the departed missionary. 
The Record comes regularly and is enjoyed 
more than ever. 


Erzroom, #. Turkey :—The Rev. Robert 
Chambers, a minister of our own Church, who 
has since 1879 been labouring in Eastern 
Turkey under the auspices of the American 
Board still reads and appreciates the Record, 
under the shadow of Mount Ararat. In a recent 
letter he says,—During the past year we have 
made a strong and hearty effort on behalf of 
cordial co-operation with the native churehes 
and have succeeded sufficiently to be incited 
to still more earnest and prayerful efforts 
towards the same end in the future. Win- 
ter is mild this year and we have pros- 
pect of a somewhat earlier spring than usual 
Government is getting more and more severe in 
measures for resisting our work. ‘Two of our 
workers were imprisoned during the past year. 
Our Governor and Lieutenant-Governor, whom 
we sometimes meet at consulate dinners and at 
their own residences, profess high admiration of 
our work and warm friendship towards ourselves. 
When we present a case of hardship or persecu- 
tion they listen with sympathy and indignation, 
dictate telegrams or messages in our presence, 
ordering the proper officials to enquire into the 
matter and have the offenders well punished, 
then when our backs are turned they recall the 
professedly despatehed message and substitute 
for it the usual formula—“See that justice is done 
as Turkish law requires,” which means “ We 
have been applied to and have diplomatized the 
app ipa into silence, youare free to do as you 
like, but try and cover your tracks.” 


In Tokio, Japan, the largest theatre in the 
city was packed at services on two days to hear 
the gospel as proclaimed by native ministers. 
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HE increased demand for March neces- 
sitated the printing of a second edition 
of the number for that month. We are 
thus able to supply a few additional copies 
to any of our agents who may wish to get 
them. Our circulation is increasing steadily, 
though not so rapidly as it should. It is 
now at the highest point yet attained ; but 
there are heights beyond to whieh we aspire ; 
though we may never reach them, we shall 
still keep them in view. ‘There are, as yet, 
only a few of the congregations who supply 
each family with a copy of the Record. 
That it would be advantageous for all the 
congregations to do this we firmly believe.

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Revivals, Sabbath Observance.

LL Evangelical denominations in the 
United States report extensive revi- 
vals of religion. Additions to the churches 
‘are larger than at any time since 1872. 
Many congregations that were in a condition 
bordering on dissolution have renewed their 
strength. The remarkably interesting 
movement among the studentsin the Scotch 
and English Universities continues. We 
cannot recall a time when so many students 
have consecrated themselves to the Lord. 
Sir William Muir, the new Principal of 
Edinburgh University, and a number of 
the Professors have been engaged in actively 
encouraging the students, and confirming 
them in their choice of ‘ the better part.” 
Scotland will undoubtedly be very greatly 
benefited by attention being directed so 
earnestly to vital religion instead of giving 
‘undue prominence to matters of ecclesias- 
tical polity. We are glad to learn that very 
deep interest in religious matters prevails 
in various sections of our own Church. 
Reports reach us from the Presbyteries of 
‘Truro in:Nova Scotia, and from P. E. Island 
of unusually large additions to the churches. 
‘From the city of St. John also we hear of 
#pecial services attended with excellent 
results. 


HE Legislature of Ontario has passed 
an Act for the better observance of 
the Lord’s Day—an Act which, it seems, 
was not within ihe sphere of the Dominion 
Parliament. All the same we have pleasure 
in mentioning the name of Mr. Charkton 
in connection with the Act, and in thanking 
him for his able speech on the subject in the 
House of Commons. Other provincial legis- 
latures wil, we trust, follow the example set 
by the Legislature of Ontario. A French phil- 
osopher, M. Proudhon, declares that to the 
upper classes in France the Sabbath is no 
longer known: ‘‘ Their vices and impieties 
are therefore incurable.” Where there is a 
Sabbath there is at least a chance of religi- 
ous instruction being given, and being 
heeded. Christianity is not wholly lost 
sight of. On the other hand, where the 
Sabbath is secularized, immorality with its 
numerous consequences comes in like a de-. 
stroying pestilence. Witness Germany 
witness France and Spain. Alas! there is 
no scarcity of witnesses ! 

It is remarkable that Scotland should be 
very rapidly losing her Sabbath. We read 
of vast assemblies in Glasgow on Sunday 
evenings cheering lectures that abound in 
buffoonery and profanity,—the same Glas- 
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gow that was wont to “flourish by the 
preaching of the word.” Railway and 
steamboat excursions such as are henceforth 
illegal in Ontario are by no means uncom- 
mon in Scotland. This should not be so 
in a community where at least three fourths 
of the people are Presbyterians. It will be 
remembered that the Roman Catholic 
Council, which met last autumn at Balti- 
more, expressed very healthy views with 
regard to the Lord’s Day. We are sorry, 
however, that it has been through the inter- 
ference of the R. C. Bishop of New Orleans 
that the great exhibition in that city re- 
mains open on the Lord’s Day. Our Gene- 
ral Assembly has from year to year testified 
faithfully with regard to the Lord’s Day. 


The result we see in part already; but we’ 


may hope for much more in the near 
future.

From ANTWERP TO COLOGNE.

WE are going to Copenhagen bya some- 

2° what circuitous route. Leaving Lon- 
don at 8 p.m., on the 20th of August, we 
reached Harwich at 9.30 and immediately 
stepped on board the steamship that is to 
ferry us across the English Channel, here 
100 miles wide. The night was fine: the 
sea smooth as a mill-pond : daybreak found 
us steaming up the Scheldt, a broad, deep 
river. We are yet sixty miles from Antwerp. 
Beyond the huge dykes which hedge the 
river in there is very little to be seen. The 
country is flat—in many places from ten to 
twenty feet below the level of the sea. The 
only objects visible were clumps of willow 
trees, rows of poplars, windmills trying to 
catch the morning breeze, and tall church 
steeples. At 10 a.m. we were alongside the 
quay at Antwerp amid a forest of masts. 
Itis a fine city, improving more rapidly, it 
is said, than any city in Europe: population 
about 200,000. Although many of the 
quaint and picturesque buildings have 
disappeared, a few fine specimens remain. 
The Cathedral of Notre Dame is of itself 
worth going a long way to see. It dates 
from the early part of the fifteenth century. 
It has a magnificent spire. The interior, 
with its lofty aisles, its great expanse of stone 
pavement, its massive pillars and rich stain- 
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ed windows, is very fine. Some of the 
paintings are valuable, especially the “‘ Des- 
cent from the Cross,” by Rubens. That. 
great painter lived and died here. Vandyke 
was a native of Antwerp. Rembrandt, too, 
and many other celebrated artists belonged 
to the Flemish School of the Fine Arts. 
My companion de voyage, a fine young 
Scotchman, ascended the long flight of steps 
in the tower to the gallery beneath “ the 
bells’—those charming bells that have 
chimed so sweetly for three hundred and 
fifty years or more. ‘There are nearly one 
hundred of them—the largest weighing 
16,000 lbs. and requiring the strength of 
simeen men to swing it.

We “did” Antwerp in three hours and 
at one o’clock were off for Brussels through 
a very well-tilled country. Men and women 
were working in the fields) Some were 
cutting wheat and barley with the old- 
fashioned scith—an implement I have seen 
deftly handled by Dutch farmers in Canada 
long ago. Others were crawling along the 
ground on their knees, weeding the sugar- 
beet—the staple product of the country. 
We noticed some large hop-yards—suggest- 
ive of another staple article that shall be 
nameless. The whole country seemed a 
continuous garden. The distance is only 
twenty-seven miles and the time one hour. 
Brussels is one of the cleanest, brightest, 
most beautiful cities in Europe: population 
about 250,000. The railway station is a long 
distance from the Grand Hotel Brittanique, 
but the way to it takes us through the finest 
part of the city, by parks and gardens, until 
we reach the royal palaces in the upper part 
of the town. In one of these was the 
grand ball on the eve of the battle of 
Waterloo with which Byron has made every 
school-boy familiar. But even grander 


than the king’s houses, is the new Palace 


of Justice. Ican think of no other build- 
ing with which it can be compared—at once 
so massive and so elegant. As if to pro- 
claim that impartial justice shall be meted 
out in this splendid temple to rich and 
poor alike, the approach to it from the old

In the distance, the 
twin towers of the Cathedral of Cologne 
and the compact walled city of 150,000 
clustered round it ; beyond, a fringe of blue 
and purple hills bounding the horizon. It 
was not long till we were seated at dinner 
on the open verandah of the Hotel de 
Hollande and- feasting our eyes on the 
beautiful river, 1,500 feet wide and cours: 
ing towards the sea at a rate of six milesan 
hour. Immediately infront of us, the old- 
fashioned bridge of boats, thronged with 
pedestrians and earriages: a little lower 
down, a handsome high-level iron railway 
bridge. Apart from the river, the first and 
the last thing to see in Cologne is the 
Cathedral, remarkable for its vast size and 
beautiful proportions. Its graceful spires 
rise to a height of 511 feet. Taken asa 
whole, externally and internally, it is an 
unrivalled specimen of Gothic architecture. 
It has been 600 years in building, and was 
only completed two or three years ago. 
Farewell to Coeln! as it is here called, and 
to our kind and obliging landlord, Herr 
Krone, a highly accomplished gentleman. 


Missionary Cabinet. 


JOHN COLERIDGE PATTESON. 


THIS beloved missionary Bishop of Mil- 

anesia was the first Christian minister 
who visited Eromanga after the tragic death 
of Rev. George N. Gordon and his wife, 
which took place as most of our readers 
know on the 20th of May, 1861. Some 
time after that event, Bishop Patteson, in 
the prosecution of his missionary labours, 
landed on Eromanga and read the burial 
service over the martyrs’ graves. This touch- 
ing tribute of respect to the memory of our 
fallen missionaries exemplifies very beauti- 
fully the fine spirit with whieh Patteson 
was animated, and the spirit of Christian 
brotherhood which has always subsisted 
betwixt the missionaries of the Episcopalian 
and the Presbyterian Churches inthe South 
Sea Islands. John Coleridge, or ‘“ Coley” 
Patteson, as he was familiarly named by his 
family and friends, was the eldest son of 
Sir John Patteson, an English Judge, who 
resided in London. His mother was a 
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daughter of Colonel Coleridge, elder brother 
of the poet, Samuel Taylor Coleridge. 
Reared in the lap of luxury and refinement, 
and with every advantage of intellectual 
training, there seemed to open for him an 
unobstructed pathway to eminence in his 
native country. Asa youth he was thought- 
ful, scholarly in his tastes and naturally 
devout, though by no means morose. On 
the contrary, he was a leader in athletic 
sports, full of enthusiusm, and exceedingly 
popular with his schoolfellows in Ottery, 
St. Mary’s, Devonshire, at Eton, and at 
Baliol College, Oxford, where he graduated 
with distinction in 1849. After travelling 
for some time on the Continent, he was 
ordained as a curate of the English Church 
and settled down to parish work at Alfing- 
ton in Devonshire, where he soon won the 
hearts of his people by his Zaithful and 
loving ministrations. But his stay was not 
long in that pleasant home, for shortly after 
his settlement there came to visit his father 
Bishop Selwyn of New Zealand, a man of 
apostolic zeal and greatly interested in the 
mission work among the degraded savages 
of Polynesia. Through his efforts an en- 
dowment of $50,000 had been secured for 
an Episcopal see among the islands hying to 
the north of the New Hebrides group, and 
now he had come to England seeking for 
missionaries. Overtures were made to young 
Patteson who willingly consented to accom- 
pany the Bishop to his distant field of labour. 
They sailed together from Gravesend on the 
28th of March, 1855, and arrived at Auck- 
land, N. Z., on the 5th of July. During 
the voyage he acquired the Maori so thor- 
oughly that on his arrival he was able at 
once to preach to the natives in their own 
language. For some time he assisted Bishop 
Selwyn in condueting a training-school 
which he had established for the instruction 
of youths brought together from various 
islands of the Pacific with a view to their 
employment in Christian work. This school, 
originally instituted at Auckland, was sub- 
sequently removed to Norfolk Island, an 
abandoned penal settlement situated about 
midway between New Zealand and Aneit- 
yum. Patteson soon shewed that he had a 
special aptitude for the work to which he 
had been called. He could turn his hand 
to almost anything, and was as clever at 
mending a tea-kettle, or making a wheel- 
barrow, as he was in acquiring the dialects 
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of the savage tribes with whom he was 
brought into contact. In April, 1861, he 
was duly installed as Bishop of the Mela- 
nesian Islands and entered heart and soul 
upon the work, pursuing the same methods 
that had been employed by Bishop Selwyn. 
Much of his time was necessarily spent in 
the missionary vessel, the Southern Cross, 
which carried him from one group of islands 
to another. His field embraced the islands 
from the northern limit of the New Heb- 
rides to the Solomon group, from 7° to 17° 
south latitude. His head-quarters were at 
Mota, in the Banks’ group, but he was 
frequently also at Norfolk Island, teaching 
theology and assisting in the industrial 
school. The chief difficulty that he en- 
countered arose from the nefarious “ labour 
traffic” as it is called, but which was in 
reality only another name for a slave trade, 
carried on by unscrupulous adventurers 
who made a business of kidnapping the 
natives, taking them either by craft or by 
main force from their homes and consigning 
them to years of servitude in Queensland 
or Fiji. To accomplish their ends some of 
these traders represented themselves to be 
missionaries, and even painted their vessels 
to make them as like the mission schooner: 
as possible, by which means they decoyed 
the natives on board and sailed away with 
them. Such practices made it extremely 
hazardous for the Bishop to land upon some 
of the islands, and in the end led to his 
martyrdom. In April, 1871, while cruising 
among the islands they approached Nukapu, 
one of the Santa Cruz group, not yet occu- 
pied by the missionaries. The natives had 
been deceived some time before in the way 
just mentioned ; some of their people had 
been kidnapped and they resolved on 
revenge. Supposing the Southern Cross to 
be one of these trading vessels, it no sooner 
approached the island than the natives put 
out in a number of canoes to meet it. 
Patteson, not suspecting any danger, had a 
number of presents ready to take ashore, 
and going into hisown small boat went to 
meet them. The boat grounded on a reef, 
and finding they could proceed no further, 
the Bishop embarked in one of the canoes 
and was taken ashore. In the meantime a 
shower of arrows was directed against the 
boat which he had quitted and several of 
his companions were mortally wounded. 
Patteson was never seen alive again, A 
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party strongly armed was dispatched from 
the mission vessel in search of the Bishop. 
Before reaching land they fell in with a 
eanoe, apparently unoccupied, but as they 
pulled up to it they discovered a heap in 
the centre of it covered by a coarse mat. 
It was the dead Bishop’s body. On remov- 
ing the covering the skull was found to be 
shattered.. Death had been instantaneous. 
His face still wore a pleasant smile. His 
breast was covered by a palm-leaf. The 
next day his body was lowered into the 
sailor’s grave. A few days later two of his 
companions the Rev. Mr. Atkin, and a 
native assistant, Stephen, died of their 
wounds. So fell one of the most catholic- 
minded missionaties and two of his devoted 
followers, allinthe prime of life and in the 
midst of extensive usefulness. In common 
with the whole Christian world, the Synod 
of the New Hebrides Mission, of which 
three of our Own missionaries are members, 
was deeply moved by this sad event and 
recorded its sincere sympathy with the 
Melanesian Mission. God often removes 
the worker in a mysterious manner ; but the 
work goes on. The Rev. J. R. Selwyn, a 
son of the pioneer Bishop of New Zealand, 
took up the fallen colours and was conse- 
crated Bishop of Melanesiain 1877. ‘“ Here- 
by perceive we the love of God, because 
He laid down His life for us: and we 
ought to lay down our lives for the breth- 
ren.” In preparing this brief sketch we 
have made free use of an admirable book— 
“The New Hebrides and Christian Missions, 
by Rev. Robert Steel, D.D., of Sydney ;”

Mission Work iw the North-West. 


Report to H. M. Commirrss. 


HE Superintendent of Missions in the 
North-West reported that he had visited 
eleven groups of stations since the last 
‘meeting, preaching and giving addresses on 
mission work, and attending to financial 
arrangements. During the winter 36 cities 


and towns in Ontario were visited, 48 ad- 


dresses delivered, and subscriptions to the 
amount of $7,000 secured for Church and 
Manse Fund, $2,000 of which was cash. 


The interest in the progress of the work 


|continued unabated. In November last he 


prepared a letter for the students of the 
U.P. Hall in Edinburgh, giving informa- 
tion about the North-West mission field 
and its requirements. He was assured that 
these had a material effect in sleading the 
students to adopt the North-West missions. 
as their scheme for 1885. At least $6,000 
is expected from this source. He reported 
that Mr. J. Lawrence was inducted into the 
pastoral charge of Stonewall, that Mr. A. 
McLaren was called to Springfield, and that 
Rat Portage, Port Arthur, and Dominion 
City were going to call immediately. Mr. 
T. McGuire demitted the charge of Emer- 
son. There were labouring in the mission 
field in the North-West in sonnection with 
the H.M.C., during the winter, 13 ministers 
of augmented congregations, 34 ordained 
missionaries, and 14 catechists, besides the 
students of Manitoba College. This num- 
ber was the largest ever engaged during the 
winter, and yet about 1,500 families were 
not provided for. He informed the Commit- 
tee that sixteen new fields, with about 45 
mission stations, required to be occupied 
this season. He showed that augmented 
congregations in the North-West contribu- 
ted $14.77 per family, and $14.62 per com- 
municant, while the averages for the Wes- 
tern seetion of the Church were $9.64 and 
$6.10 respeesively. The report stated that 
$18,500 would be required to overtake the 
wants of the mission field in the North- 
West this year. The report recommended 
the appointment of a suitable minister as 
teacher to Prince Albert. He stated that 
addresses had been given to the students of 
Queen’s College and Knox College, and a 
visit made to Princeton and New York with 
the view of getting missionaries for the 
North-West. 


The results of the work of grace among the 
Telugus are without a parallel in the history of 
modern Christian missions. The conversions 
since the great awakening in 1877-78 have 
averaged over two thousand a year, the number 
of church members, now being near twenty-five 
thousand gathered into thirty-four churches. 


A complete list of the Christian missionaries 
at work in China shows that there are 387 male 
and 420 female missionaries, with 1,311 native 
helpers and 24,607 communicants. They are 
connected with 16 British, 4 Continental and 13 
American societies.

PHILLIPIANS 11: 5-16. 
Golden Text, Phil. 2: 5.

“Tus epistle was written at Rome to the 
Church at Phillippi founded by Paul, 
Timothy, and Silas in the second missionary 
journey, Acts 16: 12-40. V. 5. This mind— 
Paul does not hold himself up as an example, 
but Christ. Nor does he say that we must do 
just as Christ did, which is impossible, but we 
should regard Him as our model and seek to be 
animated with His spirit. V.6. In the form of 
God—Heb. 1: 3. Having the essential attri- 
butes of God. S. Cat.6. Thought it not rob- 
bery—beeause it belonged to Him already as the 
second person in the Trinity, 1 Jno.5: 7. V. 7%. 
Of no reputation—literally, “‘ emptied Himself” 
of the external manifestations of the Godhead— 
not of its essence. Took upon Him—implies that 
He voluntarily veiled His glory, John 10: 18. 
The form of a _servant—contrasted with the 
form of God. V. 8. In fashion—in outward 
appearance and speech. Humbled Himself— 
assumed not only a lower nature, but a lowly 
position in that nature—a man of sorrows and 
acquainted with grief, Matt. 8: 20. Obedient— 
The highest test of duty is to obey, even at the 
cost of life and by death most ignominious. V. 
9. Wherefore—as the reward of his obedience, 
teaching us that if we would hereafter be exal- 
ted we, too, must humble ourselves now. A 
name—“‘ The name.” Jesus means Saviour, 
Matt. 1: 21. V.10. Every knee—Isa. 45: 22, 
23, signifying His universal sovereignty, 1 Cor. 
15: 25. Every tongue—every nation and lan- 
guage. Lord—equivalent to “Jehovah ”—the 
eternal, self-existent God. Itis to the glory of 
God to confess that Jesus is Lord, John 5: 23. 
Matt.10: 40. V.12. Wherefore—because we 
have such an illustration of honour and glory 
resulting from true humility. In my absence— 
Do not think that the work of grace cannot go 
on without Me. Work out your salvation—as 
though all depended on your own efforts. With 
fear—lest you fall short of its accomplishment. 
V.13. God worketh—God and man are fellow- 
workers in this great transaction, 2 Cor. 6: 1. 
We cannot define the extent of free-will, but we 
must not ignore it. Men are not lost because 
they are sinners, but because they will not be- 
lieve in God’s plan of salvation. The invitation 
is toall, Isa. 55:1; Rev. 22:17. V.14. Murmur- 
ings—fault-finding and contentions about trifles 
destroy domestic happiness, discourage children, 
disorder society, dishonour God, and are opposed 
to the genius of Christianity, Rom. 12: 18. V, 
15. Blameless—as far as it is possible for sinful 
human nature to be so. Sons of God—1 Jno. 
3: 2, 3. Crooked—as opposed to an honest, 
straightforward consistent course of life. Shine 
—Matt.5: 16. V.16. Holding forth—Chris- 
tians are required both to hold fast and to hold 
forth the truth—to attend to personal holiness 
and to interest others in the way of salvation. 
The best. kind of teaching is that of example.

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Christian Contentment. 
PHILIPPIANS iv: 4-13. 
Golden Text, Phil. 4: 9. 


HE Philippian Church was exposed to pov- 
erty and persecution, and Paul exhorts 
them in this letter to patient endurance and re- 
signation to the willof God. V.4. Rejoice— 
The Christian ought to be the happiest of men, 
for in the severest trials he has to encounter he 
can always find something to be thankful for. 
Rejoice in the Lord—(1) Rejoice in the Lord 
Jesus as your Saviour. (2} Let your joy be of 
that kind that proceeds from like-mindedness to 
Him—not a mere selfish pleasure, but the joy of 
having Him for your friend, intercessor, and 
guide. Alway—in all circumstances, whether 
of prosperity or adversity. V.5. Moderation— 
considerateness for others, not urging one’s own 
rights to the uttermost. Avoid running into ex- 
tremes in anything. Be known—Let nothing 
inconsistent with moderation appear in your 
conduct towards others. The Lordis at hand 
—He will come again to judge the world, and 
render to every man according to his deeds, 2 
Cor.5: 10. Let us therefore be charitable in 
our judgment of our fellow-men, Matt. 7: 1. V. 
6. Careful for nothing—not in the sense of be- 
ing careless about every thing, but asin the R.V. 
“ In nothing_be anxious,” Matt. 6: 25. Careful- 
ness, as the word now means, is a duty incum- 
bent on all, but Paul is speaking of fretting and 
worrying which perplex and distract the mind 
and dishonour God. Everything—It is the 
Christian’s privilege to carry everything to God 
in prayer: He will answer in the way best for 
us, John 14:13. If He does not remove trouble, 
He will give strength to bear it, Rom. 8, 37-39. 
V. 7. The peace of God—coming from God. 
Your hearts—The heart is the citadel or trea- 
sure-house, Matt. 12: 35; and must be guarded, 
Prov. 4: 23. Itis also the source of evil, Jer. 
17: 9, and must be cleansed and regulated, Ps. 
51:10. 1John1: 8,9. Through Christ—He 
alone can bring true peace into the soul, Isa. 26: 
12. V.8 contains a summary of duties incum- 
bent on all Christians, see also Gal. 5: 22, 23, 
and 2 Pet. 1: 6, 7. V.9. Learn from this 
statement that example is more convincing than 
precept. V.10. Paul finds good cause for re- 
joicing in the well-doing of others: so should 
we. He does not refer to his own privations to 
complain of them, but only to make grateful 
mention of former kindnesses received from 
those to whom he is now writing. I have learned 
—by the teaching of the Holy Spirit and the 
example of his Master, Heb. 5: 8. Christian 
contentment is not indifference to the future, 
but a conscious trust in God’s overruling provi: 
dence, Rom. 8: 28. Vs. 12,13. I know—I have 
learned by experience in the school of adversity 
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as well as of prosperity that the only way of — 
reaching true contentment is implicit faith in 


God. Through Christ—who enables me to do and 


endure all things by the aid of His Holy Spirit — 


—without whom we can do nothing, John, 15: 5., 
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Ghe Laithinl Saying. 
1 Trmoruy i: 15-20; ii: 1-6. 
Golden Text, 1 Timothy 1: 15. 


IMOTHY was a native either of Derbe or 
Lystra. His father a heathen, Acts 16: 1, 

but his mother and grandmother were both pious 
Jews, 2 Tim. 1: 5. He was most likely con- 
verted by Paul on his first missionary visit. On 
his second visit to these cities the apostle selec- 
ted him as an assistant: he became his constant 
companion for some years, and was left in 
charge of the Church at Ephesus when quite a 
young man, | Tim. 4: 12. Tradition makes 
him afterwards bishop of Ephesus. This first 
epistle is supposed to have been written from 
Macedonia about A.D. 64, shortly after Paul’s 
release from his first imprisonment atRome. V. 
15. A faithful saying—a true saying. Worthy 
of all acceptation, which ought to be accepted 
as*true by every one, for since He has saved 
even me—the chief of sinners—no one else need 
ever despair. The purpose of Christ’s coming 
into the world was to save sinners, Luke 19: 10. 
He only is able to save, Acts 4: 12, and he is 
willing to save all who come to Him, Matt. 11:

(28, 29. V.16. Howbeit—notwithstanding his 


unworthiness, he obtained mercy—(1) Because 
he sinned ignorantly, v.13; (2) because his con- 
version was a signal instance of the grace of 
God, and opens the door of hope to the most 
depraved who truly repent. The long-suffering 
of Christ was conspicuously shewn in the case 
of Paul—so long a blasphemer and _ persecutor. 
V.17. This doxology thankfully ascribes glory 
to God for his salvation. V.18. This charge— 
or advice. He regarded Timothy with warmest 
affection as his son in the faith, v. 2. The pro- 
phecies—the good report given him by the bre- 
thren, Acts 16: 2, doubtless led Paul himself to 
predict that Timothy would one day become a 
faithful and useful minister. Others, at his or- 
dination, probably did thesame. War a good war- 
fare—The Christian life is a constant struggle 
against sin and the enemies of the soul. 2 Tim. 
2: 3,4,and4: 7. Ephes. 6: 12,13. Fatth—S. Cat. 
86. Conscience, that inward monitor that tells 
every man when he does right or wrong, Rom. 
2: 15. Some having put away—wilfully ignor- 
ing the dictates of conscience. Shipwreck—de- 
liberate unbelief issues in the loss of the soul, 
Rom. 2: 4,5. V. 20. Hymeneus and Alexander 
—see 2 Tim. 2: 17 and 4: 14. Examples in 
Ephesus of men who had made shipwreck of 
their faith, V.1. First of ail—prayer should 
be made for all, because God wills the salvation 
of all, 2 Pet. 3: 9, and Christ died for all, John 
3:16. V.4. Come to the Truth—Only those 
who repent and believe can be saved. V. 5. 
Since there is but one Mediator, how important 


it is that every one should know that Saviour. 


V.6. Gave Himself—His was a voluntary sac- 
rifice. ansom—the price paid. for redeeming a 
captive; hence “the ransomed of the Lord,” 
Isa. 35: 10. To be testified—to be published or 
preached by his disciples. . 
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Puls Charge to Ginothy. 
May 31. 2 Trmotny iii: 14-17; iv: 1-8. 
Golden Text, 2 Tim. 3: 15. 


IVE years elapsed from the time of Paul’s 
98 release until his martyrdom in A.D. 68. 
His movements during this interval are uncer- 
tain. It can only be conjectured that he re- 
sumed mission work for a short time in Asia, 
and visited Ephesus; that he passed into Mace- 
donia ; visited Crete; spent a winter at Nicopo- 
lis, Titus 3: 12; and possibly, carried out his 
intention of preaching the Gospel in Spain, Rom. 
15: 24. This epistle was evidently written from 
Rome a very short time before his death, ch. 4: 
6. V.14. Steadfastness in the faith is enjoined, 
in contrast with the vacillation of those men- 
tioned in the context. THIncs LEARNED—the 
great doctrines of Christianity. Of whom learned 
—(1) of his mother and grandmother, ch. 1: 5. 
(2) Of Paul himself, ch. 2: 2. V.15. Froma 
chtld—The truths of religion are so simple, a 
child may know them. V.16. All Scripture— 
The whole Word of God, 8S. Cat. 2. Given by 
inspiration—2 Pet. 1: 21. We know not how 
God communicated his will to “ the prophets,” 
Heb. 1: 1, but we accept it as a divine re- 
velation. The uses of Holy Scriptures are (1) 
Doctrine—“ teaching” facts concerning God 
and salvation. (2) #eproof—refutation of error 
and conviction of sin. (3) Correction—setting 
right those who are out of the way. (4) Instruc- 
tion—discipline or training. V.17. Thoroughly 
Jurnished—with true wisdom as contrasted with 
mere worldly knowledge, the object of it being 
to fil the Christian for the proper discharge of 
all life’s duties, that he may exhibit a complete, 
well-balanced character, Hphes. 4: 13. V. 1. 
The quick—Those alive when Christ comes to 
judgment, 1 Cor. 15: 51, 52. The dead—John 
5: 27-29. V. 2. Preach—Proclaim the great 
doctrine of Christ’s atoning death, resurrection, 
aud ascension. Jnstant—press on earnestly, im- 
proving every opportunity, using every means, 
with kindness and perseverance; waiting pa- 
tiently for results. James5: 7%. V.3. There 
will always be those who, not content with the 
old truths of the Gospel, will demand something 
“new,” and gather round teachers suited to 
their love of novelty. Tosuch men plain truth 
is unpalatable. Fables—unprofitable fancies, 1 
Tim. 4: 1,7; 2Tim.1: 13. V.5. Watch— 
Matt, 26: 41. Be ever on your guard; go about 
doing good ; show that you are in earnest. V. 6. 
Interally—<‘1 am already in the very act ot 
being poured out as a sacrificial offering,” Phil. 
2: 17. This reference to his approaching mar- 
tyrdom gives the “charge” peculiar solemnity. 
My departure—betrays no unwillingness on hig, 
part, Phil. 1: 21. V. 7. Interally—<I have 
completed the glorious contest,” a metaphor 
from the Grecian games. V. 8. Henceforth— 
Here we must bear the cross, but, blessed 
thought! in heaven all who love the Lord shall 
be amply rewarded, 1 Pet. 5: 4; Rev. 2: 10. 
But remember, No Cross, No Crown.

membering that in the Church of Christ to 
which we all belong, ‘‘ whether one member 
suffer, all the members suffer with it ; orone 
member be honoured, all the members re- 
joice with it.” 

There are no burning questions to come 
before our Assemhly so far as we know, but 
it will be able to give its undivided atten- 
tion to the consolidation and extension of 
its work at home and abroad. It has been 
hinted that the chief officers in more than 
one department will ask leave of the Assem- 
bly to resign their portfolios. It will be for 
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nothing to fear on that score. It is utterly 
wrong to speak of any man’s removal from 
office in the Church as ‘an irreparable 
loss.” The work is the Lord’s, and it will 
go on. 


One of the most important subjects that 
will engage the attention of the Assembly 
will be the proposal to unite the Foreign 
Mission work of the Church under one 
Board. From the beginning it has been 
forseen that this was merely a matter of 
time, and the question now is whether the 
proper time has come to carry it into effect. 
It is certain that the Assembly will not. 
come to any decision on this question that 
does not meet with the cordial approval of 
a large majority in both sections of the 
Church. 


Rev. Jos—EpH ANNAND, with his wife, has 
arrived in England on his way home from 
Aneityum. Mr. Annand has been in the 
mission field over ten years, without fur- 
lough. He and his wife have well earned 
a season of rest anda visit home. Their 
voyage from Australia occupied seven weeks 
and was very pleasant. They passed through 
the Suez Canal and came round by Gib- 
raltar. Mr. Annand is expected in Nova 
Scotia this month, and his presence at the 
General Assembly in Montreal may be 
counted upon.

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MANITOBA ITEMS. 


Manirospa Coutece Theological Session 
closed on the 15th of April. The year 
has been a prosperous one. Two students 
finish their Theologica] course this year, viz., 
Messrs. David Anderson, B.A., and W. 
McKay Omand, B.A. They were both 
born in Manitoba, or came early to the Pro- 
vince, and have received their University 
course and Theology entirely in Manitoba 
College. This makes nine graduates in 
Theology from Manitoba College. The 
College Board intends taking steps to bring 
into operation the power possessed by the 
College under the Manitoba University Act 
of giving the degreeof B.D. The rebellion 
in the North-west is a sad blow to the 
country. Shocking neglect alone can ex- 
plain it. Residentsin the North-west have 
been alarmed by the reports for some time 
back. Excited meetings were held last 
summer, and undoubtedly a number of the 
whites sympathized with the half-breeds. 
The thing, however, that is perfectly inex- 
plicable is why was not Riel arrested two 
months ago? As a former leader of rebel- 
lion, a plausible man, and of no mean 
capacity, he should not have been allowed 
full play in the Prince Albert region. Rev. 
J. H. Cameron and wife, who were leaving 
Battleford are supposed to be shut in by 
the rebels. No tidings have to date of 
writing (April 7th), been received from 
Prince Albert missionaries. Our work will 
be seriously interfered with. Our Indian 
population is excited; and so, unfortunately, 
here and there are our own Canadian settlers. 
Grievance and grievance-mongers are the 
order of the day. May the Lord avert still 
greater disasters from our country. Itisa 
good land! May God give us wise and 
just rulers ! B. 


THE COLLEGES. 


PRESBYTERIAN COLLEGE, MONTREAL :— 
The annual convocation was held in the 
David Morrice Hall on the evening of the 
lst of April, when there was a iarge attend- 
ance. The gold medal was carried off by 
Mr. George Whillans, B.A. The valedictory 
address was given in French by Mr. J. L, 
Morin, B.A. The following having com- 
pleted their course in divinity received 
their diplomas, viz., Messrs. George Whill- 
ans, B.A,, J. L. Morin, B.A., J. W. Me- 
Kenzie, B.A., W. K. Shearer, B.A., R. 
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Stewart, B.A., T. Z. Lefebvre, B.C.L., M. L. 
Leitch, and R. McKnight, B.A. The degree 
of B.D. was conferred upon Rev. Samuel 
Lyle of Central Church, Hamilton, and 
and Rev. D. Currie of Three Rivers. Rev. 
James Barclay, M.A. of St. Paul’s Church, 
Montreal, addressed the graduating class in 
very earnest terms on the duties and privi- 
leges, the encouragements. and responsi- 
bilities of the ministerial office, which he 
held up as the noblest calling to which any 
life can be consecrated. Principal McVicar 
in his closing address reviewed the prosper- 
ous career of the College. During the past 
session there were seventy-one students in 
attendance, eight had completed their curri- 
culum, making the total number of gra- 
duates from this Institution one hundred 
and one. Of the eight students who have 
just finished their studies two are French, 
one of them the Governor General’s Gold 
medalist in Arts, and the other Gold 
medalist in Law Faculty of McGill College. 
The pressing need of fuller equipment in 
the teaching staff was pointed out. At 
least two additional professors are required, 
and the trustees had resolved to make an 
immediate appeal to the friends of the 
College for an addition to the Endowment 
Fund of a sum of $150,000 to $200,000. 
It was announced that Messrs. Hugh, James, 
and Robert Mackay had paid over to the 
Treasurer the sum required to endow a 
chair in memory of their late uncle, to 
be known as “The Edward Mackay Chair.” 
520 volumes had been added to the library, 
of which 347 were the bequest of the late 
Mr. Thomas Robin. 

Kwox CoituecE:—The closing exercises 
of the session 1884-85 were held in the 
Convocation Hall of the College on Wed- 
nesday the Ist inst. at 3 p.m., and in old 
St. Andrew’s Church at 8 p.m. of the same 
day. The attendance at both hours was 
large, and much interest was evinced in the 
proceedings. At the evening meeting ex- 
cellent addresses were given by Revs. Dr. 
Gregg and H. M. Parsons; and by Messrs. 
W. A. Duncan, M.A., of the graduating 
class, and J. L. Campbell, B.A. of the 2nd 
year. The classes of last session are the 
largest in the history of the College: 
eighteen students of the first year, seventeen 
of the second year, and fifteen of the last 
year. In addition to the fifty enrolled 


Seminary attended lectures during the first 
term in certain classes. The names of the 
graduating class are these :— Archibald 
Blair, B.A., W. A. Duncan, M. A., W.M. 
Fleming, John M. Gardiner, James Hamil- 
ton, B.A., J. S. Hardie, Henry C. Howard, 
John A. Jaffary, B.A., Duncan McColl, 
Jonathan B. McLaren, Robert McNair, 
James Malcolm, John Alex.

Preparatory classes were not large; an in- 
creasing proportion of the students taking 
the regular University course. There were, 
however, sixteen students in the Preparatory 
Department—one of these, W.F. McFarlane, 
to the great sorrow of all who knew him, 
died a few days before the end of the 
session. He was eminently devoted, and 
had a very high standing in his classes. 
Special interest was given to the closing 
services by the presence of Rev. Prof. 
Patton of Princeton, N.J., an old student 
of Knox College. On the Monday preced- 
ing the close, Dr. Patton delivered a most 
powerful lecture on the History of Theistic 
Diseussion, and on the afternoon of Wed- 
nesday he again spoke on the proper equip- 
ment of a Theological College. His visit 
will be remembered with great pleasure. 
Three candidates completed their examina- 
tion in the Ist Department of B. D. work : 
viz., Rev. W. M. Martin, W. 8S. McTavish 
and W. A. Duncan, M.A. The degree of 
Doctor of Divinity was conferred upon the 
Revs. R. Torrance of Guelph, and John 
Gray, M.A. of Orillia. It was stated that 
the subscription for College endowment 
now amounts to nearly $175,000, of which 
above $80,000 has been paid. Deep grati- 
tude is due to Him whose goodness has 
been abundantly experienced during the 
past session, and without whose blessing no 
part of the Church work ean truly prosper. 
The Students’ Missionary Soeiety has ap- 
pointed twenty-one labourers for the com- 
ingsummer. Several of these are designated 
to fields in the North-West which cannot 
be reached till peace has been restored ;

Obitwary. 


EV. CHARLES FLetcHer, one of the 
pioneers of Presbyterianism in Canada, 
died in Goderich, at the age of 77, on the 
9th of February last. Mr. Fletcher was 
licensed to preach the Gospel by the United 
Secession Church in Scotland in 1842, and 
was ordained minister of his first charge at 
Chippawa, Ontario, the same year. At the 
end of -four years he removed to Goderich, 
where he laboured about three years, until 
his health gave way. Both congregations 
served by him were in connection with the 
United Secession Church of Scotland, which 
afterwards united with the Relief Church, 
the two forming what is now known as the 
United Presbyterian Church, Mr. Fletcher's 
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congregation in Goderich was the germ of 
Knox Church, of which Dr. Ure is now 
the pasior, and with which St. Andrew’s 
Church, formerly in connection with the 
Church of Scotland, became united .about 
ten years ago. Mr. Fletcher was a man of 
exceptional ability and of a fine catholic 
spirit. His long illness, which culminated 
in softening of the brain, was borne with 
great resignation. He was emphatically a 
good man—a man full of kindness and 
affection to all, and especially to those who 
were of the household of faith. 


Rev. Ropert Sepewick, D.D.—We re- 
cord with deep regret the death of Rev. 
Dr. Sedgwick which took place at Musquo- 
doboit, Nova Scotia, on the 2nd April. Dr. 
Sedgwick was one of the oldest and best 
known ministers of our Church. He was 
81 years of age, and had retired from tie 
active duties of the ministry two years ago. 
He was born at Greenock, Scotland, May 
10th, 1804. He completed his training for 
the ministry at the University of St. 
Andrew’s. He belonged to the Secession 
Church, and in 1836 was ordained and in- 
ducted into the pastoral charge of Belmont 
Street Church, Aberdeen. There he exercised 
his ministry for twelve years with increasing 
power and popularity. In 1848 he came to 
Nova Scotia and accepted a eall to Middle 
and Upper Musquodoboit, where he continu- 
ed to labour until his retirement. His popu- 
larity throughout the Maritime Provinces was 
deservedly very great, and eontinued to the 
close of his career. Indeed, no man was 
more widely honoured, respected, or sought 
after. As a preacher, he was singularly 
fresh, vigorous and powerful. He was a 
true “‘son of thunder,” and yet full of 
tenderness and love. He usually read his 
discourses, but his was “fell reading.” As 
a lecturer, when in the fulness of his 
strength, he was far above the level of our 
best popular lecturers. In our Maritime 
cities no buildings could be found large 
enough to accommodate the crowds that 
thronged to hear him. His themes and his 
teachings were always such as became a 
Christian minister. He had a most vivid 
imagination, full command of a rich poetic 
diction, a voice of great compass and pen- 
etration, a fervent spirit, an impressive 
personal appearance. He never spared his 
strength in the work of the Church, and 
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often rendered invaluable service in delega- 


tion work when travel meant toil and de- 
privation. Asa friend none could be more 
faithful ; as a companion none more genial 
or entertaining. His mind was richly 
stored with the best poetry of our language, 
and especially with the Holy Scriptures. 
Our rugged metrical version of the Psalms 
was very dear to him, and his reading of 
the Psalm was in effect a commentary, 
though he added no words of his own. He 
was exemplary in attending the courts of 
the Church, and his eounsel was highly 
prized by his brethren. The degree of Dr. 
of, Divinity was conferred upon him by 
Queen’s University about eight years ago, 
at the unanimous recommendation of the 
Maritime Synod. 


ALEXANDER McGregor, elder at North 
Yarmouth, Ont., died on the 3lst of March, 
in the 42nd year of his age. He wasa 
model elder—ruling his own house well, 
and using his influence in promoting the 
prayer-meeting and the Sabbath-school 
work. 


Wiuiiam BERNARD, an elder in the con- 
gregation of Cavendish, P. E. 1, died on 
the 5th of January, aged 75. He had served 
for thirty years in the eldership and had 
the confidence and esteem of the whole 
congregation. He died in the full assurance 
of faith. 


Durr Camron, an influential and active 
elder in St. Andrew’s Church, London, 
died on the 9th of April in the 68th year 
of his age. Mr. Cameron was a native of 
Elgin, Scotland, and came to this country 
many years ago. He held an honourable 
position in H. M. Customs. He was our 
agent for the Record which brought us into 
frequent correspondence with him, and we 
ever found him a genial, upright, and 
honourable man in the highest sense of the 
word. 

Heien, widow of the late George 
Mackay, and mother of Rev. Dr. G. L. Mac- 
kay of Formosa, died at East Zorra, Ont., on 
the 9th of March, in the 84ta year of her 
age. The last words of this mother in 
Israel were,—I’m “ going home—I’m going 
home !”

—Grclesiastical News. 


“THE Marquis of Lorne is spoken of as Her 

Majesty’s Lord High Commissioner at the 
forth-coming meeting of the General Assembly. 
The Countess of Airlie has been returned at the 
head of the poll as a member of the School 
Board for the parish of Lintrathen, Forfarshire, 
and it is understood that she has accepted the 
office. Earl Cairns, who died a few week ago, 
was not only a brilliant jurist, he was an active 
Christian and a lay preacher. Lord Radstock 
and his son, the Hon. G. Waldegrave, have 
visited the sacred city of Benares, India, where 
much interest was manifested in their evangelis- 
tic meetings. The Indian Missionary, however, 
complains that his Lordship has erred by de- 
livering addresses which lasted an hour and a 
half, when the people, on account of the heat, 
usually find half an hour’s discourse as much 
as they can sit out; “ what makes the matter 
worse is, that what takes a full hour to deliver 
might easily be compressed into twenty minutes.” 
The venerable evangelist, Dr. Somerville, of 
Glasgow, has lately preached on the sites of all 
the seven churches of Asia except Pergamos, 
which was too far out of the way to be reached. 
The service at Thyatira was attended by about 
130 persons, chiefly Armenians; and it is to be 
hoped that in the old Macedonian city where 
Lydia dwelt hearts were opened to attend to the 
things spoken by the devoted messenger from 
Scotland. At Sardis the Gospel was preached 
at the sheik’s house to twenty-six Mohamme- 
dans; at Philadelphia, which alone of all the 
seven has been saved, Dr. Somerville spoke to 
a gathering of Greeks, at Laodicea, whose de- 
solation is a terrible warning to the lukewarm, 
a small meeting was held in the open air. 


Dr. Stuart, of Trinity Free Church, Leith, 
has been suspended by his Presbytery on the 
charge of holding heretical views on baptism, 
and of conducting public worship in a way 
condemned by Scripture and the Confession of 
Faith, as well as of approving superstitious 
doctrines and practices. The Hastie difficulty 
in the Church of Scotland has assumed a new 
aspect. Mr. Hastie, who followed the delegates 
from Scotland to Calcutta, was arrested shortly 
after his arrival for contempt of court, in hav- 


ing failed to pay the costs which were decreed. 


against him—amounting to 12,000 rupees. At 
last accounts he was stul in prison. 


CanaDA:—The Congregational Union meets at 
Hamilton, Ont., this year. In the matter of 
Theological Edueation the Baptist Church now 
occupies a place in the first rank. They have 
amalgamated all their Theological Colleges, have 
fine buildings in Toronto, and an excellent staff 
of five Professors and as many lectnrers. Rev. 
Dr. Castle is the President and Professor of 
Systematic Theology of the Toronto Baptist 
College. There are at present fifty-two students 
of the university in course of training. The work 


is conducted by three Institutions,—The Theolo- 
ae Faculty in connection with Mt. Allison 

ollege, Sackville, N.B., The Wesleyan Theolo- 
a College, Montreal, and the Theological 

epartment of Victoria University, Cobourg. The 
heads of all these are Scotchmen: Dr. Stewart, 
Dr. Douglas, and Dr. Burwash. The number 
of Theological students in these institutions is 
seventg-two, and of instructors eleven. Training 
colleges were opened last year by the Methodist 
Church in Winnipeg, and also at Tokio, Japan. 
It should be understood, however, that a large 
number, in fact a considerable majority of young 
men preparing for the Methodist ministry do 
not attend any of these colleges. They have a 
four year’s course of study prescribed to them, 
and so long as they can pass a satisfactory annual 
examination and give evidence of practical effi- 
ciency for the work, that is all that is required 
of them. Altogether there are 170 young men 
thus preparing for the Methodist ministry in 
Canada. We learn that while the disposition is 
to maintain the practical advantages of this 
peculiar system; there is also a growing demand 
for permitting, or requiring, all probationers to 
spend at least two years at college. 

Unitep States.—The population of the Uni- 
ted States is now estimated at 55,000,000, an 
increase of 23,554,120 in 23 years. The relative 
increase of religious denominations in that time 
has been as follows :—Congregationalists, 27 per 
cent; Episcopalians, 334; Baptists and Dutch 
Reformed, each 50; Presbyterians, 53; Lutherans, 
66; Methodist, 75; Jews, 100; R. Catholics, 
200 per cent. The Methodists are the most 
numerous, they number 15,000,000 the Baptists, 
12,000,000; the Roman Catholics, 10,000,000 ; 
the Presbyterians, 5,500,000; the Lutherans, 
2,000,000, and the Episcopahans 1,200,000. Dr. 
A.T. Pierson, formerly of Detroit and Indian- 
apolis, is now minister of the Bethany Presby- 
terian Church, Philadelphia. This accords with 
“the fitness of things,” for Dr. Pierson is the 
apostle of missionsin the Northern Church, and 
Bethany Church is a conspicuous fruit of mis- 
sionary effort. On oneday lately, 161 new mem- 
bers were added to the church—many of them 
being drawn from the Sunday-school, which 
has 2,000 on its roll, The General Assembly, 
which meets this month, will again be per- 
plexed what to do with itself. The overture on 
reduced representation would leave the Assem- 
bly with 450 members—a respectable number 
in itself, but inadequate, it seems to many, for 
so large a constituency. Itis now proposed to 
make the Synods representative bodies also, as 
they, too, are becoming too large for the con- 
venient transaction of business. 


Cauirornia Irems.—There has been consider- 
able excitement here in reference to the admis- 
sion of Chinese children to the public schools. 
Parents are not willing to have their children 
exposed to the corrupt influence of heathenism. 
The question, however, at present, is not of 
much practical importance, as it is not likely 
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that many Chinese will seek admission to the 
day-schools. The Presbyterian mission among 
the Chinese is very efficiently carried on by the 
Rev. Dr. Loomis and Rev. A. J. Kerr. The 


Sabbath services are held in the church for- |¥ 


merly occupied by the First Presbyterian 
Church. The average attendance is about 500, 
all men except 35 girls from the ‘‘ Home for 
Chinese girls.” Two Sabbath-schools are held, 
one immediately after the morning service, the 
other at six o’clock in the evening. It is very 
interesting to witness the deep interest with 
which this crowd of heathens listen to the 
teaching of the Gospel, and the pleasure 
which they take in reading the Scriptures and 
singing the hymns. B. 
THe Sunpay-scHooLt.—Rev. John McEwen, 
the indefatigable Secretary of the Sabbath-school 
Association of Canada, has earned golden 


Opinions since he commenced the work in which | 


he is now engaged. During the past winter Mr. 
‘McEwen preached seventy sermons, held seventy- 
five institute exercises, delivered thirty-seven 
addresses, and ten special lectures, and held 
nine mass-meetings in connection with Sunday- 
schools, We can testify that Mr. McEwen’s 
larours are highly appreciated. His addresses 


are eminently practical and stimulating, and 
his method of conducting institutes extremely 
interesting and useful. The International Les-

Ow Some Alissions. 


——— 


HE Assempiy’s Committee for the 
Western Section met in Toronto on 

the 24—26th March; Rev. Dr. Cochrane, 
convener, Rev. R. H. Warden, secretary. 
There were present thirty-one ministers and 
two elders. Claims of the respective Presby- 
teries for services rendered during the past 
six months were considered in detail and 
ordered to be paid—for augmentation of 
stipends, $14,475, and for mission fields, 
$9,002. Applications for the year com- 


mencing with the Ist of April were then 


dealt with. It was agreed to grant the 
Synod of Manitoba the sum of $18,500 for 
the year ensuing. The convener reported 
that Rev. T.G. Thompson of Brucefield had 
been appointed to Burrard Inlet, and the 
Rev. J. Chisholm, of Macintyre, to Nicola 
Valley, in British Columbia, each for three 
years at asalary of $1,200 and travelling 
expenses to the field. Rev. Allan Findlay, 
superintendent of missions in Algoma, 
Muskoka, and Parry Sound districts, gave 
an interesting report of his labours during 
the past six months. Mr. J. Garrioch, a 
catechist, was appointed to Commanda and 
Nipissing for a year, at a salary of $550. 
Appointments for the summer months were 
given to 125 students distributed over 21 
Presbyteries and including 22 for the 
Synod of Manitoba. Students of divinity 
receive during the summer, $6 per Sabbath, 
with board and travelling expenses to their 
fields of labour: catechists, including stu- 
dents in the literary course, receive $5 per 
Sabbath, with board. Mr. J. D. Macdonnell, 
convener of the sub«ommittee on Aug- 
mentation, reported receipts for that fund 
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to date, including balance from last year, 
$14,593. It was agreed that the payments 
for last half year should be made in the 
end of April, to the extent of the money 
then in hand. The receipts for the Home 
Mission Fund, including balance from last 
year of $2,000, were $32,654, the ex- 
penditure to date, $20,781 and the balance 
in hand, $11,863. The convener reported 
that he had received a grant of £200 stg. 
from the Free Church of Scotland, and 
£200 from the Presbyterian Church of 
Ireland. It was intimated that the con- 
gregation of Port Arthur was now self- 
sustaining. The executive were instructed 
to prepare a scheme for enlisting the co- 
operation of the women of the Church in 
behalf of the work of the committee. 


Our Grinidad Mission. 


A a meeting of the Presbytery of Trinidad 
held on the 13th January, Mr. Macleod, 
our missionary at Princestown, made a state- 
ment regarding his health, and submitted a 
medical certificate. In view of the facts thus 
placed before the Presbytery, the following 
resolution was adopted: “ Whereas the need of 
more systematic training for teachers and 
catechists is keenly felt by the Indian mission- 
aries, and whereas Mr. Macleod’s health is such 
that he is forbidden to undergo the exposure and 
fatigue of the general work of a mission district, 
and whereas said medical advisers intimate that 
hife may be prolonged in this climate by care 
an‘ in less exhaustive work; and whereas’ Rev. 
John Gibson has kindly consented to render 
such aid as may be in his power in Princestown 
district during his stay in Trinidad,—it is re- 
solved to relieve Mr. Macleod from the ordinary 
duties of his field in the meantime, and appoint 
him to give such instruction to the teachers and 
catechists as his strength and the convenience 
of the missionaries may determine.” Mr. Mac- 
leod undertook the work assigned to him, 
arranged a course of instruction for the teachers 
and catechists, and spent a day fortnightly in 
each of the mission fields. Forty-eight availed 
themselves of his instructions. Change of work 
has led to some improvement in his health. 
But he intimated to the Presbytery, which met 
ou the 23rd Feb., that he did not expect to be 
able to resume his ordinary mission work. He 
had received intimation that the Board (Eastern 
Section) had resolved not to send an additional 
inissionary, at least till after unification with 
the Western Section. He, therefore, felt pre- 
pared to lay his resignation on the table of the 
Presbytery in order to clear the way for the 
appointment of one in his place. As no official 
intimation ef the Board’s action had been 


received he felt it. better to wait. The Presby- 
tery was unanimously of opinion that he should 
not precipitately sever his connection with the 
mission, but continue in the work assigned to 
him by the Presbytery, the brethren doing all in 
their power to supply Princestown. The Pres- 
bytery resolved to urge the early appointment of 
a missionary to Princestown. They suggest that 
the permission of the Assembly be asked, so 
that in case of “unification” by the October 
Synod the appointment-may then be made. The 
work is heavy, very heavy, and it is difficult to 
see ‘what part can be left undone. It is difficult 
to over-estimate the importance of the systema- 
tic training of the native helpers. 

We are sure that the Church will respond 
with the utmost cordiality to the earnest plea of 
our brethren in Trinidad. The Lord has greatly 
blessed the mission ; and it would be deplorable 
to cramp its operations for lack of funds. 


Rev. J. W. Mactzop writes under date of 25th 
Feb., that he was then engaged in teaching the 
teachers in the several fields connected with the 
mission. ‘I take Mr. Hendrie’s and Mr. Mor- 
ton’s, one Saturday, at Tunapuna; Mr. Grant’s 
on another Saturday, Couva on Friday after- 
noon, and Princestown on Monday. We have 
forty-eight teachers and catechists on the roll in 
the several fields. At Easter holidays I am to 
take all to San Fernando for a week for study 
and a general review and written examinations.” 
Mr. Macleod baptized two lads, one fourteen and 
the other sixteen years of age. They had been 
in attendance at one of the schools. There are 
many who are meanwhile prevented by their 
parents from professing Christ. Mr. Macleod’s 
health is better, but he is not yet able to take 
full work, nor does he hope to recover strength 
sufficiently to continue in his present sphere. 
He intimates with deep regret that his resigna- 
tion is imperative. He desires to see his succes- 
sor in the field before he himself leaves. 


Rev. A. Fatconer, who has been a most help- 
ful friend of our missionaries in Trinidad, 
expects to retire from Port of Spain in course of 
a few months. 


Ghe Hew Hebrides Alission, 


EV. Joun G. Paton, of Aniwa,New Hebrides, 
so» has called attention through the press to the 
results that are likely to follow, if the French are 
allowed to annex the New Hebrides. Writing to 
the Glasgow Herald, he says,—If France is 
allowed to annex the New Hebrides, it is to turn 
them into a great convict establishment, into 
which to pour out her convicts and crimina!s at 
the doors of Australia. Nay, it is worse than 
this. The French Senate lately passed their 
Ricidivisté Bill by 141 to 38 votes, to send 100,- 
000 of the lowest criminals and hopeless convicts 
of France to the islands, “ not as convicts, but 
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as freed men and women, to go where they will 
and live as they will, on the one condition that 
they do not return to France.” Many escaped 
convicts from New Caledonia have been and are 
in our Australian prisons for,cwmes committed 
by them since coming to Australia; and what 
will it be, if, as proposed, Britain allows France 
to make the New Hebrides a cesspool into which 
to pour the moral filth and refuse of her nation ? 
May God avert such an awful calamity to our 
islands:and colonies. ! 

This group of 30 Islands contains a population 
of 100,000, of whom 8000 are professing Chris- 
tians, and over 150 are working as teachers and 
and preachers of the Gospel. The Bible in whole 
or #n part,.has been translated into ten different 
languages. When the mission began, no trader 
or foreigner durst set foot on shore on this group, 
without the fear of being killed and eaten by the 
savages ; now life and property are safe on the six- 
teen islands where we have missionaries placed, 
and comparatively safe on the whole group, by 
their influence, except when the natives are mad- 
dened to revenge by the kidnapping and atrocities 
of the shocking “ Kanaka labour traffic,” (slav- 
ery),which is rapidly depopulating the island, 
having now carried away and destroyed a third 
of the entire population. 


THE LABOUR TRAFFIC. 


The following evidence of Albert Mesiah, ship 
steward, on which were convicted Hugh McNeil, 
second mate, and Bernard Williams, boatswain, 
of the schooner “ Hopeful,” for kidnapping and 
murder off the west of New Guinea, on 15th June 
last, is taken from the London Times. It gives 
us some idea of what Bishop Patteson had to 
contend with. ; 

«* On the afternoon of Friday, the 13th of June 
last, the vessel wassstanding off an island near the 
coast of New Guinea. On that date they were 
three or four miles off, standing in towards the 
island, when three or four eanoes came off. One 
large canoe contained some twelve or fifteen boys, 
while the others contained three or four boys 
each, The whole of the canoes came on the star- 
board side of the vessel, and brought cocoanuts, 
yams and fish for trade. At this time the vessel 
was setting sail, preparatory to standing on the 
island. hile witness was engaged cleaning 
lamps, at the galley door, the accused McNeil 
Bree witness, going forward, carrying Captain 
Shaw’s Winchester rifle. After a lapse of about 
five minutes he returned, and as he was passing 
witness he said, “ Weare going to ram them up,” 
McNeil went aft, and sang out for the port boat 
to be lowered. Witness then saw the men Rogers 
and Preston coming out from the forecastle, each 
with a Snider rifle in his hand, and a pouch sus- 
pended round their waist. As soon as the McNeil 
boat was lowered, the painter was cast off, and 
the boat dropped astern. The boat was pulled 
round to the large canoe, in which there were 
twelve or fifteen boys. As the ship’s boat pulled 
alongside the canoe, witness noticed Rogers and 
Preston go forward to the bows and catch hold 
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of the canoe, which was then about 30 yards from 
the vessel, which was under way, but the wind 
was very light. When the ship’s boat joined the 
canoe, One of the boys in the canoe stood up hold- 
ing a sucking pig in his hands, but shortly after 
dropped the pig and picked up a paddle, which 
he held above his head in a striking attitude. 
Witness then heard McNeil say to some one 
of the two on the bows of the boat. “ Drop 
him.” Preston then put his Snider to his 
shoulder, but did not fire. About two minutes 
afterwards, Freeman, the mate of the “Hopeful” 
who was standing on the other side of the poop to 
witness, took#aim with his Snider and fired in the 
direction of the boats: he did not see any one in 
the canoe fall. The next thing witness saw was 
the prisoner M’Neil drop his steer oar and slip to 
the side of the boat, and, putting his rifle to his 
shoulder, fsre. The islander who was standing up 
in the canoe with the paddle in his hand stagger- 
ed back and fell. M’Neil was then about five 
yards from the islander, and Prestonand Rogers 
had hold of the canoe. When M’Neil fired all 
the islanders jumped overboard with the excep- 
tion of the man who was shot, who was lying 
across the thwarts of the canoe, and a child 
about five years of age who was crying. M’Neil 
then yelled out, * Lower away the second boat,” 
and he then shoved off from the canoe and started 
off leaving the islanders swimming in the water, 
and pulled after the other canoes, which had 
gone away. The second boat:was immediately 
lowered, containing fhe accused, Williams, Char- 
ley (German), Dingwell, (carpenter), witness 
and Jack, and they then went after the boys who 
were Swimming in the water. It might have 
been a quarter of an hour before they got to the 
boys. The boat in which witness was picked up 
six of the boys, and then pulled to where the 
large canoe was drifting. While doing so one of 
the six boys they had picked up jumped over- 
board. The boat was again turned round in pur- 
suit. When they made an effort to catch the boy 
he dived two or three times; and Williams, who 
was standing in the stern of the boat, called out, 
“If you don’t come back 1 will shoot you.” 
Witness said, *‘ For God’s sake don’t shoot him,” 
turn the boat around and try and save him, and if 
we can’t, we’ll go back to the ship.” After this, 
witness saw Williams with his Snider in his 
hand, .and as soon as the boy came again in sight 
Williams fired. Witness did not believe the first 
shot .struck the boy, as he ite on swimming, 
He‘then heard }Williams tell Jack (South Sea 
Islander) to fire at the boy in the water. Jack 
did so: but missed him. He next saw Williams 
take out a cartridge from his pouch and put it in 
his rifle. Williams again fired at the boy, and wit- 
ness noticed something go offasif part of a man’s 
head. Witness did not see the boy who was shot 
by Williams come to the surface again. When 
Williams fired the last shot, they were about nine 
yards from where the boy was swimming in the 
water. Witness said to Williams, ** You have shot 
that man,” and he replied, “ he has only dived.” 
Tke ship’s boat was then pulled towards where 
the large canoe was drifting, when witness saw 
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the body of a man, apparently lifeless, lying 
across the thwarts of the canoe. The child was 
still sitting crying in the canoe as before. When 
they passed the canoe, another of the islanders 
in the ship’s boat jumped overboard. He wasa 
deformed old man, and was allowed to swim 
away, as Williams remarked that he wouldn’t 
pass the doctor. Both the men who were shot 
belonged to the large canoe. They took four of 
the islanders on board and returned to the vessel 
about half an hour before M’Neil’s boat, which 
also brought four boys on board. Witness said 
to the captain, ‘‘ Barney shot a man in the boat.” 
The captain replied, “ Stewart, if you want to be 
in this trade you must be blind and see nothing.” 
—The Canadian Missionary.

Absolute correctness 
of detail in a work of this kind is next to impos- 
sible. We notice that, by a lapsus pennae, the 
population of Indore is stated to be 15,000, 
whereas it is nearly 75,000. But this will be 
corrected in the next edition. With its maps of 
the provinces, its statistical tables, and its 
copious index, it is by far the most complete and 
useful book of the kind ever published on India.

ISSIONS can be shewn to have availed 

not only for the salvation of souls ; 

this is the grand primary and essential ob- 
ject in view; but also to have aided im- 
mensely the march of modern civilization 
and culture. Among the watchwords of 
the time “culture” for the moment plays 
a leading part, and itis well to show that 
even from the point of view of “ culture,” 
‘Christian missions have laid the world un- 
der the greatest possible obligations. The 
words of Macaulay are as true as emphatic, 
“Whosoever does anything to depreciate 
‘Christianity is guilty of high treason against 
the civilization of mankind.” The notable 
German Materialist, Hellwald, is constrained 
to confess that ‘‘ Modern culture rests upon 
the view of the world derived from Chris- 
_tianity.” It is demonstrated that culture 
without the truth of the Gospel is immoral 
and destructive. No community can be 
pointed to that has been raised from barba- 
rism to civilization by the influence of com- 
_ merce or by any agencies apart from reli- 
gion. This is a truth that should be noted. 
_ No island large or small, no province, no 
ity, no town, no clan, can be named that 
has been elevated from barbarism to civil- 
zation by any other than Christian forces. 


How easily, on the other hand, one can 
quote instance after instance of peoples and 
tribes raised from barbarism to civilization 
by means of evangelical missions. Look at 
Dunean’s work at Metlakatla, where nearly 
a thousand Indians live and work as becomes 
Christians. Look at the Basutos; at the 
people of Samoa; at the Fijians. We need 
not go farther afield than to the scenes 
where our own missionaries have laboured 
—Aneityum, Eromanga and Fate. The 
merchant follows the missionary and finds 
the field open for trade. When the order 
is reversed, the merchant may be eaten, but 
he never elevated:the standard of morality in 
any heathen land. The mission to the Sand- 
wich Islands cost one million and a quarter 
dollars in all; but now the commerce of 
one year much more than covers the 
whole of this cost. But still more valuable 
is the service they render in teaching the 
doctrine of divine loveand the brotherhood 
of man, and thus shewing the sacredness of 
life. Captain Markham, of the war-ship 
Rosario, testified before the House of Com- 
mons that “ In every place which has come 
under the influence of the missionaries, I 
have always found the natives peaceful, 
friendly, and inclined to fair trade. A. R. 
Wallace, the eminent naturalist, having vis- 
ited the Celebes, says: ‘fThe missionaries 
have a right to be proud of this place. They 
have helped the Government in a remark- 
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ably short time to convert savage tribes into 
a civilized people. Forty years ago the 
land was a wilderness, the people a multi- 
tude of naked barbarians who decorated 
their roughly-made huts with human skulls. 
Now the place is a garden worthy of its 
beautiful name of Minahassa.” The mission 
among the Kaffres at Lovedale and else- 
where have been astonishingly successful in 
teaching the people the arts and industries 
of civilization, and at the same time duly 
attending to their spiritual interests. 

Missions introduce and develop among 
barbarous tribes agriculture and horticul- 
ture, the idea of private rights, the division 
of property, the building of comfortable 
houses, and all the improvements incidental 
to progress in practical education. One of 
the most marvellous triumphs in this direc- 
tion is the progress made by the degraded 
Papuans of Australia, long regarded as in- 
capable of civilization and seemingly doom- 
ed to utter extinction. The Moravians have 
established stations among these people, and 
have taught them to live in orderly houses 
and to wear decent clothing. Their children 
are healthy, and are learning the arts of 
peace which the missionaries practice. 


Hreshyterianian im Howe. 


TALY has the honour of being the home 
of the oldest branch of the Presby- 
terian Church. The Waldenses are a pure 
though numerically weak survival of a 
period when the Church of Christ had not 
become encumbered and “disfigured by en- 
ormous accretions of human invention. 
Persecution told terribly upon these ‘ Puri- 
tans” of Italy, and drove them to the fast- 
nesses of the Alps. Age after age they 
tried to spread their doctrines in a quiet 
way, but they were met with deadly repres- 
sion. The time to favour them, even the 
set time, appears to have come. They are 
now free from the Alps to the Adriatic : 
free even in the city of Rome. We note 
with the greatest pleasure that they are 
ready to entertain favourably proposals for 
a union of all branches of the Presbyterian 
family in Italy. Negotiations with this 
object in view are now in hopeful progress. 
It is gratifying to learn that the Presbyterian 
Church lately dedicated in the city of Rome 


is prospering. A fact is recalled in con- 
nection with the Church which is not with- 
out significance in other lands than Italy. 
In 1866—nineteen years ago—the Free 
Church minister in Rome was ordered per- 
emptorily to stop a religious service which. 
he held in his own parlour. He was told 
that if he did not at once put a stop to the 
service he would be arrested by the officers: 
of the Inquisition and imprisoned!, Not 
only was it unlawful to erect a place of 
Protestant worship in Rome at that time, 


but you could not conduct family worship: — 


without the risk of arrest and imprisonment. 
All this was under the TEMPORAL SOVEREIGNTY 
of the Pope, over the ruin of which we 
hear such bitter wailing. Happily the 
power of the Pope was overthrown in 1870. 
The Italian Government permits the erection 
of Reformed Churches in Rome, and pro- 
tects their ministers and members in the: 
enjoyment of their rights. This is done, 
however, in the face of the recently reiter- 
ated protests of the present Pope and his: 
court. Itis to be regretted that any body 
of men claiming to be Christians should in 
this nineteenth century still openly and 
without a blush proclaim the bitterest in- 
tolerance. Meanwhile the Reformed Chur- 
ches are gathering strength, and by their 
well-doing, commending their principles to 
the people. ‘There is no longer any danger 
of violent suppression by Government; and. 
the earnest faith and pure lives of both 
ministers and people greatly commend the 
Reformed religion to the multitudes who 
are still nominally connected with the 
Church of Rome. 


GMitorial Hottings. 


From Bonn to H&IDELBERG. 


E stopped over Sunday at Bonn, the 
birth-place of Beethoven and the seat. 

of one of the twenty-one great Universities. 
of Germany. Itis noted also for its private 
schools, and, being at the entrance of the 
famous scenery of the Rhine, and withal a 
cheap and pleasant place to live in, itisa 
favourite resort of travellers. The popula- 
tion is about 27,000, of whom two-thirds 
are Roman Catholics and one-third Luther- 
ans. Nearly all the public buildings are 


connected with the University, which isa 
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State Institution. It has theological depart- 
ments for both Catholics and Protestants. 
The usual number of students is from 1,300 
to 1,400. There are a number of fine 
churehes in Bonn, which are well attended 
at the morning services, but here, as all 
over Germany, Sunday ends at noon, the 
remainder of the day being regarded as a 
time of recreation and amusement. It is 
the day of days on the Rhine steamers 
which carry tens of thousands of Sunday 
excursionists. Itis the great day for visit- 
ing picture galleries, museums, restaurants, 
drink-gardens, and theatres. The amount 
of wine, beer, and spirits annually consumed 
is almost past belief. We attended the 
English service in the University Chapel in 
the forenoon. In the afternoon I drove to 
the “ Scotch Church” where a Dr. Henderson 
was advertized to preach; but the door was 
shut. In the evening called for Dr. Christ- 
heb, the well-known professor of divinity, 
and one of the most distinguished ministers 
of the Evangelical Chureh in Germany. I 
found the great man in his library, deeply 
immersed in study, putting, I supposed, the 
finishing touches on the magnificent paper 
he was soon to read at Copenhagen, on,— 
“ Religious Indifference, and How to Meet 
it.” He received. me very cordially, and 
on my rising to go, said he would walk with 
me for an hour “to rest his weary brain.” 
“Tt is an ill wind that blows nobody 
good !” Christlieb is a fine looking man, 
stillin the prime of life, and a herculean 
worker. Besides his college work, he 
preaches very frequently, and has always a 
number of literary irons in the fire. He 
and Dean Vahl of Copenhagen are probably 
the best authorities on Christian missions of 
any twomen living. The learned professor 
was seven years minister of a congregation 
in London, which accounts for his faultless 
English. He is a very fluent speaker. The 
conversation turned upon the State of 
Religion in Germany. He gave his opinion 
very frankly that in no Christian country 
were things so bad asin Germany. Owing 
to the cheapness of labour, many of the 
poorer class were tempted to work seven 
days in the week: and a large number of the 
educated and cultured are avowed sceptics. 
Not all, however, thank Ged. There isa 
stratum of sound evangelical thought— 
many more than the ‘seven thousand” who 
have not bowed the knee to rationalism. 


Nowhere are matters worse than in the 
large cities. In Berlin, with upwards of 
a million of inhabitants, there are only 
some fifty churches, all told, and scarcely 
two percent of the population attend reli- 
gous services. In Hamburg, a city of 
300,000, the state of affairs is even worse. 
The Protestants are divided into Lutherans 
and the Reformed Church, but the line of 
division is not very distinctly drawn. Be- 
tween them they have seven or eight Mis- 
sionary Societies, the most important of 
which is the Berlin Society, founded in 
1824, of which Dr. Wangeman is the chief 
secretary. That Society has from fifty to 
sixty European missionaries in South Africa. 
But the contributions of all the German 
Societies put together do not equal those of 
any one of the five great English Societies. 
Dr. Christlieb is clearly of opinion that 
State connection is not conducive to the 
growth of the missionary spirit, at the same 
time he thinks there are indications of in- 
creasing interest in regard to both Home 
and Foreign Missions among the Protestants 
of Germany. 

Early on Monday morning we entered 
upon that wonderful stretch of the Rhine 
between Bonn and Mayence, a distance of 
one hundred miles, the like of which I 
suppose is not to be seen in any other part 
of the world. The ‘‘ scenery” commences with 
the Drachenfels, seven miles from Bonn, 
where you see the ruins of a large castle 
on the top of a rocky eminence 1,000 
feet above the water, Lower down, some 
one has built a magnificent new chateau. 
The entire hill-side is a terraced vineyard. 
A village nestles at its foot. This is just a 
sample of the whole. The Rhine is a 
panorama of surpassing interest and beauty. 
There are towns and villages every few 
miles. A railway runs close to the water’s 
edge on both sides, and the river itself is 
covered with steamers and barges. The 
passenger steamers are very pretty, painted 
bright colours and as clean as a new pin. 
Many of them are large, with saloon cabing 
the whole length of the vessel, over which 
is the promenade deck covered with awnings. 
They run very fast and are admirably man- 
aged. The captain sits in state in his easy 
chair on the bridge, smoking his cigar. But 
by far the most important offieer on board 
the Friede, on which we sailed, was the 
chief steward, a tall, handsome man, who 
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moved about all the day long with uncovered 

-head, in full evening dress, the pink of 
politeness. His first concern seemed to be 
to ascertain what wine you would have for 
dinner, “that he might put it on ice for 
you.” Shallit be Rauenthaler, Riidesheimer, 
or Moselle? Wine is as plentiful here 
almost as water, though not quite so cheap. 
A bottle of Moselle costs $1.50. Some of the 
choicest wines cost as much as $9 a bottle. 
Men,.women and children, with scarcely 
an exception, take wine for dinner. At 
mid-day we reached Coblentz, at the con- 
fluence of the Moselle, a city of 30,000. 
Immediately opposite is Ehrenbreitstein, the 
Gibraltar of the Rhine, bristling with can- 
non peering out of embrasures which seem 
to be cut out of the solid rock. Further 
on, on one side of the river, is the Emperor 
William’s splendid summer palace, and on 
the other, that of the Crown Prince. They 
resemble more than anything else we can 
think of some fanciful representations we 
have seen of the “Celestial City.” And, 
as if to remind us that beautiful Rhineland 
is not our home, we noticed at one point a 
cemetery in which were two large groups of 
people, burying their dead. We have pass- 
ed St. Goar, and the precipitous echoing 
rocks of the Lurlei: we have ascended the 
rapids: on our left is the great national 
monument of United Germany and a 
wonderful display of vine-culture ; to the 
right is beautiful Bingen. The Rhine 
widens out like the St. Lawrence among 
the Thousand Islands. It flows softly. The 
shades of evening begin to close around us, 
and our wearied eyes are relieved from a 
strain such as they never experienced 
before. Of Mayence, all we could see was 
the glare of its lights reflected in the river. 
It seemed to be a large city. From the 
steamer we proceeded to the railway station 
and set out at once for Heidelberg. Precisely 
at mid-night we were bowed into the finest 
hotel we had yet seen in our travels. 


Missionwy Cabinet. 


CapTaIn ALLEN F. GARDINER. 


LL the missionaries whose lives we have 
hitherto sketched were trained for the 

work of the ministry and entered upon their 
work under the auspices of one or other of 
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the missionary societies. It was different 
with Captain Gardiner. He was brought up 
to a sea-faring life, and received no special 
training for the work to which he afterwards 
gave himself with such signal enthusiasm 
and devotion. He chose his own path and 
worked out his own ideas, untrammeled by 
committees, but the result, heroic as his life 
was, was not such as to encourage others to 
follow his eccentricexample. So manifestly 
sincere, however, was he, so thoroughly con- 
secrated to the cause of missions, so pious and 
upright, his name must ever occupy an 
honoured place in the annals of missions. 
He was born in Berkshire, England, in 1794. 
As a boy he was of an adventurous turn of 
mind whose greatest delight was reading 
books of travel and planning exploits of 
which he himself should be the chief actor. 
At the age of sixteen he entered the Royal 


Navy and rose to the rank of Lieutenant at 


twenty-two. 

At this time his mother died. She had 
faithfully instructed him in his youth, though 
it was not till after her death that he was 
brought to a saving knowledge of the truth. 
One of his voyages took him to the coast of 
South America where he became so much 
interested in the condition of the aborigines 
that, on returning to England, he offered his 
services to the London Missionary Society, 
entreating them to commence a mission to the 
Indians. But the society was not prepared 
to enter upon this new enterprize. A few 
years later his wife died, when he resolved to 
dedicate himself to the service of God in mis- 
sion work. In company with a Polish com- 
panion he landed in Natal S. Africa, in 1834. 
For three years he continued there, reading 
the Church service to the colonists, preaching 
to the Kaffirs through an interpreter, and 
teaching the children to read and to wear 
clothes. When trouble arose between the 
English and one of the Zulu chiefs, Gard- 
iner was the means of quieting the trouble. 
But fresh difficulties soon after arose 
which led him to seek a new field of labour. 
On returning to England he put himself 
in communication with several of the mis- 
sionary societies with a view to taking up 
mission work in §. America. Failing to 
elicit their sympathy he resolved to proceed 
on his own account, and at his own charges. 
He found a catechist willing to go with 
him. They landed at Rio Janiero in 1838. 
After spending some time in fruitless efforts 
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to establish a mission they abandoned the 
enterprize as hopeless. Next he went to 
New Guinea, but owing to suspicion on the 
part of the Dutch settlers he was again un- 
successful. Now he took up the ideaof a 
mission to Patagonia, the most southern 
‘point of South America. To this end he 
brought his family to the Falkland Islands, 
‘which were under British rule, and made 
that his headquarters. After years spent in 
futile attempts, he returned to England and 
‘at length succeeded in arousing the interest 
of a few friends at Brighton in behalf of 
Patagonia and Terra del Fuego, when the 
|nucleus of a missionary society was formed 
with this special object in view. Gardiner 
was at once the originator, the secretary, 
the first missionary, and the superintendent 
of the society! In company with a Mr. 
‘Hunt he sailed for Patagonia. After a 
voyage of ten weeks they entered the straits 
of Magellan and landed at Cape Gregory, 
but were disappointed in meeting no Pata- 
gonians. They penetrated into the interior 
of the country, as far as Bolivia. They were 
robbed and persecuted, and met with so 


many difficulties that they despaired of 


doing any good, and took the first oppor- 
tunity of returning to England. In spite 
of “the committee,” he succeeded in fitting 
outa smali expedition. In September 1850, 
Captain Gardiner, with two cateehists, 
named Williams and Maidment, three Cor- 
nish fishermen, and a ship carpenter, 
sailed for Terra del Fuego. A more dis- 
astrous enterprize never was projected. 
The seven pioneers landed among hostile, 
plundering natives, with no provisions. 
Storms and ice destroyed their boats. 
Scurvy attacked them, and, one by one, 
they died. An English ship was sent to 
look for them. At Banner Cove was found 
@ direction on the rocks,—‘‘ Gone to Span- 
lard Harbour.” Proceeding to that point a 
boat was found with one person in it, dead. 
Another body was found on the beach, and 
a third where it had been buried. A severe 
gale coming on, the searching party were 
obliged to leave. Meanwhile the Admiralty 
had ordered a ship of war to search for the 
heroic naval officer and his party. On 


reaching Spaniard Harbour a number of 


books and papers were found, and the 
bodies of Captain Gardiner and Mr. Maid- 
- ment, both unburied, and the last survivors 
of the party. Among the papers was 
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Gardiner’s journal, written up to the last 
hour of consciousness. It told the terrible 
tale that his six companions had died of 
starvation, and that death from the same 
cause was staring himself in the face. Yet, 
with amazing composure, he wrote,—“ There 
is no room to doubt that my dear fellow- 
labourer has ceased from his earthly toils 
and joined the company of the redeemed 
in the presence of the Lord whom he 
served so faithfully.”—This was said of his 
companion Williams—“It was a merciful 
providence that he left the boat, as I could 
not have removed the body. Yesterday I 
was enabled to scoop up a little rain water 
at the stern of the boat with my India- 
rubber overshoe. What combined mercies 
am I receiving at the hands of my heavenly 
Father! Blessed be his holy name!” His 
heroic life was not in vain. His own son, 
Rev. Allen W. Gardiner, took up the work 
in 1861 and was the founder of a mission 
that has blest the whole southern continent 
of America. 

The South American Missionary Society 
of London, is supported chiefly by the 
Church of England, and expends annually 
some $70,000. It has some twenty stations 
with fifteen ordained missionaries and a staff 
of assistants under the superintendence of 
Bishop Stirling of the Falkland Islands. 
It took up the work where Allen Gardiner 
laid down his life, and has gradually extend- 
ed its operations into the heart of the coun- 
try, and to the banks of the Amazon. The 
Presbyterian Church inthe United States has 
twenty-three ordained missionaries in Col- 
ombia, Chili and Brazil. The Methodist 
Episcopal Church of the United States have 
been engaged in mission work in different 
parts of South America for many years. So 
have the Moravians. The Church of Scot- 
land has its missionaries in British Guiana 
and the Argentine Republic, and, last year, 
the Presbyterian Church in Canada instituted 
its mission to the Coolies of Demarara. 
Much of the mission work in South America 


is, of course, for the benefit of the English 


and Spanish settlers, but the interests of 
the aborigenes have not been overlooked. 
Mr. Young in his Light in Lands of Dark- 
ness says :—‘‘ The practicability of evange- 
lizing the degraded Patagonians and Fuegans 
is an accomplished fact, and there is a 
glorious future in store for the South Ame- 
rican Missionary Society.”

Golden Text, Heb. 2: 3. 


‘|‘HE name “ Hebrew” first occurs in Genesis 
14:13, applied to Abram, the immigrant 

or foreigner from beyond Euphrates, and came 
to be applied generally to his descendants. The 
authorship of this epistle has been much dis- 
puted, some ascribing it to Paul, others to 
Luke, or Barnabas, or Apollos, but the weight

Its distinctive aim 
is to shew the superiority of Christianity over 
Judaism in that its Founder was far greater 
than Moses through whom the Jews received 
the law: that Christ is the substance of which 
the Jewish ritual was but the shadow. . The old 
and néw dispensations are vividly contrasted, 
and the Jews are clearly shewn that they lose 
nothing by accepting the EEN V.1. At sun- 
dry times—“ diverse portions,” R. V. All truth 
was not revealed at once, nor to any one person, 
but part to oneand part to another. The Pro- 
phets—or preachers, all along the line from Noah, 
2 Pet.2:5, to Malachi. V.2. Last days—i.e. 
of the old dispensation, Gal. 4: 4. By His Son— 
“in His Son,” R. V. which better brings out the 
oneness of God the Father and God the Son, 
John 10: 30. Heir—by right of creation, and 
especially by right of redemption, Ps. 2:8; 
Phil. 2: 9-11. Made the world—John 1: 1-3. V. 
3. Brightness of His glory—Jno. 1:14. Express 
image—The character of the Son reflects truth- 
fully and perfectly that of God, Jno. 8:19; 14: 
9. Upholding all things—God is the power that 
set in motion and controls * the laws of nature,” 
which are but the means he uses to accomplish 
his purposes. Purged our sins—by his life and 
death he made atonement for the sins of the 
world, ch. 10:14, Sat down—conveys the idea 
that His great work was completed. V. 4. Better 
than Angels—higher in dignity and greater in 
power. They are “ministering spirits,” not sons in 
the sense that Christis Son. V.6. Let the Angels 
worship Him—showing His superiority. V. 7. 
See Ps. 104: 4. Angels are created intelligencies, 
agents and messengers of God. Christ’s office 
is immeasurably higher than theirs, Ephes. 1;

N this chapter the old covenant and the new 
are contrasted.

The Greek work, 
diatheke properly means a “testament,” or 
legal disposition, not a reciproeal agreement 
between two parties on equal terms. The 
new dispensation is thus a gift from God

man in the ordinary sense of that term, see Gal. | 
3: 15-18, where the covenant of Abraham is: 
spoken of as a “ promise.” A wordly sanctuary | 


—The tabernacle was a temporary structure, of 
perishable materials, contrasted with the hea- 
venly sanctuary, V. 11. For a discription of the 
tabernacle see Exo. chs. 26, 27. Vs. 2-4. Like 
Solomon’s temple, it was divided into two parts 
by the veil, the outer called the Holy Place, the 
inner, the Holy of Holies. The Golden censer— 
“An altar of incense.” The altar of incense, 
was not located within the Holy of Holies, but 
immediately in front of it, and was sprinkled 
on the day of atonement with the same blood 
with which the High Priest made atonement in 
the Holy of Holies, Exo. 30: 6-10. V.5. The 
mercy seat—of pure gold, representing Christ’s 
perfect righteousness. Cherubims of glory—sym- 
bols of the Divine presence. V.6. Ordained— 
when everything had been divinely arranged. 
Always—regularly twice a day at least, Exo. 30: 
7,8. V. 7. Only the High Priest might enter 
the Holy of Holies,and he must go alone. Christ 
trod the wine-press alone. Isa. 63:3. Through 
Him alone is salvation, Acts4: 12. Without blood 
—without the shedding of blood is no remission, 
v. 22;1 John 1:7. V. & The Holy Ghost 
signifying—the whole arrangement of the taber- 
nacle service was divine. The way into heaven 
was notso clear under the old dispensation as 
under the new. It was very difficult for the 
Jews to comprehend the full meaning of their 
ceremonial observances. V.9. A figure for the 
time—so long as the tabernacle services con- 
tinued. Could not make perfect—sins could not be 
removed by such sacrifices, ch; 10:4: Vs. 10-12. 
Which stood—consisted in. Carnal ordinances— 
outward, affecting only the flesh. Jmposed— 
rendered obligatory, a burden compared with 
Christ’s service, Matt 11:30. The time of re- 
formation—the introduction of the pepe age, 
in which the great sacrifice for sin should Him- 
self appear. But Christ being eome—the long 
arpeteen Messiah, under whose administration 
there is no more need of Levitical priesthood 
and sacrificial observances. V. 12. He entered in 
once—once for all—the Antitype, in this, as in 
every other respect, excelling the types ch. 10:14, 
The Jewish priest was a sinner, needing cleansing 
and pardon: Ourhigh Priest had no sins of his 
own, ch. 4:15. But, in his own person, he made 
atonement for transgressors which the ether 
could not do, ch. 1 : 3.

Golden Text 2 Peter 3:18. 


IMON PETER, one of the three favourite 
disciples, and the most active in word and 
deed of the twelve, He and Andrew were sons 
of Jonas of Bethsaida, fishermen by trade, re- 
siding at Capernaum. Hisnewname, Cephas— 
“the Rockman,”—was given him when he was 
called to be an apostle, John 1: 42, and con- 
firmed at a later stage, Matt. 16:18. Peter never 
assuméd for himself a supremacy over the 
other disciples. Heonly claimed *‘ Presbyterian 
Parity,” 1 Pet.5:1. This, as well as his first 
epistle, may have been written at Babylon, 1 
Pet. 5:13, where it is supposed he died, about 
A.D. 68. It is not certain that he ever was in 
Rome. He was a married man, Matt 8:14. 
The twofold object of the epistle is (1) to guard 
against false teachers, (2) an exhortation to 
acquire an experimental knowledge of our Lord 
and Saviour; the ground on which such know- 
ledge rests being the inspired testimony of the 
apostles and prophets, vs. 12-21. V.1. Servant 
and apostle—discipleship and “service” must 
always go together. Apostle—one who is “ sent” 
—a missionary. Obtained—Faith is the gift of God,1 
Cor. 15:10; 1 John3:1. God and our Saviour 
—* our God and Saviour,” R.V. God and Christ 
are one, Jno. 10: 30. V. 2. Grace—mercy: un- 
merited spiritual blessing bestowed upon us by 
a loving Father. Peace—inward tranquility re- 
sulting from grace in the heart. The two are 
beautifully associated in Ps. 85: 10. V. 3. 
According as—“ seeing that His divine power,” 
R. V. Ali things—every motive needed to incite 
us to a life of holiness. Through knowledge of 
Him—it is only by knowing Christ that we can 
comprehend the character and love of God, 
John 14:9. V. 4. Partakersof the divine nature— 
not of God’s essence, but of his holiness, Lev. 
19: 2. Weshall be like Him,1 Jno. 3:2. V.5. 
Besides this—‘‘ yea for this very cause,” R. V. 
Diligence and Faith, Sh. Cat. 85,86. Virtue— 
moral courage and energy, as in Deut. 31: 6. 
Knowledge—spiritual discernment as to what is 
right and wrong. V. 6. Temperance—full self- 
control. Patience — courageous endurance of 
trials and perseverance in the face of difficulties. 
Godliness—reverence for God and holy things. 
Charity—love toward all men, 1 Cor. ch. 13; 
Romans 13:10. This is the test of true dis- 
cipleship, Jno. 13:35, V. 8. The fruitfulness 
of believers is represented under many figures, 
Jno. 15:5; Matt.13: 23. V. 9. Blind—the con- 
dition of those who will not come to the light 
that they may see, Jno. 5:40, who are hence 
ignorant of their true condition, Rev.3: 17. V. 
10. Make your election sure—do your part in this 
solemn transaction. God works in us by His 
Holy Spirit, but we must be willing instruments 
in His hands. V. 11. Abundantly—richly. Not 
“scarcely,” 1 Pet. 4.318, but triumphantly, 
Matt, 25 : 34.

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Hevolt of the Gen Tribes, 


B. C. 975. 1 Kings xii: 6-17.’ 
Golden Text, Prov. 13: 20. 


OMPARE 2 Chron. ch. 10. On the death of 
Solomon, Rehoboam, his only son, succeed- | 
ed to the throne. Soon after, he repaired to 
Shechem to receive the homage of his people 
who claimed the right to renew the stipulations 
to which their kings were subject, 1 Sam. 10: 25. 
The splendid reign of Solomon had made it 
necessary to levy heavy taxes on the people and 
now was the time to make overtures for some 
relaxation of their burdens. Jeroboam, the 
spokesman of the northern party was a born 
leader of men. He was at one time in high 
favour with Solomon, but was obliged to flee the 
country, under a cloud, and remained in Egypt 
until the king’s death, ch. 11 : 28-40. This man 
speaks to Rehoboam as one who feels that he 
has men enough at his back to dictate terms to 
the new king. Rehoboam takes three days to 
think the matter over and consult his courtiers. 
The result is told in the lesson. Shechem, where 
this assembly was held, is 34 miles north of 
Jerusalem, ina valley, between Mounts Ebal 
and Gerizim, the most beautiful spot in Pales- 
tine, and of great historic interest. Here Abra- 
ham dwelt under the oak, and built an altar to 
the Lord, as did also his grandson. Here Joshua 
convened the great gathering of the tribes. 
Joseph’s bones were buried here, and Jacob’s 
well was here, where our Lord met the woman 
of Samaria. Vs. 6,7. Rehoboam did well to 
consult the old men, but he had evidently no 
intention of following their advice. Jf thou wilt 
be a servant—it was easy to persuade him that 
this was reversing the proper order of things; 
yet, these men had the true ideal of paternal 
government—that the ruler exists not for his 
Own aggrandizement, but for the good of his 
subjects. This is Christ’s ideal, and His whole 
life was an illustration of it, Matt. 20 : 27, 28. 
Rehoboam could not appreciate the lofty ideal of 
sovereignty. Vs. 10, 11. The advice of the 
foolish young men suited him better. Iwill add 
to your yoke—the Romans used to lay a yoke on 
the shoulders of every person in a conquered 
country intoken of his submission. “ He should 
make his subjects serfs—slaves.” V.12. Jero- 
boam had been before this informed that he 
should be king of the ten tribes, ch. 11 : 31, and 
now takes advantage of the turn affairs had 
taken to further his cause. His energy and 
knowledge of affairs marked him conspicuously 
as the coming man. Only Judah and Benjamin 
adhered to Rehoboam. Judah and Israel re- 
mained from that time separate kingdoms, for 
upwards of 250 years. Rehoboam is an example 
of a man having splendid opportunities who 
was ruined by keeping bad company. Henever 
had a day’s peace during the 17 years of his 
reign, and in the end was disgraced. Seek and 
follow the advice of the wise and experienced. 
Above all seek the wisdom that comes from God. 
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Our Own Church. 


AN examination of the list of acknow- 
ledgements for this month will afford 
satisfactory evidence of the vitality of the 
Church, in so far as the support of its mis- 
sionary and benevolent schemes is concerned. 
The contributions for Home Missions,—east 
and west—including $38,515 for the aug- 
mentation of stipends—is $79,706 ; for Fo- 
reign Missions, east and west, the amount 
is $55,781; for French Evangelization, 
$28,500; making in all, for these three 
purposes, $163,987. To this, of course, is 
to be added a large amount contributed for 
the Colleges, the Widows’ and Orphans’ 
funds, the Aged and Infirm Ministers’ 
Fund, ete. The boards for the manage- 
ment of the Home, Foreign and. French 
mission work will close the year with a 
working balance at their credit. The mana- 
gers of the Stipend Augmentation and Col- 
lege funds will, on the other hand, report a 
deficit. In regard to the augmentation 
scheme, we are not without hope that, 
when it is better understood, the congrega- 
tions will see the importance of placing it 
upon an equal footing with the Home Mis- 
sion work of the Church, and will discrimi- 
nate in its favour accordingly. In regard 
to the other, it is yearly becoming more 
apparent that a permanent endowment 
must be regarded as the chief source of re- 
venue for the colleges, and it is satisfactory 
_ to notice that successful efforts are being 
made by all of them in that direction. 
AvGMENTATION : Eastern Section :—The 
movement in the Kast has been very success- 
ful. At a meeting held on the 28th April, 
it was found that of the $12,000 asked by 
Synod, $10,500 had been received. This 
enabled the committee to pay supplements 
at the increased rate for three-quarters of 
the year ending 3lst March, 1885. The 
scheme with the higher rates did not go into 
operation until the Ist July, 1884. The 
committee has been able to meet all obliga- 
tions, and to keep a “reserve fund” as a 
“working balance” for the new year. All 
congregations of the Synod, with the excep- 
tion of about fifteen, responded favourably. 
Twenty-two congregations have become self- 
sustaining at the minimum of $750. Twenty- 
five supplemented congregations have in- 
creased their contributions, and thus light- 
ened the burden upon the central fund. 
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These two movements resulted in an in- 
crease of $5,500. The Committee are san- 
guine of the complete success of the scheme. 
French LEvaneevization.—The Board 
have ended the year free from debt and 
with a balance on hand of about $400. 
The total receipts for the year (including 
the Pointe aux Trembles School Fund) are 
$28,500, against $30,500 for the preceding 
year. This falling off is not, however, 
owing to any lack of interest on the part of 
our people, as the receipts from Canada are 
$1,500 in excess of last year—the falling off 
being in the contributions from Britain, 
where the Board had an agent for only a 
part of the past year, where, owing to the 
severe depression, it is difficult to obtain 
aid for any work outside their own country. 
New Hesrives Mission.—Rev. Joseph 
Annand, with his wife, has arrived at Hali- 
fax from Aneityum. It is nearly 13 years 
since he sailed from Halifax for the New 
Hebrides, and this long period he has spent 
in the field as a missionary. The first four 
years he devoted to new grounds on Efaté, 
where his labours were crowned with suc- 
cess. Mr. Annand has left his mark per- 
manently upon the station of Iririki and its 
vicinity, in Efaté. In 1876 it was judged 
best that a man of Mr. Annand’s experience 
and standing should occupy the station of 
Anelcauhat, Aneityum—the field sacred to 
the memory of Dr. Geddie. The station 
was in need of special care and upbuilding, 
and Mr. Annand devoted himself to the 
work with all diligence and energy. Fora 
considerable period he had charge of both 
sides of the island. Latterly Mr. Lawrie 
has been in charge ofthe station previously 
occupied by Dr. Inglis, the early coadjutor 
of Dr. Geddie. There are now 173 adult 
members connected with Mr. Annand’s 
church. He has left eleven elders and 
eleven deacons in charge of the congregation 
during the period of his furlough. 
Formosa.—We have no recent news from 
China except the telegram received by Dr. 
Wardrope some weeks ago, and which has 
been published in the newspapers. It was 
dated Tamsui, 21st April, and read as fol- 
lows:—‘‘ Got back. Converts faithful. 
Don’t send missionary.—G. L. Maogay.” 
From The Messenger of the Presbyterian 
Church of England, which has an import- 
ant mission in Southern Formosa, we learn 
that the state of suspense and anxiety 


ames 
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caused by the French war and the blockade 
of the Formosan ports is now nearly at an 
end. There has been less persecution and 
destruction of property than might have 
been expected in the circumstances, and 
the missionaries rejoice in the hope of being 
able very soon to resume their work with 
renewed, and even increased activity. Mean- 
time the Church will not cease to pray for 
her missionaries and the people to whom 
they have been sent, and that all hindrances 
to the work may be speedily removed. 
PrrsonaL. — Rev. Dr. MacGregor, the 
agent of the Church at Halifax, has returned 
from his visit to the South in greatly im- 
proved health. Rev. Dr. Jenkins, presently 
residing at Devonport, in the South of 
England, has been seriously ill, but at last 
accounts was recovering. The following 
ministers of our Church have received the 
degree of Doctor of Divinity, namely :— 
From Knox Co.tsas, Toronto, Rev. Robert 
Torrance, of Guelph, and Rev. John Gray, 
of Orillia ; from QuEEN’s University, King- 
ston, fev.

Gilray pastor, opened on Sabbath, 
29th ult., occupies a lot on the corner of Bath- 
urst and College streets, and is Gothic in design. 
It is built of red brick, and has a large main 

able, fine stained glass windows, flanked with 
Pultrcnes rising into pinnacles. A tower to the 
east end rises to the height of 80 feet. The main 
church building is now completed. The audi- 
torium is 65 feet wide by 72 feet deep. 


MANITOBA ITEMS. 


EVERYTHING else is overshadowed by the 
war. Government officials, and even some 
of our ministers, pooh-poohed the affair in 
the face of repeated warnings. The result 
is proving a terrible outpouring of blood. 
The half-breed hunters on the plains know 
how to use their rifle ; they know the coun- 
try; they seem to have enlisted a number 
of the Indians, and haye committed the 
Indians by getting them into actual conflict. 
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No one at this date (May 6) can forecast 
the end. Reports show the young braves 
in all the western bands to be restless. The 
war dance inflames the imagination of the 
tribes: the boastful nature of the Indian 
makes a great victory out of a small suc- 
cess: and the hope of plunder is a power- 
ful incentive to the Indian. Dr. Bryce 
preached a sermon in Knox Church, Win- 
nipeg, on the claims of the Indian upon 
our mercy and compassion. On May 6th 
the funeral of two Winnipeg Volunteers 
took place with an immense crowd attend- 
ing it. Ferguson, one of the Volunteers 
buried, had been a student of Manitoba 
College. A considerable number of present 
and past students of the College are among 
the different corps at the front. The Pres- 
Ibyterian Church is well represented among 
the chaplains. Rev. W. S. Ball, of London, 
is chaplain of 7th; Rev. C. B. ’Pitblado, of 
Halifax regiment ; ’ Rev. D. M. Gordon, of 
90th ; Rev. Mr. Rowand, of 91st, and Mr. 
McKenzie, a student, is with the 92nd ; 
while Rev. Jas. Barclay is reported as com- 
ing with the Montreal Artillery. It is a 
great tribute to the popularity of the Pres- 
byterian Church, as the choice has in each 
case been left to the decision of the corps 
itself. Mission work has been less inter- 
rupted than would have been supposed. 
Almost all the students appointed are in 
their fields. Synod of Manitoba meets on 
19th May. Indian affairs are expected to 
bulk largely in its proceedings. B. 


THE COLLEGES. 


QuEEN’s UNIvERSITY closed a very suc- 
cessful Session—the 44th—on the 29th of 
April. The number of Students for the 
Session has been 321. On Wednesday, 
29th, Convocation was held, the Chancellor 
Mr. Sanford Fleming, C.E., C.M.G., LL.D., 
presiding. After the announcements of 
honours, scholarships and medals in Arts, 
Divinity, and Medicine, the laureation of the 
graduates took place, as follows :—B.A. 22, 
besides 4 granted last fall; M.A., 2; B.D. 2— 
J. Hay, B.A. and A. R. Linton, B.A.; D.Sc. 
1—Rev. D. McTavish, minister at Lindsay ; 
D.D. 2—Rev. J. Currie, Halifax, Rev. G. 
Smellie, Fergus. ; LL.D. 1, Jas. Maclennan, 
B.A., Q.C., Toronto; M.D. 14, of whom 2 
were ladies from the Women’s Medical Col- 
lege in which there were 16 students. The 


number of students in Divinity was 34, of 
whom 25 are graduatesin Arts. Thirty-nine 
of the students in arts have expressed their 
intention of studying for the ministry, mak- 
ing with the Divinity class, 73 preparing for 
the ministry. Those who finish in Divinity 
this year are James A. Brown, B.A., Beaver- 
ton; John P. Gerrior, of Pictou, Nass: 
John Hay, B.A., B.D., Pinkerton ; Robert C. 
Murray B.A., Pictou, N.S.; A. K. McLeod, 
Laggan, and William Hay, B.A., of Paisley, 
Ontario. Mr. Gerrior has not had a full 
course of training in arts, and the question 
of his being licensed will have to go to the 
Assembly. Mr. W. Hay is studying medi- 
cine and he will probably return to College 
for the completion of that course. J ohn 
Hay, is likely to be speedily ordained and 
settled at Cambellford. The trustees have, 
after consulting the graduates, benefactors, 
and other friends of the University, finally 
determined not to enter into the scheme of 
federation that has been proposed, the effect 
of which would be the removal of the Uni- 
versity to Toronto. Queen’s will remain in 
Kingston, where its founders placed it, and 
where it has taken root. An association has 
been formed of leading men in all parts of 
the Dominion to further the interests and 
increase the efficiency of the College. An 
endowment of $250,000 will be asked for 
to thoroughly equip the institution. 
PRESBYTERIAN COLLEGE, Ha.irax :— 
The session closed on Thursday, April 30. 


Eighteen students had attended. Of these, — 


only one was of the third year, seven are 
of the second year and ten of the first. It 
is expected that there will be a large first 
year’s class next autumn also. At the clos- 
ing exercises, Principal McKnight, D.D., 
presided. In their reports of the winter’s 
work the professors warmly commended the 
students for their perfect decorum and their 
great diligence. Prizes ranging in value 
from $12 to $40 were awarded to ten 
students. The students were earnestly 
addressed by the Principal, by Rev. N. Mac- 
kay, and Rev. Dr. Macrae. Rev. Joseph 
Annand put in a plea for Foreign Missions, 
intimating that it was during his own 
student days that he made up his mind to 
consecrate himself to the work. The Col- 
lege Board met inthe forenoon of Thursday. 
The accounts show a deficit in the year’s 
receipts of about $1,000. After the close 
of the day’s proceedings the Alumni 
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Association held a meeting at which the 
requirements and claims of the College 
were considered. Should the General 
Assembly determine on asummer session 
being held in some of our Colleges, the 
Halitax College would be in a position to 
offer peculiar attractions from its healthy 
and beautiful situation, overlooking an arm 
of thesea, the vast ocean bounding part of 
the horizon. 


NEWFOUNDLAND. 


The political atmosphere is anything but 
‘lear. The House of Assembly now in 
session is divided against itself and there- 
fore cannot stand. The government party, 
led by Sir William Whiteway, has been 
‘deserted by the Catholics, and the Protes- 
tants of the former opposition refuse to 
unite with Sir William’s party. The next 
‘Government will doubtlesss be Protestant. 
The Protestant people are a unit and will 
stand together at the next general election. 
‘The Orange body is powerful in Newfound- 
Jand and is smarting underthe treatment they 
have received at the hands of their Catholic 
fellow countrymen. We cannot hope for 
peace so long asthe blood of Jeans, Nicho- 
jas, French, and Bray cry from the ground, 
if not for vengence, at least for justice. <A 
Catholic jury has twice giyen the infamous 
verdict of “not guilty,” and there is no 
hope of any other verdict so long as the 
murderers continue to be tried by the jury 
system. People are slow to do away with 
old institutions, but I doubt very much 
if a single Protestant in this country could 
now be found to uphold the jury system. 
Doubtless it has had its day of usefulness, 
but the state of things which called it into 

existence no longer exists. Why then should 
- not the svstem give way to a better one ? 

Presbyterianism remains in statu quo. At 
east there is no increase in the number of 
congregations. A special despatch from 
Berr’s Covs to the St. John’s Mercury 
informs us that a panic prevails in that 
locality. Owing to the low price of ore, 
mining operations have been suspended 
indefinitely. Many of the inhabitants have 
een out of work all winter and great 
destitution prevails. I have just had a 
- letter from Mr. C. Fisher, one of our little 
faithful band in Bay of Islands. He re- 
ports fourteen families. They have had 


no school during the past winter, and he 
makes no mention of any Sunday ser- 
vices. Mr. Fisher, with a few friends, 
maintains a Sunday-school. He expresses 
a willingness to do what he can to assist 
in defraying the expenses of a missionary 
should one be sent. No ordained minis- 
ter has visited them since 1880. It is 
almost impossible for the Newfoundland 
Presbytery to do anything by way of visit- 
ing this field for two reasons: Ist. The 
distance is some 250 or 300 miles, which 
means time and expense in a visitation. 
2nd. There are but two Presbyterian con- 
gregations here, and it is difficult to get 
supply during the absence of either of the 
ministers. I would point to Bay of Islands as 
a splendid objective point for a holiday trip 
for some of the brethren in Cape Breton. It 
is much nearer Sydney than St. John’s or 
Harbour Grace and should naturally be 
under the care of that Presbytery. Bro- 
thers Forbes or Gordon, what say you to 
this 4 | 
St. Andrew’s Church, St. John’s, is pre-

prospering, so that more church accommo- 
dation has to be provided for. There is not | 
a sitting to be had in the church, hence the 
necessity of the proposed new church. In, 
Harbour Grace also our church is too small 
for the convenient accommodation of our, 
people. One encouraging feature of our 
work here is the prayer meeting. The 
attendance is excellent and the interest in 
spiritual things is evidently on the increase. 
As we read of revivals in Truro and other, 
sections of the church our prayer is : 


“ While on others Thou art smiling 
Do not pass us by.” 


Our method of circulating the Record is) 
unique so far as I know. I would suggest, 
that, both in the interests of the Record and 
the churches, others might do worse than 
follow.our example. We take a copy for 
each family, with two or three extra copies, 
and the payment is made from the ordinary 
funds of the church. In what better way 
can congregations advance the interests of | 
the church than by placing a copy of the’ 
Record in every family in the congregation’ 
and, if possible, in families not unfriendly 
to Presbyterianism, yet professing not to 
belong to any particular denomination. 
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There are generally some of this class in 
almost every congregation, and no better 
and more unobtrusive method could be 
adopted to win them to our church, and 
cause them to respect us, than by showing 
what our church is doing in all parts of the 
world.—R. Locan, Harbour Grace, Nfld. 


WOMANS’? WORK. 


Woman’s F, M. Soorety, (HAsTERN SECTION). 
—The 8th annual meeting of this society was held 
in Park Street Church, Halifax, on the 14th and 
15th April. Forty delegates from auxiliaries 
outside of the city attended. sein were 
exchanged with the sister Society of the Western 
Section meeting at Ottawa, and with Methodist 
and Baptist Societies in Halifax. Numerous 
papers on missionary topics were read. It was 
resolved to try during the ensuing year to raise 
the salaries of four missionary women already in 
the field. A Presbyterial Society for Pictou was 
organized. The following were elected office- 
bearers for the year :—President, Mrs. R. F. 
Burns; vice-presidents, Mrs. Costly, and the 
presidents of all the auxiliaries; recording secre- 
tary, Miss Thompson; corresponding secretary, 
Miss Campbell; treasurer, Mrs. Waddell. The 
handsome new church was well filled at some of 
the sessions, and the proceedings throughout 
were most interesting, and when the end came 
the ladies were loath to part. 

Women’s Missionary Socrmty.—The ninth 
annual meeting of the W. F. M.S. of the Presby- 
terian Church in Canada (Western Section) was 
held in St. Andrew’s Church, Ottawa, on the 14th 
and 15th of April. The following statistics gives 
an idea of the extent and resources of the society. 
Number of Life Members, 61—of whom 17 were 
added during the year. Ordinary members, 3729 
—1214 added during the year. Mission Bands, 
654 ; Presbyterial Societies, 14; Auxiliaries, 134; 
Mission Bands, 24. Amount contributed by 
auxiliaries, $7,910.20; by Mission Bands, $1746.- 
99. Revenue from all sources, $10,080.54. The 
Foreign work may be summarized thus:— 
Three Schools for our own Indians in the North- 
west. One School for Girls in Formosa. Six 
Schools under the care of our Ladies in Central 
India. Six Native Teachers assisting in these 
schools. Two Bible Women. General Missionary 
Work in Zenanas, Hospital and Villages. Three 
Lady Missionary Teachers. One Medical Mis- 
sionary. One Lady ready for the work. One 
lady in Canada receiving medical education. 
Donations for Trinidad Schools. 

—A recent report states that of the native 
Christians in the Japanese churches, now sup- 
posed to number 8,000, only one-fourth are 
females. This state of things is often presented 
in the mission churches, where restrietions have 
long operated against women, who are less 
accessible than the men. The remedy for 
this state of affairs is,—more women for the 
mission field. 
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Mectings of Hreshyteries. 


ALIFAX, April 28:—The Presbytery 
adopted, 13 to 3, the following deliverance 
relative to the remit of Assembly on the question 
of Marriage Affinity :—‘‘ Inasmuch as the pro- 
cess of inferential reasoning usually adduced on 
the subject of marriage with a sister of a deceased 
wife, whatever its intrinsic merits, is not suffi- 
ciently clear or convincing to justify the pro- 
hibition of such marriage by ecclesiastical 
authority: Therefore resolved that the Presby- 
tery approve of the practical recommendations. 
of the committee, namely, that Church discip- 
line be not exereised in regard to a marriage 
with a wife’s sister, wife’s aunt, or wife’s niece.” 
The minority were willing to accept the conclu- 
sion of the above motion, but objected to the 
preamble. Rev. Joseph Annand, who had re- 
turned a few daysago from the New Hebrides,was 
cordially welcomed and invited to sit as a cor- 
responding member. A resolution was adopted 
expressing the Presbtery’s abhorrence of the 
rebellion in the North-west, and their deep sym- 
pathy with the relatives of those who had lost 
their lives in the discharge of their duty to their 
Queen and country, and invoking the Divine pro- 
tection and blessing on those who have gone 
forth to suppress the insurrection, and praying 
that the reign of righteousness, law, and peace 
may be speedily restored throughout the Domin- 
The name of Rey. James Fraser Campbell, 
our missionary in India, was added to the roll of 
Presbytery. The following Commissioners were 
appointed to the General Assembly: Principal 
MacKnight, Dr. Burns, Prof. Forrest, Dr. Pol- 
lok, A. Simpson, R. Laing, Ernest Bayne, R. D.

LUNENBURG AND SHELBURNE, April1l4:—The 
Presbytery had completed its share of the Aug- 
mentation Fund. <A report on Temperance, 
prepared by Mr. Crawford, showed that the pro- 

ress of the reform is hindered by defective 
aws; still, progress has been made, in some 
places very marked. The Presbytery adopted 
the report and suggested that the Assembly’s 
Committee issue a simple constitution for Con- 
gregational and §.S. Societies, so that uniformity 
of action may be secured. Other reports were 
at this stage incomplete owing to defective 
returns. The following Commissioners to the 
General Assembly were elected :—Messrs. D. S. 
Fraser, H. Crawford, and James Roxborough, 
ministers ; and Messrs. J. S. Calder, M.D., and 
James Hisenhaur, elders. In the evening a 
largely attended public meeting was held, at 
which addresses were given on “ Attendance on 
Public Worship,” “Personal Religion,” and 
“ Family Religion.”—D. S. Fraszr, Clk. 

Watiaorn, May 5:—The Presbytery expressed 
satisfaction with the progress and success of the 
Augmentation Fund within their bounds. The 
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amount of $450 has been raised for the fund. A 
suggestion of the propriéty of a day of humilia- 
tion and prayer was transmitted to the Assembly 
for serious consideration. Two Gaelic preachers 
‘being expected from Scotland, the Presbytery

St. Joun: May 5.—The statistical returns 
showed that 84 churches and stations were sup- 
eh by the Presbytery.

infants baptized during the year, 328: adults 
‘baptised, 34. Stipends promised, $18,951; paid, 
‘$19,634; arrears, $724. Total expenditure for 
‘congregational purposes, $52,854; for all pur- 
poses, $59,998. Dr. Macrae reported regarding 
hhome missions. An ordained missionary is 

laced in charge of New Kincardine, Grand 
Falls, &c. Mr. Cahil is transferred to Spring- 
field. An application is to be made for leave to 
‘ordain Mr. Cahil as a home missionary. Messrs, 
Murray, Carson, and Fisk were, after satisfac- 
tory trials, licensed to preach the Gospel. A 
resolution was unanimously adopted with re- 
spect to the North-West troubles. With respect 
to the remit on the question of the Deceased 
Wife’s Sister, the Presbytery approved of the 
recommendation that church discipline shall 
not be exercised in regard to marriage with a 
wife’s sister, wife’s aunt, and wife’s niece, Steps 
were taken to promote the church erection en- 
‘terprise of the Presbytery. The wants of the 
fund are immediate. Shares of fifty cents each 
are to be disposed of. The Session of St. David’s 
memorialised with respect to the prevailing 
desecration of the Lord’s Day. A committee 
‘was appointed to do what may be found prac- 
ticable in the matter. A very profitable con- 
ference on the State of Religion was held in the 
evening in St. Andrew’s Church.—J. Bennet, Clk. 

Priotou: May 5.—Mr. A. W. Macleod accep- 
ted the call to Vale Colliery, and arrangements 
were made for his ordination. Saltsprings 
congregation petitioned for separation from 
Scotsburn, and union with Green Hill or West 
River. Scotsburn offered no opposition to the 
proposal; but as all parties had not been con- 
sulted, the Presbytery postpened final action 
till next regular meeting. With reference to the

Toronto and Kineston.—By previous ar- 
rangement a conference was held by the mem- 
bers of Synod oz the evening preceding its 
formal opening, when a number of subjects 
bearing upon the life and work of the Church 
were discussed in a yery interesting and profit- 
able manner. The functions and studies of the 
eldership were fully discussed and opinions freely 
expressed in regard to the expediency or other- 
wise of introducing the principal of ‘ term- 
service”—that is of electing ruling elders for a 
stated term of years, leaving them, of course, 
eligible for re-election at the expiry of the term 
for which they were in the first place elected.

Obituary, 


EV. Wittiam Simpson died at Como, 
Que., on the 29th of April, in the 78th. 
year of hisage. Mr Simpson was a native of 
Stirling, Scotland, received his classical and 
theological education at the University of St. 
Andrews, and was licensed to preach the: 
Gospel by a Presbytery of the Old Light 
Burghersin 1830. In 1839 he was received 
by the Church of Scotland, and came to Ca- 
nada as a missionary under the auspices of 
the Colonial Committee. Mr. Simpson was. 
inducted to the charge of St. Andrew’s- 
Church, Lachine, in March 1844, im succes- 
sion to the Rev. Jonn Taytor who returned: 
to Scotland about that time, and continued 
his ministrations with great acceptance until. 
ashort time after the union, when he retired 
from active service and took up his residence 
at Como. He was kind-hearted, genial and 
hospitable, a faithful pastor, exemplary in 
the discharge of his official duties and highly 
respected by the members of his congrega- 
tion and his co-presbyters. He was one of 
the few ministers who did not enter into: 
the union but, to the last, his intercourse 
with his old friends was never otherwise than. 
friendly. 

Rev. Ropert Mackenzin, of Dalhousie 
and North Sherbrooke, in the Presbytery 
of Lanark and Renfrew, died after a long 
illness, of bronchial-catarrh, on the 18th of 
April. Mr. Mackenzie was a native of Dun. 
donald, Ireland, and received his education 
for the ministry at the Assembly’s College,, 
Belfast. He was ordained to the ministry 
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in 1853. In 1854 he married Miss E. J. 
Hazel, of Dundee, Scotland, and coming to 
Canada that same year was inducted as 
Iinister of Barrie, where he remained until 
1861, when he was translated to South 
Gower. Aftera successful ministry of ten 
years there, he accented a call to Morriston, 
of which he was the minister from 1871 
till 1875. The last ten years of his life 
were spent in the faithful discharge of his 
duties ag pastor of Dalhousie and North 
Sherbrooke. He was greatly beloved by 
his congregation and held in high esteem by 
all others who knew him. 

Mrs. JAmzes O. FrasEr, of Oak River, 
died on the 18th of March. Mr. and Mrs. 
Fraser and family were among the pioneer 
settlers of Manitoba. Mrs. Fraser was a 
warm and active friend of the Church, who 
by kind words and deeds many a time en- 
couraged the ministers and missionaries in 
their work. Her piety was unobtrusive, 
but very practical. When the Master’s call 
came, she entered peacefully into rest. 


Greelesinsticnl Hews. 


HE death is announced of Rev. John Ran- 
kine, minister of Sorne, Ayrshire. Dr. 
Rankine was one of the leading ministeia of the 
Hstablished Church, ordained in 1843, and was 
elected Moderator of the General Assembly in 
1883. The Waldensian Church has suffered a 
feat loss by the death of the Rev. Professor 
evel—the first professor in the Waldensian 
College, and also a devoted pastor. Rev. John 
Cameron, of Dunoon, formerly of Dundee, 
Canada, has received the degree of D.D. from 
the University of Glasgow. Old Dr. Sommer- 
ville, the Scottish evangelist, carried the Armen- 
ians of Constantinople captive by his enthusiasm. 
Pretty hard upon their ministers, however! for 
the people now say they don’t know how to 
preach. It has been announced in several of 
the leading churches in Dundee that the Sacra- 
mental fast day services are to be discontinued. 
Honour has recently been done to the memory 
of two great missionaries:—an obelisk of Peter- 
head granite has been erected at Ormiston, near 
Haddington, to the memory of Dr. Robert 
Moffatt, the pioneer of Christianity in South 
Eastern Africa, who was born at Ormiston, 21st 
Dec., 1795, and died in 1883: a memorial of 
Dr. William Carey has also been erected in his 
native village, Paulersbury, Northamptonshire, 
| where the illustrious Baptist missionary was 
| born and spent his youth. He was born in 1761 
| and died in 1834. After a discussion, which 
extended over four hours, the Free Presbytery 
of Calcutta resolved to overture the General 
Assembly to make it lawful for laymen, in cer- 
tain circumstances, to administer the sacraments. 
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The opinion that the standards absolutely forbid 
this met with small support. Mr. Milne, the 
leader of the movement, in a speech of great 
activity, boldly asserted that in the early church. 
the distinction between ministers and laymen, 
in the modern acceptance of these terms, did 
not exist, and he held that the exigencies of the 
Church in India at the present time not only 
warranted, but demanded, the re-assertion of the 
principle that.every Christian should be a mis-: 
sionary, and should receive every encouragement | 
to preach and make disciples of all around them, 
Mr. Milne did not raise the question of female’ 
ministry, but he avowed his conviction that they | 
would soon require Phoebes in the Church to do! 
its work more effectively in the Zenanas. On| 
the motion of Dr. Cunningham, of Crieff, the 
Presbytery of Auchterarder (Hstablished 

Church) has unanimously overtured the Assem- 

bly to allow congregations to elect ministers of 
other Presbyterian churches, if they see fit, 

This was the first step, he held, towards union 
with the Free and U.P. Churches. The com- 

mittee of the Scottish Presbyterian Union As- 

sociation has now been fully constituted—seven 

members having been appointed from each of 
the three churches; among those selected to 
represent the Church of Scotland, are Dr. James 
McGregor and Professor Charteris, of Kdinburgh..| 
The publication of the text of Mr, Dick Peddie’s. 
bill for the disestablishment and disendowment 

of the Church of Scotland has caused unusual 

stir in ecclesiastical circles. Dr. Macgregor pro- 
bably voiced the opinion of a large majority of 

the Church of Scotland when he said from his: 
pulpit a short time ago that “The true title of 
that great bill should be—A bill for the immedi- 
ate and total extinction of the Church of Scot- 

land, and for paganizing as far and as fast as 
possible the population of the rural districts.” 

Several of the Free Church and U.P. Presby- 
teries and Synods have expressed their approval 

of the bill, but # is well known, nevertheless,, 
that a very considerable number of the most. 
intelligent laymen in both of these churches. 
have no sympathy whatever with the cry for dis- 

establishment. Ata meeting of the Edinburgh 
Free Church Presbytery, Mr. W. Balfour gave. 
notice of a motion to petition against the bill. 
In the U. P. Presbytery of Edinburgh, Mr. Mac- 
leod, of Leith, who led the opposition to the 
overture on disestablishment, said they were not. 
doing their duty in making their Church Courts 
machines for overturning a sister church. He 
believed that jealousy was at the bottom of it.. 
In the meantime the Church of Scotland has. 
been thoroughly aroused, and, taking in the 
gravity of the situation, is making vigorous pre- 

parations for self-defence. Few are in a better 
position to give an impartial opinion on this: 
great question that is now looming up than our 
own faithful and wide-awake correspondent. 

Listen to what he says about it:— 

ScornanD, 4pril: The assanlt on the Church 
of Scotland has commenced in earnest. The 
second reading in the House of Commons of Mr. 
Dick Peddie’s Bill for the “ Disestablishment 
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and Disendowment of the Church,” is set down 
for May 6th, and, in the meantime, petitions for 
and against are in the course of signature in 
every part of the land. The Bill aims at taking 
away from the Church all her revenues deriv- 
able from Tiends, 7.¢., from ‘‘ Church lands in 
the possession of what are known as heritors,” 
and of Burgh Corporations; and giving these 
for the support of education. On the Ist of 
January, 1887, if the Bill should pass, the parish 
churches are to be alienated from their present 
possessors, and in the hands of Commissioners, 
‘being put up for sale, are to be disposed of to 
the highest bidder, the present congregations 
having a preferential bid. The claims of the 
ministers now in possession of churches and 
manses are to be respected; those under thirty 
years of age securing a retiring allowance of 
-one-half their stipend, and from that by a regu- 
lar increase of 1-60th up to 60 years of age, 
‘when the minister should receive his whole in- 
come. Quoad sacra churches, built by congre- 
gations, are to be the property of the congrega- 
tion. Ministers in receipt of the above salaries 
may preach or not as they may have a mind. 
Poor congregations unable to purchase or rent 
their churches must do without. They shall be 
turned outall the same. Quwoad sacras, set free 
from all ecclesiastical connexioa, may join what 
church they choose, or may remain independent. 
Buildings too, which have cost congregations 
more than they did the heritors, are nevertheless 
to be wrenched from them and sold, without 
compensation. To say the least of it there are 
unmistakable signs of haste and immaturity 
about the bill, and we should be sorry to see it 
pass. The motto ‘Now or never” has done 
damage to the assailing party ; nor can there be 
any fear of the bill passing into law as it is. 
Meantime, the society having as its aim the 
union of Presbyterian churches in Scotland, has 
‘become consolidated, and if time is given to the 
representatives of the three bodies to perfect 
their arrangements, we hope to see a plan ere 
long which will deal even with the burning 
question of the hour in a much more pleasant 
and enduring way, than the poorly conceived 
methods of our politicians. One of our Scottish 
ministers has presented to the Queen a plough, 
manufactured from old swords, dirks and spears, 
literally turning “swords into ploughshares,” 
while the nation is so seriously preparing for 
war. In St. Giles’, Edinburgh, a new throne is 
to be erected at a cost of £500; the high orna- 
mental work of the old pew having been placed 
as ascreen at the west doorway. In Glasgow 
there is a very large part of the population who 
never attend church. One cause is said to be 
‘drunkenness; another shows itself among those 
who, before coming to town, have been “ unac- 
customed to pay seat rents.” Mr, Beith says 
there are thirty per cent. too many churches in 
Scotland at present. The Rev. Mr. Hastie, for- 
merly of Calcutta, goes to the General Assembly 
as representative elder from the town of Sanqu- 
har. The increase in the F. C. Sustentation 
Fund for the last ten months is £1,117. D. 
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CanaDa.—The Scott Act came into force in a 
large number of counties on the Ist of May. 
Much of the success or failure of the movement 
now depends upon the faithfulness with which 
the provisions of the Act are carried out in 
practice in these counties. The Rev. Canon 
Ritchie, of Georgina, Ont., who died last month 
in the 82nd year of his age, was Scotch by birth 
and Presbyterian by education. He was the 
Presbyterian minister of Newmarket from 1838 
to 1842. Atthe same time the now Venerable 
Archdeacon Leach, of Montreal, was the minis- 
ter of St. Andrew’s Presbyterian Church in 
Toronto. In November, 1842, both of these 
ministers tendered their resignations to the Pres- 
bytery of Toronto, intimating at the same time 
their intentions, for reasons given, of joining the 
Church of England. The treasurer of the 
Church of England Missionary Society at 
its last quarterly meeting reported a balance 
of $10,082.38 on hand for foreign missions, 
and $661 for domestic missions. It was 
tks to divide the former equally betwixt the 
Church Missionary Society and the Society for 
the Propagation of the Gospel.

Lessons were 
selected for the first year only, it being under- 
stood that for subsequent years such modifica- 
tions of detail may be made as circumstances 
may seem to require. 

IRELAND.—Some two or three years ago a Royal 
Charter was granted to the facullies, conjointly, 
of the Presbyterian College, Belfast, and Magee 
College, Londonderry, enabling them to grant 
degrees in Theology. At the Convocation in 
April the degreé of D.D. was conferred on five 
ministers. First in age coms John Hamilton 
Moore, who, in 1840, was ordained as assistant 
Minister in Connor, the largest country congre- 
gation in the Church. Here he laboured for 20 
years when he was called to Belfast to one of the 
congregations that were the first of the revival of 
1859. Dr. Moore has all along been known as a 
vigorous thinker, thoroughly sound in the faith. 
(2) Charles Lucas Morell was ordained in 1844, in 
Dungannon, and is still in that ancient borough. 
Dr. Morrell is often spoken of as the Nestor of 
the Assembly. He has guided the ecclesiastical 
ship through many a stormy sea. He was Mod- 
erator in 1868. (3) Nathaniel Brown was or- 
dained the year after Dr. Morrell, in the town of 
Limavady, and is there still, thus he has now 
been 40 years in the work. He is a first-class 
debater and an excellent platform orator. He 
has devoted for many years his fine powers to the 
services of the tenant farmers. His patriotism 
led him to take an active share in politics, but 
his manly and straightforward course saved him 
from being Failed as the mere political parson. 
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o Hamilton Magee was ordained in 1849 toa 
ome Mission Charge in the very heart of Con- 
naught. When there his capacity for mission 
work was recognized and he was called by the 
Board to take charge of a Mission then opened in 
Dublin. He is emphatically amissionary to his 
Roman Catholic countrymen. As a controver- 
sialist in all matters bearing on Romanism he is 
a master; probably he has no superior any- 
where. He is distinguished at the same time for 
gentleness of demeanour and for fairness in his 
treatment of opponents. (5) fae Hanna, again, 
is also a great controversialist, but of a very dif- 
ferent type from Dr. Magee ; his ability is acknow- 
ledged by all. In 1852 he was ordained and settled 
over a@ congregation that was to be, rather 
than over one that was. A congregation had just 
left the building and moved to a better locality ; 
he set to work and in a few years filled the 
church which was then pulled down and another 
was erected in the centre of a dense population, 
and that of a very low type. Here, for a good 
many years, he laboured until the place became 
far too straight for his flock. He then went out 
to another locality and built the church in which 
the Council met last year: the largest by far in 
the bounds of the Irish Presbyterian Church. 
Dr. Hanna has carved a monument for himself 
which will tell its story for many a generation to 
come. It is one that is the result of steady perse- 
vering toil together with a rare power of organi- 
zatien.—H.

LETTER FROM Ray. JOHN WILKIE. 
Tue Swincine FESTIVAL. 


‘7 E all reached Tori on Saturday evening 
the last of February and found the 

whole village in a state of excitement, indicating 
something of more than usual importance; and 
before we were long there a crowd of men, danc- 
ing and singing in time with the wild beating of 
drums, appeared—one of the number, the one 
to be swung on the morrow, being specially dis- 
tinguished by his clothes and by the others con- 
stantly dancing around him. By means of the 
magic lantern, kindly sent by the Guelph ladies, 

__ we were able to get up a sufficient counter 
_ attraction to draw together the greater part of 
the village, to whom for over two hours we 
spoke of the dying love of our Saviour, who 
saved us from self-inflicted and useless tortures. 
Throughout the Saturday night there was no 
sleep, as the air rung with the wild songs and 
 tomtoms, and at four o’clock in the morning the 
increased shouting told us that they were about 
1o burn the large pile of dried cow-cakes—~em- 
blematical of the funeral pyre—which they had 
the day before built up before the village. As 
to what all this meant no one seemed to have a 
very clear idea, and in Indore where the same 
| thing was done, quite a different explanation from 
that below was given. It seems to be regarded—

by those who take the trouble tu thiuk—asg 
commemorative of a Brahman woman, who 
having married a low caste man in ignorance, 
was condemned to burn him, but who in her 
love threw herself on the pile and gave up her 
life with him. This story, however, illustrates 
the crude character of Hinduism and the im- 
ee der of our dogmatising in regard to what 

induism is. Of course there are a few out- 
standing gods that are known and spoken of by 
all Hindoos, but there are also gods peculiar to 
every district and every caste that are not known 
to others, many of whom have sprung from the 
legendary stories about heroes of the past that, 
by the aid of some scheming priest, have been 
crystalized into articles of religious belief— 
this all being aided by the Pantheistic or Vedan- 
tic Theology that seems to form at least the 
substratum of Hinduism, when it does not make 
up the whole; andthus an account of Hinduism 
that may be perfectly true of one district would 
be quite untrue in another. Asa maiter of fact, 
the great mass of the uneducated Hindoo people 
do not know what they believe or why they per- 
form certain ceremonies beyond the fact 
that the priest says it is right to do 60. 
When the absurdity of many of their acts of 
belief and worship are pointed out they will ina 
simple way reply, “ what can we know? Ask 
our priests. We only seek to fill our stomachs, 
&c.”” Of course education has reared up a large 
and increasing class who think for themselves 
and who have thrown aside all respect for the 
Hinduism of the past; yet in such a Mela as 
that at Tori in vain did we offer tracts or even 
picture cards to those that could read—there 
probably not being more than two or three in 
the 3,000 or 4,000 present who could even sign 
their own name. Assoon asthe sun arose on 
Sunday morning the women in groups, headed 
by a trumpeter and several drummers, singing 
their weird melancholy airs, made their way to 
and round the pile, each pouring on the smoul- 
dering ashes some water. Whilst this is going 
on, the “ gul” or upright beam, about 30 feet 
high, from which the different men were to be 
OHA was being prepared by being freshly 
coated with whitewash, and by having the cross- 
yard balanced and firmly secured. At the foot 
of the “ gul,” too, eight rough, round stones, 
about one foot long by eight or nine inches 
wide, gathered from the fields, were set up on 
end and called their gods. This being done, the 
men came to dotheir poojah. This consisted in 
(1) breaking a cocoa nut over the head of one of 
the gods, putting a small piece of nut on the 
head of each of the eight (which, however, was 
at Once removed and eaten by one of the crowd 
standing by) and dividing the balance among 
his companions—the god getting for his share 
the shells; (2) the pouring of a quantity of 
native spirit over the head of each god (fitting 
emblem of the wild orgies of the day); (3) the 
putting of some new red paint oneach. At the 
same time that they were thus, one after another, 
doing poojah, they dug a pit just in front of the 
gods, about 10 feet long by 6 wide, and about 
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one foot deep, and by burning wood soon had in 
it a good bed of hot coals. Then came the 
women’s turn to do poojah, but they, in coming 
up to the idols, must walk through the bed of 
red hot coals, and if they are specially anxious 
to get a son—the great object of all Hindoo 
women, as the only thing that can save them 
from disgrace and give them any position in the 
village—then they must walk backwards and 
forwards through this bed of coals with bare 
feet as often as possible, being especially led to 
redouble their efforts by their husbands and 
croaking old women who crowded round the pit 
on either side—the wincing nerves too clearly 
indicating the nature of the sacrifice being made, 
especially by the more delicate ones, some of 
Hi seem to have been hurried out of bed to 
pass through the horrible ordeal. But I must 
ES the balance of this for next month.—J.W. 


Letter From Miss MoGrecor. 


To the children who have helped to support the 
schools at Indore, hitherto supported by the 
Juvenile Mission Scheme. It will be read with 
much interest.—A.M.M. 

Indore, March 16th, 1885. 

My Dnar Cuitpren.—Our cold season ig over 
now, and it will be very warm until the middle 
of June. Then the rains set in; but in the mean- 
time we must use punkahs and tatties and not 
go out in the sun through the day. We have 
begun morning school,—that is from seven to 
eleven, instead of from eleven to four, as it is in 
the cool weather. We have had many troubles 
during the year, but I think that good has come 
from all, and now nobody disturbs us or tries to 
close our schools. You remember, perhaps, that 
an order was sent out by the Durbar, saying that 
missionaries must not preach in the city of Indore 
—in fact, that we must not do any Christian 
work in the city. Well, one man who lived near 
‘our school disliked us very much, and deter- 
mined to close our school. He was a native 
magistrare, and he used to send Sepoys with 
messages, telling us to go away. Then he wouid 
frighten the woman who was sent to bring the 
children in the morning. He went to the land- 
lord, and told him to send us away, and tried 
many plans to put us out of the neighbourhood. 
At last we rented another house for the school, 
and thought we were safe. He found us out very 
soon, however, and one day a Sepoy broke into 
our school-room and took away our Christian 
books. Then we made acomplaint to a brotwal 
(magistate) and he had the man brought before 
him. We also told the Prime Minister, because 
he wishes to have Hindoo girls educated, and he 
very kindly said he would attend to the matter, 
and this he did. One old man sent us a message 
saying that we need not be afraid,—as he would 
take care of the school. The man who took the 
books wag not badly punished, but he had to 
put his hands together and ask forgiveness, and 
promise never to do so again. 

All three schools are doing very well, and, 
thanks to the kindness of the Sabbath-school 


children at home, we had plenty of presents to 
give the little dark-eyed girls. e gave & 
choice between a book and a doll, and some 
cloth. It took a long time to choose what they 
would have. We had invited the parents to 
come and see the prizes given, and they did so, 
and went away very much pleased. Al! the 
children who could read chose a book. It is 
very difficult to get the girls to be punctual, 
that is, if we tell them to come at seven o’clock, 
they think it will do very well if they are in 
school for eight, and if the teacher threatens 
to punish them, they run away. Then they do 
not see why they must wash their hands and 
faces, and comb their hair, before they come to 
school. A Hindoo girl does not have her hair 
combed more than one¢e or twice a week, and 
some of them only once a month. We need a 
school building as our schools are very much 
crowded now. One room has no windows and 
only a mud floor. The roof is broken at one 
corner, and the light comes in that way. I wish 
the S. School ehildren in Canada could see these 
rooms as they are. They are not nearly so 
good asa stable at home. The most important 
point of all is that the girls in Indore are learn- 
ing about the Lord Jesus Christ, and we hope 
that by and by their homes will be made 


brighter and happier for the knowledge they | 


have gained in the school so generously sup- 
ported by the children of Canada. 


Missionary Motes. 
DEATH OF KING MTESA. 


Mr. Frederick E. Wigham, hon. secretary 
Church Missionary Society, writes to the Z7%imes 
—‘“ We have to-day received intelligence from 
our missionaries at Rubaga, in Uganda, of the 
death, on October 10, of King Mtesa, at whose 
invitation, conveyed to England by Stanley, the 
society organized the Victoria Nyanza Mission 
nine years ago. The king is succeeded by 
Mwanga, a lad who has been in some measure 
brought under the influence of the missionaries, 
They are informed that the comparative freedom 
from violence and bloodshed with which this 
change of monarchs has been marke is unpre- 
cedented. The Princess, who has been raised 
to the dignity of King’s “Sister,” professes 
Christianity. The intelligence we have received 
during the last twelve months has been encour- 
aging regarding the progress of the work; 
eighty-eight in all have now been baptized, 
almost all of them adults.” 


Anrwa:—The water supply of Aniwa was the 
means of converting the people to Christianity, 
and this was brought about in a curious manner. 
The want of water was a terrible sc .urge when 
Mr. Paton arrived, and it at last occurred to him 
to sink a well in his own back garden, hoping at 
the level of the sea to get water. The people, 
never having seen a well in their lives, came to 
the conclusion that he must be quite mad, and 
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imagining the world upside down, indeed, to 
think of digging for water into the dry earth. 
very day Say gathered round and watched him 
dig, though they were much too scared to help. 
At last the old chief spoke. “ You must be mad, 
Missi,” he said; “ rain comes from the clouds 
here; it does not rise from the earth.” Day 
after day went by, but at last, at thirty feet deep, 
there were signs ofa spriag. Then the mission- 
ary told the savages that next day they should 
gee water. On the morrow, in fear and wonder, 
they carne, and at thirty-two feet deep, lo! there 
was a epring of fresh water, which has ever 
since supplied the eutire island. It was this 
which finally conquered the people. The chief 
gathered his people about him, and said: “ We 
thought the Missi mad when he said he would 
go down to the earth and find rain; but he has 
wrought and prayed till Jehovah has given it 
him. Now, as there was water in the earth 
beneath, so doI believe there is a God in the 
skies above. And as the Missi has removed the 
earth, and we have seen the water, so do I feel 
that death will remove the mist which is before 
our eyes, and we shall see God. Bring out the 
idols, and let us destroy them. 


JewisH Missions.-The Church of Scotland 
Mission to the Jews was originated by means of 
a gift of £100 from Mrs. H. E. Smith, a devout 
lady, who handed the amount to Rey. A. Moody 
Stuart, to be “put into the bank” for a mission 
which had not then been even spoken of in the 
General Assembly. Mr. Moody Stuart, Murray 
McCheyne and others entered enthusiastically 
into the enterprise, and the £100 has been bear- 
ing precious fruit. The same good lady be- 
queathed £500 for a mission to the Jews in 
Palestine. The money remained unused for 
many years; but the Free Church, during the 

ast year, determined to open a mission at 
Tiberias, on the Sea of Galilee. Dr. Torrance, 
a medical missionary, is now settled there. Mr. 
McCheyne wrote in 1839 :—“ The Jews are more 
interesting in their own land than in any other ; 
and I believe it is the confirmed opinion of all of 
us that, if our Church undertakes a mission to 
the Jews, we should not omit the Holy Land. It 
is the centre of the Jewish world; every reli- 
gious Jew turns his eyes and heart towards it; a 


movement there will be felt over the whole 


world.” The Free Church has missions to the 
Jews at Breslau, at Prague, at Pesth, and in 
Constantinople. These have met with encourag- 
ing success. We congratulate the venerable Dr. 
Moody Stuart on the extension of the work to 
the very scenes of our Saviour’s ministry on 
earth. Dr. Moody Stuart mentions the fact that 
| the recent persecutions to which the Jews have 
| been subjected in Rusgia and elsewhere led their 
| teachers to believe that these sufterings area 
fulfilment of the predictions in the fifty-third 
chapter of Isaiah! Their pride is flattered with 
| the idea that they are suffering as God’s chosen 
| neg for the salvation of mankind.

NNALS or tae Disruption, by Rev. Thos. 
Brown: Edinburgh, Macniven and Wal- 
lace, pp. 841, $1.50. This handsome volume 
recals in graphic terms the circumstances con- 
nected with the memorable transaction which 
culminated in Edinburgh on the 18th of May, 
1843—when upwards of four hundred ministers, 
headed by Dr. Welsh and Dr. Chalmers, ceased 
their conneciion with the Church of Scotland, 
voluntarily et ce their manses and em- 
oluments amounting to half a million of dollars 
ayear. This most interesting work is largely 
composed of extracts from the narratives of the 
leading ministers who left the Scottish Establish- 
ment at that time, and who laid the foundation 
of the Free Church of Scotland. 


OvuTLINE OF THE HisToRY OF PROTESTANT 
Missions, by Dr. Gustav Warneck, translated 
from the German by Dr. Thomas Smith : Edin- 
burgh ; James Gemmell, pp. 220, price $1.25. 
This much-lauded: book is disappointing. It is 
constructed after the model of Christlieb’s 
Foreign Missions, but is greatly inferior to it. 
Defective in arrangement and in its statistics, it 
fails to convey to the reader either a connected 
outline of the progress, or the present condition 
of the missions of the nineteenth century. This 
is no fault of the translator’s, however, who has 
done his work well. Much of the labour and 
research are lost for want of an index. 


Licut In Lanps oF Darkness, by Robert 
Young of Edinburgh, 7. Fisher Unwin London, 
pp. 426; $1.50. This record of missionary 


{labours in some of the less known mission 
fields is replete with interest and‘is complimen- 
tary to the author’s earlier and valuable volume, 
Modern Missions: Their Trials and Triumphs. 

Lire oF Wiui1amM ELLis, missionary to the 
South Seas and to Madagascar, by his son, 
John Eimeo Ellis, London, John Murray, 8 vo., 
pp. 310; $2.50. We cannot speak too highly of 
this admirable biography which describes faith- 
fully, vividly, and modestly, the devoted labours 
of one of the most eminent missionaries of the 
nineteenth century, a brief sketch of whose 
career we hope to add to our missionary cabinet 
before long. 

Memorn oF Rev. Davin Tappan StoppaArp,. 
by Joseph P. Thompson, D.D.: The American 
Tract Society, Boston : pp. 422: $1.50. These 
touching memoirs of an earnest missionary, 
over whose grave, in the burial ground at Oroo- 
miah, was erected a stone with the simple in- 
scription,— He walked with God”’—will be read 
with special relish by all who take an interest. 
in the missionary work among the Nestorians of 
Persia, begun by the American Board in 1838,. 
and now carried on successfully by the Board of 
Missions of the Presbyterian Church in the 
United States of America. 

Top Errors or KEvorurion, by Robert 
Patterson, edited by H. L. Hastings, editor of 
The Christian, Boston, pp. 271, $1.00. These 
closely reasoned chapters contain a masterly 
refutation of the unwarranted assumptions of 
science, falsely so called, which seek to do away 
with the Great First Cause, and find the solution 
of creation and the origin of life in a tissue of 
unsupported aud incredible fancies. 

Biste Lessons anp Rerwections, by Robert 
Gairdner of Kilmarnock, Scotland, W. Drysddle 
& Co., Montreal, pp. 141; price, 75 eents. The 
Reflections, founded upon a chronological arran- 
gement of Scripture Texts, are designed to esta- 
blish the identity of the lost Ten Tribes with.

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—« Go-operation in Loreign Biission 
dvork, 


‘HE American Section of the committee 
appointed by the Presbyterian Council 
at Belfast to consider and report on co-opera- 
tion in Foreign Mission work, met recently 
in Elizabeth, N.J., and unanimously agreed 
to issue a circular to the Churches represented 
in the Alliance, through their Foreign Mis- 
sion Boards, with a view of eliciting from 
them such information in regard to the 
_ whole question as may guide the committee 
in their efforts to reach some practical con- 
clusions. 
Co-operation may be of different kinds,— 
_ (1) an agreement between different branches 
of the Churches, such as that which Abra- 
_ ‘ham expressed his willingness to make with 
- Lot :—“ Let there be no strife I pray thee, 
between me and thee: for we be brethren. 
If thou wilt take the left hand, then I shall 
go tothe right.” This kind of co-operation 
obtains in the New Hebrides, where, by 
common consent, the Presbyterians confine 
| their labours to the southern islands, and 
_ the Episcopalians tothe northern islands of 
the group. Upon the same principle the 
~Congregationalists almost exclusively work 
among the Armenians in Turkey, and the 
—Methodistsin Fiji. (2) There may be an 
agreement betwixt the missionaries of 
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churches of the same order to work together 
in the same field without abandoning their 
home connexions, or passing from their 
support, control, and ultimate jurisdiction. 
This is to be found in Japan, where Presby- 
terianism is to all practical intents a unit, 
although the missionaries still hold 
to their connection with the churches who 
sent them forth; also in China, in the New 
Hebrides and in Trinidad. In all these 
places the experiment has proved success- 
ful. (3) There is another and higher type 
of co-operation which should be re- 
garded as the goal of missionary adminis- 
tration, namely, a corporate union of mis- 
slonaries in a given field, having for their 
chief aim and object the formation of 
native churches each with a view to their 
assuming the responsibilities of self-support 
and self-government. 

It is bad enough that Presbyterianism 
is divided in the face of Christendom in 
the home churches; it is disastrous to the~ 
spread of Christianity that these divisions 
should be perpetuated on heathen ground. 
Compared with the conversion of a thousand 
millions of heathen, and the evangelization 
of the world, the divergencies of Presby- 
terianism are but as the small dust of the 
balance, which, on heathen ground, at least, 
should be at once and forever swept away. 
The cry from every mission field is for 
more men and moremoney. Organic union 
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would certainly supply both in some mea- 
sure, by a redistribution of the men already 
in the field and by a saving in the cost of 
administration. The economy in connection 
with educational and literary institutions 
would be a marked consequence of an organic 
union among Presbyterians in heathen 
countries. Take for example India, with 
three similar yet distinct and rival colleges 
at Bombay, Calcutta and Madras. Can it 
be doubted that one well equipped college 
at each of these eentres would suffice? 
Would not the gain far more than compen- 
sate for the sacrifice, if such it should be 
called, of surrendering a charter or chang- 
ing a base of operations? Dr. Chamber- 
lain, a missionary of the Reformed Church 
in America, put this matter forcibly before 
the Belfast Council. He said there were 
thirteen different branches of the Presby- 
terian Church engaged in mission work in 
India at the present time; they have to- 
gether 168 ordained ministers and a much 
larger number of elders—‘‘ Enough to form 
a General Assembly for India if the home 
churches would permit them to doit. But 
as yet they have no effective bond of union.” 
Speaking of his own field, inhabited by 
three millions of Tamil and Telegu people, 
among whom they have thirteen ordained 
missionaries and a Christian community of 
5,025 souls, he says:—‘‘But we stand alone, 
having no connection with the missions and 
Presbyteries of the Church of Scotland and 
of the Free Church in Madras. Is there, 
can there be any reason, God-given, why we 
should not unite and form the Synod of 
Madras of the Reformed Church holding 
the Presbyterian system? Why should not 
the Presbyterians in the Bombay Presidency 
unite—British and American—and consti- 
tute the Synod of Bombay? And so in 
Bengal; and then, rising in their oneness 
in Christ, form one united General Assem- 
bly. This must come.” Rev. K. S. Mac- 
donald, a missionary of the Free Church of 
Scotland says :—‘‘ Our divisions have been 
a source of weakness in the face of heathen- 
ism. Wein India are much more in ad- 
vance in the direction of union than the 
Home Church whom we represent.” Mr. 
Macdonald stated on the floor of the Council 
that the blame of perpetuating Presbyterian 
sectarianism in India lies at the doors of 
the Home Churches. The missionaries 
themselves are ready for co-operation and 
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even for organic union. It is evident, 
therefore, that whatever efforts are to be 
made, the initiative must be taken by the 
Home Churches in Britain and Ameriga,. 
and who can tell but decisive action in this 
direction, while proving an inestimable 
boon to the cause of foreign missions, may 
also prove to be the stepping stone 
to a corporate union of the Presbyterian: 
Churches in both of these great Christiam 
couniries. 


Missionary Cabinet. 
ASAHEL Grant, M.D. 


MONG the medical men who have 
9°” gone to heathen lands with the double 
purpose of relieving bodily distress and. 
opening blind eyes to the light of the 
Gospel, none hold a more distinguished 
place in the history of missions than Dr. 
Asahel Grant, a devoted medical missionary 
of the American Board of Commissioners: 
for Foreign Missions, who was sent out to 
assist the Rev. Justin Perkins their first — 
missionary to the Nestorians of Persia. Dr. 
Grant was born of pious parents, in the 
town of Marshall, in the State of New 
York, on the 17th of August, 1807. His 
father, who was a farmer, had destined 
him for the same profession, but a severe: 
wound by an axe in his youth having un- © 
fitted him for that occupation, he turned 
his attention to the study of medicine. 
After obtaining his diploma, he married’ — 
and entered intoa lucrative practice in the — 
village of Brainton, Pennsylvania. But 
his bright hopes were soon clouded. His. 
wife died, leaving him with two young — 
children, when he returned to the old home- 
stead. He was ordained a deacon in the » 
Presbyterian Church and, like the New 
Testament deacons, he began to preach the 
The stories that his mother hadi — 
told him in childhood about Eliot and 
Brainerd came back to his mind and he be- 
came filled with a desire to go to the heathen. 
He offered his services to the Americam 
Board and was appointed to join their mis- 
sion in Persia. Having married a second 
time, he and his wife, accompanied by Rev. 
James L. Merrick, sailed from Boston im 
May, 1835, for Trebizond, near the head of 
the Black sea. Thence, by a laborious 
journey of seven hundred miles, through & 
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mountainous country infested with robbers, 
they passed on to Tabriz, the commercial 
capital of Northern Persia, where they 
arrived in seventy-four days from Trebizond. 
The field to be occupied extended from 
Lake Oroomiah 300 mes westward to the 
Tigris and 200 miles north and south—a 
rugged country, interspersed here and there 
with beautiful fertile plains. The Nestori- 
ans inhabiting this district, numbering about 
150,000, derive their name from Nestorius, 
a native of Syria and Bishop of Constanti- 
nople in A.D. 428, who was soon after 
deposed and banished to Egypt for alleged 
heretical opinions. Many, however, in the 
east espoused his tenets and, in course of 
time, the Nestorian became the State 
Church of Persia, continued to flourish for 
several centuries, and planted missions in 
China, India, and other eastern countries, of 
which traces remain to this day. But the 
country was desolated by the Moslem hordes 
and the Nestorians all but exterminated by 
Tamerlane about the year 1,400. The 
- remnant of this once prosperous church, 
- whose intellectual life had been crushed 
_ by popish and moslem persecution was the 
_ material the missionaries had to work upon. 
' Dr. Grant commenced his lebours at the 
city of Oroomiah, on the borders of the 
- lake of that name some ninety miles long 
and thirty in width. At the very outset, 

his great medical skill, his commanding 
_ physique, his courage and his tact gave him 
| a wonderful influence over the people. His 
house was continuously thronged with 
| patients suffering from all kinds of diseases. 
He was especially successful in operating 
| onthe eye, for cataract, with which many 
were afflicted. The work of the mission 
_ prospered and soon they had a staff of eight 
native helpers, among whom were three 
Nestorian bishops and two priests. But 
trials also abounded. On one occasion, Grant 
_ and Perkins narrowly escaped assassination. 
_ Then Oroomiah proved unhealthy. Fever 
and ague brought the whole missionary 
party to the verge of the grave. Mrs, Grant 
_ was the first who fella victim to it. She 
_ died on the 14th of January, 1839, at the 
age of twenty-five. She was greatly beloved 
by the Nestorians, who buried her and her 
| infant twin daughters within the precincts 
of the church at Oroomiah, “where none 
but holy men are buried.” Shortly after 
this sad event, Grant set out on an expedi- 
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tion to the mountain fastnesses of Koordistan, 
where he encountered great hardships and 
was often in danger of his life. By a dif_i- 
cult and perilous journey he reached Mosul 
on the Tigris, immediately opposite the 
site of Nineveh, and at length reached the 
wilds of Koordistan. Even there he re-' 
ceived a cordial welcome from the natives. 
After a successful exploration he returned 
to Oroomiah in shattered health and resolved 
to visit his native country. Proceeding by 
Erzroom and Constantinople he arrived in 
Boston in October, 1840. He returned the 
following year with additional missionaries 
for the mountaineers. The good work upon 
which they entered was soon suspended by 
war betwixt the Kurds and the Nestorians, 
in which the latter suffered the most wanton 
cruelties. On thecommencement of hostil- 
ities Grant escaped from the mountains 
and returned to Mosul. A typhoid fever 
which had carried of many of the refugee 
Nestorians in Mosul seized this ‘ beloved 
physician” and terminated his devoted 
labours on the 24th of April, 1844. People 
of every rank in the community watched 
the course of his sickness, and when his 
death was announced many wept. The old 
Patriarch was heard to exclaim, — ‘‘ My 
country and my people are gone! Nothing 
remains tome butGod!” The early history 
of this mission, and the conspicuous part 
taken in it by Dr. Grant are fully deseribed 
by Dr. Rufus Anderson in his Oriental 
Churches, published by the A. B. C. F. M. 
at Boston Vol. I pp. 426. Price $1.50. In 
1871 this mission was transferred to the 
Board of Foreign Missions of the Presby- 
terian Church in the United States, by 
whom it has since been vigourously main- 
tained. The latest statistics give 10 or- 
dained missionaries, 4 medical missionaries, 
24 female missionaries, 30 native ordained 
preachers, 34 licentiates, 26 organized 
churches, 140 preaching places, 2,577 
scholars in the schools, and 1,768 com- 
municants. | 


REV. JOSEPH ANNAND, OF ANEIT- 
YUM, NEW HEBRIDES. 


Happily Mr. Annand is among us again, 
after eleven years of arduous service in the 
foreign field, under a tropical sun, far 
away from the centres of civilization and 
the comforts and advantages of modern 
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life. Mr. Annand is a Nova Scotian, born 
at Gay’s River, in Colchester county. He 
is about forty years of age. Like so many 
other “labourers in the Vineyard,” Mr. 
Annand had in his youth to toil with all 
diligence on the farm or ina sawmill, dur- 
ing the summer months. In the depths of 
winter he attended sehool. When twenty 
years of age he attended Dalhousie College 
for one term with the view of qualifying 
himself for more intelligent work as a 
farmer. During that winter he felt for the 
first time that there was need for him in 
the Lord’s Vineyard, and the summer was 
spent in private study in order to be quali- 
fied to enter College as an undergraduate 
in the autumn. He graduated as “B.A.” 
of Dalhousie in 1869—after four sessions. 
In the autumn of 1869. he commenced his 
theological studies at Princeton. In course 
of the winter his mind was deeply im- 
pressed with the claims of the heathen 
world, and in 1870 he offered hisservices as 
a student-missionary to the Board in Nova 
Scotia. During the next two winters he 
attended the Presbyterian College, Halifax, 
and took classes in medicine in Dalhousie 
College. In April, 1872, he was licensed by 
the Presbytery of Halifax to preach the 
Gospel ; and on the same day Dalhousie 
Callege conferred upon him the degree of 
M.A. He studied medicine practically for 
some months under Dr. Calder of Bridge- 
water, N.S. He was ordained by the Pres- 
bytery of Lunenburg and Yarmouth, as a 
foreign missionary, on the 3rd July, 1872. 
He was at the same time designated to the 
New Hebrides mission field. Mr. Annand 
married Miss Alice Seville of Halifax, who 
has proved in all respects a help meet for a 
foreign missionary, bearing bravely, and 
without a murmur, her full share of the 
toils, cares and deprivations incident to a 
missionary’s life in the South Seas. 
Prior to his sailing, on the 5th November, 
Mr. Annand visited many of the congrega- 
tions with a view to deepen their interest in 
the mission cause. Mr. Annand’s career as 
a missionary has been marked by steady 
endurance, hard work, and continued suc- 
cess. He left Halifax in November, 1872, 
and returned in April, 1885, for a brief 
season of well-earned repose: such repose 
as is possible to a returned missionary ! 
During his first two years in the New 
Hebrides he occupied a new field, on Efaté, 
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where much success crowned his efforts. He 
was then chosen to occupy the field where 
Dr. Geddie had endured so much and won 
such notable conquests for the Redeemer. 
Mr. Annand had for a considerable period 
full charge of the whole island of Aneityum. 
Recently one side of the island has been 
under the care of Mr. Lawrie of the Free 
Church of Scotland. The mission cause 
on Aneityum has prospered under Mr. 
Annand’s care. Indeed that beautiful isle 
has become the “ Jona” of the New Hebrides. 
Many a native Christian has gone to other 
isles to teach and preach and prepare the 
way for others. Many have fallen martyrs 
to the truth. The most discouraging feature 
of the mission, Mr. Annand thinks, is 
the steady though slow decrease of popula- 
tion—deaths regularly exceeding births. 


Our Own Claret. 


HILE these pages are being prepared 
for the press, the General Assembly 
is in session and the business before the 
house is being transacted as rapidly as its 
importance admits of. Long before the 
Record reaches its destinations, most of our 
readers will have been informed of its pro- 
ceedings and what we have to offer will be 
to many a twice-told story. But even to 
them it will be convenient to have it in 
this form for future reference. Out of the 
possible four hundred there are nearly 
three hundred and fifty commissioners in 
attendance, with an unusually large pro- 
portion of elders who, both on the floor of 
the house and in the committees, are taking 
a fair share of the work. Among those 
who have been prevented from attending © 
by reason of impaired health we mention — 
with regret the name of Rev. Dr. McGregor, 
the Agent of the Church at Halifax. We 
miss his familiar face and genial compan-— 
ionship and express the hope that his 
health may be fully restored and that he 
may yet see many days of honoured use- | 
fulness. 


OUR MODERATOR. 


Rey. ALPXANDER Macxniacut, D.D., Principal 
of the Presbyterian College, Halifax, is a 
native of Dalmelkngton, Ayrshire, Scotland. 
He studied in Glasgow University during the 
sessions 1841-5, and having completed his 
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_ Arts course there, he went to the New Col- 
lege, Edinburgh, for Theology. Throughout 
_ the whole of his course as a student he was 
remarkable for close application to his studies, 
and his proficiency in logic, mathematics, 
natural history, and in Greek, Hebrew and 
- exegetics was recognized by his fellow-students 
aswell as by the Professors under whom he 
sat. He completed his course in the New 
- College in 1849 and was licensed on the 19th 
Feb., 1850 by the Free Presbytery of Ayr. In 
1855 he was appointed by the Colonial Com- 
mittee teacher in Hebrewin the Free Church 
College, Halifax. He was called to the pastoral 
charge of the Presbyterian congregation at 
Dartmouth, and was ordained there on the 
26th of January, 1857. For eleven years he 
taught Hebrew in the College and discharged 
the duties of pastor of St. James Church, 
Dartmouth. In 1868 he resigned his congrega- 
_ tion and undertook the department of exe- 
getics in the College. Upon the retirement of 
Rev. Andrew King, D.D., from his connection 
with the College, Mr. Macknight was elected 
to the chair of Systematic Theology,—Profes- 
sor Currie at t&e same time being elected to 
succeed him in the chair of Hebrew and Exe- 
-getics. In 1877 he received the degree of 
Doctor of Divinity from his alma mater, the 
University of Glasgow. The General Assembly 
in 1878 appointed him Principal of the Pres- 
_ byterian College, Halifax. Dr. Macknight has 
_ always commanded the respect of his students 
and won their esteem and affection. He is 
“not more remarkable for profound erudition 
_ than for the pellucid simplicity of his exposi- 
tions of Scripture. He keeps abreast of the 
“new learning,” and while adhering unflinch- 
ingly to the “good old way,” he expounds to his 
students all the mysteries of the “ higher 
criticism.”

HE meetings of the supreme courts of the 
various Presbyterian churches on both 
sides of the Atlantic have, for the time being, 
overshadowed every other ecclesiastical con- . 
sideration. On the other side of the sea, the 
first of the annual meetings was that of the 
Synop OF THE PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH or ENa@- 
LAND, which met in Regent Square Church, 
London, on the 27th April. The report of the 
committee on the Church’s relation to the 
Confession of Faith gave rise to an animated 
discussion. Dr. Dykes’ motion, however, was 
carried unanimously, namely, (1) that the pro- 
posed changes in the formula should lie over 
for future decision; (2) That the declaratory 
statement be approved generally, with instruc- 
tions to Presbyteries to consider the same and 
report their judgment to the committee. The 
declaratory statement is a concise expression 
of the leading articles of the Church’s belief, 
and contains some very important modifica- 
tions of the sense in which the Confession of 
Faith is to be received and subscribed to. The 
reports on the Home and Foreign Missions 
indicated satisfactory progress. The member- 
ship of the Church is 59,690; total income for 
the year $1,066,060; receipts for foreign mis- 
sions, $60,250. Among the deputies from other 
churches present was the Rev. Alexander 
McGillivray, who addressed the Synod on the, 
progress and prospects of Presbyterianism in’ 
Canada. 

Tue Synop or THE UniTmp PRESBYTERIAN | 
CuuRcH met in its beautiful new Synod Hallin 
Edinburgh on the 4th of May. Dr. Logan| 
Aikman, of Glasgow, Moderator. The chief 
items of business seem to have been the 
adoption of the report on Disestablishment, 


“| given in by Dr. Hutton, and of a resolution to 


petition Parliament in favour of Mr. Dick 
Peddie’s Bill. The annual missionary meeting 
was largely attended. The membership of the 
Church is now 179,801. Its total income for 
1884 was $1,950,980. It was reported that 460 
ministers, 6 missionaries, and 317 elders, in all 
783, had attended the Synod. In common with 
others the U.P. Church has been to some 
extent affected by the general depression in 
trade. Its missionary and benevolent schemes 
however, indicate careful management, and a 
high standard of individual Christian liber- 
ality. The decrease in the receipts necessitated 
a reduction of the minimum stipend to $930. 
The contributions for stipend augmentation 
were $60,000. Some of the smaller congrega- 
tions being reported‘as doing theirshare of the 
work better than some of the large city charges. 
The supply of candidates for the ministry is 
fully equal to the demand. 

In regard to the prospect of union, our Scot- 
tish correspondent says :— 

“Union seems to be brought to a stand-still 
at present, but the pause is only seeming. 
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Even the Bill for Disestablishment has 
enlivened the discussion, and the Earl of Aber- 
deen, although in disfavour with the extreme 
Church party, has offered some suggestions, 
all of which it would be unwise to reject as of 
no ultimate value. The union committee holds 
its monthly meetings for conference, and how- 
ever much it may displease the “ High” party, 
yet the desire that there shall be one united 
church for Scotland is growing; and being, as 
we believe, a healthy and scriptural desire, 
there seems no good reason to doubt of its 
ultimate triumph. It will takesome time. So 
do all great changes. Nor is it to be supposed 
that years of separation can be healed and 
ended inaday. It will be a happy day for 
Scotland and for her noble churches, when 
there shall be but “one flock,” and the petty 
and unseemly strife of the hour reckoned as 
an unseemly memory.” D: 

THE GENERAL ASSEMBLIES.—Except for the 
one questio verata— Disestablishment, there 
does not seem to have been anything very 
exceptional in the proceedings of either of the 
Scottish Assemblies this year. The opening of 
the venerable Assembly of the Kirk of Scotland 
was in accordance with time-honored pomp and 
circumstance. The Earl of Aberdeen was Her 
Majesty’s Lord High Commissioner. Professor 
Mitchell, of St. Andrew’s, was elected Moder- 
ator. A communion service was observed in 
St. Giles’ by members of Assembly. The 
Colonial Committee’s report was read by Dr. 
Gray, whoconcluded by tendering the resigna- 
tion of the convenership. Rev. Alexander 
McGillivray, of Williamstown, Ontario, madea 
telling speech on the Home Mission work of 
the Presbyterian Church in Canada. Thereis 
less enthusiasm about Colonial missions than 
might be expected, considering how many 
emigrants annually come to Canada from 
Scotland. In connection with the Committee’s 
report on the Christian Life and Work of the 
Church, by Dr. Charteris, Dr. Cunningham, of 
Crieff, and Dr. Story, found occasion to put in 
a word of warning against the tendency to 
magnify lay preaching and other irregular 
methods of Christian work at the expense of 
the ordinary means of religious instruction. 
The receipts for Home Missions were $35,560, 
expended in grants to 60 Mission stations and 
74 Mission churches. 340 new parishes have 
been added to the Church through the efforts 
of the Endowment Committee during the past 
twenty-five years. 

Principal Brown, of Aberdeen, was Mode- 
rator of the Free Church Assembly. The total 
sum raised during the year has been £626,- 
028, a decrease on the amount received for 
the preceding year of £2,194. The income 
is made up of sustentation £712,353; build- 
ing, £96,399 ; congregational, £205,551; mis- 
sions and education, £131,418; miscellan- 
eous, £20,305. The ten congregations which 
have the largest incomes are St. John’s, 
Dundee, £13,831; St. Andrew’s, Edinburgh, 
£10,797 ; St. George’s, Edinburgh, £9,803 ; 


West Port, Edinburgh, £9,671 ; College, Glas- 
gow, £4,369; Barclay, Edinburgh, £4,034 ; St. 
David’s, Glasgow, £3,897 ; Candlish Memorial, 
Glasgow, £3,580; Kelvinside, Glasgow, £3,355, 
and Pollokshields, £3,097. The total amount 
contributed since the Disruption has been 
£17,097,348. The Colonial Committee’s report 
was read by Dr. Burns, of Kirkliston, the con- 
vener, and deputies from India, Canada, Aus- 
tralia and the New Hebrides addressed the 
Assembly. An evening was devoted to the 
consideration of the Foreign Mission report 
and to the hearing of deputies from abroad 
whose addresses were very interesting. 

Unirep Sratps—NortTHprn.—The Assembly 
met at Cincinatti on the 21st of May. Dr. 
George P. Hays, of Denver, preached the open- 
ing sermon—a stirring discourse on some his- 
torical lessons from Anglo-Saxon missions, in 
which he showed that Great Britain was in- 
debted to foreign missionaries for the introduc- 
tion of Christianity, and that the American 
churches in turn were fostered by the gene- 
rosity of the Christian people of England, 
Scotland and Ireland. From this he argued 
with impressive eloquence theeduty of the 
Eastern and Middle States to extend a helping 
hand in the great Home Mission work of the 
Church in the west, and among the seven 
millions of Freedmen in the south. The elec- 
tion of the new Moderator, which was keenly 
contested, fell upon Dr. Elijah R. Craven, of 
Newark, N.J. A discussion on the validity of 
Roman Catholic baptism resulted in upholding 
the deliverance of the Assembly in 1875— 
“That the decision of the question in particular 
cases be left to the judgment of each Church 
session.” A serious deficiency in the funds of 
both the Home and Foreign Mission Boards 
was reported, and gave rise to much solicitude. 
The largest falling off was in the legacy column. 
Dr. Arthur Mitchell, the newly-appointed secre- 
tary of Foreign Misrions, made his maiden 
speech, which was well received. The debt on 
the Home Mission work of the year was up- 
wards of $110,000, and on the Foreign, $50,000. 
It was resolved, nevertheless, to ask the 
churches for $750,000 for Foreign Missions for 
this year. 


F RANCH IN THE New HeEsripas.—Our Foreign 
Mission Board (Eastern Section) addressed to 
Earl Derby, a memorial setting forth the views 
of our missionaries in the New Hebrides on 
the subject of rumoured annexation by France. . 
Earl Derby assures the Board that “ Her

- Two calves of gold—images possibly resembling 
_ the cherubims in Solomon’s temple, ch. 6: 23, 
and which were originally calculated to con- 
| tinue the association of ideas rather than to 
_ inaugurate the worship of images. They might 
| still worship the true God through these 
images! A dangerous experiment, involving 
a flagrant breach of both the first and second 
| commandment. V.2. By placing the one in 

the north and the other in the south, he pro- 
_ vided against the necessity af their leaving 
home on the score of religious observances. 
Y.30. Became sin—it ended in their becoming 
rank idolaters. V.31. He erected temples at 
_ these two places. Lowest of the people—“ from 
_ all ranks of the people,” ignoring the Divine 
appointment of the Levites to the priestly 
office. V.32. Then he arbitrarily changed the 
Feast of Tabernacles from the 7th to the 8th 
functions.

IFTY years have elapsed since last lesson. 
Under the last two Kings of Judah—Asa 
and Jehoshaphat—there had been a revivalin 
the southern Kingdom. Idolatry was checked, 
and the nation greatly increased in power and 
influence, 2 Chron. 15:8; 17:3, 12. Israel, 
on the other hand, went from bad to worse. 
Jeroboam died after a wicked reign of 22 
years. His son, Nadab, was slain by Baasha, 
who reigned 24 years, and was constantly' 
fighting with Asa, King of Judah, ch. 15: 32. 
Elah, who succeeded him, was murdered in a 
drunken brawl by Zimri, who reigned but one 
week and perished in his burning palace, ys. 
15-19. All these disasters befel the nation 
because they forsook the Lord, 2 Chron. 15: 2. 
vs. 23-24. Omri—a popular officer of the 
northern army was chosen King by acclama- 
tion. After reigning six years in Tirzah, Josh. 
12: 24, he purchased a site for his new capital, 
for two talents of silver-$3,400, and built Samaria 
—so called from Shemer. An admirable site it 
was, up among the hills, for natural beauty, 
strength and salubrity, unsurpassed in Pales- 
tine. It continued to be the seat of government 
as long as the Kingdom lasted. vs. 25, 26. All 
these fine surroundings could not make amends 
for his ignoring God. He was a bad man. Worse’ 
than Jeroboam. He encouraged and confirm- 
ed his people in idolatry, making it the 
established religion of the country, vs. 28-31. 
Omri slept with his fathers—like them he did@ 
not die the death of the righteous, Num. 23: 10. 
Ahab—still worse than any of his predecessors, 
was a weak man, ruled by his unscrupulous 
wife Jezebel (Isabella), daughter of the heathen 
king of Phcenicia—a fanatical promoter of the 
sensual and degrading worship of Baal and 
and Ashteroth—commonly held to represent 
the sun and moon respectively. Jeroboam’s 
calves were originally designed as symbols of 
Jehovah, through whom it was improperly sup- 
posed that the people might still worship the 
true God, but nothing could be said in extenua- 
tion of the disgusting Paganism now introduced. 
The whole power and influence of Jezebel wag 
employed to extirpate the last vestiges of the 
worship of Jehovah. v. 32. The climax wags 
reached when a temple and altar of sacrifice 
were reared in the new capital, where 450 
priests celebrated impure rites amid the wild 
excitement and licence which marked the 


_ month, and further took upon himself priestly | service of Baal. V. 34. Hiel built Jericho— 


rather rebuilt it, for it was a great city in 
Joshua’s time, but had fallen into decay, Josh. 
6:24. What is here said about it fulfils with 
remarkable exactness the curse pronounced by 
Joshua 500 years before, Josh. 6:26. Not 
without good reason do we pray for our beloved 
Queen, and all in authority under her and 
over us, that they may ever rule in the fear of 
the Lord. 
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Glijah the Gishbite. Glijah meets Aah. 
JuLy 26. B. C. 910 1 Kryas xvii: 1-16. | Aveust 2. B. C. 907. 


Golden Text, 1 Kings 17 : 5. 


“{SRAEL had sunk to the lowest depths of 

idolatry when Elijah, one of the greatest 
of prophets appeared, about 910 B. C., in the 
10th year of Ahab’s reign. He prophesied 
about 14 years, and was translated about 896 
B. C., 2 Kings 2: 11. It is remarkable that 
while fourteen chapters in Kings are devoted 
to Elijah and Elisha the name of the latter is 
not mentioned, and that of the former only 
once, in Chronicles, which covers the 
same period of history, 2 Chron. 21 ;: 12. 
Tishbite — from Thisbe, a town or district 
in Gilead where he lived—a wild moun- 
tainous region east of Jordan. He was a man 
eminently suited for the times and like Moses, 
the Baptist, and Paul, was specially prepared 
for the work given him todo. He burst upon 
the scene with startling suddenness and 
makes his first appearance before wicked 
King Ahab. V.1. As the Lorn biveth—Jehovah 
as contrasted with Baal. Before whom I stand 
—whom I serve in fearless discharge of duty. 
Not be dew—a greater calamity could not befal 
a country like Palestine, dependent for its 
fertility upon frequent showers and copious 
dews. Drought was one of the punishments 
of national idolatry, Deut. 11:17. My word, 
see James 5:17, 18. V. 2. Of course Ahab 
blamed Elijah for the drought and famine, 
Luke 4 : 25, and would have “removed” him 
had not the prophet, in answer to prayer, kept 
out of his way. Cherith—a secluded spot 
probably in his native Gilead, near Bethshan. 
Before Jordan—on the east side of the river. 
V.4. Ravens—a species of crow frequently 
mentioned in the Bible, Ps. 147:9; Luke 12: 
24. The fact of these carniverous birds bring- 
ing him bread and flesh at regular intervals 
can scarcely be explained otherwise than as a 
miracle. V.7. After a while—probably about a 
year. The brook dried up—and we can fancy 
Llijah exclaiming, “ what shall I do now, 
Lord?” Vs. 7-9. Go to Zarephath —Sarepta, 
Luke 4 : 26, nine miles south of Sidon, in the 
Kingdom of Jezebel’s impious father, where 
the famine also prevailed. V.10. He went— 
with unquestioning faith in the over-ruling 
Providence of God. But how shall this poor 
widow provide for his wants, herself border- 
ing on starvation? Oh for the faith that can 
trust Godin the dark! <A little water—the most 
grateful thing in this world to athirsty man, 
Matt.10:42. V.12. The Lord thy God—Hea- 
then though she was, she saw by his peculiar 
dress and manner that he was one of the 
Lord’s prophets. V.13. Her faith was put to 
the severest test. Fear not—what a mockery 
to talk thus to one in the extremity of famine, 
she might havesaid, but she complies with the 
unreasonable request, in return for which she 
Feceived a prophet’s reward, Matt. 10:41, 42.

Eu AH remained over two years with the 

widow of Zarephath. For the restoration 
of her son to life read ch. 17 :17-24. By this 
miracle the mother’s faith was confirmed and 
the prophet strengthened for his further work. 
Vs.1,2. Three years—the famine lasted three 
and a half years, Luke 4: 25. Shew thy- 
self to Ahab—it required no small courage to 
obey, but so strong was his confidence in God, 
he did not hesitate for a moment. A sore famine 
—the people, reduced to greatest straits, would 
thus be more readily led to confess the sin of 
Baal-worship and to return to the worship of 
Jehovah. V.3. Obadiah—“Servant of Jehovah ;” 
reminds us of Joseph and Nehemiah and 
Daniel in similar circumstances and also of 
Nicodemus—a secret worshipper of the true 
God. V. 4. The dire effects of the famine exas- 
perated Jezebel, who began to spend her fury 
on the prophets of the Lord—upon all who con- 
tinued devoted to his service, for in the worst 
times there were such in Israel, ch. 19: 18. To 
screen these men was as much as Obadiah’s 
life was worth. Vs. 5,6. What a pass things 
had come to when the King and his chamber- 
lain went out in person and scoured the coun- 
try to get fodder for their beasts! They went 
forth from Jezreel in different directions; 
Obadiah going north meets Ahab coming from 


Zarephath. V. 7. Knew him—he had seen him — 


before, ch.17 : 1. Art thou that my lord—strange — 


that we should meet here. The very man I 
wanted tosee! But, forme togoback to Aha 

and tell of this interview would be the deat 

of me, for since the famine set in he has been 
searching for you everywhere, and now he 
will say I have concealed you as I did the 
others and that Iam playing false with him. 
Will you really go and see him? Vs. 15: 16. 
Being assured on this point, Obadiah hastens 
to acquaint Ahab who immediately set out to 
meet the prophet. V. 17. Art thou he—Ahab 
could scarce believe his eyes. Does this man, 


the author of all our misery, dare to come. 


into my presence? He thought to awe him 
into immediate submission and to hear him 
sue for pardon. But he finds he is mistaken. 
Elijah is no more to be intimidated than other 
reformers in later times who closely resembled 
him: such men as Wiclif in England, Huss 
in Bohemia, Luther in Saxony, Calvin in 
Geneva, and Knox in Scotland. Here isa 
true man of God who has the courage of his 
convictions and is not afraid to say to Ahab 
“thou art the man,”’2Sam.12: 7. Sin is the 
source of national troubles, Prov.14: 34. In- 


stead of blaming others for our miseries let us ~ 


enquire within. God’s chastisements ar 
meant to lead us to repentance, Heb. 12 : 6.

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. Glee General Assembly. 


HE Etrventa Session of the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada met in Crescent Church, Montreal, on 
the 10th of June at 7.30 p.m. This is the third 
time that the Assembly has metin Montreal— 
the first occasion was in 1875, and the second 
in 1880. The other cities which have been the 
meeting places of the Assembly are Toronto, 
in 1876 and 1884, Halifax, 1887, Ottawa 1879, 
Kingston, 1881, St. John, 1882, and London, in 
1883. Crescent Street Church is a very hand- 
some and commodious building, admirably 
adapted for the meeting of the ecclesiastical 
parliament. It was built a few years ago at a 
cost of upwards of $100,000 by the congregation 
formerly worshipping in the old Cote Street 
Free Church, famous in connection with the 
institution of the Free Church in Canada in 
1884. Its successive pastors have been Dr. 
Donald Fraser now of Mary-le-bone Church, 
London, Dr. MacVicar, Principal of the Pres- 
byterian College, Montreal, Dr. Burns of Fort 
Massy Church, Halifax. The present minister, 
Rey. A. B. MacKay, was formerly a minister of 
the Presbyterian Church of England at Brigh- 
ton. 
_. The opening services were largely attended 
and much interest seemed to be taken in the 
_ proceedings. Professor Maclaren of Knox Col- 
lege, Toronto, the retiring Moderator, preached 
_ the opening sermon, taking for his text the 
_ .Great Commission as itis given in Matt. 28:

its evangelization. Referring to women’s work 
in the foreign mission field, it was remarked 
that the Revised version of the Scriptures could 
not have appeared at a more opportune period 
in the history of the church, an‘ it was a sin- 
gular coincidence that a familiar verse in the 
Old Testament had been so changed as to en- 
dorse women’s work in a remarkable degree. 
The 11th verse of the 68th Psalm is now made 
to read,—“ Tne Lord giveth the word: the women 
that publish the tidings are a great host.’ After a 
rapid and comprehensive sketch of the great 
conquest in heathen lands, the preacher next 
referred to the important work at our own 
doors and throughout our vast Dominion. He 
said the church had good reason to thank God 
and take courage: but in all our missions, 
home and foreign, there was room and urgent 
need for expansion and for the consecrated 
activities of the whole church. 

_At the close of this stirring sermon the Mis- 
slonary Hymn was sung with great enthu- 
siasm, after which the Assembly was consti- 
tuted and the roll called. The Moderator 
then announced that the College of ex-Moder- 
ators had unanimously agreed to nominate 
the Rey. Principal McKnight of Halifax as 
Moderator of this Assembly. Motion to that 
effect having been carried unanimously, Dr. 
MacKnight was conducted to the chair, and 
in a few well chosen words thanked the As- 
sembly for the honour conferred upon him. 
Glancing at the first decade of the history of 
our Church, it was gratifying, he said, that we 
were able to give our testimony to the fulfil- 
ment of our Lord’s promise. The Presbyterian 
Church in Canada has had experimental 
knowledge of the Master’s presence. She had 
been privileged to do something both at home 
and abroad for the extension of the kingdom. 
Another cause for devout thankfulness wag 
that the end of the decade found the chur- 
ches that entered into the union thoroughly 
welded into one, but it behoved them to re- 
member that in the Lord their whole depen- 
dence must rest. They should take courage, 
whatever difficulties they encountered, and 
press onward in the path of loyal obedience to 
their Master’s will and He would give them 
the strength, wisdom and energy they needed 
to serve Him and to glorify His name yet 
more and more abundantly in the work to 
which He had called them. 

A hearty vote of thanks was accorded to the 
Moderator for the ability with which he had 
presided over the deliberations of last Assem- 
bly, and for his able sermon on this occasion, 
after which the proceedings of the first day 
were brought to a close. 

The past Moderators, who constitute the 
so-called College of ex-moderators, are as fol- 
lows,—Dr. Cook, of Quebec, Dr. Macleod, of 
Sydney, Dr. Jenkins, of: Montreal, Dr. Reid, of 
Toronto, Dr. Macrae, of St. John, Dr. MeVicar, 
of Montreal, Dr. Cochrane, of Brantford, Dr.

Second Day. 


HE first hour of the morning sederunt 
was occupied, after the time-honoured 
custom, in devotional exercises in which a 
number of the ministers took part. The read- 
ing of the minutes of the previous sederunt 
elicited some pithy remarks on points of order 
in connection with the roll of the Assembly. 
It pertains to Presbyteries to appoint their 
representative commissioners to the Assembly, 
and the smallest departure from the official 
returns of the Presbytery clerks invariably 
gives rise to sharp criticism. There is scarcely 
any matter of procedure of which the Assem- 
bly is more jealous than interference with such 
documents. In this instance, however, there 
was perhaps less room than usual for debate. 


LBAVE TO RETIRE. 

Applications were made on behalf of the 
following ministers,—Reyv. Ebenezer Ross, of 
Truro, N. 8.; Rev. W. T. Canning, of Oxford, 
Brockville; Rev. J. W. Smith, of Grafton, 
Peterboro ; Rev. W. Park, of Durham, Saugeen; 
Rev. 8. Fenton, of Vittoria, Hamilton ; Rev. 
W. R. Sutherland, of Ekfrid, London; Rev. W. 
Blain, of Tara, Bruce; Rev. W. Peattie, of 
Toronto ; Rev. Charles Campbell, of Toronto, 
Rey. Alexander Munro, of P. E. Island, and 
Rev. William Mathieson, of Winslow, Quebec. 
At a future sederunt leave was granted these 
ministers to retire from active duty, with two 
exceptions. The application of Mr. Munro 
was remitted to the Synod of the Maritime 
Provinces to dispose of as they see fit. The 
application of Mr. Mathieson, of Winslow, was 
not entertained. 

APPLICATIONS TO BE RECEIVED. 

The following ministers and licentiates of 
other churches applied for admission into the 
Presbyterian Church in Canada,—Rev. John 
W. McKeown, of the Reformed Presbyterian 
Church in Ireland; Rev. J. A. Vernon, for- 
merly a missionary of the Canadian French 
Missionary Society; Mr. D. A, Maclean, a 
licentiate of the Presbyterian Church in the 
United States ; Rev. J. W. Cathcart, and Mr. 
Hanna, a licentiate of the same church ; Rev. 
John Robbins, of the Methodist Church of 
Canada; Mr. R. H. Craig, licentiate, and Rev. 
Duncan MacMillan, of the Presbyterian 
Church in the United States; Rev. D. Lan- 
trow, of the Welsh Calvinistic Church ; Revds. 
Robert and John Brown, of the Congregational 
Church, Canada; Rev. T. J. Maclelland, of the 
Reformed Presbyterian Church, U.S.; Rev. 
W. Hamilton, D.D., of the American Presby- 
terian Church; Rev. Andrew Murdoch. LL.D., 
of the Baptist Church; Rev. T. C. Gilmour, 
of the Presbyterian, Church, Ireland, and Mr. 
G. L. Howie, a licentiate of the Church of 
Scotland. 

All these applications, with relative docu- 
ments, were placed in the hands of the com- 
mittees with instructions to consider the same 
and report at a future sederunt. 
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Tan Hymnat CommMrirres. 


The report of this Committee, read by Dr. 
Gregg, joint-convener, was very satisfactory. 
The new book in its various editions had 
attained a large circulation. The Children’s 
Hymnal published during the past year had 
also met with a favourable reception. 30,000 
copies of it had been sold during the past six 
months. The Psalter with music, issued by the 
Free Church of Scotland, was also published 
and the Committee are now engaged in bring- 
ing out an edition of the Hymnal with the 
Tonic-sol-fa notation. The Committee had re- 
ceived considerable sums from the publishers 
in the shape of royalty and, after paying all ex- 
penses, they had now in hand a balance of 
$768. Mention was made of the valuable ser- 
vices of Revds. Dr. Jenkins and D. J. Mac- 
donnell who had each bestowed much time and 
thought in connection with this work. The 
report was adopted and the Committee heartily 
thanked for their laborious and eminently 
successful services. 


CoLLEGcE REPORTS. 


The College reports were called for,commenc- 
ing with the East,the proverbial seat of wisdom. 
Dr. Burns, Chairman, read the report of the 
Presbyterian College, Halifax. Seventeen stu- 
dents have been in attendance during the past 
session, ten of the first year and seven of the 
second. One student of the first year, who 
found himself placed in exceptional circum- 
stances, prosecuted his studies at home, and 
underwent the written examinations, The 
work of the several classes went on with wont- 
ed regularity. The general health was excel- 
lent. For the comfort and freedom from 
distraction, in carrying on the work of the 
session, grateful acknowledgment is due to the 
Giver of all good. The position of the church 
this spring, on account of the dearth of young 
preachers, would have been one of discourage- 
ment and spiritual distress, had it not been 
for the timely arrival from Scotland of three 
ministers and four theological students, who 
have responded to our invitation, and who 
have come from the Established, the Free, and 
the United Presbyterian Churches. While 
truly thankful for this timely aid, the convic- 
tion remains that this and every other portion 
of the Canadian Church should send up a suffi- 
cient number of their own most promising and 
best educated young men to provide preachers 
to fill the land and carry the Gospel to the 
regions beyond. Some valuable contributions 
have within the year been made by purchase 
and gift to the library, which now contains 
9,000 volumes. The receipts for the year were — 
$8,843, and the disbursements $9,987: making 
an adverse balance of $1,144. The hint was 
thrown out that, in the event of a summer 
college session being instituted by the Assem- | 
bly, Halifax had exceptional advantages to 
offer in the salubrious climate and the roman- 
tic environment of the College by the sea. 
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PRESBYTERIAN CoLiecs, Monrreau.—Princi- 
al MacVicar presented the report. The num- 
ber of students in actual attendance has been 
seventy-three; of these, eight have completed 
their course, two of them being qualified to 
preach in both English and French. The total 
mumber of graduates is now over one hundred. 
In reference to the financial position of the 
college, the fact of chief importance to be noted 
is the reception of the sum of $40,000 from 
Messrs. Hugh, James and Robert Mackay, as 
:an endowment for the chair in honour of the 
ate Mr. Edward Mackay. This generous gift 
makes a substantial addition to the resources 
of the college, and establishes in connection 
‘with it a memorial worthy of one who was in 
his lifetime ever a warm friend of the institu- 
‘tion. The full benefit of this endowment has 
mot, of course, been obtained for the past year, 
and the board regret that they have again to 
report a deficiency in the year’s ordinary 
revenue, amounting to $658.69, which, with 
‘that of last year, makes a total deficit of 
$1,209.66. The amount received from the com- 
‘mon college fund was only $2,837.42, or nearly 
$500 less than last year. It is evident that 
this fund is less and less to be relied on as a 
source of revenue, unless the Assembly can 
devise some means whereby it will be made 
‘to appeal more strongly to the liberality of the 
“Church. As is known to the Assembly, one of 
the principal sources of revenue for the college 
consists of special subscriptions for the main- 
‘tenance of the Exegetical chair and other ex- 
penses. These subscriptions were made to 
extend over a period of five years, and will 
expire after another year and a half. The 
‘board have had in view the necessity of mak- 
ing provision for this event, and feel that the 
most satisfactory way of doing s0 would be to 
wecure a further endowment of say $90,000, 
and have accordingly appealed to the Church 
‘for that amount. 


QuEEN’s CoLLEGE AND Untversrry, Krnaston. 
-—Principal Grant read the Annual Report of 
‘the Trustees, the number of students attending 
-Classes lastsession was, in arts 243, in medicine 
135, in theology 34. A majority of the medical 
students attend one or more Arts classes, and 
.are thus counted twice, but there are 152 regu- 
lar undergraduates in Arts. Thetotal number 
studying with a view to the ministry of our 
Church is 73. The number studying for the 
ministry, as well as the number of students in 
every faculty, is greater than ever before in 
the history of the University. A somewhat 
‘serious deficit in revenue is reported. <A year 
ago, the General assembly was informed that 
this would be unavoidable, unless such a re- 
arrangement was made of the proportions paid 
out of the Assembly’s fund to the different 
_ colleges as would secure to our theological 
_ department the $4,000 that the church fully 
admitted Queen’s to be entitled to. Instead 
of $4,000 the sum of $2,000 has been received, 
but our deficit instead of being $1,710 is only 


$1,251. Since the arrangement was made four 
years ago, there has been added to the staff a 
third professor in theology, but the cost of this 
addition has been borne by special subscrip- 
tions. If we had two or three chairs in divi- 
nity endowed we would not ask the Assembly 
for any portion of the college fund, but since 
the union, our theological faculty has lost 
more revenue than has been made up to it by 
endowment. The annual expenditure for the 
theological department of the university is 
$8,600. The Trustees, the alumni, and bene- 
factors of Queen’s College have with practical 
unanimity resolved not to enter into the College 
confederation scheme that has been submitted 
by the Minister of education in Ontario. An 
Association has been formed for the purpose 
of adding to the endowment of the College, and 
increasing its efficiency. 

A discussion ensued as to the adoption of 
the report. Mr. Mortimer Clark, Principal 
Macvicar and others agreed that, inasmuch as 
the report dealt with matters beyond the juris- 
diction of the Assembly it would be sufficient 
that it be simply “ received.” After some 
remarks by Principal Caven, Mr. James Mac- 
lennan, and Rey. D. J: Macdonnell in favour 
of adopting the report, the vote was taken 
when it was received and adopted by a large 
majority. 

Kwox Contras, Toronto.— Mr. Mortimer 
Clarke submitted the report of the College, 
which stated that “the total receipts during 
the past year, applicable to the ordinary ex- 
penses of the College, have been $15,280.35. 
Of this amount $5,674..83 was derived from 
the common fund, and $9,147 from the income 
arising from investments and other sources. 
The expenditure during the same period has 
been $15,197.72. The amount of endowment 
fund, available for income, was stated in last 
year’s report as $16,837.86. There has been 
received on account of subscriptions for En- 
dowment Fund during the year, $38,597.66, 
and the unpaid portion of Mr. Maclaren’s 
donation, on which he pays interest, is $30,000. 
There is thus available for revenue and en- 
dowment $130,435.52. 

The Board of Managers have approved of 
the scheme of confederation and applied to 
the University of Toronto for affiliation, and 
have every reason to believe that their appli- 
cation will be favourably received. In addi- 
tion to the recognition of the teaching of the 
College, affiliation will entitle the board toa 
representative on the senate of the provincial 
University. The board observe with pleasure 
that the work of the College has been carried 
on with success during the past session, and 
that the attendance in the theological depart- 
ment has been larger than at any time in the 
history of the institution. The number of 
students residing in the College residence was 
76; and the domestic arrangements of the 
College continue under the careful and satis- 
factory management of Mr. and Mrs. Fuller- 
ton. The report was received. 
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Homes Missions. 

The whole of the evening sederunt was de- 
‘voted to hearing the reports and statements 
of the committees on Home Missions and the 
Augmentation of Stipends. The body of the 
church was quite full and the interest in the 
proceedings was kept up to the highest pitch 
until the close. Rev. E. Scott, of New Glasgow, 
the editor of the Maritime Presbyterian, led 
off with an encouraging statement of the pro- 
gress of mission work in the eastern section 
of the Church. 

The report stated that in the Home Mission 
work of the Maritime provinces, fifteen preach- 
ers, including ordained ministers and licen- 
tiates, were employed during the summer 
season. Before the end of October, eight of 
these were pastors of congregations. By far 
the larger part of the support of these comes 
directly from the congregations supplied, and 
is in good measure additional to the work paid 
for from the funds of the Home Mission com- 
mittee. The statistics shew a sabbath attend- 
ance on ordinances, 9,389; communicants, 
2,170; Sabbath school attendance, 1,574; con- 
tributed by pecple for supply, $5,549; paid 
from church funds, $1,227. 

The supplementing report stated that, of the 
180 congregations within the bounds of the 
Synod of the Maritime Provinces, only about 
60, or one-third of the whole number, were at 
or above the minimum of $750 with a manse; 
that of the 95 others, about 35 were contribu- 
ting between $750 and $600, 28 between $600 
and $500, 11 between $500 and $400, and no 
fewer than 21, $400 and under, and that the 
average contribution for ministerial support of 
the 95 congregations just specified was less 
than.$540 per annum. Besides the half dozen 
organized congregations which were receiving 
grants from the Home Mission fund, there 
were 8 or 10 which had not fulfilled the first 
condition imposed by the Assembly in order 
to entitle them to a place upon the list of sup- 
plemented congregations, by the payment from 
their own resources of $400 and a manse, and 
that 42 congregations did not fulfil the second 
condition, requiring an average contribution 
of $4.50 per communicant. On the other hand, 
your committee found that there were no fewer 
than 34 of these congregations which, by ful- 
filling all the required conditions, would be 
raised to $750 and a manse by their own efforts, 
at a clear gain from this source alone, and 
without drawing anything from the General 
fund, of from $3,000 to $4,000. No fewer than 
26 congregations have advanced to the mini- 
mum with a permanent increase in the amount 
of their contributions to ministerial support of 
$2,354 ; 9 more, which do not receive anything 
from the Supplementing fynd, have approached 
the minimum by an increase in their contri- 
butions of upwards cf $500, and 29 congrega- 
tions, which are now, or are likely soon to be, 
on the supplemented list, have increased their 
contributions by $2,625, making a total of 64 
charges, belonging to the class which were 
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below the minimum at the commencement of 


the movement, which have advanced in their 
contributions to ministerial support, and which 
have realized an aggregate increase of about 
$5,515. As this amount may be looked upon 
as a permanent increase, the advance in this 
direction is peculiarly gratifying.” 

In seconding the reception of the report 
Rey. Geo. Bruce, of St. John, referred ‘to the 
difficulties, the congregations in the east had 
to contend with compared with the more 
highly favoured and richer congregations in 
the west. All things considered, however, the 
people of the Maritime Provinces have done 
right nobly in regard to the augmentation of 
stipends. Rev. R. Laing, of Halifax, moved 
that the committees, east and west, he ins- 
tructed to meet during the sitting of the As- 
sembly to consider and report on the advisa- 
bility of a unification of the Home mission 
work all over the Dominion. 

Dr. CocHRANE, convener of the committee for 
the western section, presented the annual 
report in printed form, covering upwards of 
fifty pages, and containing a large amount of 
valuable information from the different fields. 
Attention was directed to the more salient 
points of the report after which the indefati- 
gable convener with characteristic enthusiasm 
made a strong appeal for continued and 
even increased liberality in order that the 
work may keep pace with the rapid growth 
of the country, especially in the great North- 
West Territories. There were now under charge 
of the committee 208 missionary fields, 614 
preaching stations, where the Gospel is heard 
every Sabbath. And when they remembered 
that 300 of those stations were in Manitoba, 
where a few years ago there were only one or 
two stations, he thought it showed there was 
some credit due to the men of Manitoba. He 
did not wonder that the Presbyterian churches 
on the other side of the Atlantic, when they 
saw the noble work done by the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada, gave their sympathy and 
material support. ‘There were eighty-one mis- 
sionaries in the North-West, and this year 
they proposed giving $21,500 to mission work 
in Manitoba. The growth of the work for the 
last few years, he said, would be seen from the

Reference was made to the alacrity with 
which ministers of the Presbyterian Church 
had gone to the front as chaplains to the brave 
volunteers who were engaged in suppressing 
the unhappy rebellion in the North-West. The

Church and manse Building Fund was also 
spoken of as having been of great service in the 


new settlements. In regard to British Colum- 
bia, although they had not yet attained to 
ecclesiastical union, they had not lost sight of 
it. That would no doubt be effected before 
very long, but, in the mean time, four minis- 
‘ters of our church have been appointed to fields 
in that province, namely,—Rev. J. 8S. MacKay 
to New Westminster; Rev. Donald Fraser to 
Pandora Street Church, Victoria; Rev. T. 
Thomson to Vancouver City (Burrard Inlet) 
and Rev. J. Chisholm, to the Nicola Valley. 
This of course involves no inconsiderable out- 
lay of money. A movement has been made to 
erect a Presbytery of our Church in British 
Columbia; this is indispensable if the work is 
to be carried on efficiently. Grateful mention 
was made of the assistance received from the 
Churches in the Old Country. The Presby- 
terian Churchin Irelend had again, out of their 
comparative poverty, abounded in their liber- 
ality by sending us $1,000 towards our Home 
mission work. The Free Church of Scotland 
had also sent $1,000. The Church of Scotland 
had given substantial aid in several different 
ways, and the Divinity students of the United 
Presbyterian Church had agreed by a special 
effort to raise a handsome sum next year for 
Home mission work in Manitoba and the 
North-West. The Committee asked to be 
allowed to institute a Woman’s Home Mis- 
sionary Society to cooperate with them in this 
work, Rev. D. J. Macdonnell, Rev. R. H. War- 
den, and Dr. Laing were mentioned as having 
rendered important assistance to the convener 
in the administration of the Fund. 

Rev. D. J. Macdonnell, in seconding the adop- 
tion of the report, addressed his remarks 
chiefly to that department of the work entrust- 
ed to the Committee of which he is convener, 
namely the augmentation of stipends. Nearly 
one-half, he said, of the funds for home mis- 
sion work had come from the presbyteries of 
Montreal and Toronto. This he did not con- 
sider to be fair, for the two presbyteries did 
not represent half the strength of the church 
in the western section. He appealed to the 
ministers of strong congregations to secure the 
support of their congregations for the scheme 
of augmentation which tended so much to the 
life and growth of the Church. He praised the 
Eastern division for their success in the mis- 
sion field. He thought the Western division 
should not allow the east to have the heavier 
end of the log to carry, and he hoped to see 
the Assembly devise some well planned scheme 
for the unification of the two divisions of the 
Presbyterian Church in Canada for the support 
of the ministry. 

The number of aid-requiring congregations 
in the western section of the Church is 169, 
of which 135 are settled and 34 are vacant. 
Among the congregations added to the list 
during the past year are Prince Albert, Ed- 
monton, Regina, and several other charges in 
the Synod of Manitoba, which make, in the

meantime, heavy demands on the fund. The 
amount asked to meet the expenditure of the 
year was $30,000. The total amount received 
from Presbyteries, including donations, was 
only $20,912, of which almost one half came 
from the Presbyteries of Montreal and Toronto, 
The actual outlay forthe year was $31,090.66. 
In order to make good the payment of $750 
and manse in each case requiring aid, it had 
been necessary this year to draw upon ne 

ut, 
for an unusually large amount of legacies, the 
difficiency would have been much greater. 
The committee believe that in many quarters 
the people have not yet come to understand 
that the Home Mission and the Augmentation 
Funds are separate and distinct. It devolves 
upon the ministers to put this matter in the 
proper light before their people, and if this is 
done faithfully, in every congregation, it can- 
not be doubted that the scheme will commend 
itself to the intelligence of the Christian com- 
munity and the efforts of the committee will 
be crowned with ample success. The several 
amounts received during the year from all 
sources, for Home Missions and Augmentation 
are as follows :— 

For Home Mission work, (deducting balance 
of $2,000 in hand at last Assembly). $36,132.10; 
for augmentation (deducting balance of $1,522,- 
96 in hand at last Assembly, and $4,000 bor- 
rowed from the Reserve Fund) $26,305;97; 
Students Missionary Societies of Knox,Queen’s, 
and Montreal Colleges, $3,880.59 ; Lumbermen’s 
Mission, $290.00—total $66,608.66. 

It is‘unnecessary to state that the report as 
a whole was cordially adopted, and the thanks 
of the Assembly given to the committees and 
their conveners. Rey. James Robertson, super- 
intendent of missions in the North-West, in 
response to a call from the house, took the 
platform, and in rousing terms alluded to the 
importance, nay the necessity, of supporting 
and strengthening the hands of those who are 
bearing the heat and burden of the day in 
these new settlements—the ministers and 
missionaries who are carrying on the work 
surrounded by many difficulties and some 
discouragements, but with an earnestness of 
purpose that cannot be too highly commended. 
Rev. Allan Bell, of Portage La Prairie, spoke 
of the good work going on at that place, where 
he had a congregation of four or five hundred. 
They had built a church there costing $12,000, 
but this was destroyed by fire in January last, 
and the insurance little more than paid off the 
mortgage. He concluded with an earnest ap- 
peal on behalf of the church there. Rev. Prin- 
cipal King, of Manitoba College, spoke of the 
noble character of the young men who put 
aside the eligible openings offered to them in 
the East, and went forth to labour in the 
North-West, and also referred to the import- 
ance of the task there. 

A fitting conclusion to this most interesting 
and inspiring statement was the adoption of a 
resolution moved by Dr. Burns, of Halifax, in 
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which devout acknowledgment was made of 
the good hand of God upon us in this great 
work, of which the reports give such abundant 
evidences, and also a warm re¢ognition of the 
self-denying labours of the brethren through 
whose instrumentality the work has been car- 
ried on. ‘Looking back through the years 
that are gone, and recalling the memories of a 
sainted Black of Kildonan, and Nisbet of 
Prince Albert, and many another pioneer mis- 
sionary, may we not say with grateful and 
adoring wonder—* What hath God wrought!” 
The wilderness has in very deed become a 
fruitful field: the desert has been made to re- 
joice and blossom as the rose.” 


Ohivd Dry. 


AFTER some remarks by Dr. Reid, Dr. 
Cochrane, Dr. King, Mr. Warden, Dr. 
Burns, and others, in reference to the expedi- 
ency of separating the Home Mission Fund 
and that for augmentation, it was finally 
agreed to express thankfulness for the mea- 
sure of success that has hitherto attended the 
efforts of our Home Mission committees in 
both sections of the Church, and to direct 
special attention to the resolution of last As- 
sembly separating the two funds in the west- 
ern section. 


CoLLEGE REPORTS. 


The report on Morrin CoLLecn, QUEBEC, Was 
read by Dr. Mathews. Twenty-three students 
were in regular attendance on the classes last 
session, besides twenty occasional students. 
In the Arts department, there were 21. The 
graduating class numbered six, each of whom 
obtained his degree of B.A. In the Theo- 
logical department there were only two at 
present, but nine or ten of the Arts students 
have signified their intention of studying for 
the ministry: five of these, and both theologi- 
cal students are employed in mission work at 
the present time. ‘he income of the College 
is very inadequate to its requirements. A 
legacy of $2,000 was received last year from 
the executors of the late Phillip Peebles, of 
Quebec. Mr. Whyte, M.P.P., in moving the 
adoption of the report, appealed to the Assem- 
bly to give all the countenance and support in 
their power to Morrin College, which though 
less conspicuous than some of the other col- 
leges, was yet a light shining in a dark place. 

MAniToBpA COLLEGE was ably represented by 
Principal King. The whole number receiving 
instruction in the various classes during the 
past year has been 60. Of these, eight were 
engaged in the study of theology ; 36 were in 
attendance on the Arts classes, and the re- 
mainder were either connected with the pre- 
paratory department or taking occasional 
classes. It is satisfactory to be able to state, 
in view of the urgent needs of the mission field 
to the west, that a fair proportion of those in 
the undergraduate and in the preparatory 
course have the ministry in contemplation. 
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The entire income of the College for the year, 

including moneys received for fees and board, 
was $27,829.59. Of this amount $7,267.61 was- 
contributed for endowment by persons in 

Great Britain and Ireland in connection with 

Dr. King’s visit last year. The Board has re- 

ceived notice of an addition to this amount 

in the form of a grant by the Mission Board of 
the United Presbyterian Church of Scotland of 
£250 “towards the endowment of the chair 
occupied by Dr, King.” The College is $19,000: 
better off than it was two years ago. Through 

the generous donations of friends in Toronto- 
and Montreal, amounting to nearly $4,800, the. 
Board was able to meet the second instalment. 

due to the Building and Loan Association. 

The other sources of income enumerated in: 
the treasurer’s report have enabled the Board 

to meet punctually all the claims against the: 
institution without incurring any additional 

debt. Grateful acknowledgement is made of 
liberal contributions to the College Fund by 

the Presbyterian Church in Ireland, the: 
Church of Scotland, the Free Church of Scot- 

land, the United Presbyterian Church, as well 

as by numerous friends and benefactors. 

Dr. King spoke of the growing importance of 
this Institution in the far west, and of the great 
work which it was destined to accomplish, and 
the claims which it has on the hearty support. 
of the Church. Principal Caven moved the- 
adoption of the report in felicitous terms, and 
expressed his belief that it had, so far, accom-: 
plished all that was expected of it. Rev. D. J. 
McDonnell, in seconding the motion, said that 
but for Manitoba College Presbyterianism: 
would not hold the high position it now did in. 
the North-west. A wise selection had been made- 
in appointing Dr. King to the principalship. 
Hon. Alex. Morris spoke from personal know- 
ledge and observation, and corroborated all that. 
had been said as to the necessity of a Theologi- 
cal College for the North-west, and the effective- 
manner in which the College at Winnipeg was: 
doing its work. 


SuMMER SESSIONS IN COLLEGES, 


Overtures were read trom the Presbyteries- 
of Barrie, Ottawa, Brockville, Guelph, Paris, 
Owen Sound, andfrom the Synod, of Hamilton 
and London, setting forth the importance of 
considering the expediency of providing con- 
tinuous supply to mission stations, and suggest- 
ing that, possibly, the object might at least be- 
partially obtained by instituting a summer 
course of lectures in oneor other of the colleges. 
which some of the students might attend, en- 
abling them to do missionary work in winter. 
With the exception of Rev. John Somerville of 
Owen Sound, who made an admirable speech 
in support of the overture for that Presbytery, 
none of the parties appointed to support the: 
overtures entered con amore into the merits of 
the question. Even Dr. Cochrane’s courage 
seemed to fail him. These overtures are un- 
doubtedly the outcome of a very great necessity, 
the difficulty of meeting which is also a real one, 
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ForrIGNn Missions. 

The area of the Church was again filled at 
the evening by asympathetic audience gather- 
ed together for the purpose of hearing good 
tidings from those far off countries where the 
twenty-one ordained missionaries of our 
church, with their two-nundred helpers and 
teachers are proclaiming the Gospel of Salva- 
tion tothe heathen. Dr. Wardrope, Convener, 
gave in to the report of the committee for the 
western section, a voluminous document, con- 
taining ample details of the work carried on 
among the Indians in the North-west; the 
mission to China, and to Central India. There 
are twelve ordained missionaries employed by 
the committee—six in the North-west, two in 
China, and fourin India. The receipts from 
all sources for the year were $38,773, making 
with the balance from last year, $51,782. The 
expenditure during the year was $47,368 and 
the balance on hand is $4,414. The attention 
of the Assembly was in the first place directed 
to the recommendations contained in the re- 
port. The first of these referred to the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Robert C. Murray, a graduate 
of Queen’s College, Kingston, as an additional 
missionary to India. It was reported that St. 
Paul’s congregation, Montreal, had undertaken 
to provide for the support of a missionary in 
India, and that Mr. Murray had offered his 
services as a missionary to that country. 
Putting this and that together, the hand of 
Providence was so clearly seen that there 
could be no objections to giving effect to the 
recommendation, and so provisional arrange- 
ments were made by the Presbytery of Mon- 
treal for Mr. Murray’s ordination and designa- 
tion immediately after the close of the Assem- 
bly. Another recommendation of the committee 
was that Mr. Cuthbert Mackay, an approved 
teacher and catechist, should be ordained to 
the work of the ministry among the Indians 
in the North-west. A third was that the com- 
mittee be empowered, should they see cause, 
to order the erection of a Presbytery in Central 
India. After explaining these details, the 
Convener spoke in very happy and hopeful 
terms of the work carried on by our mission- 
aries in their several fields, and concluded an 
inspiring address with an earnest appeal for 
more men and more means to prosecute the 
glorious enterprize. “Ohwhat a privilege to 
be permitted to take part in such work! 
Praise be to God that our lotis cast in this 
age of missions!’ Mr, Charles Davidson, of 
Guelph, seconded the motion for the adoption 
of the report. 

- The report for the eastern section was pre- 
sented by Mr. D. C. Fraser, of New Glasgow, 
an elder of the Church, of noble presence, elo- 
quent of speech, and enthusiastic in regard to 
the subject in hand. 

Rev. JosEPpH ANNAND, one of our mission- 


aries, from the New Hebrides, at home on 


furlough, next addressed the Assembly. He 


_ gave an intensely interesting account of the 


condition in which he found the natives of 


these beautiful islands some twelve years ago,, 
and the changes for the better which have: 
taken place in that time. He remarked that. 
it would be improper to institute comparisons: 
between the native Christians in the South 
Seas and the Christian people of Canada; yet,. 
in some respects, the people of Aneityum,, 
among whom he laboured, would not compare: 
unfavourably with Christians in this highly 
favoured land. The Sabbath was better 
observed in Aneityum than by the average 
Christian in Canada. An average of one half of 
the population attend Church regularly. The: 
Wednesday evening prayer meeting is well 
attended. The people are honest. The mis- 
sionary had no locks on his dwelling or his. 
storehouse, yet nothing of the smallest value 
had ever been stolen from him. Itis not easy 
to engraft our ideas of comfort or propriety 
upon the native races. The grass-hut of the 
Malayan chief is infinitely dearer to him than 
the ceiled house of the missionary. On his 
side of the island Mr. Annand has three 
churches—one of them a stone church, now 
much too large for the congregation. 

These churches and their twenty school- 
houses were all built and are kept in good 
repair by the natives without any remunera- 
tion. Their contributions, in arrowroot, for 
the support and spread of the Gospel in 
heathen islands, amounted last year to $750. 
Christianity has been a great blessing to those 
who have come under: its influences, but by 
far the larger proportion of the inhabitants of 
the group are still in heathen darkness. Some 
of the islands are still closed to the missionaries: 
and are every now and again the scene of 
savage warfare and cruelty. And some are 
open to the Gospel, but have to be left in the 
hopeless attitude of feeling after God if haply 
they may find Him, because there is no one to 
preach to them the way of salvation. In all 
probability Mr. Annand, on his return, will be 
appointed by the Synod of the New Hebrides, 
to take up his abode on some island hitherto: 
unoccupied, or that may have been abandoned 
as hopeless. Whatever be his instructions, he 
will unhesitatingly comply, no matter how 
great the sacrifice of leaving a people to whom 
he is sincerely attached, and who love and res- 
pect him in return. Would it be too much to 
ask that this great Assembly should designate 
one of its members to accompany him and to 
assist him in bringing some other island into 
the happy condition of Aneityum where hea- 
thenism is now unknown. Nay, is the Assem- 
bly prepared to take the responsibility of say- 
ing that it cannot give another missionary to 
the New Hebrides. 

At this stage in the proceedings the large 
audience joined heartily in singing Heber’s. 
Missionary Hymn, after which Mr. Murray, 
the young missionary-elect for India, made a 
very appropriate and telling address, express- 
ing his thankfulness to God and to the Assem- 
bly for the prospect of being priviliged to go 
forth as a missionary to the heathen. 
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It was after ten o’clock, when the Rev. 
FRASER CAMPBELL of Mhow, Central India, rose 
to address the Assembly, but so thoroughly 
interested was the audience in the subject under 
consideration, scarcely any one left the house 
until Mr. Campbell had finished. Ten years 
azo he took leave of the first General Assembly 
of their Church and he was here now to take 
leave of them again. In afew weeks more he 
would be on his way back to Central India. He 
did not come to rest, but with the determina- 
tion to work as hard here as he had been doing 
in India for the last nine years. He was in- 
tensely thankful for the kind reception that he 
had met wherever he had gone. He had tra- 
‘velled some 13,000 miles and delivered some 
'200 addresses during the year, and he was not 
without hope that his work might prove more 
_advantageous to the interests of the mission 
than if he had expended the same amount of 
labour in the field. He was specially thankful 
to his former friend and class-mate, Mr. Bar- 
clay, and his congregation, St. Paul’s, for the 
way in which they had expressed their sym- 
‘pathy with the work in India, and for their 
;example, which he hoped would be followed by 
inot afew of the other large and wealthy con- 
\gregations of the church. This was the last 
‘opportunity he would have of entreating the 
_Assembly to enter the open door in Central 
‘India, where ten millions of degraded heathens 
_ have, up to this time, only four ordained Protes- 
;tant missionaries hving amongst them. Ad- 
| 


dressing himself to the young ministers of the 
“Church Mr. Campbell made such an appeal as 
‘they are not likely to forget.—“Oh come out 
_and help us brethren! Don’t deny yourselves 
}the unspeakable privilege of going to a field 
_where your labours are so much needed, and 
where you would have no one to interfere with 
you. You can never hope to find another field 
| where youcan do somuch forthe Master. The 
‘time is short; the heathen are perishing; 
now is your opportunity to place your services 
at the disposal of the Church: it ‘will not, it 
cannot refuse to accept them.” 


Fourth Day. 
SUMMER SESSIONS IN THE COLLEGES. 


“PRE discussion on this subject was re- 
5§ sumed on Saturday morning by Rev. 
Professor Maclaren who moved that the over- 
tures be received, but that the Assembly does 
not see its way to give effect to their recom- 
mendations in the form in which they are 
presented. Dr. Laing and others held that 
the loss to the Colleges through the absence of 
half of their students, if this proposal was 
carried out, would be compensated by the in- 
creased numbers of young men from thé mis- 
sion fields who would be induced to study for 
the ministry. At any rate the Assembly was 
called upon to set one loss against the other— 


the great injury to the church by leaving the 
mission fields deserted during the winter, and 
the possible loss to students consequent upon 
a summer session. On the part of the Colleges 
it was contended that this would be a new 
departure, for which there was no precedent, 
and one calculated to have an injurious effect 
on both the colleges and the students. Princi- 
pal Caven desired to have the whole subject 
investigated as to the effect the holding of 
summer sessions would have on the colleges. 
Not only was there not a difference of opinion, 
but there was no difference of zeal between 
the Home Mission Board and the College 
directors on the importance of supplying the 
Home Mission fields) He knew that the 
Assembly would not deliberately set them- 
selves in opposition to the managers of the 
Colleges, and it only remained for them to 
decide on the means of doing the work of the 
colleges as well as the work of the mission 
fields. His opinion was that the college ses- 
sions in Canada were too short. 

Principal McVicar said that from a physi- 
cal or intellectual standpoint it would be un- 
wise to give the students more work, and he 
thought it would be still more unwise to sacri- 
fice the theological training of the students for 
the sake of mission work. If a college hada 
summer session it must of necessity havea 
winter session. The result would be that 
both sessions would be shorter, and the ex- 
pense would be greater. He would not ad- 
vocate the students being changed from one 
college to another, for that roving disposition 
was not conducive to efficiency in education. 
From an educational point of view the pro- 
posal of summer sessions would be a failure. 
After all, it was a happy sort of difficulty that 
in spite of the influx of ministers from other 
churches they should be pressed right and 
left to supply ministers and missionaries for 
the work of the Church. 

Principal Forrest, in a racy speech, took 
exception to the difficulties which had been 
suggested in connection with a summer ses- 
sion. Principal Grant expressed his willing- 
ness to submit the matter to a representative 
committees and to acquiesce in whatever de- 
cision they mightarrive at. Mr. Bruce was glad 
that the debate had occurred. He thoroughly 
appreciated the aim and object of these over- 
tures. The great difficulty that occurred to 
his mind was that by none of the proposals 
would the number of workers in the mission 
field be increased. Dr. Cochrane, spoke of 
the impossibility of getting the retired minis- 
ters to aid in the mission work of the Church, 
and then as to the “ sanctified talent” of which 
a good deal was said, there was not much of 
that commodity where it was most needed— 
in the regions where Big Bear held sway, for 
example. He would in no case reduce the 
college curriculum to meet this difficulty— 
important though he knew it tobe. Hewas 
rather-in favour of having the college sessions 
increased to seven months. His idea was 
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that the students in completing their curri- 
culum should be required, as in one of the 
churches before the union, to give a year’s 
service in the mission field at the close of their 
curriculum before being inducted to a charge. 
Dr. Cook suggested that each Presbytery 
should send a couple of its best men to the 
mission fields during the winter months. On 
motion of Mr. Sommerville, Owen Sound, it 
was agreed to referthe matter to a committee, 


Tum CONVERSAZIONE. 


The commissioners to the Assembly, as 
well as a large number of the citizens, had been 
invited by the Faculty of the Presbyterian 
College on Saturday evening. A large num- 
ber availed themselves of the invitation and 
the result was a very brilliant reception. The 
guests were received in the David Morrice 
Hall by the Principal of the College. The 
Moderator and ex-Moderators of Assembly, 

rominent ministers and elders from dif- 
erent parts of the Dominion, Principals and 
Professors, were there. A large number of 
ladies graced the occasion with their presence. 
Among the citizens not connected with the 
Church there were also present His Worshi 
Mayor Beaugrand and Mr. Thomas White, M. 
P. The band of the 6th Fusiliers discoursed 
sweet music, refreshments of the most re- 
cherche discription were served to the visitors ; 
the library and other parts of the building 
were brilliantly illuminated, and altogether a 
very pleasant evening was spent. 


Ghee Sabbath, 


“HE pulpit of Crescent Street Church was 
occupied by appointment of the Assem- 
bly—Dr. Mathews of Quebec officiated in the 
forenoon and Rev. John Pringle, of Kildonan,in 
the evening. Many of the other city pulpits 
were filled by members of the Assembly—the 
Methodists, the Congregationalists and the 
Baptists, equally with the Presbyterians, avail- 
ing themselves of the opportunity of in this 
way expressing their brotherly goodwill. Mr. 
R. C. Murray preached before the congregation 
of St. Paul’s, under whose auspices he is to 
roceed to Central India as a missionary of our 
urch. Rey. C. B. Pitblado of Winnipeg, 
spoke in Eskine Church in the evening to a 
crowded audience. Having just returned from 


_ active service, as chaplain in the Halifax re- 


giment in the North-West, his remarks on the 
rebellion, its causes, its effects, and the respon- 
sibilities growing out of it, were listened to with 


- the most profound attention. The Indians 


had grievances and the fact that these had not 
been redressed was not so much the fault of 
the Government as of the citizens of the Dom- 
inion. We had taken their hunting fields 
from them and deprived them of the only 
means of livelihood which they and their an- 
cestors had ever known. The agents of the 


- Government may have been faithful to their 


treaty engagements, but that was not enough. 
Cases were within his own knowledge in which 
families of Indians had been reduced to the 
very verge of starvation. He could give details 
concerning the treatment and the sufferings of 
the Indians which would make the people of 
Canada blush forshame. These people had 
many qualities to commend them to the sym- 
pathy and assistance of the Christian men and 
women of Canada. The preacher after paying 
an eloquent tribute of admiration to the he- 
roism and bravery of the volunteers, arid giving 
a vivid description of some of the scenes he 
had witnessed during the campaign, concluded 
by asking the people not to be led by a spirit 
of revenge against the half-breeds and Indians, 
but toreturn good for evil and to avail them- 
selves of the victory which God had given the 
arms of Canada to spread the Bread of Life 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
Northwest. 


Tap Sunpay-ScHooL GATHERING. 

Under the auspices of the General Assem- 
bly a mass meeting of the scholars of the 
various Presbyterian Sunday-schools was held 
in Crescent Street Church at 3.30 p.m. Pro- 
fessor Scrimger occupied the chair. Dr. Mc- 
Knight, the moderator, opened the proceedings 
with prayer, and addresses of an interesting 
kind were delivered by the Hon. David Laird 
of Charlottetown, Mr. J. Bourgouin, Principal 
of the Point aux Trembles mission schools, 
Rev. Joseph Annand, missionary from the 
New Hebrides, and Mr. R. C. Murray, the 
young missionary-elect to India. The body of 
the church was completely filled with the 
scholars, and every available seat in the gal- 
leries, by their parents and friends. It was a 
grand meeting. The singing was led by Mr. 
S. S. Bain and the choir of the church, and was 
most heartily joined in by the young people and 
many old people who wished themselves young 
again.

New PRESBYTERIES, 


REY. J. K. Smira presented the report of 
the Committee appointed to consider 
overtures for the subdivision and erection 
of Presbyteries. After discussion, it was 
agreed to remit the application for a new 
Presbytery, to be called the Presbytery of 
Orangeville, to the synod of Toronto and Ha- 
milton. That from British Columbia, asking 
that a presbytery be constituted in that Pro- 
vince under the name of the Presbytery of 
New Westminster, was referred to the Home 
Mission committee with instructions to report 
to next General Assembly. The division of 
the presbytery of Brandon into two portions, 
viz., Brandon and Regina, was next taken up, 
and after discussion the prayer was granted, 
and it was moved by the Rev. Dr. J. M. King, 
of Winnipeg, that the new presbytery of Re- 
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gina be authorized to appoint two of its mem- 
‘bers to represent it on the Synodical committee 
for the present year. . Carried. 

Tro CoLLece Founp. 

Rev. Robt. H. Warden, agent of the fund, 
presented the annual report. The total re- 
ceipts for the year are $10,830.78, appropriated 
as follows :—

CONSOLIDATION OF COLLEGES. 


Mr. Maclennan, Q.C., read the report of the 
‘committee on the distribution of the College 
fund. Two subjects were remitted to them 
‘by the last General Assembly: (1) An over- 
‘ture transmitted by the Presbytery of Chat- 
‘ham anent union of the theological halls of 
‘our Church, and (2) the matter of the distribu- 
tion of the Common Fund for the support of the 
Montreal, Kingston and Toronto colleges. 
‘This Assembly also remitted two subjects, 
inamely, the proposal of the Board of Manage- 
‘ment of Knox College to abolish the Common 
Fund, and permit congregations to contribute 
directly to the support of whatever colleges 
‘they desire particularly to benefit by their 
liberality, and the recommendation of the 
game board toincrease the salary of Dr. Proud- 
‘foot in the same ratio as the salaries of the 
\professors of Knox College. On the question 
“of union raised by the overture, the commit- 
‘tee, after careful consideration, report that the 
consolidation of the existing colleges is at 
present impracticable, and that in the opinion 
of this committee the further discussion of 
this question is unwise and fitted to be in- 
jurious to the interests of the church. Atthe 
game time the committee with a view of 
doing all that is possible in the way of more 
economical and effective utilization of the 
resources at the disposal of the church for 
theological education, would recommend the 
following resolution for the adoption of the 
Assembly. “The Assembly earnestly desiring 
to do everything possible in the present finan- 
cial condition of the colleges to promote, with 
the utmost economy, the interests of theolozical 
education in the Church, remit to the faculties 
of the several colleges, to consider whether it 
is practicable by any interchange of profes- 
sorial labour to strengthen the teaching staff of 
the several colleges and thus secure increased 
efficiency in teaching the prescribed curricu- 
lum and to report to next General Assembly ; 
and that the Assembly renew the instructions 
to the College Boards to continue their efborts 
to secure financial foundations to warrant a 
fuller equipment of the institutions. 
| A lengthened debate ensued, in which the 
many-sided College question was discussed 
from different standpoints in a temperate and 
conciliatory manner, without, however, any 
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definite results having been reached. Mr. 
John Charlton, M.P., Rev. W. T. MacMullen, 
Dr. Beattie, Rev. George Burnside, Principal 
Forrest, Rev. Allan Simpson, and a number of 
others spoke forcibly and eloquently on this 
subject, although it was apparent from the 
outset that it was one which did not at the 
present time come within the sphere ef prac- 
tical legislation. 
Tup CoLLEGH oF MopERATORS. 


Overtures were read from the Synod of Hamil- 
ton and London and the Presbyteries of Barrie 
and Owen Sound petitioning that the mode of 
nominating the moderator of Assembly adopt- 
ed by last Assembly be repealed and that the 
right of each presbytery to nominate as they 
see fit be conceded, Without admitting that the 
question is so infinitessimally small as some of 
the speakers averred, it was felt that far too 
much time was spent upon it. The house 
became so wearied of the subject that it readily 
fell in with the resolution of Dr. Grant, without 
perhaps fully realising its import, “that the 
General Assembly immediately after being 
constituted each year should elect its mod- 
erator on nominations then made.” It was not 
stated by the mover, in so many words, that 
his motion contemplated the abrogation of the 
College of Moderators. Although many ofthe 
members seemed to think that by adopting 
the motion they were abolishing the college. 
Neither did it interfere with the nomination 
by Presbyteries. It seems a pity that this 
retrograde step—if it is a retrograde step— 
should have been taken—if it has been taken 
—after all the talk about it, unadvisedly. 


TELEGRAM FROM TAMSUI. ; 

At this stage a telegram was read from Rev. 
Dr. MacKey of Formosa as follows :— Five 
hundred more converts. Ordained two native 
pastors.” The announcement was received 
with enthusiastic applause. 

Next Puacn or Mperrina. 

On motion of Dr. Macdonald seconded by 
Mr. Laidlaw, it was agreed that the next meet- 
ing of the Assembly be held in St. Paul’s 
Church, Hamilton, commencing on the second 
wednesday of June, at half-past seven o’clock 
p.m. 


STATE OF RELIGION AND TEM- 
PERANCE. 


The evening sederunt was occupied until 


near the small hours with the presentation 
and consideration of the reports of the com- 
mittees on these subjects respectively. That 
on the State of Religion was read by Dr. Mac- 
Nish, Convener. It was an admirable report, 
and full of encouragement. It dealt with such 
subjects as Sabbath-observance, Family wor- 
ship; the Prayer meeting; Evangelistic 
services; the Hldership ; Christian liberality, 
&c. The recommendations contained in the 
report were considered seriatim and adopted. 
Dr. Wardrope, of Guelph, Dr. Macrae, of St. 
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John, Mr. Donald, of Pictou, Dr. Bryce, of 
Winnipeg, Mr. Milligan, of Toronto, Mr. Mc- 
Cuaig, of Kingston, Mr. Campbell, of Montreal, 
and others spoke to the several resolutions 
with excellent effect. The time thus spent 
was felt by all to be very pleasant and profit- 
able. As one of the speakers remarked, the 
subject was one which carried us_ entirely 


beyond thesphere of controversy. We refrain. 


from entering upon details at present, as we 
hope to have the privilege of presenting our 
readers with a verbatim copy of this report at 
anearly date. Two verses of the 80th Psalm 
were sung, after which Rev. J. K. Smith, on 
the invitation of the Moderator, led in prayer. 
The Rev. gentleman specially returned thanks 
to the Lord for the success of the mission in 
Formosa, indicated in the telegram read from 
Rey. Mr. McKay, Tamsui, and also for the 
times of refreshing that have been experienced 
in many quarters during the past year. 


DEPUTY FROM THE F RHE CHURCH. 


Rev. Atex. McDonaLp, minister of Ardclach, 
in the Presbytery of Nairn, was: introduced 
and conveyed the cordial greeting of the Col- 
onial Committee of the Free Church of Scot- 
land to this Assembly. He congratulated the 
Canadian Church in that it had solved the 
problem of union in this country and he hoped 
that the time was not far distant when the 
Presbyterian Churches of Scotland would also 
be united. He was astonished to see in many 
parts of the country such splendid churches 
and large and wealthy congregations; but when 
he went back to Ardclach he would not say 
much about that, for his people might reply :— 
“Weel ’sir, if that be sae, ye need na gie oot 
the collection for the Colonial Committee ony 
mair in this place!” 

The moderator in courteous terms thanked 
Mr. Macdonald for his address and requested 
him to convey the thanks and good wishes of 
the Assembly to the Free Church of Scotland. 


TEMPHRANCE, 


Rev. Peter Wright, of Stratford, convener 
of the Committee, read the report, which was, 
on the whole, of a satisfactory and encouraging 
nature. It referred to the growing public 
sentiment in favour of measures for the sup- 
pression of intemperance. Since the passage 
of the Temperance Act of 1878, seventy-five 
contests have been waged in the different pro- 
vinces of the Dominion, resulting in sixty-two 
victories for the friends of temperance and 

rohibition. Tifty-seven counties and cities 

ave adopted the Act, and forty-two are 
already under its operation, embracing upwards 
of a million and a half of our population. In 
Ontario alone twenty-five of her forty-three 
counties have declared at the polls that they 
desire the total suppression of the liquor tra fiic, 
and these counties cover two-thirds of her 
populated territory. A total majority of «ver 
56,000 votes has been cast for the Act. Six 
attempts to repeal it have all been signally 


defeated, and there are seventy-four members 
in the Dominion Parliament elected by con- 
stituencies in which the Canada Temperance 
Act has been carried. 

The following recommendations are ap- 
pended to the report :— 

I. This Assembly reaffirms its deliverance 
of last year to the following effect :— 

Ist. That we regard the traffie in strong drink as one 


of the greatest hindrances to the progress of the ki 


king- 
dom of our Lord Jesus Christ. 2nd. ‘hat in view of the 


evils wrought by this scourge of our race, this Assembly 
would hail with gladness the utter extermination of the 
traffic in intoxicating liquor as a beverage, by the power 
of example, public opinion, and the strong arm of the 
law. 3rd. That we rejorce at the wonderful advance- 
ment of temperance and prohibition sentiment through- 
out the world, and especially in our own Land ; and would 
recommend our people by voice, vote, and example, and 
by all peaceful and righteous means, to work for the 
abolition of this great evil. 4th. Phat we reassert our 
approval of the principle of the Canada Temperance act 
of 1878, and recommend the adoption of the said act as 
the best available means for the legal suppression of the 
traffic.” 

II. This Assembly records its emphatic pro- 
test against the recent action of the Senate of 
Canada in passing amendments to the Canada 
Temperance Act, calculated to destroy its 
usefulness; and that in the face of the 
popular will previously expressed in the man- 
ner provided by constitutional government; 
and hereby expresses the earnest hope that 
the House of Commons will reject said amend- 
ments, and consent tono change in the Act, 
except in the direction of strengthening its 
prohibitory character and increasing the 
means of enforcing it. III. Believing, as we 
do, that in this cause permanent success can 
only be attained by instilling proper princi- 
ples into the minds of the young, the Assem- 
bly again enjoins all parents, pastors and 
Sabbath-school teachers to give due pro- 
minence to the training of the rising. genera- 
tion in the principles of temperance and pro- 
hibition. IV. The Assembly again records 
its thankful recognition of the earnest efforts 
put forth by the Christian women of our iand 
on behalf of this cause. Mr. Wright moved 
the adoption of the report. 


Principal Grant moved in amendment :— 

“That this assembly rejoices at every token 
of the decrease of intemperance in Canada, 
and while expressing no opinion on any parti- 
cular legislative measures, would urge the 
members of the Church to use all means that 
may seem to them calculated to secure the fur- 
ther diminution of the great evil referrcd to.” 

The learned principal supported his motion 
with a very forcible and able speech. Me was 
not opposed to the wide-spread movement for 
the suppression of intemperance, but to some 
of the methods recommended in the report. 
He claimed for himself, and others who thought 
with him on this subject, liberty to entertain 
and proclaim their views, however distasteful 
these might be to a majority of the Assembly. 
“ There was only one opinion with regard to the 
end to be attained,which was to get a sober com- 
munity; but they might differ as to the means} 
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that were best calculated to attain that end. 
Was moral terrorism to be exercised upon 
men who were not such.extremists as others? 
Those who attempted to tyrannize over those 
who did not go so far as they, were the great- 
est enemies of the good end desired—for they 
were driving outof the ranks those who would 
fain co-operate with them for the suppression 
of this great evil of intemperance.” 

Principal MacVicar claimed that the re- 
commendations did not contain any extreme 
views. Heheld thatit properly belonged to 
the functions of the Christian ministry to form 
and mould public opinion, and not to wait and 
see which way the wind was blowing. It was 
said that they must avoid the use of moral 
terrorism in dealing with this subject. He, 
for one, however, was quite prepared, by all 
moral and legitimate means, to inspire with 
the utmost terror all evil-doers. He held that 
this Assembly was not exceeding its legiti- 
mate functions in considering this question 
and pronouncing a very decided opinion upon 
the legislative enactments that dealt with the 
liquor traffic. 

Dr. Laing of Dundas, Rev. D. J. Macdonell 
of Toronto, and Mr. Johnston, elder, from New 
Brunswick, supported Dr. Grant’s amend- 
ment. Rey. Neil Mackay of Summerside, Mr. 
George Haddow, elder, of Dalhousie, N.B., and 
Rev. John Pringle of Kildonan, supported the 
motion to adopt the report, which, after a very 
long and animated debate, was carried by an 
overwhelming majority. 


Sixth Day. 


BoaRps AND STANDING COMMITTEES. 


{)R. CocHRANE, convener of committee on 
@~* this matter, submitted the list of boards 
and standing committees of the Assembly as 
nominated by the committee. The discussion 
on the report occupied all the morning seder- 
unt. 

In the afternoon it was agreed to petition 
Parliament to support the Canada Temperance 
Act of 1878. <A letter was read from the 
Womens’ Temperance Union of Quebec asking 
recognition and sympathy from the General 
Assembly in their work of promoting the 
cause of temperance in the Province of Que- 
bec. Resolutions finally adopting the Home 
and Foreign mission reports of both sections 
were adopted, with expressions of thankful- 
ness for the manifold tokens of the Divine 
blessing which have, attended the labours of 
our missionaries in their respective fields, and 
also for the increasing spirit of liberality on 
the part of members and congregations by 
which the committees have been enabled to look 
forward with confidence to an extension of the 
work. Speaking of the appointment of an 
additional missionary to Central India (mak- 
ing five ordained ministers in that field), Prin- 


cipal Caven stated that it had come to his 
knowledge that Lord Dufferin had taken 
cognizance of the opposition which the native 
rulers at Indore had manifested to the work of 
our mission, and was using his influence to 
have it removed. 


; UNIFICATION oF Misston Work. 


Dr. McLaren submitted the following plan 
for the unification of foreign mission work in 
the Church :— 


1, All the foreign mission work of the Church shall 
be under the direction of a committee, which shall be 
appointed by the General Assembly, and shall be de- 
signated the Foreign Mission Committee of the Presby- 
terian Church in Canada, said committee to consist of 
two divisions, called respectively, the eastern division 
and western division of the Foreign Mission committee. 
2. The eastern division shall consist of ten members and 
the western division Of twenty members. 38. The con- 
veners of the eastern and western divisions shall be ap- 
pointed by the General Assembly, and shall be joint con- 
veners of the Foreign Mission committee. 4. The 
minutes of the meetings of each division shall be print- 
ed, and sent to all the members of both divisions. 5. 
There shall be one fund, from which all the foreign mis- 
sion work of the Church shall be sustained. 6. In the 
meantime, Dr. Reid shall act as treasurer and Dr. Mac- 
gregorassub-treasurer. 7. The committee shall meet at 
the call of the joint-conveners, previous to the meeting of 
the General Assembly, and at the place in which the 
Assembly is to meet. 8. The committee shall, at its 
regular annual meeting, prepare a careful estimate of 
the amount required to carry on its work during the 
year in the several fields under its care, and shall sub- 
mit this estimate to the General Assembly. 9. The com- 
mittee shall, at its first annual meeting, or at a meeting 
specially held forthe purpose, draw up regulations re- 
garding (a) the extension of mission work and _expen- 
diture connected therewith ; (6) the salaries and allow- 
ances of missionaries and teachers (c) the outfit, furlough 
and passages of missionaries ; (d) the epee of dis- 
abled missionaries; (e) the maintenance of the widows: 
and orphans of missionaries, and (/) such other regula- 
tions regarding missionary, matters as may be deemed 
necessary. 10. The regulations now in force in the mis- 
sions of the eastern and western sections shall remain in 
force until otherwise ordered by the Foreign Mission 
committee. 11. The travelling expenses of members of 
the Foreign Mission committee, and other incidental 
expenses, shall be defrayed from the Foreign Mission 
Fund. So far, however, as the annual meeting, which 
is held at the time of the Assembly, is concerned, the 
expenses of those members who may be delegates to the 
Assembly shall not be paid. 


In accordance with the recommendation in 
the report, the scheme was referred to presby- 
teries for consideration. 


CONSOLIDATION OF COLLEGES. 


The debate on the consolidation of colleges 
was resumed by Mr. Armstrong, who wished 
to see some consolidation scheme carried into 
effect, and thought it would be well, before the 
subject was dropped, to have a committee ap- 
pointed with instructions to prepare a definite. 
scheme to be submitted to next Assembly. 
He held that consolidation of the colleges, in 
some form or other, was a necessity. Messrs. 
Sinclair of East River, McCuaig of Kingston, 
Robertson of Chesterfield, Principal Forrest of 
Halifax, and others, spoke of the difficulties in 
the way of uniting any of the colleges, and, in 
view of the injury to the colleges from perpe- 
tuating discussions of this kind, it seemed to 
be desirable that the matter should not be. 
pressed. 
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EXCHANGE OF COURTESIBES. 


Dr. Reid read a letter from the Synod of the 
Church of England, embodying a resolution 
passed unanimously by the Synod as follows: 
“That this Synod, now assembled in session 
in this city, commends your deliberations to 
the guidance and blessing of Almighty 
God,” and further stating that a deputation 
consisting of Rey. J. S. Stone, Rev. Canon Nor- 
man and Messrs. L. H. Davidson and George 
Macrae, Q.C., had been appointed to convey 
this resolution to the General Assembly. 

Dr. Burns moved, seconded by the Rev. A. 
McLean Sinclair, that the General Assembly 
receives with much satisfaction the communi- 
cation from the Anglican Synod of Montreal, 
now in session, cordially reciprocates the fra- 
ternal sentiments and spirit it breathes, and 
will be delighted to receive the deputation. 


FRENCH EVANGELIZATION. 
Principal MacVicar, convener, presented the 


report of the Board in pamphlet form, contain- 


ing thirty-one pages of closely printed matter. 
Taken as a whole, it is one of the most com- 


prehensive and encouraging reports that the 


Board has ever presented tothe Assembly. It 
is not necessary that we should enter very 
minutely into its details. It will no doubt be 
widely circulated by the Board in its present 
form, and any party desirous of obtaining a 
copy will be supplied on application to Mr. 
‘Warden, the Secretary. 

The receipts for the year from all sources 
have been $28,735, as compared with $31,375 
for the preceding year. While there is a fall- 
ing off of about $2,500, it is encouraging to 
know that the actual receipts from Canada 
are nearly $1,000 in excess of those of the year 
preceding. Among the receipts are $965.55 
from the Presbyterian Church of Ireland, and’ 
‘$174.52 from the National Bible Society of 
Scotland. All salaries, etc., have been paid in 
full, and there remains a small balance in the 
treasury. Hight colporteurs were employed 
‘by the Board during the past year, a number 
Somewhat less than formerly. This was owing 
to the lack of funds, the Board being compelled 
to decline offers of service from several men 
with experience in the work. Last year there 
were reported seventeen mission schools, with 
twenty-two teachers and 537 pupils. There 
are now twenty-one schools, with twenty-six 
teachers and 707 scholars—or an increase of 
fully 25 per cent. during the year. Thisis one 
of the most encouraging features in connection 
with the work of the Board. Of the 707 pupils, 
233 are the children of Roman Catholic par- 
ents, and fully four-fifths of the remainder are 
the children of recent converts from Roman- 
ism. One hundred and twenty-two scholars 
had been admitted into the Point-aux-Trem- 
bles schools, although they had not sufficient 
accommodation for that number. Nearly 200 
applications for admission had to be rejected, 


from which may be seen the desire on the 
part of the French Canadians for a liberal edu- 
cation and the urgent need ofa largely increased 
equipment of the schools. Mr. Chiniquy re- 
ports that in his district fifty persons during 
the year found Christ, fifteen of whom are pu- 
pils at the mission school at St. Anne, Kan- 
kakee, and that two ecclesiastics of the Roman 
Catholic college in his neighbourhood had come 
to the Converted Priests’ Home and accepted 
the truth as itis in Jesus. Mr. Doudiet gives 
a full report of his ministrations in St. John’s 
Church, Montreal. “ Filling mission churches 
here,” he says, “is almost as hard a task as 
filling a sieve with water.” Out of a list of 180 
communicants in his church, in 1877, there are 
only nineteen left : sonumerous are the changes. 
At his last communion fifty-four members 
were present, thirty-eight of whom were 
admitted into the Church within the last few 
months. The average attendance upon stated 
ordinances is from eighty to ninety, though 
sometimes as many as 200 are present. He 
officiated during the year at thirty-two bap- 
tisms, eight burials, and twelve marriages. 

Rev. John Thompson, of Sarnia, moved the 
adoption of the report, seconded by Rev. D. H. 
Fletcher, of Hamilton. Both paid a high com- 
pliment to the Executive of the Board for their 
excellent administration of the fund, and con- 
gratulated the Church upon the continued and 
even increased success of the work. Mr. War- 
den having been called upon for a few remarks 
made special reference to the great advantage 
of the Point aux Trembles schools which were 
conducted with an efficiency second to no other 
educational establishment of alike kind in the 
country. During the past session no less than 
thirty-one of the pupils had made a public pro- 
fession of their faith and united with the 
Church in the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper. 
Had there been nothing more to report than 
that, the Church would be amply repaid for all 
the effort, time, and money that have been 
expended by the Board during the past ten 
years. 

The venerable Father Chiniquy delivered 
the closing address at this very interesting 
meeting. He referred to the thousands of 
converts who had been obliged to leave Can- 
ada, many of whom he had met with in the 
United States and elsewhere. He concluded 
an eloquent address by thanking the Church 
for their kindness to him and the measure of 
support he had received in his work in past 
years. He now asked the prayers of all the 
ministers and people—that the work may go 
on and prosper. They were sending mission- 
aries to the Chinese and Japanese, but they 
had a people at their doors who were far more 
in need of light than the pagans of other 
lands. He had admired the soldiers when 
going to conquer the rebels in the Northwest, 
but they had a country at their doors which 
they had to conquer, but not by shedding their 
blood. Their sword must be the Word of God.

AGnp AND Inrrrm Ministers Fonp, 


EV. James Mippiemiss, convener, read the 
annual report. During the year recently 
¢losed, forty-six aged and infirm ministers 
have received assistance from the fund. The 
action of the approaching Assembly will very 
probably bring up the number to fifty. The 
total receipts for the year were $8,557, and the 
expenditure $8,891. The invested capital was 
$13,000, but since the report was printed, a 
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donation had been received from Mr. Mackay, | 
of Toronto, bringing up the capital to $15.000. | 
The highest annuity paid is $200. In order; 
that even the present inadequate scale of pay-: 
ments be maintained, it is necessary that the 
contributions of the congregations be increased 

to at least $3,000 more than was received last: 
year from that source. The report recom- 

mends the separation of the fund from that of 

the Ministers Widows and Orphans Fund. 

Rev. G. M. Milligan in moving the adoption | 
to the report made an eloquent appeal in be-, 
half of the fund. He asked the Assembly to 
leave theories alone and deal with facts. The 
cause would be better served, he said, by | 
separating the Aged and Infirm Ministers’ 
Fund from that of the Widows’ and Orphans. | 
Were the needs really put before some of the | 
wealthy laymen, it would, he felt sure, secure ' 
adequate support, doing away with the present | 
inquisitorial system of enquiring as to what, 
money the aged pastors had:made, ete. Prin-: 
cipal Caven and others spoke in favour of the' 
recommendations. 

The report for the eastern section was given: 
in by Rev. A. Maclean Sinclair. The invested | 
capital is $26,324. Total receipts for the year, | 
$2,764 ; expenditure $2,333 ; balance on hand, 
$430. The number of annuitants was ten; 
removed by death during the year, three. Dr. 
Murray, of New Glasgow (elder), moved the 
adoption of the report, He paid a weil- 
merited tribute to the faithfulness of the 
ministers, the value of their services, and the 
strong claim they have on the consideration 
of the membership of the Church. They were 
entitled to a competency in their old age, and 
the laity should see to it that they get it. 


CoLLEGH CONSOLIDATION. 


The whole of the afternoon was spent in a 
fruitless discussion on the consolidation of 
colleges. The committee to whom the con- 
sideration of this matter had been referred 
reported through Mr. James Maclennan, con- | 
vener, that after giving the matter their best 
attention they had come to the conclusion 
that, however desirable in itself, the PR Sse 
was utterly impracticable at present. Of course 
this had been said before by another commit-' 
tee. It had been iterated and re-iterated on’ 
the floor of the house many times. But the 
house is not content with the ipsi dixit of any 
committee or any individual: it must know 
why it is impracticable. Dr. Burns gave ex- 
cellent reasons for the survival of the Halifax 
College. It bad struck its roots deep into the 
soil, and with one voice the people of the 
Maritime Provinces would be heard in answer 
to the proposal of absorption or annihilation, — 
“Woodman spare that tree!” He gave it as: 
his honest opinion that large theological col- 
leges were not necessarily the best educators. 
He believed that “ the lads” who attended the 
Halifax Hall were better drilled than in some 
of the “ famous institutions” that were often 
referred to. Dr. Caven thought it was folly to 
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entertain the project of building a railway to 
the moon. It was just as unwise, because of 
the impossibility of carrying it out, to pro- 
pose confederation of the colleges at the pre- 
sent time. Dr. Macvicar shewed that we were 
not expending an extravagant amount on 
theological education compared with our 
neighbours. The population of Scotland was 
less than that of Canada, yet they have eight 
or nine Theological Colleges. The Presby- 
terian Church of the United States, north, 
have thirteen. He had looked in vain to find 
the model college, yet if any one could satisfy 
the Church and the Assembly that one col- 
lege would do the work better than six, and 
would bring forward a reasonable scheme of 
amalgamation, he would be the last to oppose 
it. Dr. Grant was not afraid of this discus- 
sion, but so far from its producing any good 
results, he considered it utterly useless to 
spend any more time upon it. You might as 
well ask a committee to come to Kingston to 
read dime novels in the hope of doing good, 
asto entertain a proposal which, by the unani- 
mous consent of the friends of Queen’s College, 
is impracticable. On the other hand, Messrs. 
Geo. Bruce, J. R. Beattie, John Gray, John 
MacMicken, Colin Fletcher, Geo. Sutherland, 
Dr. Macdonald, D. D. Macleod and others 
claimed thatthe Church would not be satisfied 
until a strenuous effort is made in the direc- 
tion of consolidation, believing that the piety 
and intelligence of the Church are sufficient to 
suggest a remedy. 


SABBATH-SCHOOLS AND SABBATH OBSDPRVANCE. 
The report submitted by Dr. Jardine com- 


plained, as usual, of insufficient statistical in-|N 


formation. 977 schools reported 86,505 scholars. 
The committee estimate the number of young 
‘people under instruction at more than 100,000. 
They recommend the issuing of a Missionary 
Record for the special benefit of the young: 
the institution of conferences and other means 
of increasing the interest in Sunday-school 
work, and that superintendents and teachers 
be urged to seek first the spiritual life and 
welfare of their scholars. 

Rev. E. Scott, New Glasgow, moved the 
adoption of the report ina vigorous speech. 
He believed that the-Sunday-school was under- 
estimated and overburdened. The conspicuous 
absence of full statistics was evidence of care- 
lessness on the part of kirk-sessions in regard 
to this most important arm of the service. As 
to the second criticism, there was far too much 
trashy literature in the 8.8. Library : too much 
reliance on lesson-helps : too much was made 
of conferences, and parents too often made the 
8. school a pretext for neglecting the religious 
training of their families. The discussion was 
continued by Messrs. McGregor of Tilsonburgh, 
Armstrong of Ottawa, White of Rochester- 
ville, Mackay of Summerside and others. 

Rey. W. T. Macmullen read the report on 
Sabbath-observance. It complimented Mr. 


Charlton and Mr. Wood on their efforts to 
secure legislation. A Bill had passed the 
Ontario Legislature making Sunday excur- 
sions for mere pleasure unlawful. The Sun- 
day newspaper movement had been success- 
fully resisted. The Dominion Government has 
been approached, and every available means 
used to preserve the sanctity of the Day 
of Rest. 

A proposal to amalgamate the committees 
on Sabbath-schools, Sabbath-observance, Tem- 
perance, and State of Religion into one com- 
mittee was considered and remitted to a com- 
mittee to report to next Assembly.

REPORT ON STATISTICS. 


mk: TORRANCE, convener, gave in the report 
7 in printed form—a pamphlet of eighty- 
four pages of closely printed matter containing 
a vastamount of valuable and well digested 
information. The returns, 928 in number, are 
somewhat fuller this year, the number of non- 
reporting congregations being ninety-one as 
against 113 last year. The following table 
will serve to indicate the progress reported in 
different particulars during the year. The 
reader will understand that the figures in 
every case are only an approximation to the 
actual state of affairs. They cannot be other- 
wise since no returns, were received from so 
very large a number of congregations.

It is gratifying to notice that in every parti- 
cular there has been progress during the year. 
We have 115 more churches and stations sup- 
plied with stated ordinances: we have a net 
increase of nearly 6,000 communicants, and of 
4,678 scholars 1n the Sabbath-schools and Bible- 
classes. Thirty-eight students were licenced 
during the year and twenty-eight of them 
ordained to settled charges. Eleven ministers 
died, and there are forty-six ministers retired, 
or out of charge, whose names are not on 
Presbytery rolls. 


PRESBYTERIAN Councit.—Dr. King reported 
the diligence of the delegates appointed by the 
Assembly to attend the Council at Belfast. 
The College consolidation question is not the. 
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“dead duck” some of the speakers made it out 


to be; it has been coming to the surface at every 
sederunt in some form or other. The last 
that was heard of itwas an announcement 
from the chair that a Committee had been 
appointed to consider the question and report 
to next Assembly. 

Mrnisters Recetvpp.—The Committee re- 
ported through Dr. Moore, convener. ‘There 
were in all seventeen applications from minis- 
ters of other churches, of whom thirteen were 
favourably recommended by the Committee 
and received by the Assembly. The names 


have already been given in connection with a 


formersederunt. The applications not granted, 
or withdrawn at the request of the parties them- 
selves, were—Messrs. Craig, Murdoch and Mc- 
Keown. The case of Mr. Howie was referred 
to the Presbytery of Halifax. 

InvestMeNts.—Mr. J. G. Forbes (elder), of 
St. Johns, submitted an overture calling atten- 
tion to the insecurity of bank stocks as an in- 
vestment for Church funds. Principal Forrest 
deprecated the dictation of the Assembly to 
the finance boards in matters of this kind. 
Mr. James Maclennan, Q.C., gave some excel- 
ient [gratuitous] advice on the subject. After 
which a motion advising caution, by Mr. 
McL. Sinclair, was adopted. 

TpRM-SERVICE IN THE ELDERSHIP.—An over- 
ture on this subject from the Synod of Hamil- 
ton and London was read and supported by 
Rev. S. Lyle. It was agreed that the discus- 
sion of this important subject be deferred till 
next session.

Wibows’ AND ORPHANS’ FUNDs. 


N each section of the Church, funds for the 
benefit of the widows and ministers of the 
Church have long been in existence, and it is 
good to know that all of them are now ina 
flourishing condition. The two funds in the 
Maritime Provinces have been amalgamated 
and the joint-capitals now amount to $60,000. 
They have seventeen annuitants, besides a 
number of orphan children on the roll. The 
fund of the Canada Presbyterian Church has 
a capital of $109,000 and 57 annuitants. That 
of the Presbyterian Church of Canada, in con- 
nection with the Church of Scotland, has a 
capital of $112,121, and 37 annuitants. 

DecEASED WIFb’s SisteR.—On account of the 
advance stage of the session it was considered 
inadvisable to enter upon the discussion of 
this question. It was therefore agreed to leave 
it over until next Assembly. 

RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION IN ScHooLs.—The Com- 
mittee reported several interviews with the 
Ontario Minister of Education. The Hon. 8. 
W. Ross, the outcome of which was the book 
entitled, —‘‘Scripture Readings in High and 
Public Schools.” The Moderator read a letter 
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from Canon Norman, stating that committees 
had been appointed by the Diocesan Synods of 
Montreal and Quebec to co-operate with com- 
mittees of other churches in seeking to enforce 
a larger amount of religious instruction in 
the public schools. The Assembly thereupon 
appointed a committee to co-operate with these 
committees. 

At 3.30 p.m. the venerable clerk, in tones 
which indicated that a load had been lifted 
from his shoulders, intimated that he had 
reached the last item on the doquet. The usval 
votes of thanks were passed. 

At the last moment, a letter was read by Dr. 
Wardrope that had just been received from 
A-Héa, Dr. Mackay’s first convert. The 
Assembly was profoundly touched by this un- 
expected, well worded, and beautifully written 
letter, and instructed the Editor of the Record 
to convey tothe writer of it the cordial salu- 
tations of the Assembly. 

The Moderator said a few parting words. 
The proceedings had been perhaps somewhat 
protracted, yet; when it came to this point, 
we arereluctant to separate—someof us would 
even feel like saying with ardent Peter, “let 
us make here tabernacles.” We would fain 
prolong the enjoyment of the sweet fellowship 
we have had together. Although sometimes a 
breeze may have ruffled the surface, it left no 
mark behind it. Thereis scarcely anything to 
call for a moment’s regret. We have seen the 
glory of the Lord in His work throughout our 
Church—in Formosa, in the New Hebrides, in 
Trinidad, in India, in the loyalty of our con- 
verts and in the self-denial of our mission- 
aries. We feel and appreciate the goodness 
and the lovingkindness of the Lord. Let us 
go hence in the spirit of prayer and consecra- 
tion, trusting to Him who giveth liberally and 
upbraideth not, and reaching forth to higher 
and still higher attainments. The last three 
verses of the 122nd Psalm were then sung and - 
after solemn prayer the Assembly was dis- 
solved and next meeting appointed to be held 
in St. Paul’s Church, Hamilton, on the second 
Wednesday, of June, 1886. 


MissIoNaRY ORDAINED. 


Mr. Robert Campbell Murray, B.A., a native 
of Nova Scotia, and a graduate of Queen’s 
College, Kingston, was ordained and designated 
as a missionary to Central India by the Pres- 
bytery of Montreal in St. Paul’s Church, Mon- 
treal, on the 19th of June. 


Mr. Huex Gunn, Earttown.—On the 7th of 
May Mr. Hugh Gunn passed to his final rest, 
in the 78th year of his age. For thirty-five 
years he faithfully discharged the duties of his 
office, often representing the session in Presby- 
tery and Synod. He took a warm interest in 
the work of the Church, and was in his sphere 
an example to the flock.

From HEIDELBERG TO DRESDEN. 


F there was one place more than another 
where we would fain have prolonged 
Our visit, it was Heidelberg. But we had 
been increasing the distance from our 
terminus ad quem and in order to reach the 
goal in time for the opening of the Council 
of the Evangelical Alliance it was necessary 
to hasten our movements. Short though 
our stay was, however, a very distinct and 
pleasing impression of the place is still 
retained in memory. Most beautiful for

25,000 inhabitants, cn the Neckar, twelve 
miles from its confluence with the Rhine at 


_ Mannheim. The hills on either side of the 


7 river rise to a considerable height. 


The 
northern slope is covered with terraced 
vineyards. On the southern side is the 
Kaisersthul, or King’s seat, a finely wooded 
hill, 2,000 feet high, from which are ob- 
tained splendid views of the surrounding 
country. The valley of the Neckar is also 
_,seen to good advantage from the grand old 
stone bridge which spans the river near the 


centre of the town. The Hotel de Kurope 
is one of the finest on the continent, com- 
bining elegance and comfort with very 
moderate charges, and presenting a striking 
contrast to the decayed grandeur with which 
it is surrounded. Nearly all the splendid 
monuments of ancient architecture which 
the town of Heidelberg once contained 
have disappeared. There are two old 
churches ; one of these, the Church of the 
Holy Ghost, is remarkable inasmuch as the 
Catholic and Protestant services have long 
been conducted under the same roof. The 
other, St. Peter’s, is memorable as that on 
which Jerome of Prague nailed his cele- 
brated thesis which led to his martyrdom in 
1417. The University, founded in 1386, 
has long been famous. The buildings stand 
in the centre of the town, an ungainly 
pile. They are not to be compared with 
those at Bonn ; and the number of students 
is smaller—not exceeding nine hundred. 
The library is valuable, containing 150,000 
volumes and many rare manuscripts. Schen- 
kel stands at the head of the theological fa- 
culty. The teaching is notoriously rational- 
istic and the number of theological students 
is very small, probably not over thirty-five. 
The two largest universities in Germany 
are Berlin and Leipsig. The former has 
seventeen theological professors and about 
250 theological students; the total number 
of professors is 229; in 1884 there were 
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5000 enrolled students and 1406 mors | turies. Only one wing of the palace has 


taking lectures, bringing the whole attend- 
ance up to 6404! Leipsig has fourteen 
theological professors and nearly 600 theo- 
logical students ; total number of professors 
161 and of enrolled students (in 1881) 
3276. In the twenty-one chief universities 
there are altogether 2011 professors and 
lecturers and about 25,000 students. They 
pride themselves in the cultivation of Moral 
Philosophy, Physical Science and Philology. 
With a few brilliant exceptions—such as 
Christlieb, and Lange the commentator, 
lately deceased, of Bonn—the teaching of 
systematic theology, as we understand it, is 
sadly travestied. Inthe art of explaining 
away the obvious meaning of the Bible, it 
is asserted by competent critics, that “‘ they 
have never been excelled.” Tubingen, one 
of the smaller universities, but one of the 
oldest, and long accounted the fountain- 
head of scepticism, is now perhaps the least 
economical of orthodoxy of them all. But 
as a theological school, Leipsig is accounted 
on the whole the best, and has by far the 
largest number of regular students. Atthe 
same time many are attracted to Berlin, 
partly because it is so large a city, full of 
German life, and partly on account of the 
number of renowned “specialists” in the 
different faculties of the University. Few 
theological students would like to be in 
Germany without listening to Dillmann on 
the Old Testament and Weiss on the New. 

The chief attraction and crowning glory of 
Heidelberg is the castle, situated on the 
richly wooded height overlooking the town. 
It is a magnificent ruin of vast extent. It 
was arainy day that on which we walked up 
the steep and narrow Shlossberg Strasse— 
Castle Street—but it was a day of exquisite 
enjoyment, wholly spent in exploring the 
mazes of this wonderful combination of 
palace and fortress and romantic scenery. 
Crossing the draw-bridge, and passing 
through the gateway of the Giant’s Tower, 
we stood in the great court-yard of the 
castle around which are ranged stately piles 
of buildings ornamented in the highest 
style of medieval architecture. Rows of 
knights in armour occupy niches in the 
walls. On every side were seen medallions 
and armorial bearings, heads of bullocks 
and lions holding rings in their mouths, 
garlands and wreathes of flowers, all carved 
in stone, the accumulated labour of six cen- 


escaped destruction. ‘That isnow used asa 
museum. All the other buildings are roof- 
less, ivy-covered, and crumbling to decay. 
The exquisite stone carvings, are everywhere 
mutilated by the ruthless hand of war, 
while fire and tempest have completed the 
general wreck. The great round tower, 
sixty feet in diameter, the walls of which 
are fifteen feet in thickness, was blown up 
by gunpowder and one third of it over- 
turned into the ravine below, where it still 
lies, one solid mass of masonry. Another 
large portion of the palace was shattered by 
lightening more than a hundred years ago 
and ever since it has been growing into the 
picturesque ruin that it now is. In one of 
the vaults is still to be seen a relic of its 
palmy days—the famous Heidelberg tun, 
which is said to have a capacity of eight 
hundred hogsheads of wine! 

Leaving Heidelberg at 3.50 p.m., we pass 
through Darmstadt, the German home of the 
late Princess Alice. We had only two 
hours in Frankfort-on-Main, a very fine 
city, the birth-place of Goethe and the coro- 
nation city of the German Emperors. 
Kaiserstrasse, the principal street, is broad 
and clean, lined with beautiful buildings. 
We noticed two colossal bronze statues, one 
to Goethe and the other to Schiller, also a 


striking triple monument to Guttenberg, 


Fust and Scheeffer, who were the first to 
introduce moveable type in printing, about 
the year 1450. The first printed book that 
issued from their press was a copy of the 
Bible—the Latin Vulgate—printed at Mentz. 
We now pass through Lutherland, but alas ! 
under the cover of night. It was tantalizing 
to stop at Eisenach and Erfurth, and to be 
so near Kisleben and Wittenberg and yet. 
not see these placesso full of Reformation 
memories. We reached Leipsig at day- 
break. Here, but for the puliteness of a. 
prodigiously fat German, who had been 
serenading us all night-long with anything 
but melodious music, we might have re- — 
mained longer than we bargained for. Once 
we understood, however, that we must not 
only change cars, but drive a mile to another 
station, we did the next thing by jumping 
into the only remaining cab and shouting 
‘Dresden !” Passing through a fine country, — 
we reached the beautiful capital of Saxony — 
at 9 a.m. | 
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Missionary Cabinet. 


Wiwuiam E1.is. 


T'HE name of William Ellis stands in the 
front rank of the list of the mission- 

aries of the nineteenth century. The crown- 
ing work of his life began when he was 
sent as an ambassador to Madagascar in 
1~53, and it is perhaps not too much to say 
that to his experience and prudence it is 
mainly owing, under God, that Madagascar 
is to-day an independent and so largely a 
Protestant country. But for many years 
previously he had been actively and suc- 
cessfully engaged in other fields of labour, 
and it was not till he was sixty years old 
that he had any personal connection with 
the Malagasy. Mr. Ellis was born at Long 
Acre, London, on the 29th of August, 1794. 
His father was employed in the drudgery 
of candle-making and the children had few 
opportunities of education. When scarcely 
more than six years of age, William was 
employed in the factory at two shillings a 
week and adding his mite to the family 
earnings. He took a fancy to gardening 
and at twelve obtained a situation with a 
market gardener which was afterwards ex- 
changed for one in an extensive nursery 
garden at Kingsland, where he fell into bad 
company and narrowly escaped making 
shipwreck of himself. His downward career 
was, however, happily arrested by his re- 
moval into the service of a Christian family. 
What decided his future life was a sermon 
preached by the Rev. J. Clayton, of Kings- 
land, of whose churcl he became a member 
in 1814. Soon after this he offered his 
services to the London Missionary Society 
and entered the Gosport Missionary College 
asa student. Among other handicrafts he 
became a proficient in the art of printing, 
at that time one of the most useful accom- 
_plishments of a missionary. In 1815 he 
married Mary Mercy Moor, one of his 
- fellow-teachers in the Sunday-school, whose 
_ heart was also in mission work. On the 23rd 
got January, 1816, in company with Mr. and 
‘Mrs. Threlkeld, they embarked in a Govern- 
_ ment transport that was conveying convicts 
to New South Wales, and eventually reach- 
ed Eimeo, one of the Society group, in Feb., 
1817, where he was soon afterwards joined 
by the celebrated John Williams. Here he 
found ample scope for his mechanical genius 
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in building houses and laying out gardens. 
He made the first wheel-barrow ever seen on 
the island, built a boat, set up his printing 
press, and taught King Pomare the use of 
the composing stick. The natives were 
astonished at the results of their first efforts. 
It was not long before they had printed 
3,000 copies of Luke’s Gospel, and a 
hymnal in the language of Tahiti. Next he 
initiated them in the art of book-binding. 
During this time the progress of the mission 
work was rapid and encouraging. In May, 
1818, the interest culminated in the forma- 
tion of the first missionary society in the 
islands. It was a greatday that on which 
they assembled in a cocoanut grove—Pomare 
seated in a large armchair, with the queen 
and principal women of the islands, and a 
number of chiefs, with thousands of the 
natives attired in many-coloured dresses. 
Before long a consignment of oil was sent 
home to the parent society which realized 
$,8500 ! In June, 1818, Ellis and Williams, 
Davis and Orsmond, sailed with their 
families to Huahine in the Haweis, a vessel 
which they had built with their own hands. 
Here a church was erected, schools were 
established, villages of neat white-washed 
cottages arose along the shore, a code of laws 
was adopted, trial by jury instituted, and 
many of the natives were baptized. In 1822 
Mr. Ellis accompanied a deputation from 
the society to the Sandwich Islands. Re- 
turning to Huahine for his family, he was 
again at Oahu in the Hawaii in Feb., 1823, 
where he was cordially received by Messrs. 
Bingham, Thurston and Loomis, the first 
missionaries of the American Board to the 
Sandwich Islands, His familiarity with the 
language was of great service to the mission. 
He baptized the Queen’s mother—the first 
open convert in the islands. His wife’s 
continued ill health made it necessary to 
seek a change of climate. They went to 
the United States, visited Boston and other 
places, advocating the cause of missions, 
and arrived in London in August, 1825, 
Five years were spent in visiting various 
places in the United Kingdom and in pub- 
lishing his ‘Tour in Hawaii” and ‘ Poly- 
nesian Researches,” which met with a re- 
ception unexampled in the literature of 
missions. In 1832 Mr. Ellis was appointed 
Secretary of the London M. Society. His 
wife died in 1835. She had been a great 
sufferer, and was remarkable for Christian 
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heroism and saintly self-sacrifice. 
he married Sarah Stickney. Failure of 
health led him to resign the secretariat in 
1841. He retired to Hoddersdon where he 
acquired a small property which his taste 
and skill soon transposed into a charming 
home. Here mostof his leisure hours were 
devoted to literature, until 1847, when he 
was chosen pastor of the Congregational 
Church. Towards the close of 1852, reports 
having reached England of a favourable 
change in the Malagasy Government toward 
Christianity, after a long period of terrible 
persecution, Mr. Ellis and Mr. Cameron 
were deputed by the Society to visit Mada- 
gascar and see how matters were. ‘They 
found two hostile parties, one favouring 
Christianity and the other opposed to it. 
The time had not yet come for the deliver- 
ance of the native church from oppression, 
and the Government not favouring their 
stay on the island, they remained but 4 
short time. Before returning to England, 
Mr. Ellis spent nine months in the Mauri- 
tius, visiting mission stations and schools 
and taking part in public meetings. A 
second time he was sent out, in 1854, but 
with no better success. This time he was 
not allowed to visit the capital, but at 
Tamatave he received as many as came to 
consult him in ‘ his own hired house,” and 
did all he could to encourage the native 
Christians, who amid all their trials display- 
ed a constancy such as has rarely been 
equalled. On his way home he visited the 
Societies’ stations in the Cape Colony. On 
his arrival in England he received a letter 
from the Malagasy Government inviting 
him to visit Antananarivo for one month. 
So he sailed again on his third mission in 
1856, but was again unsuccessful in his 
efforts to secure toleration for the long-suf- 
fering Christians or even to mitigate their 
oppressions, for they were still under the 
ban of Ranavalona—the bloody Mary of 
Madagascar. At length, on the 16th of 
July, 1861, this tyrant’s reign came to an 
end. The miserable woman died, and her 
son Radama II ascended the throne. Before 
the sun set that day he proclaimed liberty 
to the captives and the opening of prison 
doors to them that were bound. ‘The year 
of Jubilee had come! Again Mr. Ellis 
was sent to assist in the reorganization of 
the martyr church. Oh what a change! 
He was met by delegations of Christians 
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who rent the air with their songs of dcliver- 
ance. He remained with them thirtesn 
months. The record of his work during 
these months is one of the most remark- 
able in the annals of missions. At his sug- 
gestion sites were secured on spots conse- 
crated by the blood of the martyrs on which 
were afterwards erected ‘four beautiful 
memorial churches. But the most precious 
result of his embassage was a treaty between 
Queen Victoria and Queen Rasoherina in 
which the latter: ‘In accordance with the 
wishes of Queen Victoria engages that there 
shall be no more persecuticn of the Christ- 
ians in Madagascar.” From this time Mr. 
Ellis was engaged in visiting different parts 
of the United Kingdom in the interests of 
the Society, and in indefatigable efforts to 
promote the progress of Christianity in 
Madagascar. He died at Hoddesdon on 
the 9th of June, 1872, aged 77. Mrs. Ellis 
survived him only a few days. “ Death 
scarcely parted them. The Angel of the 
Lord opened the gate of heaven to one, and 
while the other still lingered at the portal, 
bade her also enter.” Mr. Ellis published a 
a number of valuable works on missions. 
His Life, by his son, John Eimo Ellis— 
John Murray, London, 1873, 10s.6d. is 
intensely interesting. 


LATEST FROM THD New HeEsripes Mission.— 
A letter from Rev. Dr. Steel, dated April 22nd, 
intimates that the Dayspring sailed from 
Sydney for the islands on the Ist April. Among 
the passengers were Rev. H. A. Robertson and 
his wife, who had arrived from Canada in good 
time and in excellent health. Their three chil- 
dren were placed in schools in Sydney. They 
took a horse and cart with them for use in 
Eromanga. Rev. Mr. Lawrie, with his friends, 
returned to Aneityum, after three months fur- 
lough in Sydney. Mr. L. was licensed and 
ordained in Sydney at the request of the Free 
Church Mission Committee. Rev. Charles 
Murray and wife proceed to Ambrym, the sta- 
tion for which his brother, Rev. W. B. Murray, 
has been compelled to retire on account of fail- 
ing health. Farewell meetings were held at 
Sydney. The Australia Committee approves of 
a steamer being used in the service of the 
cites but the problem of expense is not — 
solved.

of the drought, v.1. But in order to hum- 
ble Ahab and bring the people to repentance 
it was necessary that it should be proved which 
was the “troubler” of Israel—Elijah or Ahab. 
Hence this most extraordinary trial to test 
whether Jehovah or Baal is the true God. Vs. 
19, 20. Carmel—a mountainous ridge jutting out 
into the Mediterranean, some forty miles south 
of Tyre, and extending about twelve miles in- 
land, rising at the highest point about 1800 
feet. This trial took place near the extremity 
where the River Kishon flows at the base. The 
manner in which Elijah went about it, shows 
that he must have received his instructions 
from God, and that he had no manner of doubt 
as to the result. The prophets of the groves—the 
priests of Ashteroth, the female divinity. From 
v. 12 it seems these did not come with the 
others, probably in consequence of orders from 
Jezebel. V. 21. How long halt ye?—They claim- 
ed to be the people of God, and yet worshipped 
Baal! Such a union is impossible, 1 Cor. 10: 
20,21. Jf the Lord be God? See Josh. 24: 15. 
Be something. Anything almost is better than 
an irresolute, double-minded man, Jas. 1: 8. 
No man can serve two masters, Matt.6: 24. 
They had not a word to say for themselves. 
V. 22. J, even I, only—There were other pro- 
phets of the Lord, v. 4, and more godly people 
than Elijah thought for, ch. 19: 18, but they 
were not here. Grand man, with his shaggy 
mantle and leathern girdle, 2 Kings, 1: 18, to 
confront, alone, these 450 priests in their robes 
and turbans! V. 24. Let him be God—lIf Baal 
be the “Sun-god” he will easily kindle that 
pile of wood. If Jehovah answers by fire, then 
Baal is no god, and He who can send fire can 
also send rain and put an end to the famine. 
Itisafair test. V. 25. Choose—If there is any- 
thing in the first move the Baalites shall have 
the advantage. V. 26. Both parties being 
satisfied, the 450 priests begin their noisy in- 
cantations, leaping on the altar, and dancing 
like madmen: cutting themselves, too, as they 
were wont to do in their heathenish orgies: 
but allisinvain. V.27. Elijah mocked them— 
His derisive irony was probably designed to 
prolong the suspense that they might be the 
more completely humiliated in the end. V. 29. 
They prophesied—continued their wild utter- 
ances, until evening—three in the afternoon. 
Neither voice nor any that regarded—Jehovah is 
the hearer and answerer of prayer, and those 
only who truly repent and believe will find the 
help that they need and the pardon of their 
‘sins. Isa.55: 6,7; 59: 1. The time is com- 
ing that will test every man’s faith. Those 
who have made an idol of sin and pleasure 
will look in vain for comfort when sorrow 
Comes ~-when death overtakes them. 


god all day. Then came Elijah’s turn. 
Not far off was an old altar that had been for- 
merly used in the service of the Lord. By re- 
pairing it he shewed his respect for Jehovah, 
and that he had come to re-establish the true 
religion. V. 31. Zwelve stones—to-signify that 


although the kingdom was divided politically, 


in the sight of God they were still one people. 
Israel—reminding them of their ancestor’s pre-- 
vailing prayer and its answer, Gen. 32: 28, and: 
that they had proved themselves unworthy of’ 
the name by worshipping a god who could. 
neither hear nor answer them. V. 32.. Elijah 
was careful that every thing should be done 
on his part in the name of the Lord—not to mag- 
nify himself. V.36. At the time of the evening: 
sacrifice—3 p.m. Elijah prays (1) that God 
would bring these people to know that the: 
worship of Israel is due to Him alone; (2). 
that he was acting in accordance with divine: 
instruction. V. 37. How different Elijah’s: 
prayer from the confused howling of the 
others! Vs. 3840. The fire of the Lord—Lev.. 
9: 24; 2 Chron.7: 1. So intense was the heat, 
it melted the stones, from which these idola- 
ters might infer that God himself is a con- 
suming fire to such as they were, Deut. 4: 24. 
V. 39. There was no room to raise a single 
objection. It was admitted that Baal was no 
god. The Lord Heis God. V.40. In justifica- 
tion of this punishment, it must be remem- 
bered that idolatry, under a theocracy, meant 
“treason,” and was punishable by death, Exo. 
22: 20; Deut. 17: 2-5, and nothing short of 
this terrible lesson would have sufficed. Vs. 
41-43. Even Ahab seems to have acquiesced 
in the justice of the sentence, for he coolly 
leaves the scene of slaughter to eat and drink! 
Not so Elijah. His duty is not yet done. He 
retires to thank God for his answer, and to 
pray for the coming of rain. Throwing him- 
self on his knees, with his face on the ground, 
he prays as earnestly for the rain as he had 
done for the fire. He bids his servant ascend 
to the highest peak, from which could be seen 
the sea. V. 44. Seventh tume—seven was ac- 
counted the perfect number. Naaman must 
wash seven times. Go up tv Ahab—warn him 
that the Kishon will soon be unfordable, and 
the roads all but impassable. The rain falls in 
torrents. Vs. 45, 46. Ahab rode—He might 
have offered Elijah a ride, but the prophet 
shews his respect for the king by assuming 
the role of a courier, running in front of the 
chariot for 16 or17 miles until they reached 
the gate of Jezreel. The God of Elijah still 
lives and reigns—the King of nations and the 
Head of His Church. He still hears and 
answers the prayers of His believing people. 
None that trust in Him shall be put to shame. 
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Glink at Foret.

LIJAH waited outside the town of Jezreel 
until he could hear what effect the 
slaughter of the priests of Baal had produced 
on the haughty queen. And now he who 
had boldly confronted Ahab and his 450 priests 
is afraid of a woman! V.1. Ahab told Jezebel— 
in such a way, probably, as incited her to take 
steps which he himself dared not. V. 2. Why 
did she apprize Elijah of her murderous in- 
tentions? Most likely she was afraid of Elijah, 
and took this way of ridding the country of a 
man whom she knew it would not be safe for 
her to meddle with. V.'3. Went for his life— 
Job. 2:4. He made all haste to get beyond 
her reach. Beersheba—25 miles 8. west of 
Hebron and 95 miles from Jezreel. Abraham 
and Isaac had both lived there, Gen. 21: 31; 
26 : 23,33. V. 4. He dismisses his attendant 
and continues his flight alone, southwards, 
into the sandy desert of Arabia. Juniper—a 
species of broom affording shade and shelter. 
Take away my life—worn with fatigue, crushed 
in spirit, and sadly disappointed, he feels that 
his mission has been a failure, Vs. 5-8. He 
slept—Ps.127:2. An Angel touched him—God 
had not forsaken him, but again miraculously 
supplied him with food which enabled him to 
complete his journey. From this point he 
must have proceeded slowly, for Horeb is not 
more than 200 milesfrom Beersheba. Forty 
days—as in the case of Moses, Exo. 24: 18, 
and the forty day’s fast of Christ in the Wilder- 
ness, Matt.4:2. V.9. What doest thou here? 
A searching question. We should never be 
found in any place where we would beashamed 
to give a straight answer to that question. Vs. 
11-13. God means to teach him that he was 
not the only champion of the true religion, 
and that he has other means of accomplishing 
his purposes than those empioyed at Carmel. 
A still small voice—it is not the thunder storm 
that makes the earth fruitful, but the gentle 
shower and softly falling dew. So, the work 
of regeneration in the human heart is a silent 
process, John 3:8. V. 15. Go—This is a word 
of command, Matt, 8:9. <Anoint Haziel—He 
shall be an instrument to punish Israel, 2 
Kings 8:12. V.16. When Jehu comes to be 
King of Israel, he shall exterminate the whole 
house of Ahab and overturn idolatry, 2 Kings, 
10 : 25-28. Hiisha—with the sword of the spirit, 
shall reach the consciences of those who escape 
from the havoc of war, Isa. 11-4. V.18. In times 
of greatest apostacy God has never left himself 
without some faithful witnesses. Rom. 11: 4,5, 
Remember Piedmont, Bohemia, Scotland. The 
Lord knows them that are His, though we do 
not. The best of people have their hours of 
despondency and doubt. Itis well when we 
can trust God in the dark assuredly believing 
that all things work together for good.

AN interval of five or six years since last 
lesson, in which nothing is heard of 
Elijah. Meantime Benhadad, King of Syria, 
had twice invaded Ahab’s dominions and on 
both occasions been defeated with heavy loss, 
ch. 20: 20, 29, 30. Jezreel was 25 miles north 
of Samaria. Here Ahab had also a palace 
surrounded by gardens and pleasure gounds. 
Close by is the vineyard of Naboth—one of 
“ the 7000,” ch. 19.18. Ahab would like to have 
it and is willing to pay for it, but Naboth has 
good reasons for not selling it. He can afford 
to keep it. He loves the old homestead, and, 
besides, he has conscientious scruples about 
parting withit; he inherited it from his father 
and the sale of such property is by law forbid- 
den, Lev. 25: 25-28. Ahab sulks like a spoiled 
child. V. 5. His wife came to him—she who should 
have been his best friend and adviser, comes 
as the agent of Satan to whom she had sold 
herself, and now she would sell him, her hus- 
band, too. She was doubtless very fascinating 
and plausible, and on that account the more 
dangerous. Let us beware of the flattery and 
blandishments of those who would lead us 
astray. V.7. She twits him for his pusilan- 
imity, and takes the whole matter into her 
own hands. Ahab shall have that coveted 
vineyard or her name is not Jezebel. Im- 
personation of impiety, deceit, and cruelty, she 
has no qualms of conscience. V. 8. So she 
wrote letters—by allowing her to use his signet- 
ring, Ahab tacitly consented to Jezebel’s pro- 
ceedings. V. 9. Proclaim a fast—under the 
cloak of religion she has him arrested and 
brought to trial. V. 13. Two worthless char- 
acters are easily found to swear the very 
words put into their mouths. Didst blaspheme 
God and the King—on either of these false 
charges it will be easy to convict him, for the 
people are still, nominally at least, subjects of 
Jehovah, and Ahab is, in asense, God’s re- 
presentative ; to blaspheme either would be 
high-treason, punishable by death, Lev. 24 : 16. 
That “the elders and nobles,” v. 11, should 
lend themselves to such an infamous trans- 
action shews how wicked the times were and 
how corrupt was Ahab’s court. Not only 
Naboth, but his whole family were murdered, 
2 Kings, 9:26. V. 15. The owner and his 
heirs being dead, the property reverted to the 
crown. Ahab takes possession. Tool that he 
is,—“ Be sure your sin will find you out!” V. 
19. Dogs shall lick thy blood—Even in this life 
unishment follows crime. This prophecy was 
fiteyalty fulfilled at the death of both Ahab and 
Jezebel, ch. 22: 37, 38; 2 Kings 9: 30-37. Money 
cannot buy happiness. Selfishness leads to 
crime. Godliness with contentment is great 
gain, 1 Tim. 6:6.

ET it be borne in mind that the second

Tae Negative Cuaracter of the proceed- 
ings of the late General Assembly, and the 
almost total absence of oratory on the floor 
of the house have been made the subject of 
comment by some not unfriendly critics, 
If, as we must suppose, the first remark 
applies to the shelving of intricate questions 
such as the Consolidation of Colleges, Sum- 
mer Sessions for Theological Students, How 
to give continuous supply to Home Mission 
stotions with a limited staff of missionaries, 
and others equally difficult of solution, we 
incline to think that it may bo the best 
policy, after all, in regard to such things to 
hasten slowly. And was it not better to lay 
the Deceased Wife’s Sister reverently on the 
table than to provoke heated and boot- 
less discussion? As to the other allega- 

tions, if our Assembly is not yet the arena 
for the display of forensic eloquence 
such as characterizes the Supreme Courts 
ofthe Parent churches,it must be remembered 
that we are not yet three hundred years old, 
that we have not yet entered our “teens” ; 
Indeed, that we have but very recently 
commenced house-keeping. It is therefore 
_pardonable if we should still be occupied 
for some time to core in setting our house 
inorder. If we are not much mistaken we 
are not altogether destitute of the stuff that 
‘ good speakers are made of, although for the 
time being its existence in some quarters may 
_be veiled by “eloquent flashes of silence.” We 
are satisfied that, on the whole, the late ses- 
sion was a useful, as it certainly was a very 
pleasant one. The subjects that have rele- 


gated into retentis, were of a kind that will 
take no harm from keeping, 

In our March issue we had a portrait of 
Giam Chheng Héa, Dr. Mackay’s first con- 
vertin Formosa: in this number our read- 
ers will find a copy of the very interesting 
letter from A—Héa, which was read to the 
General Assembly by Dr. Wardrope. We

MISSION WORK IN THE NORTH- 
WEST. 


During the past year services were held 
at 308 points connected with the mission 
fields and augmented congregations of the 
Synod. There was an average Sabbath atten- 
dance of nearly 14,000. The additions to 
the communion roll were over 1,000 and 
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they were largely from our young people. 
Our Sabbath Schools are in the neighbour- 
hood of 100 and there is an average atten- 
dance of nearly 3,000. Sixteen churches 
were built, sez being log, ezght frame, and 
two brick. Three manses were built, all 
frame. Ten wholly new fields are occupied 
this summer and several neglected last year, 
thro’ want of men and means, are supplied. 
The Gospel is preached by our Church at 
over 300 points this season. Let prayer 
ascend for a blessing on the work. The 
encouragements are many and great. The 
Church has a devoted band of self-denying 
and laborious missionaries. People are anx- 
ious to have the Gospel preached among 
them. God has blessed His word to the 
edification of His people and the conversion 
of sinners. The presence of a minister in a 
settlement is a moral force that cannot be 
represented by figures. Men have been 
saved from sinking and backsliders have 
been reclaimed. The people too are contri- 
buting liberally to support ordinances. 

There are discouragements. Settlement 
is scattered. and congregations small. In 
many quarters a worldly spirit is general. 
Financial straits often take the fine edge off 
men’s moral sensibilities. There is a rest- 
lessness begotten of several “‘ movings” that 
hinders religion. Social life is not satisfac- 
tory. Itis easier to be religious in a settled 
home than in a “shack” especially if your 
neighbours like yourself are “reaching.” 
Want of churches and manses impede pro- 
gress and discourage missionaries and their 
families. 

But the work must be pushed. We con- 
tinually pray for laborers. Forty per cent 
of the settlers are Presbyterians. Fifteen 
per cent of the young men coming to the 
North-West are not communicants. As com- 
pared with families, we have not half the 
average number of communicants in the 
whole Church. 

The Indian and Half-Breed uprising has 
scarcely interfered with our work, not three 
per cent of our fields being affected. Mani- 
toba was not disturbed at all. Our Mission 
Indians were all loyal.

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Obituary. 


EV. W. E. Mackay, of Orangeville, died 
on the 8rd of June, in the 59th year of 
his age. Mr. Mackay was a native of Ireland, - 
but received his education for the ministry at 
Knox College, Toronto, and Queen’s University, 
Kingston. He was ordained in 1856, inducted 
at Orangeville, Bethel Church, and laboured 
there for many years with faithfulness and 
much acceptance. The two congregations in 
Orangeville united under his ministry some 
time before his retirement from the work in 
the town, which took place two years ago; and 
last year he was obliged, through infirmity, to 
retire altogether from the active duties of the 
ministry. His death was very sudden— 
hastened, it is supposed, by excitement con- 
sequent on the return of his son, who had been 
with General Wolseley in Egypt. Though, 
comparatively, not an old man, Mr. Mackay 
was one of the pioneers of Presbyterianism in 
the part of the country where he lived, and 
many of the old inhabitants speak highly of 
the good work done by him in the early days 
of the country. He has left a widow and a 
family of eight children to mourn their loss. 
“ Be ye also ready, for in such an hour as ye 
think not the Son of Man cometh.” 

Rev. Joun Casey, of Taylor Church, Mon- 
treal, died from small-pox on the 10th of June. 
Mr. Casey had only been a few days ill when 
he was suddenly taken away. The deceased, 
who was about forty years of age, was a native 
of Dublin, Ireland. Arriving in Montreal 
about twenty-two years ago, he prosecuted his 
studies with the full intention of becoming a 
priest. The enunciation of the papal infal- 
libility dogma staggered his faith in the Holy 
Mother Church. He felt that he could not 
conscientiously accept it, and, after consider- 
able mental struggles, he definitely broke with © 
Rome. Professor Macvicar took an interest in 
him, and he became a student for the ministry 
in the Presbyterian College. After remaining 
a year here he went to the States, finished his 
college course at Princeton, obtained his 
license, and in 1875 came back to Canada. He > 
was accepted as a minister and inducted to 
the pastorate of Elgin and Athelstane. He 
laboured there acceptably for about three 
years, and then received a call to Taylor 
Church, Montreal. About five years ago he 
married the daughter of Rev. Mr. Watson, of 
Huntingdon, who survives him, and for whom 
much sympathy will be felt in hersad bereave- 
ment. 

Rov. CHARLES F'RAsER.—On the 25th May the 
Rev. Charles Fraser, of Prince Edward Island 
Presbytery, died after a brief illness. Mr. F. 
was ordained in 1871, and was for about ten+ 
years pastor of West Cape and Brae in the 
Island, a charge that requires for its thorough 
working a great deal of physical strength and 
endurance as well as mental ard spiritual — 
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strength. After an arduous pastorate of about 
ten years Mr. Fraser demitted his charge, and 
for the sake of his health purchased a farm to 
which he devoted a good deal of attention 
greatly to the benefit of his health. He 
preached every Lord’s Day under Presbyterial 
directions, and he intended shortly to resume 
full ministerial work. His health was com- 
pletely restored. A week before his death he 
had to preach three times. After morning ser- 
vice he had to cross a ferry in a small boat, and 
through some accident he had to wade ashore 
waist deep in water. Thus drenched, he pro- 
ceeded to the church and preached in the after- 
noon, and again in the evening. On Monday 
he was ill ; but noserious fears were felt regard- 
ing his condition till Friday, when inflamma- 
tion was found to be doing its deadly work. 
He died as he lived, submissive to the will of 
God. Mr. Fraser leaves a wife and two young 
children to mourn their loss. With his bre- 
thren in the ministry he was always a favourite, 
and his death is deeply felt throughout Prince 
Edward Island. | 

Ropert CarstTan, an elder in the congrega- 
tion of Oxford, Ont., died on Dec. the 27th, 
1884, at the patriarchal age of 103 years. He 
was born in County Down, Ireland, on the 5th 
Noy., 1781, and passed all the earlier part of 
his life in his native land, until his 50th year, 
when he emigrated to Canada. He first set- 
tled in the township of Edwardsburgh, and 
afterwards removed to that of Oxford, in 1834, 
where he resided until his death. When the 
congregation of Oxford was organized, he be- 
came a member of its session, and continued 
to discharge the duties of an elder until a few 
years before his death. He was a man of 
great force of character, much religious know- 
ledge and zeal for the welfare of his church. 
He was a very regular attendant on the or- 
dinances of the house of God, which he loved 
and he had a comfortable assurance of his 
salvation through Christ, hig Saviour. 

ALEXANDER STHBWART, a native of Rannoch, 
Perthshire, Scotland, an elder in the congrega- 
tion of Osgoode, Ont., died on the 15th Jan., 
aged 77 years. He had served for upwards of 
forty years in theeldership and had the warm 
confidence and esteem of the whole congrega- 
tion. He died in the full assurance of faith. 


Geelesinsticnl Mews. 


[PROFESSOR W: G. Brarxi, of Edinburgh, 

and Dr. John M. Lang, of Glasgow, have 
been advocating the claims of the Bohemian 
Church to thesympathy of the Presbyterians of 
Scotland in connection with a proposal emanat- 
ing from the Belfast Council to raise a sum of 
money for the benefit of the ministers who 
are toiling, amid many diffculties, in the land 
of Huss. It is rumoured that Dr. Blaikie has 
_ been offered the permanent secretariat of the 
_ Alliance. Dr. Story, of Rosneath, has received 
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a very handsome presentation from his parish- 
ioners—inter alia, a check for £500—as a mark 
of their personal regard for him, and as a re- 
cognition of his public services to the Church 
during the twenty-five years of his ministry 
in the parish. Dr. Story was appointed as- 
sistant to Dr. Mathieson, of St. Andrew’s 
Church, Montreal, in May,1859. On the death 
of his excellent father, who had been long 
minister of Rosneath, he received a presen- 
tation to that beautiful parish and was or- 
dained by the Presbytery of Montreal on the 
20th of September following. Dr.,Story is one 
of the most accomplished ministers in the 
Church of Scotland, and has for many years 


‘taken a prominent part in the deliberations of 


the supreme court. There is not a more 
polished or popular speaker in the Assembly. 
Healso wields the pen of a ready writer and 
has distinguished himself in the arena of 
literature. He has always been a staunch and 
true friend of the Presbyterian Church in Can- 
ada and, when his advocacy was needed, he 
was not slow to point out what he deemed to 
be the proper policy for the Church of Scot- 
land to adopt in regard to the colonies—a 
policy which the history of the past ten years 
in Canada, at least, has fully justified. Rev. 
J. McMurtrie, of Edinburgh, has been appoint- 
ed convener of the Foreign Mission Committee 
of the Church of Scotland at a salary of $3 250, 
the same amount which he received from St. 
Bernard’s Church. Dr. James Macgregor, of 
St. Cuthbert’s, Edinburgh, has resumed his 
“ wanderings in Spain.” Dr. Cunningham, of 
Crieff, introduced an overture into the Assem-~- 
bly making it legal for a minister of any other 
Presbyterian Church in the United Kingdom 
to be elected to a charge in the Established 
Church. The overture was adopted and sent 
down to Presbyteries. Dr. H. W. Smith, of 
Kirknewton, retains the convenership of the 
Jewish Mission Committee. Rev. Mr. William- 
son, of West St. Giles, takes Dr. Gray’s place 
as convener of the colonial committee for this 
year. The colonies were exceedingly well 
satisfied with Dr. Gray’s administration dur- 
ing his tenure of office and hear of his resigna- 
tion with much regret. Dr. Mitchell, in closing 
the General Assembly of the Church of Scot- 
land, spoke of the marked growth of the 
Church in recent years. A historical review 
was given of the connection of Church and 
State in Scotland, and among other points of 
interest discussed were the outlook for the 
future and the prospects of union or further 
disunion among Presbyterians. It was report- 
ed that the communicants in the Church were 
555,622, being an increase of 11,653, and that 
95,000 had been added to the membership dur- 
ing the last eleven years. There were 2,003 
Sabbath schools, which had a roll of 200,056, 
and an attendance of 157,517, and 18,690 teach- 
ers. The amount collected for missions was 
£2,760. Inthe Free Church Assembly, Rev. 
W.R. Taylor, of Glasgow, in submitting the 
report on the Re-adjustment of Agencies said 
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that the country was groaning under the 
divided state of Presbyterianism, three men, 
in many districts, doing work which could be 
more efficiently done by one. Double charges 
in the country were recommended to be worked 
by a minister and an assistant. In towns, 
weak charges might be dealt with by trans- 
ferring ministers, combining charges, or by 
suppression. Strong congregations ought to 
help the weaker. It wassuggested that a sum- 
mer evangelistic association might be formed 
in each college, and that presbyteries should 
see that each student was engaged in mission 
work. The equal dividend from the Sustenta- 
tion Fund was again declared to be $800 per 
annum—a marvellous result! It was reported 
that a noble bequest of £17,000 for Bombay 
had been received during the year from the 
trustees of the late Dr. Hugh Miller, Broom- 
field, Helensburgh, the interest of which was 
to be applied to native ordained and medical 
missionaries. The number of adult converts 
added to the Church in 1884 was 489, with 475 
children, being above the average. Rev. Wm. 
Ross, Glasgow, submitted the report of the 
temperance committee, which stated that 
seven-eighths of their divinity students were 
abstainers, as were also upwards of 550 minis- 
ters, a large number of office-bearers and 
Christian workers, while the ladies’ manse 
society numbered 1,315. Rev. Dr. Burns, 
Kirkliston, said the £160,000 contributed for 
colonial work since the Disruption had received 
a more tangible return than any other scheme. 
They had six or eight general Assemblies 
which had sprung directly or indirectly from 
them, and the Canadian assembly was nearly 
as large as their own. An amusing speech 
against the use of the organ in public worship 
was made on Saturday by Major Macleod, of 
Eskbank. An organ, he says, is an idol; all 
who adopt it violate their ordination vows. 
There was no difference between praying to 
God with a windmill and praising Him with 
an organ. But the Assembly adhered to its 
former deliverances, and resolved by a ma- 
jority of one hundred, that any church could 
introduce instrumental music whenever a large 
majority of the tongregation should vote in 
favour of it. 

IreLANp:—An election was held lately in 
the large and influential County of Antrim, 
when Mr. W. P. Sinclair, of Liverpool, was re- 
turned as M. P. by a majority of votes. This 
election has excited great interest at the pre- 
sent time. Let it be :emembered that some 
two-thirds of the population of the county are 
Presbyterians, and yet no one can remember 
when a Presbyterian represented it in Parlia- 
ment. The family to which Mr. Sinclair be- 
longs may be regarded as one of the noblest 
in the Presbyterian Church. The General As- 
sembly met as usual on the first Monday of 
Juno and sat for about ten days. The Rey. 
J. M. Rogers, the moderator of last year, 
preached the sermon, and the Rey. James 
Whigham, of Ballinasloe was unanimously 


elected his successor in the chair. Mr. Whig- 
ham has for more than thirty years upheld 
the banner Pee an outpost which is in the 
very heart of Romanism. The reports shew 
that last year was one of encouraging pros- 
perity on the whole. There are over 102.000 
communicants reported, and the contributions 
to all purposes were $55,000 mors than any 
previous year’s givings. At the same time 
there was adiminution in the contributions to 
the Sustentation Fund. The Rev. Dr. Steven- 
son presented the Foreign Mission report with 
his usual ability and fervour. The unpleasant 
distractions caused by the Salvation Army 
have now almost entirely passed away and the 
bygone year has been one of great prosperity. 
Two of the foreign missionaries were present 
at the Assembly and spoke to the report. One 
is the Rev. W. Beatty, of India, the other is 
the Rev. J. Carson, of China. The Rev. Robt. 
Jeffrey also made a very effective speech in 
which he dwelt on his own experiences when 
in India. Mr. Jeffrey, though now a minister 
in the south of Ireland, was for a number of 
years minister of an English speaking Free 
Church congregation in Bombay. A pleasing 
feature of this meeting of Assembly was the 
opening up of fraternal relations with the 
Church of Scotland and the United Presby- 
terian Church of Scotland. Since 1843 the 
Irish brethren held aloof from the Church of 
Scotland, and the pronounced voluntaryism of 
the U. P’s. was a bar in that direction. The 
U. P. Synod anticipated what was coming by 
sending a deputation to the Irish Assembly 
and the brethren sent were well received. 
Next year deputies from Ireland will appear — 
at the Assembly of the Church of Scotland 
and at the Synod of the U. P. Church. There 
was a painful and humiliating scene over the 
miserable organ debate which has figured so 
largely for the lastsixteen years. The leaders 
of the antis, because the Assembly refused to 
prolong the discussion, left the house and it 
was feared that a disruption was taking place.

CANADA.—The ten “ Annual Conferences ” of d 


the Methodist Church in Canada have held 
their sessions during the months of May and — 
June. As these church courts are simply exe- — 
cutive—all legislative power belonging to the 
General Conference, which meets quadrenni- 
ally—they are chiefly engaged in simple rou- — 
tine business, such as the appointment of min- 
isters and the tabulating of statistical reports — 
of membership and financial schemes.

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dry deliverances, however, have been made — 


by them which are just now of special interest. — 
One of these has reference to the Scott Act i 
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agitation. In every conference resolutions 
were carried unanimously condemning the 
recent action of the Senate and in favour of 
the Scott Act. Three conferences in Ontario 
pronounced in favour of University Confede- 
ration and one (Toronto), after a protracted 
debate, adversely. In Toronto the action of 
the Anglican Synod of last year was recipro- 
cated, and a Methodist delegation waited upon 
the Church of England Synod and _was most 
cordially received. Tho recent Methodist 
union seems productive of increased religious 
activity, and numerous revivals and an in- 
crease of over 20,000 members are reported. 
In some conferences in Ontario the union has 
produced a surplus of ministers, but outside 
of these there is still a demand for men, al- 
though the ministerial ranks now include 1700 
ministers. We notice that the Montreal Con- 
ference set apart the Rev. Mr. Campbell as a 
home missionary for the city of Montreal, to 
work conjointly with the Local Preachers’ and 
Theological Students’ Association here. The 
address of Bishop Sweatman, at the opening 
of the Synod of the Church of England at To- 
ronto, has attracted a good deal of attention 
because of the candour with which he stated 
some very unpleasant facts as to the want of 
progress in that diocese. For the first time in 
his episcopate, there had been a falling off in 
the Mission Fund. In regard to the stipend 
for the clergy, the outlook was very far from 
satisfactory. Out of 163 congregations, consti- 
tuting seventy-four unendowed parishes or 
missions outside the city of Toronto, no less 
than 120 contributed less than $200 annually 
to their clergymen’s support, seventy-one less 
than $100, forty-three less than $50, thirty-one 
less than $30, twenty-six less than $20, twenty 
less than $10, seventeen less than $5, and 
twelve actually contributed nothing, although 
all enjoyed the administrations of an ordained 
clergyman. These very congregations, too, 
were the most hard to please. 


Unirep 8tTatus.—The majority of the Presby- 
terians having voted in favour of “reduced 
representation,” the General Assembly, North, 
will, in consequence, be lessened by 150 mem- 
bers, but so irrepressible is the growth of that 
Church, it will soon be necessary to repeat the 
operation, or to devise some more heroic treat- 
ment. Dr. John Hall, of New York, has been 
installed as Chancellor of the University of New 
York. This already celebrated institution was 
incorporated in 1831. Dr. Hall has been an 
active member of the Council for ten years, 
and his elevation to the Chancellorship has 
‘been foreseen for some time as very desirable in 
the interests of the University, but his large 
congregation have hitherto been unwilling that 
any additional burdens should be laid on his 
‘shoulders—broad as they are. Dr. Hall was 
‘born in the County Armagh, Ireland, in 1829, 
and was licensed to preach the Gospel by the 
Presbytery of Belfast before he was twenty 
years old. In 1867, being then Pastor ofa church 


in Dublin, he came to this country as a dele- 
gate to the General Assemblies, and was caught. 
His subsequent history has been one of continu- 
ous and brilliant success. The Fifth Avenue 
Church, of which he is now Pastor, was erected 
some twelve years ago at a cost of one million 
of dollars. It seats 2000, and is usually com- 
pletely filled. It has attached to it lecture 
halls, school-rooms, and all ‘other modern re- 
quirements of the most approved description. 
The present membership of the church is 2,122: 
the number of scholars in the four Sunday 
schools is 1,600, with 160 teachers and officers. 
The Superintendent of one of the schools is a 
worthy ex-Canadian, who is also a leading 
member of Dr. Hall’s kirk-session. The amount 
contributed by this congregation last year was 
about $135,000 — includigg $70,000 for the 
Schemes of the Church. The regular income 
of the Church is $36,000, and there is no debt. 
The Ministers’ Stipend is $15,000. The congre- 
gation maintains three mission churches, each 
having an ordained minister, at a total cost of 
some $10,000 annually. 


TrMPHRANCE Notres.—While the churches 


and societies all over the country were exercis- 


ing themselves over the amendments to the 
“Scott Act” proposed by the Upper House at 
Ottawa, the House of Commons put an extin- 
guisher on said amendments, by a very nar- 
row majority it is true, but in the excited state 
of the country it is better that the “Lords” 
should have been let down easy. Had the 
clause which excepted wine and beer from the 
act been adopted by the Commons, the tein- 
perance cause would have received a backset 
which it would have taken years to recover. 
Whatever views one may hold in regard to 
the intrinsie merits or shortcomings of the 
act, such a departure from its provisions 
would have been fatal to its usefulness and a 
flagrant breach of faith with the large number 
of people all over the country who had accepted 
and endorsed it as, in their judgment, the best 
legislative enactment that could be obtained 
in present circumstances. Indeed, we cannot 
think of the consequences that might have 
resulted if the amendments of the Senate had 
been adopted without the gravest apprehen- 
sion as to the result. As the act now stands, 
itis admitted to be fairly workable, and it is 
only right that sufficient time be allowed to 
see how far its effects will fulfil the expecta- 
tions of its promoters. Four Scott Act elec- 
tions were held in June—in Middlesex, Lin- 
coln and Perth, Ontario, and in Guysboro’, 
Nova Scotia; in the first it was carried by 
a majority of over 3000, in the second by a 
majority of 596, and in the third with practical 
unanimity; in Perth there was a majority 
of 99 against it. The ultimate success or 
failure of the act now rests with the municipal 
authorities of the several counties in which it 
has been constitutionally adopted. They will 
be ‘unworthy of their trust if they fail to 
administer it faithfully and impartially. 
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Grew Evangelization. 


AWE direct special attention to the follow- 

ing resolution adopted by the General 
Assembly anent French Evangelization and 
to the accompanying extracts from the Report 
of the Board: 


RESOLUTION. 


“That this Assembly express their gratitude 
to God for the evidence of continued success 
attending the work of French Evangelization, 
and for the encouragement our missionaries 
and labourers have had during the year, of 
which we have now heard the very gratifying 
report ; also, that this Court put on record its 
sense of the increasing importance of this 
branch of our Church’s work in our land, and 
the corresponding need of prosecuting it with 
increased zeal and earnestness; and that, in 
the judgment of this house, the time has come 
when, in order to meet the spiritual necessi- 
ties of the French population, the Church 
must enlarge the sphere of her operations, and 
seek to make them still more effective in evan- 
gelizing our fellow-countrymen. We also ex- 
press our entire confidence in the management 
of the work under the present Board; and 
further, that we commend this scheme to the 
sympathy and liberality of our congregations, 
and renew our appeal to the whole Church, 
that by their prayerful co-operation and prac- 
tical support the work may be extended, the 
destitution of the field provided for, and that 
the friends of the mission, and those who have 
the work-more directly in charge, may be 
thereby encouraged and enabled to enter the 
door which the Lord is surely opening, and 
may advance with all confidence where He 
seems to point the way.”

CoLPORTAGE. 


Eight colporteurs were employed by the 
Board during the past year, a number some- 
what less than formerly. This was owing to 
the lack of funds, the Board being compelled 
to decline offers of service from several men 
with experience in the work. This, however, 
is the less to be regretted, because of the fact 
that the Montreal Auxiliary Bible Society is 
now prosecuting this department of missionary 

ur more vigorously than ever. That’Soci- 
ety employed last summer seven French col- 


porteurs, and this summer about the same 
number. By arrangement with the Board, 
they engaged three of our colporteurs and sent. 
them into districts, to which, had they been 
in our service, they would probably have been 
appointed. The Board are most anxious to 
increase'their staff of colporteurs, because the: 
planting of new mission fields largely depends, 
under God, upon the faithful services of this 
self-denying class of workers. It is encourag- 
ing to report that one gentleman—Mr. G. D. 
Fergusson, of Fergus, Ont.—agreed to meet in 
full the salary of a French colporteur from the 
beginning of this year; and it is hoped his 
praiseworthy example will be followed by 
others, 50 that the Board may be enabled to 
accept the offers of service from several suit- 
able men anxious to be employed permanently 
in the work. One of our colporteurs has for 
some time been labouring in the bounds of the 
Presbytery of Glengarry, where the French- 
speaking population has increased 75 per cent. 
‘in the last ten years ; and that Presbytery, at a 
recent meeting, resolved not only to supervise 
his work, but also to make a special effort to 
raise sufficient money to meet his salary. 
Another of our colporteurs is at present in the 
county of Essex, Ont., labouring under the 
supervision of the Presbytery of Chatham, and 
the Board are about to appoint another to la- 
bour in the Maritime Provinces, with a view 
to the thorough visitation of all the scattered 
settlements of French-speaking people there. 
During the year there were distributed by the 
colporteurs and other missionaries of the 
Board 2021 Bibles, Testaments and Gospels, 
950 Pamphlets, and about 23,500 French Tracts 
and other religious publications. 


Mission SCHOOLS. 


Last year there were reported 17 mission 
schools, with 22 teachers and 537 pupils. There 
are now 21 schools, with 26 teachers and 707 
scholars, or an increase of fully twenty-five 
per cent. during the year. Thisis one of the 
most encouraging features in connection with 
the work of the Board. Of the 707 pupils, 223 
are the children of Roman Catholic parents, 
an fully four-fifths of the remainder are the 
children of recent converts from Romanism :— 


PoINTE-AUX-[REMBLES SCHOOLS. 


The central mission schools at Pointe-aux- 


| Trembles have had, perhaps, the most success- 


ful session in their history of upwards of forty 
years. There were nearly three hundred ap- 
plications for admission. Of these it was re- 
solved to admit a little over one hundred, the 
committee in charge of the schools fearing to 
undertake the additional financial responsi- 
bility of a larger number. Sourgent, however, 
were many of the applicants, that it was even- 
tually resolved to receive one hundred and 
twenty-two—as large a number as the build- 
ings can accommodate with due regard to

health. This number was in attendance 
throughout the session. The pupils ranged in 
age from.13 to 28 years. Fifty of them were 
from Roman Catholic homes, sixty-nine from 
the homes of converts from Koman Catholi- 
¢cism, and three from other Protestant families. 
‘Satisfactory progress was made by the pupils in 
their studies, and, above all, God very signally 
honoured the teachers in their efforts to lead 
the young people to the Saviour. The ordi- 
nance of the Lord’s Supper was administered 
twice during the session—in January, when 
eleven of the pupils professed faith in Christ, 
and in March, when other twenty-one publicly 
came out on the Lord’sside. A weekly prayer 
meeting, conducted entirely by the pupils, was 
well maintained during the session, and a 
manifest work of grace was experienced. 

At the Mareh communion sixty sat at the 
Lord’s table. At the close of the session, a 
few weeks ago, nearly the whole of these re- 
turned to their homes in different parts of the 
country. Who can estimate their influence 
for good upon the members of their families 
and others with whom they may associate! 
‘The Church is fortunate in having the services 
of so faithful and self-sacrificing a band of 
of Christian teachers as those in these mission 
training schools. The schools are worthy of 
the confidence andsympathy and liberality of 
the friends of Christ. Theresults of the past 
eession alone amply compensate for all the 
toil and means expended in connection with 
the work during the last forty years. Two of 
the former pupils, who distinguished them- 
selves as gold medallists during their course in 
McGill College, have just completed their 
theological studiesin the Presbyterian College, 
Montreal. Several of the present pupils have 
the ministry of the Gospel in view, and three 
of them are this summer engaged in mission 
work. Others are being trained for teachers. 

Mr. Bourgoin, the Principal of the schools, 
speaking of the influence of the Gospel among 
the people, remarks :— 

It is certainly surprising to see so many 
Roman Catholic families ready to send their 
children to Protestant schools, and especially 
to mission schools, where their children are 
constantly under the influence of religious 
teachings opposed to their creed. Does not 
this fact show how effective has been the work 
of the missionaries among the people of this 
Province, and to what extent prejudices have 
been removed ? 

Many of those who have not enough faith, 
courage or light to abandon Romanism are, 
however, convinced that their children have 
nothing to lose by being placed under our 
religious teaching. The progress of the work 
has been such that, in this Province of Quebec, 
where the population isalmost entirely Roman 
Catholic, we can fill up ourschools with Roman 
Catholic children, when in other Provinces, the 
great majority of whose inhabitants are Protes- 
tants, we could hardly find a Roman Catholic 
in Protestant schools or churches. 
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CONGREGATIONS AND Mission STATIONS. 


The statistical table contains a list of the 
fields occupied by missionaries of the Board 
during the year. In several of tho fields ser- 
vices are conducted in both French and Eng- 
lish. The missionaries, however, are all 
French speaking, and have heen specially 
trained for the work of the Board. The statis- 
tics show an increase over those of last year 
of about twenty per cent. in both the number 
of families and communicants. 

During the year, 245 new communicants 
were receivedinto membership. Of this num- 
ber 48 were English and 197 I'rench speaking 
people. The large measure of success thus 
vouchsafed by God should call forth the grati- 
tude of our people, and stimulate the church 
to prosecute more vigorously than ever this 
important department of mission work. 

As showing the difficulty of the work of our 
French missionaries and the faith and perse- 
verance they are called to devise, we cite 
the words of the Rev. C. Doudiet, of Saint 
John’s Church, Montreal. He says:—“Fill- 
ing mission churches here is almost as hard a 
task as filling a sieve with water. Nor is it to 
be wondered at. There is no comfort here for 
French Protestants. They receive but scant 
Sympathy from many of their English breth- 
ren, and they are branded by their fellow- 
countrymen of French descent as traitors and 
apostates. With Protestant Ontario in the 
west and the great Protestant United States 
south of them, why should they remain among 
fanatical image worshippers? And thus, year 
after year, the exodus goes on, and the com- 
munion rolls of our French churches show such 
emigration sufficient to change the member- 
ship almost totally ina very few years. We 
have seen in print, and often heard the state- 
ment, that the emigration of converts was a 
convenient way to account for the slowness of 
our progress. I cannot speak for the whole of 
our mission churches, but in the one specially 
under my pastoral supervision I find that, out 
of a listof 180 communicants in 1877—or eight 
years ago—there are only nineteen left. And 
yet the membership is nearly as large to-day, 
and the number of adherents is much greater.” 


FRENCH IN ENGLISH CHURCHES. 

In addition to the large number of French 
Canadian Protestants who have gone to the 
United States, and formed themselves into 
congregations there, many have connected 
themselves with English-speaking Presbyte- 
rian churches in Canada. This is especially 
true of the Province of Quebec and the eastern 
part of Ontario. Not only are the names of 
French-speaking persons on the communion 
rolls of many of our English churches, but 
some of the most active office-bearers of more 
than one English-speaking congregation are 
converts of our French mission. In a letter 
received last month from an English-speaking 
minister of our church appears the following 
sentence: “ At our meeting of Session to-day 
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we received into fellowship fifteen French 
people. All of them are heads of families with 
the exception of two.” 


Rev. C. Cuiniquy. 

At a meeting of the Board in September, it 
was agreed to invite Mr. Chiniquy to spend 
two months in visiting and conducting special 
meetings in several of the fields under their 
care. Mr. Chiniquy cordially accepted the in- 
vitation, and began work in Montreal on the 
Ist of November. The meetings were held in 
St. John’s, Canning street, and Hochelaga 
churches, and were very largely attended. As 
is well known, serious riots occurred in connec- 
tion with the meetings, and considerable da- 
mage was done by the mob to both St. John’s 
and Canning street churches. At first, police 
protection was refused, but was eventually 
granted by the civic authorities, and for weeks 
the places in which the meetings were held 
were guarded by from fifty to sixty armed 
policemen. The life of the veteran missionary 
was frequently imperilled, and, owing to the 
excited state of feeling throughout the Pro- 
vince, it was deemed unwise to allow Mr. 
Chiniquy to visit other places. He laboured 
zealously for nearly two months in the city of 
Montreal, and during that time he not only 
addressed crowded meetings in the churches, 
but met and conversed privately with large 
numbers of Roman Catholics, many of whom 
professed to embrace the Gospel. On one oc- 
casion he met and conversed with nearly forty 
French Catholics in the house of one of the 
missionaries of the Board. 


FINANCES. 

The receipts for the year from all sources have 
been $28,735.60, as compared with $31,375.38 
for the preceding year. While there is a fall- 
ing off of about $2,500, it is encouraging to 
know that the actual receipts from Canada 
are nearly $1,000 in excess of those of the 
year preceding. Among the receipts are 
$965.55 from the Presbyterian Church of 
Treland, and $174,52 from the National Bible 
Society of Scotland, to whom the cordial 
thanks of the Board and of the Church are 
due. Notwithstanding the fears entertained 
throughout the year, it is very encouraging 
to be able to report that all salaries, etc., 
have been paid in full, and there remains a 
small balance in the treasury. Asthe salaries 
are in most cases paid monthly, and as fully 
$10,000 are required prior to the end of Sep- 
tember, congregations and friends of the work 
are earnestly requested to forward their con- 
tributions before that date. 


CLOSE. 

The progress made in the work of French 
Canadian Evangelization has been very mark- 
ed, especially in recent years. Half a century 
ago there was scarcely a French Protestant in 
the whole country ; to-day thousands of men 
and women can be found who have renounced 
their allegiance to Rome, many of whom have, 


by God’s grace, become humble followers of 
Jesus. Half a century ago there was not a 
single French Protestant congregation in the 
land; to-day they number nearly one hundred. 
Half a century ago the Bible was virtually an 
unknown book in almost every French parish 
in the Province of Quebec; to-day it is doubt- 
ful if there is a single parish in which the 
Bible cannot be found—a single parish which 
has not to a greater or less extent felt the 
influence of Bible truth. 

So recently as eleven years ago it was diffi- 
cult to gather together a congregation of 20 or 
25 French Protestants in the city of Montreal. 
In the report for 1874 of St. John’s church— 
the only French Presbyterian congregation 
then in the city—the following words occur :— 
“ In some meetings there have been above 20 persuns 
present, in one only 8, in another 9, but the general 
attendance was between 12 and16. We have now 
17 communicants living in Montreal, of whom 7 
did once belong tu the Church of Rome.” This 
was but eleven years ago; to-day there are in 
Montreal eight French Protestant congrega- 
tions, and identified with these are nearly 400 
families, most of whom have been gathered in 
from the Church of Rome. 

Comparing the French work in 1875 of the 
several branches of the Churches then happily 
united, with the statistics in this Report, we 
find the following :—

During the past year alone, nearly as large 
a number of French-speaking communicants 
were received into fellowship with our Churches 
as the total number of communicants. on the 
roll of the French Churches in 1875. To bring 
out the contrast more clearly, it ought to be 
borne in mind that during these ten years a 
considerable number of French Canadian Pro- 
testant congregations have been organized, 
under former missionaries of our Board, in the 
United States, composed very largely of con- 
verts from our Mission here; and that many 
more of the converts have found Church homes 
in English-speaking congregations throughout 
the Dominion. 
Encouraging as has been the progress in the 
ast, there yet remains much to be done. 
whe French-speaking Roman Catholics in the 
Dominion number about a million and a 
uarter. To give these people a pure Gospel, 
the Board earnestly solicit the sympathy and 
prayers and liberality of all who love the truth.

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Our Loreign Alissions. 


ABsTRACcT oF REPORT OF COMMITTEE FOR THB 
EASTERN SECTION, SUBMITTED TO THD 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


HE report commences with references to 
the visits to this country, on furlough, of 
Rev. Kenneth J. Grant of Trinidad, Rev. J. 
Fraser Campbell of Central India, Rev. Hugh 
A. Robertson, and Rev. Joseph Annand of 
Aneityum., The first three spent most of their 
time in visiting the congregations east and 
west; they were received with the utmost cor- 
diality by the congregations and presbyteries, 
and they were largely instrumental in supply- 
ing information respecting the work in which 
they are respectively engaged, and in awaking 
interest generally in regard to missions to the 
heathen. Messrs. Grant and Robertson have 
returned to their fields of labour. Mr. and 
Mrs. Campbell leave for India immediately, 
taking with them an additionnl missionary, 
the Rev. R. C. Murray. Mr. Annand has but 
recently arrived from the New Hebrides, after 
an absence of nearly thirteen years. 


Mission or Ray. J. Gipson. 


While the last General Assembly was in 
session, the Committee had offer of service for 
the Demerara Mission of Mr. John Gibson, a 
graduate of Knox College. In July he was 
unanimously chosen as a suitable missionary, 
and it was agreed that he should if possible 
accompany Mr. Grant to Trinidad to study the 
language, and observe and take part in mission 
work there just so long as desired by tbe Mis- 
sion Council of Demerara. It was agreed that 
the Presbytery of Toronto be requested to de- 
signate and ordain him as soon as possible, 
and the Western Committee asked to pay the 
first half year’s salary in advance and the 
Demerara Mission Council the second; all of 


_ which arrangements were fully and promptly 


i 


{ 
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carried into effect. Mr. Gibson has made 
good progress in the study of the language, 
and, owing to the weakness of the Rey. Mr. 
McLeod, has in large measure of late been 
doing the work of his district. 


ADDITIONAL THACHERS FOR TRINIDAD. 


Later in the season two !ady teachers, chosen 
by the Committee, sailed for Trinidad; Miss 
Copeland to occupy in San Fernando the post 
of head teacher in the school from which Mr. 
Corsbie had, through ill health, retired,—and 
Miss Hilton to teach a school in Mr. Morton’s 
district. These arrived in good time to com- 
mence their work with the new year, and 


- having been both successful church workers 
- in Nova Scotia, the Committee has strong ex- 


_ pectations of their suitability and usefulness. 
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FEARS OF A FRENCH PROTECTORATE. 


Rumours of steps having been taken by the 
French Government, and tacitly acquiesced in 
by the British Ministry, or at least by the 
Foreign Secretary, to assume a protectorate 
over the New Hebrides, having become very 
prevalent, the Committee at its January meet- 
ing gave earnest attention to this matter. The 
Committee approved of the correspondence 
already initiated by their officials, through 
Dr. Inglis, formerly of Ancityum, with the 
Foreign Mission Committee of the Free Church 
of Scotland, respecting the best course of action 
in the circumstances. It appeared on enquiry 
almost certain, not only that the British Gov- 
ernment had given no countenance to any 
such movement, but that no proposition from 
the French Government to that effect had 
been submitted for their consideration. A 
committee was, however, appointed to prepare 
a suitable memorial, which, through the 
Lieutenant-Governor and Governor-General, 
was forwarded to the Earl of Derby, from 
whom a reply has been received, containing 
the assurance that Her Majesty’s Government 
will not fail to bear in mind the considerations 

resented, referring to the views of Her Ma- 
jesty’s Government on the subject as expressed 
by the Under Secretary of State for the Colo- 
nies, in a speech delivered in the House of 
Commons on the 12th day of March. 

_The second part of this report presents a re- 
view of the Mission Stations and work on the 
two fields under the Committee’s charge.

Mr. Annand writes concerning the field 
generally :— 

We thankfully report that the work of 
evangelizing, educating and civilizing these- 
natives is steadily going on. The health of 
your missionaries has been good during the 
past year. Looking at the mission as a whole. 
there is much cause for gratitude to the Great 
Head of the Church for the success given. The 
central part of the group is now yielding the 
most fruit. Efate and Nguna are giving rich 
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returns for the labours expended. At Ha- 
vannah Harbour, Mr. Macdonald reports more 
than a hundred attending his candidates’ class. 
Nguna gives nearly as encouraging a state- 
ment. While all along the line from Anel- 
gauhat to Ambrim the cause is advancing. A 
church has been formed on Tongoa of eleven 
adult members, thus carrying the symbols of 
our Saviour’s dying love, thirty miles further 
into the enemy’s kingdom. Itis nevertheless 
true that every foot of ground gained is vigor- 
ously contended for. In some places, for a 
time, the victory may seem uncertain, but in 
the end our side comes off conqueror. 


EFATE. 


Mr. Mackenzip, says :—We feel much en- 
couraged in our work. During the past 
year about seventy have renounced heathen- 
ism. About half of them belong to a moun- 
tain away inland, and have moved down near 
the shore, expressly for the Gospel. They 
have built a neat grass church, and havea 
teacher living with them. Some half dozen of 
them now attend the candidates’ class. The 
Fila people have also built a church and about 
a dozen of them attend the above class. Fif- 
teen church members were admitted, two of 
them from Fila. I have much satisfaction 
with my class of young men. They render 
valuable assistance in many ways, such as 
teaching in the children’s school, holding 
service on Sabbath at the nearer villages, itin- 
erating with me, &c. When we went to the 
annual meeting I sent four of them to stay 
with teachers and assist them at their out- 
stations. But although we are gaining ground 
from the enemy in so many directions, some 
strongholds still offer determined resistance. 
Not long ago two teachers went to Meli, a 
small island in Pango Bay, about six miles 
distant. They intended remaining till the 
next day, which was Sabbath, in order to hold 
Bervice, but they were told they would be cut 
to pieces if they remained, and they were 
shown the tomahawks with which they would 
be murdered. Messrs. McKenzie and McDonald 
have decided, notwithstanding some dialectic 
differences among the people on the different 
sides of the island, to make one translation of 
the Holy Scriptures, and Mr. McKenzie is en- 
gaged in preparing for the press the Gospel of 
St. John, they hope by united efforts to give 
the Efatese the New Testament in a few years.

ANEITYUM. 


Mr. Annand writes that though he had re- 
ceived 32 new members into church fellowship 
in thirteen months, the communion roll was 
diminishing, the cause being that the death 
rate far outnumbered the birth rate, being as 
99 to 47, and when to this is added the fact 
that about 40 young men had within the same 
time had been drawn away to Queensland and 
Sandwich Islands, it will be evident enough 
that the upbuilding of that church is a work 
of great difficulty. Still the Lord has been 
blessing his own work. Services are well at- 
tended, both on Sabbath and week days, while 
18 attended Candidates’ class. The people 
cheerfully wrought to furnish the church with 
substantialsettees, made from the native wood, 
and contributed 1000 pounds of Arrowroot 
eee by themselves, to the support of the 

os 
of Copra were made on the island and sold to 
traders, some Beche de mer was prepared for 
market, and four whale boats were manned by 
Aneityumese, efforts which indicate tendencies 
in the direction of progress and civilization. 
Mr. Annand had the joy, just before he sailed, 
of receiving 17 new members into church 
fellowship, and of ordaining six deacons, who, 
it is hoped, will prove a blessing to the church. 


ERROMANGA. 


The whole Church has heard during the 
peat eighteen months, either from the lips of 

r. Robertson or from his reported speeches, 
the main facts about the Lord’s work on Erro- 
manga. During the absence of Mr. Robertson 
his stations have been visited and the mission- 
aries report that nearly all the schools have 
been kept open, and that the premises and 
things in general are in good order. During 
the two years of Mr. Robertson’s absence, from 
18 to 20 casks of Arrowroot have been raised, 
the proceeds of which will doubtless be devoted 
to evangelistic purposes, and probably in part 
at least to meet the expense of publishing the 
New Testament. . 


Tup DaAyYspPRING. 


~The mission vessel has as usual done her 
work, though the annual report has not yet 
been received. She has made her semi-annual 
voyages to Sydney and visited with the usual 
regularity all the mission stations repeatedly 
and some of the heathen islands. The Sabbath 
schools, east and west, which regularly and 
cheerfully contribute to pay her crew, to pro- 
vision her, and to keep her in good running 
order, may feel assured that the missionaries 
highly value the visits and work of the Day- 
spring and appreciate the gifts and efforts of 
the boys and girls who own and support her. 
In 1883, at the annual meeting, the Mission 
Synod expressed the wish for a steamer if 
practicable, and proceeded to ascertain cost of 
construction and maintenance. In 1854 they 
had estimates for construction or purchase, 


1, worth about £50 sterling: Thirty tons | 
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but none for maintenance: whereupon they 
took measures for obtaining these, and refer- 
ring them to the practical men at Sydney, who 
have charge of the Dayspring. So far the 
Mission Synod has made no appeal for funds 
to the respective churches, and consequently 
no step has been taken in that direction by 
this committee, nor so far as known, by any of 
the churches now supporting the Dayspring. 
So soon as the committee are in a position 
regularly to consider the matter, they will give 
it their best attention, and give due notice to 
the General Assembly and the whole Church. 


The total population of the three islands 
occupied by our missionaries is about 4,250 ; 
communicants, 426 ; teachers, 67. 


THE TRINIDAD MISSION. 


In their general report, the Mission Council 
say that “ progress is noticeable in every part 
of the field and department of the work. 
During the year, some converts have passed 
away in confidence of a better world made 
theirs by faith in our Divine Redeemer; others 
have proved themselves worthy, amid the toil 
and temptations of earth. One hundred and 
fifty-two have been admitted to the Christian 
Church by baptism, twenty-seven couples have 
been united in Christian marriage, and forty- 
two schools have been in operation during the 
year, with an average daily attendance of 
1307, and 1962 on the roll at the end of the 
year.” They add: Two new churches have 
been ‘built, one at Oropouche and the other at 
Princestown. The latter cost $2880, of which 
$2585 have been raised by a three years’ effort, 

artly in Trinidad and partly in Canada, 
eaving a debt of only $215. 


In Mr. Morton’s Districr—TuNAPUNA- 


Sabbath services were held regularly at 
Tunapuna, Tacarigua and Arouca, and by 
teachers and native helpers at barracks, hospi- 
tals and outlying hamlets ; and Sabbath schools 
conducted at the places named and at Orange 
Grove, in which efforts Mr. Morton has had 
valuable assistants. Week-day services have 
also been conducted with diligence, and classes 
for workingmen kept up at all the schools, and 
over forty have, in this way, been taught in 
reading and writing, besides gaining a consid- 
erable amount of religious knowledge. Mr. 


- Morton bears testimony to the excellent work 


done by Miss Semple in Tunapuna school, and 
also at St. John Village near by. Buildings 
erected: new school-houses at Arouca and 
Tacarigua, and the dwelling at Tunapuna fin- 
ished. Married, four couples; baptized, seven 
adults and nine children; communicants in 
good standing, thirteen at the end of the year; 
removed, two; died, two; suspended, one. Mr. 
Morton considers that there has been marked 


progress in the spread of religious thoughts, 
and notes that through the labours of his 
female workers this advance is particularly 
marked among the women, whose attendance, 
in proportion to their numbers, has come to 
equal that of the men. 


San Fprnanpo—Rpv. K. J. Grant. 


Mr. Grant notices with gratitude the com- 
pletion of his fourteen years of mission ser- 
vice, the good work done during his absence 
by his brethren of the Mission Council, by Mr. 
Wilson, of San Fernando, and by his tried 
assistant, Lal Behari, and other workers, and 
makes special mention of the attention of the 
Mission Council in so promptly and success- 
fully carrying out the will of the General 
Assembly in providing him with an excellent 
dwelling. During the year there have been 
baptized: adults, thirty-three; children, forty- 
four. Several now under instruction seek 
admission to the Church, and many are seri- 
ously enquiring about Divine truth. The 
agencies to secure these results are summed 
up by Mr. Grant as follows :—“ Eighteen 
schools, with aroll of 928 pupils and average 
attendance of 626; religions instruction given 
daily outside the schools. Several Indian 
teachers give instruction to adults. Seven, 
who do a certain amount of school-work daily, 
but whose principal power is in Hindi, not in 
English, are teaching and exhorting from door 
to door, under this gallery, or that tree, wher- 
ever a group or even an individual can be in- 
duced to listen to the wonderful words of life.” 
By these valuable helpers seven stations are 
maintained and estate hospitals visited. In 
this district, in common with the others, valuable 
aid comes from the circulation of Christian 
books and other forms of improving reading 
brought from India at a cheap rate, and dili- 
gently circulated. Mr. Grant has also tried, 
and with some success, the experiment of 
teaching the scholars plantation work, by em- 
ploying them one or two hours daily in the 
field, the object being to interest them in and 
prepare them for the work which it is for the 
interest of the proprietors, of themselves, and 
of the country, that they should do. The work 
of this extensive district, including religious 
services on Sabbath and week days, Sabbath 
schools and day schools, evangelical, educa- 
tional and industrial, is very great, and must 
tax to the utmost the strength of Mr. Grant 
and his assistant, Rev. Lal Behari. 


Princesrown—Rayv. J. W. McLeop. 


Though Mr. McLeod has been really for the 
year past, an invalid, as will subsequently ap- 
pear, yet he carried on the work of his district 
successfully. Annajee did excellent service in 
supplying the different stations, assisted by 
Juraman, Soudeen, Gobenand Mahabir. Miss 
Blackadder, with the aid of the Messrs. Brown, 
father and son, took chief charge of the Princes- 
town Sabbath school. Estate services and 
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schools were also keptup. The Princestown 
day school has again proved a success, as 
shown by result of fees received, and an hon- 
ourable position has also been taken by the Mt. 
Stewart School. In four schools sewing is 
taught. Mr. McLeod has his teachers under 
weekly training, and reports on their part ex- 
cellent progress, and such being the case, ad- 
vancement in the schools is what might be ex- 
pected. Mr. McLeod, however, considered his 
great work was the superintendence, finishing 
and opening, almost without debt, of the new 
church at Princestown, known as St. Andrew’s, 
at a cost, including the basement and Sabbath 
school room, $2,500. The opening services 
were arranged with wisdom and carried out 
with success. The brethren from other dis- 
tricts gave presence and aid, and the effect on 
all classes was impressive and salutary in a 
high degree. 


Couva—Rev. J. K. Wrieur. 


Mr. Wright gives thanks at the close of his 
first year’s services for health, hearty and effi- 
cient service from helpers, and for progress. 
Regular service has been held in hospital and 
barracks, besides the Sabbath services, which 
have been well attended. Members have in- 
creased, a teacher’s house has been built at 
Milton, and school work prosecuted vigorously. 
Two schools, Esperanza and Calcutta, have 
been accepted on the Government list of ac- 
cepted schools; and a new school, a branch of 
that at Esperanza opened,—new schools are 
called for at Spring and Perseverance, and a 
Canadian teacher for Exchange Village. Mr. 
Wright reports, baptisms, eighteen adults and 
eight children; marriages, five. The most 
claimant want of the district is a house fora 
missionary, the demand for which seems al- 
most as urgent as that inSan Fernando a year 
ago. The Mission Council have agreed that a 
house should be built to cost about $2,500, that 

the Foreign Mission Board be asked to pro- 
vide $1,500 and to obtain a loan of $1,000; 
which it is believed will be repaid with what 
will be obtained from the sale of the old house, 
and thelandaround it. The committee hoped 
to be able to accomplish the object without 
any large draft on the ordinary fund, and 
when it is done, then all the four missionaries 
will occupy comparatively new and comfort- 
able houses,and go far be rid of home hindrances 
in presecuting their work. 


Mr. McLerop’s ILunzss. 


Reference has been made to the fact that for 
some time Mr. McLeod has been in delicate 
health. During the past year it was known to 
the Board that his zeal was pressing him on to 
work beyond his strength. Bat at their meet- 
ing on the 21st of January, the real situation 
came before them fully and officially in a com- 
munication from the Mission Council, telling 
of loss of strength, and giving medical testi- 
mony to show that he could not, with safety, 
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continue to discharge all the duties devolving 
upon him as a missionary at Couva. It ap- 
peared that the Council had requested Mr. 
Gibson to aid him for a time; and farther, 
“taking into consideration the state of Mr. 
McLeod’s health, and the general needs of the 
island, and the special need of the systematic 
training of teachers, the Council agreed to ask 
the appointment of another missionary.” 

It was then, after full consideration, agreed 
“to express our deep sympathy with Mr. Mc- 
Leod in the indisposition which necessitated 
the lessening of his missionary labours, our 
gratification that for a time he will be relieved 
by Mr. Gibson’s co-operation, and our profound 
regret that in present circumstances we do not 
feel warranted to take steps for the appointment 
of another missionary.” The circumstances 
referred to were not merely that we had no 
money in fund, but no prospect of increase, 
and that we had no warrant to make engage- 
ments which the Church were not likely to 
discharge.

FINANCE. 


For several years our expenditure has ex- 
ceeded our income, and this process has cul- 
minated in a debt of nearly $2000. One year 
ago extra expenditure was reported, involving 
alossonthe year of $643.52, which, added to - 
a previous debt of $932.21, made a load to carry 
through the year of $1575.73. Four hundred 
and ten dollars have been added within the 
year, though our income was $17,707.55—a 
sum never equalled from ordinary receipts in 
the Maritime Provinces, and greater than the 
receipts of Ontario and Quebec for several 
years subsequent tothe Union. Salary for a 
year and a half has been paid to Mr. Robert- 
son, amounting to $1557.34, and return ex- 
penses $1226.40, which, with specials, turn 
$3000. This expenditure is exclusive of large 
sums, about another $3000, given by congre- 
gations east and west for special objects in 
New Hebrides and Erromanga, and from a 
few congregations east, to the Oropouche 
Church in Trinidad, which do. not pass 
through the Treasurer’s books.

The Committee has noticed with pleasure 
the progress and increasing usefulness of 
woman’s societiss in the Lower Provinces, 
and gratefully acknowledge their co-operation 
and help. They would also make grateful 
mention of the aid of Miss Machar and other 
kind friends, Sabbath schools and congrega- 
tions in the west, who have sent contributions 
for the Dayspring, and especially for Mission 
schools in Trinidad. The work enlarges, and 
He whose work it is, is saying to His people 
and Church in Canada, “ Be ye also enlarged.”

O continue the story of the mela: Whilst 
the poojah was thus being done before 

the stones at the foot of the “gal,” the mela 
was rapidly filling up from all the surround- 
ing villages and had become a perfect Babe! of 
discordant sounds. Every two or three men 
had a drum or a trumpet, which, as the mad- 
like frenzy seized them, they would beat most 
furiously whilst their companions, like men 
bereft of their senses, would shout and dance 
around one another—quite unconscious or re- 
gardless of those who were near them. To 
make themselves even more terrible looking, 
their cheeks, noses and foreheads were covered 
with a dark vermilion-colored paint and their 
clothes covered with blood-like patches of a 
lighter hue—the dark back-ground throwing 
out the more prominently the hideous appear- 
ance thus produced. All over the mela were 
scattered in every place of vantage the twenty 
odd native liquor shops, which, after the man- 
ner of their confréres in other countries, did 
not scruple as to how their barrels were emp- 
tied, and so, in the worship of a god who 
delights in such, the result can be much more 
easily imagined than described. The British 
Government in India has got an improved 
method of raising the revenue from liquor. 
She auctions off the right to make and sell 
liquor in a certain defined district to the high- 
est bidder, and that person has the right to 
open as many shops as he chooses in the same. 
There is thus no trouble seeing whether there 
are too many grog shops, as to limiting the 
number of licenses, etc., such as in some other 
countries ;.and of course under the patriarchal 
sceptre of Government, where votes and bal- 
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lots and other such nuisances of the more so- 
CALLED Civilized governments are wanting, 
there is no danger of ‘‘ public opinion,” “ Scott 
acts,” or even the more primitive “ Duncan 
Act.” Indignant temperance lecturers there 
are Many, even amongst these poor suffering 
people, but what is the mouse under the sha- 
dow of the lion’s paw? As to results, why 
need anything be said? The poor Patel, or 
head man, of Tori,—one of those whose tall 
form, broad shoulders and massive heads 
carry us back to the days of Rajpoot chivalry, 
and one who, though found amidst the mela, 
was not by any means of it—with sorrow, 
again and again referred to the awful ruin the 
free sale of drink was producing, castes now 
freely taking it that formerly would not have 
dared to touch it, and very many now living 
for it alone that formerly would not have been 
able to get it, except where it was distilled, for 
some great occasion, two, three or four times 
in the year. It is now to be found at every 
one’s door, and enough to make one “glo- 
riously” drunk being obtainable for a few pice. 
The people also all carry swords, and so one can 
understand what might be if but some spark 
of discord were applied to the highly combus- 
tible mass. Fortunately the mild Hindoo 
does not lose his character in his “cups” ex- 
cept in very rare cases, and so the disgraceful 
scenes to be met with at home atevery fair are 
here all but unknown. 

In different parts of the meld, in the mean- 
time, each village or group of villages around 
the man to be swung were dancing and sing- 
ing, whilst also fitting up the swinging car. 
This consisted of an ordinary country cart, 
with an upright beam resting on the axle and 
firmly secured on either side. On this was 
pivoted a cross-beam or yard, and underneath 
it was fixed up a bed, the drum beaten, etc., 
the whole being decked out with flags, ete. 
To this were yoked four oxen that had been 
properly excited and maddened by a large 
supply of the same native liquor. Increased 
shouting and drum-beating indicated that all 
was ready, when the man mounted up on the 
bed, had the hooks run through the fleshy 
part of his back and then was tied to the end 
of the yard. The hooks are shaped like fish 
hooks, minus the barb, about six inches long 
by four wide. Before they are applied the 
skin is beaten by the hand till it is more or 
less insensible to pain, and then as far as pos- 
sible the blood is drawn by rubbing away from 
the part. The man to be operated on has also 
been partially fasting for a week beforehand, 
and now is so much under the influence of 
drink that he seems hardly to notice what is. 
going on. To support him also as much as 
possible, after the ropes belonging to the hooks 
have been tied to the bvams, long pieces of 
cloth are tied around him and the beam, so 
that really the hooks support only a small 
portion of the weight of the body. At the 
other end of the beam, to balance the man 
with the hooks in his back, is seated another, 
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and at the centre, where it is pivoted, are 
seated two others, who turn around the cross- 
beam as fast as possible when the bails stand. 
All being ready, amidst deafening shouts and 
frantic beating of drums, the bails, having 
poured down their unwilling throats more of 
the fire-water, are set free, and run where 
they like. Maddened by the drink and whips 
they blindly rush through the midst of the 
mela, over hillock and stones, the poor fellow 
being whirled around’ as fast as possible, 
whilst also jerked from side to side through 
the uncertain motion of themachine. Oh! the 
wild frenzy and excitement. No words can 
express it. The people seemed perfectly 
crazed with excitement. Some whom I knew 
well, and with whom a short time kefore I 
had been conversing, now passed me without 
s0 much as being able to see me, even when 
spoken to. “Devi ki Jey” (Victory to Devi) 
was the only sound to be heard, and _her 
poojah would seem to be the only absorbing 
thought of the mind. It seemed impossible 
that men, who a short time before seemed so 
rational, could in such a short time become so 
changed—so madman like. But the rest I 
must leave again for another letter.

LErreR FROM GiAM CHHENG Hoa. 


Tamsui, April 28th, 1885. 


Editor, Presbyterian Record. My dear Sir. 
Many atime I thought of writing to you about 
our dear and beloved Pastor Mackay. We 
cannot understand God’s ways. We can only 
wait and see. Think of our dearest friend on 
this earth toiling and working himself to death 
for Jesus on this island. I have heard 
Europeans say siz men could not do the work 
he went through after returning from Canada. 
Then when the French came he planned and 
worked night and day, his mind did not rest 
even when eating. I was with him all hours 
in the night. He saved this Church. Converts 
escaped torture and death through him. Some 
will say, God saved the Church. I know that: 
but He used our dear pastor as his instrument 
in doing it. Yes: saved the people he loved 
and nearly lost his own life. God gave him 
back to us, and we begged of him to go on the 
steamer just fora trip. He went and was shut 
out. I know him. I know him better than 
Canadians, and I pitied him from the bottom 
of my heart, for I knew his spirit was here. 
For him to be shut out was terrible. Then at 
the first chance he made for us, and came in 
sight of Tamsui—was fired on—had to go back 
—crossed the channel five times, and at last he 
stepped ashore. Iwas the first to meet him, 
he grasped my hand, said nothing. All the 
Europeans here were so glad to see him too. 
In a few minutes, preachers, students, and 


converts were around him like children, and 
are we not? Think too, when Tamsui was 
bombarded, he and the constable in the Con- 
sulate were the only persons who did not flee 
for safety. That day about ten a.m. I was 
walking with him on the verandah when a 
large piece of shell whizzed within a foot of his 
body ; he did not even break his conversation. 
Shot and shell were flying in all directions. 
Just this forenoon I went with him to see eight 
shells that fell near us, but did not burst. 
They were buried ever since. The piece that 
nearly hit him is in his museum room. The 
Jamiesons have not been able to help him any 
yet. They are still studying ihe language. 
Now why should one so devoted suffer so 
much? It seems to us strange, but God knows 
all. Pray for our beloved Pastor Mackay. 
You never know one-hundredth of his labors. 
He toils and writes little. Some people toil 
little and write much. We don’t believe you 
have many Mackays to send here. Excuse 
me. I have written from my heart. Solam 
yours sincerely, A. Hoa.

LETTER From Rey. J. W. MoKeEnzm. 
Hrakor Hfate, Feb. 11th, 1885. 


BY the good hand of our God upon us 
v we all enjoy good health. So far this 
has been a pleasant season. It is far from 
being, as it is generally called, a “rainy 
season.” We have had so little rain that at 
one time it seemed as if native food would 
be scarce. But lately there have been some 
fine showers, and the late yams may be a 
fair crop. Some of our people are fully six 
weeks later than usual in digging their new 
yams. As yet we have had no hurricane, 
but there was every appearance of one a 
few daysago. The wind went round into 
the hurricane quarter, and blew with con- 
siderable violence. We felt a little anxious, 
as it was our communion season, and several 
natives had come a long distance to be pre- 
sent. By Saturday night, however, the 
wind had abated, and the Sabbath broke, 
calm and beautiful, with a fine smooth sea. 
It was a fine sight, looking from either side 
of our little island, that sunny Sabbath 
morning, to see the lagoon dotted with 
canoes, as from the different villages the 
natives flocked to the house of God. It 
was the largest gathering ever we had. Our 
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old church was much too small for the 
occasion. One hundred and eight took 
their seats at the table of the Lord. Of 
these, twenty-seven were admitted to the 
church on the previous Thursday. Five of 
them were from that new village of which I 
wrote you some timo ago, as formed by 
natives from the mountains. Eight were 
from Fila. One was an old man from a 
distant inland village, who four or five| 
years ago was a notorious cannibal and a 
great warrior. What a change has come 
over him! Instead of feasting on the dead 
body of his enemy he partakes of the sym- 
bols of Christ’s broken body and shed blood. 
To show you that Iam not over-hasty in 
admitting natives to the church I may say 
that one of those just baptized attended the 
candidates’ class for about eight years: He 
was not guilty of anything sufficient to 
justify me in excluding him from the class, 
but he was continually doing little things 
inconsistent with a Christian profession. 
The work in general is moving on much 
as usual, amid cloud andsunshine. We are 
not gaining any brilliant victories. The 
enemy does not readily quit the field. 
Every inch of ground gained is only after 
hard fighting, and sometimes we are obliged 
to retreat and watch for a more favorable 
opportunity. But perhaps in the end it 
will be just as satisfactory that they are only 
coming in gradually. When a whole village 
comes in in a body, the probability is that 
many of them are just as much heathen at 
heart as ever. During the past thirteen 
months upwards of a hundred have 
renounced heathenism. About ‘a year ago 
we settled a teacher at a village some twenty 
miles distant. The natives were then feast- 
ing, but one man was friendly and allowed 
the teacher to live with him. When the 
feast, was over, some months ago, this man 
embraced the Gospel, but unfortunately he 
shortly afterwards took ill and died. 
Friends of his at another village attributed 
his death to the Gospel, and came to 
murder the teacher, so he had to flee 
for his life. In the course of a week he re- 
turned to his post, and found that some of 
his people had moved away to another vil- 
lage, being determined to stick by heathen- 
ism, but that the rest were ready to join 
him, and wished to be instructed. From 
time to time they have been threatened by | 
the heathen, and the day before yesterday, | 
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the teacher came with the sad tidings that 
one of them was murdered. They now wish 
to come and live here, and sent him to ask 
the Erakor people to go for them. They have 
gone in a body to bring them. 

Meli, a small island in Pango Bay, is still 
closed against the Gospel. Nowhere in the 
group are more blood-thirsty natives to be 
found. Some monthsago two teachers from 
Pango went there intending to remain all 
night, and conduct service next morning. 
(Sabbath). A tomahawk was shown them, 
and they were told they would be cut in 
pieces if they were seen there next day. 
And no doubt they would have carried out 
their threat. There was nothing left for the 
poor fellows but to retrace their steps. They 
reached home about midnight, tired and 
hungry. They had to paddle about six 
miles, returning against a head sea and a stiff 
breeze. We left them for a time, and then 
in company with four or five of our best 
natives I visited them to see if they were 
more friendly. As we landed on the beach, 
we saw that they were fully armed and much 
excited. Painted and feathered as they were, 
they seemed more savage-looking than usual. 
They had just returned from an inland vil- 
lage where they had treacherously murdered 
some of their enemies. We went to the 
faria, the kava house, of the head chief, and 
held ajservice. It was very impressive to 
hear a Fila native who, less than two years 
ago, was as much opposed to the Gospel as 
those he was addressing, urging them to give 
up their old ways, and receive the Word of 
Life. When leaving I asked the old chief 
if he would allow teachers to visit him, but 
he shook his head, and a powerful, lion-like 
fellow said: “ We want to kill two more 
before our war is at an end.” Nothing, how- 
ever, is too hard for the Lord. Confident 
in His promise, that He will give His Son 
the heathen for His inheritance, we will 
labour on, believing that even there we shall 
in due time, have cause for rejoicing. My 
class for young men are doing well. We 
devote a good deal of time to English. It is 
my aim to make them so familiar with it that 
they will understand the Pilgrim’s Progress, 
the Peep of Day series, and simple reading 
like the Cottager and Artizan. They are now 
reading the book of Exodus and the Peep of 
Day. ;

Letrer FRoM Mr. T. M. Henperson. 


Honolulu, June 13, 1885. 


THE twenty-second annual meeting, of 
the Hawaiian Evangelical Association, 
under whose supervision the Christian work 
of the Presbyterian and Congregational 
Churches in the Hawaiian Islands is con- 
ducted, was held in Kawaiahao Church, 
Honolulu, during the past week, May 31st 
to June 7th. 

The meetings were attended by the pas- 
tors of the various churches throughout the 
islands. Sunday evening, May 3lst, union 
services were held in Fort street Church, 
in English, and in Kawaiahao Church, in 
Hawaiian, on Home Mission work; and on 
Sunday evening, June 7th, again in Fort 
street Church, in English, and Kaumakapili 
Church in Hawaiian, on Foreign Mission 
work, all services being well attended. 

The Assembly represented 67 churches, 
which are in charge of 58 pastorates, as in 
many country districts, in Canada, two and 
sometimes three congregations are under the 
Pastoral charge of one minister. 

Six of these churches are Foreign, i.e. 
English speaking, one in Hilo, and one in 
Kohala, Island of Hawaii. One in Maka- 
wao, and one in Wailuku, Island of Maui. 
The reinaining two are in Honolulu, Island 
of Oahu. 

In the native churches, there are 19,000 
adherents, and 6,000 communicants. The 
native population of the islands being 
44,000, 56 per cent. are Christians, the 
remaining 19,000, or about 44 per cent. are 
divided between the Roman Catholic, Mor- 
mon, and those who make no profession of 
any kind, though I should except a few 
belonging to the Episcopal Church. 

Though there has been no special revivals 
during the past few years, yet, the work of 
Christianizing has been steadily progressing. 
Since the work was commenced, 95 native 
ministers have been ordained. The North 
Pacific Mission Institute, in charge of Rev. 
Dr. Hyde, is doing good service, in educat- 
ing natives for the Christian ministry, both 
at home and the South Sea Islands. There 
was during the session just closed 14 stu- 
dents attending, 7 of whom entered during

the past session. Fulfilling the command 
of the Master, ‘Let him that heareth say, 
Come,” the Hawaiians have turned their 
attention, to their brothers in the South Sea 
Islands. From 1852 until the present time, 
72 missionaries have been sent, to the 
Foreign Mission field; 39 males and 36 
females. At present there are 9 Hawaiian 
missionaries, 8 of whom have wives, making 
17 in the work. Six are stationed on Gil- 
bert Islands, and in addition to these, are 
12 Gilbert island catechists, who are partly 
supported by this Board. 

On the Marquesas Islands, are three 
Hawaiian Missionaries, with their wives,. 
but,on account of these islands being under 
French Government at present, no efforts. 
are being made to increase the work. 

During the past 22 years, at which time 
the American Board gave up the mission, 
there has been collected for general church 
work $537,927.00, and for Foreign missions 
$125,667.00, a total of $663,594.00. In 
1874, the 5th anniversary of the work, a 
special effort was made, and $10,184.00 
collected for Foreign missions, besides 
$31,070.00 for general work, a total of 
$41,254.00 ; a sum which would be a credit 
to many a larger place. The Board intend, 
if possible, to send out six more missionaries. 
this year. | 

The question often arises in connection 
with missionary work : “Is it wise to place 
the work entirely in the hands of native: 
preachers?’ The above report of 22 years. 
work by natives should be a sufficient 
answer. 

In conversation with Rev. A. O. Forbes,the 
Secretary of the Hawaiian Evangelical Asso- 
ciation, he stated that the greater the trust 
and confidence placed in the natives, the 
greater their faithfulness, Those who have: 
been sent to Foreign work, being thrown 
entirely on their own responsibility, have 
developed into some of the noblest Chris- 
tians, and best workers the Board have. I 
close by quoting from the Honolulu Daily 
‘Bulletin, the following :—‘ The meetings of 
the Hawaiian Evangelical Association, afford. 
a very good illustration, if any was needed, 
of the advantageous results of Missionary 
enterprise. The proceedings were, of course, 
in the Hawaiian language. With the excep- 
tion of seme five or six Anglo-Saxon faces, 
the assembly was wholly native. Business 
was conducted with the same systematic 
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order as in any well-conducted American 
organization, The moderator discharged his 
duties with excellent tact and ability. Mat- 
ters coming up for consideration were dis- 
cussed with spirit and in the best temper. 
The sessions were usually attended by a fair 
number of spectators. No one could view 
the deliberations of this body without con- 
trasting the situation with the condition and 
status of these same people fifty years ago. 
The thousands who read about the doings 
at gatherings of the natives of these islands 
at the beginning of the present century, 
would digest the news with feelings very 
different from the sentiments of respect, 
sympathy, and interest, with which the trans- 
actions of last week’s Hawaiian ecclesiastical 
assembly will be received.—T. M. H.

It will be seen that British Presbyterian- 
ism is weaker in numbers than that of the 
European continent or of America. It is, 
however, stronger in wealth and influence ; 
and we naturally continue to look to Scot- 
land as the headquarters of Presbyterianism. 

The Presbyterianism of the continent is 
scattered through many countries. It is 
that form of Protestantism which has its 
home on the Rhine and the Danube, and in 
Southern Europe. It barely achieved inde- 
pendence in the little countries of Holland 
and Switzerland, and here it is relatively 
stronger in proportion to its numbers; but 
in other countries it has been subject to 
persecution and opposition of every kind 
for centuries by the authorities in Church 
and State. That it has preserved so many 
adherents, notwithstanding poverty and 
suffering, is an evidence of vitality, and an 
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encouragement for the stronger churches in 
Great Britain and America which have com- 
bined with them in the Alliance, to give 
them needed aid, to strengthen those that 
are weak. Moreover, the churches on the 
Rhine have been exposed to the forces of 
Rationalism, and been prevented by hostile 
influence in the civil authorities from pro- 
tecting themselves from the inroads of error. 
Hence the separation of the Free Churches 
from the State Churches, which has multi- 
plied divisions, complicated the struggle, 
and increased the relative weakness. The 
Continental Churches are entitled to the 
charitable judgment and the cordial sym- 
pathy and help of the British and American 
Churches in their efforts to re-organize them- 
selves into more efficient ecclesiastical 
organizations, with simpler and more ade- 
quate doctrinal standards, 

In Great Britain each minister has on an 
average a flock of 875 ; inthe United States 
each has 616; on the Continent, 1148; in 
the British Colonies, 570. It is pioneer 
work that multiplies weak charges. The 
divisions of Presbyterianism are deeply to 
be deplored. There are five Presbyterian 
divisions in Scotland, four in Ireland, two 
in England, one in Wales, There are thir- 
teen separate Presbyterian bodies in the 
United States, several occupying the same 
territory, and thus involving a sad waste of 
resources. Concerning Canada the Hvan- 
gelist says :— 

The union of the Presbyterian bodies of 
England, with the exception of twenty con- 
gregations, has made the English Presby- 
terian Church in some respects the most 
effective of all the British Churches, not- 
withstanding it is confronted with the 
massive strength of the Church of England. 
The combination of the several Presbyterian 
Churches of Canada, with the exception of a 
very few congregations, has made the Canada 
Church vastly stronger. It averages 739 
adherents to a minister, notwithstanding its 
enormous missionary field extending from 
Newfoundland to the shores of the Pacific.

DO YOU KNOW IT? 


The earth is about 7,900 miles in diameter or 
24,000 miles in circumference, and is said to 
weigh about 6,000,000,000,000,000,000,000 tons. 
Nearly the whole mass of our globe is believed 
to be in a state of such intense heat as would 
melt the hardest rocks almost instantaneously, 
only the shell of crust, as it is called is cool and 
solid. The shell is scarcely thicker in propor- 
tion than that of an egg. No wonder then that 
this enormous chaldron sometimes boils over, 
and the molten lava bursting out through the 
shell forms what is called a volcano. 

The atmosphere which surrounds our earth 
can be measured to a height of forty or fifty 
miles. It becomes much rarer as we rise from 
the surface of the earth until at a height of six 
or eight miles it becomes so rare as to become 
incapable of supporting human life. The 
benefit we in common with all animal and 
vegetable life receive from the atmosphere in 
breathing it is only one of the many ways 
in which it is of use to us. There is always 
more or less moisture in the airand this moist- 
ture is not only necessary to our comfort, but 
even to our existence, for it modifies the sun’s 
heat in the day time and retains a portion of it 
for the night, and prevents the heat of the earth 
from flying off into space. 

A limited express train making sixty miles 
an hour without stopping day or night would 
take seventeen days to go around the world. | 


| We go around the world once every day with- 

| out being conscious of the motion. If the only 
motion of the earth was that round its own 
axis, or in other words spinning round like atop, 
we would therefore be travelling all the time at 
the rate of seventeen miles a minute or seven- 
teen times as fast as the fastest express train. 
This seems a wonderful speed, but it is insigni- 
ficant compared at the rate at which we are 
moving through space. In her annual circuit. 
round the sun the earth travels 559,000,000 
miles, or would do soif the sun were stationary. 
But the sun himself is moving at the rate of 
probably over 400,000 miles a day. The earth 
must therefore travel about 700,000,000 miles a 
year, or over 1,300 miles a minute, carrying us 
along with it at this inconceivable rate of speed 
without waking the most restless sleeper or 
frightening the most timid child by the velocity 
of its motion.

MERICAN PrespytTerrAnismM, Its ORIGIN 
G AND EARLY History, by Charles Augustus 
Briggs, D. D., Professor in the Union Theo- 
logical Seminary, New York. Scribners, New 
York: William Drgsdale & Co., Montreal : pp. 
516; price $3.00. This isa valuable contribu- 
tion to Presbyterian Church history, by one 
of the most accomplished scholars in America. 
It does not assume the form of a continuous 
narrative, and by acertain class it will pro- 
bably be accounted pretty dry reading, and so 
itis, in a sense, but it improves on acquain- 
tance, and the more closely it is studied the 
more is one impressed with the author’s dili- 
gent research and his faculty of compressing 
a large mass of information into moderate 
compass. The honour of laying the founda- 
tions of the Presbyterian Church in America 
appears to belong to one Francis Mackemie, a 
native of County Donegal, Ireland, educated 
in a Scotch University, licenced by the Pres- 
bytery of Laggan in 1681, who arrived in 
America in 1683 and organized the first Pres- 
byterian congregation at Snow Hill, Maryland, 
- in 1684. Mackemie was a merchant as well 
as a preacher, and exercised his gifts in both 
these directions. In 1704 he went to London 
and secured two young missionaries—John 
Hampton, an Irishman, and George MacNish, 
aScotchman. In 1706 these three united with 
Jedidiah Andrews, John Wilson, Nathaniel

Taylor, and Samuel Davis, in the erection of, 
the first classical Presbytery in America. The! 
Synod of Philadelphia was constituted in 1717.’ 
In course of time rival Synods came into ex-| 
istence and gradually the several types of 
American Presbyterianism took form. The 
writer throws a good deal of light on the! 
earlier efforts of different missionary associa- 
tions. Among others, we notice with special 
interest, his references to the “ New England 
Company,” founded in 1649, by the Long 
Parliament, for the “ propagation of the Gospel 
in New England.” This society in course of time 
transferred its operations to Canada chiefly, 
and at the present time it has under its pat- 
ronage missions to the Mohawk Indians near 
Brantford, at Tuscarora, Cayuga, at Rice Lake 
The clerk of this 
company is Mr. W. Venning, D. C. L., of Lon- 
don. Theonly fault we have to find with 
this book is that there is not enough of it. The 
author has evidently ample materials, as well 
as ability, to construct a more complete and 
authentic history of American Presbyterian- 
ism than has yet been published.

Tum SworD AND THE CUP. 


At five o’clock on Monday morning the 21st 
of June, 1621, twenty-seven confessors of Christ 
were beheaded in the Grosse Ring in front of 
the Tienkirche in Prague. They had. spent 
the night in prayer, and on Psalm 86:17 had 
based an earnest petition that God would show 
them atoken for good. To their great de- 
light, as they came from prison, around the 
rising sun, they saw a beautiful bow! Some 
fell upon their knees; some clapped their 
hands ; some shouted for joy. Nowthey were 
ready for the bloody death! Amidst the 
sound of drums and trumpets, their heads 
were smitten off and carried to the bridge, 
and there exhibited for years to their pitiless 
foes. 

The exterminating severity of the persecu- 
tion that followed may be judged by the fact 
that, while in the year 1620, the bulk of the 
population of 3,000,000 was Protestant, in 1627 
an avowed Protestant was not to be found out- 
side the walls of prison. Early in this century 
a gentleman travelling on the continent of 
Europe, came upon an executioner’s sword 
with the names of twentv-four of the twenty- 
seven victims of this butchery engraved upon 
the blade. The first of these names is that of 
Andreas Schlik, who said: “I have dared to 
oppose Anti-Christ, and I dare now to die for 
_ Christ,’ and then while engaged in silent 
prayer the executioner struck, and “the head 
of Bohemia’s greatest son rolled on the scaf- 
fold.’ On the handle of the sword, together 
with the statement in the Bohemian tongue 
that the deed was done June 2l1st, 1621, are 
the initials of the executioner’s name, “C. M.,” 
corresponding to C. Mydlar, the known name 
of the executioner on the dire occasion. In 
1878 some Bohemian students in Edinburgh 
came upon the sword, bought it, paying for it 
nearly $50. It is kept as a precious relic in 
Prague, but was lent to Edinburgh to be exhi- 
bited at a bazaar to be held for the cause. 
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byterian Alliance, and is loaned for a time to 
the Presbyterians of America. 

About the time Columbus was making ar- 
rangements for his momentous voyage across: 
the Atlantic, an elaborately formed silver com- 
munion cup was, for some reason or other, 
buried in the grave with the body of a Bohe- 
mian saint. A few years ago this cup was. 
recovered, and is now, along with the sword, 
in the possession of the Presbyterian Histo- 
rial Society, Philadelphia. Contributions in. 
aid of the fund to assist the pastor of the 
Bohemian church will be thankfully received 
by Rev. Dr. Breed, of Philadelphia, the chair-- 
man of the committee.

very name of Christian, till the utterance of. 
the word blanched the face and sent a thrill 
of horror through the listener. To-day, more 
than two thousand five hundred professed 
believers in Christ; a recognized Evangelical 
community three times larger; a fine body-of: 
earnest and faithful native preachers; Christ-. 
ian schools for the preparation of a native 
ministry; a Christian literature, including 
more than 100,000 copies of portions of the: 
New Testament ; editions of the ‘ Life of Christ” 
and other works, reckoned by thousands and 
finding a ready sale; a Christian newspaper 
that. circulates in all parts of the empire;, 
and, illustrating in their lives the faith that. 
breathes through all, more than a hundred 
and sixty devoted men and women from: 
Christian lands. These are facts to quicken 
the faith and to encourage the most vigorous- 
exertion till the field be won. And yet our 
oldest missionary, with abundant opportunity 
of careful observation, remarks that ‘ the 
change in the moral aspect of the country 


is in no wise measured by the number of 


Christians who have been gathered into the- 
churches; but the influence of Christian. 
thought and sentiment is manifest in every 
direction.’ The first church of eleven members,. 
was organized in 1872 by a missionary of the: 
Reformed (Dutch) Church. From that time: 
to the present there has been rapid progress.. 

Of the 315,000,000 subjects of the British Em- 
pire 46,000,000 profess Christianity, 188,000,000" 
profess Hindooism and 60,000,000 are Moham- 
medans. Half of the Mohammedans of the: 
world are under the British flag. 

In a Burman town a Buddhist priest was 
baptized, and many others appear interested 
in Christianity.

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\UR own missions to the heathen are 
stronger this year than ever before, 

-and the amount raised is somewhat in ad- 
‘vance of previous years. From all our 
‘fields the tidings are such as to cheer the 
heart and stimulate to further effort. Of other 
Presbyterian Churches the same holds true 
with the qualification that there has, in 
-some instances, been an awkward and em- 
barrassing deficiency in funds. The diffi- 
‘culties thus arising can be but temporary ; 
for we know of no instance in which an 
appeal to the people has failed to meet with 
-& generous reponse when the object to be 
aided was foreign missions. The scale of 
giving is upon the whole advancing. For 
the first time in the history of our own 
~Church a single congregation has come for- 
ward with the offer to support a missionary 
tothe heathen. The missionary has been 
sent forth, and there is no solicitude as re- 
_gards his salary. But probably very few of 
our people are abreast in liberality, those 
converts in Aneityum who pay for mission- 
ary purposes an average of six shillings ster- 
ling a year for every man, woman andchild ! 
There are still several large islands in the 
Pacific without one missionary or even a 
mative teacher.

stationary or decreasing. In some cases the 
decrease is sadly rapid ; but in the heathen 
islands the same causes produce the same 
effect to a still more terrible extent. Euro- 
pean diseases and vices introduced among 
weak and volatile races who have no self- 
control and who cannot be treated by 
European physicians, are deadly and tend 
to utter extermination. The French are 
still a source of alarm in the vicinity of 
New Caledonia; but the prospect is less 
anxious than it was last year, the Australians 
and the British Government having ex- 
hibited a deep interest in preserving the 
independence of the islands. Difficulties 
have overtaken the New Guniea mission, 
and for a time there is a retreat from some 
of the stations in order to save life. One 
of the tribes resolved to kill all the mis- 
sionaries on a certain night, but a friendly 
native brought timely warning, and the 
intended victims escaped by water. With 
this exception the progress in this vast island 
has been encouraging. 

France is still battering away at the scat- 
tered hamlets and villages of the Madaga- 
sear coast ; but wonderful to tell the cause 
of missions in the interior is prosperous in 
spite of this cruelinvasion. The rulers and 
the people have shown vastly more of the 
spirit of Christ and of true humanity than

Christianity will be 
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helped in Southern Africa by the annexa- 
tion of Bechuanaland to the British Empire. 
Mission enterprise in that vast region will 
be safe, and the dangerous incursions of 
savage tribes will be effectually stopped. 
British law and enterprise will now extend 
far northward towards the regions explored 
by the heroic Livingstone. Happily the 
trade in intoxicating liquors is forbidden 
by treaty, and at the earnest desire of the 
Christianized natives. The latest news from 
the regions of the Congo are not as cheering 
as could have been wished. Many mission- 
aries fall victims to the coast fevers. Trade 
is not prosperous. Law and order do not 
yet prevail. Greater difficulties have to be 
encountered and overcome than had been 
anticipated. Still, no doubt, Christian 
enterprize will be equal to the demands 
upon it. A nephew of Cetewayo is now on 
his way to South Africa as a trained mis- 
sionary, having studied six years at Stock- 
holm. He has to labour among the heathen 
Zulus. Norwegians and Danes have ren- 
dered invaluable service to Christianity in 
Madagascar and many parts of Southern 
Africa. The missions established by the 
Presbyterian Churches in Central and 
Eastern Africa all promise favourably, but 
as yet there are no brilliant successes. 

In Turkey the American Boartd’s work is 
prospering. /This is especially true relative 
to the educational institutions of the Board. 
In Persia one Presbyterian missionary re- 
cently baptized 76 converts, and other 
labourers have also met with much success. 
There is hopeful news from many different 
points of India. Even Brahmins are be- 
coming obedient to the Gospel. The coun- 
try isfeeling the leaven which is quietly at 
work. In the region where our own Church 
is most deeply interested the prospect is 
better than at any previous period, owing 
partly, at least, to the removal of vexatious 
political hindrances. Social changes for 
the better are taking place; Brahmans 
are willing to marry widows, and some- 
times low caste widows are thus married. 
Educational enterprise under Christian 
auspices was never more active than now in 
India, and this is work that is sure to tell. 

Formosa is now free from French inter- 
ference, and missionaries are again at their 
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prove the converts and show the material of 
which they were made. <A goodly propor- 
tion have come through the fires refined and 
strengthened. An increasing number are de- 
voting themselves to the work of evangeliz- 
ing their neighbours. In North China, 
where the famine raged so terribly, a rich 
harvest of converts continues to be gather- 
ed in. Deeds of beneficence, feeding the 
hunery, relieving the sick, tender care of 
the dying, have spoken loudly to the hearts 
of the natives and predisposed them to 
listen to the Gospel. 

Nothing could be more cheering than the 
news from the latest field opened to Christ- 
tian effort—lonely Corea. The New Testa- 
ment has been circulated in a language which 
the people understand, and the result is 
that numbers are applying for baptism and 
that churches are being organized. Colpor- 
teurs have gone in before the regular mis- 
sionaries, sowing the good seed ; and God 
has given his blessing. 

The most liberal gift to missions of which 
we have read for some time is the anony- 
mous gift of theee thousand pounds to the 
English Presbyterian Foreign Missions. 
The English Presbyterian Church is not 
strong in numbers; but in missionary zeal 
it isnot surpassed by any. Its missions in 
China have been remarkably successful, and 
they have been conducted with much 
liberality and great practical wisdom. 

Mission enterprise has been promoted by 
the recently adopted colonizing policy of 
Germany. German Christians are follow- 
ing in the wake of the flag with missions ia 
West Africa, East Africa, and New Guinea. 


Editorial Hottings. 
FRom DRESDEN To BERLIN. 


RESDEN is a beautiful city of 250,000 
inhabitants, situated on the river Elbe. 

Like most of the other commercial cities on 
the Continent it has its “ old town” and 
“new town.” The latter is remarkable for 
cleanliness and the symmetry of its street 
architeeture. But, of course, it is not all 
gold that glitters. Upon close inspection it 
is found that nearly all these imposing rows 
of lofty terraces, which shine in their beauty 
like palaces, are, after all, cheaply construct-

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class establishment. Early in the day it was 
our good fortune to meet with the Rev. R. 
. K. D. Horne, formerly minister of Corstor- 
_phine, near Edinburgh, who came here for 
his health some eighteen months ago. He 
kindly placed himself at our disposal for 
the day, which enabled us to see a great 
deal of the city and its environs in a short 
time. We first called for Rev. J.D. Bowden 
_of the Scotch Church, a minister of the U. 
_P. Church, lately arrived from Edinburgh, 
whom we found busy setting his house in 
order. The church and manse are com- 
bined under one roof, the latter occupying 
the upper story. The church is small, but 
neat and comfortable. The congregation is 
not large and is under the care of the eon- 
_tinental branch of the Colonial committee 
of the Church of Scotland. We next visited 
_the picture galleries, said to contain the finest 
collection of paintings next to Florence. 
_Raphael’s Madonna, purchased a hundred 
years ago at a eost of $45,000, is the ad- 
‘miration of connoisseurs. The freshness 
and brillianey of its colours are certainly 
wonderful, although the fine picture, by an 
obscure artist, of Luther disputing with the 
bishops at Leipsig was more to my liking. 
The Royal palace and government build- 
_ings—a large old-fashioned pile-—are richly 
decorated with stone carvings, while the 
sombre appearance of the court-yard was 
enlivened with a great number of soldiers in 
bright coloured uniforms. The chief point 
of attraction for strangers is the Regal Green 
Vaults, containing the crown jewels and an 
immense collection of gold and silver-plate, 
precious stones and articles of virtu in gold, 
silver, bronze, amber and ivory, statuettes, 
exquisite specimens of antique workman- 
ship in mosaic and enamel, elaborate chim- 
‘ney-pieces, astronomical clocks, curiously 
Besckichi cups, goblets, and vases, magni- 
ficent swords of state, used by the Saxon 
Electorsin the 16th century, and other rare 
and costly curiosities in endless variety, 
valued at over five millions of dollars, and 
artistically arranged in eight rooms, each 
exceeding the previous one in splendour. 
The King of Saxony is a Roman Catholic, 
but the government is Protestant as is also 
a large majority of the people. The largest 
and firiest churches in Dresden are Luther- 
an. We entered one of them, the “ Crotz” 
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“our quarters at the Grand Union Hotel, a first | 
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galleries, a large cross on the altar, with tall 
candles and other pre-reformation parapher- 
nalia. Thereis also a very fine organ on 
which the beadle played a voluntary for 
our special benefit: while his venerable 
assistant worked the great bellows with 
might and main, the old man swept over 
the keys with all the rapidity and power of 
a professional, waking up the echoes amid 
the lofty arches in a manner truly surpris- 
ing. The Frauerkireche—Church of our 
Lady—is still larger, and is also a magni- 
ficent building. Its dome, 320 feet high, 
towers above all else inthe city. A cross 
in the pavement, close to it, marks the spot 
where Creel the Calvinistic Chancellor was 
executed in 1601. We made an excursion 
to Blazervitz, a popular suburban resort on 
the Elbe, where the hillsides are covered 
with vineyards and crowned with handsome 
villas. By the river-side washerwomen 
were plying their vocation, or moving to 
and fro with great baskets on their heads. 
There was a peasant ploughing with a horse 
and an ox yoked together ; yonder a lumber- 
ing cart drawn by a pair of cows. The 
place is famous for its “‘ trink-gartens ” which 
are largely frequented in the summer even- 
ings. The Elbe is here 1,200 feet wide : it 
is navigable for small steamers one hundred 
miles above Dresden, and for larger craft 
400 miles below, where it enters the sea at 
Hamburg. Dresden is celebrated for its 
schools and colleges and other literary in- 
stitutions. We visited Rosebery House, a 
handsome villa in the fashionable quarter ot 
the city, occupied by Misses Clendinning 
from Dalmeny, near Edinburgh, as a school, 
and in which many of our Canadian young 
ladies have finished their education. We 
were much interested in the account Mr. 
Horne gave us of the habits of the people. 
What has already been said about the state 
of religion at Bonn applies equally to Dres- 
den and all the large cities in Germany. 
The opera-house—seated for 8,000 —and the 
theatres are more largely attended than the 
churches. Sunday-schools and prayer-meet- 
ings have no chance in competition with the 
play-house and the pleasure-garden. We 
had heard of “Paternal Government,” but 
had no idea of the extent to which it ob- 
tains in this Fatherland. In other countries 
some of its provisions would be resented as 
infringing on the liberty of the subject, but 


Church, seated for 4,500, with three tiersof' here itis submitted to by all classes with a 
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good grace. The people are said to be loyal 
as one man to their government, and de- 
votedly attached to the Emperor and the 
Royal Family. Each individual subject of 
the realm is enrolled in the public register 
and is never lost sight of as long as he lives 
in the country. He is watched and taken 
taken care of in a variety of ways. Every 
young man, the nobility excepted, must 
serve three years inthe army. A man may 
not fell a tree on his own farm without the 
permission of the government agent, and for 
every one cut down he must plant another 
in its stead. A man may not sell a bunch 
of grapes out of his own vineyard until 
Father William proclaims that the time for 
the vintage has come; butthen, the poorest 
in the land may eat his fill, and what a joy- 
ful time they have! In Dresden, where 
many of the houses are so high that the 
ordinary appliances for extinguishing fires 
do not command the upper stories, no one 
may sleep in that part of the house; it is 
absolutely forbidden to do so: to put a bed 


in one of these unprotected rooms would}. 


expose the transgressor to severe penalties. 
No man is absolutely master in his own 
house: in many things he must defer to the 
dictum of the prime minister who is sup- 
posed to know what is good for the subject 
better than he does himself. The Paternal 
Government regulates theatres and all other 
places of public amusement. It permits no 
improprieties on the stage. It publishes 
every morning the temperature all over 
Germany, the direction and force of the 
wind, the state of the weather, and the pro- 
babilities for nextday. The depthand tem- 
perature of the Elbe at Dresden are recorded 
every day, and noone may bathe in it if 
the Emperor judges the water too cold: 
excellent pater-familias ! The waterworks are 
peculiar: an enormous natural spring forces 
itself up into a reservoir from whence it is 
distributed all over the town with scarcely 
any expense for machinery. It was on our 
programme to have spent a day with pastor 
Rother of Gorlitz, one of the delegates to 
the Belfast Council, from whom we had hop- 
ed to receive information respecting the strug- 
gling Free Evangelical Church of which he is 
the only minister in that part of the country ; 
but to our lasting regret we found it im- 
possible to avail ourselves of his kind in- 
vitation although his home is but 40 miles 
aff. The distance from Dresden to Berlin 


is 109 miles through a level, well-cultivated — 
country, otherwise devoid of interest ; but 
as we rolled into the grand station, and 
drove through Friederich Street to the Cen- 
tral Hotel, we soon realized that we were 
in the heart and centre of a great nation, 
and in the extraordinary manifestations of 
life and gaiety which it presented we very 
soon became oblivious of its monotonous 
surroundings. 

A few sentences from a letter received 
from Mr. Rother about the time of our visit 
to Dresden will serve to corroborate the re- 
ferences made in these sketches to the state 
of religion in Germany :— 

“The Reformed Church of Germany is in a 
most deplorable condition, and I dont see how 
things can improve without the connection 
with the State be givenup. But we have no 
leader like Chalmers, nor men like his fol- | 
lowers, who were ready to leave their manses 
and their salaries to trust Him for whose sake 
they left the Scottish Establishment in 1843. 
The few scattered Free congregations, like ours, 
have scanty means, but, which is worse, they 
have few labourers to overtake the field. : 
In all the Protestant Churches you find 
altars, pictures, crosses, and candles. The 
teaching and preaching, as it is generally — 
carried on in these Lutheran Churches (Re- | 
formed congregations are more in the west, 
near the Rhine) in Silesia, as a rule, is given 
from the pericops. Nearly all the ministers 
believe that baptism is regeneration, and even 
where there is a really believing man, you may 
hear him preaching Christ, but, yet, he scarcely 
ever opens the mystery of man’s sin to ) 
show people why it is they need Christ. So | 
people, as the work of the Holy Spirit in the © 
hearts of men very rarely is insisted on, are | 
satisfied to have heard good words and to have | 
performed a duty when they have been pre- 
sent at church. There is no Lord’s day any- | 
where on the Continent: there is none here | 
either. Private reading of the Word and © 
family worship there is only in a few families, | 
and chiefly among the few dissenters here and © 
there: but utter worldliness and carelessness © 
prevail. Our efforts to reach the masses by | 
missionary and evangelistic work can do only © 
little. Gorlitz is a place of 50,000 inhabitants. — 
It has only three Protestant and one Catholic © 
church. I have to preach here to my congre- — 
gation twice on the Lord’s day, and once on ~ 
Thursday. I have also to supply with the 
sacraments at present seven stations. . oo 
So we just have to plod on and wait the 
Master’s time. We know with Him it is one — 
to help by many or by few. Do pray for us. — 
The state of things is a little better, but not 
much, among the Moravians. Some of their 
settlements are not far from this. Their chief 
place, Hernnhut, where Zinzendorf is buried, — 
is only an hour and ahalf from this.” |

ZINZENDORF AND THE MORAVIANS. 


Eee Eee 


|‘ HE Moravian Cuurcg, which has so long 
stood in the front rank of the Mission- 
ary army, traces its history to the time of 
John Huss, the great apostle and Martyr 
of Bohemia, who entered upon his public 
career in the beginning of the fifteenth cen- 
tury. In 1402, Huss had commenced a 
movement, the import of which he himself 
little dreamed. Following in the wake of 
‘Wicliff, he placed the Bible above the author- 
ity of Pope or Council, and had unconscious- 
ly taken the road to the Reformation. He 
was early joined by Jerome of Prague, 
between whom and Huss there continued 
unbroken friendship until the fiery ordeal of 
the stake sundered them. But the fire that 
consumed the body of Huss proved to be 
“the candle of Bohemia.” Within four 
years of his death the bulk of the nation 
‘embraced the faith for which he died. His 
followers were divided in sentiment. One 
party entirely broke with Rome and made 
the Scriptures their only standard, while the 
other maintained a nominal connection with 
‘the Vatican. The former came to bear the 
name of “ Taborites,” from a hill near 
‘Prague which they frequented and which 
‘bore some resemblance to the Scriptural 
Tabor. In the year 1455 the Taborites 
formed themselves into a distinct church 
under the name of The Unitas Fratrum, or 
United Brethren. During the persecutions 
of the seventeenth century the Brethren 
were all but exterminated; the few who 
‘survived were driven into exile. In the 
beginning of the eighteenth century a few of 
them were still found in Moravia where, like 
the Waldenses of the Alps, they maintained 
under great difficulties a church organization 
as nearly apostolical as possible. A fresh 
revival sprung up among them, followed by 
‘Tenewed persecution. Most of them, there- 
ore, resolved to emigrate. They sought for 
-aplace where they could worship God un- 
molestei, but that was hard to find. They 
were recommended to place themselves in 
communication with Count Zinzendorf, a 
German nobleman who had recently pur- 
chased a large estate called Belthesdorf, in 
Upper Lusatia, who, on learning their dis- 
essed circumstances, generously offered 


estate which he set apart for their use. This 
was the beginning of the famous Hernnhut. 

Nicolas Lewis, Count of Zindendorf, the 
descendant of a very old noble family in 
Austria,was born on the 26th May, 1700,near 
Nurnberg. He had the advantage of a pious 
home and was early instructed in wisdom’s 
ways. Hesaid to himself, “My dear Grand- 
ma kept me ten years in her own chamber: 
My aunt Henrietta prayed with me morning 
and evening, and passed the day in accord 
with prayer. Inmy fourth year I began to 
seek God with such earnestness as accorded 
with my childish notions.” At that time he 
would write tender letters to the Savionr 
and would throw them out of the window, 
confident that the Lord would receive and 
read them. When ten years of age he was 
sent to the grammar-school at Halle. About 
this time, 1715, Ziegenbalg, the Danish 
missionary, came on a mission to Halle, 
bringing with him some baptized Malays 
from Malabar. This incident imparted to 
his naturally sanguine temperament a glow 
of enthusiasm. His mind became bent on 
active measures for the good of others. 
With a few comrades, like-minded, he 
formed an association which they named 
“The Order of the Grain of Mustard Seed.” 
—a name singularly appropriate to the work 
in which he was afterwards to engage. At 
sixteen he went tothe University of Witten- 
berg where he cultivated the noble gifts 
which fitted him for honourable service in 
the State. After a time he removed to 
Utrecht. On his journey thither he saw in 
Dusseldorf picture gallery a painting of the! 
Ecce Homo, with the inscription in Latin, 
—‘‘ This have I done for thee: what hast; 
thou done for me?” He was greatly im- 
pressed by it, and his mind was drawn 
heavenward. He had just come of age and 
been married when the request of the Mora- 
vians reached him. ‘The little colony at 
Hernnhut increased year by year, and soon 
the Count began to realize in these people 
the materials from which he was to shape the 
the enterprize for which God had chosen and 
endowed him. As they grewin numbers the 
difficulty of managing such a mixed commu- 
nity also increased, for aspiring minds arose 
among them that threatened the new founda- 
tion with destruction through fanaticism, 
schism, and conflict. Zindendorf endea- 
voured to persuade them to unite with 


them permission to settle on a part of his: the Lutheran Church ; but they said ‘ No.— 
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We have a constitution of nearly three hun- 
dred years standing, for which many of our 
ancestors have suffered and died, and which 
has been handed down to us as a precious 
inheritance: we cannot abandon it.” They 
agreed, however, to a compromise which, 
while it did not separate them from com- 
communion with the Lutherans, recognized 
the polity of the Reformed Church of “Bohe- 
mia. In this decision Zindendorf at length 
acquiesced, and in course of time he was con- 
secrated one of their bishops. It was not to 
be expected that in suchan age and country 
a man like Zindendorf could carry on so 
great an enterprize without opposition. He 
was arbitrary and eccentric and made him- 
self many enemies. Upon several occasions 
he had to leave his own country. But 
wherever he went he showed the same ear- 
nest desire to bring men to the knowledge 
ef Jesus Christ as the only Saviour. And 
his influence far transcended the sphere of 
his personal activity. It is said that John 
Wesley was indebted to two Moravian mis- 
sionaries with whom he made a voyage to 
America for his enlightenment in the doc- 
trine of Justification by Faith. In 1731 
Zindendorf attended the coronation of 
Christian VI, King of Denmark, at Copen- 
hagen, when he met with two Greenlanders 
who had been baptized by Hans Egede, and 
learned that the Danish Government had 
decided to abandcn the mission to Green- 
landas hopeless. He immediately became 
filled with the idea of supplying this lack of 
Christian service. The result was that in 
1733 Matthew and Christian Stach, accom- 
panied by Christian David, set out from 
Hernnhut, and were the means of re- 
instating the mission in Greenland which 
has ever since that time been carried on 
successfully by devoted missionaries of the 
Moravian Church. At the same time the 
Count met a negro slave at Copenhagen, who 
told him of the sadly neglected and deplora- 
ble state of the negroes in the West Indies. 
That interview resulted in the sending of 
John Leonard Dober and Tobias Leupold to 
St. Thomas in 1732. On being told that 
none but a slave would be permitted to have 
any intercourse with the negroes in these 
islands, so great was the faith of these de- 
voted men, they at once declared their wil- 
lingness to be sold into slavery, if in this 
way they might preach the Gospel. When 
the Brethren sent forth their first mission- 
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aries from Hernnhut, the congregation con- 
sisted only of 600 persons—most of them 
poor despised exiles; yet in the short 
space of eight or nine years they sent mis- 
sonaries to Greenland, St. Thomas, St. 
Croix, Surinam and Berbice, to the Indians 
of North America, to the negroes of S. 
Carolina, to Lapland, to Tartary, to Guinea, 
to the Cape of Good Hope, and to Ceylon ! 
Zindendorf himself visited St. Thomas in 
1739, and was instrumental in mitigating the 
miseries to which his heroic missionaries 
was subjected. With aceal and persever- 
ance unequalled by any other body of Chris- 
tians the Moravians have never flagged in 
their missionary efforts. In addition to the 
countries already named, their missionaries 
are to be found in Australasia and Africa, in 
Egypt, Thibet and Mongolia. They have 
often been maligned and misrepresented ; 
Zinzendorf has been branded as a fanatic; 
but no one can read their history impartially 
without finding much to admire in the sim- 
plicity and earnestness with which they have 
all along prosecuted their missionary work. 
Many of their missionaries labour gratuitous- 
ly : few of them receive more than $600 per 
annum. Even in cities like New York and 
Brooklyn, their stated ministers are not 
allowed to receive more than $1,600 per 
annum. In 1760 the colony at Hernnhut 
numbered 1,300 persons. In that year Zin- 
zendorf addressed a public meeting for the — 
last time. The key-note of his address was in ~ 
these words,—“ The glory of Hernnhut shall — 
end in that hour when hindrance shall arise — 
to God’s work in its power.” On the 8th of — 
May, in the 60th year of hisage, he succumb- — 
ed to an attack of rheumatic fever. His last 

words, spoken to his son-in-law were “My | 

good J: ohn, I will go to the Saviour now. I | 
am ready.” Upon the stone which covers — 
his grave may be read this inscription,— — 
“He was ordained to bring forth fruit, and 

that his fruit should remain.” |

- encouraged by his false prophets, engages ina 
war with the King of Syria and is slain in the 
battle, 1 Kings 22 :.35-38. Elijah makes but 
one more public announcement and that is to 
Ahaziah, Ahab’s son, who.had sent to enquire 
of the God of Ekron whether he should re- 
cover from the effects of a fall he met with in 
Samaria. Elijah met the messenger and told 
him plainly that for this recognition of idolatry 
he shall surely die, Ch. 1:.1,4. It is probable 
that the closing years of Elijah were spent in 
superintending the theological colleges at Gil- 
bale Bathel, and Jericho. V. 1. Would take— 
By Divine pre-arrangement, Elijah was to be 
taken away miraculously. And of this he was 
doubtless apprized by God, as were also Elisha 
and the sons of the prophets. All seem to 
have been aware that the solemn event was 
near at hand. Gilgal—a small town near 
Shechem. Vs. 2,3. Tarry here—the mysterious 
change from the known to the unknown, under 

whatever circumstances, is the supreme mo- 
mentof human existence. Elijah would fain 
face the dread ordeal alone. Elisha’s answer 
reminds us of Ruth and Naomi, Ruth 1:16. 
He silences the young men whose question 
grated harshly on his ears, and protests that 
he will not desert his master. V. 5. From thy 
head—thy head-master. Scholars were said to 
sit at the feet of their masters, Acts 22:3. 

‘Samuel was probably the founder and presi- 

dent of these colleges, 1 Sam. 19: 20. Prophets 
—not necessarily foretellers of future events. 

The term is often used to mean preachers ; as 

‘in Exo. 7:1. V. 6. Elijah must cross the 

Jordan—emblem of “that bourne whence no 

traveller e’er returns,” butnone need fear “the 

‘swelling of Jordan” who have faith in God, 

Isa. 43:2. V. 7. Fifty—not all the scholars, but

lation. V. 8. Compare Exo. 14:16. and Josh. 

3:15,16. V.9. A double portion—not for greater 

power than Elijah, but simply that he might 

inherit a first-born son’s share of his master’s 
prophetic gifts. V. 11. A charivt of fire—‘ Some 
ibright effulgence which to the gaze of the 
me cotors resembled these objects. By a whirl- 


wind—a tempest accompanied with vivid 
flashes of fire. But why this exceptional 
treatment of Elijah? Not altogether on ac- 
count of his faithful discharge of duty, nor 
his pre-eminence as a prophet. Its main pur- 

ge was to prove beyond a doubt the reality 
of the unseen world beyond tla skies, and the 
ture life. Note his reappearance 900 years 
after this, Matt 17:3. Elijah’s translation 
By lead our thoughts heavenward, Thess.

LsHA, son of Shaphat, a native of Abel- 


7 meholah where Elijah anointed him as 
his successor, 1 Kings 19: 16-21. From that 
time he became ine disciple and follower of 
Elijah and after his translation took his place 
as the head of the schools of the prophets and 
the friend and counsellor of successive kings. 
Unlike Elijah, he was fond of society and city 
life. He made his home in Samaria, the ca- 
pital, from which place he made frequent ex- 
cursions to Gilgal in the South of Ephraim and 
to Carmel in the North. He exercised the pro- 
phetic office for upwards of sixty years and 
wrought many miracles, one of the most re- 
markable being that recorded in this lesson. 
Shunem was a village a few miles north of Jezreel 
in the plain of Esdraelcn, about 17 miles from 
that part of Carmel to which Elisha was inthe 
habit of going for worship. In this village there 
lived a certain rich woman known to us only 
by the name of “the Shunamite,” noted for 
her motherly affection, her hospitality and 
her strong faith in God and his prophet. She 
had a chamber on the house-top fitted up and 
furnished for his special use, and many a time 
as he went that way he availed himself of this 
woman’s kindness. Vs. 18-20. It is harvest- 
time—the end of May. The heat is oppressive. 
The father goes out to oversee the reapers, and 
mother’s darling boy goes « ith him—boy-'*ke 
with uncovered head. Suddenly he shewed 
symptoms of a sunstroke, and is carried home 
to his mother who nursed him on her knee till 
he died. This touching incident, so true to 
nature, affords good opportunity of reminding 
young people how much they owe to the love 
and tender care of good mvthers. (Who ran 
to help me when I fell? e‘c,) and for pressing 
home lessons of filial affection and obedience. 
Y. 21. Picture the mother’s distress and an- 
guish as she carried the lifeless body of her 
only boy and laid him out on the bed in “ the 
prophets chamber.” Vs. 22-26. She wastes 
no time in useless lamentation but at once 
makes up her mind to go to the man of God. 
Her husband shews no concern about the 
child. He is too busy with his harvest to 
think of any thing else, and only wonders 
why his wife should go to Carmel to-day. She 
keeps her own counsel, mounts the ass, and 
sets out on her errand of faith. Vs. 29, 30. 
Gehazi is sent off in haste. She has little faith 
in him or in the staff, but unbounded confi- 
dence in the prophet himself. There is much 
to admire in this noble Shunamite,—Her mo- 
therly devotion; her calm self-control ; her 
quick perception of what she should do, her 
strong istent faith, and her deep gratitude.. 
Good done to others is twice blessed, Acts : 
20: 35; Heb 13: 2, 16.

A{AAMAN—an old Hebrew name, meaning 
ys pleasantness, Gen. 46: 21. A distinguish- 
ed general in the army of Benhadad King of 
Syria who lived at Damascus. He was rich and 
highly esteemed on account of his military 
success in the predatory warfare between Sy- 
riaand Israel. But: he was a leper. That here- 
ditary, loathsome, and incurable disease would 
have excluded him from sogeiety in Israel, but 
the Syrians were less particular. V. 2. In one of 
their marauding excursions they captured a 
little Hebrew maid whom Naaman gave to his 
wife to be herslave. V.3. She was an ami- 
able, thoughtful, and sensible girl, and was 
no doubt well treated by Lady Naaman. 
Would God, etc. Here was both a prayer and 
a suggestion. She must have heard of Elisha’s 
miracles. Though he had never cured a leper 
she believed that he could do this, Luke 4: 27. 
V. 4. One wentin—Most likely Naaman him- 
self, who would readily entertain any proposal 
that held out the most distant hope of ridding 
him of this terrible disease. V.5. Benhadad 
gave him leave of absence and a letter of intro- 
duction to Jehoram, ch. 3: 1. It was the 
fashion in the East when any favour was to 
be asked to make a present. In this instance 
a very handsome present was provided—Ten 
talents of silver—$16,400; 6,000 pieces of gold 
—$48,000. V. 7. Jehoram was a bad man, 
ch. 3: 2,—His uneasy conscience made him 
fancy that Benhadad was trying under fair 

retexts to pick a quarrel with him. Vs. 8, 9. 
Plisha was probably at Gilgal, ch. 4, 38, a few 
miles S. West of Samaria. Naaman drives 
up to the door in grand style. V.10. E. sent a 
messenger.—He wanted to humble the great 
captain, who must learn that ail men stand on 
the same level before God, Acts 10: 34. Wash 
seven times.—There was no healing virtue in 
the muddy water of Jordan, The act was em- 
blematic, Ps. 51: 2,7; John 9: 7; Acts 22: 16. 
V. 11, Wroth—Pride in the human heart is the 
chief case of unbelief, Luke 13: 11. V. 12. 
Abana and Pharphar were beautiful clear 
sparkling streams. Went awuy wn a rage— 

roof of ignorance and folly, Rom. 10: 3. V. 13. 
Pris servants had more sense, and reascned him 
out of his obstinacy. He goes down, 30 miles, 
to Jordan, is cleansed, and returns to thank the 
Prophet and to pay him for his advice. He is 
taught another lesson, that God is not to be 
propitiated like the heathen deities. Learn 
from all this that riches and rank cannot 
avert disease: leprosy is a true type of sin 
which can only be cured iu the way of God’s 
appointment, Acts 4:12. Faith and obedience 
are necessary to salvation: Eternal Life is the 
free unmerited gift of God, Acts,8:20: You 
land I may help some one to the Saviour.

A 
different treatment would not only prevent 
future opposition from the Syrians, it would 
redound to the credit of the true religion.

The Western Committee will have to 
see to it that they are not outdone by the 
steady advance of these stalwart eastern men. 
From tHe Nrew-Hxsrives.—Rev. Joseph 
Annand has received a letter from the Cap- 
tain of the Dayspring dated Vela, Efate, 
May 4. The Dayspring sailed from Sydney 
on April 1, and reached Aneityum on the 
17th. The passage was very fine. Rain 
had been abundant. The fig trees in Mr. 
Annand’s garden at Anelgauhat were laden 
with ripe fruit. One of the native members 
had fallen from a breadfruit tree and 
broken both legs, he died five days after 
the fall—of mortification.—On the 22nd of 
April the Dayspring reached Aname. On 
the 23rd Futuna was visited, and on the 
24th Kuamua. On Saturday the 25th, late 
in the day, Dillon’s Bay, Eromanga was 
reached, and Mr. Robertson and _ his family 
and Mr. Murray were safely landed. Mr. 
Robertson’s horse stood the voyage well 
and was landedsafely. On the Ist of May 
the Dayspring reached Vela, (or Fila), 
Efate. The missionaries were all well. 
wo New Caledonia vessels were recently 
seized by a French man-of-war, their cap- 
ains having turned pirates. One captain 
made his way into the bush in some part of 
Efate. The other is a prisoner in Noumea. 
PERSONAL.—Rev. James Barclay sailed 
for the old country on the 18th of July 
under orders to preach before Her Majesty 
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the Queen at Crathie. He may be expected 
to return about the middle of September. 
Mr. Warden,at last accounts had left London 
for Switzerland, via the Rhine. He expects 
to sail from Liverpool in the “ Parisian” on 
the 17th of September. Woe regret to hear 
that Mr. Murray Watson, a student of the 
Presbyterian College, Montreal, who was 
appointed to missionary work in the Pres- 
bytery of St. John, has been seriously ill 
and is consequently incapacitated for work. 
We sincerely trust that his malady will 
prove to be temporary and that after a 
season of rest he may be permitted to 
resume his studies. Rev. Thomas Christie 
who rendered valuable service in our Trini- 
dad missicn and who had to retire on ac- 
count of his health, is ill in California.

It 
was largely attended, and the missionaries 
were suitably commended to the care of 
Him in whose service they go forth. 

Rev. JosePpH ANNAND, our returned mis- 
sionary from the New Hebrides, is at present 
engaged in visiting congregations in the 
Maritime Provinces, thus quickening their 
interest in the work of the mission.

Obituary. 


Re. ALEXANDER Munro, the Father of the 

Prince Edward Island Presbytery, died 
at Musquodoboit, Nova Scotia, on the 14th 
July. Mr. Munro had reached the remarka- 
ble age of 78 years, and had given his utmost 
strength to the work of the Lord in the 
ministry. “By birth and education he was a 
Scotsman. He came to Nova Scotia thirty- 
five years ago, and was settled at Brown’s 
Creek and Valleyfield, P. E. Island. He 
belonged to the Free Church, but entered 
cordially into the union movements wich 
have so happily consolidated our Presbyter- 
lanism. All through, his labours as pastor 
were confined to one congregation. During 
the whole of his ministry, his sphere of ser- 
vice was as extensive as the Gaelic-speaking 
congregations in the Presbytery. He often 
assisted at communion services in the Gaelic- 
speaking congregations in Pictou Presbytery. 
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He was revered and loved by his own charge, 
to whom he gave, on all occasions, the best 
of his strength; and his brethren in the 
Presbytery always found him a true friend 
and a ready helper. He retired from the 
active duties of the ministry some ten years 
ago. He attended the General Assembly at 
Toronto and greatly enjoyed it., He died 
at the house of his son-in-law, Rev. E. Bayne, 
Dr. Sedgwick’s successor at Musquodoboit. 
He was buried among his beloved flock in 
P. E. Island, and the concourse that paid 
their last tribute of respect by following his 
remainsto the grave indicated the esteem in 
which he was held. 

ALEXANDER McDonatp, an elder in the 
congregation at the Falls, Earltown, N. 
Scotia, died on the 2nd March, in the 87th 
year of his age. This aged and mature 
Christian was born in the Parish of Clyne, 
Sutherlandshire, Scotland. He came to this 
country in 1822, settled at the Falls of Tata- 
magouche River, and was ordained an elder 
in 1849. Even when old and feeble, he was 
found in the house of worship at the hour 
appointed. He always spoke on the “Ceist,” 
the Friday of the communion season, and 
was ardently attached to the Gaelic language. 
He died as he lived, trusting in the Lord. 

ANnig Rezs.—On the 5th July, Annie, 
wife of the Rev. W. D. Rees, Blackheath, 
died after a brief illness, aged 38 years. Mrs. 
Rees was a native of Worcestershire, Eng- 
land. She was an amiable Christian lady, 
very unassuming, but sincerely devoted to 
her Master’s cause, and anxious for the 
spiritual welfare of the flock to whom her 
husband ministered. 

RoseErt Sincuatr, elder of Knox Church, 
Port Dover, died on the 13th of April, in 
the 70th year of his age. Mr. Sinclair 
emigrated to America from Burra Isle, Shet- 
land, in 1837, and settled in Port Dover in 
1840, where he resided until his death. He 
was of a quiet, retiring disposition, always 
steadily engaged “ following after the things 
which make for peace,” and he passed away 
peacefully to his rest, after a short illness. 


When the richest American of his day was in his fatal 
sickness a Christian friend proposed to sing for him ; 
and the hymn he named was, “‘Come, ye sinners, poor 
and needy.” ‘‘ Yes, yes,” replied the dying millionaire, 
‘sing that forme; I feel poor and needy.”” Yet at that 
moment the stock markets ef the globe were watching 
and waiting for the demise of the man who could shake 
them with a nod of his head. “ Poor and needy!” How 
the sand sweeps from under a man’s soul in such an

Geelesiastival Mews, 


BisHor Pootn, the missionary Bishop of 
7° Japan, died at Shrewsbury on the 14th 
of July. He was consecrated the first bishop 
of Japan in 1883 and during his brief episco- 
pate he won golden opinions from the mission- 
aries of all denominations. The patriarchal 
Hebrew philanthropist, Sir Moses Montefiori, 


died at Ramsgate, England, on the 3lst of 


July. He was born at Leghorn, Italy, in 1784, 
and, when, a few months ago, he reached hig 
hundredth year, the day was celebrated in 
every civilized land. The good that men do 
does not die with them. The name of Monte- 
fiori will be handed. down to posterity as that 
of a life-long and genuine philanthropist, whose- 
chief aim in life seemed to be in doing good to- 
his fellow-men. 
which he was held gives room to hope that 
some share of the consideration which he re- 
ceived at the hands of Christendom may yet 
be bestowed upon the despised race to which 
he belonged, and that the time may not be far 
distant when the scattered children of Israet 
may be gathered into the Christian fold. Itis. 
not without significance that a memorial 
service was held in Westminster Abbey, Lon- 
don, to give expression to the national sym- 
pathy of England on the occasion of the death 
of General Grant, whose name will henceforth 
be cherished by his countrymen as second only 
to the “Father of his country ’— Washington. 
Amid the many encomiums that have been 
bestowed on the character of the dead warrior, 
it.is pleasant to hear that “ Grant never was. 
heard to utter an oath or speak an unclean 
word. He had a pure:mind.” It is said that the 
Archbishop of Canterbury has written a letter 
in which he recognises the Armenian Church

he Armenian Church in the metropolis has. 
been opened at Notting-hill. The disestablish- 
ment question has brought about a friendly 
alliance between the churches of England and 
Scotland in defence of their common eccles- 
iastical interests. A meeting of leading mem- 
bers of these churches was held in London on 
the 14th of June, presided over by the Bishop. 
of Durham. Among the Scottish representa- 
tives at that meeting were, Dr. Phin, Mr. 
James A. Campbell, M. P. of Stracathro, and 
Admiral Sir John Hay, M. P. It requires no. 
far-seeing prophet to predict that the relation 
of these two “sister churches” to the state 
must stand or fall together. The objections to 
their being recognized as they have been since 
the Reformation is not on the score of ineffi- 
ciency. Probably there never was a time 
when either of them was more active, or theis 
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ministrations more acceptable to their con- 


«gtituent members respectively than at present, 


but the cry that has arisen is purely and 
-simply,—*“ We willhave no Established Church 
whatever.” In the meantime it is good to 
hear that the Dean of Windsor had the can- 
-dour to say that “there is nothing in the 
respective forms of church government incom- 
patible with a true spirit of union.” 

Turning to Scotland, we notice from the 
Christian Leader that Mr. Spurgeon who had 
‘been spending some time at Benmore, near 


- Dunoon, as the guest of Mr. James Dunean, 


preached to a congregation of 4,000 on the lawn 
‘before the castle on a Sunday evening. This is 
‘the third occasion on which the eminent 
preacher has discoursed at the same spot. 
Rain fell during the service, and as it increased 
“the closing passages of the discourse had to 
be given in brief form. Thetext was suggested 
by the dying testimony of one of the latest 
-of the Congo martyrs,-who leant back and 
whispered with his last breath to a brother 
missionary, “ With His stripes I am healed.” 
Mr. Spurgeon said that a few months ago he 
‘had offered prayer for that brother previous to 
his departure for the Congo; and only that 
-day he had heard of his death. The Free 
‘Church Presbytery of Edinburgh has its 
hands full with a case of libel against Dr. A. 
S$. Muir, minister of Trinity Church, Leith. 
It is charged against Dr. Muir that he had 
taken to wearing priestly vestments, display- 
ing the crucifix, preaching baptismal regenera- 
‘tion, the glorification of the Virgin Mary and 
in various other ways had shewn leanings 
towards popish doctrines and practices. Dr. 
James Brown of St. James Street U. P. Church, 
Paisley, has introduced a motion in his Pres- 
‘bytery to the effect that other Churches be 
communicated with so as to secure that the 
-observance of the Communion shall be se- 
parated from the customary “Fast day.” If 
all accounts be true, the sooner this step is 
taken the better, as the old-time day of 
“fasting and humiliation ” seems to have lost 
its sanctity and become a scandal to religion 
in many districts. Speaking of union, our 
esteemed correspondent D. says :—“ The union 
question has reached another stage in its 
development. This time it is the stage 
of a temporary arrest. In that, there 
appears to me, to be no cause foralarm. A 
question such as this involves the settle- 
ment of many points that are at present in 
‘sore dispute among the interested parties. 
Professor Blaikie thinks that a “comprehensive 
union does not seem very near, and even try- 
ing to undo the knot is liable to make it 
harder. To loosen it we need the application 
of a Divine hand. “ And what may this arrest 
of progress mean, but to teach us that a final 


- union is neither of him that willeth, nor of 


him that runneth, but of God who showeth 
‘mercy. Nor need we be discouraged when 
weremember how fervently the Lord Jesus 
prayedthat His Church might not only be one,

but also that it might so present that unity to 
the world that it might really believe that the 
Father had sent Him.” 

Dr. Story of Rosneath has become the editor 
of anew monthly magazine The Church. The 
number for August contains a trenchant article 
under the caption of “The Latest Libera- 
tionist : Lord Lorne,” in which the noble Lord 
is severely taken to task for the publication of 
an article in the Scottish Review on the subject 
of “ Disestablishment.” Lord Lorne is charged 
with writing throughout “in a vein of affected 
smartness, which suggests the taint of Yankee 
vulgarity rather than the flavour of Scottish 
humour. He speaks of the clergy, both 
Established and Dissenting, with flippant dis- 
respect and familiarity. His composition is 
so faulty, that it is often difficult to make 
out what he is driving at.” The aspersions 
cast upon the clergy are characterized as 
“ An inexeusable impertinence.” “ Lord Lorne, 
inexact in his statements and references, 
is singularly nerveless and ineffective in 
his grasp of his subject.” But for its au- 
thor’s name, itis asserted that no magazine 
would have admitted his article to its pages. 

The Presbyterian of London, the successor of 
the Outlook, and the official organ of the Pres- 
byterian Church of England has been inecor- 
porated with the Messenger, which was started 
forty years ago, and the first three numbers 
of which were edited by Dr. James Hamilton. 
Dr. Kennedy Moore, who also edits Hvangeli- 
cal Christendom, is now to be the conductor of 
the Presbyterian Messenger, assisted by a com- 
mittee of three ministers and three elders. 
With such an editorial staff our contemporary 
ought to let its light shine; and no doubt it 
will. The numbers that have reached us are 
exceedingly attractive in appearance, and give 
promise of a model denominational periodical. 

CaNnApDA.—The trustees of the Baptist College, 
Toronto, have appointed Theodore H. Rand of 
Acadia College, Wolfeville, Nova Scotia, to the 
new chair of Christian Ethics and Mental 
Science, and Rev. J. W. Stewart, of Hamilton, 
as lecturer in Homiletics. The Methodists 
have not agreed as to the expediency of re- 
moving Victoria University from Cobourg to 
Toronto, in terms of the proposals submitted 
to them by the Minister of Education for On- 
tario. Chancellor Fleming, of Queen’s Uni- 
versity, has published in pamphlet form a 
detailed list of the answers to a circular sent 
to the alumni and benefactors some time ago. 
The total number of answers received was 
355, and of these three only expressed _them- 
gelves in favour of consolidation. Many of 
the answers are refreshingly emphatic. Mani- 
featly the trustees could not have done other- 
wise than to decree, “ That Queen’s should for 
ever remain at Kingston as a university. 
An asscciation has been formed to secure 
means for the fuller equipment of Queen’s 
rendered necessary by the new arrangements 
in contemplation. It is estimated that it 
would cost at least $250,000 to establish Queen’s

Unitep Sratns.—Journaltsm in America has 
sustained a great loss in the death of Rev. Dr. 
Samuel Irenezeus Prime, editor-in-ehief of the 
New York Observer, who eeased from his 
lengthened labours on the 18th of July. He 
was 73 years of age, and had been 45 years 
editor of the Observer. Some years ago he 
stated that he had written on an average 
more than five columns each week for forty 
years in unbroken succession. His weekly 
letters, underthe nom de plume “Irenzxus,” exhi- 
bited a very extensive acquaintance with men 
and things. He was one of the most genial 
and generous of men, with much mother wit 
and a capacity for affairs equalled by few. 
Dr. Prime was a minister of the Presbyterian 
Church though he had not been in charge of a 
congregation for many years. He was alsoa 
prominent and most useful member of the 
Presbyterian Allianee. To the honour of 
Princeton it is said that eleven of the gra- 
duates of last session volunteered their ser- 
vices for the foreign mission field. Truly the 
teaching is good! Dr. McCosh says that he 
is now prepared to consider the propriety of 
making Princeton a university. Ifthe friends 
of the College will only give him as much 
money for the next three or four years as 
they gave every year for the first fifteen years 
of his presidency, it can be made a first class 
University. The latest statistics of Presby- 
terianism in America are as follows :—The 
Northern Assembly has oversight of 5,793 
churches, with 5,341 ministers and 615,942 
communicants ; and the Southern Assembly 
numbers 2,040 churches and 127,107 members. 
The Assembly of the United Presbyterian 
Church has 858 churches and 87,637 members. 
The Assembly of the Cumberland Presbyterian 
Church has 2,463 churches and 122,249 mem- 
bers. The Reformed Church has 520 churches 
and 81,880 members. The grand total is 
11,854 churches and 1,034,306. 


Tap OLp TESTAMENT R&vISION, notwithstand- 
ing all that has been said complimentary to 
the industry and erudition of the revisers, is 
not meeting the approbation of the general 
public so largely as to give room for 
the shadow of a hope that it will ever 
supersede in its present form at least, 
the version at present in use. It is pretty 
generally conceded by competent critics 
that while the revision of New Testament 
was over-done, that of the Old has been 


verdict is not unanimous. Dr. Cuyler, of 
Brooklyn, says that he is so abundantly satis- 
fied and delighted with the Revised Version 
that he should be quite content never to see a 
copy of King James’ version again. On the 
other hand, Professor Briggs of New York, 
who has the reputation of being a first rate 
Hebraist, expresses his grevious disappoint- 
ment and says that in the whole department 
of Biblical theology the revision has failed to 
adequately represent the original text. The 
German scholars, wiser than the English com- 
pany, sent forth their revision of Luther’s 
translation in the form of proof copies, with a 
view to re-revision subject to enlightened 
criticism and with some deference even to a 
less highly cultivated public opinion, which, 
after all, has most to do with the adoption or 
rejection of the new revision. There ean only 
be one version for the English-speaking people, 
and until the revisers are themselves agreed as 
to the fittest renderings of disputed phrases it 
is evidently impossible to obtain the unanim- 
ous concurrence of the masses in whose in- 
terests the great work was undertaken. Dr. 
Mackay of Formosa informs us that steps 
have been taken for the revision of the Amoy 
vernacular version of the New Testament by 
the appointment of a committee and the adop- 
tion of rules for their guidance. We notice 
with peculiar interest that A-Hoi—now the 
Rev. Mr. Giam of Formosa—is associated with | 
the revisers. For himself, Dr. Mackay says, 
laconically, ‘‘I have no time for this work.”

Lord is calling us to greater diligence and 
greater fidelity in imparting to those poor 
benighted tribes the knowledge which alone 
can lead them in the way of peace and ever- 
lasting life. 

Among the Indians on Mis-ta-was-sis’ Re- 
serve there has been a good deal of distress, 
owing to the failure of their crops last year. 
Yet they are not murmuring. “Their chief, 
Mis-ta-was-sis,” says Mr. MacKellar, of High 
Bluff, “is a noble Christian man. He takes a 
sensible view of all questions affecting his tribe. 
He and his people are loyal to the Government. 
He is a member of the church under the care 
of our missionary, the Rev. John Mackay, who 
ministers to between 30 and 40 Presbyterian 
families, besides doing what he can in the way 
of instructing others who may be within his 
reach. Public worship is well attended, and 
Mr. MacKay says there are signs of spiritual 
growth among the hearers of the Word. There 
is a school taught by Miss Mackay with about 
40 on the roll, and an average attendance of 30. 

Mr. Flett occupies Okanase, supplying six 
Stations. He has been a good deal away from 
home during the past year, visiting or preach- 
ing to the Indians of other Reserves. It is a 
great advantage to him to be able to speak in 
English, in French, and in Cree. Good service 
was rendered during Mr. Flett’s absence by 
Donald McVicar, to whose future usefulness 
his countrymen there look forward with much 


ope. 

The Rev. Solomon Tunkansuiciye is still in 
charge of the little congregation in the Sioux 
Reserve. The church there is believed to be 
growing in knowledge and in earnestness. It 
is said that family worship is maintained in 
almost every house. In the schools and other 
communities the liveliest gratitude is expressed 
for the gifts of clothing sent to them by the 
Ladies’ Societies in various parts of Ontario. 
There has been much disturbance and anxiety 
in the new territory occupied by Mr. Hugh 
Mackay. But notwithstanding all, Mr. Mac- 
kay has till very recently continued in his 
work, teaching, sometimes in the school, and 
when it was to cold for the children to come to 
school, from house to house. He has already 
acquired considerable mastery of the language. 

Writing from Round Lake (Broadview) on 
the 13th of April, Mr. Mackay says: “On the 
last of March, I had to close my school a week 
earlier than I had intended. The parents were. 
so much excited and so much afraid of trouble 
that they wished to have their children at 
home. I think they expected to see the rebel- 
lion extend to this quarter, and to see blood- 
shed on the right hand and on the left. On the 
following Tuesday, this message was sent to 
me by the Indians of these reserves: ‘We 
regard you as our friend; and for that reason 
we advise you to leave your home for some

Over night I was alone. My interpreter’s time 
was up; and he felt that he should go home to 
his family who were afraid. The night was 
dark, and I was twenty miles from the nearest 
white settler. Looking up the valley, I saw a 
signal fire about ten miles away. I thought of 
taking my tent, and going up among the hills, 
and encamping for the night, lest a band should 
come to killand plunder. I asked the guid- 
ance of Him who ruleth over all. This word 
was impressed upon my heart, ‘The angel of 
the Lord encampeth round about them that 
fear Him, and delivereth them.’ Then I felt 
with David, when he said, ‘I laid me down 
and slept, for the Lord sustained me,’ The 
morning dawned fair and bright, and all was 
well. The path of duty was clear. It seemed 
to me as if I could hear the direction, ‘Stay: 
There are scattered along the line of railway 
many unprotected homes of the white man. 
What could these families do, if the Indians 
near them should rise in rebellion? They 
~would only be an easy prey to the scalping 
knife of the savage. These Indians are igno- 
rant, they have little idea of what is right, and 
they have no one to advise them but those who 
are their greatest enemies. Stay, and exert 
the little influence you have in persuading 
them to remain at home.’ 

In accordance with the deliverance of last 
General Assembly, a High School was opened 
at Prince Albert a few weeks before the rebel- 
lion broke out, but of course all school-work 
had then to be stopped, but it will be resumed 
as goon as circumstances permit. Messrs. 
McWilliam and Sinclair, both experienced 
teachers, have generously offered to give a 
portion of their time daily to the work of in- 
‘struction until some more permanent arrange- 
ment can be made. 


II. Mission To FORMOSA. 


In consequence of the interruption to the 
work in Formosa, occasioned by the war, your 
Committee have not received the usual reports 
from the Mission there. In a letter from Hong- 
Kong, 22nd of October, 1883, Mr. Jamieson 
writes: Since Dr. Mackay’s return from Canada 
to Formosa, he has superintended, from the 
foundation to the head-stune of the corner, 
ithe erection of Oxford College, fourteen new 
churches on the east coast, and two new large 
stone buildings on the west; as well as the 
necessary repairs to Mackay Hospital and all 
the churches in North Formosa. He has had 
also the teaching of twenty-six students (thirty- 
six, including some who have gone to pastoral 
work) and as many girls, besides his work of 
travelling, preaching, and healing. Then the 
care.of all the churches, especially after the 
| bombardment of Kelung and Formosa, was, as 
| he himself said, as a burden laid upon his soul 
| which only He who knows all can ever know. 
After his prostration by the fever, it became 
absolutely necessary for him, as soon as he 
could move, to seek for a little while a change 
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of air. He accordingly left for a short sea- 
voyage, hoping to get back by the steamer on 
ber return trip. But before the looked for 
opportunity came, return was impossible. 
Tamsui was blockaded, and he could not 
either by argument or by persuasion induce 
those in authority to allow him to return. He 
joined Mrs. Mackay and the Jamiesons at 
Hong-Kong, and was obliged to remain there 
for months. 

In the Hong-Kong Daily Press, March 25th, 
Dr. Mackay gave the following statement for 
the information of friends in that part of the 
world: “The work was never in such a pros- 
perous condition as in 1884, before the French 
bombardment of Kelung. There were thirty- 
five chapels, with as many trained native 
preachers ; twenty-six students in the college, 
and thirty-seven girls in the school at Tamsui. 
Upwards of one thousand had been baptized; 
and on the whole the people were never more 
friendly and well disposed. The arrival of the © 
French changed the whole aspect of affairs. 
At once converts became objects of suspicion 
and hatred. Headmen who had concealed 
hatred came to the front and stirred up the 
masses. Villains living on the borderland near 
the savages combined to plunder; and almost 
with the first outbreak levelled seven chapels 
to the ground, looted the houses of converts, 
and beat many of them. All this took place 
in one district, being the one in which Tamsui 
and Kelung lay. According to latest accounts, 
the other two districts were still quiet. At 
Kelung, where there was a large congregation, 
there is desolation all around. Converts are 
scattered and hounded from place to place.” . 

How careful Dr. Mackay had been in giving 
instruction to the converts before setting out 
in his voyage, wej learn from this: “ From the 
very first symptoms of uneasiness,” says he, 
“T had the conviction that there would be 
trouble with the French. I acted accordingly. 


Literally day and night I was engaged sending 


messengers at all hours, with instructions and 
to get information. Twenty times I sent my 
instructions in envelopes partly burnt, to show 
the urgency of the case, according to the 
Chinese custom.” And how cheering to find 
that he can say, writing from Hong-Kong, 
“ A-Héa received my instructions in every 

articular. He asks for more.” Letters from 

r. Mackay, Hong-Kong, March 12th and 
April 6th, give details as fully as in the cir- 
cumstances they could be given: “ March 12th. 
The day before yesterday I got a letter from 
A-Héa, my first convert, at Tamsui.... State 
of affairs in North Formosa. 1. No more 
destruction of chapels or interference with con- 
verts. 2. The few foreigners that are there are 
treated kindly by the Chinese. 3. About 8,000 
French at Kelung, and nearly twice the number 
of Chinese harassing them. 4. Otherwise all 
quiet; but no mission work could be done at 
present. If I were in Formosa now, and be- 
ginning to go among the soldiers at Tamsui 
and Kelung it would occasion excitement and 
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raise suspicions that would seriously interfere 
with the future of our work. Many of the 
people areupin arms. The wisest, best, and 
most prudent attitude for the converts is to 
keep quiet and be careful: just what they are 
doing.... 5. Great ehanges will take place 
before this reaches you. Still, as there will be 
no change in the Lord of Hosts, I ask every 
soul in dear Canada who loves the Lord Jesus 
to pray for poor oppressed Formosa: I mean 
prayer with the heart, not mere words, but 
fervent believing prayer.-.. Let there not be 
in Canada a single word about discouragement, 
not one word of fear or of sentimental pity. 
Rather let there be a healthy, robust, and 
vigorous faith in Him who leads us under the 
blood-stained banner; yes, in Him who leads 
us to victory. Let us do our duty, even as 
earnestness and common sense would dictate. 
God, our God will do His part. Then let us 
pray, and do our best, waiting’for the salvation 
of our God. April 6th. All quiet at Tamsui; 
no more plundering. Our two houses at Tam- 
sui, Oxford College, Girls’ School, and Hospital, 
remain untouched.... The French occupy the 
Mission house on Palm Island.... Now I trust 
that the Church will give the right ring when 
the way is opened for our return to Formosa. 
For God’s sake, let there not be even a whisper 
about discouragement.... Iam now recovered. 
I am ready again by God’s grace and help for 
counting bricks, for weighing lime, for erect- 
ing chapels, for travelling over mountain and 
valley, for preaching and teaching, as in the 
past.... Let us stand true as the everlasting 
hills in trying times. Never let it be said that 
we work and toil and give only when all is 
smooth. Now is the time to stand by and for 
the Lord’s work. All well here now....” Ina 
letter of earlier date Dr. Mackay says: “I am 
still trying to get back on board of a French 
man-of-war. If I could, no one would go at 
present by myself. Iam not waiting for either 
peace or war, but only for an opportunity of 
returning to beloved Formosa. Mr. and Mrs. 
Jamieson are busy studying the language, 
which they can do better here than they could 
at Tamsui in existing circumstances.... I am 
drilling two students here every day, and am 
strong again. It is trying to be away from the 
dear converts; but God reigns.” 

Since these communications were received, 
a telegram from Dr. Mackay lets us know that 
he has had the desire of his heart granted him 
in being enabled to return to Formosa: “'Tam- 
sui, April 21. Got back. Converts faithful. 
Don’t send missionary.” ,A later telegram 
received while the General Assembly was in 
session conveyed the joyful intelligence,— 
“ Five hundred more converts: ordained two 
native pastors !””] 

The names of Dr. Mackay’s 34 preaching 
stations where chapels have been erected were 
given in the Record for January. Atevery one 
of these places a native preacher or teacher has 
been labouring; and your Committee cherish 
the hope that, when full intelligence is received, 


it will be found that, in the most of them, the 
work has been going on even during the war. 


III. Canrrau Inpra. 


Rev. J. Fraser Campbell, Mhow, who has . 
been in charge of the Mission at Mhow for 
seven years, is still in Canada on furlough. 
He and Mrs. Campbell have, since their return 
to Canada, visited many churches in all parts 
of the Dominion; and, from the attention with 
which their addresses have been heard in con- 
gregations, W. F. M. Societies, and Sabbath 
schools, it is confidently hoped that the in- 
terest in Foreign Missions may be extended 
and deepened throughout our land. 

The Mission staff at Mhow consists of Rev. 
Messrs. Campbell, Builder and Wilson; Mr. 
Thomas Middleton, Schoolmaster and preacher,. 
Miss Stockbridge, Miss Minnie Stockbridge, 
Miss Katie Stockbridge and seven native 
assistants. Itis probable that ere this time Mr. 
Builder has removed to Indore to take part in 
the work there, leaving Mr. Wilson in charge of 
the mission at Mhow. “In reviewing the work 
of the past year,” says Mr. Builder, “ for the pur- 
pose of estimating its progress, there is a feeling 
of disappointment at the actual results, though 
this is greatly relieved by the many hopeful 
signs that have been observed. Some slight 
opposition on two occasions has been ex- 
perienced from Brahmin officials, but this has. 
been by no means the usual reception accorded 
to the preaching of the Word in the villages 
round about. Wherever the workers have gone 
they have been, as arule, kindly received, and 
in many cases have been invited to come again 
and explain further the things concerning 
Christ. Several have come as earnest inquirers ; 
some seeking the loaves and fishes; others for 
the purpose of disputation, usually asking the 
question, ‘What is religion and what is not. 
religion ?’ and still others more or less sincere, 
who shrink, principally on account of family 
ties, from the open confession of Christ. Cou- 
cerning this latter class, Mr. Middleton, preach- 
er,says: “There arein Mhow many Hindoos and 
Mohammedans who are willing to be secretly 
baptized.’ He even ventured to say there are a 
hundred such persons. However this may be, 
such willingness on the part of some, though 
unsatisfactory, is an indication of struggling 
towards the light, and we can only hope that 
their groping may issue in their finding Him 
who is not far from every one of us. 

“In connection with school work also the 
outlook is hopeful, but we are very much in 
need of efficient teachers. In two villages the 
Patels or head men give houses frees of rent for 
school purposes, and other places are ready to 
receive us as kindly. Had we only a sufficient 
number of competent. Christian teachers, we 
could very largely control the education of the. 
youth in the villages at least. Public opinion 
is also growing in favor of female education. A 
short time ago the peoplein a village about one 
mile from Mhow asked that a girl’s school 
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might be opened, and we hope to comply with 
their request this month. 

There are at Mhow 23 communicants (includ- 
ing European members of the staff); baptized 
adherents, 22; unbaptized adherents, 4; scho- 
lars, boys, 75; girls, 23. The contributions by 
native Christians have amounted, during the 
year, to 25 rupees ; those of other friends in the 
city to 550 rupees. 


INDORE. 


The Mission staff is as follows:—Rev. J. Wil- 
kie, M.A., Miss Rodger, Miss McGregor, Miss 
Ross, Miss Beatty, M.D., Benjamin Balaram, 
and 12 native assistants. 

Though, as in former years, our missionaries 
have had to contend with difficulties placed in 
their way, both in the cantonment and in the 
city, they have in faith and hope been prosecut- 
ing their work. They say, with gratitude to 
God, that several changes have taken place in 
various ways, which have materially helped 
them, and made their position in the city better 
than ever before. Street preaching is not yet 
attempted, but all other kinds of work go on 
with comparatively little hindrance. Preach- 
ing, as will be seen from extracts from reports 
of the workers hereinafter given, has been car- 
ried on in the camp, mohallas of the eity, sta- 
tion and villages far and near; and, at all the 
regular services in the church, there have 
always been some outsiders present. 

In view of this the following extract from 
the minutes of the Mission Council will be 
readily understood: “Mr. Builder reported 
that, after due consideration of possible fields 


42 ; under suspension 1 ; baptized adherents 19; 
unbaptized adherents 10; total Christian com- 
munity 71. “I have,” says Dr. Wilkie. “ only 
three converts to report, two being Rajpoots, 
and they continue to live and work among their 
own people as before.” But the progress of the 
Gospel cannot be measured by the mere num- 
ber actually received in fullcommunion. For 
there are many at the various preaching sta- 
tions who are inquiring after the truth as it is 
in Jesus. 

Our missionaries are at times gladdened by 
finding not only individuals but whole families 
brought under the power of divine truth. “ At 
Oojain there is one very interesting family, 
consisting of about twenty persons in all, of 
different generations, who are all except the 
wife willing to be received, and who have given 
great joy by their outspoken and faithful testi- 
mony for Christ. The father, being a Patel or 
headman of his caste, will in coming out exert 
a good influence over those in authority.” But 
on the other hand there are great trials, on ac- 
count of which the hearts of our Christian 
workers there are often cast down within them. 
“Three of those,” say they, ‘‘ who were with us 
a year ago have sadly fallen; and at the pre- 
sent time two, viz., Yeshwant Rao and Maha- 
bub Masih, are away from us. Mahabub pro- 
fessed ere going to his own home, sincere 
repentance, and begged to be again received ; 
and Yeshwant has again and again in the 
midst of so many inconsistencies, professed 
his love for Jesus and his trust in Him as his 
Saviour: but concerning both of these erring 
brethren we can at present only hope and 


of labour, he chose Indore; and the sanction of | pray-” 


the Council was given: to his going there to 
begin work.” This action of the Council has 
been sustained by your Committee; and Mr. 
Builder’s field of labour will accordingly be 
Indore. In reference to this, Mr. Wilkie says: 
“The arrangement made by Mr. Builder and 
me is that he shall take the educational work, 
and I the evangelistic, with press, medical and 
district work. This educational work will 
include our High School and, if possible, a 
Normal and Theological School, both very 
much needed. As I may be needed and find 
time, I shall help himin his work, and he shall 
help me in mine.” In the High School, of 
which Mr. Wilkie is principal, there are nine 
native teachers. The teaching is exceedingly 
interesting work, the boys being always greedy 
for knowledge, and most attentive and well- 
behaved, Though it is not such direct mis- 
sionary work as preaching, yet we are just as 
surely letting in the light of knowledge, which 
ever tends to dispel the darkness of supersti- 
tion.” These studies are all conducted under 
Christian supervision and on a Christian basis. 
The school is opened and closed with religious 
exercises, including the reading and explana- 
tion of some portion of the Bible and prayer. 
The attendance is about one hundred. 

Of communicants at Indore and Oojain there 
are (including European members of the staff) 


To adapt their instructions to the circumstan- 
ces and capacities of those among whom they 
live and labour, the missionaries, or those 
working under their direction have recourse at 
times to modes differing from those that are 
followed in tke ordinary exercise of public 
worship. Some idea of one of these is given in 
the following extract: “Several have been re- 
ceived by certificate during the year. Gyanoba 
and his wife and blind Bartimeus were sent to 
us as workers by the Rev. Narayan Sheshardri. 
They (Gyanoba and his wife and blind Barti- 
meus) along with Govind Rao, form a native 
band, and exercise a wonderful infiuence for 
good wherever they go. Their singing and ~ 
playing may not be very artistic, it is however 
very hearty, and according to Hindoo taste, 
just perfection. One with his fingers at the 
same time plays two drums, one in his lap and 
the other on the ground; the second plays 
a one-stringed instrument somewhat lke a 
violin, but having a bamboo for a handle, a 
gourd for a body and a piece of tile for a bridge, 
and a brass wire for a string; while the third 
plays a small pair of native cymbals. Blind — 
Bartimeus is the leader, and from his experi- 
ence as a Hindoo Sadhu before becoming a 
Christian, is well qualified for the position. 
They sit on the ground with the people seated 


around them, and then sing and speak alter- — 
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nately as long as their voices hold out. It is 
peculiarly native in every part, but just to that 
extent pleasing to the people. We also use the 
same in our Sabbath service at times with the 
same beneficial effects ; and we hope, as the 
men and instruments can be obtained, to pay 
even more attention to this feature in the 
work.” 

We should greatly misunderstand and 
, underestimate the work at this mission, if we 
| supposed it to be confined to the work at In- 
dore. At Oojain muchisbeingdone. Chanoo 
and Narayan, who have already been men- 
tioned as missionaries of the native church, 
are teaching there. Narayan has alarge school 
among boys of the higher castes. It has fifty 
names on the roll, with twenty-five of an 
average attendance. Chanoo has been teach- 
‘ing among the Mangs and Bhengis, and has 
been especially successful among the former. 
“ Kach time I have visited Oojain,” says Mr. 
Wilkie, “I have been specially pleased with 
the results of their work. In all their schools 
the acquaintance with the facts of Christianity, 
and more particularly their knowledge of the 
nature and necessity of the atonement, sur- 
prised me; especially as these had been 
taught in such a way as to gain the affections 
of the people. When it is remembered that 
this is one of the most sacred, and therefore 
one of the most bigoted, of Hindoo cities, it 
will be understood what these two simple 
earnest men have done for the cause of Christ.” 

When the native Christians at Indore re- 
solved to send Narayan and Chanoo to 
Oojain, the two schools which they had been 
teaching in Indore were thrown into one, and 
placed under the charge of Balaram. Witha 
Hindoo assistant, Apaji, he has continued re- 
gularly to teach, with an average attendance 
of twenty-five boys. He thus refers to his 
work. Report of Balaram: “The school is 
opened with a hymn and a prayer, and be- 
fore closing I teach, on alternate days, the 
Catechism, Old Testament, and new Testa- 
ment. As God gives me strength, I seek to 
tell about Jesus Christ. Many profess to be- 
lieve what is thus told them, but from fear of 
their companions they do not follow Jesus.” 
Balaram has thus done a good deal of evangel- 
istic work around Indore, going out to different 
villages, some of them six miles from the city. 
“ T begin,” says he, “by singing a hymn, and 
then make such explanations as seem neces- 
sary. The village people have always heard 
me gladly. Some few have said, ‘ Your teach- 
ing is true,” and have largely left off poojah 
and the worship of stones; while others, 
though listening with apparent attention, do 
not heed the message. In one village near In- 
dore the pe~.sie, Nicodemus-like, asked me to 
teach them at night, as they wished to know 
more about our religion, which seemed tothem 
to be true; and they continue to manifest 
much interest in what they hear.” From re- 
port of Govind Rao: “I have throughout this 
year, till the month of January, morning and 
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evening, gone out regularly to preach in dif- 


ferent places in the camp, in the mohallas, in 
the city, and in the villages round about. On 
an average thirty-seven men heard me each 
day. I have met with but little interfercnce, 
except when I attempted to preach on the 
street or from our house in the city. I have 
always taken with me books and tracts for 
sale.” From report of Gyanoba and Barti- 
meus: “ We joined the Canadian Missionin 
January of this year, and since then, vy sing- 
ing and preaching, we have tried, so far as we 
could, to tell the story of Christ. We, along 
with Govind Rao, spent two months in the 
district work, visiting in all eighty-eight vil- 
lages and. preaching to 3,779 people. Every- 
where we were kindly received. . One 
man decidedly came out as a follower of 
Jesus in one of the villages where he still lives 
and works; and in several villages are those 
who profess to believe in Christ, though not as 
yet openly. We hope again in the month of 
May to revisit those who seemed to be 
awakened to a sense of their sins and their 
need of a Saviour.” These reports of the native 
workers were given at the conferences in 
the vernacular. They have been translated by 
Mr. Wilkie freely, but not soas to embellish in 
any way the simple narratives. 

The Christian women who have gone out 
from among ourselves are prosecuting their 
work with self-denying zeal. He “ whose they 
are and whom they serve” is sustaining them 
by His grace, and crowning their efforts with a 
success for which they praise his name. Miss 
Rodger in her report says: “ During the year 
the work has been carried on very muchin the 
same way as in previous years; and there have 
been evident tokens of God’s favour. The school 
of which I have charge has more than fulfilled 
my expectations, and has grown twice its ori- 
ginal size. The number on the roll is 
over eighty, with an average attendance be- 
tween thirty and forty. The work 
among the women has also become encourag- 
ing, and their prejudices are breaking down. 
Between forty and fifty families are accessible, 
but not more than half that number can be 
regularly visited, especially as those families 
that have been visited for years expect me as 
often as twice a week, and some of them are 
not satisfied unless some portion of the Gospel 
is read to them. . Two native Christian 
women assist in the school, and one of them 
has also visited several Zenanas. The message 
of God’s love has been repeatedly told to these 
women in their dark homes, and the entrance 
of His word giveth light. Besides we have the 
assurance, ‘My word shall not return to Me 
void.’” “The pupils in my school,” says Miss 
Ross, “ are steadily improving. The parents are 
anxious that their sons should be educated : 
but they think it a great mistake to educate 
their daughters ; apd consequently it is not an 
easy matter to induce them to allow their 
daughters to come to school. ‘What 
benefit is there in teaching them to read? is a 
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question often asked. The last time it was put, 
I thought it best to appeal to themselves, and 
enquired of them ifthey thought there was any 
benefit. ‘I can now count the price when I go 
to market,’ replied one. ‘I can read about 
Jesus,’ said another. And a third, with great 
expression in her face, said, ‘Jesus answers my 
prayer.’ This is a woman of over thirty, who 
began coming to school some months ago, and 
is now reading in the second book. She is the 
only one that has been glad of her opportunity 
from the beginning. Miss McGregor has thus 
far been allowed to carry on her several schools 
in the city without mueh interference; she 
employs native teachers and visits each school 
to give religious instruction. In addition she 
has a kind of normal class for training teachers 
and Bible women. 

It will be remembered that Miss E. M. Beatty, 
a graduate of the Women’s Medical College, of 
Kingston, was sent out last year as medical 
missionary to Central India. It gives your 
Committee much satisfaction to know that her 
services are already highly appreciated by 
those among whom she is labouring. In her 
report she says: “Ihave not much to tell, be- 
cause I have not done much, my time having 
been mostly devoted to the study of Hindi. Just 
new my medical work takes a good deal of 
time, because the greater numberof my pa- 
tients have to be visited in their houses. I 
have treated about forty patients; the greater 
number of these are subjects of chronic disease, 


and can be reported only as relieved. One! 


death has occurred. All the other acute cases 
have either been cured or are progressing 
favourably at the present time. My patients 
are of all classes, from the pauper to the prin- 
cess, and from sweepers to Brahmins. Ihave 
been very kindly received wherever I have 
gone. In some places the people express deep 
gratitude to God for having sent me among 
them. The native doctors whom I have met 
have treated me with the utmost kindness and 
courtesy. Iwas called to see a woman in a 
Brahmin family. ‘I found her very dangerously 
ill, and found it necessary to visit her twice a 
day. So much attention seemed to rouse sus- 
picion as to my motives, and I was rather 
coldly received. I asked for a consultation. 
Two days after they called in Dr. Gauput Sing. 
Inthe meantime the patient had been steadily 
improving. This fact, with Dr. Gaupat Sing’s 
very decided approbation of the treatment [had 
adopted and some strong advice from him have 
quite changed their bearing towards me. They 
are now anxious to do just as I tell them, and 
are, moreover, rather active in finding more 
patients. “I have a woman engaged to act as 
interpretcr. She is also studying materia 
medica, and I hope she will be a help to me by 
being able to dispense medicines when I get 
my dispensary established. A native gentle- 
man has asked me to give regular Instruction 
in Physiology, Hygiene, and Domestic Medi- 
cine ; and another has offered me aroom in his 
house in which to teach them. At least nine 


women are ready to attend the class as soon as 
it is opened. I should have been quite lost. 
without the assistance of the ladies here. They 
have given me a great deal of time and assist- 
ance ; especially Miss McGregor, who is almost. 
a partner in my work in the city. 

Mrs. Builder writes: “There are more lady 
missionaries needed. The two employed here, 
the Misses Stockbridge, might leave at any 
time. -One has had an offer of a school in her 
own mission (Methodist), and they purpose 
going to school another year. One is going this. 
year and her sister next. They regret having 
to go, they enjoy the work so much. The eldest. 
one told me that she was not able to visit all 
the women who had invited her to their houses. 
She now visits twenty-five, and finds her 
hands full, as nothing less than an hour at each 
visit will satisfy them. They were interested 
first in the knitting she taught them, but by-. 
and-by they became interested in the truths 
that she brought before them; and they ask 
her to read that story over again (the story of 
the Cross).” 

“ It gave us in the field great pleasure,” says 
Mr. Builder, “to welcome the new missionaries, 
who, we feel assured, will prove very valuable 
workers. Mr. and Mrs. Wilson are devoting: 
themselves assiduonsly to the learning of the 
language in Mhow, and Miss Beatty is doing 
the same in Indore. We are very sorry that 
Miss Bell has been prevented through sickness. 
from coming this year, but we trust she may 
be able to do sonext. There is plenty of work 
for such really good workers. For only ladies. 
can make the assault upon the homes of Hin- 
dooism and Mahommedanism, as the male. 
missionaries are almost entirely shut out.” 


Woman’s F. M. Socrmry. 


This Society was organized in 1876, under 
the auspices of the Foreign Mission Committee 
by the late Rev. Dr. Topp and Dr. McLaren. 
who were appointed by the Committee to attend 
to that work. It was designed to supply to the 
Christian women of the Presbyterian Church 
a channel through which they could work in 
connection with their own denomination for 
the welfare of the women and children of hea- 
then lands. The results show that the move-. 
ment was well-received, and that it was fitted 
to enlist in a very marked degree the sympa-. 
thies of the best elements in the Church. From 
small beginnings the Society has grown until 
it has become a powerful auxiliary to your 
Committee. Its first monthly meeting was held 
in Toronto on 4th April, 1876, when 50 mem- 
bers were enrolled. At the end of the first year 
eighteen Auxiliaries and three Mission Bands. 
had been organized, and the sum of $1,005.37 
contributed. Each succeeding year has shown. 
a marked advance. The receipts last year 
amounted to $10,058.66 The number of auxil- 
iaries is 184; Mission Bands, 24; Presbyterial:

—Three Schools for our own Indians in the 
North-West; One Girls’ School in Formosa; 
Six Schools under the care of our Ladies in 
Central India; Six Native Teachers assisting 
in these Sehools; Two Bible Women; General 
Missionary work in the Hospital, Villages and 
Zenanas; Three Lady Missionary Teachers ; 
One Medical Missionary ; One Lady ready for 
the work; One Lady in Canada receiving 
medical education; Donation for Trinidad 
Schools. 

There has been a large outlay during the 
year for buildings already erected, or being 
erected now, in Indore. But the Mission Coun- 
cil was strongly and unanimously of opinion 
that the expenditure was absolutely necessary. 
The sum of fifteen thousand rupees (or $6,000), 
together withseven thousand rupees (or $2,800), 
which the Council had been previously author- 
ized to expend, was required for the erection 
of three bungalos, two for lady missionaries, 
and one for Mr. Builder, and a dispensary for 
Miss Beatty. It was represented by the 
Council that, for twenty-two thousand rupees, 
buildings could be erected which, a year 
hence, would probably cost twenty-five thou- 
sand. “ Another reason,” says Mr. Builder, 
“for rushing on this work now is, that Mr. 
Fraser Campbell will soon be in Mhow again 
ready to takeup his work, setting me free: Mr. 
Wilson also will be ready for some work; and 
no possibility of any of us going to Indore, 

{where help is most needed, and the field the 
‘largest. The money must be granted or at 
jleast two missionaries will be comparatively 
\idle in a few months,say by November. An 
‘ answer by cable was urgently requested, so that 
|the buildings might be in a proper state of 
, advancement before the setting in of the rainy 
season. In view of the necessities of the case, 
‘and in reliance on continued efficient aid from 
‘the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society 
| which granted the first seven thousand rupees 
above referred to, the Committe have thought 
‘it right to sanction the outlay. This is an 
item of expenditure like to which none may be 
reckoned upon for several years to come. 

The report concludes with a reference to the 
appointment'of Rev. Robert Campbell Murray 
as an additional missionary to.Central India, 
and a recommendation that Mr. Cuthbert 
Murray, an approved teacher and catechist, be 
ordained to the work of the ministry among 
the Indians in the North-West. It is further 
recommended that authority be given to the 
Committee to take steps, if they see fit, to or- 
ganize a Presbytery in Central India.

LETTER FROM THE Rev. JOHN WILKIB.

y Drar Sm.— Another rather long 
but unavoidable delay, for which I am 
sorry. We have just been having ourterminal 
examinations in the school, which, with the 
many other duties of the mission-field, have 
hindered me from writing sooner. Kindly 

excuse. ‘l'o proceed with the Mela :— 

One and another were thus swung on the 
cars last spoken of, each after his course was 
over,having the hooks taken out of his back and 
coming down from the gari into the midst of 
the shouting friends beneath, and by them 
escorted in a sort of triumphant procession to 
the larger and permanent “gul,” of which I 
spoke in the first part of my first letter, at the 
foot of which are the gods, hot-bed of coals, 
etc., and here, one at a time, they were again 
swung. This second swinging is, compared to 
the former one, a very mild affair. though just 
as productive of the unearthly yells, shouting 
and beating of drums. 

After it is all oversome preparation is rubbed 
over the wounds made by the hooks, and a 
tight bandage applied, and in coming down 
from the “ gul” the Patel, or head man of the 
village, ties on a new turban. . 

That the snake has been largely robbed of his 
sting is evident from the fact that after being 
swung the men, thoughsomewhatshaken, were 
still able to go around the Mela, asking for 
gifts. Perhaps, however, the unusual quantity 
of liquor consumed may have given unnatural 
strength for the time being. 

During the’ whole Mela the members and I 
were constantly engaged in preaching to such 
groups as we could get about us, and as the 
Mela was held in a district that we have often 
gone over, the people were all very friendly, 
freely giving us any place of vantage for see- 
ing, explaining fully their views of what was 
being done, and then listening to the true way 
of life. Under the very “ gul” itself I had an 
opportunity of preaching about Jesus Christ to 
some of those who were about to be swung, and 
soit was with all the restof the workers. Would 
that missionaries could only have untirable 
throats, as then we could have all day sermon 
and congregation. The Patel of Tori, an old 
friend, came to us in the forenoon, feeling tho- 
roughly dissatisfied with the part he was forced 
to take in the affair; and after a long talk asked 
what he could do to please God, and very at- 
tentively listened to our account ofthe true way 
of life. Later on in the height of the Mela he 
felt quite ashamed of it all, and calling me‘up 
to an exalted position, where I could easily see 
all, tried to explain it away, by saying it was 
only “play,” and neither did good nor harm. 
On my, however, pointing to the pain given, the 
wild songs of praise to the goddess that were 
being sung, and the inhuman-like shoutings or, 
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roarings around us, and tben said if it was 
play, it was a game in which men played their 
souls into eternal ruin; he at once assented 
very heartily, and expressed a wish that it 
might soon be put a stop to. 

Several times on the outskirts of the Mela in 
a spot alittle more quiet than the rest, we, by 
means of the native instruments and singing, 
gathered a crowd about us, and on my asking 
if any one believed this a number said it was 
the truth; and then on my asking if any 
would come out and follow Jusus? one old man 
did so before his companions. During our 
entire stay there he identified himself with us. 
and was very anxious to hear more about the 
new Saviour he had found. 

Now I must hastily draw to a close: but, in 
doing so, one word to the friends whose letters 
we have so much enjoyed, and who are so 
anxious for something that will be “ interest- 
ing.” So as to lead people to give for Foreign 
Mission work. I would so much like ro write 
to them all, and it would be much more easy 
than mission work, but I am sure none of you 
would like me to let any opportunity pass of 
trying to tell of the love of Jesus, and yet all 
the time spent in letter-writing is taken from 
work that on all sides is constantly crowding 
us here, Not only so but you know that we are 
really only clearing up the ground preparatory 
to sowing, though, of course, having our small 
patches of sown grain in the small clearances 
made. “Interesting” news we cannot in the 
nature of the case have much of, unless we tell 
you of preaching, teaching, weak Christians, 
opposing heathens, nominal Christians, &c., 
and Iam sure you would not wish us to pre- 
pare a ‘supply ” in harmony with the “ de- 
mand,” as possibly may have been done in the 
past history of Foreign Mission work. It is not 
that we wish to forget you or neglect the keep- 
ing up of communications between the differ- 
ent parts of the army; but only press of work, 
and therefore want of time that hinders us 
writing to you every mail. I cannot think that 
the “interesting news” is asked for as the only 
conditions upon which money will be given for 
Foreign Mission work, or I should feel that a 
few missionaries would be required for Canada 
too. 

But I must close this hastily-written letter. 
Do not forget us and the large needy field of 
Central India in your prayers. May God soon 
cause all our hearts to rejoice by an abundant 
outpouring of His Spirit, and ingathering of 
souls.

Lerrer FRoM Dr. MacKay. 


“THE following letter, dated from Tamsui 

May 20th, and addressed to Dr. War- 
drope, is in some respects the most interest- 
ing and important of any communication 


yet received from that quarter. What is 

especially noticeable is the ordination of the . 
first native ministers in Formosa, coupled 

wi: i Dr. Mackay’s declinature of further 

uglish speaking missionaries. We are 

heartily at one with Dr. Mackay in the 

belief that the raising up of a native mi- 

nistry is the shortest method of solving the ~ 
missionary problem, only we are agreeably 
surprized to find that he is in the position 
to inaugurate the movement so soon. Were 
there nothing else to shew for fifteen years 
of apostolic labours, these two ministers 
lately added to the Church of the living 
God are a sufficient recompense. 

“ On Monday 4th, I started for the interior 
and am just back—Nearly every day we were 
under either a burning sun or torrents of rain. 
Apart from the East coast we visited every 
chapel, village, town and city in North For- 
mosa. I found five chapel buildings entirely 
destroyed: two of them were our finest build- 
ings. At one place the mob made a mock 
grave on the ruins, and set up a tombstone of 
mud. Seeing these I stood on the top of the 
grave, with A’Héa at my side, many old 
students around, and sung our time-honoured 
rallying hymn “I’m not ashamed to own 
my Lord.” Fully 1000 people were gazing at 
us. ‘To know the effect you would require to 
be present. At another place manure was on 
the chapel site, and all the lovely trees which 
adorned it cut down. I got the Headman to re- 
move every particle before we left. Continuing 
my tour I sent A-Héa back to Tamsui. When 
near the city of Tek-Chham, messengers went 
ahead to report my arrival. Amidst quite a 
demonstration I entered the ehapel. The fol- 
lowing day crowds were at all the rice shops 
along the paths waiting to have teeth extracted. 
One old woman said she consulted her idol to 
see if I would come soon. At other places 
angry looking militia, &c., pressed near us. 

On the whole, observe; First. All converts 
remained firm and true. Second. Thousands 
welcomed me, although it is only an armistice 
and the French still at Kelung. Third. Thou- 
sands of the enemy from away down the Island 
seemed ready in many towns to rush wildly 
at me. Fourth. I passed in succession through 
quiet crowds and fierce mobs. 

Last Sabbath evening, Oxford College was 
crowded with Preachers, Students and Con- 
verts. Assisted by eight Elders I ordained 
A-Héa and Tan Hé as native Pastors. In the 
groupreferred to by the “ Record” the latter is 
seated beside Mrs. MacKay. He has proved 
himself, a noble sterling fellow, worthy of the 
highest honour. We would have been glad if, 
Mr. Jamieson had been up from Hong-Kong: 
but important work can’t be delayed during 
trying times like these. Four elders were 
ordained, one Deacon and six were baptized. 
One of the number was formerly a Tauist 
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Priest. Praise the Lord! Discouragement we 
don’t recognize in our vocabulary.

N.B.—The F. M. C. need not concern itself 
about sending out another man. I write 
advisedly. No matter what people in Canada 
may think. They are not here to see and 
judge, Rev. Mr. Gidm and Rev. Mr. Tan are 
now true fellow-labourers, able and willing to do 
any part of the work here. Don’t think men 
you send out are superior. I long to see a 
native Church self supporting. That should be 
the aim of every Foreign Missionary. ens 


The following brief letter from Dr. Mac- 
kay to the late Secretary of the Juvenile 
Mission Scheme will be read with interest. 


Tamsui, June 8, 1885. 
Very many thanks for your letter, so full of 
the kind of sympathy I appreciate. I am back 
from the East coast after visiting all our 
chapels in North Formosa. How delighted I 
was when nearing the first church we came to 
on the East coast. In clear lovely letters 
above the door are these words in English: 
“Margaret Machar Memorial Church, 1884. ” 
The building was clean, and just as I left it; 
the converts cheerful and happy, no deaths 
among them. The girls who were in the 
Girls’ School also looked clean and bright. 
God bless Kingston. I know Formosa is re- 
membered there, as well as throughout Canada. 
The French are still at Kelung. The Jamie- 
sons and Mrs. MacKay still at Hong-Kong.

IFTY YEARs IN THE CHURCH OF Romn, 
93 by Father Chiniquy: Chicago, Craig & 
Bradlaw, pp. 832: price $5.00. We congratu- 
late Mr. Chiniquy on the completion of his 
great work—the fruit of many years labour— 
which now comes to us in a handsome, well- 
written volume full of interest from beginn ing 
toend. Itis, of course, an autobiography. It 
tells us that the writer was born in Kamour- 
aska on the 30th of July, 1809, and educated 
for the priesthood in the Roman Catholic 
Church; it narrates the successive steps by 
which he rose to prominence in that church, 
his diligence in winning over Protestants to 
the Roman faith, and his labours in the 
cause of temperance. We get an inside view 
of the Church of Rome and some astonishing 
revelations of its observances. Its theology is 
explained and controverted, and satisfactory 
reasons are given for his abandonment of the 
system. Then follows an account of Mr. 
Chiniquy’s chequered career as a Presbyterian 
minister—his. encouragements and his con- 
flicts, the persecutions he suffered at the hands 
of his former friends—he was stoned twenty 
times. The last chapter gives a birdseye 
view of the writer’s experiences from the time 
of his conversion to the present time, not the 
least interesting of which is the reception that 
he had met with in different countries which 
in his apostolic zeal he was led to visit. We 
wish our venerable friend many days of con- 
tinued usefulness, and heartily commend his 
book as one which cannot fail to be read and 
re-read with interest and profit. 

QusEsTIONS oF THA Day: Lectures in the 
David Morrice Hall, Montreal, in 1883-4.

SOME BIG THINGS. 


The largest inland sea is the Gaspian, lying 
between Europe and Asia, Its greatest length 
is 760 miles, its greatest breadth 270 miles, and 
its area 180,000 square miles. Great Salt Lake, 
in Utah, whieh may be properly termed an in- 
land sea, is about 90 miles long, and has a 
varying breath of from 20to 35 miles. Its 
surface is 4,200 feet above the level of the 
sea, whereas the Gaspian is 84 feet below the 
ocean level. 

The largest bell in the world is the great 
bell of Moscow, at the foot of the Kremlin. 
Its circumference at the bottom is nearly 
sixty-eight feet. In its stoutest part it is 
twenty-three inches thick, and its weight has 
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been computed to be 443,772 pounds. It has 
never been hung, and was probably cast on the 
spot where it now stands. A piece of the bell 
is broken off. The fracture is supposed to 
have been occasioned by water having been 
thrown upon it when heated by the building 
erected over it being on fire. 

The greatest wallin the world is the Chinese 
wall, built by the first Emperor or the Tsin 
dynasty, about 220 B. C., as a protection 
against Tartars. It traverses through the 
northern boundary of China, and is carried 
over the highest hills, through the deepest 
valleys, across rivers and every other natural 
obstacle. Its length is 1,250 miles, including a 
parapet of five feet. The total height of the 
wall is twenty-five feet ; thickness at the same 
base, twenty-five feet, and at the top fifteen 
feet. Towers or bastions occur at intervals of 
about 100 yards. 

The largest library is the Bibilotheque 
National, in Paris, founded by Louis XIV. It 
contains 1,400,000 volumes, 300,000 pamphlets, 
175,000 manuscripts, 300,000 maps and charts, 
and 150,000 coins and medals. ‘The collection 
of engravings exceeds 1,390,000 contained in 
some 10,000 volumes. The portraits number 
about 100,000. The building which contains 
these treasures is situated on the Rue Riche- 
ee Its length is 540 feet, its breadth 130 
eet. 


THE HIGHLAND BOY’S FAITH. 


A traveller in Scotland observed some choice 
and rare plants growing on the edge of a preci- 
pice. Hecould not reach them, but offered a 
little Highland boy a handsome present if he 


would consent to be lowered to the spot by a 


rope around his waist. The boy hesitated; 
he looked at the money and thought of all that 
it would purchase, for his parents were poor, 
and had few of the comforts of life; but, then, 
as he glanced at the terrible precipice, he 
shuddered and drew back. At length his eye 
brightened, and he said, with decision: “Vl 
goif father will hold the rope.” And he went. 
This boy’s trust is a beautiful illustration of 
the faith which saves the soul; for as he put 
himself into his father’s hands to be bound 
with the rope and lowered down the gorge to 
pluck the coveted fiowers, 80 must you put 
yourself into Christ’s hands to be pardoned. 


A little girl having been reproached with

HE annual “ Blue Book” for 1885 which 
has just come to hand is carefully 
edited, neatly printed, and in every respect 
worthy of the Church and a credit to the 
‘clerks under whose supervision it has been 
prepared. To the ministers, elders, and 
-Other office-bearers of the Church it will 
prove a reference volume of great value. 
It contains the Church’s history, so far as 
that can be conveyed in reports and figures. 
‘The first 66 pages contain the Minutes of 
Assembly ; and the 372 pages that follow 
are taken up with elaborate and compre- 
hensive reports of committees. The num- 
ber of commissioners present at the late 
Assembly was 291, of whom 171 were minis- 
ters and 120 ruling elders. Only one out of 
our thirty-eight Presbyteries sent all its 
commissioners, both ministers and elders ; 
and this honour belonged to the Presbytery 
of Miramichi. The number of subjects 
‘dealt with was large and their character 
varied, such as Colleges, their support, 
equipment and unification; Missions at 
homeand abroad ; French Evangelization ; 
Supplements; Augmentation; Funds for 
aged ministers and for widows and orphans ; 


Observance ; Hymns; Statistics ; Book of 
Forms; Fraternal relations; North-West 
troubles. 

The Reports should be read and studied 
with care: they are the result and the re- 
cord of much earnest labour. How marvel- 
lously the Home Mission Report will carry 
you from Newfoundland to British Colum- 
bia. It will stir your soul to its imner 
depths thus to trace the agencies of the 
Church in the blessed work of preaching 
Christ. Not less impressive will prove a 
study of the Foreign Mission Reports which 
will lead you from the islands of the 
Pacific to Formosa, to India, to Trinidad, 
and to the wandering tribes of Indians on 
our vast western plains. Turn to the French 
Evangelization Reports if you desire to see 
evidences of the Gospel triumphing in the 
most hopeless and adverse circumstances. 
The report on the “State of Religion ” will 
turn attention to your own heart, and to the 
interests of Christ’s Kingdom in our families 
and congregations. So with other reports. 
Not one but has its messenger to the heart 
or to the intellect. It is full of promise 
for the future of our Church, to behold 
commissioners from Newfoundland in the 
east meeting with commissioners from the 
far-west at a common centre to devise and 
and carry out plans for the promotion of 
the Redeemer’s Kingdom. Ministers and 
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elders travelled hundreds, some of them 
thousands, of miles to this meeting, not 
only without fee or reward, but actually at 
their own expenses. This has been the case 
for ten successive years. It is not for. earthly 
reward that men thus spend and are spent. 


OUR STATISTICS. 


For the information of such of our 
readers as may not have the opportunity 
of perusing this interesting volume we have 
prepared the following summary of our 
statistics which afford a fair index of the 
life and work of the Church during the 
past year :— 

Year by year our Church is growing in the 
grace of liberality. In the first year of our 
history as a united church our reported contri- 
butions amounted to $982,672. In the succeed- 
ing year there was the meagre increase of over 
'$3000.. In the fifth year our income summed 
up $1,162,154,—an increase of about $180,000 
on the first year. Let us now look at the 
second five years. Westart in 1880-81 with 
$1,245,495. In 1884-85 we attained to $1,558,218. 
The aggregate increase during the second five 
years was $476,064. The difference between 
the income of 1875 and 1885 amounts to $975,- 
546—considerably over half a million dollars. 
This we think highly creditable and most en- 
couraging. No doubt the ebb-and-flow of trade 
affects contributions to church objects; but it 
will be seen that in no year since the Union 
has there been an actual going back upon the 
record of the preceding year. Contributing of 
our substance with liberality and regularity is 
not religion indeed, butit is a very good index 
to the spiritual condition of the church. A 
dead, or dying, or careless church will do little 
to ehow her interest in the agencies of the 
Gospel at home or abroad. In 1875-76 the 
total stipend paid was $442,520. The amount 
paid this year was $643,888.—an increase in 
ten years of more than $200,000. Ten years 
ago the amount expended on churches and 
manses was $282,174. This year the total was 
$398,439. There is still more notable progress 
with respect to the Home aud Foreign Mission 
Funds. In 1875 these were, Home Missions, 
$25,947; Foreign, $17,832. This year for the 
two objects, Home Missions proper and Aug- 
mentation (which till recently were under the 
one name) we received over $64,000; and for 
Foreign Missions about $40,000. There has 
been a very substantial increase in the re- 
venues of all the schemes of the church. 

If we compare the returns of the Presby- 
teries in 1875 with those presented to the 
last Assembly, we are met with the same 
gratifying proofs of progress, extending 
to all the schemes. It would be interest- 
ing to indulge in

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There are now returns from 38 Presbyteries 
before us. The ‘contributions per family and 
per communicant range all the way from the 
$6.00 per communicant in Pictou Presbytery to 
Newfoundland with its $27.21: per communi- 
cant.

Were we to give the 
rate per family the results as relates to Presby- 
teries would differ very considerably. The 
highest rate per family is from Montreal! with 
$43.84. Next comes Toronto $48.70. - 

The average contribution for stipend, per 
family, over the whole church, is $8.53—an in- 
crease of 33 cents on last year. The rate per 
communicant is $4.96. ‘There has been a 
decrease of 3 cents per communicant in the 
contributions for the schemes of. the Church— 
the average being $1.50. For all purposes-the 
average rate per family was $21.70; per com- 
municant $12.62. The Presbyterians represent- 
ed in the General Assembly willingly tax 
themselves at the average rate of a dollar and 
five cents per month for religious objects,—for 
sustaining Gospel ordinances at home and 
sending the Gospel to the heathen. We do 
not wish for a moment to belittle the liber- 
ality of our people; but, after all, the average 
of one dollar and five cents per month is not 
what we should aim at. Many give to the 
limit of their ability, as the Lord has pros- 
pered them: the trouble is that very many 
are almost wholly forgetful of this duty. If 
all would give their share no one would be 
unduly burdened. There were added to the 
number of communicants during the year 
14,033. But there were removals also, and 
these numbered over 8000: leaving a gain of 
6000. Baptisms reported 9,478 infants, and 792 
adults. These do not include the converts in 
heathen lands. Ruling elders and other offi- 
cers in the Church number nearly 12,000. There 
are but 383 communicants reported in the 
Presbytery of Newfoundland. The next. 
weakest is Sydney, with 673. The largest 
Presbytery is that of Toronto with over 10,000: 
members. Total reported membership of the 
Church 123,444. Ten years ago the figures. 
stood 88,228. At that time our ministers num- 
bered 579. They now number 714—exclusive 
of professors and retired ministers. Of vacant 
congregations there are 159 being 46 more

uo BERLIN TO Ered 


love 
HE new Central Hotel in Berlin, situated 
on the corner of Friederich and Geor- 
genstrasse, is one of the largest on the con- 
tinent and its appointments are in every 
respect first-class. It has five hundred rooms 
and makes up six hundred beds. It is 
lighted by electricity and has two elevators. 
The public rooms are spacious, elegantly 
frescoed and furnished. It has its summer- 
garden and winter-garden. The former is 
a hollow square in the centre of the build- 
ing, surrounded by verandahs. In the cen- 
tre of it a beautiful fountain sends forth 
cooling jets of water that fall gracefully 
on the shoulders of a crouching Venus. 
Every available part of the enclosure is 
filed with plants. The myrtle, palm, 
rhodedendron, laurestina, the fig tree, the 
calla, and the sweet-smelling oleandar fill 
the air with delicious perfume. The winter- 
garden is stilllarger. It is also roofed with 
glass and adorned with tropical plants. 
When not required for balls, concerts or 
festivals, it furnishes a charming promenade. 
This Hotel is'only a short distance from the 
from the famous esplanade called the 
“Unter der Linden”—a magnificent street, 
161 feet broad and upwards of a mile in 
length. Here are the Royal palaces, the 
national museums and picture galleries, 
the university and public library, the 
opera-house and theatres, and the cafés. In 
it are also some splendid monuments. The 
equestrian bronze statute of Frederick the 
Great, in front of the Imperial Palace, is 
accounted one of the most magnificent 
monuments in Europe. The marble statues 
of Alexander and William Humboldt, in 
front of the University, are also very fine. 
The former was a famous traveller and 
author of the Cosmos, the latter was scarcely 
less distinguished as a statesman and phi- 
lologist. This grand street terminates at 
the Brandenburg Gate, which forms the 
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This classic portal con- 
sists of five arches separated by massive 
doric columns and is surmounted with a 
chariot of victory and horses in bronze. 
The park is very large and elaborately laid 
out. At some points it looks like tracts of 
the backwoods of Canada transplanted into 
the heart of Berlin. In other parts it pre- 
sents all the charms that landscape garden- 
ing can bestow. The level nature of the 
ground, however, is a defect which all the 
embellishments of art cannot compensate. 
The most remarkable monuments in the 
park are the lofty gilded pillarand image of 
victory, and the marble statues of Goethe 
and of good Queen Luise, the King’s 
mother, whose effigy seems almost to be idol- 
ized by the people. 

In the midst of all this splendour, one 
cannot help noticing that the Beer-gardens of 
Berlin occupy a position of extraordinary 
prominence. They are conspicuous alike by 
their number, their capacity, and their 
habitués. Some of them are entered from 
the main-streets. To reach others, you 
must pass through long alles, like the 
Edinburgh ‘‘closes”—only that they are 
brilhantly lghted by gas or electricity. 
These open into vast halls adorned with 
trees and plants ; music too, lends its charms, 


‘and nothing, indeed, seems to be left un- 


done to draw the crowd. Thousands upon 
thousands, all the day long and far into 
the night, throng these places and cheat 
themselves out of a large proportion of 
their lifetime in that idle conviviality 
which is sapping the foundations of society 
throughout the whole empire. This heer- 
garden business seems to be worse in some 
respects even than the London bar-room. 
In view of the continuous and wide-spread 
system of drinking—even if it were only 
lager beer and light wines that is consumed 
—but stronger stuff is coming into vogue—it 
is not surprising to be told that the social 
statistics of Berlin, Hamburg, Dresden and 
other large cities in Germany are deplorable 
in the extreme and yearly becoming more 
alarming. ‘The statistics of London and of 
Paris are said to bestationary in comparison. 
In Berlin there are 11,169 saloons—twice 
the number there were in 1870. In 1882, 
3,600,000 barrels of malt were brewed in 
the city and its immediate vicinity—not to 
speak of the large quantity that is imported.

Berlin derives its chief importance from 
being the capital of United Germany. 
Federation is usually the result of long 
reasoning. Itwas so inCanada. It was so 
also in Germany. In 1848 Germany. awoke 
out of a long sleep and began to entertain 
the idea of Federation. A scheme was con- 
cocted and seemed to be on the eve of 
accomplishment when suddenly, ‘‘ the bub- 
ble burst,” and the German. states remained 
in statu quo—a conglomeration of rival 
petty principalities—until 1871, when the 
Empire became confederate under the pre- 
sidentship of the King of Prussia. Berlin 
thenceforth became the centre alike of 
German legislation, fashion, and culture. It 
has grown very rapidly. In 1852 the popu- 
lation was under half a million: in Decem- 
ber, 1884, it was 1,263,196—including 
25,000 soldiers. The population of the 
twenty-six German States in 1880 was 
45,250,000. The rate of increase for some 
years past has been at the rate of 525,000 
per annum. The large numbers who have 
emigrated to America during the last half 
century have not perceptibly reduced the 
redundant population, hence the policy 
that has recently been forced upon the 
government—to provide German colonies 
to which the people may remove without 
severing their connection with Fatherland. 
Berlin is surpassingly brilliant at night, 
when its gay shops and arcades are aglow 
with electric lights. Good King William is 
chiefly to be credited for the taste and 
splendour of his capital, although it was 
his illustrious ancestor, Frederick the 
Great who laid the foundation. We have 
already said that the venerable Kaiser is re- 
garded with unbounded admiration by his 
people. His popularity is undoubtedly due 
to his personal worth, his decision of char- 
acter, his punctillious accuracy in the 
management of every day affairs, and to 
the knowledge that he subjects himself to 
discipline as strict as that imposed upon 
the lowest subaltern in his army. He is 
now 87 years of age. The Empress 
Augusta is 74. It is said of her Majesty 
that, ordinarily, she is one of the plainest 
dressed women in Germany. ‘The heir- 
apparent, Frederick William, was born in 
1831, was educated at Bonn University, 
and married Victoria the Princess Royal of 
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Great Britain in 1858. The Royal family 
have always been exceedingly simple in 
their mode of living. They dine at four 
o’clock. The Crown Prince is an«accom- 
plished carpenter and book-binder. «He 
and the Princess have personally superin- 
tended the education of their family. They 
have had eight children, of whom six sur- 
vive. The eldest, William, is married and 
has a son, William, so there are now four 
Williams in the direct line of succession. 
The second son is a midshipman and said to 
be one of the pluckiest sailors afloat. 

The German Army, on the peace footing 
consists of about 450,000 men—that is one 
for every one hundred of the. population. 
The Imperial Navy in 1883 consisted of 89 
steamships, carrying 532 guns—including 
24ironclads. The total length ofthe rail- 
ways in the Empire in that year was 21,679 
miles, of which nearly three-fourths .are 
under government control. ‘They seem’ to 
be well managed. The second class ears 
are very comfortable. It has passed into a 
common saying that nobody travels in the 
first class except kings and fools. They do 
not. attain the high speed of some of. the 


(English railways, and they have not the 


“style” of the Canadian Pacific, but the 
directors have awholesome regard for life 
and limb. Civility is everywhere and 
always the order of the day. The distance 
from Berlin to Hamburg is 178 miles: time 
five hours. The intervening country is a 
vast sandy plain and the journey, in ordinary 
circumstances, rather a dreary one, but we 
were fortunate in our travelling companions 
—a Spanish gentleman, and a Bavarian 
Burgomaster and his wife with their charm- 
ing daughter who acted as interpreter. We 
reached Hamburg at 9 p.m. The city was 
in a blaze of light. An agreeable surprise 
awaited us at the station. 

P.S. <A few days previous to ourarrival 
at Berlin the tenth International Conference 
of the Young Men’s Christian Association 
was held in the city. It lasted four days 
and was an occasion of great interest. Be- 
tween three and four hundred delegates 
from all quarters of the globe were present. 
Count Bernstoff, chamberlain of the Em- 
peror, and many other notable men took 
part in the proceedings. At the Count’s 
request, Rev. Dr. Burn’s of Halifax, who 
represented the committee of the Maritime 
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Provinces of Canada, preached an eloquent 
sermon to the English speaking delegates in 
the American Chapel. He also spoke in 
the convention and gave the address at the 
farewell meeting. The Y. M.C. A. of Berlin 
has about a dozen mission stations in the 
city and is doing a noble work. 


Missionary Cabinet. 


Pastor GossNER AND His MISSION. 


HE history of the Gossner Missionary 
Society is unique. Its founder, Pre- 
diger John Gossner, sometimes styled Papa 
Gossner, was born in Bavaria in 1773; and 
was ordained priest in the Church of Rome 
in 1796. It was through his instrumentality 
that the first Christian missionaries were 
sent out from Berlin, and though never in 
the mission field himself, the results of his 
energetic labours on behalf of missions 
fully justify the frequent allusions that have 
been made to them as illustrating the am- 
ount of good that may be effected by the 
persistent efforts of one man. He was an 
eccentric man, and one of his eccentricities 
was that he could not work satisfactorily for 
any great length of time with other people. He 
had been a member of the committee of the 
Berlin Missionary Society which was found- 
ed in 1824 “for the promotion of Evan- 
gelical Missions among the Heathen.” This 
society, it may be mentioned, sent out its 
first missionaries to South Africa in 1834 
and, with a few exceptions, its operations 
have since been entirely restricted to that 
field where it has now 60 missionaries, up- 
wards of 500 communicants, and about 
12,000 adherents. The society is connected 
with the Lutheran Church, and its mission- 
aries are required to subscribe to the Augs- 
burg Confession. It hasits headquartersin 
Berlin, where there is a missionary college, 
ef which Dr. Wangemann, the secretary of 
the society, is the director. It was a dif- 
ference of opinion in regard to the training 
of missionaries that caused the separation 
of Gossner from his associates in 1836. 
Gossner had worked hard and zealously 
in the Roman Church. A man of eminently 
Catholic views, he always observed a friend- 
ly attitude towards the Protestant ministers 
with whom he came in contact. On this 
account, as well as for the evangelical tone 


of his preaching, he soon fell under the 
suspicion of his ecclesiastical superiors and 
was subjected to trial and imprisonment. 
He was subsequently reinstated, however, 
and appointed to a charge in Munich. Hero 
he translated the New Testament into Ger- 
man so satisfactorily that his edition was 
adopted by the British and Foreign Bible 
Society. After moving from Munich to 
Dusseldorf and Petersburg (whence he 
was banished), he went to Leipsig, where he 
spent three years. He was at length ex- 
communicated, when he resolved to seek 
admission into the Lutheran, the State 
Church of Prussia. He removed to Berlin 
and was appointed pastor of Bethlehem 
Church there. He soon attracted a large 
congregation by the earnestness and elo- 
quence of his preaching ; at the same time 
he was regarded with small favour by the 
Berlin clersy who spoke disparagingly of 
“‘ the apostate Romish priest.” About this 
time he took charge of a number of young 
men with a view to educating them as lay 
missionaries. ‘They were mostly mechanics 
who were anxious to engage in mission 
work upon purely apostolic principles. 
They were to be chargeable to no manor 
society, but to earn their livelihood by 
manual labour. Such instruction as they 
needed was to cost them nothing. They 
were to accept no salaries, and the missions 
which they should plant must be self-sup- 
porting from the very outset. The first 
company of these missionaries—twelve in 
number—were sent to Australia in 1837, 
upon the invitation of Dr. Lang of the 
Scotch Church, near Moreton Bay. What 
measure of success attended their labours 
among the natives does not appear. In 
1843 an attempt was made to establish a 
similar mission in New Caledonia in the 
South Seas. But neither does this seem to 
have been successful. But Gossner’s faith 
was not to be weakened by difficulties and 
failures. His heart was set on the mission- 
ary enterprize. It is said that he even 
learned English when seventy years old, in 
order to read more about missionary work, 
Eventually, his attention was providentially 
turned to India :—The widow of a physi- 
cian, Helfer, a man of considerable scien- 
tific attainments, who had settled and died 
in Mergui, offered her estate on favourable 
terms as a good station for a mission. 
Gossner closed with the offer, and sent out, 
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‘in July 1844, four of his missionaries. On 
arriving in Calcutta they received unfavour- 
able accounts of Mergui and selected the 
district of Chéta Nagpore north of Calcutta, 
as their field. They reached its capital, 
Ranchi, and commenced a mission to the 
Kols—a miserable race of superstitious 
heathens whose sensuality had brought 
them to the very verge of ruin. It was 
just such a field as the enthusiasm of Gossner 
himself would have selected to test the 
efficacy of Christianity. For five years these 
four missionaries laboured heroically without 
making a single convert or getting a single 
sien of success. In their despondency they 
wrote to Gossner :—‘‘ We have laboriously 
ploughed and sowed the seed, but no fruit 
will appear.” His answer was :—-‘ Whether 
you convert the Kols or not, your duty is 
just the same—go on praying and working. 
We here will pray and work for you.” In 
1850 four natives were baptized. In 1857, 
when the mutiny broke out, there was a 
Christian congregation in Chéta Nagpore of 
700 baptized Kols. During the mutiny the 
converts were persecuted and driven from 
their homes. Their chapels were destroyed 
and their property confiscated. They fled te 
the jungles and mountains. Not one apos- 
tatized! When peace was restored, they 
emerged from their hiding places, rebuilt 
their huts and chapels, and resumed their 
work. In 1863 the converts numbered 
more than 3000. In 1868 they had increased 
to 11,000. About that time, owing to the 
orbitrary interference of the Kuropean 
directors of the mission, some 4000 of the 
converts, with their missionaries and pas- 
tors, ceased their connection with the 
‘(Gossner mission and became connected with 
the S. P. G. Society of England. Since then 
‘both branches have continued to increase so 
rapidly that in 1880 those adhering to the 
Gossner Society had 21 European mission- 
aries, 7 ordained native ministers, 1109 
native communicants, and 29,285 baptized 
natives. Those adhering to the Church of 
England increased in about the same pro- 
portion. At the present time there is a 
Christian community of probably over 50,- 
000 soulsrescued from the lowest depths, as 
the outcome of one man’s faith in missions, 
and he an old man who had nearly reached 
“ the allotted span” before he saw the de- 
sire of his heart practically entered upon.

seas following extracts from a letter received 


some months ago from Rey. Robert Cham- 
bers, one of our own ministers who has for a 
number of years past been laboring with much 
faithfulness and guccess at Erzroom, Eastern 
Turkey, in connection with the mission of the 
American Board, will be read with interest: 
Inter alia, he says,—I receive the ‘ Record” 
regularly and am very thankful for it. I am 
glad to note the progress of our Canadian Church. 
I have been specially interested in the notices of 
our brave Hromangan missionary,Mr. Robertson. 
God bless and strengthen and prosper him! 
The other day I spoke of his work and the trials 
which preceded its present prosperity to an Kng- 
lish lady whose husband is in official position 
here and she exclaimed, “ Now that is what I 
call missionary work!” The brief but pithy and 
soul-stirring sentences and sentiments from my 
friend and classmate and fellow townsman, Dr. 
McKay, inspire me more and more with admi- 
ration for his concentrated consecration and with 
confidence in the work he is doing. In the Erz- 
room Station we have organized a “‘ Cooperative 
Alliance” composed of the missionaries of the 
Station, the settled pastors of the bounds and 
a representative of each regularly organized 
church. This Alliance has charge of the educa- 
tional and evangelistic work of the whole field 
and is intended to be directly responsible to the 
Hastern Turkey Mission (which includes the 
missionary bodies of Mardin, Harpoot, Van and 
Erzroom). We have three missionary families 
and two lady teachers, 3 pastors, 3 licensed 
preachers, 19 school teachers, 6 colporteurs, a 
total force of evangelical workers of 36 for a 
population of 239,000, of which about one half 
is American. Over 800 Scriptures and 1400 
copies of religious books were sold during 1883, 
mostly to Gregorians. During the last three 
years the books sold amount to over 2500 Scrip- 
tures and 4000 religious books and school text 
books. Our religious paper the ‘ Avedaper ” 
published at Constantinople—the week ly edition 
at $14 and the monthly at 25 cts. per annum is 
much thought of. In Erzroom city 10 copies 
are taken by Protestant families and 42 by Gre- 
gorians, and they are read. In the villages it 1s 
almost the only paper to be seen ; 34 copies are 
taken. So you see that protestantism is doing a 
leavening work among those who totally reject 
the name. The average Sabbath congregations 
preached to in our regular preaching stations for 
the last four years has been 950. The number 
of regular attendants upon our services has in- 
creased by about 100 each year. This estimate 
of course leaves out of count the hundreds we 
preach to when touring among the villages and 


'the large numbers whom our colporteurs come 


in contact with. The increase in church mem- 
bership is very small, chiefly, I think, because 
the terms of communion are such as would un- 
church—I was going to say the missionaries 
themselves. The average increase per year for 
the last four years has been fifteen.—R. C.

NOW 

HE clemency of Jehoram, in last lesson, 
was thrown away on the Syrians who no 
sooner returned to Damascus than they plan- 
ned a fresh expedition against Israel. Now 
Samaria is besieged. The people are reduced 
to greatest straits for food; an ass’s head is 
sold for $40, and, worse than all, women are 
found eating their own children! Jehoram 
vows vengeance on Elisha, to whom he attri- 
butes these calamities, and sends a messenger 
to take his life. But Elisha, being informed of 
the Lord, had the man arrested on the door- 
step, see ch. 6 :24-33. Meanwhile the King him- 
self appears—probably to countermand his 
hasty order. Vs.1, 2. Thus saith the Lord— 
Jehoram knew full well the meaning of that 
formula, but his attendant lord was not so 
credulous: it was not to be credited that 
famine prices should drop so suddenly that a 
peck and a half of flour should be sold for 55 
cents! Jf the Lord would make windows ! That 
the Lord could do if necessary. Mal. 4:10. Vs. 
3-5. Four lepers—wretched, loathsome creatures, 
living in a lazeretto outside the city, separated 
from human society, and on the verge of star- 
vation. The seige had cut off their precarious 
supply of food derived from passers by: the 
Syrians might have some compassion for them, 
and if not, better to die in the attempt than to 
perish miserably at the city gate. Poor fellows ! 
they were the means of saving a whole city- 
full. Vs.6, 7. In the still hours of the nighy, 
when many of the invaders would be asleep, 
it is easy to fancy how the smallest noise 
might startle a sentry and spread alarm 
through the whole camp. Unquestionably 
the strange transaction was ordered by God, 
but it is not necessary to call it “miraculous.” 
Similar stratagems have often been followed 
by like results in both ancient and modern 
warfare. Vs. 8-10. The first and most natural 
impulse of the lepers was to have a good feed, 
and the next to stow away as much of the 
valuables as they possibly could, to provide 
for future wants. But conscience tells them 
they are not doing right—they are exposing 
themselves to punishment, or some judgment 
may overtake them: they go back and tell 
the watchman, who reports to the king. “Oh, 
it is only another of the enemies tricks to 
decoy us intoambush.” However, it may be 
well to test the truth of the strange story, says 
Jehoram. Two chariots of war, fully manned 
and armed, are sent. V. 15. True! the Syrians 
had fled, leaving traces of their panic all the 
way to Jordan, 25 miles! Vs. 16,17. Elisha’s 
prophecy is now literally fulfilled. The popu- 
larity of the proud lord is gone: the fickle 
mob trample him to death. Unbeliefis the most

“Vite Jehu commences a new line of Kings 
in Samaria. He was the son of Jeho- 


shaphat, and grandson of Nimshi, ch. 9- 2, 
and was selected by God to exterminate the 


wicked house of Ahab, 1 Kings 19:17. He was 
a dashing soldier, impetuous, treacherous, 
ambitous, a man of cold-blooded ferocity. He 
shot down Jehoram with his own hand in 
Naboth’s vineyard; caused Ahaziah, King of 
Judah—the son-in-law of Ahab—to be slain; 
ordered Jezebel to be thrown down from a 
window, ch. 9: 24,27, 33; had the seventy sons of 
Ahab beheaded, v. 7, and ordered forty-two of 
the royal family of Judah to be murdered, v. 
14. But the most revolting deed of all was 
the wholesale slaughter of the Baalites re- 
corded in this lesson. V. 15. Jonadab—Chief 
of the Rechabites, see Jer. 35:6-14. V. 16. 
Jehu’s false zeal is seen in his desire to show 
off before Jonadab, who gave him his hand, in 
token of fealty to the neW king. V.17. He 
destroyed the last remnant of Ahab’s posterity. 
Vs. 18-21. Jehu was doubtless commissioned 
to suppress Baal worship, but the black lies 
which he told, and the way in which he gloried 
in the bloody work was utterly abhorrent. His 
motive was clearly self-aggrandizement. V. 22. 
It is supposed that all the worshippers of Baal 
wore badges of some kind, but most of those 
who assembled at this time would be the 
priests in their white robes. The lesson of the 
vestments is very pointed,—Beware whose 
livery you put on, and with whom you associ- 
ate: you cannot serve two masters, Matt. 6: 24. 
It is difficult for us to approve this horrid 
traagedy. Itcan only be justified by consider- 
ing all the surroundings. The real question 
was whether the worship of Jehovah or of 
Baal should survive: one of them must go. 
For the salvation of the nation and the Church 
the Supreme Ruler has ordered the destruction 
of the idolaters. They had persecuted the 
Lord’s people, and their avowed purpose was 
to overthrow forever the worship of the true 
God. The exigences of the times required 
nothing less than the extirpation of Baalism. 
Vs. 29-31. Had Jehu been the pious reformer 
he pretended to be he would not have stopped 
short with the massacre of the Baalites, he 
would have abolished the calf worship also, 
but for political reasons he allowed that form 
of idolatry to continue. His heart was not 
right. He cared nothing for the glory of God 
and the purity of worship. Thy children of 
the fourth generation, &c. This sentence was 
literally fulfilled, ch. 15 : 12, for Jehu’s house 
reigned 100 years, from 884-984 B.C. Jehu 
acted from temporal motives and had his ap-

9:27, his mother, Athaliah, a daughter of 


Ahab, usurped the throne and attempted to 
destroy allthe heirs. Little Joash, however, 
when a year old, was concealed by his aunt, 
Jehosabad, wife of Jehoida, the high-priest, in 
a chamber of the temple for six years. At the 
end of that time Jehoida, with the consent of 
a number of leading persons inaugurated a 
revolution: the boy was publicly proclaimed 
king, his wicked mother was executed and a 
new regime introduced amid universal rejoic- 
ings, see ch. 11. V.1. Jehu reigned 28 years, 
ch. 10: 36. Joash was the 8th king of Judah. 
He did that which was right while his. uncle 
lived and guided him, but when the good old 
man died, Joash listened to bad advisers and 
neglected religion, 2 Chron. 24: 15-18: idolatry 
again prevailed. V.e3. The high places—or 
groves on the hill-tops. It was impossible that 
the people could dissociate these places from the 
abominable rites which had been practiced at 
them by the Baalites. They had been con- 
demned by God time and again, Lev. 26: 30; 
Numbers 33: 52. The people stil sacrificed— 
Jehovah was nominally worshipped, but in a 
very wrong way. V.4. The temple had stood 
only about 125 years, and with ordinary care 
should have needed no extensive repairs, but 
it had been sadly mutilated by Athaliah and 
her sons, 2 Chron. 24: 7. It was natural that 
Joash, who had been brought up in it, should 
be easily induced by his pious aunt to attempt 
its restoration. Vs.4,5. The temple revenues 
were derived from various sources,—(1) The 
poll-tax, Ex. 30: 13; (2) A special assessment, 
Ley. 27: 2-8; (3) Voluntary donations. V. 6. 
No one seemed to take any interest in the work. 
Vs. 7,8. A new method was adopted,—a con- 
tribution box was placed near the altar, and a 
royal proclamation issued, 2 Chron. 24: 9, re- 
minding the faithful of the statutory collections 
enjoined by Moses already referred to. Into 
this box the money was put by the priests in 
the sight of the people to be sacredly applied 
to the purpose for which it was asked, under 
proper management and inspection. The new 
plan worked admirably; money poured into 
the treasury, and all worked so heartily and 
faithfully there was no need to reckon closely 
with the labourers. We have here some use- 
ful lessons in church finance—(1) The neces- 
sity of some one taking a leading part; (2) the 
need of systematic liberality by all the members 
of a congregation ; (3) careful administration. 
Poor Joash | what a sad ending of a life begun 
80 well, 2 Chron. 24: 25. Follow the advice of 
good men: avoid bad company. 
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Dent of Gish.

ql BHU died after reigning 28 years. He was 
a worthless monarch, v. 2. In his time 
the Syrians took from Israel most of their 
possessions east of Jordan and the kingdom 
was reduced to a very low condition when 
Joash, his grandson, came to the throne, v. 10. 
The first impulse of the new king was to seek 
the counsel and help of the prophet. Elisha 
was now 90 years old. He had long since re- 
tired. from public life, though no doubt he had 
never ceased to exercise a beneficial influence 
in the community in a quiet way, for good 
men never outlive their usefulness. The death- 
bed scene is a very touching one. Joash says 
nothing about politics, but Elisha knows quite 
well what is uppermost in his mind, and pro- 
ceeds by a symbolic act to show him that de- 
liverance from his foes must come from God, 
and that the measure of his success would be 
just in proportion to his energy and faith. V.15. 
It was an old custom to commence hostilities 
by shooting an arrow into the enemy’s country. 
V. 16. Elisha’s putting his hand on Jehu’s 
was tosignify that he could do nothing in his 
own strength, Ps. 27: 1. The window—or lat- 
tice, Jud. 5: 28. Hastward—Syria lay to the 
east of Samaria. Picture the dying prophet 
raising himself from his couch, pointing to- 
wards Damascus, and then, with all the force 
he had left, exclaiming, “ The arrow of deliver- 
ance}” The conquered territory shall be re- 
stored. Aphek—a fortified town in Syria, six 
mil&s east of Galilee. Vs. 18,19. Smite—i.e., 
with the arrows. Jehu, by only shooting three 
arrows, when he had still a number left in his 
quiver, shewed his innate want of energy and 
faith. He should have expended all his am- 
munition, and so his success shall be corres- 
pondingly limited: apt illustration of the 
Christian warfare, Matt. 9: 29. 1 John 5: 4. 
Vs. 20, 21. Elisha died. WE MUST ALL DIE. 
A roving band of Moabites who lived east of 
the Dead Sea came suddenly upon a party who 
were burying a man; in their haste to escape 
they deposited the corpse in Elisha’s tomb— 
excavated from the side of a rock and closed 
by rolling a stone against the opening, Matt. 
28: 2. Touched the bones—coflfins were not used 
then. The body was swathed in linen, Luke 
24: 12. Revived—came to life again. This 
miracle was designed (1) to attest Elisha’s pro- 
phetic character; (2) to stimulate the faith of 
the king and people in his prediction respect- 
ing Syria; (8) to show that God’s gragious 
presence was not withdrawn, although the 
prophet was dead. Accordingly we have in 
vs. 22-25 the historical fulfilment of Elisha’s 
prediction, in the defeat of the enemy and the 
recovery of the cities that had been taken. 
Every one exerts an influence for good or evil that 
will continue after hers gone. Think of it!

THE Synop or THE Maritime Provinces 
meets in St. Andrew’s Church, St. 
John, N. B., on Tuesday the 6th instant at 
7.30 p.m. Rev. James Maclean, Moderator, 
will preach the opening sermon. Our 
friends in the Lower Provinces attach greater 
importance to their Synodical meeting than 
our people in the west do to theirs. It is to 
them more like a General Assembly than a 
subordinate court, and there is usually a 
large amount of business transacted, espe- 
cially in connection with missions, home 
and foreign. 

Ministers’ Wipows’ AND OrPHAN’s Funp. 
The Assembly has appointed the third Sab- 
bath of October for taking up collections 
for this fund in all the congregations in 
which their are no missionary associations. 
This is a suitable time of the year for insti- 
tuting such associations where they do not 
already exist. "Wherever they have been 
formed and faithfully worked they have 
been found of great service. In many cases 
the revenues of congregations have been 
doubled and trebled. The old-time plate 
collection has had its day : now it must go, 
and give way to the schedule or the enve.ope. 
We are glad to notice that in many of our 
congregations even the “‘ pew-rent” is a thing 
of the past. There is a more excellent 
way of providing for the maintenance of 
religious ordinances,—‘‘ Upon the first day 
of the week let every one of you lay by him 
in store, AS GOD HATH PROSPERED HIM.” 

NativE Pastors in mission fields :—In 
our March number we had a portrait of 
A~—Héa, Dr. Mackay’s first convert, and 
ever since his faithful friend and co-labourer. 
In this number we present a similar picture 
of Rev. Tan—Hé who has been in charge of 
the congregation at Sintiam for some time. 
This is, we believe, the largest of the con- 
gregations in Formosa, and the pastor whom 
we now introduce to our readers is also one 
of Dr. Mackay’s converts and a very able 
and devoted minister. Both lknesses are 
enlarged from likenesses in the photographic 
group of Dr. and Mrs. Mackay surrounded 
by thirty native assistants of which men- 
tion was made some time ago. 

Prrsonau : Canadian literature is growing 
apace. Rev. Dr. Murray of Montreal has 
just published a valuable work on Psycology;

A. W. Macleod of Vale Colliery, Pictou 
Co., N. S., has received the degree of 
Doctor of Philosophy from the University 
of Syracuse, N. Y. Rev. Alewander Camp- 
bell has been appointed colleague with Rev. 
W. McWilliam, L.L.B. to institute a High 
School at Prince Albert, N. W. T. which is 
certain before very long to grow into a col- 
lege. Yes, another college is looming up in 
distance : let the committee on consolida- 
tion of colleges take note of it ! 


AUGMENTATION, EastHRN Section.—The Com- 
mittee met at Truro on thelstSeptember. In- 
timation was received from the executors of the 
late Mr. Alex. Macleod, that Mr. Macleod had 
in his will directed certain sums to be invested 
for the benefit of certain legatees, on the decease 
of whom the investments were to revert to the 
Maritime Synod for the benefit of ministers in 
receipt of annual incomes less than $600. The 
amount of $160 has thus reverted. The Com- 
mittee referred the matter toSynod. Appli- 
cations were received for supplements to fifty 
congregations, the amount required being 
$11,500. Twenty-six of these applications 
were granted in whole orin part; three were 
declined, and the rest were deferred. The 
Committee meet again in St. John on the 6th 
October, when the deferred applications will 
be dealt with.

MANITOBA ITEMS. 


The ministerial swallows are flying home- 
ward. Harvest operations are progressing 
favourably at the time of writing (Sept. 4.) 
It is too soon to speak of the yield, though 
the summer’s growth has been enormous. 
Railways are pushing ahead in Southern 
and Northwestern Manitoba, and hope is 
reviving in the farmers’ hearts. These regions 
will be able to do more inchurch building 
_ and church support than formerly. The 
. North-west still seems the most elastic part 
of the church for rapid progress. As an in- 
stance, Fort William and Oliver were taken 
up as mission stations this year, and already 
offer upwards of $600 per annum for a 
minister. The Rainy River district is an- 
other example of the same thing. Winni- 
- peg Presbytery in June last took up this 
field for the first time, and a student of 
Manitoba College was sent in. The people 


Frances with the aid of a small grant of 
$200 from the Church and Manse Fund. 
Rat Portage has been settled asa self-sustain- 
ing charge, paying $1000 ; Mr. Mackenzie, 
formerly of New Brunswick, is the minis- 
ter. There will be great need.of ministers 
this year. Emerson, Selkirk, Carberry, 
Cartwright, Qu’Appelle, Minnedosa and 
many others want ministers. The town of 
Nelson has moved bodily to Morden, on the 
C. P. R., afew miles south, and the Presby- 
terian manse moves with it. The Indian 
question still claims attention. Prof. Hart 
lately visited two large bands of Indians of 
some 700 souls in each, had powwows with 
the chiefs, and recommended teachers and 
missionaries to be sent. Piapot, a crafty 
Indian, prays to the Great Spirit, and says 
the Manitou puts it into the hearts of his 
under chiefs to give him horses. One of 
the chiefs visited figures in his own lan- 
guage under the name, “The man who took 
the coat.” The Government seems more 
willing to assist Indian schools than for- 
merly. Rev. A. Campbell, B. A., of Stone- 
wall, has been appointed to Prince Albert. 
His duties will be partly missionary and 
partly scholastic. He, with Rev. Mr. Mc- 
William, will teach in the Prince Albert 
High School established by the General 
Assembly. Mr. Campbell was formerly a 
High School master in Ontario, and has been 
examinerin Mathematics for several years in 
Manitoba University. The appointment is 
a good one. There has been a change of 
management in the Church of England Col- 
lege at Prince Albert. Dr. King and Prof. 
Hart are both erecting comfortable resi- 
dences near Manitoba College. Manitoba 
University, in addition to a bequest of $85,- 
000 in money from agentleman in England, 
has been given 150,000 acres of wild land 
by the Dominion Government. It is un- 
fortunate that the Manitoba College and 
other affiliated colleges cannot participate 
in these gifts. Perhaps some like good 
fortune is in store for them, Manitoba 
College has a magnificent opening, but her 
staff is too smali. The question of admitting 
ladies is agitating Manitoba University. 
Manitoba College Building is thoroughly re- 
vivified, and College opens on 16th Sept. 
The Governor General is expected to visit 
the College and receive an address, as he 
gives a medal yearly to it. Ut 
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PRINCE EDWARD ISLAND: August 4th.— 

The Presbytery met in Charlottetown. 
Rev. George McMillan was elected moder- 
ator for the ensuing year, and Rev. Jobn 
M. MacLeod, clerk. The resignation of the 
elders of Valley field and Brown’s Creek session 
was accepted, and arrangements were made 
for an election of elders in that congregation. 
Committees were appointed on the State of 
Religion, Sabbath Schools, Temperance and 
Statistics. Supply was provided for the con- 
gregation of the Rev. W. A. Mason, who had 
met with a severe accident which disabled him 
from preaching.—August 25th :—The Presby- 
tery met at Charlottetown. Application was 
made for the following congregations for aid 
to raise $750: Tryon and Bonshaw, Cove 
Head, Richmond Bay East, Elmsdale, West 
Cape and Bay Fortune and Souris—eight in 
all.—J. M. McLnop, C7k.

A committee was 
appointed to draft a constitution for St. James 
Church, Dorchester, (recently organized). The 
work of visiting supplemented congregations 
was allocated to deputies from the Presbytery. 
The Presbytery has keen exerting itself to aid 
weak charges and stations in church-building. 
Rev. Mr. Jack, one of the venerable Fathers of 
the Presbytery, was severely injured of late by 
being thrown from his carriage. The Presby- 
tery adopted a resolution of sympathy with 
Mr. Jack, and offered prayers of thanksgiving 
for his safe deliverance from fatal injury. Dr. 
Macrae reported fully regarding Home Mission 
work in the Presbytery, and arrangements 
were made with a view to the supply of sta- 
tions during the ensuing winter. Mr. Fother- 
ingham resigned the convenersbip of the 
Presbytery’s Home Mission committee, and 
Dr. Macrae resigned his place as a member of 
the committee.

Obituary. 


‘EV. Josep Exxiot died at Guelph, Ont., 

on the 3rd of September, in the 75th 

year of his age. He was born in Roxburgh- 
shire, Scotland, of Presbyterian parents who 
removed to Northumberlandshire, England, 
where Mr. Elliot spent his early years. He 
was educated for the ministry of the Con- 
gregational Church at the University and 
Theological College, London, was ordained 
in 1836, and was inducted pastor of a charge 
in Bury St. Edmunds, England, where he 
ministered with great acceptance for ten 
years.. At the end of that time he met with 
an accident which nearly proved fatal and 
from which his nervous system received a 
shock which laid him aside for a length of 
time. Some thirty years ago, he rejoined his 
father’s family who had meanwhile seitled at 
Ormstown in the Province of Quebec. Fora 
short time he acted as agent for the Sunday 
School. Union; after a few years spent in 
missionary labours in Glengarry and else- 
where, he was appointed to a charge. in 
Ottawa, from whence he removed to Halifax, 
N.S. He was married in 1858 to Annie 
Grant, a daughter of the late well known 
Dr. Wylie, of Matilda.

Elliot was not only an accomplished scholar 
and an eloquent preacher, he was endowed 
with a brilliant intellect. As an expositor 
of Scripture he had few equals, and there 
are many who will never forget the privi- 
lege they enjoyed of listening to the teach- 
ings of one who had himself such a clear 
perception of the truth, and at the same time 
the happy faculty of presenting it to others 
in a most attractive and convincing manner.

The English Church is large and 
powerful, greatly outnumbering all other 
denominations in England. The Scottish 
Churches, on the other hand, have been weak- 
ened by their divisions, and those who are 
bent on disestablishment see no other way to 
a re-union of Presbyterianism in Scotland 
except through this channel. Lord Balfour 
gives no countenance to the idea that the 
Church of Scotland will willingly turn her 
back upon her whole history and traditions 


‘and become a party to her own overthrow. 


“Religious equality,” which has now become 
the watch-word of the opposite parties, is too 
indefinite an equivalent for the sacrifice which 
is demanded in order to its attainment. The 
total number of petitioners against Mr. Dick 
Peddie’s Bill for disestablishment submitted 
to the House of Commons, up to 31st July, 
was 688,195. The numbers petitioning for 
the Bill are comparatively insignificant. Dr. 
Talmage, of Brooklyn, U.S., created quite a 
sensation in Edinburg, Belfast, and other cities 
in the Old Country, where the churches were 
far too small to contain the multitudes who 
crowded to hear him. Not content with hear- 
ing him, the people must needs shake hands 
with the great American preacher, and so 
great was the press his wife had to assist in 
hand-shaking. Scotland, in proportion to its 
population, is said to have more university 
students than any other country. England, 
with a population of 25,000,000, has 5,000 stu- 
dents ;.Germany, with 48,000,000, has 25,000 ; 
New England, with 4,100,000, has 4,000; and 
Scotland, with 4,000,000, has 6,500. General 
Booth has devised a philanthropic scheme for 
the protection of young girls in London and in 
the provinces. The cost of the undertaking is 
estimated at $100,000, towards which some 
large contributions have already been made. 
This is a practical way of dealing with the 
recent sad revelations of the Pall Mall Gazette. 
The idea is to provide homes for the unfortu- 
nate class in question, and to surround them 
with Christian influences. Who would not 
approve of so good an object, though he follow- 
eth not us? 

Canapa.—Arrangements are in progress for 
the third Congress of the Church of England 
in Canada, to be held in Montreal on the 20th, 
21st, and 22nd of this month. The meetings 
will be open tothe public. |The speakers will 
be the Bishops of Long Island and of Missis- 
sippi, U.S., Archdeacon Farrar, of London, and 
the Bishops of Ontario, Niagara, Huron, 
Algoma, and Saskatchewan. The Bishop of 


Algoma is publishing a series of letters in the 


Canadian Missionary giving an account of his 
missionary voyage on Lake Superior in his 
steam yacht, the Hvangeline,—a very enjoyable 
kind of itinerancy. The Methodist Church 
has taken an important step by inaugurating 
a movement for instituting theological colleges 
in Newfoundland and also in Manitoba. Pro- 


fessor Shaw, of the Montreal College, in a 


paper lately published, deals very sensibly 
with the question of the union of the Protes- 
tant Churches. He has no faith in a Protes- 
tant theocracy. He believes that an absolute 
uniformity would bring us back to the dark 
ages, and that the churches united would do 
far less good than they are doing separately. 
How long would they remain united is another 
question. 

IRELAND.—The Rev. George Bellis, D.D., has 
just passed away in peace, at the patriarchal 
age of eighty-five. He was a native of the 
neighbourhood of Coleraine. In 1825,-that is, 
sixty years ago, he was ordained and set over 
the congregation of Donegal St., Belfast. After 
seventeen years of pastoral work he was separ- 
ated from his congregation and appointed 
agent of the Church and secretary of Missions. 
He had already been secretary of Missions for 
some years. That office he held until his 
death, though an assistant and successor was 
elected some years ago. That he was a won- 
derfully healthy man is clear when it is stated 
that for over forty years he was not once 
absent from the meetings of the Mission 
Board through indisposition. Occupying the 
position he did, he was well known to all, to 
ministers and people alike, and he was as uni- 
versally esteemed as he was known. When 
he was ordained the Arian controversy was in 
progress, but he never gave an uncertain sound 
regarding the saving doctrines of the gospel 
or the person and dignity of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. He was Moderator of Assembly in 
1877, and the year after the Senate of Queen’s 
University, Kingston, conferred on him the 
degree of D.D. Hedied at the house of his 
son, the Rev. 8. A. Bellis, LL.D. of Ramelton, 
Co. Donegal, whither he had gone on a visit. 
It is very rarely that a funeral draws so many 
from all parts of the Church as this one did. 
A newspaper war has being going on for 
some time over the action of the Reformed 
Presbyterian Synod (Covenanters) in subject- 
ing to discipline one of its members, because 
on being appointed a Justice of the Peace he 
took the oath required by law. The result of 
the action is that the new magistrate’s minis- 
ter, the Rev. C. K. Foland, and a considerable 
part of his congregation, are seekng admission 
into the Presbyterian Church of Ireland. The 
agitation over the organ controversy still con- 
tinues with unabated keenness.—H. 

Tempprancy.—The Temperance or rather 
prohibition campaign, progresses favourably. 
The seeming lull is, so far as activity is con- 
cerned, almost a necessity of the case. The 
people in the rural districts have had their 
time occupied and their energies taxed in 
securing the crops; but they are as earnest 
and zealous as ever in the cause, and when 
the pressure of the season is somewhat relaxed 
that zeal will find an outlet in renewed agita- 
tion and more efficient organization for coming 
contests. Since the beginning of the present 


year the Canada Temperance Act has been 
submitted in twenty-four constituencies, and 
carried in nineteen. In the five constituencies 
in which the Act was defeated the combined 
majorities amounted to only 523, or an average 
of 105, whereas in the nineteen constituencies 
which carried the Act the combined majorities 
were 20,847, or an average of 1,097. This suffi- 
ciently shows the trend of public sentiment on 
this question; and unless some unexpected 
reaction takes place, this most important social 
reform must speedily culminatein an emphatic 
and united demand from the sovereign people 
for a general Prohibitory Act. The inefficient 
manner in which the Act is enforced in some 
counties, among which, perhaps, the county of 
Huron,,in Ontario, has the “bad preeminence,” 
iscaleulated to discourage its advocates and 
promoters. But no doubt such amendments 
will.be yet secured to the Act as will make it 
thoroughly workable and effective; and, 
meanwhile, the true policy is to continue to 
work with the same.aggressiveness, courage 
and zeal, that have characterised past efforts. 
The time has come when christian men can 
hardly choose but be interested in the temper- 
ance cause, cannot be indifferent witnesses of 
either its struggles or its triumphs. And 
though all may not agree with temperance 
men as to the remedy proposed, or as to the 
the best means of applying that remedy, yet 
ali who know anything about the appalling 
crimes and dark immoralities that can be 
traced to the drinking customs of society, must 
cherish the same desire that society should be 
freed from the tyranny of strong drink, and 
that drunkenness should be banished for ever 
from our Jand.—P. W. 

JEWS IN GERMANY.—<According to the latest 
census statistics, the Jewish population of the 
principal cities of the German Empire is as 
follows: Berlin contains 45,000 Jews; Breslau, 
17,690; Hamburg, 16,000; I'rankfort, 13,850; 
Posen, 7,000; Konigsberg, 5,300; Cologne, 
4,600; Munich,4,200; Mannheim, 4,000; Stras- 
burg, 3,550; Hanover, 3,500; Leipsic, Mayence 
and Furth, each 3,300; Nuremburg, 3,000; 
Stettin, 2,400; Dresden, Stuttgart and Wurz- 
burg, each 2,300; Mulhouse, Benthen and 
Kempen, each’2,200; and Altona, 2,100. 

Inpra is indebted to Lady Dufferin for start- 
Ing a movement which will not only supply a 
great want, but which also promises to have a 
powerful effect in paving the way for the most 
urgent of all Indian reforms, the amelioration 
of the positionof women. There has just been 
established under her auspices as lady presi- 
dent a national association for supplying 
female medical aid to women in India. The 
Viceroy is patron, the Presidency Governors 
and Lieutenant-Governors are vice-patrons, 
and their wives vice-patronesses. The object 
is to supply in hospital wards and within 
private houses that medical care and advice 
which respectable native women will only 
accept from their own sex. 
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that Lord Dufferin has already interested him- 
self in the Canadian Mission in Central India, 
and is using his influence to remove the hind- 
rances of which the Missionaries have had 
occasion to complain bitterly for a number of 
years.

FORMOSA. 


LETTER FROM Rev. JOHN JAMIESON. 


Tamsul, 13th July, 1885. 

We reached Tamsui on 30th June, and 
found things to outward appearance much 
as they were before the French came. Dr. 
Mackay had buildings repaired and put in 
order, and the grounds round the college 
and girls’ school are greatly improved, fresh 
gravel having been put on the walks and 
green sod on bare spots of the grounds. In 
a few years, when the banyan trees planted 
along the walks will have grown a little 
larger they will afford a very pleasant shade. 
The Doctor’s own house is quite handsome, 
having been freshly painted inside and out. 
During his absence the converts gave mo- 
ney, and entrusted A—Hoa to oversee the 
work. They are thoughtful for him, but 
they have reason to be so, and more partic- 
ularly at this time, seeing that the day and 
night toil before the bombardment which 
almost cost his own life was, without doubt, 
the means of saving many of theirs. In- 


It is understood 'deed, so far as we can tell, our own safety 
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was in some measure owing to his care, for 
none of us realized the danger as Dr. Mac- 
kay did, and, left to ourselves, we would not 
likely have thought of having armed men 
here in Tamsui to guard the mission pro- 
perty. Even the converts in greatest dan- 
ger could scarcely realize it, and they now 
look back very gratefully to the emphatic 
warning letters and messages sent to them, 
and to all the precautions taken in securing 
protection. As you know, a number of 
chapels were looted and destroyed and 
many converts robbed of all they had, but 
so far as human judgment can determine, 
without the care and preparation that pre- 
ceded all this, there would have been a 
general massacre of converts and much 
greater loss of property. 

Here we are now safe in our homes, and 
thankful to be so. Dr. Mackay is very busy 
arranging cases with mandarins, preachers’ 
appointments and many other things. Since 
his return he was all over northern Formosa, 
and at least three times narrowly escaped 
being killed—once when crossing the French 
lines, near Keelung, he and his party sud- 
denly met several French soldiers, who 
dropped on their knees to fire. It seems 
as if God so often just puts His hand down 
in an instant between Dr. Mackay and 
death. A-Ho& showed us a large piece of 
shell that came within two feet of striking 
him on the day of bombardment.

THE NORTHWEST. 
LETTER FROM Rev. Hue Mackay. 
Broadview Assiniboia, Tth Aug., 1885 


In my last letter I sent you my report 
for the year ending in March. Since that 
time I have visited Solomon’s Reserve and 
spent a Sabbath with his people, he being 
from home doing some mission work about 
Brandon and the Portage. I was delighted 
with the meetings on Sunday. Although 
their minister was away, they met as usual. 
And there was a large meeting morning and 
evening. One of the elders took the morn- 
ing service and another the evening. Near- 
ly all had their hymn books and bibles and 
are able to read them in their own language. 
I was glad to see their devotion. I was 
touched by seeing a young boy standing at 
a front seat, coat and shirt and pants all in 
tatters, but in his hand a hymn book and 


singing heartily, “All hail the power of 


Jesus’ name, let angels postrate fall.” Their 
place of worship is not fit for shelter, being 
thatched with sods only, but they were 
enthusiastic about a new building. They 
had the logs already on the ground and ex- 
pected to raise it as soon as spring work was 
over. They were also very anxious to have 
an organ in the church and had already some 
thirty dollars subscribed for that purpose 
among themselves.

DEMARARA. 


Rev. JonN Greson arrived in Demarara in 
July. He had received a very cordial welcome 
at Georgetown from Rev. Mr. Slater, and Rev. 
F. A. Ross, a Nova Scotian, now pastor of 
St. Luke’s parish. In this parish there are 
fifteen estates. There is much wealth, elegance 
and comfort among the proprietors. But the 
poor are numerous. The sugar industry is 
depressed exceedingly—to the verge of ruin. 
But the people are still resolved to support 
the mission. Mr. Gibson’s health has thus far 
been excellent. 

TRINIDAD.—Our missionaries have drafted 
an “ordinance” for the incorporation of 
trustees, etc., so that property may be held in 
connection with the mission, without expense 
or inconvenience. At the July communion at 
Princestown forty sat at the table. The wea- 
ther was wet, but some walked from three to 
eight miles. One man, with a wooden leg, 
walked three and a half miles. Four adults 
and one school-boy were baptized. There has 
seemed for some time to be a good work in 
many hearts. Mr. Macleod urges the appoint- 
ment of a fifth missionary for Trinidad. Mr. 
M. continues in tolerable health. 

Couva.—Mr. Wriecut holds a service statedly 
for the benefit of the Scotchmen and Presby- 
terians of Couva. The serviceis very highly 
appreciated, and he is strengthened in his 
work among the Coolies by the sympathy and 
aid of the classes to whom he preaches in Eng- 
lish. The Presbytery of Trinidad express 
their very cordial approval of this service.

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Home Missions and Angmentation. 


‘T{ AVING in former numbers of the 
© Record presented our readers with 
copious extracts from the French Evan- 
gelization and Foreign Mission Reports, pre- 
sented to last General Assembly, we now 
give in substance the report of the Home 
Mission Committee for the Western Section : 


In presenting their annual report to the 
General Assembly, the Home Mission Com- 
mittee desire to express their gratitude to the 
Great King and head of the ‘Church, for the 
measure of success that has attended their 
work during the year. They regret that the 
Augmentation Fund, so auspiciously inaugu- 
rated two years ago, has during the past year 
come short of the demands made upon it. The 
committee, however, in the fullest confidence 
that the friends of the scheme will more than 
make up the deficit during the coming year, 
have paid the grants in full. It is earnestly to 
be desired, that the standard reached may 
not only be maintained, but that the commit- 
tee may be enabled, at no distant date, to ad- 
vance beyond the present minimum. The 
contributions to Home Missions have been 
more than sufficient to meet the estimates of 
the year. It ought, however, to be stated, 
that but for bequests, and the contributions of 
the Church of Scotland, the Free Church of 
Scotland, and the Presbyterian Church of 
Ireland, received during the year, the receipts, 
both for Augmentation and Home Missions, 
would have been much less than they are. As 
this source of. revenue is precarious, and not 
always to be depended upon, itis necessary 
that the estimates should be based upon the 
sum that can reasonably be expected from the 
congregations in Canada. The Home Mission 
Committee and the sub-committee on Aug- 
mentation, have used the utmost diligence to 
increase the contributions to the funds, so that 
our missionaries in distant fields, and our 
ministers. in weak congregations, who need 
assistance, may not be disappointed in the aid 
expected from the committee. The report 
then gives interesting details of mission work, 
in the Presbyteries “of Ontario and Quebec. 
That good results have followed the efforts of 
the committee and the labours of its self- 
denying missionaries is manifest. The great 
drawback is the difficulty of supplying stations 


during the winter season, when our students | 
In many Presbyteries the | 


return to college. 
constant cry is, “No winter supply. Not only 
winter cold, but winter silence reigns through- 
out a great part of this large mission field. 
The supply of missionary services is interrupt- 
ed for the winter season by reason of lack of 
jJabourers. The irritation of the stations on 
this account seems to be increasing. The ques- 
tion is an urgent one for the General Assembly 
to consider—how are regular services through- 


out the year to be secured.” The last General 
Assembly has done something to meet this 
cry, although we fear not to the extent de- 
manded. The Bruce and Barrie Presbyteries, 
outside of Manitoba and the North-west, have 
by far the largest mission fields. The mission 
fields within the Bruce Presbytery comprise 
fiftv-one regular stations, and several other 
stations, to which occasional preaching is 
given. Twenty-five of these regular stations 
are on the Great Manitoulin Island—said to 
be the largest island in fresh water in the 
world. Itis about one hundred and ten miles 
in length, and from thirty to forty miles in 
width, and contains about ten thousand white 
inhabitants and several bands of Indians. Six 
of these stations are on St. Joseph’s Island. 
Three on Coburn Island, and the rest on the 
North Shore stretching from the eastern end 
of La Cloche Island to westward of Sault Ste 
Marie.

Speaking of the lack of supply last winter 
in Sault Ste Marie and other important points, 
the report goes on to say: The Home Mission 
Committee of the Assembly is not to blame 
for this state of affairs. At the October meet- 
ing of 1883, five ministers of the church were 
appointed ‘to these fields. Two only of the 
five accepted, the other three declined. In 
October 1884 three more were appointed to the 
fields, and not one consented togo. During 
last winter the Convener of the Assembly’s 
Committee, and the mission representative of 
the Presbytery, have been unremitting in their 
efforts to induce some of the brethren to go, 
but utterly failed to secure one labourer for 
this destitute field. The question may reason- 
ably be asked, who is to blame for such a state 
of affairs? May not some of our probationers 
answerit? May not some of our restless pas- 
tors answer it?

From the report of the Synod of Manitoba | 


and the North-West Territories we can only 
make the following extracts :—The resolution 
of the General Assembly, erecting the Synod, 
gave us a territory considerably larger than 
that occupied by the late Presbytery. The 
Synod comprises the whole of the provinces of 
Manitoba, Assiniboia, Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and Athabusia, and part of Ontario, besides 
the territories of Keewatin and the North- 
west. It extends from Lake Superior on the 
east to the Rocky Mountains on the west, and 
from the 49th parallel on the south to within 
the centre Circle on the north. Following the 
line of the Canadian Pacific Railway, which 
traverses the country from east to west, the 
Synod is 1,800 miles in length, and from the 
southern boundary to the northern limit 
(habitable by Europeans) it is at least 600 
miles wide. The settlement of such a country 
imposes weighty responsibilities on the State. 
To provide the incoming settlers with the 
means of grace, and so lay deep and strong the 
foundations of national virtue, imposes at least 
equal responsibilities on the Church. If the 
material and intellectual belong to the State, 
the moral and religious should be the care of 
the Church. . 

Historical Sketch.—A. short sketch of the steps 
by which the work has reached its present 
proportions may not be uninteresting. The 
Presbyterian Church in Canada began work in 


the North-west in 1851 by the appointment of 


education in connection with Presbyterianism 
in this country. While thus employed, Mr. 
Whimster assisted the brethren above named 
in preaching the Gospel in regions adjacent. 
Services were continued in 1870 at Kildonan, 
Little Britain, Headingly, Poplar Point, High 
Bluff, Portage la Prairie and Prince Albert. 
Up to this time the growth was slow. The 
North-west was unknown. It was not yeta 
part of the Dominion, and its adaptability for 
settlement had not been fully proved. The 
cession of the country to Canada marks a new 
era in its history. The crowding populations 
and pent up energies of the eastern provinces 
found here ample scope, and speedily effected 
a change. The material growth since has been 
simply marvellous. Nor has the Church been 
jalaggard. The Assembly of 1884 erected the 
I Synod of Manitoba and North-west Territories. 

lt comprises the Presbyteries of Winnipeg, 
Rock Lake and Brandon. Its roll contained 
the names of 58 ordained ministers, 18 of whom 
belonged to the Presbytery of Winnipeg, 11 to 
that of Rock Lake, and 33 to that of Brandon. 
iin addition to these, there were 36 probation- 
es, students, catechists and teachers in the 
enoploymentof the Church. The congregations 
antl mission fields numbered 81, and connected 
with them were 251 points at which services 
were held. 

Inamigration.—The volume of immigration to 
the North-west was much smaller last year 
than during the preceding year—only about 
8,000 having settled in the country according 
to ofiicial returns. The disturbances at pre-. 
sent on the Saskatchewan, although in isolated 
settlennents, and far removed from those in 
Manitaba and Assiniboia, are sure to act in- 
jurious.ly on immigration this year. Following 
on the Ineels of a depression consequent upon 
a partial failure of crops and low prices, the 
situationn is much aggravated. This check, 
however, can only be temporary. 

Resumé of Work Done.—Work has been vigo- 
rously prosecuted in ali the fields occupied in 
1883, with; the exception of Dumfries, South- 
west Moose Mountain, and Meadow Lea. Sick- 
ness amoiig missionaries and lack of funds 
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checked our progress slightly. This contrac- 
tion, however, was more than offset by the 
occupation, for the first time, of Fort McLeod, 
Touchwood Hills, Yorkton, Riverside, Pan- 
cake Lake, Cathcart, Shell River, and Carlyle, 
and the re-occupation of Battleford. In con- 
nection with Edmonton, Oak River, Elkhorn 
and some other fields, new stations were orga- 
nized. There was thus a gain of nine fields 
and twenty-three stations. Owing to the assis- 
tance rendered by ministers visiting us from 
Ontario, a good deal of exploration was done, 
and occasional services given to families too 
widely scattered to be organised regularly as 
mission fields. Although the number of fielcs 
occupied during winter was considerably lar- 
ger than ever before, yet about 1,500 families 
of the Church were for six months without the 
means of grace. This must tell injuriously on 
the spiritual tone of congregations and families 
thus situated. 

Supply.—There were eighty-one missionaries 
and ministers engaged in the Home Mission 
field, and as pastors of augmented congrega- 
tions during 1884-85. Of them, fifty-one were 
ordained ministers, eighteen students, and 
eleven catechists. 

Church Building.—Churches were built at 
Port Arthur, Wolseley, Melwyn, Clanwilliam. 
Medicine Hat, Sturgeon River, Ellisboro, Mof- 
fatville, Manitou, Greenridge, Souris and Bat- 
tleford; and manses at Springfield, Burnside 
and Minnedosa.. Work was begun on the 
church at Regina, and it will be finished early 
this season, The cost of these buildings is 
estimated at over $30,000. 

C. & M. B. Fund—The Church and Manse 


Building Fund materially aided the work. ' 


During the brief time the Superiuvendent of 
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spring for the first time, the following sum- 


mary of the work may,be given. There were 
sixty mission fields occupied, having 262 mis- 
sion stations, and an average Sabbath attend- 
ance of 10,690. (1t would seem as if the average 
attendance at each station was given in some 
cases, although services were not weekly but 
fortnightly.) Connected with these stations 
are. 2,905 families and 2,223 communicants. 
The Sabbath Schools reported 72, with an ave- 
rage attendance of 1,856. Thereturns in many 
cases do not show how much was paid on sti- 
pend account. The sum of $15,263 was.con- 
tributed for church and manse erection, and 
$687 for the schemes of the church. The 
contributions for all purposes amounted to 
$534,816. The contributions for salary promised 
for the current year amounts to $25,187, and 
the number of stations to be supplied are 298. 
There are 15 augmented congregations connec- 
ted with the Synod, four of which belong to 
the Presbytery of Winnipeg, four to the Rock 
Lake Presbytery, and seven to the Brandon 
Presbytery. These augmented congregations 
have 46 missions, 683 families, 809 communi- 
cants, and an average Sabbath attendance 
off 1,126. Contributions for church erection 
arinounted to $2,730, for schemes $665, all pur- 
poses $13,861. In these stations are 19 churches 
anid 9 manses. Combining these, as both con- 
stitute the Home Mission operations of the 
Chiurch, the reports show that there are 59 
churches and 14 manses, and that services 
were held at 308 points during the year. Con- 
rected with these stations are 3,488 families 
and 3,132 communicants. The average Sab- 
‘path attendance is estimated at 13,885. There 
are 96 Sabbath Schools with an average atten- 
dance of 2,982. For church and manse build-

The 
Board in charge of the Fund is prepared to ad- 
vance church and manse erection as an aid ta 
the extension of the Kingdom of Christ in thi 
country. 

Finances.—Financially, the strain has been 
severe. Many congregations were not able to 
implement theirengagements to their mirtis- 
ters, and loss has fallen upon many who could 
ill afford it. As compared with other Syniods, 
the average per family and per communic:ant, 
as shown by the Assembly’s report, is higher 
than that of any Synod of the Church. In 
augmented congregations for the current year, 
the average per family is $14.77, and per: com- 
municant, $14.62, while the averages for the 
western section last year were $9.94 ancl $6.10 
respectively. The financial outlook is not much 
brighter for this year. The present d'isturb- 
ance has put some money into circvilation. 
Seeding in some places has, however, been 
neglected, and the gain is cnly apparerit. One 
good crop would give an immense relie'&.

British COLUMBIA. 


Since last Assembly the following appoint- 
ments have been made to British Columbia: 
The Rev. J. S McKay, M. A., to New West- 
minster, Rev. D. Fraser, M. A., to Pandora 
Street Church, Victoria; Rev. T. G. Thomson, 
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to Vancouver City (Burrard Inlet), and Rev. J. 
Chisholm, to Nicola Valley. Messrs. McKay 
and Fraser entered upon their labours last 
summer, Mr. Thomson in April and Mr. Chis- 
holm in May of the present year. Mr. McKay 
has, in addition to his charge in New West- 
minster, preached occasionally at different 
points in the neighbourhood, and made him- 


- gelf acquainted with the necessities of the 


- 


district. The church under his care has, dur- 
ing the year, largely increased in membership 
and contributions for the maintenance of ordi- 
nances and the schemes of the church. The 
financial statement for the year shows receipts 
amounting to $3,200. The regular ministra- 
tions of the Sabbath, as also the prayer meet- 
ing, Sabbath school, and Bible classes are well 
attended. Six additional pews (32 sittings) 
were put into the church within the last month 
to meet the demand for increased accommoda- 
tion. In his last communication to the Con- 
vener, of date May 11th, he says: “It is just 
one year ago to-day since I was asked to take 
charge of St. Andrew’s Church, New West- 
minster. Arriving in August, I received a 
cordial welcome from the people. I entered 
upon my work under very favourable auspices, 
and found a small band of earnest workers, 
who have lent me every assistance and en- 
couragement in my work. The congregation 
now includes seventy-two families, and over 
fifty single persons. The sacrament has been 
celebrated three times. Twenty-eight new 
names have been added to the roll—eight on 
profession of faith and twenty by certificate. 
There is a membership of ninety-four, but as 
six of these are in Mr. Thomson’s charge, our 
roll is really eighty-eight. The Bible class 
numbers thirty, and the attendance is very 
regular. The Sabbath School has nine teach- 
ers and a hundred scholars, and a library of 
three hundred volumes. The teachers meet 
weekly for the study of the lesson. The atten- 
«lance on the prayer meeting is encouraging. 
A young men’s prayer meeting was started a 
few weeks ago, and promises to result in much 
good. The ladies’ missionary society continue 
their work. The church is fully occupied, and 
we have many reasons to thank God and take 
courage. Under the preaching of the Gospel, 
souls have manifested anxiety about eternal 
things, and many opportunities have been 
given of speaking a word for the Master. He 
also adds in reference to our minister at Bur- 
rard Inlet—“ Mr. and Mrs. Thomson are cap- 
turing the hearts of the people. They are all 
delighted with their minister.” Mr. Fraser 
reports that work in Pandora Street Church, 
Victoria, is going on steadily. The Sabbath 
attendance is increasing, and the prospects for 
a large Presbyterian addition at an early date 
exceedingly encouraging. The membership is 
now 140. Of this number 31 have been added 
since Mr. Fraser’s settlement. There are 184 
names on the roll of the Sabbath School, with 
an attendance of from 125 to 150. The church 
in New Westminster is assisted by the com- 
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mittee to the extent of $400 per annum. Pan- 
dora Street Church was assisted during the 
year at the rate of $300 ($200 for the past eight 
months of Mr. Fraser’s pastorate). Itis now 
self-sustaining. Mr.Thomson and Mr. Chis- 
holm have been appointed at stipends of $1,200 
each, but of this amount the fields are expect- 
ed to raise a considerable portion. Beyond 
fraternal intercourse and exchange of pulpits 
with the brethren of the Church of Scotland, 
nothing officially has been done during the 
year as regards union. That a Presbytery of 
our own church must, however, soon be form- 
ed, is inevitable, if our work is to be carried on 
efficiently. 


REPORT OF THE SuB-CoMMITTEE ON AUGMENTA- 
TION. 


The number of aid-requiring congregations 
reported a year ago was 170. During the past 
year 31 of the congregations have been re- 
moved from the list, while 30 new ones have 
been added, so that the number requiring aid 
for the year beginning Ist April, 1885, is 169, 
of which 135 are settled and 34 vacant. (In 
the annual statistical reports of the Presby- 
teries 183 congregations appear on the list. 
Some of these, however, were added only in 
April, 1885, and others are now self-sustaining. ) 
The number actually assisted from Ist April, 
1884, to 31st March, 1885, was 159, as compared 
with 145 during the preceding year. The 
amount asked from the Church to meet the 
expenditure of the year, was $30,000. The 
committee apportioned this amount amongst 
the Presbyteries of the western section, re- 
questing each Presbytery to aim at securing a 
certain sum from the congregations within its 
bounds. The response from: some of the 
Presbyteries has bcen very satisfactory; in 
two instances the amount asked has been ex- 
ceeded; but in several Presbyteries the re- 
turns shew that only about one-third of the 
amount asked has been secured. The total 
amount received from Presbyteries (including 
donations) is $20,912, of which almost one- 
half is from the Presbyteries of Montreal and 
Toronto. The actual outlay for the year has 
been $31,090.66. In order to pay each aid- 
receiving congregation the fullamount required 
to make up $750 and a manse, it has been 
necessary to borrow $4,000 from the Reserve 
Fund. Had itnot been for the unusually 
large amount received in the form of legacies 
($3,846), the deficiency would have been very 
much greater. The state of matters is far 
from satisfactory, and, were there no expla- 
nation to be given, it might be inferred that 
the Church is not prepared to carry out the 
scheme inaugurated two years ago. When it 
is taken into account, however, that the contri- 
butions for Home Mission work have greatly 
exceeded the amount asked for that object, 
and that there is a large surplus after pro- 
viding for the expenditure of the past year, 
the conclusion seems justified that in many 
cases sessions and congregations have not fully 
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understood the separation of the two funds as 
ordered by last General Assembly, and have 
made contributions to the Home Mission Fund 
on a supposition that a portion of the money 
would be applied to Augmentation. The com- 
mittee are confirmed in this opinion by the 
fact that a communication was received from 
one Presbytery, suggesting that, on the ground 
just stated, the overplus of the Home Mission 
Fund should be applied to make up the defi- 
ciency in the Augmentation Fund. The com- 
mittee did not feel at liberty, however, to dis- 
turb the appropriation which congregations 
had made of their contributions. Itis earnest- 
ly hoped that it will be clearly understood 
hereafter that the two funds are entirely dis- 
tinct, and that it rests with sessions and con- 
eregations to indicate how much is to be ap- 
plied to each. The year upon which we have 
entered will fairly test the interest of the 
Church in this movement. The amount re- 
quired for carrying on the work will be 
about the same as last year, say $31,000; and 
in addition, the sum borrowed from the Re- 
serve Fund ($4,000) ought to be returned. The 
committees must rely largely on the ministers 
of the church—especially those of the stronger 
city, town and country congregations—to ex- 
plain the working of the scheme, to remove 
croundless objections, and to plead the cause 
of the weak and struggling. They would also 
appeal to Presbyteries to use their utmost en- 
deavours (1) toprevent the undue burdening 
of the fund with charges whose claim to aid 
is not thoroughly just; (2) to secure the rais- 
ing, within their respective bounds, of a fair 
proportion of the whole amount required for 
the successful prosecution of the work.

REPORT OF BOARD OF HOME MISSIONS, 
MARITIME PROVINCES. 


In the Home Mission work of the Maritime 
Provinces, fifteen preachers, including ordained 
ministers and licentiates, were employed dur- 
ing the summer season. Before the end of 
October, eight of these were pastors of congre- 
gations. A few who were birds of passage re- 
tired, and during the winter season the num- 
ber of labourers was limited to four or five, 
under the direction of the Committee, and 
three other ordained brethren, who gave ex- 
cellent service, during summer and winter, as 
openings presented. As nearly as can be esti- 
mated, the work done was the equivalent of 
fourteen to twelve preachers employed during 
the whole year. By far the larger part of the 
support of these comes directly from the con- 
gregations supplied, and is in good measure 
additional to the work paid for from the funds 
of the Home Mission Committee. Two orain- 
ed missionaries are employed in New Bruns- 
wick in the Presbytery of St. John—one sup- 
ported entirely by the Woman’s Home Mission 


Society at St. John, aided to some extent by 
their sisters in a few other towns. Mr. Shore, 
their missionary, has been systematic, inde- 
fatigable and most successful in his labours; 
so that the mission field of that presbytery is 
each year becoming more interesting and en- 
couraging. The missionary having accepted a 
call to the congregation of St. Stephens, a suc- 
cessor is now wanted. The second labours in 
the New Kincardine and Tobique districts, the 
Board guaranteeing $500 per annum and the 
people about $300. During part of the year 
past, owing to the call and settlement in St. 
James’ Parish of Mr. Sutherland, the ordained 
missionary of the last few years, the supply 
was furnished otherwise; but the services of 
Rev. D. MacRae having been secured, the for- 
mer arrangement is again in force. Faithful 
work has been done in this large and advanc- 
ing district, and the Lord’s blessing has not. 
been withheld. Three other congregations, 
too weak to claim a place among the augment- 
ed charges, receive a fixed proportion of their 
means for supporting a pastor from the Home. 
Mission Fund; Linden in Cumberland County, 
Bedford and Waverly in Halifax County, and 
Riversdale with contiguous stations in Lunen- 
burg County, up the LaHave River. These 
aggregate, as the accounts will show, $808.33 
per annum; and though no special reports of 
the labours of the respective pastors are in the 
hands of the Committee, yet the presbyteries 
in which they are located have expressed sat- 
isfaction by asking for the continuance of the 
grants. The congregation last named, Rivers- 
dale, has made visible progress—the attend- 
ance, the prayer meeting and Sabbath schools, 
the communion roll and the people’s contribu- 
tions to the schemes of the Church, having all 
increased. Besides, they have, out of their 
scanty means, with some assistance, completed 
the inside finishing of their church without. 
contracting any debt worthy of the name. 
The strictly missionary work of which this 
Board has had the superintendence has, with- 
out question, been done chiefly by the theolo- 
gical students, including some earnest workers. 
from the Arts course, and catechists, all having 
a Presbyterial sanction and approval. Thirty- 
six of these agents have been employed for the 
summer, but three have been employed for the 
whole year. Two have been employed during 
winter. One of these, Mr. Burgess, reports to 
the Presbytery of Miramichi: ‘On January Ist 
I went to Flatlands, where I preached and vis- 
ited for four weeks. Though some of the men 
were away to the woods and the weather some- 
times stormy, the attendance was good. I 
preached at Flatlands, Metapedia and Upsal- 
quetch, holding weekly prayer meetings at the 
two first mentioned places. I spent February 
in the Miramichilumber camps and adjoining 
settlements. The lumbermen were very glad 
tosee me. Good work could be done if one. 
were speedily employed among these men. 
They spoke as if they thought they were neg- 
lected.” Mr. John Matheson, Elder, was also. 
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employed for thirteen weeks in winter, supply- 
ing North East Margaree and associated sta- 
tions, on the northern part of Cape Breton, so 
that the people attached to our Church there 
_ might not be left unprovided for during the 
whole winter; and he-,did his work to the satis- 
faction of the Presbytery by whom he was 
sent. By other Presbyteries, but more espe- 
cially by the Presbytery of St. John, system- 
atic arrangements were made and carried out 
for providing, by members of Presbytery and 
by qualified elders, periodical services at all 
preaching stations during the winter months. 
Such arrangements have proved most cheering 
to the mission stations and salutary in results, 
and the Board are of opinion that presbyteries, 
by heartily adopting sucha policy and placing 
each mission field under the care of the near- 
est Presbytery, would give an impetus and a 
stability to our Home Mission work, the want 
of which has been the greatest hindrance of 
late years. 

For the ordinary work of the students and 
eatechists the Board has received returns 
shewing 819 Sabbaths an attendance of 9389; 
communicants, 2170; families, 2047; families 
visited, 2581; Sabbath school attendance, 1574 ; 
contributed by people for supply, $5349; paid 
from Church funds, $1227; thus shewing that 
the Church does not provide one-fourth of the 
whole amount. 

The extracts from the reports of missionaries 
and catechists embodied in the report to the 
Assembly furnish conclusive evidence of their 
self-denying and abundant labours. ‘They are 
all of an encouraging nature, but nearly all 
complain of the same difficulties, the unman- 
agable extent of the fields, the scarcity of 
missionaries, and the spiritual destitution in 
many localities. Mr. R. C. Murray (now in 
India), speaking of his own district, may be 
said to echo the statements of many of his 
co-labourers,—“ I cannot refrain from expres- 
sing myself somewhat strongly on the great 
need of these our own people. They are dying 
at our door. They are longing for light and 
life. There are families who have not seen a 
minister of any kind for years. They are 
willing to doa little to help themselves, and 
soon would learn to do more. I do therefore 
trust that the Presbytery may be able to send 
two student missionaries to this group this 
summer, and if possible furnish some supply 
for Country and Isaac’s Harbor during part of 
the winter.” Mr. Cahill says of St. George,— 
“Tf a minister could be kept here constantly 
we could build upachurch. At present other 
denominations reap the fruit of our summer 
work.” Mr. J. McP. Scott, speaking of Baillie 
and Tower Hill, says:—“ The field is too large, 
not so much that the missionary is over- 
worked as the people are not reached.” Mr. 
J. W. Maclennan in his report of work in the 
Presbytery of Sydney mentions Leitch’s Creek 
as “a station, once a settled charge, suffering 
from the effects of aseven year’s vacancy, the 
work done in summer losing greatly in its 


lasting effects by the people being left without 
the means of grace in winter.” 

The committee make grateful mention of 
the receipt of a gift of one hundred and fifty 
pounds sterling from the Colonial Committee 
of the Free Church of Scotland, a contribu- 
tion given without any restriction, and which 
has enabled the committee to provide liberally 
for districts unable to pay in full, and which 
otherwise would have had very partial supply 
of religious ordinances. Besides, they have 
in response to our application, furnished two 
preachers and paid their passages, thus render- 
ing probable the settlement of two of our 
Geelic congregations within the year. The 
committee also acknowledges bequests of 
$200 each from the late James Thompson and 
Edward Smith, both of St. Andrew’s Church, 
Halifax. 

The funds have been sensibly affected by 
the special effort made for augmentation. 
Some congregations did not give one-fourth or 
even one-sixth for the one that they gave to 
the other, but as a fair proportion gave as 
formerly, the committee had the gratification 
of making a gain on the year of above three 
hundred dollars. The receipts for the year 
were $5055.93 ; Disbursements, $4737.23. The 
committee have the conviction that the Lord 
has greatly blessed the work of their mission- 
aries, and they anticipate during this season 
even better results. The number of catechists 
is greater. Four students and two Geelic pro- 
bationers have sailed, and some of them have 
arrived from Scotland to take part in the 
work. The stations, with a few exceptions, 
are contributing liberally, the Presbyteries are 
taking closer oversight of the stations and of 
the catechist’s work, and the churches are 
showing a more lively interest in the evan- 
gelization of the whole land. The augmenta- 
tion movement runs in the same line with 
Home Missions, and as both tend to develope 
unity of feeling and of effort in bringing the 
Gospel within reach of all, they are equally 
entitled to sympathy, prayer and hearty sup- 
port.

THE CoMMITTAP ON SUPPLEMENTS are glad to 
be able to report that, difficult as it seemed, the 
work was undertaken with a determination, if 
possible, to succeed, and that so far the most 
gratifying success has been attained. <A few 
statements will indicate what has been accom- 
plished. No fewerthan 26 congregations have 
advanced to the minimum with a permanent 
increase in the amount of their contributions 
to ministerial support of $2354; nine more, 
which do no not receive anything from the 
Supplementing Fund, have approached the 
minimum by an increase in their contribu- 
tions of upwards of $500; and 29 congrega- 
tions, which are now, or are likely soon to be, 
on the supplemented list, have increased their 
contributions by $2625—making a total of 64 
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charges belonging to the class which were be- 
low the minimum at the commencement of 
the movement, which have advanced in their 
contributions to ministerial support, and which 
have realized an aggregate increase of about 
$5515. As this amount may be looked upon as a 
permanent increase, the advance in this direc- 
tion will be regarded as peculiarly gratifying. 

If supplemented congregations exert them- 
selves so as to make a regular and moderate 
annual increase in their contributions for pas- 
toral support; if Presbyteries exercise due cau- 
tion in the erection of mission stations into 
congregations, and in the division of existing 
congregations; if they take order that even 
congregations which have fulfilled the condi- 
tions be not recommended to a place on the 
Supplemented List, without the most satisfac- 
tory evidence that they are contributing as 
largely as they might be fairly expected to 
contribute ; and if the Supplementing Commit- 
tee were clothed with such powers as would 
enable them to secure the fulfilment of these 
conditions, it is believed that it would be quite 
possible to realize an amount from year to 
year which would secure the continuance of 
the minimum to all our pastors. Your Com- 
mittee at this early stage in the history of the 
Augmentation movement would, however, de- 
sire to speak of the prospects of permanent 
success with caution. They would commit 
the cause which they have at heart to Him 
who has so freely shed abroad the spirit of lib- 
erality during the past year, and they would 
pray “The Lord keep this thing for ever in the 
imaginations of the thoughts of the heart of His 
people, and prepare their heart unto Himself.”

MOOSE MOUNTAIN COUNTRY. 


The country south of Moose Mouniain 
was lately visited and a church opened on 
the 9thof August. In this corner of Assiniboia 
is a tract of 3,600 square miles with scarcely 
an acre of wasteland. Owing to the absence 
of a railway, settlement is sparse, but the 
people are living in hope. Two missionaries 
are labouring there, Mr. Buchanan of 
Queen’s and Mr. .G. Lockhart. Three 
churches were finished this year and a 
fourth is to be undertaken at once. The 
settlers are from Ontario and Scotland, 
North-Easthope, Zorra, Nissouri and Fer- 
gus furnishing their quota—women com- 
plain that one of their own sex is not with- 
in five miles of them, bachelors, that they 
are bound to bachelorhood of necessity, 
parents, that schools can not be maintained, 
and all, that intellectual, social and religious 
life is well-nigh impossible. Green Valley, 
north of the Moose Mountain, is a promising 
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district. Mr. Steele is missionary and doing 
good work. In these three fields are sixteen. 
stations and the interest taken in the work 
at the stations visited most cheering. The 
lack of railway facilities interferes with 
every interest, but the district must command 
a railway ere long. It was pleasing to hear 
the missionaries of former years as well as 
those of this year well spoken of. Hay, 
McLeod, McKinnon, Buchanan, and Lock- 
hart had secured a lasting place in the 
peoples’ memories. J. BR.

A Hanp-poox or Psycotocy, by J. Clark 
Murray, LL.D., F.R.S.C., Professor of Mental 
and Moral Philosophy, McG.ll College, Mont- 
real: Dawson Brothers; pp. 422: price $1.50. 
This handbook, the author tells us, is designed 
primarily to introduce students to the science 
of Psycology—the name now generally given 
to the science which investigates the phenom- 
ena of the mind. “After carefully analysing 
the elements and the processes of inental life, 
more especially in their relation to the five 
chief inlets of knowledge—the special senses— 
the writer proceeds to investigate the distinct- 
ive nature of the different combinations which 
are formed in the living consciousness of men. 
The scope, arrangement and whole treatment 
of the subject seem to warrant the expecta- 
tion that Dr. Murray’s book may be found no 
less useful as a “ Text-book” than as a hand- 
book. 

Ecypt anp Syria, their physical features in 
relation to Bible History, by Sir J. William 
Dawson, Principal of McGill University: The 
Religious Tract Society, London; Montreal, 

William Drysdale & Co. pp. 192: Price 90 cents. 
These sketches are the results of Sir William’s 
observations during the winter of 1883-4 in 
Egypt and Palestine from a scientific point of 
view, with special reference to the bearing of 
the local geology and topography on Bible 
History. No one is better qualified to discuss 
such subjects than the learned Principal who 
is as much at home in the domain of sacred 


literature as in the intricate mazes of science. 


The Bible student will find some fresh thoughts 
here respecting the Nile Valley, the geography 
of the Exodus, the geology of Judea, the sub- 
terranean quarries of Jerusalem, and the 
singular phenomena of the Jordan and the 
Dead Sea. The closing chapter contains the 
author’s views of the past, present and future 
of this much misgoverned country. Sir Wil- 
liam is confident that if Egypt is ever to be- 
come a free and a happy country “it must not 
only be educated into capacity for self-govern- 
ment, but freed from interference on the part 
of the Turkish power and of the more aggres- 
sive foreign nations: ” and he looks to British 
statesmen and American and British mission- 
aries as the most likely instruments to effect 
the needed reformation. Connected with this 
great work the writer recognizes the possible 
restoration of the Jews, who are now flocking 
into Palestine in unprecedented numbers.

THE beautiful island of Aneityum, one 
of the New Hebrides group, will be 
ever dear te the members of our Church, 


especially to those in the Maritime Pro-: 


vinces,—-as the scene of the successful 
labours of Rev. John Geddie, D.D. It was 
in Aneityum that our Church first com- 
menced foreign mission work among the 
heathen. The labours of Dr. Geddie are 
happily commemorated in a tablet bearing 
the following inscription : 
When he came here 
There were no Christians, 


When he went away 
There were no heathens. 


It will be remembered that for four 
years Dr. Geddie, with his heroic wife, 
toiled in Aneityum amid many perils, and 
succeeded so well that the power of hea- 
thenism was broken and the whole popula- 
tion came more or less under the new in- 
fluence. There remained much, very much, 
to be done,—more than one man, however 
devoted and enterprising, could accomplish. 
At the earnest invitation of Dr. Geddie, Rev. 
John Inglis joined him and took charge of 
the work on one side of the island. The } pop- 
ulation at that time was about 3000; and 
as the result of the labours of the two mis- 
sionaries Aneityum cae a centre of light 
for the adjacent isles. Geddie’s health 
failed, and the time came egal he had to 
“ lay his armour by.” Dr. Inglis also had to 
retire on account of advancing years. Dr. 
Geddie’s station has been filled for a num- 
ber of years by Rev. Joseph Annand, a

man like-minded with our honoured pioneer 


missionary. Dr. Inglis’s station is occupied 
by Rev. Mr. Lawrie. Dr. Inglis belonged 
to the Reformed Presbyterian Church, Scot- 
land, and when that body joined the Free 
Church its mission work passed under the 
Free Church control. Thus, forsome years, 
the Free Church has had charge of one 
station on Aneityum, while Dr. Geddie’s. 
station has been under the care of our own 
Church. It is felt by both missions that 
the time has come when one missionary will 
suffice for the needs of the whole island. 
This becomes all the more apparent when 
we learn that the population has decreased 
and is still decreasing. Our missionary, 
Mr. Annand, has offered to retire from the 
field he has so efficiently occupied, and to 
break new ground. The Free Church will 
now have sole charge of Aneityum ; and we 
have no doubt they will do ample justice to 
this deeply interesting field. The work is 
one. It has been carried on harmoniously 
and effectively for more than thirty years ; 
and we have no doubt that it will be faith- 
fully continued. For the sake of Dr. Geddie 
and Dr. Inglis, as well as for the sake of 
of the many brethren and sisters in the 
Lord that stilllive on Aneityum, our people 
will continue to regard that island with 
warm affection. Mr. Annand spent two or 
more years in pioneer work when he first. . 
went to the New Hebrides, and we have no 
doubt that he will prove equally successful in, 
the sphere which may be allocated to him.

GLIMPSES AT SWEDEN AND Norway. 


UR personal acquaintance with Ham- 
burg was limited to one hour spent 

in the precincts of the railway station, of a 
dark night. We could see the glare of 
electric lights reflected in a sheet of water 
which we took to be the Binnen Alster, 
one of the ornamented lakes for which 
Hamburg is famous, and that was about all ; 
but we consoled ourselves with the old 
adage,—‘‘ Where ignorance is bliss ’tis folly 
to be wise.”: Every body is supposed to 
know that Hamburg is the most important 
shipping port in Germany. The traffic of 
the Elbe, navigable 500 miles from the sea, 
constitutes of itself a very large trade, while 
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numerous canals and railways connect it 
with the Baltic and every part of the 
Continent. Some people go the length 
of saying that it is the wickedest city in 
Germany — wholly given to pleasure. 
There was a very interesting conjunc- 
tion of “stars” at the depot that night. 
First, Principal Cairns of Edinburgh, fol- 
lowed by Dr. J. Marshall Lang of Glasgow, 
Dr. Schaff of New York and several other 
members of the Presbyterian Alliance made 
their appearance, and, soon after, a whole 
train-full of Continental celebrities—all 
going in the same direction. About mid- 
night we arrived at Kiel, some 54 miles 
north of Hamburg, and an important naval 
station on an arm of the Baltic. Here we 
were transferred to a steamer, on board of 
which indescribable confusion reigned for 
some length of time. Reaching Korsér on 
the island of Zealand at 6 a.m., we did 
ample justice to the frugal meal set before 
us, and at eight we were off by rail for 
Copenhagen, sixty-six miles distant ; time 
three hours. Our first impressions of Den- 
mark were very pleasing. We _ passed 
through a well-cultivated country, the thorn 
hedges and tidy farm steadings reminded us 
more of the lowlands of Scotland than any- 
thing we had seen since crossing the channel. 
Somehow, we began very soon to feel “ at 
home” in Denmark—a feeling that grew 
upon us the more we saw of the country 
and its kindly people. And why should 
we not? Did not a good Danish King 
once wield the English Sceptre? And may 
nota Danish Princess be Queen of Britain 
again before long? And were not many of 
our Scottish ancestors of Danish descent? 
And may there not be a tinge of Scandinavian 
blood in our own veins? And is not blood 
thicker than water? I need say nothing 
more about the pleasant days spent in at- 
tending the meetings of the Evangelical 
Alliance in Copenhagen. At one of these 
meetings, however, «2 Swedish pastor ad- 
vised us on no account to miss the oppor- 
tunity of seeing Stockholm—“ the most 
beautiful capital in Europe,” he said. It is 
only 400 miles north from Copenhagen ! 
So, to Stockholm we went. The first part 
of the journey was by sea, to Malmdé, a 
small town at the southern extremity of 
the Swedish peninsula, whence we pro- 
ceeded by the limited mail train, which 
kept excellent time and wasin every respect 


Stockholm is built on 
several islands, connected by numerous 
bridges. It is thirty-six miles from the sea, 
at the head of one of those picturesque 
fiords through which the tide rushes with 
the force of a mighty river. It has, of 
course, a splendid harbour, accessible to 
ships of the largest size. On a fine site, 
sloping towards the water, is the Royal 
Palace, a large and handsome building. We 
admired the interior with its picture galleries: 
and antique furniture—especially the private 
apartments of the Royal Family, and thé 
elegant suites of rooms for their visitors. The 
‘¢ Grand Hotel,” immediately opposite, isa 
splendid modern structure, containing 400 
bedrooms, equal in every respect to the best 
English or American hoteis, and much 
cheaper—only $3.00 per day. ‘There are 
several public parks : that in the centre of 
the city is particularly beautiful and well 
kept. Some of the other public buildings 
are also very handsome, and inthe Gustavus 
Adolphus Square there is a fine bronze 
statue of that celebrated monarch—a laurel 
wreath on his brow, a palm branch in his 
hand, and displaying his famous motto,— 
‘“¢ Peace with Honour.” We stepped on 
board a small twin-screw steamer lying at 
the wharf with steam up, without knowing 
very well whither it might carry us. In one 
hour we were conveyed twenty-four miles 
down the fiord to where a huge stone for- 
tress rose out of mid-channel and which 
seemed to say, ‘‘ thus far shalt thou go and . 
no further.” The return trip was made as ex- 
peditiously as the first. We noticed on 
both banks of this romantic fiord many 
tasteful villas, and some larger castles, the 
summer homes of the wealthy merchants 
and princes of Stockholm. 

While here it may not be out of place to 
mention that Sweden and Norway jointly 
occupy the whole of the north-western 
peninsula of Europe, which with Denmark 
and Finland used to be styled Scandinavia, 
but within recent times Finland has been 
annexed to Russia, and the southern parts of 
Denmark to Germany, which leaves these 
three northern kingdoms with very small 
territories. Although now addicted to the 
peaceful arts, and subsisting chiefly on 
agricultural industry, enough of the old 
martial spirit remains to assert their right to 
an independent existence. Each of them 
maintains a standing army; that of Sweden 
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numbers nearly forty thousand soldiers, 
and that of Norway about half as many. 
The population of Sweden is about 3,500,- 
000, and that of Norway about 2,505,000. 
The great majority of the people in both 
countries, and also in Denmark, are Luther- 
ans. So clean a sweep did the Reformation 
make in Sweden, there are not a thousand 
Roman Catholics in it to-day. Although 
entirely separate and independent king- 
doms, strange to say, Sweden and Norway 
have only one king between them. Oscar 
II, the present sovereign, is about 56 years 
of age and is said to be very popular and 
highly accomplished. The Lutheran Church, 
established by law, is the State Church in 
all the three Scandinavian Kingdoms. Up 
to 1845 no other religious denomination 
was tolerated in Norway. Now, however, 
within certain limits, the people are free to 
worship according to the dictates of their 
consciences. The law, provides, nevertheless, 
that No one who has been confirmed may 
leave the State Church before having at- 
tained the age of nineteen. It is now pro- 
posed to reduce the age to fifteen. 

We sailed from Copenhagen on the 
morning of the 6th of September, bound 
for Leith, via Christiansand, in the staunch 
and well found new steamer ‘“ Thorsa,” and 
made our port of call at daybreak next 
morning. We were surprized to find a 
town of 30,000 inhabitants, every one of 
whom was presumably asleep. With the 
exception of the old Cathedral and a new 
Court House, the buildings are all of wood, 
clap-boarded and shingled in Canadian 
fashion, but one of the cleanest and. most 
regularly built towns imaginable. Telegraph 
wires, water hydrants, and other modern 
improvements were noticed in the streets, 
and nearly every window was a miniature 
flower garden. ‘The harbour is one of the 
finest in Norway, strongly fortified, and the 
surrounding scenery so bold and beautiful 
as not to be soon forgotten. We did not 
stay long. Before noon we were off the 
Naze of Norway where we encountered 
one of the fiercest gales that had swept the 
North Sea for years. The wind, however, 
following us, we made an unusually rapid 
voyage of 500 miles, and dropped anchor 
in Leith Roads on Sunday evening. A few 
days more and we were speeding across the 
Atlantic in the steamship ‘‘ Circassian” of the 
Allan Line ; and so ended a very pleasant 
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journey, occupying ninety-eight days, dur- 
ing which we travelled 9,710 miles, without 
once missing a train or losing the value of a 
shoelatchet. 


Missionwy Cabinet. 


JouNn Scoupprr, M.D. 


MONG the missionaries of recent times 

there are few more worthy of honorable 
mention than Dr. J. Scudder, a medical mis- 
sionary of the American Board of Foreign 
Missions, who spent most of his life in India. 
Not only did he give himself to the great 
work, but five of his sons and a daughter also 
became missionaries in India, and to them 
belongs the honour of founding the Arcot 
Mission which has been so successful in the 
hands of the Reformed Church in America. 
The five sons were all married, so that at 
one time no less than thirteen members of 
the same family were actively engaged in 
mission work! Dr. Scudder was born in 
Freehold, New Jersey, and was dedicated to 
God in his infancy by a pious mother. When 
prepared to enter college he was sent to 
Princeton Seminary, where he was not only 
a diligent student, but also a pronounced 
Christian, who did everything he could to 
influence his fellow-students in that direc- 
tion. When the timecame for him to make 
choice of a profession he intimated his 
desire to become a minister of the Gospel ; 
in deference, however, to the wishes of his 
father, he entered upon the study of medi- 
cine at the New York Medical College, where 
he graduated and soon afterwards began 
practice as a physician in that city and was 
married toa young lady “ beautiful in per- 


‘son, lovely in spirit, and attractive in man- 


ners,” full of the missionary spirit and who 
proved a faithful and efficient colabourer 
with him in the work to which he was even- 
tually called. Dr. Scudder’s skill and 
courtesy soon secured a large and lucrative 
practice in New York, where he became an 
active member of the Dutch Reformed 
Church. Ona visit to one of his patients 
he picked up a tract written by Gordon Hall, 
entitled, ‘‘ The Conversion of the World; 
or the Claims of Six Hundred Millions.” 
He begged the loan of the book; he read 
and re-read the little volume, every page of 
which seemed a voice beseeching him to 
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come to the rescue of souls ready to perish. 
There were many ties to bind him to his 
loved home land, but in his own heart the 
conflict was soon ended, and he was able to 
say,—‘ Lord Jesus, I go, as Thou hast com- 
manded, to preach the Gospel to every crea- 
ture.” His young wife readily consented 
to go with him. Just as they had come to 
this decision the American Board called for 
a medical missionary for Ceylon, and Dr. 
Scudder’s offer of service was accepted. On 
the 8th of June, 1819, Dr. Scudder, and 
Messrs. Levi Spaulding, Miron Winslow 
and Henry Woodward, with their wives, 
sailed from Boston in the brig Jzdus, bound 
for Calcutta. Captain Willis, master of the 
Indus, was a sincere Christian, and, during 
the voyage of five months, a remarkable 
revival took place, embracing the greater 
part of the crew. <A few days after reach- 
ing Calcutta, Dr. Scudder’s little daughter 
died, and the sorrowing parents continued 
their journey to Ceylon. ‘Their field of 
labour was in the Province of Jaffna, a 
cluster of islands at the northern extremity 
of Ceylon, where a mission had been main- 
tained by the Board since the year 1816. 
Atthe time of Dr. Scudder’s arrival there 
were eight parishes under the care of the 
mission. In August, 1820, Dr. Scudder was 
licensed to preach the Gospel, and was soon 
engaged, heart and soul, in the work of the 
ministry, preaching not only in public, but 
from house to houses. In 1821 he received 
ordination. A large part of his time was 
occupied in preaching tours in the neigh- 
bouring towns and villages. While absent 
on such tours and engaged in the duties of 
the medical profession, the care of the schools, 
both for boys and girls, devolved upon Mrs. 
Scudder, in addition to her domestic duties 
and the instruction of the women who at- 
tended her classes. Dr. Scudder’s labours 
in Ceylon were incessant and very success- 
ful, but, owing to the trying nature of the 
climate they seriously affected his health, 
so that he was obliged to seek a change. He 
visited Madras and passing into the interior 
spent some time in Bangalore. In 1836 he 
was appointed to institute a mission in the 
vicinity of Madras, where he resumed his 
chosen work with renewed health and ac- 
tivity. So eager were the people to receive 
instruction, that Dr. Scudder was known to 
stand for eleven consecutive hours preach- 
ing the Word or distributing books. On 


one of his tours he proceeded as far south as 
Tranquibar and preached to the native congre- 
gations in Tamil in the church built by Zie- 
genbalg, more than a century before. These 
protracted journeys, ina debilitating climate, 
at length broke down his vigorous consti- 
tution. He was advised to visit America as 
affording him the only hope of life. Before 
doing so, however, he crossed the Neilgher- 
ries to accomplish some important errand, 
and on his journey contracted the jungle 
fever and was again brought to the brink of 
the grave. His heroic wife, hearing of his 
illness, travelled night and day with little 
hope of finding her husband alive, and was 
in imminent peril of being destroyed by 
wild beasts ; but the livesof both were merci- 
fully preserved. The voyage to America 
was so beneficial that on his arrival in 1842 
he devoted himself to an unremitted effort 
for awakening a missionary spirit among the 
youth of his native land. For three years 
he was constantly employed in this way, 
until he had addressed over a hundred 
thousand children. Dr. and Mrs. Scudder 
returned to Madras in 1847 and went im- 
mediately to Madura, one of the Southern 
Provinces, which the American Board has 
since covered with a network of stations. 
In 1849 they returned to Madras. In No- 
vember of that year Mrs. Scudder died, 
after a brief illness. She had been thirty 
years connected with the India missions, 
She had been an indefatigable worker. Her 
husband said of her that ‘“ she literally 
prayed her children into the kingdom.” It 
was her earnest desire that all her sons should 
become missionaries ; and her prayer was 
answered, though the sixth son was not per- 
mitted to enter upon his chosen work, being 
taken away by death while pursuing his 
theological studies. In the summer of 1854 
Dr. Scudder’s health again gave way and he 
was induced to try a voyage to the Cape of 
Good Hope. Here he rallied and com- 
menced preaching with his usual earnestness 
to the children, crowds of whom flocked to 
hear him, but the end was nearer than he 
imagined. On the 13th of January, 1855, 
he was seized with a fit of apoplexy, from 
which he did not recover. He passed away 
to his reward in the sixty-second year of 
his age and the thirty-sixth of his missionary 
labours. He was a great and a good man, 
who consecrated all his powers to the service 
of his Master.

There was 
a prophet in Israel named Jonah, a native of 
Gath-hepher, three miles N. of Nazareth, 2 
Kings,14: 25. That the same is here referred 
to need not be doubted. He was a contempor- 
ary of Amos and Hosea, hence the position 
assigned to the book in the eanon. The story 
teaches thus early that God’s gracious provi- 
dence is not confined to any one nation, but 
extends to all peoples, Acts 10: 35. V. 2. 
Nineveh—see next lesson. G'o—this word is 
found 800 times in the Bible, often accom- 
panied with Do. It is not for a servant to 
question his master’s orders, Matt. 8: 9.—Re- 
member Abraham and Elijah ; also Balaclava. 
VY. 3. But—Jonah deliberately disobeyed God. 
Joppa—Jafta, the seaport of Jerusalem, from 
which it is distant thirty-five miles, pop. 8000. 
V. 4. It is no use trying to escape from God, 
ps. 189: 7-10. A great wind—God controls the 
iorees of His universe at His will, Prov. 30: 4; 
Mark 4: 39. V.5. The sailors were heathens 
from diiferent countries—religious in their own 
way: not atheists. Each prayed to his parti- 
cular god in time of trouble: that is what our 
God would have us to do, Matt.11: 28. Fast 
asleep—lost to all sense of his sin and shame. 
V. 6. Careless sinners, and sleepy Christians, 
need often to be roused from their lethargy 
and awakened toa consciousness of the danger 
of unbelief. V.7. The lot fell—not by chance, 
Prov. 16: 33. V. 8. The very means used 
for concealment often lead to detection, as in 
this instance. Y.9. Once roused from slum- 
ber, the better part of Jonah’s character ap- 
pears in his straightforward answers. <A 
Christian should never be ashamed of his 
religion, Rom. 1: 16. Vs. 10,11. If profess- 
ors of religion do wrong they may expect to 
have it cast up to them by unbelievers. V. 12. 
Here is true nobility, as well as true repentance. 
We discover in Jonah a type of Him who died 
to save a guilty world, John 3:16. V. 14. 
Recognizing the overruling hand of Jonah’s 
God, they yet fear to lay hands on His prophet. 
V.16. Their chief anxiety is for themselves: 
was this a justifiable homicide? The ceasing of 
the storm says yes, confirms the sailors’ belief 
in Jonah’s God, and leads them to vow that 
henceforth He should be their God too. V.17. 
God did not need to create a fish for this pur- 
pose. There are still sharks in the Mediter- 
ranean big enough to swallow a man alive. 
The miracle was how Jonah could live three 
days and three nights in the belly of the fish. 
One important duty is taught by this story, — 
pelts obedience to the revealed word of 
od.

NoveMBER 15, _ B.C. 800. 
Golden Text, Luke 11: 82. 


NUVEVEH— the capital of Assyria, the great- 

est city of antiquity, situated on the 
Tigris, opposite the modern city of Mosul: 
founded by Nimrod about 1998 B. C., Gen. 10: 


8-11; and finally overthrown about 625 B. C. 
The walls of the city are said to have been 100 
feet high, 50 feet broad, and 60 miles in cir- 
cumference. Much of the enclosed area was 
in parks and gardens. Judging from the num- 
ber of infants, ch. 4: 11, the population is sup- 
posed to have been about 500,000. V. 2. That 
great city—to impress Jonah with the magni- 
tude and urgency of his mission. That I bid 
thee—that 1 bade thee at the first, ch. 1: 2. 
Preach—proclaim to the people that God’s ven- 
geance is coming upon them except they 
repent. Those who make Jonah the first prea- 
cher to the heathen, forget that Enoch was just 
such a preacher as Jonah, Jude 14; and that 
Noah also was a preacher ofrighteousness. 2 Pet. 
2:5. V.8. Jonah arose—from the place where 
he was cast ashore—and went a journey of 
several weeks. ‘According to the word of the 
Lord—the best of all reasons for undertaking 
any kind of Christian work. V. 4. He over- 
took as much of the eity as he could on the 
first day, going from place to place, delivering 
the same terrible message to all. V. 5. The 
people might have said,— Well, if we are to be 
destroyed, what is the use of repenting? But, 
oh, the mercy and grace of God to the greatest 
sinners! It was the purpose of God in send- 
ing Jonah to Nineveh that the people should 
repent, and they did. None have sinned so 
much that they should despair. Remember 
David, Saul, the thief on the cross. Who made 
them believe? Who opened the heart of 
Lydia? and converted 3000 at Pentecost? 
Acts 16:14; 2:41. It was THE Lorp. See how 
that name runs like a golden thread through 
the whole book of Jonah. They gaveevidence 
of their sincere belief in Jonah’s prediction 
and Jonah’s God by fasting, and putting on 
sackcloth—emblem of deepest humiliation. 
The movement began among the common peo- 
ple and spread to the upper classes. V. 8. The 
King’s decree enjoined sorrow for sin, prayer 
for pardon and turning from evil ways. V. 9. 
Who can tell? Prophets, martyrs, apostles, 
Christ Himself, answer, “yes,” Isa. 55: 7; 
Acts 7: 60; 2 Peter 3:9; Matt.18: 14. Y. 
10. Their works—True repentance is a change 
of heart seen in a change of life, James 2: 17- 
18. God repented—not in the sense in which 
man repents,1 Sam.15: 29. He only changed 
his procedure to suit the new circumstances 
brought about by his own agency. Whatdoes 
this wonderful story say to us? Do we believe 
in God? What proof do we give of our sincer- 
ity? Ponder the Golden Text. 


JONAH iii: 1-10. 
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Hezekiaws Good Acign. 
B. C. 726. 2 Kines 18: 1-12. 
Golden Text, 2 Kings 18: 3. 


NovVEMBER 22. 


OMPARE 2 Chron. chs. 29-31. Hezekiah 
was the 18th and the best of the kings of 
Judah, although the son of a bad father. V. 
2. Abi—or Abijah, daughter of Zechariah—a 
man of God, 2 Chron. 26: 5. Like many 
other great men, Hezekiah doubtless owed 
everything, under God, to the early training of 
a pious mother. V.3. That which was right— 
His reign was one of the most exemplary in 
‘Scripture. The besetting sin of the Jews was 
the idolatry which his great ancestor David 
never.countenanced. V.4 gives a very brief 
outline of the reformation, described very fully 
in Chronicles, where we find that before com- 
mencing the work of destruction Hezekiah 
opened the temple doors which Ahaz had 
closed, and had it cleansed of the accumulated 
dust and rubbish of eight or ten years, 2 
Chron. 29; 3-5. He then reinstituted the 
passover feast. So great was the popular en- 
thusiasm, the customary seven days were not 
enough, it was prolonged for seven days more, 
on a scale of magnificence never equalled since 
the days of Solomon. During the second 
week 2000 bullocks and 17,000 sheep were 
offered in sacrifice, 2 Chron. 30: 23-26. When 
all was over, they cut down the idolatrous 
groves, smashed the images and overthrew the 
altars of Baal. The brazen serpent—see Num- 
bers 21: 5-12. This remarkable relic had 
been preserved as an interesting memorial of 
the Divine mercy, but it came to be regarded 
with superstitious reverence and Hezekiah 
determined that it, too, must go. Nehustan— 
it was only a bit of brass after all! Away 
with all such relics! V.5. He trusted in the 
Lord—this was the mainspring of his actions 
and the secret of his success, Ps. 34: 22; 125:1; 
2 Cor.1; 9. V.6. Not like some other kings, 
Hezekiah persevered in right courses to the 
end, and, by his example of personal holiness, 
influenced the whole nation. V.7. There is a 
close connection betwixt moral rectitude 
and material prosperity. Prov. 14: 34. Rebelled 
against Assyria—protested againt paying the 
tribute,«ch. 16: 8. But he had to do it all 
the same, vs. 15,16. V. 8. Smote the Philis- 
tines—their powerful and hostile neighbours 
bordering on the Mediterranean. Gaza in the 
remotest 8. west of Palestine,Jud.16: 21. Ys. 
9-12. Samaria was at this time, B. C. 721, be- 
sieged by Shalmanezer, but in the meantime a 
rebellion broke out in Assyria. Shalmanezer 
was deposed and Sargon ascended the throne. 
He it was who completed the conquest of Sam- 
aria and carried off the Israelites into captiv- 
ity. From that time until now they have been 
spoken of as “the lost ten tribes.” The way of 
transgressors is hard. 


HezehiaW's Lrayer Answered. 
B..C. 713. 2 Kines xx: I-17, 
Golden Text, Psalm 20: 1. 


NOVEMBER 29. 


OME years after the events in last lesson, 
Sennacherib invaded Judah with an im- 
mense army, exacted tribute from Hezekiah, 
beseiged Jerusalem, wrote blasphemous letters, 
and instigated his followers to rail against God 
and the king, 2 Chron. 32: 9-16. In answer 
to prayer God sent a destroying angel into the 
Assyrian camp and in one night slew 185,000 
of them, ch. 19: 35. V.1. In those days—the 
time of the Assyrian invasion. Jsaiah—The 
greatest of the old T. prophets, who flour- 
ished from 760 B.C. until 698 B.C. Hezekiah 
—sick of a mortal malady, is told by the pro- 
phet that he shall die, i.e,, that his disease was 
such that in the natural course of things he 
should die. Human remedies would not avail, 
he should therefore set his house in order—lose 
no time in arranging all his worldly affairs 
and prepare himself to meet the last enemy. 
Death awaits us all. It sometimes comes very 
suddenly, we should therefore be always pre- 
pared forit. Vs. 2,3. Hezekiah’s prayer was 
prompted more by solicitude for his kingdom 
than by the fear of death. Remember how I 
have walked before Thee—We shall not be saved 
for any good we have done, yetit is well that in 
the prospect of death we can recall the record 
of a well spent life, Acts 20: 26, 27,33; 2 Tim. 
4: 8. Wept sore—Life is sweet, and the pros- 
pect of death very solemn, even to the best of 
men. His work was still unfinished, and in 
those days the hope of immortality—with a 
few rare exceptions, was dim and uncertain. 
Vs. 4, 5. The answer to Hezekiah’s prayer 
came while he was yet speaking, Isa. 65: 24. 
Conclusive proof that God does hear and an- 
swer prayer. Never let us doubt that, Heb. 4: 
16. V. 8 The sign—It was not inconsistent 
with God’s dealings in the old times to grant 
such tokens of assurance, Is.7: 11. That it 
was asked in no improper spirit is shown by 
the answer fromthe Lord. As to how the sha- 
dow went back ten degrees cannot be explain- 
ed. Whether “the laws of nature” were 
suspended by the Lawmaker, or whether the 
laws of refraction produced the phenomenon 
is not important; in either case it was a mira- 
cle and satisfied Hezekiah. Vs. 12-14. This 
king was an idolater and was probably trying 
to make an ally of Hezekiah, who yielded too 
readily to his flattery and allowed pride and 
vanity to warp his better judgment, Instead 
of this pompous display he should have tried 
to convert this heathen. Vs.15-17. The an- 
swer was quite frank and honest, and Heze- 
kiah received the announcement of the over- 
throw of his kingdom with commendable 
resignation. It was literally fulfilled by the — 
Babylonish captivity in 588 B. C. ch. 25: 1-11. 
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Our Own Gluvrch. 


“THE Couteotions FoR THE AUGMENTATION 

or SirpPENDs in both sections of the 
Church—east and west—are appointed to 
be taken up on the third Sabbath of Nov., 
unless some other and better way of securing 
the support of congregations has been 
adopted. It is too soon to talk of diffi- 
culties in respect to a scheme that has only 
been begun so recently, but we would call 
attention to a misunderstanding which has 
caused a good deal of inconvenience. Con- 
gregations and individuals in apportioning 
their annual contributions have not been so 
careful as they should to distinguish be- 
twixt the Home Mission Fund proper and 
the Augmentation Scheme, which, although 
a branch of the business entrusted to the 
management of the H. M. committee is en- 
tirely and distinctly separate from it. This 
distinction is clearly set forth in the report 
of the sub-committee, published in the last 
number of the Record, which we commend 
to the careful perusal and re-perusal if 
necessary, of those who have to do with 
the management of such matters in the 
several congregations. 

We are glad to see that the St. James 
Square congregation, Toronto, have at length 
succeeded in securing the services of an 
able and accomplished minister, one whose 
coming among us will be an acquisition 
to the church at large. Dr. Kellogg 
stands very highin the estimation of his 
own countrymen and brethren in the 
ministry, both asa preacher and a man of 
letters. He is the author of several im- 
portant works—‘ The Jews, or Prediction 
and Fulfilment”; “ Are The Premillenia- 
lists Right?’ ; “The Light of Asia and the 
Light of the World Compared,” &c. His 
stipend is to be $4,500 per annum. He 
will not relinquish his present professorial 
duties, however, until the first of April. So 
the people must “thole.” And this re- 
minds us that another important vacancy 
has been filled, to the entire satisfaction of 
the congregation, and by a talented young 
minister from Scotland, whom we are de- 
lighted to have among us as pastor of St. 
Andrew’s Church, Kingston—the Rev. John 
Mackie of Dalbeattie, in the Presbytery of 
Dumfries, whose induction is recorded be- 
low. 
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Waose Favur was 11 ?—The Clerk of the 
Presbytery of Lanark and Renfrew calls our 
attention to the fact that every one of the 
commissioners appointed by the Presbytery 
put in an appearance at the General Assem- 
bly, the statements in the printed minutes 
to the contrary nevertheless notwithstand- 
ing. Very likely some of the respected 
elders answered the roll call in tones so 
feeble as to be inaudible to the recording 
Clerk. Teaching and ruling elders alike 
frequently need to be reminded to “ speak 
out.” 

Revivau.—A very cheering revival of 
religion is reported from the Presbytery of 
Miramichi. In some of our congregations 
there have been large additions to the mem- 
bership. Special services and prayer meet- 
ings are unusually numerous and are well 
attended. There is a delightful readiness 
to take part in religious exercises, and to 
testify ‘what the Lord hath wrought.” One 
congregation, that of Redbank, has very 
nearly doubled the number of communicants. 

Prrsonaut.—Rev. Peter Melville, of St. 
Columba Kirk, Hopewell, N. S., the editor 
of the Monthly Record of the Church of 
Scotland in the Maritime Provinces, on 
occasion of his recent visit to Montreal, 
preached in old St. Gabriel Church with 
his wonted power and eloquence. Rev. John 
Snodgrass, eldest son of ex-principal Snod- 
grass, now minister of Canonbie, Dumfries- 
shire, Scotland, has been supplying several 
vacant pulpits in the Maritime Provinces, 
which indicates that he has come to stay. 
We shall give him, also, a cordial welcome.

THE COLLEGES. 


Knox Coutece, Toronto: The opening 
services of the session for 1885-86 were 
held on 7th October in the Convocation 
Hall, which was filled with the students, 
alumni and other friends of the institution. 
Principal Caven, after extending a cordial 
welcome to the students, old and new, re- 
ferred to the work already done by Knox 
College and to its increasing usefulness and 
prosperity. The new college buildings were 
already found too small to accommodate all 
who wished to take advantage of them. 
The effort to raise an additional sum of 
$200,000 for endowment had only been 
partially successtul. Steps had been taken 
for the affiliation of ihe College with the 
University of Toronto, which it was confi- 
dently. hoped would be in many ways ad- 
vantageous. It was further stated that steps 
had been taken to add another professor to 
the staff—for Church History, Homiletics 
and Pastoral Theology. Prof. Gregg deliv- 
ered the introductory lecture, which con- 
sisted, very appropriately, of a resumé of 
the History of the Presbyterian Church ip 
Canada, a subject in which the learned pro- 
fessor is quite at home, and withal a very 
popular one. 

THE PRESBYTERIAN CoLLEGE, MontrReAc: 
The session was formally opened on the 
evening of the 7th of October in the David 
Morrice Convocation Hall, and in the pre- 
sence of a large number of .the friends of 
the College. Rev. William T. Herridge, 
B.D., pastor of St. Andrew’s Church, Otia- 
wa, delivered the opening address, taking 
for his subject ‘‘ Christianity and Culture.” 
My, Herridge, who is one of the rising young 
ministers of the Church, treated his subject 
in a philosophical and scholarly manner. 
After referring to the erroneous ideas too 
often associated with culture in the ordinary 
sense of the term, and defining what Chris- 
tianity in the highest aud largest sense of 
the word really is, the lecturer proceeded to 
show that true culture and Christianity are 
never antagonistic, but, on the contrary, are 
inseparably connected. Principal MacVicar 
announced that the Theological classes would 
open on the following day, and was happy 
to add that the prospects of the session were 
highly encouraging. Fifteen new students 
were enrolled, and the college buildings are 
already fully occupied. 
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MANITOBA ITEMS.

The harvest is great, but our labourers 
are few. Are our active young ministers 
going to desert the prairie provinces? Why 
are our Home Mission authorities so easy- 
going? About twenty students to be with- 
drawn from promising fields, and only some 
three or four available labourers to take 
their places! Minnedosa, Emerson, Car- 
berry, Fort William, Qu’Appelle, Cartwright, 
Brandon 2nd—all desirable fields—are open. 
On Rainy River, where a successful winter’s 
work is calling fora suitable man to do it, 
in the new church just opened at Fort 
Frances, there is a prospect of no one. 
Lethbridge, the new coal centre, should 
have full supply. Itis perfectly useless to 
organize new stations, and leave them 
counted as evidences of church extension 
unless we occupy them continuously. In 
Winnipeg the affairs of Knox Church have 
been a source of anxiety for some time, but 
a satisfactory solution has been: reached. 
The difficulty was caused by the congrega- 
tion having in its possession a large amount 
of property, which, on building its new 
church, itexpected to sell. The dulness in 
real estate in Winnipeg has prevented the 
disposal of the church property as was 
expected. The congregation has now made 
a rearrangement, which it is quite within 
its power to carry out, which will preserve 
the honour of Presbyterianism, and will 
much assist our work in Winnipeg. St. 
Andrew’s Church, Winnipeg, with an over- 
flowing congregation, earnestly desires a 
house of cedar. Perhaps nextsummer may 
see it undertaken, but there is too much 
good Scottish caution among this people for 
them to embarrass themselves with a mill- 
stone of debt. Manitoba College only 
bears a mortgage of $9,600 upon it now, 
instead of the $24,000 it carried two years 
ago. This has been attained by the assist- 
ance rendered by liberal friends in Mon- 
treal, Toronto, Ottawa and Hamilton, along 
with sums obtained in Manitoba. It is 
stated that one gentleman has made good his 
promise to give $2,000. Dr. King is much 
encouraged by the liberality he has seen in 
this matter. Is there no one now to pay 
for a year or two the salary of another pro- 
fessor, to help the terribly over-worked 
staff? The College Arts classes are in full 
operation, with excellent prospects. It is 
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expected that between thirty and forty 
students of Manitoba College will appear 
at the University of Manitoba examinations 
in May next. The present hope is that 
eleven candidates from Manitoba College 
will take their B. A. next June. Convoca- 
tion Day, when the College sends out eleven 
graduates, will be a red-letter day indeed. 
The Theological Session opens on Ist of 
November. The prospect is that there 
will be eleven or twelve theological students 
proper, in addition to a considerable num- 
ber at various stages in arts preparing for 
the ministry. The Governor General was 
received by Manitoba College on his recent 
visit to Winnipeg. His reception at the 
Government buildings was a failure on _ac- 
count of certain absurd social arrangements 
made by his subordinates. ‘The citizens of 
Winnipeg have taken the matter up and 
will give him a rousing welcome on his re- 
turn from the Pacific Coast. This month 
expects to witness an event of the greatest 
importance for Canada—the opening of the 
C. P. R. from ocean to ocean. May it be 
the means of uniting the Provinces more 
closely together. B.

ying for the ministry, he set his 
heart upon the work of labouring among the 
heathen. In due time, when the Church 
asked for a third missionary to the Asiatics 
in Trinidad, Mr. Christie offered his ser-. 
vices, which were gladly ascepted. He 
laboured very faithfully and successfully, 
for about eight years, in a field where health 
and strength were often taxed to the utter- 
most. At length, about four years ago, ill 
health compelled him to retire from the 
field. But though his health failed in the 
tropical climate of Trinidad, it was hoped 
that he would be able to resume Work in 
some section of the home field. He la- 
boured with much acceptance, for brief pe- 
riods, in several congregations. but his 
constitution had been impaired, and he had 
to seek a milder climate than that of Canada. 
Over a year ago he went to California, and 
ministered with comfort for a time to a con- 
gregation there. But his bronchial trouble 
increased, and a few months ago he had to 
giveup work. Bravely, calmly, in a strange 
land, he bore up as long as he could, and 
worked in a very cheerful spirit to the last. 
He died early in October, at Kelséyville, 
California. He leaves a widow and six 
young children. His venerable parents 
live at Bedford, Nova Scotia, his father, 
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as to be considered by the committee at its 
April meeting.

GrorGE Rosertson, one of the oldest 
elders in the Presbyterian Church in Ca- 
nada, died on September 7th in his 78th 
year. He was a native of Orkney, Scot- 
land. About forty years ago he was or- 
dained to the eldership in St. John’s 
Church, Belleville, of which he was one of 
the originators, and ever took an active and 
eminently useful part in the work of the 
Church. 

BEAUHARNOIS has lost three old and re- 
spected members of the Church this year,— 
(1) Mr Kilgour, a ruling elder, whose place 
cannot easily be filled, died in spring; (2) 
Mrs. R. H. Norval, a lady of fine literary 
attainments, and (3) Mfrs. Murdoch, sister 
of the late Dr. Mathieson, of Montreal, 
whose untiring hand in sickness and ever- 
ready sympathy with suffermg endeared 
her to many hearts. 

Mrs. Danret Ginmour, wife of Mr. Gil- 
mour, elder in the congregation of Camden 
Sth and Tamworth, died on 11th September, 
aged 62. Mrs. Gilmour was a true mother 
in Israel and a loyal daughter of the Pres- 
byterian Church.

reached the patriarchal age of eighty- 
four years. Few men held a higher place in 
the estimation of the Christian public, and 
none was more worthy of it. In his younger 
days he took a lift in politics, and was a mem- 
ber of Sir Robert Peel’s Cabinet fifty years ago. 
At that time he did more than any other man 
to limit the hours of labour for women and 
children in the English factories. It was he 
who organized the Bootblack Brigade, and in 
many other ways he worked for the benefit of 
the poorer classes. He was president of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, and of the 
Ragged School Union of London. He was a 
staunch and consistent member of the Church 
of England, without a particle of exclusiveness. 
Rev. J. Logan Aikman, Moderator of the Synod 
of the United Presbyterian Church of Scotland, 
died on the 13th September in his 65th year. 
He was ordained to the ministry in 1845, and 
after a pastorate of eleven years in Edinburgh, 
was translated to Anderston Church, Glasgow. 
He was an able minister and the author of a 
Cyclopedia of Missions and other works. The 
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death of Principal John Shairp, D.D., of the - 
United College of St. Salvator and St. Leonard’s, 
St. Andrew’s, is also announced. He was a 
native of Linlithgowshire. After completing a 
distinguished curriculum at the Universities 
of Glasgow and Oxford, he was appointed an 
assistant master in Rugby School. He was 
elected to the Chair of Humanity in St. 
Andrew’s University in 1861, and made Prin- 
cipal in 1868. Itis understood that with his. 
decease there will be an end of the double 
Principalship in this the oldest of the Scottish 
Universities. Principal Shairp was a scholar 
and a poet. In 1877 he was elected by Conyo- 
cation Professor of Poetry in the University of 
Oxford. Rev. Jas. Drummond, of Forgandenny 
Free Church, has also passed away at the ad- 
vanced age of eighty-five. He was one of the 
predisruption worthies who had to exchange a 
beautiful manse for a thatched cottage, and 
had also to endure many other trials. Mr. 
Gladstone’s famous “ manifesto,’ although ad- 
dressed to a Scottish constituency is guarded 
in its reference to the subject that is uppermost 
in the minds of most people in Scotland at the 
present time, and would require to be read dis- 
creetly “ between the lines.” 

“ With respect to the severance of the Church 
of England from the State,” he says— 

“‘T think it obvious that so vast a question cannot hbe- 
come practical until it shall have grown familiar to the 
public mind by thorough discussion; with the further 
condition that the proposal, when thoroughly discussed,. 
shall be approved. I cannot forecast the dim and distant 
courses of the future. But, like all others, I have 
observed the vast and ever-increasing development for 
the last fifty years, both at home and abroad, in the 
Church to which I belong, of the powers of voluntary 
support. Those abridgements of her prerogatives as an. 
Establishment, which have been frequent of late years, 
have not brought about a decrease, and have at least 
been contemporaneous with an increase, of her spiritual 
and social strength. By devotedness of life and by 
solidity of labour, the clergy are laying a good foundation 
for the time tocome. The attachment of the laity im- 
roves, if I may so speak, both in quantity and quality. 
Lhe English Church also appears to be eminently suited, 
in many and weighty points, to the needs of the coming 
time. And I have a strong conviction that, if this great 
modification of our inherited institutions shall hereafter 
be accomplished, the vitality of the Church of England. 
will be found equa to all the needs of the occasion.”’ 


Mr. Chamberlain, M.P., who is an English 
Nonconformist, “born and bred in dissent,” in 
addressing Scottish meetings lately, very 
plainly said that he was opposed to Church 
and State connection. It was an idea founded. 
upon this, he said, that lighted the fires of 
Smithfield, which drove the Puritans from. 
England and the Huguenots from France, that 
harried the Vaudois amid the Alps, and per- 
secuted the Covenanters of Scotland. Mr. 
Chamberlain counsels both parties in Scotland 
to adopt moderate courses, and expresses his 
decided opinion that the question of disestab- 
lishment will not receive its final solution in 
the next Parliament. 

An interesting event recently transpired in 
Copenhagen—the commencement of the new 
Engiish Church in that city. The Prince and 
Princess of Wales took part in the imposing 
ceremony. Her Royal Highnsss, the Princess, 
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with silver trowel and mallet, laid the founda- 
tion stone. The Prince of Wales was the chief 
spokesman. After invoking the Divine bene- 
diction on the church of “St. Alban’s,” to be 
here erected, His Royal Highness thanked the 
English and Danish people for their liberal 
- contributions to the building fund, and con- 
cluded by hoping that the friendship between 
England and Denmark would always retain 
its present cordial character. 

The following notes from our esteemed cor- 
respondent “ D.” were intended for last month, 
but came to hand too late for insertion :—Scot- 
land; September.—Our places of summer resort 
by the seashore and on the Highland hills are 
are emptying very rapidly now. But this has 
been a glorious summer—quite Canadian in 
many respects—and such as Scotland has not 
enjoyed for many years. AS a consequence 
the crops have been looking remarkably well. 
America has sent her usual share of visitors to 
our shores, and amongst other names of cele- 
brity we were glad to see those of Drs. Cuyler, 
Talmage, John Hall, and W. M. Taylor, of New 
York. Dr. Taylor delights in Ayrshire, his 
native place, and occupied this year the pulpit 
of an old friend in ‘I'roon, to the great delight 
of minister and people. Dr. Mackay, of Hull, 
well known in Canada, and whose brother is 
the respected minister of Crescent St. Church, 
Montreal, whilst enjoying his holidays in the 
West has been most suddenly called away, to 
the great grief of all who knew him and were 
acquainted with his worth. Mr. Spurgeon also 
visited us. Then Dr. McGregor, of Halifax, 
paid us a visit, all too brief, in search of health ; 
but I am not sure of the result. May the Mas- 
ter spare him many years yet in the respon- 
sible position which he fills as few men could. 
There is a certain restlessness in the churches 
here at present. Who knows to what it may 
tend? In the Episcopal body we*have had 
Bishop Wordsworth, of St. Andrew’s, on his 
well-worn subject of “Presbyterian Ordina- 
tion,” coupled with the desire for a union be- 
tween Scottish Episcopacy and Presbyterian- 
ism. Some way off yet I fear! Then we had 
the venerable Bishop Ryle preaching in the 
parish pulpit of Blair Athol. That wasa public 
recognition of our unity by an eminent Church- 
man. The struggle over Disestablishment and 
Disendowment continues, and will continue 
until the election is past. Many eager adyo- 
cates for “Religious Equality” are pressing 
hard to have Disendowment made a part of the 
Liberal policy. But Ido not think that Scot- 
land is ripe yet for the settlement of this great 
question; and certainly the Established Church 
is pressing forward in her work with great 
vigour. Letters from Mr. Gladstone and the 
Earl of Rosebery, and the speeches of Lord 
Hartington and Mr. Chamberlain all regard 
this as a Scottish question, to be decided in 
accordance with the mind and desire of the 
Scottish people; however that may be ex- 
pressed. The senior parish minister in_Scot- 
land, qua ordination, is the Rey. Dr. James 
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Smith, of Cathcart (1828), whose ministry runs. 
over fifty-six years. But in point of years, 
Rev. James Fleming, of Troon (1837), is much 
older, being in his ninetieth year, and still in 
active service. 


CanapDaA: On account of the prevailing epe- 
demic, the Congress of the Church of England, 
which it was proposed to hold in Montreal has 
been postponed sine die. For the same reason 
the arrangements entered into for a teachers’ 
convention have been cancelled. Several of 
the city ministers have volunteered their ser- 
vices and have been appointed public vaccina- 
tors,and the announcement is not of unfrequent 
occurrence that stated meetings of congrega- 
tions and Sunday-schools willbe held for the 
purpose of vaccination! The venerable Roman 
Catholic Bishop has deemed it of sufficient 
importance to make public intimation of the 
fact that he himself has been re-vaccinated 
in order to induce compliance with a certain 
class of his co-religionists, who have hitherto: 
resisted the recommendation, and now object 
to the enactment of the City Board of Health 
making vaccination compulsory. The Rev. J. 
G. Hennegar, the oldest Methodist minister in 
the Maritime Provinces, recently departed 
this life. He commenced his ministerial career 
in 1826—fifty-nine years ago. He was a man 
greatly beloved. The Canadian Methodist for 
October says,—“ It is gratifying to know that 
never has Methodism—which was well char- 
acterized by Dr. Chalmers as ‘ Christianity in 
Earnest,” been more active in its operations 
than at present. The marvellous record of 
last year’s success, we believe, has never been 
paralleled among us, if, indeed, it has ever been 
paralleled anywhere.” The Methodists of Can- 
ada aim at raising a quarter of a million of 
dollars this yearfor their domestic and foreign 
missions. Last year’s census in Newfound- 
land shows that the adherents of the Metho- 
dist Church there now number 48,943, being 
an increase of 13,241 since 1874. The total 
number of churches and mission stations is 
fifty-three.

The volumeis almost 
as thick as our own Minutes, but there is not 
nearly so much reading in it, inasmuch as the 
paper is far thicker and the type is larger. 
There are many points of comparison and con- 
trast between the two volumes. In the Irish 
Minutes the Mission Reports do not appear as. 
an appendix; they are printed in an enlarged. 
number of the Herald, which, in a way, corre- 
sponds to our Recorp. A few reports occupy 
a place in the body of the Minutes, such as 
that on the Sustentation Fund, the College 
Reports and others. The only appendix that 
there is in the Irish Minutes is taken up with 
the statistics, and these are full and accurate. 
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The columns are very much the same in sub- 
stance as they are in our own Statistical re- 
turns, the most striking difference being in 
those allotted to the schemes of the Church. 
Only one column is given to the schemes. On 
the other hand, however, what every congre- 
gation gives to each scheme is given officially 
by the Agent of the Church in the enlarged 
number of the Herald above referred to in 
which the Mission Reports appear. In their 
practice there is an advantage, Inasmuch as 
the Herald is assumed to come into most of 
the families of the Church, whereas our Min- 
utes reach the office-bearers of congregations 
only, and it is to be feared that the statistics 
are not always studied as they ought to be by 
even the elders. The following are some of 
the chief figures as given in the Minutes:— 
The Synods are five; the Presbyteries 37; the 
Congregations 551; the Ministers on the roll 
624; the Families 78,676; the Communicants 
102,141; Communicants added during the 
year, 7,272; Mission Collections about $65,000 ; 
Seat Rents, $225,000; Sustentation Fund, $110,- 
000; for all purposes, $805,000. It may be 
added that one of the 37 Presbyteries consists 
of the missionaries in India, and all retired 
ministers and missionaries have a full stand- 
ing in the Church Courts. The Assembly is 
not representative, and if all were present it 
would consist of a House of over 1,170 mem- 
bers. At last Assembly there were 841 pres- 
ent—508 ministers and 331 elders. Rev. Geo. 
McFarland has been elected Secretary of the 
Widows’ Fund. Rev. Robert Black, of Dun- 
dalk, died a few weeks ago, suddenly, of heart 
disease. He had been twenty-five years in 
Dundalk, where, in addition to his ordinary 
ministerial work, he acted as chaplain to the 
garrison, the jail and the workhouse. The 
fifty-sixth annual assembly of the Congrega- 
tional Union in Ireland was held in Great 
James Street Church, Londonderry, on Sep- 
tember 8 to 10, and the meetings were among 
the most successful ever held. In some respects 
important changes for the better have come 
over the Congregational body in Ireland, and 
it was clearly to be seen that ministers and 
delegates who were assembled in Derry were 
animated by a spirit of earnest. devotion to 
their work and of great hopefulness for the 
future. tas 
Unirep Sratzss: It is a singular fact that 
there is neither a Presbyterian Synod nor 
Presbytery north of New York State, and 
scarcely a congregation of Independents south 
of it. Hence the item of “news” going the 
round of the papers that an effort is being made 
in New Haven, Connecticut, to organize a Pres- 
byterian congregation! Princeton College 
opened this year with good prospects. The 
number of applicants for entrance in the several 
departments being much larger than at any 
former opening of the classes. The Presbytery 
of San Francisco has received into fellowship 
the recently organized Japanese Church of that 
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city, of which the ruling elder is at present 
acting pastor, and he is said to be quite equal 
to the occasicn—the equal in intelligence and 
piety of his co-presbyters. The Synod of New 
York has the largest number of ministers on 
its roll, 1053; the Brooklyn Tabernacle (Dr. 
Talmage) the largest communion roll, 3161 ; 
while the Fifth Avenue Church (Dr. John Hall) 
collects the most money, $136,218 for the past 
year. The General Assembly (north) at its 
last session adopted resolutions on temperance 
of which this is the first :— 

“That the entire extinction of the manufacture and 
sale of intoxicating liquors as a beverage is the goal to 
which the General Assembly looks forward, and for the 
accomplishment of which it expects the earnest, united, 
determined, and persistent labors of allits ministers and 
people in connection with the religious and sober citizens 
of our common country.” 

We hope to notice next month the seventy- 
fifth anniversary of the A. B.C. F. M. which 
was held in Boston, October 13th to 16th. We 
regret to learn that Rev. Dr. David Irving, one 
of the Foreign Mission Secretaries of the Pres- 
byterian Board died on the 12th of October. He 
never recovered from the effects of the acci- 
dent that befel him at Port. Rush at the time 
of the meeting of the Belfast Council. He was 
a fine man, and a very efficient officer in the 
church. pa i 


TeMPBRANCE.—It would seem as though the 
advocates of prohibition were soon going to 
take the liquor business by the throat in 
Toronto. At a meeting of the Temperance 
Electoral Association held recently, it was 
reported that organization had been completed 
and petitions circulated in 137 of the 165 poi- 
ling subdivisions of the city. At the same 
meeting it was resolved to pledge the Associa- 
tion to support for educational, municipal, and 
parliamentary positions only such candidates 
as are knewn and professed prohibitionists, 
and who will work for the enacting, sustaining, 
and enforeing of total prohibition. 


THE MARCH OF CHRISTIANITY. 


Tae Rey. Dr. A. T. Pierson, of Philadelphia, 
made an address at the Northfield Convention 
which was a most comprehensive and inspi- 
ring resumé of missionary work :—“ I tell you 
the Gospel is through travelling by stage-coach. 
It goes by lightning. History gives glorious 
testimony to the spreading of the Word among 
men. At the opening of the eighteenth century 
the air was full of Deism, Atheism and 
lasciviousness. Louis XVI. and Mme. Pom- 
padour were at the head of France; with 
Frederick the Great under the influence of 
Voltaire, Germany was tumbling under an 
influx of rationalism and scepticism. Then 
God sent out the twelve modern apostles, 
with Whitfield and Wesley at their head. 
With the year 1747 opens the era of modern. 
missions, when Jonathan Edwards sent out 
from Northampton a tract asking for the effu- 
sion of the Spirit upon the habitable globe—a 
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trumpet peal to the whole world. In 1757 
occurred the battle of Plassy,‘when Lord Clive, 
sword in hand, gave England the entering 
wedge to India. In 1792 the first missionary 
society was organized. William Carey, the 
‘consecrated cobbler, was sent out to India 
from England. In the fourteen years succeed- 
ing to the first seven foreign missions were 
founded. Commodore Perry entered’ Japan in 
1853; in 1857 occurred the Sepoy mutiny, 
which gave new impulse to the Indian work, 
showing the natives what friends they had in 
the English. In 1858, England, France, and 
America concluded the treaty with China, 
which added 35,000,000 more to the missionary 
effort. The year 1868 was the annus mirabilis 
in evangelical work, no fewer than 10,000 
peopie being baptised in one week, and 60,000 
during the winter, while twenty individuals 
alone gave $4,000,000 for mission work. In 
1873 Turkey joined the lands open to work. 
In 1873 Stanley, as a reporter of the New York 
Herald, went after Livingstone, finding him in 
1877, fulfilling the prophecy in regard to 
Ethiopia. In 1,000 days after his return the 
Congo chain of lakes was compassed ; in 1,000 
more there was a chain of stations along them. 
In 1884, as a result of the Berlin Conference, 
the Congo State was established, civil and 
religious liberty being assured not only Pro- 
testant nations, such as England, and Catholic, 
such as Italy, but the Greek Church of Russia 
and the Moslem agreeing to the compact. 


State of Religion. 


Report? oF THE ASSEMBLY’s ComMITTEE, 1885. 


S\NE of the most valuable reports laid 

from year to year before the General As- 
sembly is that which endeavours to tell us 
the state of religion throughout the bounds 
of the Church. Much of the most precious 
results must inevitably elude the keenest 
statistician : ‘“‘ The wind bloweth where it 
listeth, and thou can’st not tell whence it 
cometh or whither it goeth;” still, much 
comes within the range of observation and 
it is always well to inquire what the Lord is 
doing for us as a church. Hitherto the returns 
sent in to the Committee have been very 
incomplete—many sessions and even some 
Presbyteries have neglected their duty in 
this respect. A little timely effort on the 
part of ministers and elders would greatly 
facilitate the work of the Committee and 
add very much to the value of their annual 
report. After afew introductory remarks 
in that connection, the committee goes on to 
say :— 


All the reports which have been forwarded 
to them speak in very favourable terms of the 
success which has attended the ordinary means 
of grace during the past year. ‘The report 
of the Synod of the Maritime Provinces is to the 
effect that “the people generally prize highly 
the ordinances of God’s House, and obey the 
Apostolic injunction not to forsake the assem- 
bling of themselves together.” The reference 
in the report of the Synod of Montreal and 
Ottawa to the attendance of our people in the 
sanctuary, and tothe reverence wherewith the 
sacraments and services of the Church are re- 
garded, is of an encouraging character. The 
Synod of Toronto and Kingston says: “it is 
surely a matter for profound thankfulness 
that, notwithstanding the many materializing 
influences of the age we live in, the public ser- 
vices of the sanctuary are securing an increas- 


ing hold upon the affections of the people.” The 
Presbytery of Rock Lake reports that, the at- 
tendance is increasing, and that there are 
many and hopeful signs of Spiritual life in 
nearly all the congregations.” 

The ordinary ministrations of God’s House 
have been largely blessed during the past year. | 
While all lovers of the Gospel of the Son of 
God have always cause to rejoice whenever and 
wherever it is favorably influencing the hearts 
and spirits of men, it must in an eminent de- 
gree be gratifying to know that the normal 
methods of presenting the truth of God to the 
human heart and conscience, and of building 
up believers in their most holy faith, are suc- 
cessful, For, it must never be forgotten that the 
healthful existence and the vigorous perpetua- 
tion of the Gospel across the ages, are, so far as 
human agencies are concerned, inseparably as- 
sociated with the Christian Church. At atime 
when adventitious methods of imparting reli- 
gious instruction are in vogue in our own as 
well as in other lands, it must afford the mem- 
bers of Assembly particular pleasure that all 
our Synods speak in terms so satisfactory and 
so hopeful respecting the ordinary means of 
grace. Sofar as what is commonly known as 
a special work of grace is concerned; orto vary 
the phraseology, so far as regard is had to 
evangelistic services, your Committee have to 
report that such services have not been held to 
any large extent during the past year. Where 
such services have been held, however, (as in 
the Presbyteries of Lanark and Renfrew, and 
elsewhere), the result has been a quickening of 
the spiritual life of the people, and a considera- 
ble accession to the membership of the con- 
gregations. 

The reports concur in recommending that 
whenever evangelistic services are held, they 
should be conducted by ministers of our own 
Church. Certain Presbyteries in the Synods 
of Hamilton and London, call attention to “ the 
necessity of greater care in choosing labourers, 
and caution against receiving many who come 
as professional revivalists.” The experience of 

‘the Presbytery of Hamilton is thus detailed :— 
-“ Some of our churches in past years employed 
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a foreign evangelist with large and promising 
results for a time, and followed by a state of 
‘spiritual paralysis and atrophy that renders 
large masses of the young people almost inac- 
cessible and impervious to all ordinary Gospel 
means and influences; and they are now to be 
found in the skating rink and in the ball-room, 
seeking the excitement which they no longer 
find in the means of grace.” 

A commendable amount of attention is given 
to Sunday-school and Bible classes throughout 
the Church. It is stated in the report of the 
Maritime Provinces that “Sunday schools gen- 
erally are reputed to be doing good work in 
supplementing parental instruction.” It appears 
from the report of the Synod of Montreal and 
Ottawa that a large addition was made during 
the past year to the membership of the Church 
by means of the Sunday school. In fourteen 
congregations in the Presbytery of Lanark and 
Renfrew, there was an accession in the aggre- 
gate of one hundred and sixty-five communi- 
cants through the Sunday schooland the Bible 
class. These remarks are made in the report 
of the Synod of Hamilton and London :—‘“Many 
of the young people are passing into the com- 
munion of the Church. In a large and grow- 
ing number of cases, the training of the young 
is,turned over to the Sunday schools.” Sunday 
school work, it is averred, “no matter how 
efficient it is,is asad substitute for home train- 
ing. The Church must sound a note of alarm 
on this point, and solemnly warn against a 
tendency that will prove ruinous in the end.” 

With regard to the very important question 
‘as to how our young people can be brought into 
the communion of the Church, your Committee 
beg to commend to the Assembly an inquiry 
which is made in the Report of the Synod of 
Hamilton and London: “ Do we give our chil- 
dren their proper place and character as within 
the covenant, and treat them as the cnildren 
of the Church?” Without presuming to offer 
any accurate definition of the relation in which 
children stand to the Christian Church in vir- 
tue of their baptism, your Committee venture 
to suggest, that it would be well for our minis- 
‘ters to impress on the young more generally 
and seriously than perhaps is now the case that 
they are already within the pale of the Church, 
and that it therefore becomes them, and that 
indeed the very fact of their baptism presup- 
poses, that whenever they have reached a suf- 
ticient degree of wisdom and intelligence, they 
ve make a public profession of their faith in 
Christ. 


WokrRK FoR Every ONE TO Do. 


To a question which was asked by the Pres- 
bytery of Glengarry the reply was returned: 
“Itis a newidea to many of our people,—that 
of every member being a co-worker with the 
Lord. The old and popular view seemed to 
be, that if a professing Christian is usually 
right in his social relations, regular at public

of him—a view still very prevalent.” Your 
Committee beg to remark that as the view to 
which reference has now been made doubiless 
pervades our Church, to a large extent, at least, 
it is on every account advisable to admonish 
the members of our congregations that they 
have their own work to do, and they and they 
alone can do that work and ought to do it, and 
that no less is involved in their being limbs or 
members of the body of Christ. The Synod of 
Toronto and Kingston maintains that “im- 
mense possibilities of good seem to be wrapped 
up in a suggestion which one of its Presbyteries 
made, to the effect that there ought to be in 
every congregation a society, the duty of whose 
members shall be to go out into the highways 
and hedges, and compel the careless to come in 
that the House of God may be filled.” Itis 
averred in the report of the Synod of Hamilton 
and London “thatifthere were more systematic 
visiting on the part of our intelligent, earnest 
and devoted men and women, a brighter day 
would dawn. It is a shame to the Church that 
she allows so many to grow up within her bor- 
ders and permits them to be cared for by those 
who areas ignorant as themselves, and, in con- 
sequence, to get astone instead of bread.” Your 
Committee believes that attention is thus di- 
rected to a means which has not hitherto been 
developed to any appreciable extentin our 
Church; whereby, without imposing any severe 
labour on our communicants, or inducing them 
to assume the functions of the preacher or reli- 
gious instructor, or without interfering with the 
discharge of their daily avocations, they could 
render very efficient aid, and be instrumental 
in bringing many into the Church. By defer- 
ring to the spirit of the words which are 
recorded regarding Andrew, that he brought 
his brother Simon to Jesus—“ and he brought 
him to Jesus,”—the members of our congre- 
gations can contribute material assistance 
towards increasing the attendance in the 
sanctuary, towards removing the difficulty 
which is experienced in inducing our young 
people to become communicants, and therefore 
towards making our Church more useful and 
Pe in the land than it is or can otherwise 
e. 
Famity WoRsHIP. 

Your Committee regret that they cannot 
speak in favorable terms regarding family wor- 
ship and the cultivation of religion in the home. 
The remark is made in the report of the Synod 
of the Maritime Provinces, that “the pressure 
of our modern life is too frequently allowed to 
shorten the time allotted to that service even 
when it does not suspend or push it aside alto- 
gether.” The Synod of Montreal and Ottawa 
reports that “there is a perceptible improve- 
ment in the observance of family worship, and 
that the propriety of offering to God the morn- 
ing and evening sacrifice of praise and prayer 
in the home and in the family is receiving wider 
recognition.” The Report of the Synod of To- 


worship, giving of his means an occasional | ronto and Kingston is to the effect, that itis only 
offering, he is doing all that may be required ' too apparent that there is great room for im- 
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provement in the religious tone of the home 
life. It is apparent to your Committee that the 
cultivation of religion in the home is not receiv- 
ing that measure of attention to which it is un- 
questionably entitled, and that there is a neces- 
sity for directing the minds of our people to a 
more serious and consistent observance of that 
important duty. With regard to the entire sub- 
ject of family religion, the language of one of 
the reports 1s very appropriate: ‘“‘ Here we 
reach the very citadel of the Church’s strength 
and efficiency ; the corner-stone on which the 
whole edifice is built.” 


THe PRAYER MEBPTING. 


The reports which have been forwarded to 
your Committee bestow considerable attention 
on prayer-meetings; on the manner in which 
Such meetings are conducted, and on the inter- 
est which is taken in them by the elders and 
members of the Church. It is clear to your 
Committee that the prayer-meetings, with some 
encouraging exceptions, are not well attended, 
and thatno adequate interest is taken in them. 
Were the Assembly to adopt the language 
which occurs in one of the reporis, “ that the 
prayer-meeting is a spiritual thermometer indi- 
cating the temperature of religious life in a 
congregation,” then the admission.seems to be 
unavoidable, either that the religious life of our 
congregations is unsatisfactory, or that the test 
which the prayer-meeting furnishes is to be 
acecepted with many modifications. Your Com- 
mittee are convinced,that after every legitimate 
allowance has been made for the demands of 
business, and for other extenuating circum- 
stances, a much larger proportion of our con- 
gregations ought to attend the prayer-meeting. 
Such references as these occur in the report of 
one of our Synods concerning the interest 
which our elders take in the prayer-meeting : 
“The interest of the elders may be deep but it 
is not manifest.” “The elders are not wanting 
in interest but there is room for great improve- 
ment.” It is stated in the report of another 
Synod, “That many of the elders would have 
to set a better example than they do at present 
before they urge others.” 


THe KirK-SBssION. 


It appears that particular inquiry was made 
by some of the Presbyteries in the Synod of 
Hamilton and London respecting the work and 

functions of Elders. It is to be regretted that the 
- result of this inquiry is “that elders do not 
magnify their office nor improve their oppor- 
tunities as they might.” Your Committee 
beg to insert a reply, which was received 
by the Presbytery of Glengarry, to a ques- 
tion affecting the peculiar work of Sessions. 
“The Session finds these conferences very 
helpful indeed. We meet, and each elder 
gives us a report of his district and states any 
difficulty that he may have. When any diffi- 
culty is reported, the elders take counsel toge- 
ther as to the best method of dealing with the 
matter. and may appoint one of their number 


to co-operate with the elder who has the diffi- 
culty. From the little experience which we 
have had of such conferences, we have found 
them exceedingly helpful and profitable to the 
members of the Session.” Your Committee take 
the liberty of commending the practice of the 
Session whose report has just been cited. It 
may be safely afirmed, that at no time has the 
power of our eldership been sufficiently devel- 
oped and utilized. When every allowance has 
been made for the pressure of business and for 
the modesty which elders, who are otherwise 
able and sensible, and earnest and influential, 
are wont to exhibit, your Committee are of 
opinion that, by assigning to an elder a district 
of sufficient size and convenience, he could, 
without much difficulty, find leisure to culti-' 
vate an intimate acquaintance with the fami- 
lies in his district, and thereby to advance the 
welfare of the congregation. 


SUPPORT OF ORDINANCES. 


As liberality is an indication or a criterion of 
the life of the Church, concerning which there 
can be little or no difference of opinion, your 
Committee have the satisfaction of informing 
the Assembly that the Reports which contain 


any reference to liberality in the support of 


ordinances are very favourable. The reports 
which were made to the Synod of the Maritime 
Provinces are said to be “unusually encourag- 
ing, though every Presbytery feels that there is 
still much room for improvement in the matter 
of giving.” The Synod of Montreal and Ottawa 
has to report “that there is a marked and 
steady increase in the liberality of our congre- 
gations, and that no complaints are made, as 
might reasonably be expected, in consequence 
of the comparitive depression of business which 
has prevailed for some time.” Your Committee 
regret that no information whatever is given 
in the Report of the Synod of Toronto and 
Kingston respecting the liberality of its con- 
gregations during the past year. The regret of 
your Committee is all the greater, because 
many of the richest and most liberal congrega- 
tions of our Church are within the bounds of 
that Synod. In the Report of the Synod of 
Hamilton and London such remarks as these 
are made: “Much yet remains to be done 
in the way of Christian liberality ; very few 
reports express satisfaction with the present 
standard, and many regret that matters are 
not better.” In the Presbytery of Sarnia five 
congregations have risen to and above the 
minimum ; one to $800, another to $900 ; while 
a third, which began with a salary of $400, 
has increased year by year till this years’ repre- 
sentatives from it came of their own accord, 
and informed the Presbytery that they were 
now prepared to do without supplement, and 
meantime they have built and paid for a 
church costing $3,500, and they are only fifty 
families.” The Committee are of opinion, that 
it is incumbent on the ministers of our Church 
to impress more strongly than ever on our 
people that to be liberal, according to the mea- 
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sure of his prosperity, forms, and ought to be | 
regarded as forming, an essential element in | 
the conduct of every worshipper of God. 

As giving or liberality is largely a matter of 
education, and as not afew of our members 
who can he induced to be liberal, even in a 
small measure, too commonly, add unpleasant 
qualifications which go very far to destroy the 
value of their liberality altogether, the Com- 
mittee beg to state that in their judgment one | 
powerful means of acquiring strength and 
money for the vigorous prosecution of the 
various schemes and enterprises of our Church, 
is to be found in so educating the boys and girls 
of our congregations that as soon as they have 
any money of their own, or begin to earn 
money for themselves, they will contribute 
towards the support of and extension of the 
Gospel. Your Committee beg to make this 
citation from the report of the Synod of Hamil- 
ton and London. “One report states that the 


young are not trained to give, the head of the 
family alone contributing. And when these 
grow up to have homes of their own, giving 
to the cause of Christ is an entirely new 
thing to them—a lesson yet to be learned. 
Whatever comes from a home should be divided 
among its members, and each learn to give 
something, that people young and old alike 
may learn to worship God by their contribu- 
tions and in the collections asin the prayer and 
praise.” 


Your Committee beg to bring under the 
favourable notice of the Assembly the method 
which the presbytery of Toronto adopted dur- 
ing last year of holding congregational Confer- 
ences on the State of Religion. Deputations 
consisting either of a minister and alaymanor 
two ministers were appointed to visit congre- 
gations. Your Committee are happy to find, that 
important benefits have resulted from the 
method of which mention has been made. Peo- 
ple and ministers unite in giving a verdict of 


unqualified approval of that means of ascer- 
taining and promoting the State of Religion 
among the congregations of that Presbytery, 
and the other members giving nothing. 

Your Committee have thus endeavoured 
to present to the General Assembly as faith- 
ful and as lucid a summary as they could 
of the reports which were submitted to them. 
There is surely profound cause for thankful- 
ness, that there are strong evidences of im- 
provement and of progress among our congre- 
gations, inasmuch as a Church we are realizing 
more fully what our obligations are, and what 
the best methods are for evoking the co-opera- 
tion and liberality of our members, and for 
deepening and strengthening the power of the 
Gospel in our land. Calmness and courage 
may well enter into the character of any Church 
that, like our own, has begun to realize the 
grandeur of its responsibilities, and to summon 
to its aid all its members, that each one, con- 


scious of the duty which he has to perform and 
fired with noble enthusiasm, may prove himself 
a good soldier of Jesus Christ, and war a 
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good warfare for the cause of pure and unde- 
filed religion among the Presbyterian homes 
aud settlements of the Dominion of Canada. 
If we take the stern logic of facts as our guide 
or criterion, your Committee are very confident 
that for ability and devotion on the part of our 
ministers; for faithfulness on the part of the 
majority of our members ; for the service which 
our Church is able to render to our country : 
for the magnitude of the work which we have 
to do, and for the brave determination which 
we show in our endeavour to overtake it: for 
our commendable resolve to pass beyond our- 
selves and, honouring the instructions of the 
Saviour of mankind, to think kindly of the 
heathen, and to put forth a hand to help them 
out of their spiritual ignorance—our Church 
can compare very favourably indeed with 
any of the Christian Churches of the world. 
But ten years ago there was planted in this 
city an ecclesiastical acorn, not without some 
anxiety, but: amid courageous hopefulness. 
Already it has become, to the delight of ten 
thousand Presbyterian hearts, a sapling fair 
and fresh and vigorous, inviting all the mem- 
bers of our Church to entertain a strong confi- 
dence that with all the wisdom and appliances. 
and energies which are available, and which 
are and can be exerted; and with the blessing 
of God, “who giveth to all men liberally and 
upbraideth not,” it will go on to gather strength 
and goodly proportions in the years that are yet 
to be, and to shower spiritual blessings on 
the homes and hearts of the Presbyterians 
of Canada from Cape Breton by the shores 
of the Atlantic, across our fertile Provinces, 
through our extensive North-West with its 
magnificent possibilities, on to Vancouver's 
Island amid the balmy breezes of the Pacific.

Mission to the Pudians. 


EV. Hugo Mackay writes as follows to 
to Mrs. Harvie, Secretary of the Wo- 
men’s Missionary Society, Toronto :— 


Broadview, August 7th, 1885. As it will 
soon be time when we shall expect further 
help in our mission work from the W. F. M.&., 
perhaps a word would not be out of place. We 
have not forgotten the help we received last 
winter, and we have already seen not a little 
of the results of your work. We would like 
to confine our work as much as possible among 
the children —those little boys and girls. They 
are like lambs lost on the cold, bleak moun- 
tain. Our heart yearns over them. We long 
to be able to go out and bring them in. Last 
winter we gathered fourteen into our home. 
The W. F. M.S. clothed them, and oursalary 
enabled us to procure for them the. necessaries. 
of life and engage the services of an interpreter. 
We hope to increase the number of our schools 
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next winter. We shall soon be able to dispense 
with the services of the interpreter, and this to- 
gether with donations which we have already 
received shall he!p us much in our school. If 
any of our auxiliaries are making up new 
garments I hope they shall not forget our 
school—boys and girls between the age of 
seven and twelve. Last winter we received 
much of men’s clothing. If these could be 
cut down and made into little pants and coats 
or skirts for the poor old women it would be 
appreciated. If our work commends itself to 
the society perhaps we might receive some 
help in money. We haveread of an institution 
where strayed and sick dogs are taken in and 
eared for. It is called a benevolent institution, 
and large sums of money are subscribed for that 
purpose. Are these dear little boys and girls 
inferior to dogs? Shall those which die as 
ag the grass be cared for, and these who have 
within them a soul be neglected? Are there 
not still in the Church many who are not en- 
gaged in this good work? Would that we 
could persuade them to come to our help! 
Many young women may spend many hours 
in reading some fictitious tale, and perhaps 
weep over some unfortunate, would it not be 
much better if these tears were shed for 
misery that actually exists, and those hours 
spent in fixing up some old garment for a poor, 
suffering Indian child? Last winter I received 
some boxes sent by express. They come as 
well, and cost only about $2.10 per cwt., by 
freight. The clothing would also come as 
well and cost less if sent in bale, as the box 
sometimes weighs as much as the clothing. We 
received a box of Christmas presents from 
Fergus, the produce of a Christmas tree. We 
trust these gifts shall make glad the hearts of 
the children in the school on Mistawasis Re- 
serve, those dear people who remained so loyal 
in the very heart of the rebellion. I purpose 
visiting Prince Albert shortly and perhaps 
shall be able to write you something of interest 
in connection with my trip. Trusting we may 
still have the prayers of God’s people and that 
the Good Master shall continue to bless his 
work among the poor Indians, I remain yours 
very truly, H. Mackay. 


Formosa, 
Letter From Dr. G. L. Maoxkay. 


A Bwgraphice Sketch. 


YOU asked me for a short account of | 


A-—H6a’s life. I send you the follow- 
ing regarding him up tothe time I landed 
in North Formosa. Gdm is the family sur- 
name. His father came from the mainland 
of China when ten years of age. The 
grandfather also came at the same time. 
Iheir home was about two days walk from 
Foochow. A-—Héa’s mother was born on 
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Steep Island, N. E., of Formosa. The 
family (whose surname is Jén) moved to 
Tamsui when she was thirteen years of age, 
When eighteen she married Giém, and two 
years later A—-H6a was born here in Tamsui, 
Nov. 1851. His father died a few days be- 
fore he entered this world. The widow was 
left poor and helpless with an infant babe. 
The child was delicate (no doubt on account 
of scanty and weak food). The mother 
asked an idol here in the town what to do, 
the answer was, ‘“ Let him be called my child 
and name him Hut-d, z.e. Idol’s Child.” In 
time the name changed to Hok-—d and 
eventually to Héa or A—Héa. From five 
to ten years of age his time was spent 
gathering grass, sticks, and brush for his 
mother to cook the little rice she earned by 
sewing. Evenings were spent with a re- 
lative, studying. This friend belonged to 
the old school, and reminds one of Squeers 
mentioned by Charles Dickens in Nicholas 
Nickleby. From ten toseventeen his time 
was spent almost entirely studying. At 
eighteen he was employed by a mandarin, 
who assigned him different positions, from 
attending to the kitchen and being his 
seeretary.. He travelled on the mainland 
from Foochow north to Tientsin, and spent 
six months in Peking. After this he re- 
turned and was only a short time back when 
I landed at Tamsui. Note that; also the 
fact that he was born in the very hut and 
very room that [ first rented here. Heisa 
child of poverty, hard wrought, very talented 
and humble ; hasa wife and one child, a 
girl, with unbound feet, ten years of age. 
His full name is Gidm Chheng Hoa. With 
the Chinese the surname comes first. I love 
the poor. Don’t I remember seeing the 
straw being taken out of the bed to give toa 
poor, lean, shivering cow during a biting 
winter in Zorra. Thinking of A-Héa when 
young without a father to provide rice, old 
times flash across my mind. I make no 
comments on his life : let facts speak.

MEETING OF THE WESTERN COMMITTEE. 


OOK 
SHE half-yearly meeting of the Executive 
$ of the Home Mission committee was 
held in Toronto the middle of last month. 
Letters were read from Rev. J.S. Mackay, 
New Westminster ; Rev, D. Fraser, Victoria ; 
Rev. John Chisholm, Nicola; and Rev. T. G. 
Thompson, Vancouver City, indicating an en- 
couraging progress of Presbyterian missions 
in British Columbia, and pointing out new 
fields, where the people are prepared to con- 
tribute very largely to the support of mission- 
aries sent out by the Church. Mr. Thompson 
has been labouring at Vancouver City about 
four months. When he arrived he found all 
the railway employees working on the Sabbath 
and he was unsuccessful in his first attempts 
to stop this practice. He brought a case before 
the magistrate ; the offender was dismissed as 
it was a first offence, but since that time there 
has been no Sabbath work. The people have 
agreed to contribute the full salary of the 
minister for the next year. Mr. Mackay’s 
letter intimated that he had opened a Chinese 
school at New Westminster which he taught 
six nights in the week. The attendance was 
fifteen, and the Chinese themselves gave $15 a 
month towards support of the school. 

The ministers now stationed in British 
Columbia were appointed a committee to en- 
quire and report upon fields in British 
Columbia where Presbyterian missionaries 
are required. Rev. D. M. Gordon, of Winni- 
peg, was asked to visit British Columbia and 
confer with the ministers of the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada, and also with the four 
ministers of the Church of Scotland, with a 
view to uniting all the Presbyterians in one 
body. The Church of Scotland expends about 
$2,500 annually in the maintenance of their 
missionaries in that Province. 

Rey. D. Cameron, Lucknow, was appointed 
missionary to Manitoulin Island. Rey. D. H. 
McLennan, M. A., Tecumseth, to Thessalon, in 
Algoma; Rev. J. Stewart, late of Fort Erie, to 
Eganville,in the Presbytery of Lanark and 
Renfrew,and Rev. D.L. McKechnie to Mattawa. 
Messrs. James Miller, W.J. Hewitt, A. Jansen C. 
B. Hemming, Hy. Knox, John Garrioch, Wm. 
Robertson, and John Gilmour were appointed 
to the Presbytery of Barrie. Their work will 
be chiefly in Muskoka. Mr. Hector McLennan 
was appointed to St. Joseph’s Island, and Rev. 
John Fraser and Mr. John McGregor to the 
Presbytery of Quebec. Rev. J. Findlay gave 
an interesting report of the work in Parry 
Sound, Algoma, and Manitoulin. Rev. Jas. 
Robertson, Superintendent of missions for the 
North-west, reported that during the last six 
months he had travelled nearly 5,000 miles 
and had organized several congregations. 

Claims for the mission work in the different 
Presbyteries for the past six months were pass- 
ed. They amounted to over $20,000. 
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Claims for augmentation of stipend were 
carefully considered, amounting to upwards of 
$13,000. It was decided that circulars be 
sent to all Presbyteries and members of the | 
Church in Ontario and Quebec, urging the 
necessity of increased liberality in behalf of 
the augmentation. It was calculated that 
$32,000 would be needed for the present year, 
to which is to be added $4000 taken last year 
from the Reserve Fund. Steps were taken to 
have the augmented congregations visited 
during the next six months with a view toa 
reduction of the grants they are now receiving, 


THE ROMANCE OF MISSIONS. 


The Christian World, under the above head- 
ing, relates the following incidents, which, it 
remarks, if any one had ventured to weave 
into a religious novel would have been regard- 
ed as highly coloured, if not altogether in- 
credible:—During the visit of Messrs. Moody 
and Sankey, the American evangelists, to this. 
country ten years since, a Mr. Studd attended 
the services at Camberwell, and such was the 
influence exerted upon him by Mr. Moody’s 
addresses that he became an entirely changed 
individual. From asportting man he suddenly 
became anenthusiastic Christian worker. Mr. 
Studd, whois now deceased, began by reform- 
ing his own household. He disposed of his 
hunters and dogs, and his country seat hence- 
forth became a centre of missionary effort for 
the district. At that time his two sons, then 
unknown to fame, were quietly pursuing their 
studies at Eton. The influence of the changed 
aspect of their home told upon the lads. Pass- 
ing to Cambridge, the young Studds became 
to be regarded as among the most famous 
cricketers of the present generation, one of 
them being the captain of the University 
eleven. The recent visit of Messrs. Moody 
and Sankey to London had the effect of bring- 
ing the brothers Studd prominently forward as. 
religious workers, along with other under- 
graduates who had been alike influenced by 
Mr. Moody. The young Studds took an active 
part in the various missions, and their enthus- 
iasm was not allowcd to evaporate with the 
departure of the American evangelists. One 
of the brothers, Mr. T. C. Studd, has decided to- 
become a missionary in China, paying his own 
expenses; and in addition, so it is rumoured, 
placing a considerable sum of money at the 
disposal of the society under whose auspices 
he willlabour. Mr. J. K. Studd, the brother, 
is entering upon mission work in Kast London, 
in which he will be assisted by one of Lady 
Beauchamp’s daughters, whom he is about to 
marry—the fairest of the two young sisters 
whose sweet voices were heard throughout the 
entire nine month’s services conducted by 
Messrs. Moody and Sankey. A son of Lady 


| Beauchamp, who was chief steward at several 


of the missions, following Mr. Studd’s example, 
will also devote his life to mission work in far- 
off China. Not content with quietly betaking 
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themselves to heathen lands to work for the 
Master, they decided to leave all and follow, 
these young men are now striving to enlist 
recruits under the foreign mission banner. 
They recently visited Cambridge, and have 
kindled such missionary enthusiasm in the 
hearts of their fellow-students that something 
like thirty of their number have decided to 
proceed to the foreign field. Encouraged by 
the success of their mission to Cambridge, 
Messrs. Studd and Beauchamp are now going 
through Scotland to plead the claims of the 
heathen world. 


NEW GUINEA. 


It was in 1873 that the London Missionary 
Society first broke ground in this most unpro- 
mising field at Port Moresby. The natives 
were treacherous and cruel, known and feared 
all along the coast. They were marauders and 
pirates, laying violent hands on any canoes 
that came in their way. They were the terror 
of thesmaller places. The work of the mis- 
sionaries was pursued in sickness, bereave- 
ment and trial, but already a congregation is 
formed, a large church built, and schools in 
active operation. That which impresses me 
most (says Mr. James) was not the congrega- 
tion, nor yet the singing, but the prayers of 
some of the natives who were called upon in 
public to leadin prayer. None but a mission- 
ary can fully realize what it is to hear one 
praying to the true God whom he had known 
previously only as a heathen. There are 
seven men whocan lead the congregation in 
prayer with intelligence. The aptness of their 
language, and the absence of formal set 
phrases is very striking. They have been 
brought intofullcommunion with God. There 
are others who conduct family prayers, and 
some little girls do this with much reverence 
and simplicity. Itis no small thing when it 
is said of one and another in a heathen land, 
“ Behold, he prayeth.” On New-Years day i 
had the joy of baptizing twenty, and after- 
wards of sitting down at the table of our Lord 
with the first natives of New Guinea, who 
have thus commemorated his death. Already 
the gospel has been preached in New Guinea 
by a New Guinean.—Chronicle, L. M. S.

MISCELLANEA. 


From comparative statistics prepared in 
connection with Bishop Sargent’s jubilee, it 
appears that in 1835, when he went to Tinne- 
velly, there were 8,693 native Chrisiian ad- 
herents living at 224 villages ; now there are 
56,287 in 1,008 villages. Then there were 114 
communicants ; now there are 11,246. Then 
there were 183 native Christian teachers and 
one native clergyman; now there are 700 
teachers and 68 clergy. Then there were 2,257 
boys and 147 girls in 112 schools ; now there 
are 10,693 boys and 2,573 girls in 476 schools. 
Then the contributions of native Christians 
were nil / now they are Rs. 33,057 (say £3,000) 
a year. The increasein communicants, clergy, 
and girls will be especially noticed. These 
figures belong to the C. M.S. districts only. 
The S. P. G. districts show a similar growth. 

Ray. J. L. Paris, of Midnapore, India, in 
a letter to the New York Independent, says :— 
But a few years before his death, Dr. Duff, in 
one of his magnetic addresses, spoke of the 
Christian Church as “playing at Missions.” 
Thank God, a better day has come! The com- 
panies of earnest men and women eagerly and 
hopefully moving into China and into Central 
Africa, carrying the banner of the Cross, are 
teaching us how to “attempt great things for 
God.” Great Britain—God bless her!—is 
nobly taking the lead. May America hold not 
back! American Missions in all lands are 
crying out forreinforcements. May the cry be 
responded to with spirit and alacrity. Bishop 
Taylor—Heaven help him !—has taught our 
young men how cheerfully an old man can 
carry the war into Africa. Leta full thousand, 
a royal regiment of young men, from our At- 
lantic seaboard to the Golden Gate, volunteer 
as eagerly as the Cambridge athletes did for 


the front.

“THE Seventy-fifth Annual Meeting of the 

2° American Board of Commissioners for 
Foreign Missions was held in Boston, com- 
mencing on the 13th of October. The 
meetings of this Board have always been 
largely attended, but special importance 
attached to this anniversary, as it commem- 
erated the completion of three-quarters of a 
century in the life of the first purely foreign 
missionary society in America—a society 
that has earried for itself a first rank in the 
missionary societies of the world, and whose 
success in carrying the Gospel to the ends 
of the earth has been wonderful. The 
American Board was organized at Brad- 
ford, Massachusetts, June 29th, 1810, upon 
an undenominational basis, and for a num- 
ber of years it received the hearty co-opera- 
tion of nearly all the Protestant Churches. 
The first annual meeting was held on the 
5th of September, 1810, when five Commis- 
sioners were present with an audience of 
one person. The growth of the missionary 
spirit throvghout the country is seen from 
the fact that some of the sessions this year 
filled four churches to overflowing. More 
than 3,000 strangers came to attend these 
meetings, in addition to the throngs from 
the city itself. The venerable Mark Hop- 
kins, who was elected president for the 


twenty-eighth time, gave it as his opinion 
that ‘there had not been such a gathering 
as this since the world began.” Rev. Dr. 
Burns of Halifax, N.S., who was an eye- 
witness of what transpired, has given a 
graphic and admirable account of the pro- 
ceedings in the Presbyterian Witness, which 
only want of space prevents us transferring 
bodily to our columns. He speaks of it 
with the greatest enthusiasm : 


“The Boston Journal,” he says, “had over 
twenty long columns crammed with the names 
of the strangers attending, with the places of 
residence attached. Boston hospitality was 
taxed to the utmost, but the ‘Hub of the Uni- 
verse’ proved equal to the occasion. I never 
found the streets of London at their fullest 
more crowded than were Tremont and Wash- 
ington, and the side streets leading off them, 
during these meetings. 

“Thad aseat onthe platform (which hoids 
over a hundred) on Thursday, and had a capi- 
tal opportunity for seeing and hearing every- 
thing. Around us are four governors of states, 
seven presidents of universities, six financial 
magnates, leaders on ’change, professors of 
colleges, heads of ladies’ educational institu- 
tions, editors of papers, pastors of churches— 
moulders of the intellectual and spiritual life of 
America. Then, remember that simultane- 
ously that Thursday, the women had a meet- 
ing of their own—one church full of them, 
overflowing into the chapel; then another 
overflow of 800 into Park-street Lecture-room; 
and even that insufficient. Two thousand 
women pondering and praying at the same 
time over the conversion of the world !” 
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Secretaries of the Society, he says ;— 


“These were interspersed with thrilling ad- 
dresses from returned missionaries, whose 
very faces and forms were:a benediction—men 
who had borne the burden and heat of the 
day, and who could say, ‘that which we have 
seen, which we have looked upon.’ Earnest 
prayers also were interspersed all through. 
The reviews of the Home Department by Rev. 
Dr. Alden, of the Foreign by Dr. N. G. Clark, 
the forecast of the future by Dr. Judson Smith, 
and the excursion over the field of missionary 
literature by Dr. Strong, were all admirable. 
How can we epitomise the wonderful sermon 
of Dr. R. 8. Storrs, which occupied two hours 
and five minutes in the delivery, or the 
speeches of that illustrious quaternion, Drs. 
Burrows of Chicago, Behrends of Brooklyn, 
W. M. Taylor of New York, and Joseph Cook ! 
And the singing, was there ever the like of it? 
As ‘the voice of a great multitude, as the 
sound of many waters.” It seemed almost 
enough to lift the roof from the vast edifice 
when nigh 5,000 voices, aided by the great 
organ and cornet, pealed forth ‘From Green- 
land’s icy mountains’ and ‘ All hail the power 
of Jesus’ name.’ 

“The Communion season on Thursday af- 
ternoon was never to be forgotten. Threelarge 
churches filled to overflowing (galleries includ- 
ed) with communicants—all uniting together 
over the significant symbols of dying love, 
swearing fealty anew to the Captain of Salva- 
tion, and, by waiting on the Lord, cemented 
closer together by this blessed bond of union, 
renewing their strength for the ‘great battle of 
God Almighty.’ I came away with a firmer 
faith in the truth of Christianity, with clearer 
and cheerier views of the grand future in store 
for it, and with loftier conceptions of the moral 
dignity of the missionary enterprise.” 


The Board prosecutes its work in Africa, 
India, China, Japan, Turkey, Micronesia, 
Hawaii, Spain, Austria and Mexico. It 
has also a mission to the Dakota Indians.

Missionary Cabinet. 


Jonas Kine, D.D. 


HIS remarkable man claims our atten- 
tion chiefly bocause of his heroic 
struggle with the Greek hierarchy, and as 
the man who, more than any other Protest- 
ant, was the instrument of Providence in 
preparing the way for a reformation of reli- 
gion in Greece. He was born at Hawley, 
in Western Massachusetts, on the 29th of 
July, 1792. His father was a typical New 


Speaking of the reports read by the 
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England farmer, who lived after the strait- 
est sect of Puritan orthodoxy, noted for 
extreme sobriety, strict observance of the 
Sabbath, and love of the Scriptures. In 
this quiet home young Jonas lived till he 
was seventeen years of age. He was con- 
verted when fifteen years of age, and even 
before that expressed the desire to prepare 
himself for the ministry. He entered Wil- 
liams College in his twenty-first year, and 
came out with honours at his graduation in 
1816. From Williams he went to Andover, 
where he took his three years in theology 
in company with men like Bingham and 
Thurston, afterwards of the Sandwich 
Islands Mission; Spalding and Winslow, 
who became notable missionaries in Cey- 
lon, and other kindred spirits. His vaca- 
tions were spent in evangelistic work. In 
1819 he received ordination. Shortly after 
this he was notified of his appointment as 
professor of Oriental languages at Amherst 
College. The better to qualify himself for 
this important position, he went to Paris 
and studied Arabic under the celebrated. 
Orientalist, De Sacy. While thus employ- 
ed he received an urgent invitation from 
the Rev. Pliny Fisk to accompany him ina 
mission to Palestine, then recently under- 
taken by the American Board. ‘The result 
was that Mr. King entered upon an engage- 
ment for three years with the Board, and, 
in company with Mr. Fisk and the cele- 
brated Joseph Wolff, at once set out for 
Jerusalem. For atime all went well with 
them, but when the hot weather set in they 
were obliged to seek a change of climate 
amid the mountains of Lebanon. They 
visited Damascus and other places, preach- 
ing the Word, distributing tracts, and add- 
ing to their stock of knowledge in Oriental 
languages and usages. They settled down 
for a short time at Beirut, Mr. King’s 
term of service had now expired, and he 
turned his face homeward, proceeding by a 
tedious land journey through Asia Minor 
to Smyrna. On his arrival there he receiv- 
ed intelligence of the death of his friend 
and fellow-labourer, Pliny Fisk, at Beirut. 
The noble missionary had fallen a victim to 
fever. King remained some months in the 
house of a Greek named Mengous, whose 
daughter, Annetta Vespasia, assisted him 
in his studies, and between them there 
arose a more intimate relation which deter- 
mined his future course of life.

OGhe Suttering Saviour. 
DeceMBER 13. 3B.C. 712. Isaraw liii: 1-12. 
Golden Text, Isaiah 53: 6. 


THIS is one of the most wonderful chapters 

in the Bible. The two great things which 
the O. T. prophets testified beforehand, were 
the sufferings of Christ and the glory that 


should follow, 1 Peter 1: 11. Nowhere are 
these two so plainly and fully predicted as 
here. It reads more like history than a pro- 
phecy uttered 700 years before the advent of 
the Messiah. V. 1. Who hath believed ?—The 
unbelief of the Jews is expressly said to be a 
fulfilment of this prophecy, John 12: 37, 38; 
Rom. 10: 16. Vs. 2, 3. Root out of a dry ground 
—Referring to our Saviour’s humble parent- 
age. Shall grow up—in obscurity; scarcely 
anything was heard of Jesus till he was 30 
years of age. No beauty—no external glory 
such as the Jews expected, therefore they des- 
pised and rejected him. Man of sorrows—He 
endured hunger, thirst, poverty, and acutest 
mental agony caused by the scorn of man and 
the hidings of His Father’s countenance. He 
was never seen to laugh, though He often 
wept. Vs.4,5. Surely—Even the Jews, ancient 
and modern, admit that this chapter refers to 
the Messiah. Borne, carried—By his vicarious 
sufferings did away with sin, the source of 
grief and sorrow. LHsteem Him stricken—as if 
it were for His sins, and not ours! V.6. All 
we—the whole human race, corrupted by sin, 
has left its rightfulowner. Turned aside—from 
God’s way to our own way. Laid on Him—As 
the sins of the offerer were transferred to the 
sacrifice, and those of all Israel laid on the scape- 
goat, Lev. 16: 21, so our sins are made to meet 
upon Him—the sins of all He was to save from 
every age and place. Nor was He unwilling 
to bear the load. His was a voluntary sacri- 
fice, John 10: 18, and for all, John 38: 16; 1 
John 1: 7. V.7. Oppressed—The penalty was 
strictly exacted, Deut.15: 2. As a lamb—John 
1: 29. So far from offering resistance, He re- 
buked those who would have rescued Him, 
Matt. 26: 51-52. Dumb—Matt. 27: 12. V.8. 
From prison—rather from justice, for Christ 
was never imprisoned, though he was bound 
and scourged, John 18: 12; 19: 1. V.9 con- 
tains a distinct reference to his humiliating 
death, and to his burial in a rich man’s tomb, 
John 19: 18, 38.

God’s mercy is put in con- 
trast with man’s unforgiving spirit. As the 
ram, «&c.—so the outpouring of the Spirit 
makes barren hearts yield the fruits of righte- 
ousness.

Hosial wid the Book of the Law. 
JANUARY 3. B.C. 641. 2 Kines xxii: 1-13. 
Golden Text, 2 Kings 22: 2. 


OMPARE 2 Chron. ch. 34. Josiah, son of 
Amon and grandson of Manasseh, like 
Edward VI. of England, was crowned when 
yet a boy. He was conspicuous for piety. 
The prophets Jeremiah and Zephaniah flour- 
ished in his reign. The latter wrote a plain- 
tive elegy on the occasion of his death, 2 
Chron. 35: 25. To the former he was pro- 
bably indebted for his early religious train- 
ing, and may have been led to enter upon his 
great life-work by his rousing appeal in Zeph. 
2: 1-8. Josiah destroyed every vestige of idol- 
atry in Judea, and then, in the 18th year of 
his reign, caused the feast of the Passover to 
be celebrated with unwonted solemnity, 2 Chr. 
35: 18. This beloved monarch fell in the bat- 
tle of Megiddo, and died, greatly lamented, 
when only 39 years old. V.2. That which was 
right — Remarkable for his integrity from 
childhood, at 16, he began to seek after God, 2 
Chr. 34: 3. Note that his piety was progres- 
Sive and genuine. V. 3. At 26, he entered 
upon the work of reformation enthusiastically. 
He did it thoroughly ; not only in Judea, but 
in Samaria also, “even unto Naphtali,” 2 Chr. 
34: 6. Besides destroying the altars and tem- 
ples of Baal, and exterminating the priests, 
he even exhumed the bones of the false pro- 
phets and burned them on the same altars 
where they had sacrificed to Baal, see 1 Kings, 
13: 2. Shaphan, the scribe—the king’s secre- 
tary. The art of writing was a rare accom- 
plishment in those days, and the office of 
scribe an honorable one. The first mentioned 
in the Bible is Sheva, in David’s time, 2 Sam. 
20: 25. The N.T. scribes were copyists and 
teachers of the Law, frequently denounced by 
our Lord for their hypocrisy, Matt. 23: 18. 
V. 4. Builders had already been engaged and 
money collected for the repairs and embellish- 
ment of the temple. Now the high priest is 
directed to have a survey made and estimates 
prepared. V. 8. The interest of the lesson cul- 
minates in the discovery of an old M.S. among 
the debris. It may have been the whole, or 
only a part of the Pentateuch. Perhaps the 
original, “given by the hand of Moses,” 2 
Chr. 34: 14; or the temple copy, Deut. 31: 26, 
which may have been secreted a century be- 
fore by some pious hand. Its coming to light 
was a matter of rejoicing, for the Bible was 
scarce in those days. Vs.10, 11. The relic was 
not regarded as a mere curiosity. They imme- 
diately began to read it, with marked effect on 
Josiah, who rent his clothes and wept, v. 19. 
The Word of the Lord is quick and powerful, 
Heb. 4: 12. Other prophetesses are mention- 
ed in Scripture—Miriam, Deborah, Anna. We 
cannot begin too soon to seek the Lord, nor to _ 
engage in his work, Prov. 8: 17. We should 
take the Bible as our guide in all things, Ps. 
119: 105; 2 Tim. 3:,6.

The following official statement of the sta- 
tistics of hues American Board is given in 
the Missionary Herald for N ovember :— 


At the close of its seventy-fifth year the 
Board has 22 missions, 83 stations, 826 out- 
stations, 156 ordained missionaries (6 of them 
physicians), 10 physicians not ordained (in- 
cluding 4 females), 4 other male missionaries, 
248 female assistant missionaries (147 of them 
wives); making a total of 422 American la- 
bourers. There are of native helpers: 147 
pastors, 212 preachers, 1,319 teachers, 505 
other helpers—a total of 2,183. There are 292 
churches with 23,392 members, 3,008 having 
been added within the preceding year. There 
are 90 high schools and colleges with 3,671 
pupils, 803 common schools with 30, 941—the 
total number under instructian being 30,561. 
During the seventy-five years of its existence 
the Board has sent out 786 male and 1,080 fe- 
male missionaries—a total of 1,866. There 
have been. added to the churches under its 
care 94,985 members, while, as nearly as can 
be ascertained, 399, 353 persons have been un- 
der instruction. The aggregate of receipts is 
$21,113,168.31. The pages issued by mission 
presses, so far as recorded, number 1,690,194,- 
403 pages. Glory be to God!

AUGMENTATION OF STIPENDS is the ques- 
tion of the hour. We trust that the official 
statement made in the circular which goes 
out with this number will have the desired 
effect of removing any misapprehensions 
that exist on this subject, and of extending 
and deepening the interest of the people in 
the welfare of their ministers. The honour 
of the Church is pledged to put this scheme 
on a sound and permanent basis, and we 
Ihave every reason to believe it will be 
done. 

PRINCIPAL Kine is to be congratulated on 
having been able to transmit to Toronto the 
third instalment of the loan on Manitoba 
College, amounting to $5,263. Two instal- 
ments, of $4,800 each, still remain payable 
in October 1886 and 1887, which no doubt 
will be met with equal promptitude. Dr. 
King’s courage and self-denial entitle him 
to all the assistance he needs in this under- 
taking. 

Knox Cotuece has completed its ar- 
rangements for affiliation with the Univer- 
sity.of Toronto. QuEEN’s, having declined 
the proposal, is now projecting * plans for 
its better equipment. Five additional pro- 
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fessorships in Arts and Science are deemed 
desirable. To provide these and meet 
other pressing demands an addition of 
$250,000 to the capital, or its annual equiva- 
lent, is contemplated. 

Tue TEMPORALITIES BOARD, in common 
with other Boards of the Church, have sus- 
tained a great lossin the death of Mr. Wm. 
Darling of Montreal. Mr. Darling had 
been for the last ten years chairman of the 
Temporalities Board, and during that period 
gave much time and thought to the manage- 
ment of its affairs. He was a man of rare 
ability, sound judgment and common sense. 
At a recent meeting, Mr. Andrew Allan of 
Montreal was elected chairman in room of 
the late Mr. Darling. 

We deeply regret to learn that Rev. Dr. 
McGregor, ths indefatigable Agent of the 
Church in the Maritime Provinces, is in a 
very weak state of health, and still confined 
to bed. We are not disposed, however, to 
abandon hope of his recovery. He is in 
the hands of a merciful and loving Father, 
and we trust that there are further days of 
usefulness in store for him.

| MANITOBA ITEMS. 
Two substantial churches have been erected 


in the crofters’ settlements near Wapella—a 
point on the C.P. R. some 250 miles west of 
Winnipeg. The crofters are succeeding well 


in the North-west, and are being joined every 
now and then by new friends from the west of 
Scotland. They have a missionary who 
pre:i*hes Gaelic among them. During the 
last month a comfortable church at Carman, 
a place on the Southwestern Railway, fifty 
miles from Winnipeg, was opened by Rev’s. 
Jas. Robertson and D. B. Whimster, superin- 
tendent and Secretary of North-west missions. 
Rev. Walter Ross is the minister and is. thus 
rewarded for his long labour in the Boyne 
district. The Brandon First Presbyterian 
Church, of which Rev. J. M. Douglas is pastor, 
has lately spent $1,200 in refitting and up- 
holstering their church. The church is now 
During 
last month the reopening services were held 
and were conducted by Dr. Bryce of Winnipeg. 
The cause is in a hopeful condition in Bran- 
don. Rev. James Herald of Port Arthur has 
followed the western impulse and gone to 
Medicine Hat—600 miles west of Winnipeg. 
Port Arthur is being supplied by ministers of 
Winnipeg Presbytery—so much for the C.P.R. 
Fort William and.Neebing is in charge of Rev. 
M. Nairn, formerly of New Brunswick, and 
Emerson has called Rev. Mr. Quinn, hailing 
from the same eastern Province. Rainy River 
is supplied with a missionary, Mr. Nash ; 
Rapid City by another—Mr. Hodgins; a Mr. 
Hall has also been got for the winter, but large 
numbers of stations are still unoccupied. Kil- 
donan, now under the energetic young pastor, 
Rev. J. Pringle, has been adding sheds and 
otherwise improving its property and the 
pastor and young people are paying for it, and 
have got the assistance of Messrs. Pitblado, 
Gordon, Bryce, and Beil as lecturers, and the 
Knox Church (Winnipeg) choir, and are to 
have a lively winter. An advance is being 
made in Indian missions. The Foreign Mis- 
sion committee has given the Manitoba com- 
mittee a lump sum of $9,000 as-against $6,000 
for last year; and more missionaries and 
teachers are being appointed. The:High School 
at Prince Albert is partly supported from this 
source. How far we are yet from doing our 
duty as a church to he poor aborigines! B 


THE COLLEGES. 


QuEEN’s University.—The Forty-fifth 
Session was opened on the Ist of October, 
and since that time the work has been vig- 
ourously going on in the Arts and Science 
classes. The following week the medical 
colleges opened, with a good attendance at 
both the Royal and the Women’s Medical 
colleges. On the 4th of November the 
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Theological Department opened with the 
Matriculation examinations in Divinity, 
which continued the following day, and 
the lectures began on Friday, 6th. Hight 
students passed the Matriculation examina- 
tion and entered the hall. From the num- 
ber of students who have entered in all the 
departments, the present prospects are good 
for a large attendance and a prosperous 
session in all the faculties of Theology, 
Arts,and Medicine. On the evening of 
University’ Day, 16th October, the usual 
meeting of Convocation was held, the 
Chancellor, Mr. Sandford Fleming, C.E., 
C.M.G., LL.D., etc., presiding. The Prin- 
cipal delivered a lecture on the University 
question, reviewing the progress of nego- 
ciation and public opinion on the proposed 
scheme for University federation. In this 
he clearly pointed out the position, duties 
and responsibilities of Queen’s University, 
and the need of continuous expansion— 
consequently the need for increased endow- 
ment. Asa means to attain the latter, he 
urged the vigourous carrying on and exten- 
sion of the recently organized University 
Endowment Association. The various col- 
lege societies are showing signs of life and 
vigour. 

PRESBYTERIAN COLLEGE, HAtirax.—The 
session of this college was opened on Wed- 
nesday, Nov. 4. <A large audience assembled 
to hear Dr. Currie’s lecture on the “‘ Empire 
of the Hittites,” in which the lecturer traced 
the hieroglyphical and monumental history 
of the Hittites, and showed how it agreed 
with the references in the Bible to the 
same people. Principal Macknight inti- 
mated that there are eighteen students in 
Theology. Dr. Burns gave a sketch of the 
growth of Presbyterianism in the Maritime 
Provinces and in the Dominion at large in 
the past sixty years. Rev. Thomas Sedg- 
wick, Moderator of the Synod, earnestly 
pleaded the claims of the College, and 
urged young men to devote themselves to 
the work of the ministry. Ata meeting of 
the College Board, valuable gifts for the 
Library and Museum were received from 
Rev. P. G. McGregor, D.D., the Agent of 
the Church, whose health was in such a 
state as to prevent his being present. The 
copy of the Septuagint and of the Greek 
New Testament that had been used by Rev. 
James MacGregor, D.D. Also Dr. James

MacGregor’s staff, which had been for over 
fifty years in the keeping of Rev. J. J. 
Baxter. Also the Aneityumese Bible and 
other books; and a volume of letters relat- 
ing to the New Hebrides, compiled by Rev. 
Dr. Patterson. Dr. Currie teaches Hebrew 
this winter in connection with Dalhousie 
College, as well as in the Presbyterian Col- 
lege. A series of lectures on Pastoral 
Theology will be given by pastors in the 
Maritime Synod. 


Maniropa Co~uece:—The annual meet- 
ing was held in the College, Nov. 6th. 
There was a large attendance. Principal 
King gave an eloquent lecture on the 
Christian Ministry and its adaptation to 
the wants of Manitoba. In June last 
Manitoba College sent up twenty-seven 
students to the University, took eleven 
scholarships, aggregating $800, and three 
medals, including the Governor General’s ; 
addresses were given by Lieut.-Governor 
Aikins, Rev. Mr. Pitblado and others. The 
Session opens with great promise. There 
are two students in the last theological 
year, five in the second, five in the first, 
and three more are expected, making 14 in 
all. There are 9 students in preparation 
for the ministry in arts. Next summer 
Manitoba willsupply to the mission field 
probably not less than 18 or 20 student 
missionaries. Messrs. D. Anderson, B. A., 
and W. McK. Omand, B. A., two very pro- 
mising students of ,Manitoba College, who 
graduated in theology last spring, have 
gone over to Edinburgh to take a winter 
course there. ing

“HERE AM I” is what 105 young men 
have said to the Church Missionary Society 
during last year. Of these 45 have been 
accepted ; and of the 18 who sail at once, 
8 are University graduates, and 2 go at their 
own charge. 
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Rev. Haminton Gipson died in Toronto 
on the 19th of October, aged 73. Mr. Gib- 
son was a native of Lanarkshire, Scotland, 
and a graduate of the University of Glas- 
gow. He commenced his ministry as assist- 
ant in the old Tron Church of that city. In 
1850 he was ordained and designated as a 
missionary to Canada, under the auspices of 
the Colonial Committee of the Church of 
Scotland. In November of that year he 
was inducted as minister of St. Andrew’s 
Church, Galt, Ont., where he remained 
nine years. On the 2lst of November, 
1860, he was inducted to the charge of 
Bayfield, where he ministered with great 
acceptance for nearly seventeen years. On 
the death of his wife, who had been a faith- 
ful and an able assistant in his parish 
work, especially in connection with the 
Bible-class and Sunday-school, Mr. Gibson 
resigned his charge and shortly afterwards 
retired from the active duties of the minis- 
try, continuing, however, to preach fre- 
quently as opportunity offered. The death 
of his distinguished son, the late Professor 
John Gibson, was another severe blow to 
him. Mr. Gibson was one of the commut- 
ing ministers of the Presbyterian Church 
of Canada in connection with the Church 
of Scotland, and cordially entered the 
union of the churches in 1875. He was 
deservedly esteemed by all who knew him, 
as a genial man, a good scholar, and an ex- 
cellent preacher—modest and unassuming 
almost to a fault. He was buried at Clin- 
ton, Ont., and leaves two daughters, one of 
whom is the wife of Professor Stuart, of 
Trinity Medical College, Toronto. 

Rev. JoHn Brown, of Newmarket, died 
at the manse there on the 29th of October 
in his 79th year. He was a native of Kirk- 
cudbrightshire, Scotland, and studied for 
the ministry at the University of Hdin- 
burgh, where he enjoyed the privilege of 
hearing ‘‘ Christopher North’s” Lectures on 
Moral Philosophy. He was licensed to 
preach the Gospel in 1832, and after a few 
years became assistant minister in the par- 
ish of Tranent. In 1852 he went out to 
Florida as a missionary of the Church of 
Scotland. He came to Canada in 1854, 
and in August of that year was inducted 
into the charge of Newmarket, where he 
continued his ministry for more than 


twenty years. In 1875, failing health 
compelled him to retire from active duty. 
Mr. Brown was a ripe scholar, an excellent 
preacher, a most genial and _ hospitable 
man, respected alike by his brother minis- 
ters and by all others who knew him. Mrs. 
Brown pre-deceased her husband on the 8th 
of December, 1877. They had five chil- 
dren, of whom three sons and a daughter 
survive.

ee trusty Scottish correspondent says :— 

“Stirring times and events are upon us. 
The disestablishment question is at last fairly 
in the field, and both parties have buckled on 
their armour for the conflict. The Church has 
broken her long silence-and has come to the 
front, using every legitimate means to have 
her voice heard and her cause maintained. 
She has, no doubt, a good deal to say; and 
among both her ministers and her people, high 
and'low, she has many most devoted and chiv- 
alrous sons. On Tuesday evening a great 
mass meeting was held in St. Andrew’s Hall, 
Glasgow, and which appeared to be entirely 
in the hands of the laity. Glasgow is noto- 
rious in this respect: that to have any weight 
with the community the laity must take the 
leading part. In this case they had all to do. 
Among many brilliant speeches, there can be 
no hesitation in saying that the Duke of Ar- 
gyle—a name long and nobly associated with 
Presbyterianism in Scotland—carried the day. 
He spoke of the ancient history and work of 
the Church in Scotland, of her present effective- 
ness and zeal, and of her increasing hold upon 
the affections of the people of the land. The 
Liberationists cannot make the Church freer 
than she is. With regard to the abstract 
principle of an Established Church, the Duke 
was not so clear. He had voted for the dises- 
tablishment of the Presbyterian Church in 
Ireland, and he knew that there can be no 
Established Churches in the colonies. He 
argued for the continuance of an institution 
which was representative of Scottish religion 
and national life, on the afore-mentioned 
grounds of its work in the past, its present 
purity and power. Last evening, in Paisley, 
we had another large meeting, with about 
2,000 present, addressed by Drs. Cunningham, 
of Crieff, and Story, of Roseneath,—both lead- 
ing Liberals. Dr. Hutton got some severe 
handling, and the leading Liberal statesmen— 
Messrs. Gladstone, Morley and Chamberlain— 
were very frankly dealt with: all being ruled 
out of court by Dr. Story as prejudiced par- 
ties—prejudiced from their religious beliefs 
and unbeliefs. The one is said to be an 
“English Unitarian,” the other lacks rever- 
ence OF the very name of God, while the ex- 
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Premier wishes to hand Scotland over to the 
Episcopal as being the one trueChurch. Such 
“were the charges, sustained, as it appeared, by 
quotations from recent works. There is no 
doubt that the Church question will form a 
very important factor in the coming election 
in this country. Two interesting conventions 
have been held in the Queen’s Rooms, Glas- 
gow, lately—the one on the “ Deepening of 
‘Spiritual Life,’ the other being the annual 
gathering of the British section of the Evan- 
gelical Alliance. Both were well attended, 
and each left its own blessing upon the com- 
munity. At the Alliance I had the pleasure 
of meeting, on the stairs, the Rev. J. Fraser 
‘Campbell, now with his devoted wife, and the 
Rev. Mr. Murray, on their way to Indore. For 
the next few weeks we shall hear little be- 
sides election cries, manifestoes and counter- 
manifestoes, until the great public settle the 
fate of contending statesmen. Amid the con- 
test is heard the voices of the Churches, “‘ Who 
will prevail ?”—D. 


Principal Pirie of Aberdeen University is 
dead at the age of 81. Dr. Pirie was for some 
years minister of the parish of Dyce, and was 
appointed Professor of Divinity in Marischal 
‘College, Aberdeen, in 1843, and minister of 
Greyfriars, Aberdeen, in 1846. At the union 
of the colleges in 1860, he was appointed Pro- 
‘fessor of Divinity and Church History in the 
United University. In 1877 he was appointed 
Principal and Vice-Chancellor. 1n his younger 
days Dr. Pirie took a prominent part in eccle- 
.Siastical affairs. He was one of the ablest de- 
baters in the General Assembly. The Presby- 
terian Church of England is muking a deter- 
mined effort to establish churches in the 
university towns of Oxford and Cambridge. 
One gentleman in the east of Scotland has 
offered $5,000 towards the enterprise. One 
reason for the movement is that a very con- 
siderable and an increasing number of Scot- 
tish students are now attending these famous 
English universities. The Bible Society has 
sold in nine months 950,000 copies of the 
penny New Testament. A serious disturb- 
ance has taken place in southern Formosa. 
Mr. Barelay, one of the missionaries of the 
Presbyterian Church of England, has been 
-shamefully treated by an unruly mob, and 
the native converts have been very roughly 
handled. Happily, there has been no loss of 
life. The behaviour of the native Christians, 
In very trying circumstances, is said to have 
been admirable. 


CanaDA.—The most far-reaching event that 
has yet transpired in the history of the coun- 
try took place last month—the completion of 
the railway through British territory from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific. It is almost impossi- 
‘ble to over-estimate the importance of this 
gigantic undertaking to the country and to the 
‘Empire at large. If the Churches of Canada 
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do not receive a full share of the benefit, it 
will be their own fault. The Episcopalians 
have been lately entertaining two distinguish- 
ed visitors—Archdeacon Farrar of Westmin- 
ster Abbey and the Rev. Mr. Haweis of Lon- 
don. Dr. Farrar is perhaps best known 
through his writings. His book on “ Eternal 
Hope,” which departs very far from the gene- 
rally accepted doctrines of the Protestant 
Churches on the future state, met with an 
enormous sale. His “Early Days of Chris- 
tianity ” was also very popular; but his most 
valuable works are his “Life of Christ” and 
“St. Paul’s Life and Travels.” Mr. Haweis 
evidently belongs to the Broad Church school. 
He is eccentric and clever. He is a grandson 
of that famous Dr. Haweis who had much to 
do with the formation of the London Mission- 
ary Society, in 1795,and who, along with Row- 
land Hill and a few other enthusiastic spirits, 
did so much for the cause of Foreign Missions 
at that time. The English Church in Canada 
is only now awakening to the. importance of 
enlisting the sympathies of its adherents in 
direct missionary effort. As yet it has no fo- 
reign missions of its own, but contributes an- 
nually towards the Society for the Propagation 
of the Gospel and the Church Missionary So- 
ciety in England. The Bishop of Saskatchewan 
has appointed Rev. J. B. Richardson of London, 
Ont., to be an Honorary Canon of his mission- 
ary diocese and a member of his missionary 
council. Bishop Maclean is himself full of the 
missionary spirit. So is Dr. Sullivan, the 
Bishop of Algoma, whose occasional jottings 
in The Canadian Missionary are exceedingly 
interesting. The General Board of Missions 
of the Methodist Church met in Halifax in 
October. 

The tctal number of Domestic missions is given at 443, 
missionaries 444, total paid agents 444, members 38,870. 
There are 47 Indian missions, 33 missionaries to Indians, 
14 native assistants, 27 teachers, 12 interpreters, total 
paid agents 86, members 2,786. There are 12 French 
missions, 11 missionaries, 2 native assistants, 3 teachers, 
total paid agents 16, members 280. There are 8 foreign 
missions, 15 missionaries, 6 native assistants, tota] paid 
agents 21, members 465. Total missions 510, missionaries 
503, native assistants 22, teachers 30, interpreters 12, te- 
tal paid agents 567, members 43,401. The net income 
from regular sources was $172,412.77. The net ordinary 
expenditure was $202,042.52, the deficit is $21,729.75. 

The Twentieth Provincial Convention of 
Sabbath-sehools was held in Stratford, Ont., in 
October. The Secretary’s report shewed that, 
in addition to 176 Institute services, a great 
deal of very valuable work had been done. 
The proceedings were throughout deeply inte- 
resting. 

JREuAND.—Several Presbyteries have al- 
ready made nominations for the Moderator- 
ship of next Assembly. So far, three names 
have been mentioned: the Rev. Robert Ross 
of Londonderry, the Rey. Alexander Gray, . 
LL.D., of Belfast, and the Rev. Thomas Arm- 
strong of Ballina, the Superintendent of Mis- 
sion Schools in Connaught. The first named 
is the most likely candidate. Mr. Ross will 
make a worthy Moderator. The coming elec- 
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tions are causing great excitement all through 
Ulster. The Home Rulers are watching their 
chances to enter every constituency even in 
Ulster, and no doubt they will carry a num- 
ber of the seats. Besides those that may be 
carried in that interest in any case, the seats 
that will be contested by Liberals on the one 
side and Conservatives on the other will be 
wrested from both wherever possible. The 
more moderate of both parties are anxious to 
avoid such an issue; how far a compromise 
will be made remains to be seen. Of Presby- 
terian candidates in the field at the latest ac- 
counts were the following: James P. Correy 
and James Hazlett for two of the divisions of 
Belfast, William P. Sinclair for the northern 
division of Antrim, Thomas A. Dickson for 
the southern division of Tyrone, and William 
Findlater for one of the divisions of the county 
of Londonderry. The above named men are 
all leal-hearted sons of the Presbyterian 
Church; most of them are prominent elders, 
and they are equally divided between the two 
great political parties. The symptoms are 
that the Sustentation Fund reached its lowest 
ebb last year, and that the tide has turned for 
the better. At the last meeting of the Board 
the report of the Treasurer was encouraging. 
The receipts for the quarter then ending were 
considerably in advance of what they were in 
the corresponding quarter of last year. H. 
Unitep Srates.—Dr. Noah Porter has re- 
signed the Presidentship of Yale University, 
which he has occupied with marked distinc- 
tion for some fifteen years. He retains his 
place, however, on the professorial staff in the 
chair of Ethics and Metaphysics. Dr. James 
Eels of Cincinnati has been placed at the head 
of the Theological Seminary of San Francisco, 
in room of the late Dr. Scott. Princeton re- 
ports a profound missionary feeling among the 
students, resulting from a new interest awak- 
kened by the meeting of the Missionary Inter- 
Seminary Alliance held last year. The Semi- 
nary of the Northwest reports a year of great 
prosperity. Union and Lane are flourishing. 
Danville Seminary, with a property of nearly 
$200,000, reports but one professor, and not a 
single student! It reported one student last 
year!! In proportion to their staffs and gene- 
ral equipment, the American theological col- 
leges have fewer students on the average than 
might be expected. Union and Princeton 
have the largest number. Last year, Union 
graduated 38 and Princeton 34 students. Rev. 
Geo. P. Hays, D.D., of Denver, the brilliant ex- 
Moderator of the Assembly, North, has ac- 
cepted a call to the Second Presbyterian 
Church, Cincinnati. The Tenth Congress of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church was held at 
New Haven, Conn., in October. Among the 
distinguished delegates was Archdeacon Farrar 


ef London, who read a paper on the “ Chris- | 


tian Doctrine of the Atonement.” Three hun- 
dred theological students, representing thirty- 
four seminaries, and about half as many de- 


nominations, assembled in Rochester, N.Y., 
on October 22. Here three days and a half 
were spent in the consideration of the subject 
of mission work. The Associate Reformed 
Synod of the South is in correspondence with 
the United Presbyterian Church, North, with 
a view to an incorporating union. The num- 
ber of denominational colleges in the States 
are as follows:—Methodist, 52; Baptist, 46: 
Presbyterian, 41; Congregational, 28; and 
Episcopalian, 12. 

Tp Jpws.—On the 11th of October the first. 
Hebrew-Christian Church in America was ~ 
opened for worship in St. Mark’s Place, New 
York. Bishop Harris preached an able dis- 
course from Isa., 63:1. Rev. Jacob Freshman. 
the pastor, who is by birth and education a 
Canadian, gave an interesting account of his 
work in New York, relating his hopes and his 
fears respecting the new enterprise which had 
cost $20,000, of which only $5,000 had been as 
yet received. He had met with much encour- 
agement. One lady had sent him a gold ring, 
valued at $150. Mr. Freshman is educating 
young Hebrews for the ministry, and has a 
hall, down town, for which he pays $59 a 
month rent. Dr. Hamilton, of the 14th St. Pres- 
byterian Church, preached in the evening. 
Interesting addresses were also given by a 
number of leading ministers. Contributions 
in aid of this good work may be sent to Mr. 
Freshman, No. 25 East 7th street, New York. 


PRESBYTERIAN ALLIANCH.—The American 
section of the Executive Commission met in 
New York on the 27th of October. Arrange- 
ments were made for holding a public meet- 
ing in New York, in the course of the winter, 
in the interests of the Foreign Migsion Con- 
mittee. It was agreed to defer the appoint- 
ment of a permanent Secretary for the Alli- 
ance until the meeting of Council in London 
in 1888. <A special meeting of the Commission 
is to be held on the 21st of April. 


TpMPpRANCE.—The latest accession to the 
ever-extending list of Scott Act counties, is 
Peterborough. A handsome majority of 391 
for the Act was the result of a hard and 
keenly fought contest, The usual forces were: 
in the field on both sides. The gentlemen 
whose mission it is to press the claims of beer 
and wine on the attention of our people were 
“not slothful in business, fervent in spirit.” 
Whether they can, with a good conscience, 
extend the quotation is for them to say; 
though doubtless they can, since their conten- 
tion is that their work is of a highly philan- 
thropic character, and performed solely in the 
interests of human liberty. But they failed 
to convince the majority of Peterborough elec- 
tors that the beer and wine current in those 
parts are the good creatures of God, to be re- 
ceived with thanksgiving. Indeed “ the brave 
days of old,’ when “e’en ministers” were 
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wont to bend devoutly over their glass of 
toddy and ask God’s blessing on the beverage, 
have probably fled for ever. There were on 
the other side also earnest men, who could 
not possibly be actuated by interested mo- 
tives, powerfully urging that the liquor traflic 
should be destroyed root and branch as the 
unrelenting foe of social progress and domes- 
tic happiness. The weapon to effect its des- 
truction is not one of their own choosing, but 
one put into their hands by the Parliament of 
Canada to experiment with. For efficiency it 
has probably realized the most sanguine hopes 
of the gentlemen who forged it in the Ottawa 
arsenal, especially of those in charge of the 
finishing department; yet it barely meets the 
exigencies of the case, or the highest desires 
of those who have to wield it. Still the Scott 
Act is a fairly good weapon for the pioneer 
work for which it was designed. It is capable 
of inflicting very ugly, if not deadly, wounds 
on the liquor traffic. Its efficiency 1s testified 
to by the Police Magistrate of Woodstock, 
Ont., thus :—“ I feel perfectly confident that, in 
a given time since the first of May last, there 
is not more than one-fifteenth part of the liquor 
consumed in the town of Woodstock that there 
was during the same period before that time.” 
The county gaoler of Simcoe, speaking of the 
first three months in which the Act was in 
operation, says :—‘“ We have not had one com- 
mittal for drunkenness in our county. We 
see no drunkenness among the farmers on 
market-day ; even some labourers of our town, 
who for years never drew a sober breath, are 
now industrious and respected.” Pe We 


Heport on Sabbath Observance. 


ae the Report of last year reference was 
> made to a Bill introduced in the Dominion 
Parliament by Mr. John Charlton, M.P., in the 
interests of Sabbath observance, and which 
had received its first reading. At an early 
stage of the present session the Bill was 
brought forward for its second reading, and 
Mr. Charlton addressed the House in its sup- 
port, in one of the ablest and most compre- 
hensive speeches ever delivered on the Sab- 
bath question before any legislative body. 
Exception was taken to the Bill by the Secre- 
tary of State and the first Minister, on the 
ground thatthe matter with which it proposed 
to deal falls within Provincial jurisdiction, as 
affecting civilrights. If Parliament were pre- 
pared to assume the responsibility of declar- 
inga breach of the Sabbath a crime instead 


of merely an unlawful act, the matter might 


thereby be brought within the competence of 
Parliament. On this ground the Bill was de- 
clared ultra vires of the Dominion Parliament. 
Your Committee are happy to say that, so far 
as Ontario is concerned, this decision has been 
promptly accepted. A Bill, substantially the 
same as Mr. Charlton’s, was introduced by 
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Mr. Wood, M.P.P., during the recent session 
of the Ontario Legislature, and has hecome 
law. The Bill provides that Sunday excur- 
sions, or the carriage of Sunday passengers 
for amusement or pleasure only, shall be un- 
lawful, and shall not be deemed a lawful con- 
veying of travellers within the meaning of any 
statute of Ontario permitting the conveyance 
of travellers on the Lord’s day. The owners. 
of any steamboat or railway, by which any 
such Sunday excursion is wholly or partly 
made, are lable to a fine of $400 for each 
offence. 

In the Report of the Committee of the Synod 
of Toronto and Kingston on Sabbath obsery- 
ance, reference is made to the profanation of 
the Sabbath prevalent at Owen Sound and 
Port Arthur in connection with the lake traf- 
fic of the Canadian Pacific Railway. The 
Presbytery of Owen Sound has opened corre- 
spondence with Mr. Beatty, manager of the 
lake traflic in reference to this evil. 

It has become a matter of public notoriety 
that certain newspapers in ‘Toronto, under 
pretence of meeting the demands of public 
anxiety, in reference to the troubles in the 
North-West, recently commenced the publica- 
tion and sale of a Sunday issue. Had it been 
simply the issuing of a bulletin on occasion of 
some occurrence of great concernment, the 
case would have been quite different. The 
friends of the Sabbath in the city acted 
promptly, the law was put in force, arrests 
were made, fines were imposed, and the Sun- 
day newspaper, a pestilent evil wherever it has 
been tolerated, was, within a very short time, 
suppressed. The example set by Toronto in 
this matter is worthy of being commended in 
the very strongest terms. The Committee 
recommend— 

1. That Synods be instructed to report, 
through their Committees on Sabbath Observ- 
ance, to the Assembly’s Committee. 

2. That the Billrecently passed by the Onta- 
rio Legislature in the interest of Sabbath ob- 
servance be printed with this Report in the 
Appendix of the Minutes of Assembly. 

3. That in the other Provinces of the Domi- 
nion where similar legislation may be needed, 
Synods be directed to request the co-operation 
of the other branches of the Christian Church 
in order to the obtaining of such legislation. 

4, That local Committees be formed where 
needed, and that funds be provided for putting 
the law in force.

BILL. 


An Act to provide for the Better Observance of the Lord’s 
Day, commonly called Sunday, by Prohibiting Sunday 
Excursions of certain kinds. 

Herr Maszsty, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Legislative Assembly of the Province of Ontario, 
enacts as follows :—. ; 

I. Sunday excursions by steamboats plying for hire, 
or by railways, or in part by any such steamboat and in 
part by railway ,and having for their only or principal 
object the carriage of Sunday passengers for amuse- 


ment or pleasure only, and to go and return on the same 
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day by-the same steamboat or railway, or any other, 
owned by the sane persons or company, shall be unlaw- 
ful, and shall not be deemed a lawful conveying of tra- 
vellers within the meaning of any statute of Ontario 
per the conveyance of travellers on the Lord’s 
day. 

2. The owner or owners of any steamboat or railway 
by which any such Sunday excursion is wholly or partly 
made, shall for each offence against this Act forfeit 
and pay the sum of $400, to be recovered by action be- 
fore any court having jurisdiction in civil cases to that 
amount by any person suing for the same under this 
Act, and for the purposes thereof. ‘ 

3- The action forthe recovering of any penalty in- 
curred under this Act must be brought before a court 
having competent jurisdiction, as aforesaid, in the place 
from which the steamboat or train employed in the 
unlawful excursion, on which the action is founded, 
started, or through, or at which it passed or stopped in 
the course thereof, and must be brought within six 
months after the commission of the alleged offence ; and 
notice in writing of such action, and the cause thereof, 
must be given to the defendant at least one month 
before the commencement of the action. | 

4. Allsumsof money recovered by action under the 
foregoing provisions of this Act shall be appropriated 
as follows:—One moiety thereof to the plaintiff in the 
action, and the other moiety to the municipality of the 
city, town, village or place from which the unlawful 
excursion started, to be applied for the purposes of such 
municipality. 

& The expression ‘‘owner or owners,’’ in this Act 
includes any corporation owning the steamboat or rail- 
way referred to, and the expression ‘‘ person or persons.’ 
includes corporations. 

6. This Act shall not apply to ferries or to steam- 
‘oats when employed thereon. 

7. The captain or other person in charge of any 
steamboat, and the conductor or other person in charge 
of any train, used for the purpose of any such Sunday ex- 
¢cursion, shall be liable to the like penalties as are pre- 
scribed by the Revised Statute, chapter 189, entitled An 
Act to Prevent the Profanation of the Lord’s Day, for the 
violation of that Act; and the said penalties shall be 
recoverable, and applied in like manner as the penalties 
in the said Act mentioned. 
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AHeport on Gemperanre. 


ETURNS have been obtained from all the 
‘» Synods of the Western Section of the 
Church. The Synod of the Maritime Pro- 
vinces, which meets in the month of October, 
has not reported as a Synod; but reports from 
three of its Presbyteries, together with an in- 
teresting and comprehensive statement from 
the. Convener of its Temperance Committee, 
largely compensate for the lack of the more 
formal document. 

Of the twenty-seven Presbyteries in the 
Western Section of the Church, nineteen have 
reported to their respective Synods, and five of 
the others, together with twenty-one Sessions, 
have reported directly to your Committee. 
These reports, as a whole, are of the most 
cheering character, and seem fairly to reflect 
the spirit of a movement more fruitful in re- 
‘sults during the past year than its most san- 
guine friends could have ventured to expect. 

1. In answer to the first question—“* What 
progress has the cause of Temperance and 
Prohibition been making in your locality 
during the past year; and what means have 
been employed in your congregation to pro- 
mote Temperance and Prohibition senti- 
ment”? the reports, with marked unanimity, 


testify to the great progress made during the 
year, and look forward with enlarged expec- 
tations to more signal victories. Many of 
these reports have to tell of battles fought and 
triumphs won—triumphs which have been 
largely helped and enhanced by the ministers 
and members of our own Church, who, by 
earnest advocacy, pointed appeals, active ef- 
fort, and ballots cast for the protection of do- 
mestic happiness and public morality, have 
contributed their full share to the success of 
one of the grandest social and moral reforms 
of this century. 


II. The second question inquires whether 
or not the recommendations of last General 
Assembly have been carried out: (1) As to the 
formation of Temperance societies in congre- 
gations ; and (2) that our Sessions and Sunday 
school teachers in their respective spheres be 
recommended to give special prominence to 
the subject of Temperance.” In a large num- 
ber of congregations such societies have exist- 
ed for several years, while others think them 
unnecessary, owing chiefly to the fact that 
there abound similar societies of an undénom- 
inational character that are doing a good 
work and enjoying public confidence. A large 
proportion of our elders and Sunday-school 
teachers are total abstainers, and many of 
them are actively engaged in promoting the 
cause of Temperance. 


III. The third question is—“ Has the deliv- . 
erance of last General Assembly, as found on 
page 34 of Assembly’s Minutes, been brought 
before your congregations”? A largenumber 
of Sessions have substantially complied with 
the spirit of the request and answer in the 
affirmative. In the case of such as have failed 
to do so, widely different reasons are assigned. 
The report of the Synod of Toronto and Kings- 
ton alleges that the neglect is due to the fact 
that said deliverance oflast Assembly “ embo- 
dies the views of the most radical wing of our 
Temperance Committee, and is too hot and 
strong for most of their brethren ”—while, on 
the other hand, our brethren of Prince Edward 
Island inform us that they no longer need 
such a deliverance, and would rather not, by 
reading it, suggest to their people that the 
Church, as a whole, had been so long in 
waking up to its duty. 

IV. In reference to question four, which in- 
quires into the working of the Canada Tem- 
perance Act, your Committee has obtained, 
on the whole, most satisfactory replies.. In. 
Prince Edward Island the Act is found to be 
easily enforced. In one county it is reported 
that the traffic would be dead, were it not that 
a few unprincipled medical men prolong its 
agonies by granting certificates for procuring 
liquor contrary to the spirit of the law. In 
Nova Scotia the Act works well wherever the 
effort is made for its enforcement; but in New 
Brunswick the difficulty of enforcing the law 
has been greatly intensified by recent deci- 
sions in the courts. In Ontario but little tes- 
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timony could be elicited, as in only one county 
had the Temperance Act been in operation 
prior fo the Ist of May last, but that little is 
eminently satisfactory. As to its effect on 
business, the county clerk of Halton certifies 
that the assessed value of property in the 
county has increased $685,775 between the 
years 1880-4, which disproves the allegation, 
so frequently made, that the adoption of the 
Scott Act tends to depreciate the value of real 
estate. As to morals, it may be stated that on 
the 30th of September last, the Inspector of 
‘Ontario Prisons shows only two empty gaols 
(one being the Halton county gaol and the 
other the gaol in Lindsay), where the late 
Father Stafford labored so long and earnestly 
in the cause of Temperance. In the County 
of Oxford the Canada Temperance Act has 
been in force since the lst of May last, and 
the Mayor of Woodstock, the county town, 
stated a few days ago that “the passage of the 
Act has stopped nineteen-twentieths of the 
drinking in Woodstock,” and he has author- 
ized Temperance men to make whatever use 
‘they please of this statement. 

V. To question five, viz. : “Is it your opinion 
that the people are prepared for total Prohibi- 
tion?” by far the larger number of reports an- 


swer in the affirmative, while others admit. 


that the sentiment of the country is fast ripen- 
ing in that direction. 

VI. To the sixth and last question, asking 
for any information or expression of views, a 
number of practical suggestions have been 
offered, some of which are: That there should 
be great faithfulness shown in the pulpit in 
dealing with intemperance—that Temperance 
text-books should be used in our secular 
#schools—that a Temperance article should be 
inserted in each number of the Record—that 
Temperance legislation should proceed in the 
line of the Canada Temperance Act, leading 
up to total Prohibition, etc. Some Sessions, 
having used unfermented wine at the Lord’s 
Supper, remind us that unfermented wine is a 
fact—that itis kept by the tun in France, and 
can be had or made in Canada. In this con- 
nection the Synod of Montreal and Ottawa 
refers us for full information to the work of 
Dr. Norman Kerr, of London, “ Unfermented 
Wine a Fact.” Under this heading also many 
reports take occasion to condemn unsparingly 
the Senate’s so-called amendments to the Ca- 
nada Temperance Act, and the hope is fre- 
‘quently and earnestly expressed that this at- 
tempt to thwart the will of the people, and rob 
the friends of Temperance of the fruits of long 
years of struggle and toil, will meet with an 
emphatic rebuke from this Church whose 
principles of government are the very essence 
of true freedom, and whose history has been a 
noble record of loyalty to constitutional gov- 
ernment and protest against tyranny and 
‘oppression. » 

Your Committee feel bound to say: that 
never before was the outlook for the princi- 


ples of Temperance so a | now. 


bit | 


The great strength of this movement lies, not 
in the degree of legislative reform attained, 
nor in the attitude of legislative bodies to- 
wards it, but in the thorough awakening of 
the people toa proper sense of their obliga- 
tions and interests in regard to the great evils 
of intemperance. Yet it is gratifying to note 
that since the passage of the Canada Tempe- 
rance Act of 1878, seventy-five contests have 
been waged in the different Provinces of the 
Dominion, resulting in sixty-two victories for 
the friends of Temperance and Prohibition. 
Fifty-seven counties and cities have adopted 
the Act and forty-two are already under its 
operation, embracing upwards of a million and 
a half of our population. In Ontario alone, 
twenty-five of her forty-three counties have 
declared at the polls that they desire the total 
suppression of the liquor traffic, and these 
counties cover two-thirds of her populated ter- 
ritory. A total majority of over 56,000 votes 
has been cast for the Act. Six attempts to re- 
peal it have all been signally defeated, and 
there are seventy-four members in the Domi- 
nion Parliament elected by constituencies in 
which the Canada Temperance Act has been 
carried. Thus more and more are the people 
coming to realize the fact that to license wrong 
is a national crime, and that to derive a reve- 
nue from that which works such ruin to the 
race is to “have fellowship with the throne of 
iniquity,” and to “frame mischief by a law ;” 
and the forementioned triumphs indicate 
clearly that the people are now disposed to 
act in accord with their convictions. 

It may be further stated that in the few de- 
feats sustained the adverse majorities were 
very small, whilst the majorities in favour of 
this Act, as indicated above, were large and 
in some instances overwhelming. In these 
contests the friends of Temperance owe not a 
little to the faithful and persistent advocacy of 
Prohibition by many of the leading secular 
journals throughout all the Provinces, the va- 
lue of this advocacy being specially felt in the 
Province of Quebec and Eastern Ontario, 
where the Montreal Witness has for so many 
years borne unflinching testimony to the 
principles of Prohibition. The powerful im- 
pulse which has carried this movement so far, 
based as it is upon the firmest convictions 
cherished by the most enlightened and reso- 
lute of our people, may be relied upon to press 
it forward in the face of all opposition to its 
proper issue in the complete suppression of 
the liquor traffic. 

In conclusion, your Committee submit the 
following deliverance for the adoption of this 
Assembly :— 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I. This Assembly re-affirms its deliverance 
of last year to the following effect :— 

1st. That we regard the traffic in strong 
drink as one of the greatest hindrances to 
the progress of the kingdom of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 
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2nd. That in view of the evils wrought by 
this scourge of our race, this Assembly would 
hail with gladness the utter extermination of 
the traffic in intoxicating liquor as a beverage, 
by the power of example, public opinion, and 
the strong arm of the law. 

3rd. That we rejoice at the wonderful ad- 
vancement of Temperance and Prohibition 
sentiment throughout the world, and espe- 
cially in our own land; and would recommend 
our people by voice, vote, and example, and by 
all peaceful and righteous means, to work for 
the abolition of this great evil. 

4th. That we re-assert our approval of the 
principle of the Canada Temperance Act of 
1878, and recommend the adoption of said 
Act as the best available means for the legal 
suppression of the trafiic. 

Il. This Assembly records its emphatic 
protest against the recent action of the Senate 
of Canada in passing amendments to the 
Canada Temperance Act calculated to destroy 
its usefulness, and that in the face of the popu- 
lar will previously expressed in the manner 
provided by constitutional government; and 
hereby expresses the earnest hope that the 
House of Commons will reject said amend- 
ments, and consent to no change in the Act, 
except in the direction of strengthening its 
prohibitory character and increasing the 
means of enforcing it. 

III. Believing, as we do, that permanent 
success can only be attained by instilling 
correct ideas into the minds of the young, the 
Assembly again enjoins all parents, pastors 
and Sabbath-school teachers to give due pro- 
minence to the training of the rising genera- 
tion in the principles of Temperance and 
Prohibition. 

TV. The Assembly again records its thank- 
ful recognition of the earnest efforts put forth 
by the Christian women of our land on behalf 


of this cause.

Home AHlissions,

“THE Secretary of the Home Mission 
Committee, Western Section, fur- 
nishes us with the following extracts from 
recent letters from the missionaries of the 
Church in British Columbia. It will. be 
observed that the outlook is very hopeful. 
There is likely to be a large increase of 
population consequent on the completion 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway, and it is 


encouraging to know that in our four pio- 
neer missionaries there we have men of the 
right stamp. Itis greatly to be desired that 
all the Presbyterian ministers in that Pro- 
vince should be united in one Presbytery,. 
and we are not without hope that this may 
be accomplished soon. . 
REV. JOHN CuHIsHoLM, of Nicola, writes. 
to the Convener as follows :— 
“14th September, 1885. 
“T have eight preaching stations in the mis- 
Sion assigned me by the Church. The nearest. 
station to the front is Spence’s Bridge, where I 
preach on the first Sabbath in every month. 
In this place there is a population of about 40 
whites—17 being Presbyterians. The amount. 
promised for salary from this quarter is $200. 
On the second Sabbath in the month I preach 
at three different places, i.c., Woodwards S. 
House, 34 miles from Spence’s Bridge; the: 
Forks, 41 miles from Spence’s Bridge; and at 
Nicola proper, where the church is, and where: 
I live, which is about fifty miles from Spence’s. 
Bridge, the nearest railroad station. Between 
these three places there are about 40 “real 
estate owners” (many of these being single 
men cannot be classed as families), 17 being 
Presbyterians. The amount promised by these 
three places combined is $250. On the third 
Sabbath in every month I hold service at 
Douglas and Minnie Lakes, the former being 
25 miles from where I live, and 75 miles from: 
Spence’s Bridge. ‘he congregation here con- 
sists chiefly of young men who are working 
on the famous “syndicate ranch” of 80,000: 
acres and 18,000 head of cattle. Minnie Lake 
is 18 miles from Douglas Lake, and 20 from 
Nicola (proper). Here there are six families, 
four being Presbyterian. The present contri- 
butions of these two places amount only to 
$100 per year. Every fourth Sabbath I preach 
in the morning at Moor’s Settlement, 25 miles. 
distant from where I reside, on the road that 
leads to Kamloops, from which it is situated 
at a distance of 85 miles. On the same Sab- 
bath I preach at Quilshanna, at 2.30, being on 
the roadside, on my way between Moors’ Set- 
tlement and home; and in the evening of the 
same Sunday I preach in the church at Nicola. 
The sum promised by Moor’s Settlement and 
Quilshanna is $100. The whole amount is 
$650. This will occupy my time for 48 weeks. 
in the year. The rest of the weeks I devote to 
visiting sections of the interior where there is. 
no Presbyterian service. The first ten days in 
August I went on horseback a distance of 509 
miles, and preached eleven times. The first 
group of places I visited consisted of Ashcroft, 
Clinton, and Savona’s Ferry. These places are 
visited almost every Sabbath by a Methodist 
or Episcopal minister; yet there are more 
Presbyterians between these three places than 
there are of the other two s combined. 
Our people in these two places think they 
would contribute $500 to th » annual support 
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of a Presbyterian minister. I then visited 
Kamloops, which is to be the leading place of 
the interior. The only regular religious ser- 
vice here is by the High Anglican Church, 
with whom the people are very much dissatis- 
fied. From Kamloops I followed the South 
Thompson to Eagle Pass, visiting all the fami- 
lies on its banks. I then entered the §pillam- 
acheen Valley, and I have no reluctancy in 
saying that I never saw in Europe or America 
a richer or more beautiful agricultural section 
of country, with a perfect climate. In this 
valley I found 30 Presbyterian real estate 
owners, 3 Methodists, and 19 Episcopalians. 
Here I held service in three different places, 
and baptised several children. The Metho- 
dists have an ordained minister to look after 
their three; the Episcopalians one, to look 
after their 19, but the poor Presbyterians are 
permitted to wander as oat without a shep- 
herd. From Spillamacheen I went to Grand 
Prairie, where I found six families, four being 
wealthy Presbyterians. The people of these 
places think they could contribute $600 or $700 
per year to the support of Presbyterian ordi- 
mances among them. At present, however, 
they are very scarce of money. They have an 
abundance of everything the earth can pro- 
duce, but cannot send it to market on account 
of Onderdonk charging 6 cents for every lb. of 
freight he takes over the road between Spal- 
lumsheen and Port Moody. A very reliable 
Seotch farmer told me that he paid six hun- 
dred dollars for the freight on a threshing 
machine between Port Moody and Spillam- 
acheen. The freight on agricultural imple- 
ments between Victoria and the interior of 
the Province exceeds in every case the first 
cost. The same is true in regard to groceries. 
I also visited and preached for the people of 
Yale, where there is a large Presbyterian 
population. They offer to raise $500 per year 
~for one of our ministers. I would make the 
following proposals :—1. Station a minister at 
Spence’s Bridge ($250) and let him take in 
Yale ($300), Ashcroft, Clinton, and Savona’s 
Ferry ($400); 2. Let the minister of Nicola 
take in Kamloops to make up for Spence’s 
Bridge ; 3. Station a minister at Spillamacheen 
who will take in Grand Prairie, Okanagan and 
Eagle Pass. If these proposals were carried 
out, the minister at Spence’s Bridge would 
have either to receive a pass from the Syndi- 
cate or have some allowance made for his 
travelling by rail to Yale and Savona. He 
would require to go to these places on Satur- 
days and return on Mondays. I would also 
propose that the ministers of our Church in 
this Province be requested to link with their 
manses schools for the education of the chil- 
dren of ranchers, many of whom are situated 
in fertile spots, in the mountains of this Pro- 
vince, 20, 30, and sometimes 40 miles from 
white neighbours. At present these men are 
forced to send their children to the High 
Church or Catholic schools that are found 
almost ove acre. 
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I soon found out that 


there were enough children in the settlement 
to ask for a Government school. The Govern- 
ment granted our request in one week. A 
school-house was built near our church. In 
three weeks a Presbyterian teacher arrived 
from Ontario, being charmed by the Govern- 
ment salary of $720. The sectarian school was 
broken up at once, and I am now in a position 
to board the children from a distance; to have 
them instructed in music by my wie; in all 
the secular branches by our excellent public 
school teachers; in higher education and the 
doctrines of our Church by myself. And all 
this can be done for less money by us on ac- 
count of our taking advantage of the public 
school. The same thing can be done at 
Spence’s Bridge and Spallumsheen if you send 
us the ministers as soon as possible (say next 
March). 

New Wesrminster.—The Rev. J. S. McKay 
thus writes: “I started a Chinese school the 
ist of August. I pay $15 rent per month for 
the building. During the first month the 
Chinamen paid in fees $14.25. I keep the 
school open every night of the week except 
Thursday (prayer meeting night). On Sab- 
bath we. meet after evening service. I speak 
to them as simply as I can in English, and 
have prayer. Then Chin Kune Pai, a conver- 
ted Chinaman and member of our church, 
reads and expounds a chapter in Chinese. 
They can sing two hymns very nicely. Some 
of them know the Lord’s Prayer and some of 
the commandments. The work is interesting. 
Several in my congregation lend me assistance 
in the way of teaching. I find, however, that 
every night in the week is too great a strain 
upon my time and strength. I have, there- 
fore, appealed to the Foreign Mission Commit- 
tee to grant me enough to employ a permanent 
teacher. This will only be $20 or $30 per 
month. Next month our readers will receive 
an interesting statement from Rev. T. G. 
Thomson, of Granville (Burrard’s Inlet); and 
also from Rev. Allan Findlay, Superintendent 
of Missions in Muskoka. 


Hoard of Lrench Cvangelization, 


JT’HE semi-annual meeting was held in 
Montreal on the 4th of November, and 

was largely attended. Rev. Principal Mac- 
Vicar, Chairman of the Board, presided. The 
business transacted was chiefly routine. The 
reports received from the several fields were 
generally of a most encouraging nature. Con- 
siderable additions had been made to the 
membership, in one congregation the number 
exceeding twenty. It was agreed, in response 
to an application from the Presbytery of St. 
John, to co-operate with the Presbytery in the 
prosecution of the work at Grand Falls. About 
300 applications for admission to the Pointe 
aux Trembles schools this session had been 


received. Fear of the epidemic had caused 
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some of those whose applications were granted 
to delay coming, but eighty were reported as 
present, with the prospect of an additional fif- 
teen or twenty during November. A commit- 
tee was appointed to take the supervision of 
the schools this session. Twelve or thirteen 
of the pupils are being trained for missionaries 
or teachers. It was agreed largely to increase 
the staff of colporteurs. The names of nine 
persons recommended for this work were sub- 
mitted to the Board. The Executive were re- 
quested to meet with such of the applicants as 
were certified by some Presbytery of the 
Church, and to engage those of them deemed 
suitable, as soon as the state of the fund will 
admit of it. The Treasurer reported that 
$6,000 were immediately required to pay sala- 

ies, etc., now due. Though the receipts to 
date were equal to those of last year, yet the 
indebtedness is greater than it has been for 
the last nine years, partly owing to the expan- 
sion of the work, and partly to the fact that the 
balance on hand at the beginning of the year 
was $2,000 less than in the beginning of last 
year. It was resolved to effect a temporary 
loan to meet pressing liabilities, and to issue a 
circular informing the Church of the state of 
the fund and appealing for liberal contribu- 
tions. 

The relationship of the work of the Board to 
that carried on among French Canadians in 
the United States was discussed at length, 
and it was agreed to open correspondence with 
the authorities of the Church there. Gratifi- 
cation was expressed at the establishment re- 
cently of several French Protestant mission 
churches in Massachusetts, etc. Fifteen or 
sixteen of the French missionaries trained by 
the Board are now labouring in the United 
States in connection with the French Cana- 
dian Protestant congregations.

LETTER FROM REV. JOHN MORTON. 


For the Record. 
Tunapuna, 12th Oct., 1885. 


Your appeal of 23rd September just re- 
ceived. Who so unrelenting as an editor? 
While the managing editor is considering 
this problem, I wil! try and fill my column. 
On the Ist inst. a ship left this for Calcutta 
with 332 men, 138 women, 79 boys, 47 
girls and 18 infants, Indian immigrants re- 
turning to their country. They take back 
to their country, as the result of their labour 
in Trinidad, in round numbers, £12,000 
stg. The ship lay in deep water, three 
miles off, and our Gulf steamer carried all 
the immigrants out to her in one trip. On 
board this steamer I spent an hour as the 
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people were embarking. A number were 
children from our schools, who sometimes 
unexpectedly caught my hand to lead me 
to their parents. Mothers were counting 
their children or gazing anxiously for grown 
up sons who had not yet come on board. 
Some were weeping for friends left in Trini- 
dad. The faces of others were bright with 
the vision of a long-awaited happiness draw- 
ing on to realization. A number brought 
books to read on the passage. When the 
steamer moved off a ringing cheer was 
raised, and in fifteen minutes we were 
alongside their ship. The dispensary and 
hospital were on the upper deck. On the 
next deck a saloon, shall I call it, 200 feet 
long and forty feet at the widest part, was 
fitted up as night quarters for 614 souls. 
Fear of the editorial simmering pot re- 
strains my pen from details. 


I gave the Doctor the names of two men 
who could teach classes to read, and left 
with him slates, pencils and reading books ; 
also books to be given to those who had 
none, or to be read aloud to the passengers. 
The Doctor seemed quite interested in the 
people, and promised to carry out my pro- 
posals. All through, the people behaved 
admirably. Fairly afloat, many of them 
seemed to realize the risks of a voyage of 
over four months with so many souls on 
board. In passing round to say good-bye 
and give a last werd of encouragement and 
advice, many a Hindu, and Mohammedan, 
too, held my hand to say, ‘ Till you hear 
we are safe at Calcutta, do not cease to pray 
God to be pitiful to us.” And when about. 
to leave the ship, one of Miss Semple’s 
school-boys ran after me to say, in his own. 
picturesque English, ‘‘Tell Madam and 
School Missis plenty good morning. Don’t 
forget.” And that was the last good-bye. 
On board that ship were one adult Chris- 
tian and seven school children from this 
district, and a great many to whom the 
Gospel has been preached. We commit 
them and the seed sown in their hearts to 
the mercy and care of the Most Pitiful.

{LETTER TO THE CONVENER FROM Mr. JAMIBSON. 


Tamsui, 29th August. 


Having lately taken a trip of some eight 
days on the west side of the island, a short 
account of it may give you a glimpse of Dr. 
Mackay’s work. The first night was spent at 
a Chinese inn, where I had an opportunity of 
seeing what accommodation such places can 
afford, this being one of the best. First you 
enter a large room for cooking, eating, and 
sleeping; behind which was a square court, 
where some pigs were foraging. From this 
you enter the sleeping rooms, which look like 
sheep cotes; the floor is of clay, there is no 
window, no table or stool, but two bamboo 
beds or stretchers. In rainy weather such 
lodgings must be very uncomfortable, but in 
former days were the best to be had. One has 
more comfort in visiting the stations now, as 
nearly every night can be passed in some.one 
of the chapels. Next day we reached Tek- 
chham, a large walled city, where we spent 
the Sabbath. We gathered together, first to 
sing some hymns, and then for forenoon ser- 
vice. The chapel was well filled. I cannot 
pretend to speak yet, so did not address the 
people. Earnest, faithful words were spoken 
by the preacher from 1 John, 4. I visited in 
all four stations, saw the preachers and a 
number of the converts, to all appearance ear- 
nest, devoted men and women. It was pleas- 
ing to me to visit the places where Dr. Mackay 
has worked so hard, and about which we have 
heard so much; he has had to fight his way 
for every foot of ground now owned by the 
‘Church. You heard about the mob at Bang- 
kah, but that is only one place; every town 
and village has been similar. While Dr. Mac- 
kay was preparing the first place obtained for 
a chapel in Tak-chham, Mrs. Mackay was two 
whole weeks with him, often sitting in the 
Street under the burning sun, the angry people 
round them. On taking possession there was 
but one small room, with four pigs in it; he 
drove them out, and began work. Building a 
chapel in Formosa is something very different 
from building one in Canada. We used to see 
Dr. Mackay and A-Hoa counting screws. and 
examining everything, and the longer we are 
here the more necessary such work appears. 
One must know good from bad bricks, tiles, 
lime, wood, and paint, and how to prepare 
everything; also exactly how much of each is 
necessary for so many feet of wall. The ma- 
sons and carpenters must be taught todo many 
things they never saw done before; then it is 
so hard to get them to begin work, and when 
they have begun, to finish. Even when fin- 
ished, buildings willnot remain as they would 
in Canada, but must be constantly repaired, 
else rains, typhoons, and white ants would 
goon lay them low. 

The chapels,are different in plan, according 
to the situation.» Threading your way down a 
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narrow street you come to a building neater 
and tidier than its neighbours, and more like 
a cottage than the western idea of a chapel. 
The door stands open, and, going in, you see a 
number of benches on the tiled floor, opposite 
the door a raised platform with a desk like a 
small table, on the walls are maps and other 
inscriptions suited to the place. A door open- 
ing to the back or side of the room leads to the 
apartments, under the same roof, occupied by 
the preacher and his family. The roads in 
the Tek-chham district are better than any 
other in this mission field. Travelling in the 
country, one must either go on foot or hire a 
sedan chair. Walking, the best way is to dis- 
card shoes and stockings and put on grass 
sandals, for, if rainy weather, a good part of 
the way is through mud or water, and streams 
have to be waded at every turn, so dry feet 
are altogether out of the question. 

All here are fairly well just now. Dr. Mac- 
kay and one of the students were almost 
drowned crossing from Kelung to Palm Island, 
about two weeks ago. Ina high wind a little 
boat near them was wrecked, and in turning 
round to save a drowning man their own boat 
was almost capsized; then for three days they 
were on the island with almost no food. The 
storm prevented any one crossing to Kelung. 
Meanwhile we are still busy with the books, 
and find that we have many things to learn 
besides the language before we can even enter 
upon the work. A preacher trained in the 
field has great advantage over one who comes 
a perfect stranger to the manners and customs 
and superstitions of the people.—J. J. 


The opponents of Christianity in Japan have 
banded together to resist the spread of the 
Christian religion. Severa] such associations 
exist in different cities ; but in no case do they 
appear to be numerous. In one instance, 
about twenty of them, carrying flags, ins- 
cribed: ‘Expel Christ, the Robber,” entered 
a Greek chapel; but caused no disturbance. 
In Osaka and Yokohama they have held pu- 
blic meetings; and in the former place, viol- 
ence was used toward those who took the part 
of the Christians. Not infrequently the Budd- 
hist priests are roused by the progress of the 
Christian religion to try to refute its doctrines. 
In one case, when Christian services were 
announced in a town where there is no church, 
the priests secured a room adjoining the build- 
ing in which the missionary was to speak. A 
celebrated Buddhist orator was secured to de- 
fend Buddhism. The people went in large 
numbers to hear him; but when they found 
that his whole speech was to be a violent at- 
tack on other religions, they left, and went to 
hear the missionary who, without reference to 
Buddhism, preached a plain Gospel discourse. 
The people were pleased with it, and said: If 
that is Christian teaching, Christianity is good. 
The priests, they said, have a losing cause; 
they are not able to defend their religion. 
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France. — Numerically, Protestantism in 
France is very weak. Those competent to 
estimate give the number as 700,000 to 800,000. 
This is few for a country with 36,000,000 of 
inhabitants. How much more it might have 
been butfor the expulsion of the Huguenots ! 
There is, however, progress. In 1809, Mr. 
Recolin says, there were only 150 pastors in 
France; and now, even after the loss of Alsace, 
there are 870 pastors, of whom 85 belong to 
Independent churches. It is also true that the 
Protestant minority occupies an important 
position in public life. In every department 
of human activity Protestants have acquired 
a distinguished place. As to ecclesiastical 
organization, French Protestants are divided 
into three groups: the Reformed Church, the 
Church of the Confession of Augsburg, and 
the various Independent churches. The Re- 
formed Church is the most considerable, com- 
prehending 600,000 members. Its connection 
with the State deprives it of the free action 
that might render its decisions even more ef- 
fective than they now are. The Church of 
Augsburg Confession has lost three-fourths of 
its members by the annexation of Alsace to 
Germany. It counts about 80,000 adherents, 
with ninety pastors. The Independent churches 
number from 15,000 to 20,000 members; the 
most numerous is the Union of the Free 
Evangelical churches with about fifty pastors. 
These churches represent with courage and 
firmness the principle of the independence of 
the church, but their direct influence is re- 
strained by their numerical weakness. The 
Methodist Church counts thirty regular pastors 
and about 100 local preachers. The other de- 
nominations, Baptists, etc., are of less impor- 
tance. 


Tue Conco.—The Church of the Gospel Ta- 
bernacle at New York has just sent out, at its 
own cost, four missionaries to the Congo. They 
are to receive no settled salary. 

A Swedish missionary has recently trans- 
lated the Gospel of John into the Congo lan- 
guage for the use of the natives. It is the first 
book printed in Congo. 

On the arrival of the Cambridge University 
missionaries at Pekin, China, the members of 
the English and American missions united in 
ten days of prayer and Bible study. 

The editor of the Japanese paper, Jigi 
Gbimbo, with his whole family having em- 
braced Christianity, has issued a manifesto 
calling on the Japanese people to do the same, 
on the ground of their being already Euro- 
peanized in every other respect. 

The Rev. George Muller’s forty-sixth annual 
report of his Bristol orphan houses, England, 
acknowledges more than $200,000 in gifts the 
last year.
